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THE  FIRST  ANNUAL  MEETING 

OF  THE 

WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  COUNCIL 

OF  THE 

METHODIST  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH,  SOUTH. 


It  was  eminently  fitting  that  the  first  session  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council  should  have  been  held  in  St.  Louis 
and  in  St.  John's  Church.  This  city  was  twice  identified  with 
the  history  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  that 
of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions.  The  third  annual 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Board  was  held  here  in  1881,  and  also 
the  twelfth  in  1890,  the  year  after  the  Scarritt  Bible  and 
Training  School  was  projected.  In  18!)3,  before  the  Home 
Mission  Society  had  become  a  regularly  constituted  Board, 
it  met  for  its  first  general  convention  in  St.  Louis;  and  in  1901 
its  third  annual  session  as  a  Board,  when  the  industrial  work 
at  Paine  College  was  projected,  was  held  in  old  St.  John's 
Church. 

After  two  decades  in  foreign  mission  work  and  one  decade 
in  home  mission  work,  the  women  of  Southern  Methodism, 
coming  back  to  St.  Louis,  found  life  and  growth  and  intense 
activity  characterizing  this  great  throbbing  city-heart  of  the 
Mid- West.  New  parks  and  boulevards  and  places  beautiful 
bespoke  the  Western  spirit  of  perpetual  progress  toward  per- 
fection in  civic  health  and  beauty.  A  new  St.  John's  Church 
stood  in  classic  beauty  to  herald  the  growth  of  Methodism. 

The  w#rkers,  coming  together  to  represent  the  growth  of  the 
missionary  spirit  in  the  womanhood  of  the  Church,  felt  at 
home  in  the  atmosphere  of  development  manifesting  itself 
everywhere  they  turned.  ''Grow  w^e  must,  if  we  outgrow  all 
that  we  love."  Necessarily  there  was  some  sadness  because 
the  new  path,  while  broader,  seemed  to  lead  away  from  things 
dear  and  familiar.     Perhaps  with  some  there  was  even  a  feel- 
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ing  of  appi'elieusiou  that  tlieie  miglit  be  "lions  in  the  vraj'' 
farther  on.  These  feelings,  however,  were  onh-  incidental  in 
the  enlarged  fellowship  and  service  that  made  the  occasion 
epochal  in  its  character. 

Amid  the  newness  and  the  changes,  it  was  good  to  discover 
that  some  things  abide,  and  the  hospitality  of  St.  John's 
Church  and  of  the  Methodists  of  the  St.  Lonis  District  was  as 
gracious  and  all-providing  as  in  other  years. 

At  the  first  meeting,  Wednesday  evening,  the  taking  of  the 
Lord's  Supi^er  together  made  a  hallowed  hour.  AVords  of 
greeting  were  given  by  Dr.  Lee,  the  pastor;  and  Miss  Bennett, 
in  warm  words,  expressed  brieifly  appreciation  of  the  loving 
kindness  shown  in  other  years  by  the  Church  and  the  city. 
Dr.  W.  AA'.  IMiisoii,  General  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
was  the  sjteaker  for  the  evening.  He  emphjisized  the  holy 
necessity  of  a  solid  Christianity  to  move  in  conquering  phalanx 
upon  all  the  regions  of  darkness  round  the  world.  He  stated 
that  the  eyes'  of  all  the  l*rotestant  Churches  were  upon  the 
Southern  Methodist  Church  because  of  the  union  effected  in 
its  missionary  o])eiations. 

Thursday  evening  Dr.  -lohn  Trawick  led  the  devotional  serv- 
ice. As  th(^  purjxise  of  the  jHogram  was  to  give  a  resume  of 
the  work  of  the  Council,  the  five  Secretaries — Mrs.  J.  I>.  Cobb, 
of  the  Foreign  De^iartinent,  Mrs.  R.  W.  ^lacDonell,  of  the 
Home  Department.  Miss  Mabel  Head,  Educational  Secretary, 
Mrs.  A.  L.  ^Marshall,  Editorial  Secretary,  Miss  Daisy  Davies, 
Field  Secretary — each  gave  a  brief  but  comprehensive  and  in- 
spiring rejiort  of  the  work  especially  committed  to  her.  Dr. 
Pinson  followed  with  a  most  optimistic  talk,  breathing  hope 
and  faith,  and  closing  with  a  poetic  touch. 

Friday  evening,  with  Mrs.  J.  E.  Grubbs  presiding,  the  open- 
ing service  was  led  by  Dr.  S.  AA'.  AA'ainwright,  in  other  years  a 
missionary  to  .Iai)an.  Mrs.  Josephine  Campbell,  who  went  to 
China  in  1SS7  and  for  many  years  has  been  identified  with  our 
Korean  Mission,  brought  such  a  heart-searching  message  as  to 
the  spiritual  hunger  of  the  Hermit  Nation  that  none  who  really 
beard  with  understanding  hearts  can  ever  be  the  same  again  in 
their  relation  to  the  mere  belongings  of  life.  Her  })lea  was  foi- 
fifty  new  missionaries  in   the  coining  autumn. 
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Saturday  afteruoou,  wLile  most  of  the  Conucii  was  iu  com- 
mittee sessions,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Leith  presided  at  an  insj)irational 
meeting  addressed  bv  Dr.  Wainwright,  Miss  Ethel  Jackson, 
deaconess  at  the  Institutional  Church  in  Kansas  City,  and 
Miss  Mary  1).  Myers,  on  a  furlough  from  missionary  work  in 
Korea.  The  oneness  of  the  world's  need  was  presented — the 
gospel  of  the  Son  of  God  in  its  fulness  and  power.  The  late 
afternoon  was  spent  in  a  delightful  automobile  ride  through 
Forest  Park  and  other  parts  of  the  city.  After  the  long  hours 
of  work  this  reci'eation  brought  needed  refreshing. 

Sunday  found  representatives  from  the  Council  in  many  of 
the  Methodist  Churches  of  St,  Louis.  Chief  interest  centered 
at  St.  John's  Church,  v.'heie  Bishoj)  Hendrix  ]>reached  to  a 
large  congregation  from  John  i.  IS:  "Jesus  Christ  the  revealer 
to  men  of  God  our  Father.''  It  was  a  me.«sage  that  woke 
thanksgiving  in  every  reverent  heart  tor  the  su])remo  revela- 
tion of  God  to  men. 

In  the  afternoon  Mrs.  Leith  and  Mis.  Gruhl)s.  in  a  meeting 
in  the  interest  of  children  and  young  ppo])le,  had  a  most 
beautiful  and  ell'ective  ])rogram  carried  out.  illustrating  th<^ 
declaration  of  Jesus,  "I  am  the  light  of  the  world." 

The  evening  hour  found  a  crowd  of  earnest,  exjxHtant  people. 
As  the  twenty  deaconesses,  in  their  simple  black  garb,  came 
down  the  central  aisle,  each  a<companied  by  a  foreign  mission 
candidate  in  pure  white,  with  a  goodly  number  of  returned  mis- 
sionaries and  tield  workers  following,  they  sang  in  luiison  the 
hyiiiii  "Onward,  Christian  Soldiers."  Its  martial  music  never 
sounded  a  more  inspiring  call  to  service  as  the  congregation 
joined  in  the  closing  stanza.  Bishop  Hendrix.  assisted  by  Dr. 
Lee,  conducted  the  consecration  service.  The  young  women, 
soon  to  be  appointed  to  the  foreign  field,  looking  on  doubtless 
realized  a  larger  and  sweeter  kinship  Avith  the  work  of  the  whole 
Church.  After  the  service  of  consecration,  the  deaconesses  filled 
the  platform,  and  five  of  the  twenty  gave  bits  of  personal  experi- 
ences as  to  the  leadings  of  God's  spirit  in  their  preparation  for 
special  service.  Miss  Bennett  made  an  appeal  foi-  other  young 
lives  to  be  surrendered  for  God's  work  in  the  world.  She 
gave  special  em]ihasis  to  the  ]>lea   by  introducing  ^[iss  Mary 
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l>e  Bardelebeu,  a  college-bred  woman  and  a  graduate  of  the 
Methodist  Training  School  at  Nashville,  who  had  prepared  her- 
self for  missionary  work  among  the  negroes  of  the  South. 

On  Mondaj'  the  members  of  the  Council  and  visitors  were 
carried  to  the  Orphans'  Home  for  Girl,  where  they  had  lunch- 
eon together.  Mrs.  John  O'Fallen,  the  beloved  president  of  the 
Board,  was  the  gracious  hostess.  As  glimpses  were  had  of  the 
happy  children  and  their  life,  there  came  the  impression  that 
this  is  not  simply  an  institution,  but  a  real  home.  It  is  a 
fitting  memorial  to  the  wife  of  Mr.  Samuel  Cupples. 

At  8  p.M.^  with  Mrs.  Leith  presiding,  messages  were  brought 
from  Latin  lands  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb,  of  Porto  Alegre, 
Brazil,  and  Miss  Norwood  Wynn,  Principal  of  Colon  Insti- 
tute, Guadalajara,  Mexico.  On  the  platform  where  Miss  Jones, 
Miss  Tydings,  and  Miss  Moling,  of  Mexico,  and  Miss  Perkin- 
son,  of  Brazil. 

Tuesday  afternoon,  Mrs.  George  Gross,  of  Kansas  City,  pre 
sided  at  the  meeting  in  the  auditorium,  while  the  Council  was 
at  committee  work.  The  beloved  Miss  Mary  Helm  conducted 
the  devotional  service.  Miss  Cordelia  Erwin,  missionary  from 
Korea,  with  an  enthusiasm  ever  contagious,  brought  the  land 
of  her  best  love  near,  and  made  it  dear  to  all.  Miss  Zadie 
Koyalty,  deaconess,  told  of  the  work  in  the  Lead  Belt  district, 
and  Miss  May  Ora  Durham  gave  an  insight  into  the  activities 
of  the  Institutional  Church  in  Kansas  City.  Another  auto- 
mobile ride  gave  opportunity  to  visit  University  City,  look  in 
upon  the  plant  of  the  American  Woman's  League,  and  get 
another  vision  of  the  Western  horizon  of  thought  and  the 
tremendous,  unsparing  energy  which  her  people  jmt  into  life. 

On  Tuesday  evening  the  foreign  missionary  candidates  and 
the  deaconesses  were  again  comrades  in  song  as  they  entered 
The  church,  singing  the  Council  hymn,  "Lead  on,  O  King  Eter- 
nal," with  the  congregation  joining  in  the  last  inspiring  stanza. 
What  heart  could  fail  to  go  out  in  sympathy  to  the  nineteen 
young  women  who  had  come  to  the  climactic  hour  of  their 
preparation  for  life  and  service  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth?  After  they  were  presented  by  Mrs.  Cobb,  Miss  Bennett 
spoke  to  them  briefly  but  with  heart-flnding  earnestness.     ''If 
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•It'siis  is  not  real  and  vital  to  you;  if  you  do  not  believe  in  the 
siipeinatural  Saviour,  don't  go.  You  can't  go  to  a  heathen 
nation  with  any  other  message;  you  can't  amount  to  anything 
yourself;  you  can't  endure  without  that  knowledge."  Such 
words  as  these  they  can  never  foi-get,  nor  can  they  who  heard 
tlie  testimony  of  those  giving  their  life  experiences  forget  the 
witness  borne  to  the  influence  of  godly  homes  and  parents 
whose  chief  concern  is  to  seek  fii'st  for  themselves  and  their 
children  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Many  hearts  joined  their  peti- 
tions as  Miss  Gibson,  with  her  hand  laid  lovingly  upon  eacli 
young  head,  bowed  at  the  chancel,  asked  God's  supreme  bless 
ing  for  every  young  life — the  joy  of  abundant  service. 

Wednesday  afternoon  the  Council  mcmbeis  and  visitors  were 
carried  to  the  Kingdom  House.  Mhcre  ^Irs.  Mary  Dillon,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  City  Missions,  was  hostess,  assisted  by  Mr. 
William  Sloan,  one  (»f  the  founders  of  Kingdom  House,  Mrs. 
Sloan,  and  the  corjis  of  resident  workers.  Kev.  Charles  C. 
Selecman,  the  pastor.  Miss  Helen  Gibson,  deaconess,  Head 
TJesident,  and  her  colaborers,  have  demonstrated  that  social 
service  is  most  constructive  when  thoroughly  imbued  with 
positive  Christianity.  The  delicious  luncheon  and  the  social 
intercourse  were  incidental  pleasures  amid  the  opportuni- 
ties given  to  see  every  feature  of  institutional  work  and  to  un 
derstand  the  large  mission  of  this  life  saving  and  life-making 
station. 

In  the  evening  Mrs.  Archibald  Trawick  presided  at  a  meet- 
ing held  in  the  Baptist  Church,  across  from  St.  John's  Church. 
I'rof.  A.  M.  Trawick  gave  a  lecture  on  social  service,  illustrated 
with  views  of  scenes  ail  too  familiar  To  most  of  the  spectators, 
wiio  doubtless  realized  afresh  that  health  and  morals  in  the 
Southland  are  menaced  in  many  ways  conijiaratively  easy  of 
remedy  now. 

The  last  tAvo  days  were  given  entirely  to  the  business  of  the 
session.  Although  it  lasted  almost  ten  days,  the  members  were 
faithful  to  their  trust,  and  only  a  few,  who  had  a  long  distance 
lo  trsivel.  left  before  the  tinal  adjournment  late  Friday  night. 

One  most  helpful  feature  of  the  session  was  Tlir  Corineil 
Jhiilfi.  with  its  strong  editorial  and  business  statf.     Mrs.  ^lary 
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Kelly  Graves,  as  Editor,  Mis.  Lewis  J.  Brooks,  as  Business 
Manager,  and  their  helpers  made  Miss  Gibson's  inspiration  a 
delightful  and  fruitful  reality.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
commendation  of  the  pluck  and  faith  and  diligence  of  all  who 
cooperated  in  creating  The  Council  Daili/,  henceforth  to  be  tlie 
official  organ  of  every  session. 

The  complete  directory  given  in  the  first  number  of  the  Daily 
introduced  the  members  of  the  body  so  thoroughly  to  their 
surroundings  that  they  could  know  any  time  where  to  find  any- 
body of  anything  needed.  It  was  an  illustration  of  the  mas- 
terly way  in  which  the  local  committee,  with  Mrs.  H.  M. 
French  as  Chairman-General,  planned  and  provided  for  the 
entertainment  of  the  Council.  Appetizing  luncheons  were 
served  ex]»editiously  every  day  in  the  church  parlors  and  din- 
ing room  by  the  different  Churches  in  the  city,  and  visitors 
and  members  Avere  sliown  manifold  courtesies  that  can  never 
be  forgotten.  Mrs.  John  Crabtree,  who  had  charge  of  the 
music,  in  an  ideally  unobtrusive  way  brought  to  every  session 
the  messages  and  messengers  in  song  needed  for  that  hour. 

That  the  meeting  was  marvelous  in  its  scope  and  spirit  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  for  a  twelvemonth  hosts  of  women 
throughout  the  Church  had  been  much  in  prayer.  Ditferences 
of  o]>inion  as  to  the  best  methods  of  work  and  adjustment 
were  obliged  to  exist,  but  these  were  stated  with  frankness, 
courtesy,  and  good  will.  It  was  evident  that  the  spirit  of 
union  throughout  the  Church  was  making  imperative  call  for 
the  (piickest,  safest,  and  most  economical  method  of  work. 
While  some  much-prayed-for  ends  were  not  accom])lished.  thi^ 
spirit  of  optimism  Avas  uppermost. 

Tlie  noon  hours,  given  to  the  ministry  of  intercession,  were 
used  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  deepen  the  inner  life  and  to 
(juicken  the  sense  of  world  responsibility. 

Sitme,  whose  faces  and  voices  have  lent  charm  and  given 
valiant  help  on  other  occasions  in  both  departments  of  work, 
weie  ]>rovidentially  absent;  l)ut  tliey  were  not  forgotten.  A 
large  number  of  deeply  interested  visitors  and  of  returned  mis- 
sionaries and  field  workers  gave  unusual  insi)iration,  and 
lie1];ed   its  the  Ix'tter   to   look   n\)on   the  fields  white  unto   the 
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harvest  in  every  part  of  the  earth  where  our  beloved  Church 
works.  We  prayed  for  her  an  early  entrance  into  Africa,  and 
doubtless  coveted  a  share  in  India  and  in  every  land  where  we 
have  not  yet  entered.  Our  absence  from  those  lands  where  other 
Churches  are  laboring  increases  our  obligation  to  ]»ray  for  their 
people  and  for  those  bringing  Christ  to  them.  While  we  were 
brought  to  see  and  feel  the  very  ends  of  the  earth  near,  there 
came  more  ])rofoundly  the  conviction  that  Jesus  (IMirist  must 
be  made  and  kejit  very  real  in  the  midst  of  our  American  life, 
lest  the  forces  of  evil  triumph  in  the  very  citadels  of  our  civ- 
ilization, and  we  be  numbered  among  the  nations  who  forgot 
God.  ■ 

As  day  after  <lay  voices  and  hearts  joined  in  the  singing  of 
the  (^ouncil  hymn.  '"Lead  on,  O  King  Eternal,"  there  grew  the 
conviction  that  ''love  finds  a  way''  to  the  solution  of  all  prob- 
lems, and  that  it  is  well  that  ''the  old  order  changeth,  yielding 
to  the  new''  for  our  "God  fulfills  himself  in  many  ways." 
'•'Lead  on,  O  God  of  :\right."

FIRST  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episco 
pal  Church,  South,  met  in  its  first  business  session  of  its  first 
annual  meeting  in  St.  John's  Church,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Thurs- 
day morning,  April  20,  1911,  at  9  a.m.,  with  Miss  Belle  H.

The  first  meeting  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Boards  in  Nashville 
and  Clarksville  in  April,  1910,  was  held  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  at  the  Publishing  House  May 
2,  Miss  Gibson  in  the  chair. 

1.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  ratify  the  orders  which  the  retir- 
ing Secretary  had  been  compelled  to  issue  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Board. 

2.  It  was  ordered  that  the  allowance  for  the  missionary's  outfit  be 
made  the  same  <$150)  for  all  fields. 

3.  Miss  Shaffer,  having  failed  to  see  Dr.  John  Trawick  in  Clarks- 
vilk".  was  instructed  to  go  to  Dr.  A.  M.  Trawick,  of  Nashville,  for  an 
examination. 

4.  It  was  agreed  that  Miss  Shaffer  should  have  a  term  in  some 
school  of  methods  before  returning  to  Brazil. 

5.  It  was  ordered  that  Rev.  J.  B.  Cox  be  given  $100  as  an  expression 
of  appreciation  of  services  rendered  the  Board. 

6.  Inasmuch  as  an  interval  of  six  months  exists  between  the  time  of 
the  Annual  Conferences  in  China  and  Korea  and  the  annual  meeting 
of  The  Board,  and  changes  in  estimates  frequently  occur,  it  was  ordered 
that  the  District  Secretaries  in  those  countries  be  a  Committee  on  Re- 
vision of  Estimates,  to  which  necessary  changes  may  be  referred  by  the 
missionaries  in  time  to  be  presented  to  the  Board. 

May  18,  1910. 
At  3:30  o'clock  Wednesday  afternoon,  in  Central  Church,  Asheville, 
N.  C,  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions and  that  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions  met  in  joint 
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session  as  the  Provisional  Committee  authorized  on  that  day  by  the 
General  Conference  to  nominate  the  ten  women  members  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  called  for  in  the  plan  of  unification  of  the  Missionary  Boards 
of  the  Church,  and  to  make  adjustments  necessary  in  perfecting  the 
unilication. 

On  motion,  Miss  Gibson  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and 
Mrs.  Frank  Siler  Recording  Secretary.

J.  B.  Cobb  and  Mrs.  R.  W.  MacDonell  were  elected  Correspond- 
ing Secretaries,  and  Miss  Daisy  Davies  Associate  Secretary  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

Mrs.  Cobb  and  Mrs.  MacDonell  were  requested  to  draft  a  letter  to 
be  published  in  all  the  Church  papers  giving  information  in  regard  to 
the  changes  made  in  the  missionary  operations  of  the  women  of  the 
Church.  They  were  also  requested  to  send  out  at  once  to  all  Confer- 
ence officers  and  District  Secretaries  in  both  Foreign  and  Home  Mission 
Societies  copies  of  the  leaflet  containing  the  Plan  of  Unification  adopted 
by  the  General  Conference. 

Mrs.  Cobb,  Mrs.  MacDonell,  Miss  Mabel  Head,  Miss  Bennett,  Miss 
Gibson,  Miss  Davies,  and  Mrs.  Barnum  (to  act  as  Mrs.  Marshall's  sub- 
stitutes) were  appointed  a  Committee  on  By-Laws  for  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  to  report  to  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil in  1911,  provided  a  basis  of  work  could  be  secured  while  this  body 
was  in  session,  in  the  form  of  provisional  by-laws,  to  be  submitted  to 
the  committee,  before  its  final  adjournment,  for  approval,  and  then 
sent  out  to  Conference  and  District  Secretaries.  This  committee  was 
made  a  standing  Committee  on  By-Laws,  to  serve  until  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

Mrs.  Fitzgerald  Sale  Parker  and  Mrs.  Frank  Siler  were  elected 
Recording  Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Missionarv  Council. 
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Mrs.  G.  W.  Baskervill  was  elected  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Advocate,  and  Miss  Mary  Helm  Editor  of  Our  Homes. 

Miss  Anna  Maria  Barnes  was  elected  Editor  of  the  Young  Christian 
Worker,  with  the  request  that  both  home  and  foreign  interests  be  rep- 
resented in  its  columns. 

May  19,  1910. 

Pursuant  to  adjournment  the  day  before,  the  Provisional  Committee 
met  at  Rock  Ledge,  Asheville,  N.  C,  at  8  p.m. 

It  was  decided  that  for  the  present,  to  avoid  confusion  in  Conferences 
and  auxiliaries,  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the  Council  should  not  be 
numbered,  but  assigned  to  departments  of  work,  which  may  ultimately 
be  numbered,  as  follows:  Vice  President  of  Department  of  Young  Peo- 
ple's Work,  Mrs.  J.  E.  Grubbs;  Vice  President  of  the  Department  of 
Children's  Work,  Mrs.  John  R.  Nelson;  Vice  President  of  Local  Work, 
Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry;  Vice  President  of  Retirement  and  Relief  Funds,  Mrs. 
H.  N.  McTyeire. 

The  names  and  duties  of  officers  were  discussed,  and  it  was  decided 
that  the  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Department  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Home  Department  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  with  such 
duties  as  are  defined  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  page  176,  Article  13,  including  "countersign  orders  in 
their  respective  departments  on  the  Treasurer." 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  make  a  report  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Council;  shall  also  make  quarterly  statements  through  the  pe- 
riodicals to  the  Council,  and  conduct  necessary  correspondence. 

May  20,  1910. 

At  9:30  A.M.  the  Committee  was  called  to  order  by  Miss  Gibson.

It  was  decided  that  strong  editorials  regarding  changed  conditions 
must  appear  in  our  periodicals,  and  that  until  Mrs.  Baskervill  should 
enter  upon  her  work  in  the  fall  Mrs.  Cobb,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Managers  and  officers,  Mrs.  Chappell  being  editor  in  chief  for  the  time. 
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could  care  for  the  Woman's  Missionary  Advocate  and  through  its  edi- 
torials establish  its  policy. 

Misses  Gibson  and  Bennett  Mere  to  prepare  strong  editorials  to  ap- 
pear in  the  July  numbers  of  Our  Homes  and  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Advocate. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Butler's  request  that  she  be  relieved  by  June  1  was 
granted. 

Misses  Bennett  and  Gibson  were  empowered  to  prepare  a  joint  state- 
ment of  the  changes  in  the  plan  of  work  due  to  consolidation  of  the 
Boards.

It  was  unanimously  carried  that  Mrs.  M.  H.  Wightman,  Mrs.  W.  G.  E. 
Cunnyngham,  Mrs.  W.  B.  Higginbothem,  Mrs.  J.  D.  Hamilton,  and  Mrs. 
S.  C.  Trueheart  be  honorary  life  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

The  duties  of  the  President  were  amended  to  read:  "The  President 
shall  preside  at  meetings  and  actively  advance  the  interests  of  the 
Society." 

It  was  agreed  that  each  Vice  President  in  her  order  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  the  President  in  the  latter's  absence,  and  such  other  special 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  her  by  the  Council. 

It  was  decided  to  instruct  the  Conference  Societies  to  hold  their 
meetings  this  year  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  Vice  President  in  charge  of  Young  People's 
W^ork  shall  plan  and  develop  this  line  of  work,  keep  in  touch  with  the 
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Superintendent  of  Young  People  in  the  Conferences,  receive  reports 
from  them,  and  make  a  quarterly  tabulated  report  to  the  respective 
Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Council.  That  the  Vice  President  in 
charge  of  Children's  Work  shall  develop  this  line  of  work,  keep  in 
touch  with  the  Superintendent  of  Children's  "Work  in  the  Conferences, 
receive  reports  from  them,  and  make  quarterly  tabulated  reports  to  the 
respective  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Council.  That  the  Vice  Pres- 
ident in  charge  of  the  Relief  and  Retirement  Funds  shall  arouse  and 
maintain  an  interest  in  these  funds,  and  receive  and  invest  the  same 
under  the  direction  of  the  "Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

That  the  Associate  Secretary  shall  do  general  field  work,  mdke  quar- 
terly reports  of  general  conditions  and  status  of  work  to  the  Secre- 
tary in  each  department,  and  have  such  touch  with  the  office  as  may 
be  needed  for  the  best  interests  of  the  work. 

That  the  Recording  Secretaries  shall  give  notice  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  and  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  in  a  permanent 
record. 

That  the  women  Secretaries,  the  officers  of  the  Council,  and  women 
Managers  of  the  Board  constitute  the  Executive  Committee,  seven  to 
constitute  a  quorum. 

It  was  agreed  that  at  a  mass  meeting  to  be  held  at  the  church  that 
afternoon  Miss  Bennett  should  explain  the  plan  of  work.  Miss  Davies 
make  the  appeal,  and  Mrs.  Siler  lead  the  devotional  service. 

May  20,  S  p.m. 

It  was  decided  that  the  Vice  President  in  charge  of  Local  Work  shall 
stimulate  all  lines  of  local  home  mission  work,  striving  to  make  it  more 
distinctively  missionary  in  character. 

The  word  "Bureau"  was  substituted  for  "Department,"  and  the 
heads  of  the  Bureau  of  Education  and  of  Supplies  were  made  ex  officio 
members  of  the  Council. 

Miss  Bennett  announced  the  resignation  of  Miss  Mary  Helm  as 
Editor  of  Our  Homes. 

On  motion,  the  Editors  of  Oitr  Homes  and  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Advocate  were  made  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

A  committee  composed  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Departments,  the  President  of  the  Council,  and  the  former  President 
of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was  appointed  to  prepare 
a  report  of  the  expense  of  administration  of  the  former  Women's 
Boards  shov,ing  the  per  cent  of  collections  that  had  been  required  for 
administration,  this  report  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Missions  at 
this  session  in  Asheville  if  called  for. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  made  a  committee  to  appoint  com- 
mittees for  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Council. 
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On  motion,  it  was  agreed  to  hold  a  mid-year  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

By-Law  No.  7  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was  incor- 
porated in  the  by-laws  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

The  members  of  the  Council  residing  in  Nashville  were  made  a  com- 
mittee to  decide  the  next  place  of  meeting. 

The  Secretary  of  each  department  was  authorized  to  take  from  the 
Working  Basis  all  necessary  instructions  and  send  them  to  such  officers 
and  members  of  the  Council  as  need  them,  this  list  to  include  the 
women  Managers  of  the  Board. 

May  26,  1910. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  the  Publishing  House  in  Nashville 
to  take  action  upon  the  resignation  of  Miss  Mary  Helm  as  Editor  of 
Our  Homes.  Her  resignation  was  accepted,  and  resolutions  expressing 
love,  esteem,  appreciation,  and  keen  regret  were  passed. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Hammond  was  elected  Editor  ijro  tern,  until  the  return 
of  the  Editorial  Secretary  from  Edinburgh. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Department  was  instructed  to  com- 
municate with  Mrs.  Baskervill,  explaining  to  her  the  constitutional 
provision  for  an  Editorial  Secretary  and  her  work,  and  telling  her  that 
her  work  as  E(fttor  of  the  Wovian's  Missionary  Advocate  may  be  tem- 
porary and  not  for  the  quadrennium. 

The  Recording  Secretary  was  instructed  to  purchase  a  book  in  which 
to  keep  a  permanent  record  of  the  ad  interim  meetings  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Council,  the  cost  of  the  book  to  be  shared  by 
the  two  departments. 

July  13,  1910. 

This  meeting  related  entirely  to  the  Foreign  Department.  Among 
the  items  of  business  discussed  were  :  (1)  A  letter  from  Miss  Mamie  D. 
Myers,  Wonsan,  Korea,  asking  that  permission  be  granted  to  order  at 
once  the  heating  plant  for  the  Lucy  Cuninggim  building,  for  which 
$4,000  had  been  appropriated  at  Clarksville;  (2)  a  letter  from  Miss 
Toland,  Matanzas,  Cuba,  telling  of  the  urgent  need  of  $2,000  with  which 
to  complete  the  new  school  building  and  to  build  a  wall  around  the 
compound  before  school  opened  (this  amount  was  also  appropriated  at 
Clarksville) ;  (3)  a  letter  from  Miss  Glenn,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil,  tell- 
ing of  the  enforced  removal  of  the  school  to  less  desirable  quarters  at 
increased  rent,  and  of  unavoidable  debts  contracted  for  the  necessities 
of  the  work.  These  pressing  needs  of  the  mission  fields  could  be  met 
only  by  money  which  was  not  in  the  treasury,  hence  a  loan  of  $10,500 
was  authorized  to  answer  the  calls  from  Wonsan,  Matanzas,  and  Rio 
de  Janeiro. 

The   following  moneys   were   reported:    An  annuity   of   $1,500   from 
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Mrs.  Nencie  Bevan,  Madison,  Fla.,  on  which  five  per  cent  is  to  be  paid; 
and  $1,178.15  received  from  Mrs.  W.  C.  Ivey,  of  Lynchburg,  Va.,  trustee 
of  a  fund  given  several  years  ago  by  Mrs.  Eliza  O.  Scott,  of  Norfolk,  Va., 
and  known  as  the  Eliza  O.  Scott  Scholarship  Fund.  The  principal  of 
this  fund  is  to  be  invested  and  the  interest  used  for  the  education  of  a 
worthy  girl  in  Laredo  Seminary. 

August  18,  1910. 

The  first  matter  for  consideration  was  the  serious  illness  of  Miss 
Johnnie  Pierson,  in  San  Francisco,  on  the  eve  of  sailing  for  Korea.  The 
doctor  ordered  her  home  for  an  operation  for  appendicitis.  The  Sec- 
retary was  authorized  to  meet  the  expenses  incurred  by  Miss  Pierson's 
Illness. 

Sympathy  was  expressed  for  Miss  Delia  Holding,  who  had  been  in  a 
hospital  in  Cincinnati,  suffering  with  ulcers  on  her  eyes. 

In  view  of  the  necessity  for  immediate  action  in  regard  to  the  pur- 
chase of  valuable  school  property  in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  recommended  by 
cable  by  Bishop  Lambuth,  the  action  taken  by  Dr.  Pinson  and  Mrs. 
Cobb  in  declining  to  purchase  was  approved  by  the  committee. 

Mrs.  Cobb  was  recommended  to  attend  the  meeting  of  workers  and 
missionaries  in  Mexico  early  in  September,  and,  after  consultation 
with  the  brethren,  to  use  the  authority  which  is  hers  by  virtue  of  her 
office  in  the  adjustment  of  affairs  there. 

September  20,  1910. 

At  this  meeting  the  temporary  resignation  of  Miss  Ada  Parker,  of 
New  Orleans,  was  accepted  with  regrets.  Miss  Parker  served  acceptably 
for  five  years  in  Ribeirao  Preto,  and  leaves  the  work  now  in  obedience 
to  duty  to  aged  parents. 

A  pathetic  appeal  was  read  from  Miss  Ara  Riggins,  our  missionary 
at  Chihuahua,  Mexico,  who  has  been  in  Los  Angeles  for  nineteen 
months,  suffering  with  diseased  eyes.  She  asked  for  $1,500,  that  she 
might  come  East  to  consult  other  specialists,  with  the  hope  that  she 
might  not  be  totally  deprived  of  her  sight.  Sympathy  was  expressed, 
but  it  was  decided  that  to  provide  the  desired  amount  was  quite  be- 
yond the  province  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

It  was  decided  to  pay  the  home  salary  of  Miss  Alma  Jones  six  months 
beyond  the  usual  two  years,  as  she  was  about  to  enter  a  hospital  for  an 
operation,  her  last  desperate  chance. to  regain  her  health. 

September  22,  1910. 
A  map  of  Saltillo  was  studied  and  all  available  information  heard 
regarding  the  property  desired  in  Saltillo.   By  request,  Mr.  Osuna  came 
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before  the  committee  and  expressed  himself  strongly  in  favor  of  the 
lot  named. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  Miss  Roberts  be  authorized  to  pur- 
chase the  property  in  Saltillo  on  the  Alameda  diagonally  across  from 
the  State  Normal.  The  property  was  valued  at  $17,500,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  $3,500  (Mexican)  and  the  cost  of  transfer  must  be  made  in  cash, 
the  balance  in  a  few  months. 

Fifty  dollars  from  each  department  of  the  Council  was  appropriated 
toward  the  purchase  of  an  adding  machine  by  the  General  Board. 

The  following  resolutions  were  passed: 

That  we  request  the  proper  authority  to  provide  Miss  Head  suitable 
office  room  in  the  Publishing  House;  that  $720  be  appropriated  as  sal- 
ary for  the  Secretary  in  Miss  Head's  office;  that  $600  be  appropriated 
for  Miss  Head's  office  and  traveling  expenses  for  the  six  months  re- 
maining of  the  fiscal  year;  that  these  amounts  be  shared  equally  by 
the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments. 

On  separate  motions  it  was  ordered  that  the  salary  of  the  Educa- 
tional Secretary,  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  Field  Secretary,  and 
for  the  present  the  salary  of  the  Editorial  Secretary  of  the  Woman's 
Department  be  borne  equally  by  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments  of 
the  Woman's  Department.  In  view  of  the  necessity  for  intelligent  and 
efficient  help  in  the  Editorial  Department,  it  was  ordered  that  an  ade- 
quate appropriation  be  made  for  a  Secretary  and  clerical  help,  and  for 
the  office  expenses  of  the  Editorial  Secretary. 

Also  that  the  method  of  sharing  the  cost  in  each  department  where 
the  work  is  common  to  both  Home  and  Foreign  Departments  be  followed 
In  editing  the  Young  Christian  Worker. 

September  26,  1910. 
The  following  resolutions  were  read  and  passed: 

That  Mrs.  Marshall  receive  her  salary  fixed  by  the  Woman's  Board 
In  session  at  Clarksville  until  she  entered  into  the  office  of  Editorial 
Secretary  in  August,  from  which  time  she  shall  receive  the  salary 
fixed  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  to  be  paid  jointly  by  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Departments. 

That  Miss  Davies's  salary  granted  by  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  be  paid  by  that  Board  until  September  15,  when  she  began 
work  for  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  from  which  time  the  salary 
of  $1,400  be  paid  jointly  by  the  two  departments  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council. 

That  the  salaries  of  Mrs.  J.  B.  Cobb  and  Mrs.  R.  W.  MacDonell,  as 
fixed  by  the  Board  of  Missions  in  -Asheville,  begin  June  1,  when  they 
entered  upon  the  work  of  the  Council. 

That  Mrs.  Cobb  be  allowed  an  adequate  amount  for  clerical  help. 

That  Miss  Head  be  paid  by  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions 
the  salary  fixed  by  that  Board  until  September  15,  when  she  began  work 
for  the  Council,  after  which  time  she  shall  receive  the  salarv  fixed  by 
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the  Board  of  Missions,  which  shall  be  met  jointly  by  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Departments  of  the  Woman's  Department. 

Mrs.  Cobb  was  authorized  to  send  to  Miss  Varner  the  amount  due  for 
taxes  in  Guadalajara. 

Mrs.  McTyeire  was  requested  to  ascertain  the  amount  still  due  of  the 
$12,500  appropriated  to  the  Laura  Haygood  Memorial,  and  Mrs.  Cobb 
was  requested  to  write  the  order  for  the  payment  of  the  same  at  once. 

The  Corresponding  Secretaries  were  instructed  to  confer  with  the 
Executive  Committee,  urging  the  necessity  of  further  Conference  re- 
garding definite  plans  and  requesting  a  meeting  December  6  or  7  in 
place  of  the  January  meeting. 

Mrs.  Cobb  read  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  John  R.  Nelson  and  Mrs.  H. 
N.  McTyeire  as  Vice  Presidents  of  the  Council. 

Resolutions  were  read  and  passed  deferring  acceptance  and  request- 
ing each  to  reconsider  her  resignation. 

October  19,  20,  1910. 

There  being  many  nonresident  members  of  the  Council  in  Nashville 
October  18  in  attendance  upon  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the 
Executive  Committee  met  October  19.  In  the  absence  of  the  President 
and  Vice  Presidents,  Miss  Gibson  was  requested  to  act  as  Chairman. 
Mrs.  Cobb  was  detained  in  New  York  at  this  time  by  the  illness  of  her 
daughter. 

At  this  meeting,  lasting  two  days,  much  time  and  energy  were  con- 
sumed in  the  discussion  of  the  consolidated  periodical  which  had  been 
ordered  by  the  Secretarial  Committee  to  take  the  place  of  the  three 
missionary  papers,  the  first  issue  to  appear  January  1,  1911.  Many 
names  were  considered,  a  first  and  second  choice  being  made.  These — 
"The  World  for  Christ,"  with  the  couplet, 

Christ  for  the  world  we  sing; 
The  world  to  Christ  we  bring, 

suggested  by  Miss  Mary  Helm  and  accepted  unanimously  as  a  memorial 
to  Miss  Mary,  and  the  "Missionary  Outlook" — with  two  names  selected 
by  the  brethren,  were  to  be  submitted  to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Board. 

Mrs.  Marshall  gave  in  detail  the  estimated  cost  of  the  new  paper — 
fifty  thousand  copies  amounting  to  about  $2,000  a  month. 

The  division  of  space  in  the  paper  was  discussed,  and  a  resolution 
passed  giving  the  Editorial  Secretary  freedom  in  the  use  of  the  space 
allotted  to  the  Woman's  Department. 

A  motion  to  elect  a  Literature  Committee,  to  render  to  the  Editorial 
Secretary  such  assistance  cj:  she  m'ght  need  in  the  selection  of  topics  for 
monthly  study  leaflets  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  literature, 
was  carried.     In  accordance  with  the  ruling  that  this  committee  should 
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consist  of  seven  members,  three  i*esidents  and  two  nonresidents,  and 
the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  two  departments,  the  following 
were  elected  to  serve  on  this  committee:  Mrs.  J.  D.  Hammond,  ^Irs. 
E.  B.  Chappell,  Miss  Mabel  Head,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Barnum,  Mrs.  Luke 
Johnson,  Mrs.  J.  B.  Cobb,  Mrs.  R.  W.  MacDonell. 

In  regard  to  advertisements  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  after 
prolonged  and  careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  finds  itself  unalter- 
ably opposed  to  any  change  of  policy  of  our  missionary  publications  in 
regard  to  advertising  matter;  and  inasmuch  as  we  have  in  years  past 
demonstrated  the  fact  that  these  publications  can  be  run  with  profit 
without  such  matter;  and  inasmuch  as  the  women  are  providing  more 
than  five-sevenths  of  the  subscribers  to  the  new  periodical,  and  are  ex- 
pected to  retain  their  6,612  agents  for  the  circulation  of  the  same  in  all 
the  Churches;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  request  the  Executive  Committee,  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  allow  the  women  this  quadrennium  in  which  to 
demonstrate  that  the  magazine  can  be  made  a  financial  success  without 
advertisements.  Mrs.   Luke   Johnston,

The  embarrassment  occasioned  by  Mrs.  Baskervill's  arrival  to  edit 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Advocate  soon  after  the  determination  of  the 
Secretarial  Committee  to  consolidate  the  periodicals  was  fully  dis- 
cussed. Viewed  in  every  light,  the  only  solution  of  the  difficulty 
seemed  to  be  the  acceptance  by  Mrs.  Baskervill  of  one  of  the  following 
resolutions,  which  were  passed : 


Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council  request  Mrs.  Janie  Baskervill  to  share  the  responsibility  of 
getting  out  the  literature  ordered  by  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  at  its  annual  session,  which  is  a  work  of  great  importance 
to  this  department.  Mbs.   R.   W.   MacDonell.

II. 

Realizing  that  a  delicate  and  difficult  situation  has  confronted  us 
with  reference  to  the  editorship  of  our  paper  because  of  the  recent 
merging  of  the  Mission  Boards;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  our  financial  obligations  to  the  editor 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Advocate,  elected  by  the  Woman's  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  in  annual  session,  and  hereby  order  the  payment 
of  her  salary  of  $100  per  month  until  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council.  Mrs.  W.  F.  Barnum, 

Mrs.  H.  R.  Steele. 

Into  Miss  Gibson's  hands  was  intrusted  the  delicate  task  of  sub- 
mitting these  alternatives  to  Mrs.  Baskervill. 

Duties  of  the  women  Managers  of  the  Board  were  discussed,  and  the 
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six  territorial  Supervisors  were  asked  to  define  their  duties  as  they 
conceived  them,  to  submit  these  outlines  to  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
taries who  would  systematize  these  reports  and  submit  a  definite  plan 
to  the  midwinter  meeting  of  the  committee. 

The  question  of  purchasing  property  was  opened  by  a  cablegram 
from  Mr.  Coachman,  of  Rio,  a  good  friend  of  the  work  there,  who  had 
by  his  own  volition  paid  $1,000  to  hold  the  option  on  the  property.  The 
following  cablegram  was  ordered  sent  to  him:  "Immediate  decision 
impossible." 

The  treasury  being  unequal  to  the  demand,  the  General  Board  had 
on  October  18  authorized  the  Treasurer  of  the  Council  to  borrow  $10,000 
to  send  Miss  Roberts  to  meet  payment  on  property  ordered  purchased 
in  Saltillo.  In  addition  to  this,  the  committee  authorized  the  Treas- 
urer to  borrow  $5,000  to  meet  outstanding  drafts  in  China  and  Brazil 
and  $3,000  to  meet  indebtedness  in  Guadalajara. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  John  R.  Nelson  as  Vice  President  was  again 
submitted  and  regretfully  accepted.  Mrs.  J.  B.  Leith,  of  St.  Louis,  was 
unanimously  elected  as  her  successor. 

November  1,  1910. 

At  this  meeting  the  Executive  Committee  was  gratified  to  learn  that 
Mrs.  Leith  had  accepted  the  office  of  Vice  President  of  the  Department  of 
Children's  Work. 

Because  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  that  the  missionaries  see  Dr.  Trawick  before  returning  to  the 
field,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  meet  the  expenses  of  Miss  Manns 
to  Louisville. 

Since  Miss  Pierson  as  far  as  possible  had  fulfilled  her  obligation  to 
the  Board,  it  was  ordered  that  home  salary  be  paid  her  this  year. 

A  lettfar  was  read  from  Miss  Roberts  asking  that  a  written  state- 
ment of  the  price  of  the  Saltillo  property,  signed  by  proper  authorities, 
be  sent  to  the  agent  in  Saltillo.  At  a  previous  meeting  Mr.  Osuna  had 
named  $50,000  as  a  fair  valuation  of  the  property.  Mrs.  Cobb  was 
therefore  authorized  to  write  Miss  Roberts  to  offer  the  property  for 
$50,000  (Mexican)  the  maximum  price,  and  $40,000  minimum. 

November  16,  1910. 
The  Executive  Committee  met  to  pay  loving  tribute  to  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Humbert,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  South  Carolina  Conference, 
and  Miss  Marcia  Marvin,  who  as  missionary  teacher  had  served  at 
more  than  one  post  of  duty  in  home  and  foreign  lands,  giving  her  last 
strength  to  the  boys  of  Cienfuegos,  Cuba.  These  two  saints,  now  glori- 
fied, have  entered  into  rest,  one  from  her  South  Carolina  home,  the 
other  from  her  sister's  home  in  Missouri. 
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Mrs.  Cobb  reported  having  beard  from  the  missionaries  in  Guadala- 
jara of  their  safety  after  the  riot,  though  some  damage  had  been  done 
to  the  buildings. 

Mrs.  Cobb  also  reported  having  sent  letters  to  the  Secretaries  asking 
for  advance  payments  to  meet  the  pressing  indebtedness  of  the  Foreign 
Department. 

November  30,  1910. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  this  time  to  hear  Bishop  Lambuth's 
report  of  his  visit  to  the  missions  of  Brazil,  that  country  of  immense 
resources,  where  we,  the  only  Methodist  Church  in  that  country,  scarcely 
touch  the  territory  of  the  southern  third,  and  in  the  central  third  do 
not  penetrate  beyond  three  hundred  to  five  hundred  miles  from  the 
coast. 

Mrs.  Cobb  was  instructed  to  write  Miss  Glenn  to  continue  the 
school  in  Rio  for  the  present,  and  to  refund  to  Miss  Glenn  the  amount 
of  $112.10  spent  in  visiting  the  missions  with  Bishop  Lambuth. 

Mrs.  MacDonell  spoke  of  the  finances  of  the  united  Boards,  having 
previously  discussed  the  matter  with  Dr.  Pinson.  He  had  agreed  that 
the  three  funds  should  be  kept  in  three  separate  banks  in  the  name  of 
the  Board  of  Missions. 

Mrs.  McTyeire's  resignation  as  Vice  President  in  charge  of  the 
Retirement  and  Relief  Funds  because  of  pressing  family  affairs  and  her 
intention  to  leave  the  city  was  read  and  regretfully  accepted. 

A  communication  was  read  concerning  Miss  Addie  Purnell,  of  Mis- 
sissippi, and  her  will,  dated  April  29,  1904,  leaving  some  property  in 
/  Florida  to  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society.  As  certain  conditions 
must  be  met  to  secure  the  property,  Mrs.  MacDonell  was  authorized 
to  adjust  the  niatter  when  she  should  visit  Florida  in  January. 

Mrs.  MacDonell  read  letters  from  Mr.  Eberlein  and  Professor  Lewis 
giving  estimates  on  placing  water  and  heat  in  the  Sue  Bennett  School, 
and  asking  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  $5,000.  She  also  re- 
ported that  Miss  Mary  Helm  desired  to  put  a  surplus  ($5,000  that  was 
,   to  have  gone  for  a  chapel)  from  Our  Hovies  in  New  London. 

It  was  agreed  that  $1,000  should  be  secured  for  the  furnishing  and 
water  pipes. 

December  17,  1910. 
Saltillo  matters  were  the  first  to  be  considered  at  this  sitting  of  the 
committee.  It  was  agreed  to  authorize  the  agent  to  sell  the  property 
in  Saltillo  for  $40,000  (Mexican)  net,  with  the  understanding  that  the 
place  be  rented  to  the  school  for  a  year,  or  until  the  new  house  is  com- 
pleted. Then  in  the  event  $40,000  could  not  be  obtained,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Foreign  Department  was  authorized  to  sell  the  property  for  the 
best  sum  possible. 
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The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  write  to  Miss  Nutt  requesting  her  to 
send  an  itemized  statement,  including  dates  and  amounts,  and  to  Miss 
Roberts  concerning  debts  and  loans  mentioned  in  Miss  Nutt's  letter  of 
December  12,  1910. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Miss  Treadwell  telling  of  indebtedness  in- 
curred in  Durango,  all  property  holders  having  been  ordered  to  repaint 
houses  for  the  Mexican  celebration.  She  had  also  been  ordered  by  the 
city  authorities  to  install  drainage,  the  cost  of  which  would  amount  to 
at  least  $200  (Mexican).  It  was  agreed  to  authorize  Miss  Treadwell  to 
have  installed  the  necessary  drainage  pipes,  the  cost  of  which  must  not 
exceed  $150  (gold),  that  sum  to  be  borrowed  from  the  amount  in  the 
bank  appropriated  for  roof  on  assembly  hall.  Miss  Treadwell  was  re- 
quested to  send  an  itemized  bill  of  improvements  required  by  the  gov- 
ernment, and  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  pay  these  bills. 

It  was  recommended  that  no  more  property  be  bought  in  Durango  at 
present,  and  that  Mrs.  Cobb  be  instructed  to  correspond  with  Mr.  Cox 
and  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  that  the  former  MacDonell  Institute  may  be  dis- 
posed of  as  soon  as  a  fair  price  can  be  secured  for  it. 

The  resignations  of  Misses  Dye  and  Carroll,  who  are  to  be  married, 
were  read.  Letters  from  Mrs.  Peabody,  Miss  Crane,  and  Miss  Davies 
concerning  the  missionary  jubilee  and  jubilee  offering  were  referred  to 
a  committee  composed  of  Mesdames  Marshall,  Cobb,  and  Parker. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Blanch  Howell,  Bello  Horizonte,  asking  for  Miss 
Lilly,  a  music  teacher,  was  referred  to  the  same  committee,  to  be  re- 
ported to  the  Council  in  midwinter  session. 

January  18,  1911. 

The  Executive  Committee  met  for  its  midwinter  session  at  the  Pub- 
lishing House  Wednesday,  January  18,  1911,  Miss  Bennett  in  the  chair. 
This  meeting  lasted  nine  days.  Every  member  of  the  Committee  ex- 
cept Miss  Mary  Moore  was  present.  Mrs.  Trueheart,  Mrs.  Yarbrough, 
and  Mrs.  Hammond,  Editor  of  the  Home  Department  of  the  Missionary 
Voice,  were  invited  to  be  present  at  the  sessions. 

Mrs.  Arch  Trawick  was  unanimously  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  McTj^eire. 

Each  step  taken  thus  far  in  the  readjustment  of  the  work  in  the 
organization  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  was  carefully  studied. 

Detailed  reports  of  the  work  since  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year 
were  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Department,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Home  Department,  the  Educational  Secretary,  the  Editorial  Sec- 
retary, and  the  Field  Secretary.  Mrs.  Cobb's  I'eport  was  supplemented 
by  Miss  Head's  account  of  her  visit  to  the  Indian  ]*Iission  work  at 
Mount  Scott,  and  Mrs.  MacDonell's  by  Mrs.  Johnson's  account  of  her 
visit  to  the  work  in  Tampa.

Reports  were  also  made  by  the  Managers  and  Vice  Presidents. 

Miss  Mary  Helm,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Butler,  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Hammond  were 
unanimously  elected  honorary  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

As  representatives  of  the  faculty  of  the  Training  Schools,  Miss  Mabel 
Howell  and  Miss  Estelle  Haskin  were  elected  honorary  members  of  the 
Council. 

The  invitation  from  St.  Louis  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council 
was  accepted,  April  19  fixed  as  the  time  for  the  opening  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  the  program  planned  in  detail. 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws  was  ordered  to  outline  the  duties  of  the 
various  standing  committees  and  committees  for  the  annual  session,  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval  and  incorporated  in  the  re- 
port to  be  submitted  to  the  members  of  the  Council  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable. 

In  order  to  meet  the  conditions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 

Realizing  that  the  Conference  Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council  are  the  active  agents  in  securing  the  funds  for  the  support 
of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments  of  woman's  work,  and  therefore 
ought  to  have  a  voice  in  the  direction  of  these  funds;  and  whereas 
the  Executive  Committee,  acting  on  the  interpretation  of  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  has  fixed  the  annual  session  of  the 
Council  for  1911  prior  to  the  session  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  so  that 
the  Secretaries  may  exercise  this  privilege;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  memorialize  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  to 
empower  the  Executive  Committee  to  hold  an  annual  meeting  at  which 
it  shall  receive  the  appropriations  and  plans  from  the  Board  of  Missions 
which  have  already  been  presented  in  detail  at  the  annual  session  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

The  General  Secretary  was  invited  to  be  present  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Council,  and  it  Avas  agreed  to  extend  a  similar  invitation  to 
the  bishops  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

It  was  agreed:  1.  That  during  the  next  fiscal  year  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Conferences  be  granted  the  right  to  appropriate  their  fifty  per 
cent  of  dues  to  parsonages  or  to  some  connectional  work  of  the  Home 
Department  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  or  to  some  Confer- 
ence enterprise  approved  by  the  Council. 

2.  That  Conference  appropriations  to  parsonages  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Conference  Secretary  to  the  Council  Secretary  to  be  paid  through  the 
Church  Extension  Board,  as  in  the  past. 

3.  That  any  Conference  desiring  to  undertake  a  new  enterprise  shall 
make  application  in  proper  form  to  the  annual  session  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council  and  secure  its  approval. 

4.  That  in  future  the  Home  Mission  Memorial  Funds  be  directed  to 
the  Relief  Fund. 
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f>.  That  the  Educational  Endowment  Fund  and  the  City  Mission  En- 
dowment Fund  be  vested  funds,  the  interest  of  which  shall  he  used 
as  indicated.  One  may  become  a  patron  to  these  funds  by  contribu- 
ting five  dollars. 

6.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Council  to  confer 
with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Paine  College 
to  correlate  the  work  of  Paine  Annex  with  that  of  the  college,  this 
committee  to  be  selected  from  the  Educational  Committee.  Mrs.  Siler, 
Mrs.  MacDonell,  and  Miss  Bennett  were  appointed  on  this  committee. 

7.  That  no  appropriation  by  the  Conference  Societies  to  city  mis- 
sions, except  where  there  are  regularly  established  City  Mission 
Boards,  be  made;  and  that  these  appropriations  shall  be  directed  only 
to  help  in  buying,  building,  or  enlarging  the  Wesley  Houses  of  insti- 
tutions where  City  Mission  Boards  hold  title  in  fee  simple.  The  fol- 
lowing recommendations  passed: 

That  the  women  occupying  the  positions  of  Educational  and  Editorial 
Secretaries  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  the  Educational  and  Edi- 
torial Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

That  the  promotion  through  Conference  officers  and  auxiliaries  of 
Christian  stewardship,  which  shall  include  the  department  hitherto 
known  as  Tithing,  shall  be  in  charge  of  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  of 
the  Council. 

With  reference  to  the  Educational  Department,  the  following  was 
adopted: 

We  approve  the  following  as  the  policy  of  the  Educational  Depart- 
ment: 

General  Piirjiose:  To  plan  for  and  to  carry  on  systematic  mis- 
sionary education  throughout  the  whole  Church.  The  Educational  De- 
partment, by  keeping  in  touch  with  missionary  literature  bearing  upon 
all  phases  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church  and  by  selecting  that 
which  is  best  adapted  to  use  in  the  various  departments  of  Church 
work,  will  become  a  sort  of  clearing  house  for  missionary  publications. 

Education  in  missions  is  to  be  carried  on  especially  through  the 
Sunday  schools,  Leagues,  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement,  Young  Peo- 
ple's and  Children's  Societies,  and  women's  auxiliaries,  the  two  Secre- 
taries laboring  conjointly  in  planning  courses  of  study  and  methods  of 
work  in  their  organizations  and  field  work.  Dr.  Rawlings  shall  take 
charge  of  the  reports  from  Sunday  schools,  Senior  Leagues,  and  lay- 
men's work;  and  Miss  Head  from  women's  auxiliaries,  Young  People's 
Societies,  Children's  Missionary  Societies,  and  Junior  Leagues. 

This  missionary  education  shall  include  the  study  of  Christian 
stewardship,  courses  of  study  adopted  by  the  Young  People's  Missionary 
Movement  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  This  is  to  be  done  in 
mission  study  classes  and  reading  circles  by  means  of  special  rallies  and 
helpful  programs  bearing  on  the  same  general  subjects. 

We  recommend  the  following  as  the  duties  of  the  Educational 
•Secretary: 
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1.  She  shall  send  out  helps  for  all  mission  studj^  work  to  the  organi- 
zations of  the  women,  the  young  people,  and  the  children;  shall  plan 
for  missionary  rallies,  social  meetings  when  missionary  subjects  are 
to  be  presented,  and  the  Institute  work  which  may  be  included  in 
annual  meetings,  district  meetings,  and  all-day  meetings;  shall  prepare 
good  exhibits  for  use  in  public  meetings,  and  keep  a  report  of  all  this 
work. 

2.  The  Educational  Secretary  shall  promote  missionary  education 
through  the  Summer  Conferences  by  means  of  study  classes  and  Insti- 
tute work,  and  shall  especially  stress  before  these  bodies  the  need  of 
trained  workers  in  the  field. 

3.  College  Work. — Through  correspondence,  report  blanks,  etc.,  she 
shall  keep  in  touch  with  the  missionary  work  being  done  in  all  of  our 
colleges  and  Church  schools,  and  by  our  Methodist  young  people  in  the 
State  schools,  and  in  so  far  as  possible  direct  this  work,  that  it  may 
become  most  effective.  She  shall  inspire  them  to  large  giving,  and  di- 
rect their  gift  toward  the  specials  agreed  upon  by  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  as  the  work  for  colleges. 

4.  Since  a  large  part  of  the  work  of  the  Educational  Department  is  to 
secure  trained  workers,  she  shall  keep  in  touch  with  volunteer  bands, 
and  have  a  selected  list  of  volunteers,  those  considering  such  work,  and 
names  of  capable  young  people  who  ought  to  be  enlisted.  Records  of 
available  volunteers  shall  be  furnished  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments. 

After  consideration  of  the  policy  for  the  Editorial  Department,  we 
further  recommend: 

1.  That  an  appropriation  be  made  from  the  Home  Department  to 
equalize  the  amounts  turned  over  to  the  new  magazine. 

2.  That  a  Superintendent  of  Press  be  elected  to  direct,  through  cor- 
respondence through  Conference  officers,  the  publication  of  missionary 
items  in  Conference  organs  and  in  the  secular  press. 

3.  That  the  Educational  Secretary  prepare  for  each  Department  three 
sets  of  exhibits  (maps,  charts,  posters,  etc.)  complete  enough  for  the  use 
of  the  Secretaries,  and  six  smaller  sets  for  use  in  the  three  territorial 
divisions;  also  to  keep  in  the  office  directions  for  making  these  exhibits, 
which  may  be  had  upon  application. 

/      The   Retirement   and   Relief   Funds,   hitherto   cared   for   by   a   Vice 
President,  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer. 

In  answer  to'  matters  pertaining  to  the  Foreign  Department,  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations  were  made; 

1.  That  Miss  Roberts  be  allowed  to  remain  at  home  until  June,  1911, 
and  that  she  be  requested  to  return  to  Saltillo  at  the  beginning  of  the 
new  term  to  take  charge  of  the  school.  Miss  Nutt  to  fill  her  place  in 
her  absence. 

2.  That  Mrs.  Cobb  write  Misses  Edwards  and  Noyes  that  no  appro- 
priation was  made  for  opening  a  mission  station  in  Choon  Chun. 

3.  That   action    in    regard    to    the   moving   of    Misses   Edwards   and  . 
Noyes  to  Choon  Chun  and  the  transfer  of  Mrs.  O'Beirne  to  Mexico  City 
be  deferred  until  the  annual  meeting. 

4.  That  the  Secretary  write  Miss  Case  that  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  made  no  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  property 
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in  the  City  of  Mexico;  that  the  case  will  be  referred  to  the  Council 
in  annual  session;  and  that  Miss  Case  now  lease  a  building  for  one 
year,  with  option  for  a  longer  time. 

5.  That  the  committee  pledge  itself  to  orvler  one  thousand  copies  of 
Miss  Wagner's  book,  now  ready  for  the  press,  and  return  to  Miss  Wag- 
ner $25  advanced  in  preparing  this  book. 

6.  That: 

(1)  Whereas  the  jubilee  year  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  the  United  States  is  now  sounding  forth  a  note  of  rejoicing 
throughout  the  land,  inspiring  the  women  of  all  denominations  to  larg- 
er vision  and  larger  giving,  and  whereas  we  desire  the  women  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  to  take  part  in  these  jubilee  meet- 
ings and  to  take  advantage  of  the  inspiration  and  blessings  of  the  move- 
ment; 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  recommend  that  a  jubilee  offering  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  be  given  by  the  women's  missionary  societies  of  our  Church. 

(2)  We  realize  that  the  present  school  situation  in  Rio  de  .Janeiro, 
Brazil,  enlists  sympathy  and  calls  for  action,  and  although  it  was 
deemed  inadvisable  to  purchase  this  expensive  property  that  was  con- 
sidered recently,  yet  the  need  for  a  suitable  school  building  still  re- 
mains, and,  we  believe,  should  be  met  as  soon  as  possible;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  jubilee  offering  be  directed  toward  the  building 
of  a  girls'  school  in  Rio  as  a  jubilee  memorial,  the  full  amount  neces- 
sary for  the  comiJletion  or  purchase  of  said  building  to  be  supplied  by 
appropriation  and  gifts.

7.  That  in  regard  to  the  withdrawal  of  Dr.  Margaret  Polk  from 
membership  in  the  Church: 

Whereas  Dr.  Margaret  Polk,  for  fifteen  years  the  loved  and  honored 
physician  in  charge  of  the  Woman's  Hospital,  Soochow,  China,  has 
withdrawn  from  the  membership  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  and  has  sent  her  resignation  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Department;  and  whereas  her  withdrawal  and  resignation  are  the 
results  of  her  great  distress  over  the  recent  action  of  the  General 
Conference  in  refusing  women  lay  representation  in  the  councils  of 
the  Church; 

Resolved:  (1)  That  we  keenly  appreciate  her  feelings  and  sympathize 
with  her  in  her  disappointment;  but  we  greatly  deplore  her  withdrawal 
from  our  Church.  We  cannot  subscribe  to  her  view  that  there  is  no 
longer  a  place  for  loyalty  to  the  Southern  Methodist  Church. 

(2)  That  this  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil urge  Dr.  Margaret  Polk  to  reconsider  her  withdrawal  from  the 
Church.  That  we  remind  her  that  questions  of  justice  and  right  are 
not  always  settled  by  one  session  of  any  lawmaking  body;  and  that  we 
assure  her  that  the  women  of  the  Church  who  made  the  appeal  have 
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not  accepted  the  decision  of  the  last  General  Conference  as  final,  on  this 
great  subject  of  Church  government.  That  we  remind  Dr.  Polk  that  re- 
form comes  from  within,  and  that  by  remaining  in  the  Church  she 
would  have  opportunity  for  larger  and  more  effective  service  in  bring- 
ing about  the  end  she  desires. 

(3)  That  we  request  Dr.  Polk  to  remain  in  charge  of  the  hospital 
until  matters  may  be  adjusted. 

The  names  and  faculty  estimates  of  forty-five  missionary  candidates, 
Home  and  Foreign,  were  presented  by  Miss  Gibson  and  Miss  Haskin, 
Miss  Gibson  stating  that  this  class  is  the  largest  and  best  ever  sent 
out  from  the  Training  School. 

An  appropriation  of  $125  to  send  Miss  Elizabeth  Hughes  to  the 
Training  Scliool  for  the  remainder  of  this  year  was  authorized,  this 
amount  to  be  raised  by  Miss  Davies  as  a  special. 

It  was  decided  to  recommend  Dr.  Carrie  Weaver  Smith  to  the  Home 
Department  for  employment. 

The  deaconess  stipend  of  $180  was  granted  Miss  Daisy  Duncan,  nurse 
deaconess,  now  in  New  Mexico  with  tuberculosis;  and  it  was  agreed 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  Mrs.  M.  M.  Carr,  deaconess  in  Chattanooga, 
her  illness  involving  an  operation. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  Conference  Societies  be  requested  to  hold 
the  meetings  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments  together  this  year, 
in  order  to  relieve  the  pressure  of  time,  and  also  to  make  it  possible  to 
secure  the  assistance  of  outside  workers  for  the  meetings. 

The  hymn,  "Lead  on,  O  King  Eternal,"  was  adopted  as  the  Council 
hymn,  and  the  following  motto  suggested:  "The  field  is  the  world;  the 
good  seed  are  the  children  of  the  kingdom."  ^   . 

Mrs.  Ross  reported  $3,600  received  in  bequests.     ■^-^  "'  i    ' 

A  Bureau  of  Social  Service  was  created,  and  Mrs.  J.  D.  Hammond 
made  Superintendent  of  this  bureau. 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Yarbrough  was  made  Superintendent  of  Supplies. 

Mrs.  Luke  Johnson  was  requested  to  assist  in  press  work. 

Prolonged,  careful,  and  prayerful  attention  resulted  in  a  Suggested 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Woman's  Work.  The  standing  com- 
mittee was  authorized  to  complete  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and 
the  Secretaries  were  authorized  to  put  all  that  would  come  under  the 
head  of  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and  Instructions  in  printed  form,  to  be 
put  in  the  hands  of  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  for  study 
at  least  a  month  before  the  annual  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Foreign 
Department  of  the  Council  was  read  by  Mrs.  Cobb,  and  the 
historical  portion  accepted.     (See  report,  page  111.) 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Swindell,  and  seconded,  that  there  be 
a  Committee  on  Memorials.     The  motion  was  lost. 
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The  following  memorials  were  presented :  By  Mrs.  L.  F. 
Davis,  from  the  Tennessee  Conference,  referred  to  Committee 
on  Extension  and  Estimates,  Foreign  Department ;  by  Mrs. 
C.  H.  Hawkins,  from  the  St.  Louis  Conference,  referred  to 
Committee  on  Extension  and  Estimates,  Home  Department; 
by  Mrs.  J.  J.  Dickey,  from  the  Kentucky  Conference,  referred 
to  Committee  on  Extension  and  Estimates,  Home  Department; 
by  Mrs.  Alice  Johnson,  from  the  North  Alabama  Conference, 
referred  to  Committee  on  Extension  and  Estimates,  Home 
Department;  by  Mrs,  K.  L.  Kirkwood,  from  the  South  Caro- 
lina Conference,  referred  to  Committee  on  Extension  and  Esti- 
mates, Foreign  Department;  from  the  East  Columbia  Confer- 
ence, referred  to  Committee  on  By-Laws. 

On  motion,  the  motion  not  to  have  a  Committee  on  Memo- 
rials was  reconsidered. 

On  motion,  it  was  agreed  to  have  a  Committee  on  Memorials. 

The  nominations  were  made  from  the  floor  and  the  follow- 
ing committee  elected:  Mrs.  F.  D.  Swindell,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Mc- 
Clure,  Miss  M,  L.  Gibson,  Mrs.  S.  W.  Hitch,  Mrs.  Z.  A.  West, 
Mis.

A  memorial  from  the  North  Carolina  Conference  was  pre- 
sented by  Mrs:  Swindell,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Memorials. 

Announcements  were  made. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  noon  devotions,  the  min- 
istry of  intercession,  led  by  Miss  Gibson,  was  opened  by 
singing  the  Council  hymn  (No.  408),  "Lead  on,  O  King  Eter- 
nal." Silent  prayer  was  followed  by  prayer  led  by  Miss  Gibson. 
The  objects  of  intercession  for  the  day  were  China  and  the 
great  cities  of  America.  Isaiah  Ix.  1-5  was  taken  as  the  key- 
note for  China,  the  note  of  victory  being  sounded  in  Isaiah  ix. 
40.  Intercessions  for  heathen  mothers,  their  homes,  and  their 
daughters  who  are  being  educated  in  our  schools  and  perse- 
cuted in  their  homes  were  led  by  Miss  L.  E.  Hughes,  mission- 
ary from  China.  These  were  followed  by  silent  prayer  that  God 
might  do  his  will  in  China.  Isaiah  Ixii.,  vs.  6,  7,  and  12,  were 
givc^n  as  the  key  verses  for  the  great  cities  of  America.  Inter-

The  great  need  for 
close  friendship  with  Jesus  Christ  was  the  heart  of  the  mes- 
sage. 

Printed  copies  of  the  calendar  rules  having  been  distributed, 
the  rules  were  now  considered  by  items,  amended,  and  adopted 
as  follows: 

Calendar  Rules. 

1.  Business  shall  be  conducted  through  committees  to  whom  all  me- 
morials, resolutions,  and  other  actions  requiring  legislation  shall  be 
referred.  The  reports  of  these  committees  shall  be  placed  upon  the 
calendar  in  regular  order  when  read  before  the  bodj'. 

2.  All  business  to  go  before  Committees  must  be  presented  not  later 
than  the  close  of  the  third  day's  business  session,  unless  the  body 
shall  order  otherwise  by  a  majority  vote. 

3.  No  item  of  business  shall  be  placed  on  the  calendar  until  read  be- 
fore the  body. 

4.  No  business  shall  be  acted  upon  during  the  same  session  in  which 
it  is  placed  on  the  calendar. 

5.  Business  may  be  brought  up  out  of  the  calendar  order  only  by 
majority  vote  of  the  body. 

6.  Business  shall  not  be  allowed  to  remain  upon  the  calendar  more 
than  two  days. 

7.  Reports  of  officers,  managers,  superintendents,  and  editors  shall 
be  made  in  triplicate,  the  recommendations  in  these  reports  being 
placed  on  a  separate  sheet  with  the  name  of  the  committee  to  which 
they  shall  be  referred  written  on  the  outside. 

8.  Reports  of  standing  committees  shall  be  in  triplicate,  and,  when 
read  to  the  body,  shall  go  direct  to  the  calendar. 
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9.  All  resolutions  and  memorials  shall  be  in  triplicate,  with  the  name 
of  the  committee  to  which  they  shall  be  referred  written  on  the  out- 
side of  the  paper. 

10.  All  reports,  resolutions,  memorials,  and  other  matter  presented 
to  the  body  should  be  sent  at  once  to  the  desk  of  the  calendar  secre- 
tary, who  shall  distribirte  to  the  committees,  handing  one  to  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  and  keeping  a  copy  herself. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Home  Department  was 
read  by  Mrs.  E.  W.  MacDonell,  and  the  historical  portion  ac- 
cepted.    (See  report,  page  125. j 

The  recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Department  were  read  and 
passed  to  the  Calendar  Clerk  to  be  refen-fd  in  the  proper  com- 
mittees. 

Attention  was  called  by  Mrs.  J.  H.  Hammond  to  the  Na- 
tional Child  Labor  Exhibit  in  charge  of  Miss  Dinwiddie,  agent 
for  the  National  Child  Labor  Committee. 

The  time  being  np,  on  motion,  the  memorial  service  was  post- 
poned until  the  following  day. 

Mrs.  F,  H,  E.  Eoss,  General  Treasurer,  read  and  explained 
the  report  of  the  Treasurer.     (See  report,  page  415.) 

On  motion,  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  Mrs.  Ross  for 
her  work  and  her  report. 

The  doxology  was  sung  in  recognition  of  increased  receipts 
this  year  and  of  the  greater  number  of  candidates  for  home 
and  foreign  work,  the  number  of  which  is  greater  than  ever  be- 
fore in  the  history  of  the  work. 

Appreciation  was  expressed  for  the  work  of  Mrs.  Steele  and 
Mrs.  McTyeire  as  Treasurers. 

The  report  of  the  First  Vice  President  was  read  by  Mrs.  J. 
E.  Leith,  the  recommendations  referred  to  the  calendar,  and 
the  report  accepted.

Miss  Gibson  read  a  message  from  Mrs.  Wightman  in  regard 
to  the  last  days  and  the  consecrated  life  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Hum- 
bert, for  nearly  thirty-two  years  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  South  Carolina  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

Mrs.  R.  L.  Kirkwood,  acting  Secretary  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina Foreign  Department,  read  a  tribute  to  Mrs.  Humbert. 

Mrs.  T.  F,  Copeland,  from  the  Baltimore  Conference,  read 
a  tribute  to  Miss  Virginia  Cloud,  Treasurer  of  the  Memorial 
Fund  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

A  tribute  written  by  Mrs.  S.  M.  Godbey  to  Miss  Marcia 
Marvin  was  read  by  Mrs.  A.  L.  Marshall. 

Mrs.  Warren  L.  Rohr  read  a  memoir  to  Mrs.  Mary  N.  Carr, 
deaconess,  written  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  the  Young 
Woman's  Christian  Association  of  Chattanooga. 

Mrs.  W.  F.  Barnum  sang  a  solo,  "Face  to  Face.'' 

Miss  Helen  Gibson,  deaconess.  Head  Eesident  at  the  King- 
dom House,  St.  Louis,  paid  a  loving  tribute  to  Miss  Jennie 
Elizabeth  Sneider. 

The  service  closed  with  Miss  Gibson's  reading  one  verse  of 
Hymn  No.  430. 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  and.  upon 
motion,  the  house  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole  to  consider  the  suggested  constitution  and  by-laws 
prepared  by  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  midwinter  ses- 
sion to  be  submitted  to  the  Council  at  its  annual  session.  Miss 
Gibson  was  made  Chairman  of  this  committee  and  Mrs.  Chap- 
pell.  Secretary. 

At  12:40  P.M.  the  committee  rose  for  lunch. 

The  business  session  of  the  Council  was  resumed,  with  Miss 
Bennett  in  the  chair,  that  memorials  might  be  read.  The  fol- 
lowing memorials  were  presented  and  sent  to  the  calendar 
clerk  for  distribution  to  the  proper  committees :

At  12 :50  P.M.  the  session  was  adjourned  to  enter  upon  the 
half  hour  devoted  to  the  ministry  of  intercession  in  behalf  of 
Korea  and  the  mountain  people,  conducted  by  Mrs.  A.  L. 
Marshall.  After  silent  prayer  a  hymn  was  sung  and  the  word 
of  God  as  gi\^n  in  Kevelation  vii.  was  read.  Maps  showing 
Korea  and  the  mountain  area  of  the  South  where  mission 
schools  are  placed  helped  to  bring  near  and  to  vivify  the  needs 
of  those  for  whom  prayer  was  made. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Lewis,  Principal  of  Sue  Bennett  School,  led  in 
the  prayer  for  the  people  of  the  Southern  mountains. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Campbell  and  Misses  Myers,  Ivey,  and  Erwin,  re- 
turned missionaries  from  Korea,  stood  in  silent,  eloquent  ap- 
peal for  Korea's  needs. 
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Miss  Mary  Mjers  led  in  prayer  for  the  once  hermit  nation, 
realizing  its  liberty  now  only  in  Jesus  Christ. 

The  service  was  closed  by  Miss  Cornelia  Godbey's  singing  the 
hymn.  "Blessed  Quietness." 

SECOND  DAY— AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  afternoon  session  was  opened  at  2:30  with  devotional 
service,  led  by  Mrs.  F.  D.  Swindell,  who  gave  a  strong,  help- 
ful lesson  on  watchfulness,  after  which  the  sitting  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  was  resumed. 

At  4 :30  P.M.  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  arose,  and  the 
Council  resumed  its  session  to  receive  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  whole  made  by  Miss  Maria  Gibson,  Chairman 
of  the  committee,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  which  was  referred  the  question  of 
the  union  of  Conference  auxiliary  societies,  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows : 

The  questions  settled  were: 

1.  In  Regard  to  Union. — We  recommend  that  while  Conferences  and 
Auxiliaries  are  left  free  to  unite  or  to  have  separate  organizations  as 
may  seem  wise  to  them,  yet  the  Council  recommends  union. 

2.  In  Regard  to  Conditions  of  Membership. — We  recommend  that 
anyone  may  become  a  member  of  the  society  who  will  give  regularly 
prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  offering  for  missions,  this  offering  to  be 
not  less  than  an  amount  equal  to  twenty  cents  a  month;  the  mem- 
bership fund  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  Foreign  and  Home  De- 
partments. The  amount  of  funds  required  for  local  work  shall  be  de- 
termined by  each  auxiliary  to  meet  its  own  conditions. 

Respectfully  submitted,  M.  L.  Gibson. 

Upon  motion,  it  was  decided  that  a  special  committee  should 
be  appointed  to  which  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
should  be  referred. 

The  President  asked  for  further  time  to  name  that  com- 
mittee.

a  royal  guest  in  the  heart;  to  submit  to  his  gracious  will; 
to  commit  all  to  his  omnipotent  care:  to  transmit  the  won- 
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drons  message  of  his  saving  love.  Miss  Norwood  Wynn  led

President  of  the  Home  Department 
of  the  Kentucky  Conference,  presented  briefly  and  vividly  the 
appalling  needs  of  the  mining  people  of  Eastern  Kentucky  and 
led  in  fervent  prayer  for  them. 

The  services  closed  with  benediction  by  Eev.  Charles  W. 
Moore. 

FOURTH  DAY—AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

At  4  P.M.  the  Council  session  was  opened  with  Miss  Bennett 
in  the  chair.  Eev.  L.  F.  Aspley,  one  of  the  patriarchal  preach- 
ers of  the  St.  Louis  Conference,  led  the  prayer.

(    that  blooms  even  in  our  tsNientieth  century. 

Miss  Daniel  withdrew  her  motion. 

Miss  Norwood  Wynn  spoke  of  conditions  in  Mexico. 

Miss  Lamb  spoke  for  Brazil,  stating  that  in  the  public 
schools  of  Brazil  a  well  equipped  teacher  can  get  three  times 
as  much  as  the  amount  ^under  consideration  for  local  mission- 
aries' salaries. 

It  ^^■as  moved  by  Mrs.  Cobb  that  Sections  3  and  4  of  this 
paper  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  bring 
in  a  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  having  first  secured 
necessary  information  from  each  field.     The  motion  prevailed.

By  special  pi-ivilege  a  paper  referring  to  children's  work 
was  read  and  referred  at  once  to  the  Committee  on  Children '.s 
Work. 

The  ministry  of  intercession  for  Africa  and  the  negroes  of 
America,  led  by  Mrs-.  Frank  Siler,  was  opened  with  Hymn  No. 
350,  "Break  Thou  the  Bread  of  Life."  Prayer  was  offered  by 
Mrs.  Hammond  that  God  might  make  his  presence  felt  at  that 
hour.  Passages  from  Isaiah  xl.  5  and  Eevelation  v.  were  read, 
with  comments  showing  the  greater  ease  and  beauty  of  the 
work  for  the  negro  race  in  Africa  than  for  the  negroes  of  our 
own  land.  After  reading  John  xi.  35-38  a  tribute  was  paid 
to  Miss  Ellen  Young,  our  representative  at  Paine  College. 

Miss  Mary  DeBardeleben  spoke  of  her  call  to  work  among 
the  negroes  of  our  homeland.  She  was  educated  to  become  a 
teacher,  but  surrendered  to  the  call  to  teach  in  foreign  fields, 
then  her  eyes  were  opened  to  the  great  need  of  the  black  peo- 
ple of  our  Southland  by  the  vision  of  the  negro  men  and  women 
whom  she  knew  at  her  own  plantation  home  as  they  reveled  in 
a  Christmas  debauch.  Then  she  felt  that  men  and  women  and 
children  at  home  were  as  great  heathen  as  the  heathen  of  any 
land. 

Mrs.  Moore  sang  "Thou  Wilt  Hold  Me  in  the  Hollow  of  Thy 
Hand." 

An  appeal  was  then  made  by  Mrs.  Siler  that  Miss  DeBarde- 
leben be  sent  to  these  people,  her  salary  not  to  be  drawn  from 
the  treasury  but  given  as  a  love  gift  from  the  women  whose 
lives  have  been  privileged  to  touch  hers  here.  She  also  stressed 
the  necessity  of  opening  the  work  in  Africa  already  so  long 
delayed  by  our  Church. 

To  an  appeal  made  by  Miss  Bennett  for  some  one  to  hold 
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the  ropes  for  Miss  DeBardeleben  as  she  goes  to  her  work,  ready 
responses  came. 

After  the  benediction  the  Council  adjourned  to  lunch  at 
Kingdom  House. 

SIXTH   DAY— AFTERNOON   SESSION.    ' 

The  Council  was  called  to  order  at  3 :25  p.m.  and  the  meet- 
ing opened  with  the  singing  ot  one  verse  of  the  Council  Hymn 
and  prayer  led  by  Brother  Duggan.

Resolved,  That  we  ask  each  Conference  Society  to  give,  during  this 
year  1911-12,  one  hundred  dollars  to  endow  a  scholarship  in  the 
Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School,  to  be  called  the  Marcia  Marvin 
scholarship;  and,  further,  that  if  the  amount  given  be  more  than  the 
necessary  three  thousand  dollars  it  be  applied  to  the  endowment  fund 
of  the  Training  School.

We,  the  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  suggested  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  as  revised 
by  this  comniittee. 

Whereas  the  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  the  union  of  the 
Conference  and  auxiliary  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Societies  has 
been  raised  since  this  committee  began  its  work  and  should  have 
serious  attention,  and  whereas  there  is  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the 
interpretation  of  the  law  governing  the  Missionary  Council,  we  be- 
lieve we  cannot  make  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  Conference  and 
Auxiliary  Societies  satisfactory  to  all  our  constituency  until  this 
question  has  been  settled  by  the  proper  authorities.

On  motion,  Item  1  was  adopted. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  basis  of  membership 
be  fully  discussed.    The  motion  prevailed. 

Dr.  Bratt,  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  was  introduced. 

The  following  substitute  for  this  item  of  the  report  was  read 
by  Mrs.  Dickey: 

Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  who  will  give  regu- 
larly prayer,  service,  and  stated  monthly  dues,  the  amount  to  be  named 
by  the  individual,  provided  it  is  not  less  than  ten  cents  per  month. 
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This  account  of  the  auxiliary  shall  be  taken  at  the  beginning  of  the 

fiscal  year  and  reported  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

Half  of  the  dues  shall  be  directed  to  the  Foreign  Department  and 

half  to  the  Home  Department  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.

SEVENTH  DAY— MORNING   SESSION. 

At  8:20  A.M.  Thursday  the  session  of  the  Council  opened  with 
a  devotional  service  led  by  Mrs.  W.  F.  Barnum.  Hymn  No.  355, 
"Love  Divine,  All  Loves  Excelling,"  was  sung;  this  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  season  of  voluntary  prayer,  after  which  the  thirty- 
third  Psalm  was  read  responsively  and  the  Lord's  Prayer  re- 
cited in  concert. 

Miss  Bennett  took  the  chair. 

Upon  motion,  the  roll  call  was  dispensed  with. 

The  minutes  of  Wednesday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials  was  read;  but  as 
the  matters  covered  in  its  items  were  provided  for  by  previous 
action  of  the  Council,  upon  motion,  the  report  was  stricken  out. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Mary  Black  Hospital, 
Soochow,  China,  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 
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Mrs.  Bostick's  announcement  that  the  beautiful  roses  pro- 
vided in  abundance  for  the  delegates  and  for  decorations  were 
sent  by  the  ladies  of  the  Scruggs'  Memorial  Church  was  re- 
ceived with  enthusiastic  applause,  and  Mrs.  Bostick  was  re- 
quested to  express  the  thanks  of  the  body  to  the  donors. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Estimates  for  the  Home 
Department  was  read  by  Mrs.  E.  M,  Campbell. 

Item  1,  in  reference  to  the  Cuban  work,  was  adopted. 

When  the  Gulf  Coast  work  was  under  consideration,  the 
fact  was  developed  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  that  the 
cooperation  of  the  different  boards  of  the  Church  in  these 
places  was  proving  most  satisfactory,  there  having  been  grati- 
fying receipts  frofn  accommodations  provided  for  the  seamen 
and  the  employees  of  the  steamship  lines.  The  item  was 
adopted. 

Item  3  concerning  industrial  schools  was  adopted. 

When  the  mountain  work  was  considered,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry 
was  called  to  the  chair,  and  Miss  Bennett  spoke  of  the  needs 
of  the  Sue  Bennett  School.  Upon  motion,  |1,750  additional 
appropriation  was  made  to  the  school  for  farm  purposes.  The 
item  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Mrs.  Maddux  and  Mrs.  Hamilton,  from  the  Pacific  Coast, 
spoke  to  the  item  concerning  the  Pacific  Coast  work.  Mrs. 
Maddux  told  of  the  opportunities  within  the  San  Francisco 
territory. 

Mrs.  Hamilton  paid  tribute  to  Major  Toberman,  of  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.,  who  in  his  last  will  had  made  generous  provi- 
sion for  the  Deaconess  Home  of  that  city. 

Miss  Bennett  stressed  the  responsibility  of  people  of  large 
means  and  the  equal  responsibility  of  Christian  workers  to 
pray  for  these  that  their  hearts  may  be  turned  to  the  needs  of 
God's  kingdom.    The  item  was  adopted. 

Items  6  and  7  were  adopted  and  the  report  as  a  whole  adopt- 
ed and  amended.     (See  report.) 

The  report  of  the  C6mmittee  on  Social  Service  was  taken 
from  the  calendar  and  adopted.     (See  report.) 

The  Special  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws  made 
its  report  as  to  the  article  concerning  the  basis  of  membership. 
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The  following  amendment  was  offered  by  Mrs.  P.  C.  Archer : 

Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer,  serv- 
ice, and  ten  cents  dues  per  month  to  either  department.  Home  or  For- 
eign, or  twenty  cents  dues  to  both. 

Opportunity  shall  be  given  for  pledges  and  for  freewill  offerings  to 
be  directed  by  the  donors  to  such  objects  as  have  been  authorized  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

Each  auxiliary  may  fix  the  amount  necessary  for  the  local  work.

mind  of  the  Church  are  now  open  as  never  before  to  the  call  of  the 
larger  ideals  of  sacrifice  and  love;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  membership  fund  shall  be  obtained  by  the  volun- 
tary offerings  of  individual  members  secured  by  membership  cards  and 
filled  out  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  new  year.

Dr.  W.  B.  Palmore  spoke  in  reference  to  the  St.  Louis  Chris- 
tian  Advocate  and  presented  one  hundred  copies  of  the  paper 
to  the  Council. 

The  body  adjourned  to  meet  at  2 :30  p.m. 

The  topic  for  the  ministry  of  intercession  was  "'Mohammedan 
Lands  and  Wage-Earning  Women  and  Children."  Miss  Mabel 
Howell,  the  leader,  after  stressing  the  need  of  the  proper  at- 
titude toward  God — humility,  earnestness,  and  gratitude — 
read  a  lesson  from  Kevelation  and  led  in  prayer.  A  solo  by 
Mrs.  Quarles  followed.  Miss  Bennett  was  asked  to  lead  in 
prayer  for  the  Mohammedan  lands  which  she  had  recently  vis- 
ited, the  degradation  of  which  has  since  lain  heavily  upon  her 
spirit. 

After  a  few  startling  statistics  from  Miss  Howell  in  regard 
to  the  industrial  life  of  the  many  women  and  children  of 
America,  a  prayer  for  these  classes  was  led  by  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Perry. 

SEVENTH  DAY— AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Miss  Ivey,  missionary  from  Korea,  led  the  devotional  ser- 
vice. The  thirteenth  chapter  of  1  Corinthians  was  read.  Mrs. 
Lee  Britt  led  in  prayer,  after  which  Hymn  No.  481,  "0  Love. 
That  Wilt"  Not  Let  Me  Go,"  was  sung. 

Miss  Bennett  took  the  chair. 

A  motion  by  Mrs.  Swindell  prevailed  to  make  the  place  of 
meeting  next  year  the  special  order  of  the  day,  after  the 
consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws. 

The  following  paper  was  read  by  Mrs.  Siler,  and  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  the  privilege  asked  in  the  paper  was  granted. 

We,  the  Conference  Secretaries  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Depart- 
ments of  the  South  Georgia  Conference,  heg  the  privilege  of  pledging 
our  Conference  to  meet  this  year  the  salary  of  Miss  Mary  DeBarde- 
leben,  our  first  missionary  to  the  negro  race,  as  an  expression  of  our 
unity  of  spirit  and  purpose.

Mrs.  Siler  was  requested  to  lead  in  special  prayer  for  the 
women  of  the  South  Georgia  Conference  who  had  given  the 
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first  practical  manifestation  of  the  power  of  unity  in  spirit 
and  purpose. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  was  read  by  Mrs.  Steele.  It  was  read,  considered  by 
sections  and  items,  amended  in  various  minor  points,  and 
adopted  as  amended.     (See  Constitution.) 

The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by  Miss  Mary 
Moore  and,  upon  motion,  adopted: 

Whereas  we  have  observed  the  intensifying  of  interest,  in  missions 
in  our  educational  institutions,  and  whereas  uninterested  interest  is  a 
dead  asset,  we  do  recommend  that  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in 
session  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  April  19-26,  1911,  do  memorialize  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  Southern  Methodist  Church  to  put  on  foot  a  move- 
ment whereby  properly  articulated  courses  of  study  in  missions  may  be 
encouraged  in  all  of  our  educational  institutions;  these  courses  of 
study  to  be  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  student  bodies  of  the  respective 
institutions,  and  material  for  these  courses  of  study  to  be  drawn  from 
the  great  missionary  literature  which  has  to  such  a  large  extent  been 
developed  in  recent  years.  We  do  furthermore  petition  this  body  to 
memorialize  the  Board  of  Education  to  add  to  their  statistical  blanks 
sent  out  to  educational  institutions  an  interrogation  on  this  subject. 

Upon  motion  of  Miss  Head,  a  committee  was  called  to  get 
the  action  of  the  body  in  proper  form  before  the  Board  of 
Education.  The  President  asked  the  privilege  of  appointing 
this  committee  later. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and,  upon  motion, 
adopted : 

Whereas  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  at  its  called  meeting  in  October,  1910,  decided  to  change  the 
fiscal  year  of  that  Board  from  March  31  to  December  31,  and  whereas 
we  believe  that  such  change  will  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of 
the  woman's  work  in  both  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments,  because 
the  "fall  season  preceding  the  holidays  is  given  up  to  settling  up  the 
finances  in  the  Churches  and  because  of  the  distractions  occasioned  by 
the  approaching  holidays;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  memorialize  the 
Board  of  Missions  to  restore  the  fiscM  year  to  March  31.

SEVENTH  DAY— EVENING  SESSION. 

At  8:15  P.M.  the  Council  opened  its  session  with  the  Presi- 
dent in  the  chair.  After  a  beautiful  quartet  by  the  choir,  Dr. 
S.  W.  Wainwright  read  part  of  the  fourth  chapter  of  2  Co- 
rinthians. After  Bjmn  No.  524,  "My  Jesus,  As  Thou  Wilt,  O 
May  Thy  Will  Be  Mine!"  was  sung,  he  led  in  prayer.  Miss 
Kyte  sang  ""In  the  Secret  of  His  Presence."' 

Before  entering  upon  the  business  of  the  session,  Miss  Ben- 
nett again  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the  body  to  the  people 
of  St.  Louis  for  their  beautiful  and  gracious  hospitality. 

When  the  place  for  the  next  annual  session  was  considered. 
Mrs.  Henry  Knowles,  of  the  Baltimore  Conference,  brought  an 
invitation  from  Mt.  Vernon  Place  Church,  Washington  City. 
Invitations  were  extended  also  from  London,  Ky.,  and  El  Paso, 
Tex.  The  vote  being  overwhelming  for  Washington,  ''the  city 
belonging  to  all,"  upon  motion  of  Mrs.  Dickey  the  vote  was 
made  unanimous. 

The  following  resolution  was  read  and  passed : 

Whereas  the  new  periodical,  the  Missionary  Voice,  the  official  organ 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  is 
so  beautifully  fulfilling  its  mission;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  we  hereby  express  our  appreciation  of  the  paper  and 
pledge  our  hearty  cooperation  and  support  to  the  editor  by  increasing 
its  circulation  and  using  it  in  cur  monthly  meetings.

Eev.  N.  E.  Joyuer,  in  charge  of  St.  Mark's  Hall.  New  Or- 
leans, presented  in  a  vivid  and  forceful  manner  the  difficulties 
attendant  upon  city  mission  work,  especially  in  the  neighbor- 
hood where  St.  Mark's  Hall  operates,  ninety-eight  per  cent  of 
the  residents  of  that  vicinity  being  Roman  Catholics.  ''While 
the  city  dominates  the  country,  the  Church  does  not  dominate 
the  city,  and  the  places  where  men  are  gathered  are  the  places 
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where  the  Church  is  not."  Methodism  in  Mexico,  which  was 
planted  by  Bishop  Keener,  is  far  stronger  than  Methodism  in 
New  Orleans,  where  after  ninety-nine  years  there  is  a  con- 
stituency of  only  three  thousand. 

Miss  Bennett  spoke  in  warm  appreciation  of  Mr.  William 
Sloan,  one  of  the  early  workers  in  the  splendid  Sloan  Mission, 
which  has  evolved  into  Kingdom  House.  She  stated  that  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  had 
decided  to  place  a  tablet  of  marble  or  bronze  in  Kingdom 
House,  commemorating  the  founding  and  early  work  of  the 
mission,  and  asked  the  body  to  ratify  this  action.  Upon  mo- 
tion, the  action  was  approved. 

The  deaconesses  present  from  the  field  and  those  newly 
consecrated  gathered  about  the  chancel  to  receive  their  ap- 
pointments. Mrs.  Cobb  led  in  earnest  prayer  for  the  young 
women,  after  which  Miss  Bennett  addressed  the  deaconesses 
in  tender,  loving  words  of  counsel. 

Mrs.  Siler,  by  request,  spoke  to  the  city  missionaries  going 
forth  to  the  same  self-sacrificing  work  as  were  the  deaconesses, 
without  the  protection  of  special  costume. 

The  following  reports  were  read  and  sent  to  the  calendar: 
Committee  on  Young  People;  Committee  on  Children's  Work; 
Committee  on  Literature. 

Report  No.  2  of  the  Committee  on  Educational  Institutions 
was  read,  amended,  and  upon  motion,  adopted.  (See  report, 
page  191. ) 

At  10:30  P.M.  the  body  was  adjourned  after  prayer  led  by 
Mrs.  Bentley. 

EIGHTH  DAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Council  met  for  its  eighth  day's  session  Friday  at  9  a.m., 
with  Miss  Bennett  in  the  chair. 

The  devotional  service  was  led  by  Mrs.  Eoss,  who  read 
MatthcAv  ix.  35-38 ;  after  comments  thereon  and  the  singing  of 
Hymn  No.  415,  "Faith  of  Our  Fathers,"  Mrs.  J.  P.  Campbell 
led  in  prayer. 

Roll  call  was  omitted,  the  Secretary  having  ascertained  by 
count  that  a  quorum  was  present. 
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The  minutes  of  the  preceding  day  were  read,  corrected,  and 
approved. 

Attention  was  called  to  the  personnel  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  City  Missions  and  Deaconess  Work,  and  the  substi- 
tution of  the  five  Secretaries  for  two  was  permitted. 

The  reading  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  was  resumed.  The  Constitution  for  unified  adult 
auxiliaries  was  considered  by  items. 

Article  3  was  amended  by  striking  out  the  reference  to  life 
membership,  the  subject  being  covered  by  Article  4. 

On  motion.  Article  3  was  amended  by  placing  at  its  close 
the  clause  "each  auxiliary  may  raise  the  amount  necessary 
for  its  local  work." 

Article  3  was  also  amended  by  inserting  the  words  "per 
month"  after  the  words  "ten  cents." 

On  motion,  Article  3  was  approved  as  amended.

The  By-Laws  for  auxiliaries  were  read  and  considered  by 
items. 

It  was  moved  that  Article  3  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
last  clause.    The  motion  was  lost. 

On  motion,  Article  3  was  amended  by  inserting  the  words 
"first  day  of  each  quarter"  after  "full  reports."

The  By-Laws  for  Young  People's  Societies  were  read  and 
considered  by  items. 

On  motion,  the  By-Laws  were  amended  by  inserting  the 
dates  "'the  first  of  the  quarter"  for  the  sending  in  of  reports, 
as  in  the  adult  auxiliary. 

On  motion,  the  By-Laws  for  Young  People's  Societies  were 
adopted  as  amended. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Children's  Department  was  read. 

The  action  taken  by  the  Committee  on  Children's  Work  bear- 
ing upon  the  Constitution  was  read  by  Mrs.  Archer,  and  was 
rejected. 

On  motion,  the  first  section  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Department  was  approved  as  read. 

It  was  moved  that  Article  1  of  the  Baby  Division  be  amend- 
ed by  striking  out  "twenty-five  cents  enrollment  fee."  The 
motion  was  lost. 

It  was  movecj  by  Miss  Head  that  Article  1  be  amended  by 
inserting  "be  given  a  certificate."    The  motion  prevailed. 

On  motion  the  Constitution  for  the  Baby  Division  was 
adopted  as  amended. 

On  motion  of  Miss  Head  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  for  the 
Junior  Division  was  amended  by  inserting  "all  membership 
funds  shall  be  divided  equally  between  the  two  departments," 
etc. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Bell  that  the  amendment  be  amended 
by  adding  "that  the  mite-box  fund  be  divided  equally  between 
the  two  departments."     The  motion  was  lost. 

The  ainendmeut  offered  by  Miss  Head  was  adopted. 

Articles  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Children's 
Work  to  be  inserted  in  the  Constitution  for  the  Children's 
Division  were  read  by  Mrs.  P.  C.  Archer. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Siler  that  the  phrase  "little  ones  with 
Jesus"  be  stricken  out.    The  motion  prevailed. 

On  motion,  the  two  following  items  from  the  report  of  the 
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Committee  on  Children's  Work  by  Mrs.  Archer  were  added  to 
the  Constitution : 

1.  All  membership  funds  shall  be  divided  equally  between  the  two 
departments,  and  all  inite  box  funds  on  the  basis  of  sixty  per  cent 
to  foreign  missions  and  forty  per  cent  to  home  missions.  The  McEach- 
ern  mite  box  shall  be  used  in  all  the  divisions  of  the  Children's  De- 
partment.

At  least  once  a  year  special  meetings  shall  be  held  for  the 
members  of  the  Baby  Division,  at  which  time  mite  boxes  shall  be 
opened  and  a  helpful  program  carried  out. 

On  motion,  the  Constitution  for  the  Children's  Department 
was  adopted  as  amended. 

On  motion,  the  By-Laws  for  the  Children's  Department 
were  adopted  as  read. 

Keport  No.  2  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  signed  by  all  the  committee,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Steele, 
as  follows : 

Finding  that  it  is  not  within  their  province  to  deal  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Societies,  they  do 
hereby  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee,  composed 
of  an  equal  number  of  representatives  from  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Mission  Societies,  to  bring  the  Constitution  of  these  societies  into 
harmony  with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Siler  to  amend  the  report  by  referring 
the  matter  of  adjusting  the  Constitution  to  the  standing  com- 
mittee.    The  motion  prevailed. 

On  motion,  Keport  No.  2  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Report  No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  City  Missions  and  Dea- 
coness Work  was  read  by  the  calendar  clerk  and  adopted  as 
read.     (See  report,  page  187. j 

Report  No.  3  (Mexico)  of  the  Committee  on  Extension  aud 
Estimates,  Foreign  Department,  was  read. 

The  appropriations  for  Mexico  were  read. 

The  above  report  was  considered  by  items. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Gibson,  and  seconded  by  Mrs.  Tra- 
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wick,  that  Item  1  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  motion  prevailed. 

On  motion,  Item  2  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

On  motion,  Items  3,  4,  and  5  were  approved. 

Eecommendations  concerning  work  in  Choon  Chun  were 
discussed. 

It  was  moved  that  the  request  of  the  South  Georgia  Con- 
ference to  pay  $550,  the  cost  of  house  furnishing,  itinerating, 
and  day  school  in  Choon  Chun  for  the  present  year,  be  not 
granted. 

It  was  moved  by  Miss  Mary  Moore  that  the  amendment  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

That  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Missions  by  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Department  with  the  request  from 
the  Council  that  the  Board  of  Missions  meet  the  obligation  and  that 
the  young  women  transferred  to  Choon  Chun  be  returned  to  the  work 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  item  of  the  report  on  Korea 
«vas  adopted  as  amended. 

On  motion,  Report  No.  3  of  the  Committee  on  Extension  and 
Estimates  was  adopted  as  amended.     (See  report,  page  200.) 

It  was  moved  that  a  portion  of  Bishop  Mouzon's  letter  read 
by  Mrs.  Cobb  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  in  Nashville.     The  motion  prevailed. 

Appropriations  for  Mexico  were  reread  and  considered  by 
items. 

Appropriations  for  Laredo  were  approved. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  salary  of  six  hundred  dol- 
lars for  Mrs.  McClendon  be  stricken  out.  The  motion  pre- 
vailed. 

It  was  moved,  and  seconded,  that  in  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  above  action,  the  words  "six  hundred  dollars  salary  for 
an  additional  teacher"  be  inserted.    The  motion  prevailed. 

It  was  moved  by  Mrs.  Chappell,  and  seconded,  that  Mrs. 
Carney's  case  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Mrs.  Cobb  read  from  a  letter  from  Bishop  Lambuth  regard- 
ing furniture  for  the  women  missionaries  at  Central  Mission, 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  recommending  the  correlation  of  schools 
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and  an  appropriation  of  |15,000  for  the  purchase  of  property 
in  Porto  Alegre. 

Action  on  the  above  was  deferred. 

Eeport  No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  Extension  and  Estimates, 
Home  Department,  was  read  by  Mrs.  Nat  Rollins  and  placed 
on  the  calendar. 

Report  No.  5  of  the  Committee  on  Extension  and  Estimates, 
Home  Department,  was  read  by  Mrs.  R.  M.  Campbell  and 
placed  on  the  calendar. 

The  following  resolutions  read  by  Miss  Mabel  Head  were 
passed : 

Whereas  the  women  of  the  Missionary  Council  feel,  since  their  visit 
to  the  Kingdom  House,  that  the  magnitude  and  excellence  of  the  work 
goes  far  beyond  their  previous  realization,  and  whereas  we  are  deeply 
impressed  with  the  value  of  the  Christlike  work,  bringing  as  it  does 
the  spirit  of  our  Lord  and  the  loving  human  touch  of  his  followers  into 
lives  otherwise  unblessed  and  unhelped;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved:  1.  That  we  hereby  express  our  thankfulness  that  the  life 
of  Methodism  in  this  city  has  flowered  into  so  fine  an  expression  of 
Christian  service. 

2.  That  we  gratefully  recognize  the  wisdom  and  generosity  of  the 
men  whose  gifts  have  made  it  possible  and  the  devotion  of  the  large- 
hearted  women  who  have  given  their  service  to  this  cause  in  the  City 
Mission  Board  and  in  the  auxiliaries  represented  in  it.

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on  ''Women  ana  Missions"'  at  the  fourth  Ecumenical  Method- 
ist Conference,  to  be  held  at  Toronto,  Canada.  October  4-17, 
1911.  As  only  three  women  have  been  placed  on  the  program, 
the  honor  was  all  the  more  appreciated  by  the  Council. 

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  ministry  of  intercession, 
the  last  of  the  series,  the  beautiful  service,  the  subject  of 
which  was  "Petitions  and  Praises,"  was  led  by  the  President, 
who  read  the  hymn : 

"Defend  us,  Lord,  from  every  ill; 
Strengthen  our  hearts  to  do  thy  will." 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Marshall  offered  prayer  for  blessings  on  plans 
projected  by  the  Council,  and  Mrs.  E.  B.  Chappell  led  the  pe- 
tition asking  for  Avisdom  in  presenting  them  to  the  auxiliaries. 
Hymn  No.  128  was  sung: 

"We  may  not  climb  the  heavenly  steeps 
To  bring  the  Lord  Christ  down." 

Mrs.  Frank  Siler  voiced  the  prayer  for  unity  of  spirit 
among  the  workers,  and  Mrs.  W.  F.  Barnum  sang  that  sweet 
hymn,  "The  Name  of  Jesus,  O  How  Sweet." 

The  outlook  and  opportunity  in  the  Church  and  the  world 
was  the  theme  for  thankful  praise  in  the  closing  prayer  of- 
fered by  Miss  M.  L.  Gibson.  The  Council  hymn,  "Lead  on,  0 
King  Eternal,"  was  sung,  and  after  the  benediction,  pro- 
nounced by  Eev.  Josephus  Stephan,  the  Council  adjourned  for- 
lunch.

The  unfinished  report  (No,  3)  of  the  Committee  on  Estimates 
of  the  Foreign  Department  was  taken  up.  When  the  section 
concerning  South  Brazil  Mission  was  finished,  Miss  Lamb, 
returned  missionary  from  Porto  Alegre,  by  request,  spoke  of 
the  condition  and  needs  of  that  station. 

At  this  juncture  Miss  Helm  asked  the  privilege  of  the  floor. 
In  warm  and  loving  words  she  expressed  gratitude  for  the 
kind  and  generous  commendation  of  her  work  throughout  the 
years  of  her  services.  Her  talk  was  filled  with  such  utter- 
ances as:  "I  have  done  only  what  the  grace,  the  wisdom,  and 
the  love  of  God  helped  me  to  do.     I  want  no  one  to  think  of 
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me  as  being  on  one  side  or  the  other  of  missionary  work,  for  I 
love  the  whole  work."  As  her  fervent  "God  bless  you"  fell 
like  a  benediction  upon  all  hearts,  the  President  led  the  sing- 
ing of  ''Blest  Be  the  Tie  That  Binds." 

The  consideration  of  the  report  was  resumed.  Mrs.  Cobb 
moved  that  the  report  be  amended  by  adding  |500  for  furnish- 
ings for  the  school  at  Porto  Alegre,  and  it  was  a-dopted. 

Mrs.  S.  N,  Brickhouse,  of  the  Virginia  Conference,  asked 
that  the  Virginia  Foreign  Mission  Department  be  allowed  to 
give  this  |500  from  the  first  collection  of  their  |10,000  pledge, 
and  the  privilege  was,  upon  motion,  granted. 

The  item  as  to  kindergarten  supplies  was,  upon  motion, 
stricken  out  with  the  understanding  that  an  appropriation 
would  be  granted  during  the  year  if  a  kindergarten  teacher 
should  be  placed  in  any  school  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

The  report  of  the  Indian  work  was  read,  and  the  following 
recommendation  was  adopted: 

Whereas  Miss  Welch,  the  teacher  in  charge  of  the  Indian  Mission, 
has  suggested  the  necessity  of  making  a  change  in  the  work,  we  re- 
quest that  Mrs.  Spaulding  visit  the  school  and  make  a  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  in  regard  to  the  advisability  of  changing  the 
location  of  the  school. 

Mrs.  H.  B.  Spaulding  spoke  on  the  subject  in  connection 
with  the  following  resolution :

Report  No.  2  of  the  Committee  on  Literature 
was  taken  up,  amended,  and,  upon  motion,  adopted  as  amend- 
ed.    (See  report,  page  194.) 

Eeport  No.  3  of  the  Committee  on  Extension  and  Estimates, 
Home  Department,  was  taken  up,  amended,  and  adopted  as  a 
whole  as  amended.

Whereas  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  has  been  placed  under 
great  obligation  to  Miss  Maria  L.  Gibson  for  the  splendid  work  done

2.  That  on  the  approaching  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  his  election 
to  the  office  of  Bishop  in  our  Church  we  join  our  prayers  with  those  of 
the  whole  Church  that  he  may  be  blessed  most  abundantly  in  all 
things. 

3.  That  for  many  years  to  come  he  may  stand  as  the  friend  of  prog- 
ress and  a  faithful  leader  and  servant  of  our  beloved  Methodism.

Upon  motion,  the  time  was  extended  to  hear  the  reading  of 
several  reports  to  go  to  the  calendar. 

The  Lord's  Prayer  Avas  repeated  together,  and  at  6:30  p.m. 
the  body  was  adjourned  to  meet  at  8  p.m. 
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EIGHTH  DAY— EVENING  SESSION. 

The  devotional  service  began  at  8:30,  with  Mrs.  Herman 
Bowmar,  of  the  Kentucky  Conference,  in  charge.  The  hymn, 
'•'Jesus  Shall  Keign  Where'er  the  Sun,"  was  sung,  and  the 
twelfth  chapter  of  Eomans  was  read.  Mrs.  Bowmar  led  in 
prayer.     Dr.  Eoss  sang  a  solo. 

Miss  Bennett  took  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  afternoon  session  were  read  and  approved.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  called  for, 
as  several  members  of  the  Council  had  to  leave  for  an  early 
train.  The  report,  which  follows,  was  adopted  enthusiastically 
by  a  rising  vote: 

When  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  accepted  the  gracious  invita- 
tion of  the  women's  societies  of  St.  John's  Church  to  hold  their  first 
annual  session  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  and  to  meet  in  their  beautiful 
temple,  every  individual  member  realized  that  new  and  delightful 
associations  awaited,  but  the  realization  has  so  far  exceeded  these 
anticipations  that  we  find  language  inadequate  to  express  our  feelings. 

The  martial  figure  of  the  great  French  patron  saint  of  this  noble  city 
inspires  a  suggestion  that  we  resort  to  the  vivacious  language  of  the 
pioneer  settlers  of  St.  Louis,  but  while  this  is  the  language  of  feeling, 
we  reject  it  as  too  shallow. 

A  faint  Teutonic  accent  in  the  speech  of  the  thronging  pedes- 
trians causes  us  to  consider  for  a  moment  the  merits  of  the  German, 
but  this  we  reject,  as  we  do  the  French,  but  because  it  is  too  harsh. 

The  musical  voice  of  Italy  suggests  wonderful  possibilities  there, 
but  we  imagine  a  faint  trace  of  insincerity  in  the  tongue  of  "the  land 
of  wonderful  skies,"  and  we  find  the  Italian  as  inadequate  for  a  proper 
expression  of  our  gratitude  as  we  deemed  French  and  German. 

Reduced  to  plain  English,  in  the  accents  of  Dixie  and  the  golden 
West,  we  can  but  say,  with  an  undivided  voice  and  speech,  to  the- 
splendid   people   of   St.   John's   Church   and  to  the   Methodism  of   St. 
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Louis,  as  well  as  to  the  many,  many  others  who  have  so  generously  and 
untiringly  served  us.  we  thank  you.

Miss  Bennett  expressed  again,  in  warm  words,  the  gratitude 
of  the  body  for  all  the  inspiring  influences  that  the  people  of 
St.  John's  and  of  St.  Louis  had  exerted  in  making  this  first 
session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  epochal  in  its  char- 
acter and  spirit. 

Report  No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  Estimates,  Foreign  De- 
partment, was  taken  from  the  calendar.  It  was  amended,  and 
the  report  as  a  whole  adopted  as  amended. 

Miss  Gibson  moved  that  Miss  Davies  be  instructed  to  return 
the  thanks  of  the  body  to  Mr.  Benjamin  F.  Duke,  of  Durham, 
N.  C,  for  his  conditional  gift  of  $10,000,  with  the  hope  ex- 
pressed that  the  Council  may  raise  the  amount  required  to 
meet  this  generous  gift.    The  motion  was  carried. 

The  recapitulated  report  of  the  Committee  on  Estimates  was 
read,  giving  the  totals  for  the  foreign  field,  and.  upon  motion.

PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE  TO  THE   WOMAN'S 
MISSIONARY  COUNCIL,    1911. 


MISS   BELLE   H.   BENNETT. 

Gathered  here  to-day  under  a  new  name,  as  representatives  of  two 
organizations  dear  to  the  heart  of  every  woman  before  me — organiza- 
tions through  which  thousands  of  other  women  have  labored  with  us 
for  the  uplift  and  Christianization  of  this  land  and  those  larger  non- 
Christian  lands  where  gross  darkness  covers  the  people — the  shadow 
of  a  lingering  sorrow  falls  on  us. 

Great  and  radical  changes  always  manifest  themselves  in  some- 
thing of  a  revolutionary  form.  Some  things  that  seemed  vital  are 
torn  away,  leaving  wounds  and  scars  behind.  Some  things  hard  and 
unlovely  thrust  themselves  in,  unwelcome  reminders  of  the  tender 
grace  of  a  day  that  is  dead. 

In  the  unexpected  dissolution  of  our  Woman's  Boards  and  the  re- 
adjustment of  all  of  the  missionary  forces  of  the  Church  there  could 
be  no  exception  to  this  rule  of  change.  The  action  was  radical  and 
far-reaching,  and  we  naturally  face  the  future  with  mingled  feelings 
of  hope  and  fear. 

We  knew  the  old  way  and  loved  it.  Under  the  divine  guidance  we 
had  entered  into  a  great,  loving  sisterhood  and  established  a  work 
that  to  the  end  of  the  ages  must  make  for  righteousness.  We  prayed 
and  knew  that  God  heard  and  answered,  for  the  crooked  places  were 
made  straight  and  the  dark  places  were  made  light.  We  knew  the  joy 
of  liberty,  the  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us  free,  and  we 
worked  in  that  liberty,  loving  his  word,  seeking  to  know  his  will  and 
always  looking  unto  him  who  is  the  Author  and  Finisher  of  our  faith 
and  the  Judge  of  our  work. 

In  the  joy  of  fellowship  and  service  with  our  Lord  a  large  life  has 
come  to  each  of  us.  We  have  had  a  world-wide  vision  of  homes  and  lands 
where  looman,  created  in  the  image  of  Almighty  God  and  born  to 
hopeless  superstition,  accepts  with  blind  fear  a  "sphere"  that  narrows 
and  degrades  her  life,  and  that  in  more  than  half  the  world  puts  her 
on  a  level  with  the  brute  creation.  We  have  seen  the  manhood  and 
childhood  of  these  homes  and  these  lands  held  in  a  relentless  bondage 
by  a  dwarfed  and  weakened  motherhood,  and  our  own  responsibility 
for  the  undoing  of  these  great  wrongs  burns  like  a  fire  in  the  bones. 

Startled  into  a  new  conception  of  what  the  debasement  of  God's 
image  in  the  womanhood  of  nations  means,  we  have  raised  for  our- 
selves a  higher  standard  of  justice,  judgment,  and  righteousness,  and 
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to  be  made  channels  through  which  all  for  whom  Christ  died  may 
know  him  and  the  power  of  his  resurrection  has  become  the  desire 
and  prayer  of  our  lives. 

And  now  we  are  here  to  counsel  together  for  the  first  time  con- 
cerning the  work  at  home  and  abroad  and  to  enter  upon  its  admin- 
istration under  a  new  constitution. 

The  law  enacted  by  the  last  General  Conference  and  given  verbal 
expression  in  that  constitution  unites  the  three  great  Mission  Boards 
and  gives  woman  a  rightful  place  in  this  most  important  council  of 
the  Church. 

To  this  body,  henceforth  to  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  is  accorded  the  right  to  nominate  four  Secretaries  and  an 
Assistant  Treasurer,  to  be  elected  quadrennially  by  this  unified 
Board,  these  Secretaries  to  be  coordinate  in  official  action  with  the 
four  men  elected  as  Secretaries  of  the  Board  at  the  same  time  and 
place. 

The  Woman's  Council  is  also  empowered  to  present  the  names  of 
ten  additional  women  to  be  elected  by  the  General  Conference  as 
managers  of  the  unified  Board,  thus  giving  the  woman's  societies  a 
representation  of  fifteen  in  a  body  composed  of  thirty-nine  elective  and 
seventeen  ex  officio  members. 

The  property  of  the  unified  Boards,  heretofore  held  in  the  name 
of  the  respective  organizations  financing  and  controlling  it,  is  now 
to  be  held  in  the  name  of  the  Church  to  which  we  all  belong  and 
through  which  we  all  work.  To  safeguard  the  institutions  established 
and  maintained  by  the  women  in  the  past  and  to  emphasize  the  fact 
that  the  missionary  organizations  through  which  they  have  leavened 
the  whole  Church  are  to-day  as  necessary  to  its  best  and  broadest 
life  as  they  have  ever  been,  the  money  raised  by  these  societies  must 
continue  to  be  appropriated  to  the  work  heretofore  established  by  them 
and  hereafter  inaugurated  under  the  provisions  of  the  union. 

I  need  not  rehearse  further  the  details  of  the  terms  of  the  union. 
You  have  them  before  you  in  the  printed  reports.  They  are  not  all 
we  could  have  desired,  but  how  could  that  be  expected?  Never  before 
in  the  history  of  the  Church  have  women  been  admitted  to  member- 
ship in  any  of  its  administrative  or  legislative  councils.  Now,  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  its  highest  lawmaking  body,  they  have  been  called 
upon  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  active  participation  in  its  most 
important  and  sacred  trust.  Has  any  other  Church  in  our  land  hon- 
ored and  dignified  womanhood  by  a  similar  charge  or  one  for  which 
it  has  been  more  manifestly  chosen  and  appointed  of  God? 

The  General  Board  of  Missions  needed  the  women.  The  women 
needed  the  larger  outlook  and  the  greater  responsibility  which  a  united 
Board  alone  could  give,  and  the  world  needs  a  Christianity,  a  Church 
animated,  cemented,  and  propelled  \w  a  membership  united  in  eoun- 
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cil,  united  in  purpose,  and  constrained  by  the  same  great  Spirit  whicti. 
filled  the  Son  of  God  when  he  became  flesh  and  dwelt  among  us. 

The  dominant  note  of  the  World  Missionary  Conference  at  Edin- 
burgh was  a  united  Christianity  to  conquer  a  non-Christian  world; 
the  despondent  note,  a  divided  and  indifferent  Church,  helpless  in  the 
face  of  the  enemy.  The  great  apostle  said:  "We  are  his  workmanship, 
created  in  Christ  Jesus  for  good  works,  which  God  afore  prepared 
that  we  should  walk  in  them."  May  we  not  believe  that  he  whose 
voice  we  have  heard  for  more  than  thirty  years,  saying,  "this  is  the 
way,  walk  ye  in  it,"  has  need  of  us  now  in  this  new  way,  and  has 
afore  prepared  it  for  our  reluctant  feet? 

His  heart's  pi'ayer  that  we  may  all  be  one  is  just  beginning  to  find 
a  lodgment  in  the  lives  of  his  followers.  May  we  not  help  to  answer 
that  prayer  in  working  out  a  perfect  way,  laboring  and  praying  to- 
gether that  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  may  become  the  kingdoms  of 
our  Lord  and  his  Christ? 

That  it  will  require  prayer,  loving  patience,  and  tender  forbearance 
none  of  us  can  doubt.  But  He  who  said,  "Ye  shall  be  my  witnesses," 
said  also:  "My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee." 

Finances. 

Notwithstanding  the  unrest  and  in  some  places  sore  distress  among 
the  workers  in  both  societies  during  the  past  year,  collections  have 
advanced,  and  we  can  again  begin  a  new  fiscal  year  with  hope  and 
courage. 

Definite  plans  for  enlarged  offerings,  annuities,  and  bequests  ought 
to  be  inaugurated  at  the  first  session  of  the  Council. 

A  standing  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  Department  of  Christian 
Stewardship  should  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  develop 
plans  by  which  every  member  of  every  congregation  in  Southern 
Methodism  shall  be  approached  in  a  personal  way  on  the  subject  of 
special  offering  for  the  evangelization  of  the  world.  Prayer  groups 
might  be  formed  whose  sacred  privilege  it  would  be  to  make  daily 
intercession  for  certain  individuals  intrusted  with  wealth,  whose  names 
are  listed,  and  from  whom  liberal  offerings  or  bequests  may  be  so- 
licited. 

Extension  on  the  Foreign  Field. 

The  Foreign  Department  of  this  Council  by  its  action  last  year  is 
committed  to  the  establishment  of  a  girls'  boarding  school  in  the  city 
of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Every  reasonable  effort  ought  to  be  put  forth  to 
accomplish  this  work  within  the  next  twelve  months. 

The  Teachers'  Training  School  at  Saltillo,  Mexico,  to  which  $30,000 
was  appropriated  last  year  for  a  new  plant,  should  be  hastened  to  com- 
pletion that  the  school  may  be  opened  in  adequate  quarters  next  fall. 

Housing  and  equipping  these  two  institutions  with  modern,   up-to- 
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date  school  furnishings  ought  to  be  the  extent  of  new  work  on  the 
part  of  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year. 

I  personally  believe  that  our  policy  to  open  new  missions  and  pre- 
empt new  territory  has  been  hurtfully  expansive  in  its  tendency.  Mis- 
sionaries on  the  field,  bishops  and  Secretaries  visiting  and  inspecting 
the  same,  seeing  the  great  need  and  the  increasing  opportunities,  have 
come  before  the  Board  and  appealed  with  such  force  and  such  emotion 
for  new  stations,  new  buildings,  and  new  activities  that  we  have  for- 
gotten for  the  time  being  the  inadequate  plants,  the  meager  equip- 
ment, and  the  insufficient  number  of  overburdened  workers  in  the  old 
stations,  and  have  rushed  on  to  establish  similar  missions  in  new 
territory.  The  home  base  has  no  little  part  in  forming  this  policy  of 
rapid  extension.  A  sudden  outburst  of  enthusiasm  caused  by  an  in- 
spirational speech  at  an  annual  meeting  or  the  giving  of  an  unex- 
pected special  of  a  few  hundreds  of  dollars  in  some  Conference  Society, 
the  death  of  a  faithful  officer  or  loved  worker,  and  the  desire  on  the 
part  of  a  few  friends  to  commemorate  the  work  and  life  of  this  indi- 
vidual have  more  than  once  committed  the  Board  to  a  new  and  unex- 
pected work. 

The  world  has  grown  so  close  together  in  this  last  quarter  of  a 
century  that  the  leaders  in  every  non-Christian  land  know  only  too 
well  whether  our  Mission  Boards  are  giving  them  the  best  schools  and 
church  buildings,  the  best  hospitals,  and  the  best  men  and  women 
that  our  Christian  civilization  has  produced.  They  are  calling  for  the 
best  and  are  indifferent  to  less  than  the  best. 

How  often  have  we  heard  Dr.  Young  J.  Allen,  the  late  missionary 
statesman,  say:  "Show  the  Chinese  people  that  what  you  have  is  bet- 
ter than  what  they  possess  and  they  will  be  eager  to  get  it." 

We  need  to  pause  at  this  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  our  work  andl 
take  a  careful  inventory  of  every  school  established  by  the  Woman's 
Society,  its  environment,  its  average  student  body,  its  evangelization 
and  social  activities,  and  the  number  of  efficient  qualified  workers  ap- 
pointed to  do  the  required  work. 

When  we  have  done  this,  if  there  be  any  lack,  let  us  see  to  it  that 
the  weak  places  are  made  strong  and  that  the  buildings  at  every  sta- 
tion are  substantial,  convenient,  and  commanding;  that  the  furnish- 
ings are  comfortable  and  sufficient  to  meet  every  reasonable  need;  and 
that  the  facilities  are  ample  enough  to  enable  the  women  to  do  the 
best  work  as  teachers,  leaders,  and  character-builders  and  still  have 
some  periods  for  physical  relaxation,  mental  development,  and  quiet 
times  with  God. 

The  Home  Mission  Department. 

In  the  Department  of  Home  Missions  the  same  need  for  more  and 
better  buildings  and  up-to-date  equipment  obtains.  Mission  work  at 
home   and   abroad   must  command   the   respect   and   attention   of   the 
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■world  and  the  Church  before  it  can  accomplish  the  object  of  its  en- 
deavor. The  State  may  fail  to  meet  its  obligations  in  authorized  edu- 
cational, reformatory,  or  philanthropic  work,  and  a  generation  will 
pass  by  before  an  awakened  and  injured  public  will  demand  compliance 
with  the  law;  but  if  a  Church  Mission  Board  falls  short  of  the  best 
a  State  or  community  can  do  in  the  same  line  of  work,  every  detail  of 
failure  and  weakness  is  noted  and  condemned,  and  Christianity  is  held 
responsible  for  the  illiberality,  inefficiency,  and  manifest  shortcomings 
of  the  Church.  This  age  should  witness  for  Christ  in  a  better  as  well 
as  a  larger  form  of  mission  work  than,  any  other  ags  of  the  world  has 
knoAn. 

Extension  at  Home. 

During  the  past  year  a  gcod  administration  building  has  been  erect- 
ed at  Key  West.  To  add  to  the  permanency  of  the  school  and  insure 
the  best  training  for  a  limited  number  of  students  and  at  the  same 
time  give  the  faculty  a  more  comfortable  home,  the  old  building  should 
be  thoroughly  repaired  and  converted  into  a  small  dormitory. 

The  school  at  Brevard,  N.  C,  deserves  immediate  consideration  at 
the  hands  of  this  Council.  A  building  with  commodious  chapel  and 
good  classrooms  is  a  necessity  frcm  a  sanitary  as  well  as  an  educa- 
tional standpoint. 

The  new  plant  for  the  Rescue  Home  at  Dallas,  Tex.,  is  in  process  of 
erection,  and  the  money  for  the  projected  dormitory  at  the  Industrial 
Annex  of  Paine  College,  Augusta,  Ga.,  is  almost  secured.  These  two 
buildings  should  be  completed  and  furnished  during  the  summer.  For 
the  latter,  fifteen  or  twenty  acres  of  additional  land  ought  to  be  pur- 
chased to  be  used  for  truck  gardening  and  "allotment  square  training" 
for  individual  students. 

In  the  best  equipped  schools  under  both  departments  of  the  Council 
some  form  of  domestic  science,  manual  training,  and  out-of-door  aids 
to  home-making  are  taught.  We  need  to  introduce  more  of  these. 
Whatever  is  essential  or  tends  to  the  making  of  a  good  home  ought 
to  be  a  part  of  our  school  and  Wesley  House  work.  We  must  go  farther 
than  this.  In  our  own  land  and  in  every  non-Christian  land  where 
the  missionary  of  the  Cross  has  found  a  following,  especially  among 
the  people  who  are  poor  and  ignorant,  some  kind  of  work  by  which 
the  new  converts  can  make  a  bare  living  is  simply  an  act  of  mercy. 

In  the  World  Conference  at  Edinburgh  and  in  almost  every  mis- 
sion which  I  visited  during  my  recent  travels  in  Mohammedan  lands 
the  imperative  need  of  vocational  training  as  an  additional  missionary 
force  was  emphasized.  New  converts  and  young  Christians  leaving 
schools  and  colleges  must  be  qualified  to  do  some  one  thing  that  has 
a  financial  value  to  enable  them  to  bear  witness  fearlessly  in  the 
midst  of  adverse  and  unnhristian  surroundings. 

In  this  country  the  public  schools,  trade  schools,  and  technical  in- 
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stitutions  of  various  kinds  are  doing  a  certain  amount  of  this  train- 
ing in  the  more  progressive  sections;  but  in  the  city  slums,  the  mill  vil- 
lages, and  the  mining  camps  these  agencies  of  Christian  civilization 
are  almost  unknown,  except  as  the  child  of  a  miner  or  mill  worker 
learns  his  father's  or  mother's  trade. 

These  are  home  mission  fields;  and  if  the  Church  would  measure  up 
to  her  divine  commission  and  Christianize  the  world  as  well  as  evan- 
geliae  it,  she  must  help  men  and  women  to  save  themselves  from 
poverty,  ignorance,  disease,  and  crime. 

A  practical  application  by  Christian  people  of  the  old  law,  "Thou 
Shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself,"  would  clean  up  every  city  slum, 
eliminate  seven-tenths  of  the  poverty  and  disease  in  the  land,  and  give 
every  child  a  chance  for  an  honest  life  and  good  citizenship. 

Social  Service. 

The  recently  organized  Social  Sei-vice  Bureau  is  in  no  sense  the 
creation  of  a  new  department.  It  is  rather  an  enlargement  of  that 
which  has  always  been  the  foundation  stone  of  the  home  mission  or- 
ganization, the  local  work. 

An  intelligent  understanding  of  conditions  in  the  communities  in 
which  we  live  and  of  the  fields  in  which  the  Church  labors  at  home 
and  abroad  is  an  absolute  requisite  for  effective  and  helpful  work. 
We  need  to  lift  up  our  eyes  and  look  on  the  fields  white  unto  the 
harvest  and  by  God's  help  make  those  fields  so  clean  and  rich  that 
every  future  harvest  shall  be  better  than  that  which  preceded  it. 

We  are  living  in  an  age  when  men  can  see  and  hear  God's  "All 
things  working  together  for  good"  and  as  a  Church  organization  we 
would  do  well  to  "establish  a  closer  and  more  systematic  relation  with 
all  organized  effort  for  the  uplift  and  betterment  of  humanity." 

Fifty  years  ago  the  first  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  organized 
in  this  country.  Its  membership  and  supporters  numbered  a  few 
hundred,  and  its  collections  the  first  year  amounted  to  two  thousand 
dollars.  This  little  seedling  has  grown  in  half  a  century  to  a  great 
army  of  organized  women  raising  and  disbursing  millions  of  dollars 
annually  for  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  God  and  giving  mil- 
lions more  to  be  used  by  the  official  Boards  of  the  denominations  to 
which  they  belong. 

This  Council  meeting  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  woman's 
relation  to  the  missionary  enterprises  of  the  Church,  and  must  needs 
be  a  memorable  one.  God  grant  that  these  may  be  days  in  which  we 
shall  sit  together  in  heavenly  places,  and  that  in  the  years  to  come  men 
and  women  may  look  back  to  this  occasion  and  say:  "It  was  the  be- 
ginning of  another  great  forward  movement  for  bringing  the  world 
to  the  feet  of  Jesus  Christ." 


REPORTS. 


FIRST  VICE  PRESIDENT,  MRS.  J.  E.  LEITH. 

Nearly  two  thousand  years  ago  there  was  born  in  an  Eastern  city 
One  who  "was  unfailingly  considerate  of  the  neglected."  In  his  day 
children  were  neglected.  Childhood  was  a  period  which  did  not  count. 
It  had  to  be  endured,  but  nobody  was  interested  in  it.  When  he 
came,  whose  birth  was  heralded  by  the  angels,  whose  cradle  was  vis- 
ited by  adoring  shepherds  and  by  pilgrims  out  of  the  East,  he  il- 
luminated and  sanctified  all  childhood.  He  put  his  hands  on  little 
children  and  took  them  up  in  his  arms  and  blessed  them.  He  gath- 
ered them  in  his  arms,  saying:  "Suffer  little  children,  and  forbid  them 
not,  to  come  unto  me:  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven." 

Before  that  time  they  had  not  been  deemed  worthy  of  much  con- 
sideration. Since  then  the  world  has  been  steadily  growing  to  regard 
them  as  the  most  important  part  of  civilization.  To-day  the  child  is 
receiving  more  care,  more  education,  and  more  Christian  training  than 
at  any  other  period  in  the  world's  history. 

We  have  been  slow  to  realize  the  great  possibilities.  Flowers,  fruits, 
vegetables,  and  cattle  have  attracted  the  attention  of  man  for  many 
generations,  but  to-day  the  child  is  recognized  as  far  more  important 
and  most  responsive  to  care  and  training. 

Addressing  you  to-day  as  the  First,  and  not  the  Fourth,  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Woman's  Council  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Executive 
Oommittee  feels  that  the  children's  work  is  the  most  important  and 
the  first  to  be  considered. 

Until  there  is  an  organization  for  the  training  of  children  rn  every 
Church  in  the  whole  of  Southern  Methodism,  we  have  not  done  our  full 
duty. 

We  are  responsible  to  generations  that  come  after  us  for  the  con- 
dition we  have  left  the  world  in.  If  we  cannot  evangelize  the  world 
are  we  fitting  our  children  to  do  so? 

If  conditions  are  to  be  improved  in  America,  will  your  child  and  mine 
have  had  the  necessary  training?  Yes;  if,  as  parents,  we  feel  our 
obligation  to  see  that  our  very  own  attend  the  meetings  planned  and 
carried  on  by  those  women  in  the  Church  willing  to  lead. 

If,  as  Conference  officers,  we  see  that  every  Church  has  some  organi- 
zation where  a  child  may  receive  training  in  how  to  make  the  town, 
the  State,  the  county,  or  the  world  in  which  he  lives  and  is  a  part,  a 
better  place  for  others  and  for  himself,  and  that  our  children  have  an  in- 
telligent interest  in  seeing  that  the  light  of  the  gospel  and  the  love 
of  Christ  is  carried  to  the  utmost  parts  of  the  world,  we  must  recognize 
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the  power  of  organization.  The  weakest  child  will  gain  inspiration 
from  the  strongest,  and  the  strongest  will  be  looked  to  for  leadership. 

We  are  most  anxious  that  our  children  go  to  school.  We  are  very 
careful  that  they  have  food  and  sleep.  What  better  method  can  we 
employ  to  teach  them  to  listen  to  the  call  of  the  still,  small  voice  than 
to  train  them  in  an  organized  way  to  know  and  care  for  others  less 
fortunate? 

Let  me  implore  you  from  this  day  to  take  an  interest  in  the  child- 
life  of  your  Conference,  your  great  Church,  and  your  country  as  you 
have  never  done  before.  God  has  given  to  us  the  most  splendid  op- 
portunity the  world  has  ever  had  to  mold  .  the  character  of  those 
future  men  and  women  who  are  to  take  the  world  for  Christ.  If  we 
have  not  equipped  them  for  the  work,  who  is  to  blame?  How  do  you 
suppose  we  are  to  overcome  and  blot  out  the  sins  of  the  world?  By 
training  the  child  to  right  thinking  and  right  living. 

If  we  could  gather  into  the  Church  of  this  city,  and  every  city,  all 
the  little  children,  not  only  of  the  Church,  but  of  the  street,  and  feed 
and  clothe  them,  and  train  them  to  serve  and  shine  for  their  Master, 
not  many  generations  would  pass  until  the  world  would  be  a  different 
place  indeed.  There  is  a  Church  that  says:  "Give  me  the  child  until 
seven  years  of  age."  We  want  the  training  of  our  children  to  begin  at 
an  early  age  to  fit  them  for  a  well  invested  life. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Children's  Committee  of  the  Social  Service  Con- 
ference of  this  city  the  truant  officer  said:  "The  greatest  need  of  the 
children  with  whom  I  come  in  contact  is  Christian  training."  We  must 
not  for  a  moment  think  that  the  public  school  can  take  the  place  of  the 
Church.  The  Sunday  schools,  the  Epworth  Leagues,  and  children's  soci- 
eties are  where  the  training  must  be  done.  Striving  toward  the  same 
great  end,  they  must  come  closer  together.  If  there  is  a  good  Junior 
League,  why  should  there  be  organized  a  Brigade?  Or,  if  there  is  a 
Brigade,  why  a  Juvenile  Missionary  Society?  We  must  have  one  object 
in  view,  and  that  is  to  get  hold  of  the  child  and  train  him.  Why  should 
we  send  out  three  or  four  mite  boxes  through  the  Church?  Let  us  place 
one  in  the  hands  of  every  child  in  the  Church — in  the  Primary  De- 
partment of  the  Sunday  school,  in  Junior  Leagues,  in  Brigades,  in  Ju- 
venile Societies — occasionally  giving  the  child  a  change  in  color  and 
form.  Like  their  elders,  they  like  new  things,  and  a  little  fat  pig  or 
a  cross  or  an  egg  would  get  more  pennies  than  a  square  box  every 
year. 

Is  there  any  reason  why  we  should  have  a  Baby  Roll  and  a  Cradle 
Roll  when  every  child  in  all  our  Church  should  be  enrolled  at  once  in 
the  Baby  Division, 

"And  taught  to  give  and  lisp  a  prayer: 
'God  bless  our  missionaries  everywhere?'  " 
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And  those  little  children  who  can  no  longer  be  heard  in  prayer  can  be 
placed  on  the  Honor  Roll  of  the  Baby  Division,  and  once  a  year,  on 
their  birthdays,  their  mite  boxes  can  be  opened. 

In  connection  with  the  Primary  Department  of  the  Sunday  School  an 
Honor  Roll  has  been  started  in  remembrance  of  Kenneth  Brooks.  Here- 
on will  be  engraved  the  names  of  our  children  who  can  no  longer  an- 
swer to  roll  call.  Let  us  start  this  throughout  the  entire  Church,  the 
money  derived  in  this  way  being  used  for  some  work  in  our  Home  De- 
partment. 

In  the  Baby  Division  we  can  work  with  the  beginners'  class  of  the 
Primary  Department  of  the  Sunday  school,  and  it  is  our  desire  once 
a  quarter  to  hold  a  missionary  meeting  at  the  Sunday  school,  in  this 
department,  in  place  of  the  Review,  which  must  necessarily  come  from 
Sunday  to  Sunday  with  such  small  children. 

With  our  Junior  Division  we  want  to  put  every  child  in  the  Church 
and  community  to  studying  missions  in  a  graded,  systematic  way. 
"All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull  boy."  Children  must  have 
play,  and  we  should  make  some  social  life  in  the  Church  for  our 
children.  Our  boys  and  girls  need  to  meet  as  friends.  A  timid  child 
needs  to  come  in  contact  with  a  child  of  easy  manners.  The  social 
atmosphere  of  a  Church  can  be  improved;  and  the  child  can  be  taught 
early  to  make  himself  pleasant,  to  entertain  and  not  be  entertained. 
There  is  always  in  a  large  city,  and  sometimes  in  a  smaller  one,  some 
little  heart  that  aches  for  a  nice  children's  party  and  nice  little  boys 
and  girls  to  get  acquainted  with. 

At  least  in  our  Churches,  we  are  beginning  to  consider  ourselves 
as  God's  children  and  leaving"  out  social  castes.  If  we  are  to  teach 
the  child  that  Christ  is  our  Pattern  and  that  he  never  drew  aside  from 
the  poorest  and  lowliest,  we  must  put  it  into  practice. 
-""-Let  us  hope  that  the  day  is  not  distant  when  the  Vice  President  in 
charge  of  the  children's  work  can  meet  the  Vice  President  of  the  Con- 
ferences of  the  different  divisions  and  together  plan  for  the  needs  of 
their  division. 

"It  is  a  poor  housekeeper  that  stirs  abroad  until  she  has  first  put 
her  own  house  in  order." 

Will  you  not  help  me  to  interest  all  children  throughout  our  Church 
and  equip  them  for  the  fight  they  must  make  for  truth,  poorly  or  in- 
telligently, as  we  have  made  it  possible? 


SECOND  VICE  PRESIDENT,  MRS.  J.  E.  GRUBBS. 

One  afternoon  in  the  latter  part  of  May,  now  nearly  one  year  ago, 
I  was  seated  at  my  desk  when  a  letter  was  brought  to  me  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  North 
Georgia  Conference  in  which  her  opening  words  were:  "Greetings  to 
one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council."     This 
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was  my  first  intimation  of  the  honor  v.hich  had  just  been  conferred 
upon  me,  an  honor  of  which  I  then  felt  and  yet  feel  altogether  un- 
worthy. A  few  days  later  I  was  informed  that  I  was  to  be  the  Vice 
President  in  charge  of  Young  People's  work. 

The  mere  knowledge  of  my  election  as  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents 
brought  with  it  a  sense  of  responsibility;  but  when  I  was  apprised 
of  the  specific  duties  of  the  office  and  realized  that  the  work  which  had 
been  committed  to  me  was  the  beautiful,  sacred  charge  of  enlisting 
the  young  people  of  our  Church,  my  first  impulse  was  to  put  the 
shoes  from  off  my  feet,  for  I  felt  that  the  place  whereon  I  stood  was 
holy  ground.  Dr.  Goucher,  in  a  leaflet  he  has  written  on  "Young  People 
and  the  World's  Evangelization,"  says:  "Young  people  must  be  the 
prime  objective  in  the  world's  evangelization;  for  usually  before  or 
during  adolescence,  if  ever,  the  foundations  of  a  Christian  life  are  laid, 
the  student  life  is  determined,  and  the  trend  for  greatest  usefulness  is 
established."  He  also  points  us  to  the  teachings  of  the  latest  psycholo- 
gy: "That  our  impulses  and  instincts  ripen  in  a  certain  order;  and  if 
the  proper  objects  are  provided  at  the  proper  time,  habits  of  conduct 
and  character  are  formed  which  last  for  life;  but  if  neglected,  the  im- 
pulse dies  out  and  our  most  earnest  efforts  must  meet  with  no  re- 
sponse." This  statement  but  intensifies  my  sense  of  responsibility.  Not 
only  is  the  work  of  this  department  a  work  of  colossal  proportions,  a 
work  that  challenges  one's  best  energy,  but  the  time  for  its  accomplish- 
ment is  limited.  If  we  would  conserve  the  young  people  of  Methodism 
to  the  missionary  enterprise,  they  must  be  enlisted  to-day,  not  to-mor- 
row. Hence,  in  view  of  the  urgency  of  the  situation,  I  ask  you  to  adopt 
a  policy  for  young  people's. work  that  can  be  most  effectively  and  speed- 
ily put  into  operation. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  situation,  as  it  now  exists,  I  am  con- 
vinced that  the  work  of  both  departments  can  be  accomplished  in  a 
most  satisfactory  way  through  one  organization,  known  as  the  Young 
People's  Missionary  Society.  I,  therefore,  bespeak  for  such  a  policy 
your  most  earnest  consideration.  Whether  you  adopt  a  plan  for  the 
unification  of  Conferences  or  not,  will  you  not  grant  us  a  constitution 
for  a  unified  Young  People's  Society,  and  will  you  not  make  it  ob- 
ligatory? 

Woodrow  Wilson,  in  an  address  delivered  several  years  ago  before  the 
fortieth  annual  Convention  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Sabbath  School 
Association  at  Pittsburg,  uttered  a  statement  to  which  we  would  do 
well  to  give  earnest  heed.  It  was  this:  "The  only  thing  that  governs 
any  of  us  is  authority.  And  the  reason  that  it  is  harder  to  govern  us 
when  we  are  grown  up  than  when  we  are  young  is  that  we  question 
the  authority,  and  you  have  to  convince  our  minds  of  the  reasonable- 
ness of  the  authority."  We  can  save  our  young  people  from  much  that 
we  are  passing  through  to-day  by  exercising  at  this  time  the  proper  au- 
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thority,  and  thus  making  it  impossible  for  them  to  make  the  same  mis- 
takes we  have  made. 

As  I  attended  the  World  Missionary  Conference  in  Edinburgh, 
Scotland,  last  summer  and  did  not  return  home  until  the  middle  of 
August,  I  was  unable  to  enter  actively  upon  the  duties  of  my  oflfice 
before  September.  In  the  seven  months  which  have  passed  since  that 
time  I  have  found  it  impossible,  in  the  state  of  unrest  which  seems  to 
have  pervaded  our  Conference,  to  do  much  in  the  way  of  permanent 
building.  I  have,  however,  gathered  together  some  valuable  material 
and  have  drafted  plans  for  a  foundation.  Three  hundred  and  twenty 
letters  have  been  sent  out  in  the  interest  of  the  work  of  the  two  de- 
partments. In  November  I  sent  to  the  twenty-four  Superintendents 
of  the  Home  Department  and  twenty-six  of  the  Foreign  Department,  and 
the  fourteen  Home  Secretaries  and  ten  Foreign  Secretaries  of  those 
Conferences  without  Superintendents  a  pamphlet  called  "An  Immedi- 
ate Working  Policy." 

Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  reports,  and  yet 
I  have  reasons  to  be  encouraged  when  we  consider  that  in  nearly  afl 
of  the  Conferences  reports  had  heretofore  been  made  through  the  Dis- 
trict Secretary  to  the  Conference  Secretary.  I  will  state  just  here  that 
while  I  recognize  the  importance  of  the  Conference  and  District  Secre- 
taries keeping  in  touch  with  what  the  young  people  of  their  respective 
Conferences  and  districts  are  doing,  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  the 
Superintendent  or  Vice  President  in  charge  of  young  people's  work 
should  receive  the  report  at  first  hand.  If  she  is  to  direct  the  work  of 
young  people,  she  must  know  what  they  are  doing,  and  there  must  be 
established  between  them  and  her  a  bond  of  mutual  helpfulness.  An- 
other difficulty  about  these  reports  that  have  come  to  me  from  the 
different  Conferences  In  both  departments  is  that  they  do  not  report 
the  things  I  want  to  know  and  must  know  to  direct  the  work  intelli- 
gently. 

The  impressions  I  have  gotten  from  the  reports  in  but  three  or  four 
instances  is  that  our  young  people  are  poorly  organized  and  are  doing 
work  with  little  or  no  system.  Special  report  blanks  for  local  auxiliaries 
and  Superintendents  of  the  young  people's  work  in  Conferences  should 
be  provided.  If  we  can  teach  our  young  people  how  to  do  a  few  things 
well,  and  then  gradually  add  a  few  more  things,  it  will  be  better  than 
the  many  things  that  are  attempted  in  such  an  imperfect  way.  In  the 
Home  Department  I  received  reports  from  twenty-five  of  the  thirty- 
eight  Conference  Societies  for  the  last  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year.  Of 
these,  fifteen  have  less  than  six  Societies  of  young  people,  and  only  one 
has  as  large  a  number  as  twenty.  Five  Conference  Superintendents, 
whose  names  I  have,  failed  to  report.  In  eight  Conferences  the  young 
people  are  not  organized  at  all. 

The  facts   in   the  Foreign   Department   are  just  about  as   startling. 
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Nineteen  of  the  thirty-six  Conferences  reported;  and  of  these,  seven 
have  less  than  eight  Societies,  and  only  two  reach  anything  like  what 
we  might  expect.  To  give  the  total  number  of  Young  People's  Societies, 
the  number  of  members,  or  the  amount  contributed  by  them  with  any 
degree  of  accuracy  would  be  impossible  from  the  reports  I  have  re- 
ceived. 

The  thing  that  has  encouraged  me  far  more  than  the  reports  is 
the  letters  that  have  come  from  Superintendents  in  both  departments 
-along  with  the  reports — letters  that  have  been  brimful  of  desire  to 
know  a  better  way,  and  of  hope  that  we  could  and  would,  under  God, 
accomplish  this,  the  most  far-reaching  work  of  our  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council. 

We  are  agreed  that  the  young  people  can  be  enlisted  in  great  num- 
bers in  the  missionary  enterprise  wherever  we  can  find  some  one  to 
direct  their  energies,  and  hence  the  need  of  leaders  is  the  most  urgent 
need  of  the  hour.  The  Young  People's  Societies  may  be  able  later  on  to 
run  without  guidance  from  a  leader  or  assistant,  but  this  for  the  present 
is  absolutely  essential.  We  have  taken  as  our  motto:  "Prayer  and  pains 
through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  will  do  anything,"  We  are  praying  that 
■competent,  consecrated  women  will  give  themselves  to  this  beautiful 
work  of  leading  our  young  people.  We  are  presenting  the  call  to  them 
for  just  such  a  service,  and,  best  of  all,  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  enables  us 
to  claim  those  who  by  heritage  belong  to  us. 


THIRD  VICE  PRESIDENT,  MRS.  J.  W.  PERRY. 

We  are  happy  to  believe  that  throughout  the  Church  there  is  an 
increasing  interest  and  a  deepening  sense  of  responsibility  for  the 
right  use  of  the  material  blessings  of  life.  Men  are  to-day  catching 
faint  glimpses  of  the  obligations,  I  should  rather  say  the  glorious 
privileges,  that  are  theirs  to  use  for  the  redemption  of  mankind — the 
means  God  has  intrusted  to  their  care.  That  these  obligations  and 
privileges  should  be  shared  by  all,  whether  rich  or  poor,  is  evidenced 
by  the  growing  interest  in  the  every-member  campaign,  seeking  to 
enlist  each  member  of  the  Church  in  the  support  of  the  gospel  by  a 
regular  weekly  offering.  This  is  no  new  plan  of  financing  the  kingdom. 
Paul  gave  it  to  the  early  Church  when  he  said:  "Upon  the  first  day 
of  the  week  let  every  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as  God  hath  pros- 
pered him,  that  there  be  no  gatherings  when  I  come."  We  shall  render 
to  the  Church  a  high  service  if  we  succeed  in  helping  to  establish  this 
financial  system  in  every  Church. 

Not  only  do  men  need  to  realize  the  sacred  trust  committed  to  them 
in  the  possession  of  material  blessings,  but  that  other  injunction  of 
St.   Paul,   "That   ye   present   your   bodies  a   living   sacrifice,   holy,   ac- 
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ceptable  unte  God,  which  is  your  reasonable  service,"  needs  earnest 
consideration.  We  are  glad  to  record  a  quickening  interest  in  the 
brotherhood  of  humanity  and  the  deepening  sense  of  obligation  rest- 
ing upon  the  individual  to  render  to  the  world  a  life  of  service.  No 
man  has  seen  life  as  he  ought  to  see  it,  no  man  has  the  right  per- 
spective of  existence  until  he  realizes  that  every  blessing  he  enjoys, 
whether  material  or  spiritual,  his  wealth,  his  talents,  his  time,  his  in- 
fluence— everything — is  God's;  not  given  for  his  exclusive  use  and  en- 
joyment, but  committed  to  him  that  he  may  administer  it  for  the  com- 
mon good  and  render  an  account  of  it  to  the  Owner  at  last. 

It  is  with  the  purpose  that  we  may  help  to  usher  in  the  glorious  day, 
when  men  shall  feel  more  concerned  about  rendering  to  the  world  a 
life  of  service  than  in  getting  from  the  world  a  mint  of  gold,  when 
men  shall  desire  to  give  to  the  world  a  life  more  than  they  desire  to 
get  from  the  world  a  living,  when  there  shall  be  incorporated  into 
men's  lives  the  purpose  of  the  Saviour  who  came  not  to  be  ministered 
unto  but  to  minister  and  to  give  his  life  a  ransom  for  many — with 
such  a  purpose  as  this  it  has  been  thought  wise  to  change  the  De- 
partment of  Tithing  to  that  of  Christian  Stewardship. 

In  order  to  get  this  true  conception  of  life,  one  must  study  condi- 
tions, know  the  needs,  and  have  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the  best 
plans  and  methods  being  used  for  uplifting  and  saving  the  world. 
There  should  be  a  knowledge  of  God's  Word,  that  we  may  understand 
his  will  concerning  us  and  our  relation  to  our  fellow-man.  The  mis- 
sion study  course  furnishes  most  adequate  opportunity  for  such  study. 
It  has  seemed  eminently  appropriate  that  there  should  be  a  correlation 
of  the  two  departments — Christian  Stewardship  and  Mission  Study — 
and  to  study  the  conditions  and  problems  and  the  application  of  one's 
own  gifts  to  the  solution  of  such  problems.  It  will,  indeed,  be  a 
glorious  day  when  in  every  missionary  society  there  shall  be  a  band 
of  women  studying  together  the  great  world  questions  of  humanity's 
needs,  and  then  seeking  through  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  use  whatever  of  means,  time,  opportunity,  or  graces  the  Father 
has  intrusted  to  their  care  for  the  relief  and  elevation  of  mankind. 
This  is  the  ideal  we  would  set  for  our  department. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  committee  arranging  the  yearbook 
for  auxiliaries  for  giving  such  prominence  and  emphasis  to  the  sub- 
ject of  Christian  stewardship.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  editors  of 
the  Missionary  Voice  for  the  excellent  presentation  of  the  subject  in 
the  March  number. 

A  request  to  the  pastors  throughout  the  Church  for  a  special  sermon 
on  Christian  stewardship  on  the  fourth  Sunday  in  March  and  a  request 
to  the  editors  of  our  Church  papers  for  an  editorial  on  the  same  sub- 
ject the  third  week  in  March  met  with  hearty  cooperation  from  many 
of  our  ministers,  and  we  acknowledge  our  gratitude  to  all  those  who 
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so  cheerfully  and  ably  assisted  in  this  special  effort.     Such  a  presen- 
tation of  this  vital  subject  cannot  but  result  in  good  to  the  Church. 

The  Conference  Second  Vice  Presidents  have  been  most  faithful  in 
their  duties  and  to  their  untiring  zeal  and  earnestness  is  due  the  re- 
sult of  the  j'ear's  work.  We  congratulate  the  Texas  Conference  upon 
having  the  largest  band  of  tithers,  and  the  Montana  Conference  upon 
securing  a  report  from  every  auxiliary  within  the  Conference.

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We  beg  to  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  a  new  form  of  report  blanks  be  printed  in  order  to  conform" 
to  the  enlarged  scope  of  this  department. 

2.  That  the  leaflet,  "Mission  Study  in  Organized  Societies,"  be  re- 
vised so  as  to  include  the  course  for  the  coming  year. 

3.  That  one  leaflet  on  Christian  Stewardship  be  issued  every  quarter. 

4.  That  every  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  see  to  it  that  an 
hour  be  given  to  the  presentation  of  Christian  stewardship  and  mission^ 
study  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

5.  That  the  women  give  careful  study  to  the  plans  of  the  Every-Mem- 
ber  Canvass,  and  that  they  urge  in  every  Church  that  the  missionary 
assessments  be  considered  on  a  per  capita  basis  which  will  include  the 
amounts  in  the  Women's,  Young  People's,  and  Children's  Work. 

6.  That  we  urge  in  each  Church  that  the  missionary  committee  in  its- 
appeal  to  the  Church  include  in  its  budget  the  work  of  the  women. 

7.  That  we  as  an  organization  use  our  best  efforts  to  establish  in 
every  Church  the  plan  of  weekly  offerings. 

8.  That  wherever  this  plan  is  adopted  a  committee  from  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  offer  themselves  as  a  subcommittee  for  the  regular 
collection  of  the  money  to  be  directed  to  their  work,  and  to  render  such- 
other  aid  as  is  possible. 

9.  That  we  request  the  pastors  of  our  Church  to  present  to  their  con- 
gregations the  subject  of  Christian  stewardship  in  a  special  sermon,_ 
and  that  the  editors  of  the  Church  be  asked  for  presentation  of  the 
subject  through  the  columns  of  their  papers.  The  time  for  this  special, 
effort  is  to  be  selected  according  to  the  plans  of  the  Program  Committee. 


FOURTH  VICE  PRESIDENT,  MRS.  ARCHIBALD  TRAWICK. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  carry  the  principle  of  social  serv- 
ice along  with  the  personal  religion  almost  ideally;  for  hospitals, 
schools,  orphanages,  deaconess  homes,  and  institutional  work  in  crowd- 
ed parts  of  cities  have  always  had  a  large  place  in  both  home  and  for- 
eign missions. 

The  local  work,  especially  the  care  of  parsonages,  visiting  the  sick 
and  poor,  and  attending  to  the  needy  in  the  community,  will  always  be- 
peculiarly  the  work  of  these  Societies.  Churches  in  small  towns  and 
country  districts  do  not  face  the  distressing  problems  of  the  cities;  but 
misfortune,  poverty,  sickness  and  death,  lawlessness,  gambling,  drunk- 
enness, and  vice,  with  their  train  of  evils,  must  be  met  and  dealt  with. 

A  reasonable  social  policy  includes  the  study  of  such  problems  as 
these — the  rescue  of  little  children  from  mines,  mills,  quarries,  fac- 
tories, and  ^hops;  the  wider  use  of  the  school  plant;  the  establishment. 
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of  playgrounds  and  juvenile  courts;  the  care  of  dependents,  delin- 
quents, and  defectives;  the  protection  of  girls  in  shops,  mills,  and  fac- 
tories; the  housing  of  the  people,  wages  and  conditions  of  labor,  public 
health  and  the  prevention  of  disease,  immigration  and  the  needs  of 
foreign  communities  in  the  cities,  temperance  reform,  the  neglected 
servant  class,  the  white  slave  traffic — in  short,  all  the  problems  which 
touch  the  daily  life  of  God's  children,  our  brethren.  Such  social  serv- 
ice is  the  legitimate  work  of  the  Church,  and  many  of  our  women  are 
doing  through  clubs  and  other  organizations  that  which  should  be  done 
by  us.  We  must  ally  ourselves  through  this  department  with  all  of  the 
great  forward  movements  that  are  helping  to  bring  the  kingdom  of 
God  to  earth.  We  must  also  keep  in  touch  with  the  work  of  societies 
on  the  foreign  fields,  get  reports  of  their  social  service  work,  and  en- 
large our  horizon. 

Methods. 

1.  Through  the  Conference  and  auxiliary  Fourth  Vice  Presidents  we 
hope  to  open  a  channel  of  communication  with  the  women  of  the  Church. 
We  earnestly  hope  that  the  Fourth  Vice  Presidents  will  be  chosen  be- 
cause of  especial  fitness  for  and  interest  in  this  work. 

2.  We  advise  that  each  Fourth  Vice  President  of  auxiliaries  have 
two  working  committees,  one  in  charge  of  parsonage  work  such  as  was 
done  by  the  aid  societies,  the  other  to  have  charge  of  the  social  service 
work,  including  house-to-house  visitation,  local  charity,  the  study  of 
local  conditions,  and  cooperation  with  movements  for  the  betterment  of 
existing  conditions. 

3.  We  hope  that  the  Fourth  Vice  Presidents  will  realize  that  the 
standing  Committee  on  Social  Service  stands  ready  to  receive  all  com- 
munications regarding  their  local  needs,  and  that  it  pledges  itself  to 
assist  them  in  handling  their  local  problems.  Schedule  blanks  will  be 
sent  to  all  auxiliaries  to  assist  them  in  studying  conditions  and  local 
institutions. 

4.  From  time  to  time  the  committee  will  suggest  lines  of  study 
through  the  columns  of  the  Missionary  Voice.  Leaflets  and  social  serv- 
ice literature  will  be  sent  out,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  committee  will 
keep  on  file  the  social  service  literature  of  other  organizations  and  be 
ready  to  furnish  it  to  the  auxiliaries.  We  advise  that  the  Fourth  Vice 
President  and  her  committee  bring  up  social  service  items  for  discus- 
sion at  each  meeting  of  the  auxiliary. 


FOREIGN  DEPARTMENT,  MRS.  J.  B.  COBB,  SECRETARY. 

I  have  wondered  if  it  were  necessary  to  mention  the  difficulties  that 
have  confronted  the  work  of  the  year.  Still  more  have  I  wondered  if 
it  were  possible  to  present  these  diflBculties  so  as  to  portray  to  you  a 
clear-cut  situation.     A  new  Secretary,  not  in  an  old  work  where  well- 
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defined  methods  could  be  followed  but  m  an  untried  field  with  no  land- 
marks; with  forces  in  a  state  of  unrest  because  of  the  confusion  un- 
avoidably attendant  upon  the  adjustment  of  the  old  methods  to  the 
new;  with  many  of  the  leaders  at  the  most  critical  moment  out  of  the 
country  attending  the  Edinburgh  Convention,  and  those  at  home  so 
scattered  that  a  quorum  could  not  be  secured;  and  with  a  legal  existence 
not  in  accord  with  the  ecclesiastical  one — these  and  various  other  un- 
favorable circumstances  tended  to  render  work  difficult.  Take  in  the 
situation  fully,  and  you  will  have  some  conception  of  the  trying  con- 
ditions under  which  I  have  labored.  Mistakes  have  been  made.  You 
have  seen  them,  hence  they  need  not  b«  mentioned.  You  might  uot 
have  made  them.  If  there  is  any  merit  in  suffering,  then  I  have  paid 
the  penalty  for  all  mistakes  made.  No  one  could  have  surpassed  me  in 
that  line. 

WoEK  AT  Home. 

The  work  of  the  Conferences  has  been  most  satisfactory,  notwith- 
standing the  transition  through  which  we  have  been  passing.  Some  of 
the  Conferences  have  held  their  own  firmly  despite  adverse  circum- 
stances; others  have  made  spiritual  advance,  though  their  numbers 
may  have  diminished;  others  still,  Texas  notably  among  the  number, 
have  added  new  organizations  to  their  list.  Texas  has  gained  38  new 
organizations,  557  new  members,  and  a  large  sum  beyond  the  pledge, 
proving  clearly  the  wisdom  of  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary 
in  insisting  upon  having  an  organizer  in  the  Conference.  I  recommend 
that  wherever  this  is  possible  it  should  be  done.     It  pays  well.

The  Treasurer  v/ill  report  the  large  amount  raised  during  the  year 
($8,000  more  than  any  previous  year).  The  indebtedness  amounted  at 
one  time  to  $52,500 — that  is,  we  owed  this  amount  in  bank — but  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  the  debt  has  been  reduced  to  $26,600.  We  hope  to  re- 
duce it  still  more  largely  during  the  year,  provided  the  estimates  and 
appa'opriations  are  kept  within  the  requirements  of  the  by-laws. 

If  you  will  turn  to  page  220  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  you  will  see 
that  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  amounted  to  nearly 
$14,000;  and  if  you  will  examine  the  list  of  appropriations  made  by  the 
Board,  you   will  discover   that  no  appropriation  whatever  is  made  to 
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cover  these  expenses.     You  may  have  known  that.     I  did  not  until  I 
was  introduced  into  the  intricacies  of  the  office. 

Gifts. 

During  the  year  Mrs.  Nencie  Bevan,  of  Madison,  Fla.,  has  granted  us 
an  annuity  of  $1,500,  on  which  five  per  cent  is  to  be  paid.  An  amount 
of  $1,180  has  been  received  from  Mrs.  W.  C.  Ivey,  Lynchburg,  Va.,  as 
trustee  of  a  fund  given  several  years  ago  by  Mrs.  Eliza  G.  Scott,  of 
Norfolk,  Va.  The  fund  is  to  be  known  as  the  Eliza  G.  Scott  Scholar- 
ship Fund,  and  the  interest  is  to  be  used  for  the  education  of  a  worthy 
girl  in  Laredo  Seminary,  said  girl  to  be  selected  by  Miss  Holding. 

This  fund,  the  Brooks  Fund  (originally  $2,500),  and  the  Retirement 
Fund,  amounting  in  all  to  $7,000,  have  been  loaned  through  the  Nash- 
ville Trust  Company  on  real  estate  with  first  mortgage  bonds  as  se- 
curity at  six  per  cent.    The  interest  will  be  used  as  directed  by  donors. 

A  gift  of  $500  was  made  to  be  used  for  the  chapel  in  the  new  Lucy 
Cuninggim  School,  at  Wonsan,  Korea,  same  to  be  known  as  the  Carrie 
Adams  Rothwell  Chapel. 

The  Butler  Vanguards,  of  Memphis,  have  generously  contributed  $500        / 
for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  a  girls'  day  school  in  Songdo,  Korea, 
the  school  being  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Cordelia  Erwiu. 

Mr.  John  Shumaker  has  given  a  paid-up  life  insurance  policy  for  $300, 
said  donation  being  made  at  the  request  of  his  wife.  I  shall  leave  Miss 
Davies  to  speak  of  the  most  generous  gift  of  Mr.  Duke. 

Financial  Management  of  Missionaries. 

Quarterly  reports  from  all  the  schools  have  not  reached  me,  though 
they  come  from  most  of  them  quite  regularly.  I  am  delighted  to  tell 
you  that  nearly  every  one  of  them  has  a  balance  on  hand,  and  in  some 
instances  the  balance  is  quite  large.  Even  the  one  or  two  schools  in 
Brazil  which  have  a  deficit  have  good  reasons  for  it.  "We  can  certainly 
commend  our  missionaries  for  their  fine  management  of  funds. 

Deeds  to  Our  Pkopekty. 

I  have  sought  to  secure  information  about  our  property  in  all  the 
mission  fields — information  as  to  deeds,  in  whose  name  Iield,  original 
value  of  property,  size,  insurance,  etc.  Satisfactory  information 
on  all  these  points  can  be  but  slowly  secured.  Every  question  in  the 
blank  sent  out  to  all  stations  was  satisfactorily  answered  by  Miss  Car- 
son, at  Cienfuegos,  and  Miss  Toland,  at  Matanzas. 

The  transfer  of  deeds  to  property  in  Mexico  moves  but  slowly,  though 
Mr.  Cox  has  been  giving  much  time  to  it  since  last  June. 

Before  leaving  Korea  Mrs.  Campbell  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Ger- 
dine  the  deeds  to  our  properties,  forty-three  in  number,  all  of  which 
have  been  recorded. 
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The  deeds  in  China  are  in  rather  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  but 
efforts  will  be  made  to  adjust  them  in  the  course  of  time.  It  will  cost 
several  thousand  dollars  to  transfer  the  deeds  of  the  property  in  Bra- 
zil, so  I  am  not  concerning  myself  about  the  transfer  at  present. 

Equipment. 

The  time  has  come  when  our  schools  must  be  provided  with  first-class 
equipment  or  the  doors  be  closed.  The  competition  is  with  government 
schools,  equipped  well  to  the  minutest  detail,  and  Christian  schools 
must  offer  similar  advantages  if  they  command  the  patronage  and  an- 
swer the  purpose  for  which  they  were  established. 

Bulletins. — Much  material  comes  into  my  hands  from  the  foreign 
field  which  would  be  of  intense  interest  to  our  constituency,  and  I  ask 
the  privilege  of  preparing  a  monthly  bulletin  to  be  sent  out  to  secre- 
taries. More  than  twelve  numbers  may  be  necessary,  as  some  provision 
must  be  made  for  the  publication  of  names  and  addresses  of  Confer- 
ence officers,  names  and  addresses  of  missionaries,  quartei-ly  reports, 
new  organizations,  etc.,  as  these  items  cannot  be  inserted  in  the  Mis- 
sionary Voice. 

"Days  of  June"  and  "Kim  Su  Bang"  are  still  selling,  though,  of 
course,  not  so  rapidly  as  when  first  issued.  The  money  from  "Kim  Su 
Bang"  has  been  paid  into  the  general  treasury;  that  from  "Days  of 
June"  has  been,  according  to  the  action  of  the  last  Board  meeting,  set 
aside  for  June  Nicholson  Chapel,  in  the  Young  Allen  Memorial. 

Miss  Wagner's  second  book,  "Pokjumie,"  will  not  be  ready  until 
fall.  The  story  is  full  of  striking  incidents  well  portrayed.  I  predict 
for  it  a  fine  sale.  The  post  cards,  by  Miss  White,  are  selling  well, 
considering  the  fact  that  they  have  not  been  advertised  extensively. 

Many  requests  come  for  special  objects  to  which  to  apply  money  of 
various  degrees.  It  will  be  well  to  have  in  the  office  a  list  of  specials 
in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  year  for  which  appropriations  have 
been  made,  which  list  can  be  sent  out  in  response  to  such  requests. 

People  are  interested  in  the  concrete  rather  than  the  abstract;  not 
many  can  take  in  the  idea  of  a  million,  either  in  money  or  people,  hence 
if  a  woman  is  interested  in  a  single  missionary,  or  in  a  certain  field,  or 
in  a  Bible  woman  or  scholarship,  then  let  us  meet  her  wishes.  We 
might  do  more,  and  go  out  and  seek  those  who  will  support  these 
special  objects. 

Giving  in  Three  Figures. — The  American  Board  of  Missions  is  build- 
ing up  a  list  of  contributors  who  will  give  in  four  figures — that  is, 
$1,000  or  more.  Can  we  not  give  in  three  figures?  Shall  we  not  be 
prepared  to  assign  special  objects  to  any  one  who  will  give  $100  or 
more  for  the  maintenance  of  a  specified  work?  And  shall  we  not  as- 
sure them  that  they  shall  have  personal  touch  with  that  work?  We 
need  large  individual  contributors  as  well  as  large  numbers  of  small 
contributors. 
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Returned  Missionaries. — Some  of  these  noble  workeils  have  been  shut 
in  for  various  reasons;  others  have  taken  part  in  the  educational  and 
inspirational  w^ork  of  the  Church  and  helped  to  make  the  Churches 
feel  that  missions  is  the  business  of  the  Church  and  a  business  that 
must  succeed. 

Medical  Adviser. — Our  Executive  Committee  never  did  a  wiser  thing 
than  to  secure  Dr.  J.  D.  Trawick,  of  Louisville,  as  our  medical  ad- 
viser. He  attended  the  Board  meeting  in  Clarksville  last  year,  studied 
carefully  the  case  of  each  individual  missionary,  returned  as  well  as 
outgoing,  and  by  his  professional  opinion  assisted  the  Committee  on 
Missionary  Candidates  in  assigning  places  for  missionaries.  More 
than  this,  he  has  given  skillful  medical  attention  to  three  of  our  mis- 
sionaries in  Louisville,  and  by  his  diagnosis  and  treatment  restored 
to  us  at  least  two  who  we  had  feared  would  never  be  able  to  take 
active  work.  He  has  given  not  only  professional  attehtion  but  loving 
care,  gentle  ministration,  tender  oversight,  making  hospital  life  a 
season  of  comfort  and  happiness.  All  this  he  has  done  without  any 
remuneration,  giving  without  stint  his  valuable  time,  and  expressing 
joy  in  the  loving  service  he  was  rendering  the  Father  by  caring  for 
our  missionaries. 

China. 

Our  work  in  China  is  located  in  three  districts — Shanghai,  Soochow, 
and  Huchow.  In  Shanghai  District,  both  Shanghai  and  Sungkiang  need 
reenforcement.  Misses  Richardson  and  King  are  at  home,  and  Miss 
Peacock  will  come  in  the  fall.  Miss  Claiborne's  furlough  is  due,  but 
she  must  wait  a  year  longer  before  coming  home.  The  overburdened 
workers,  particularly  at  Sungkiang,  must  be  relieved.  New  dormitories 
have  been  opened  in  the  mansard  of  the  Susan  B.  Wilson,  which  afford 
present  relief  to  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  school  but  add  to  the 
duties  of  teachers. 

Every  available  space  at  McTyeire  is  filled,  and  Chinese  girls  and 
women  are  still  seeking  admission.  Some  definite  method  of  relief 
should  be  decided  upon  during  the  year.  Is  it  not  time  for  us  to  move 
forward  by  establishing  a  woman's  college,  to  be  sustained  by  at  least 
the  mission  schools  of  the  Kiangsu  Province?  Our  mission  should, 
through  McTyeire,  its  oldest  school,  take  the  initiative  in  this  matter. 
Would  it  not  be  well  to  form  plans  at  once? 

Soochow  District. 

The  city  of  Soochow,  with  the  Laura  Haygood,  the  Davidson  Memorial 
and  its  industrial  and  kindergarten  departments,  the  hospital  and  its 
medical  and  nurse-training  departments,  the  day  schools  and  evangelistic 
agencies,  furnishes  illustrations  of  each  kind  of  work  done  in  mission 
fields. 

Davidson  Memorial  should  have  three  new  missionaries  or  teachers. 
Its  interests  are  varied  and  many  workers  are  needed,  for  the  teaching 
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force  is  really  vewy  small  at  present.  The  Industrial  School  furnishes 
support  to  ninety  women,  most  of  whom  come  from  homes  of  poverty. 
This  school  not  only  provides  them  with  a  means  of  livelihood,  but  it 
brings  the  true  light  into  their  darkened  souls.  During  the  past  year 
forty-two  of  them  were  positively  influenced  for  good.  New  buildings 
are  being  erected  for  this  school  and  also  for  the  kindergarten. 

Kindergarten  School. — A  most  earnest  plea  comes  from  Miss  Atkin- 
son and  Miss  Martin  for  help  in  this  department.  Miss  Martin  writes: 
"I  am  writing  on  my  own  responsibility  to  implore  you  (a  weaker  word 
will  not  do)  to  send  an  expert,  experienced  kindergartner  to  China  as 
soon  as  you  can  secure  one."  This  department  at  Davidson  Memorial 
should  be  a  model  one,  because  it  is  the  first  one  in  that  part  of  China, 
and  the  eyes  of  the  Chinese  are  upon  it  and  the  work.  The  Soochow 
City  Council,  made  up  of  progressive  men,  not  long  ago  sent  quite  a 
delegation  to  visit  the  kindergarten  and  make  inquiries  about  teachers 
for  schools  they  wished  to  open  in  the  city.  They  were  delighted  with 
our  methods,  and  yet  were  in  despair  because  Miss  Atkinson  could  not 
furnish  the  teachers  for  them.  There  are  only  five  young  women  taking 
the  Normal  Course,  and  they  have  been  promised  to  other  places.  This 
delegation  placed  the  money  in  Miss  Atkinson's  hands  for  the  training 
of  four  teachers  in  this  department  for  them.  Miss  Martin  must  have 
time  for  the  study  of  the  language,  and  the  conditions  require  another 
kindergarten  teacher.  By  all  means  this  school  should  be  properly 
equipped  with  furniture  and  teachers,  so  that  we  may  furnish  Christian 
kindergarten  teachers  to  all  the  government  schools  in  that  part  of 
China.    What  we  do,  let  us  do  well. 

The  Laura  Haygood,  with  its  fine  corps  of  teachers  under  the  capable 
leadership  of  Miss  Pyle,  has  recorded  a  successful  year,  particularly  in 
the  number  that  have  made  a  public  profession  of  Christ.  We  commend 
most  highly  the  splendid  work  done  in  this  school. 

The  hospital  has  done  the  best  work  of  its  history  with  its  able  sur- 
geon, competent  nurse,  and  efficient  evangelist.  The  skill  of  Dr.  Polk 
has  carried  life  and  health  to  many  suffering  bodies,  while  her  strong 
religious  influence  has  imparted  life  and  health  and  happiness  to  starv- 
ing souls.  When  we  see  how  full  the  days  and  overtaxed  the  strength 
of  Misses  Hood  and  White,  the  question  forces  itself  upon  us:  How 
has  Dr.  Polk  been  equal  to  all  this  for  these  many  years?  How  has  she 
carried  on  alone  that  great  work  which  makes  our  hospital  stand  out  as 
one  that  has  been  a  marked  blessing  to  Chinese  women  and  children? 
Eight  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-five  women  and  children  have 
been  treated  this  year.  Usually  each  patient  is  accompanied  by  rela- 
tives, servants,  and  friends,  hence  our  hospital  has  brought  between 
twenty  and  thirty  thousand  people  under  the  influence  of  the  gospel 
during  the  year.  Its  possibilities  for  good  are  enormous,  its  influence 
for  Christ  almost  boundless. 
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Misses  Anderson  and  Leveritt  are  doing  telling  work  in  Changchow. 
Revivals  of  power  have  touched  our  work  at  every  point  in  this  dis- 
trict. The  tent  meetings  held  in  Soochow  the  early  part  of  the  year 
have  borne  fine  results  which  will  tell  in  the  future  of  China. 

Huchow  District. 

This  district  contains  more  than  half  of  our  Church  members  in 
China.  Woman's  work  will  become  more  and  more  an  important  factor 
in  the  development  of  the  spiritual  life  of  that  portion  of  China. 

Our  pioneer  missionary,  Miss  Locbie  Rankin,  is  one  of  our  most  pro- 
gressive workers.  I  am  glad  that  she  is  now  teaching  in  a  comfortable 
foreign  house.  She  deserves  all  that  loving,  appreciative  home  workers 
can  grant  her.  Her  requests  have  been  few;  and  now  that  she  asks 
for  a  small  sura  with  which  to  make  space  for  other  girls  who  are  seek- 
ing admission  to  her  school,  I  trust  that  her  desire  will  be  granted. 

Under  its  wise  management  Virginia  School  is  entering  upon  a  larger 
sphere  of  usefulness,  and  other  workers  are  needed  there.  Miss  Mary 
Lou  White  will  come  home  this  spring,  and  a  missionary  should  be 
sent  to  the  assistance  of  the  Misses  Steger.  Bible  women  are  being 
trained  by  Misses  Bomar  and  Smith,  and  through  them  and  the  wives 
of  the  missionaries  in  that  district  the  gospel  will  be  carried  to  hun- 
dreds of  women  and  children.  A  building  for  the  Bible  women  is  asked 
for,  and  such  a  one  as  is  desired  would  be  an  important  factor  in  the 
development  of  Christian  character  and  in  the  extension  of  Christ's 
kingdom. 

The  Bible  Woman's  Institute  for  our  work  in  China  was  held  in 
Changchow  last  spring,  and  the  details  in  connection  with  it  mark  a 
new  era  in  China.  Mrs.  Hearn  writes:  "The  delegates  and  visitors  from 
Shanghai  went  to  Changchow  and  return  for  a  single  fare,  in  a  special 
car.  Such  a  thing  had  not  been  paralleled  before — a  'gospel  car'  with 
eighty-four  women  speeding  across  the  plains  of  the  Celestial  Empire. 
Other  women  went  by  boat,  making  over  one  hundred  present  at  the 
Institute.  God  is  raising  up  in  China  women  of  strong  Christian  char- 
acter and  deep  spirituality  who  have  a  'passion  for  souls,'  and  who  are 
reaching  out  to  bring  their  heathen  sisters  to  a  knowledge  that  will 
make  them  free." 

Korea. 

Thanks  be  unto  the  father  for  permitting  us  to  have  a  part  in  the 
work  which  is  touching  the  heart  of  the  whole  nation  and  bringing  to 
the  people  a  spiritual  life  in  the  midst  of  their  national  death.  Their 
prayers  are  still  ascending  like  the  murmur  of  many  waters,  and  their 
lives  are  a  testimony  to  the  transforming  power  of  God. 

If  the  number  of  souls  saved  is  the  test  of  the  work,  then  that  in  Ko- 
rea can  be  pronounced  very  good! 

Holston  Institute,  in  Songdo,  having  been  completed,  was  opened 
amid    great    rejoicing;    and    large    though    it    be,    its    classrooms    are 
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scarcely  sufficient  for  the  pupils  of  this  year.  Miss  Wagner  has  returned 
to  her  first  love;  but  she  enters  upon  the  work  of  Principal  with  hap- 
piness mingled  with  sorrow — happiness  because  of  the  great  privileges 
that  come  day  by  day,  and  sorrow  because  the  small  number  of  workers 
there  limit  the  opportunities.  Miss  Lowe  has  been  helping  Miss  Wagner 
in  the  school  work  at  Wonsan,  but  she  will  marry  this  fall. 

The  school  at  Wonsan  has  prospered,  even  though  the  building  has 
been  crowded  to  its  utmost  limit.  The  new  Lucy  Cuninggim  is  un- 
finished, and  probably  will  not  be  ready  for  occupancy  before  fall. 
Miss  Myers,  with  the  assistance  of  Miss  Buie,  has  been  equal  to  the 
situation  and  has  managed  wonderfully  well. 

Bil}le  Schools. 

We  have  two  fine  Bible  women's  schools  in  Korea — the  Joy  Hardie 
at  Songdo,  in  charge  of  Misses  Carroll  and  Johnstone,  and  the  Alice 
Cobb  at  Wonsan,  under  Miss  Sallie  Kate  Cooper,  who  is  ably  assisted  by 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Ross.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  Songdo  it  was  decided  that 
the  Bible  women  in  these  schools  should  study  three  months  in  the  year 
at  the  Bible  schools,  and  then  that  missionaries  and  Bible  women  should 
go  out  on  itinerating  trips.  Hundreds  are  thus  being  reached  by  wom- 
en supported  by  individuals  and  auxiliaries;  silver  is  being  transmuted 
into  saved  souls. 

It  was  also  recommended  at  this  meeting  that  the  new  building  for 
Carolina  Institute,  in  Seoul,  should  not  be  erected  until  the  educational 
policy  of  Korea  has  assumed  a  more  definite  shape,  particularly  as  Hol- 
ston  Institute  and  Lucy  Cuninggim  offer  sufficient  accommodations  for 
the  girls  who  are  of  proper  age  and  advancement  for  boarding  schools; 
and  that  primary  day  schools  be  established  in  Seoul  in  connection  with 
the  Churches. 

Miss  Nichols  has  charge  of  Carolina  Institute,  in  which  school  a 
limited  number  of  boarders  is  received.  She  is  making  a  study  of  the 
situation,  and  will  be  able  after  a  while  to  suggest  a  definite  policy. 
The  time  has  arrived  for  her  furlough,  but  since  she  is  well  and  there 
is  no  one  to  take  her  place,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  for  her  to 
remain  in  Korea  for  another  year,  or  until  a  more  definite  policy  has 
been  shaped  for  our  school. 

The  Japanese  now  have  charge  of  the  government  schools,  and  it  is 
probable  that  for  a  while  the  policy  will  be  unsettled;  but  the  thorough 
equipment  of  the  school  is  necessary.  The  government  has  established 
two  day  schools  in  Seoul  for  Korean  girls,  where  high-grade  and  efficient 
work  is  being  done.  There  are  also  kindergartens,  with  Japanese 
teachers  who  have  been  trained  in  Christian  schools  in  Japan.  The 
little  tots  are  being  taught  Japanese.  No  instruction  is  given  in  the 
Korean  language;  only  Japanese  and  Chinese  are  being  used.  No  Bible 
instruction  is  given,  no  English  taught.  The  government  schools  are 
thoroughly  equipped  with  physical  and  chemical  apparatus,  geological 
specimens,  and  well-furnished  gymnasiums. 
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There  is  no  doubt  but  that  we  shall  be  compelled  to  shape  the  policy 
of  our  schools  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Japanese,  and  they 
are  becoming  stricter  all  the  time.  Much  tact  and  wisdom  are  necessary 
in  dealing  with  those  in  charge  of  the  educational  interests  of  the  na- 
tion. It  may  be  providential  that  our  boarding  school  in  Seoul  has  not 
been  erected,  since  a  building  of  different  character  from  the  one  con- 
templated may  better  meet  the  requirements.  Women  are  beginning  to 
demand  high  education;  and  if  we  cannot  provide  it,  they  will  go  to 
non-Christian  schools  and  become  lost  to  us.    These  conditions  require 

our  careful  consideration. 

Day  Schools. 

Of  one  thing  we  are  assured — that  day  schools  must  be  established, 
since  they  are  one  of  the  prime  factors  in  the  best  system  of  schools 
now  operated  in  Korea.  It  is  impossible  for  boarding  schools  to  ac- 
commodate even  the  day  pupils  from  our  Church  constituency,  much 
less  from  heathen  families.  The  day  schools  can  act  as  feeders  to  the 
boarding  school,  and  will  aid  in  making  more  efficient  the  work  of  board- 
ing schools.  The  two  largest  Japanese  government  schools  for  Korean 
girls  in  Seoul  lay  special  stress  on  day  school  work,  and  this  fact  im- 
pels us  to  place  our  day  schools  on  a  firmer  basis. 

The  missionaries  ask  for  $500  each  for  three  day  schools  in  Songdo. 
The  Butler  Vanguards,  of  Memphis,  have  given  this  amount  for  one 
school,  and  will  probably  give  the  money  for  the  other  two. 

The  evangelistic  work  in  Korea  is  taking  hold  of  hundreds  of  people, 
even  thousands,  and  leading  them  into  the  way  of  light.  Dozens  of 
workers  could  find  employment  in  this  fertile  field. 

Choon  Chun. 

The  women  have  no  work  at  this  city;  but  two  workers.  Misses 
Edwards  and  Noyes,  were  sent  there  last  fall,  and,  with  no  investment 
of  money,  an  encouraging  work  has  been  done.  Choon  Chun  is  near 
to  the  hearts  of  many  of  our  women  in  this  land.  A  recent  letter 
from  Miss  Edwards  pleads  that  "in  behalf  of  the  hundreds — yea,  thou- 
sands— of  women  in  that  section  of  Korea,"  she  be  allowed  to  remain  at 
Choon  Chun.  The  territory  of  that  section  is  large  and  populous  and 
not  accessible  to  the  workers  of  any  other  station,  and  to  withdraw 
our  missionaries  would  mean  that  the  hungry,  starving  souls  of  these 
poor  women  would  go  unfed,  for  Korean  women  cannot  be  reached  by 
men.  The  plea  is  urgent,  pitiful,  heart-touching;  but — we  have  no 
work  there. 

The  heart  of  South  Carolina  has  been  reached  by  the  pitiful  cries  of 
these  perishing  women,  and  they  are  begging  to  be  allowed  to  open 
work  there  when  they  have  the  money  in  hand  to  offer  the  Council. 
The  name  of  their  proposed  work,  the  "Wightman-Humbert,"  is  one 
that  will  appeal  to  the  heart  of  every  South  Carolina  woman. 
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Brazil. 


The  work  at  every  station  in  Brazil  is  prospering  wonderfully,  con- 
sidering the  poor  equipment,  which  in  some  places  is  a  reproach  to  our 
body  of  women.  In  some  instances  we  have  not  known  of  the  lack;  in 
others  we  have  blinded  our  eyes  and  stopped  our  ears  to  appeals  from 
this  needy  land,  and  forced  our  workers  to  "make  brick  without  straw." 
Better  equipment  is  needed  in  every  station,  and  our  hearts  and  minds 
and  money  must  be  turned  toward  that  field.  Yet  notwithstanding 
the  poor  equipment  and  the  high  prices  that  prevail  there,  the  schools 
are  larger  in  number  and  stronger  in  spirifcuality  than  at  any  previous 
time. 

The  history  of  the  action  with  reference  to  the  purchase  of  property 
in  Rio  is  too  well  known  to  require  more  than  a  mere  mention  here, 
coupled  with  the  desire  that  the  jubilee  offering  may  gratify  our  most 
earnest  desires,  as  well  as  the  heart  cry  of  the  missionaries  in  Brazil. 
The  heroism  and  fortitude  and  faith  of  Misses  Glenn  and  Hickman  amid 
their  deep  disappointment  deserve  our  commendation. 

Bishop  Lambuth  and  Dr.  H.  C.  Tucker,  the  Superintendent  of  Central 
Mission  Church  at  Rio,  both  plead  for  help  for  that  work.  Through  this 
mission  hundreds  of  the  sick  and  poor  of  that  large  city  have  been  min- 
istered unto  and  pointed  to  the  great  Physician  and  Benefactor  of  man. 
The  most  urgent  and  additional  needs  for  the  larger  development  and 
more  successful  working  of  the  school  department  are,  first,  a  mis- 
sionary Principal;  second,  a  first-class  kindergarten  teacher;  third,  $350 
for  the  acquisition  of  further  school  and  kindergarten  furniture  and 
equipment. 

During  the  past  year  scores  of  children  were  turned  away  because 
there  was  no  kindergarten  teacher  to  take  them,  and  numbers  of  larger 
girls  because  there  were  actually  no  desks  in  the  school  for  them. 
Seven  hundred  dollars  will  be  needed  for  this  purpose,  and  Dr.  Tucker 
asks  us  for  one-half  of  the  amount. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  state  that  over  thirteen  thousand  dollars  have 
been  sent  to  Piracicaba,  and  the  foundation  of  the  Martha  Watts  An- 
nex will  no  longer  utter  its  mute  but  strong  appeal  for  help,  but  the 
superstructure,  fair  in  proportions  and  beautiful  in  appearance,  will 
speedily  rise  in  honor  of  our  pioneer  missionary  to  Brazil.  Ten  thou- 
sand dollars  more  are  ready  when  needed. 

Miss  Stradley's  furlough  is  due,  but  she  waits  to  superintend  this 
building.  Mrs.  Brown  will  come  home  soon;  hence  a  first-class  music 
teacher,  not  a  medium  one,  is  needed  at  Piracicaba. 

Petropolis,  with  the  largest  number  of  pupils  in  its  history,  is  con- 
fronted with  a  water  problem  which  may  be  a  serious  one  or  may  resolve 
itself  into  a  very  simple  one;  but  in  any  case  a  conditional  appropria- 
tion of  $500  will  meet  this  emergency. 
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Ribeirao  Preto  must  have  a  new  missionary.  Miss  Andrew  has  been 
appointed  to  evangelistic  work  at  Sao  Paulo.  When  she  goes,  Miss  Helen 
Johnston  will  hold  the  fort  alone,  so  a  new  worker  seems  a  necessity. 
It  is  advisable  to  buy  a  strip  of  land  which  cuts  into  our  property,  a& 
this  strip  will  be  needed  whenever  we  get  ready  to  build  on  the  lot. 
Fifteen  hundred  dollars,  with  the  balance  Miss  Andrew  has  in  hand,  will 
answer  the  purpose. 

The  appeal  from  Juiz  de  Fora  is  pathetic.  The  school  is  a  fine  one, 
with  a  capable  woman  at  the  head;  and  while  she  has  good  assistants,, 
there  are  not  enough  women  in  the  school  to  supply  the  need.  A 
teacher  of  domestic  science  should  be  sent  there. 

Miss  Howell  renews  her  call  of  last  year  from  Bello  Horizonte  for  a 
missionary.  The  work  demands  it,  the  school  calls  for  it.  Miss  Howell 
deserves  it,  the  women  will  surely  grant  it.  Miss  Elerding's  furlough  is 
due,  and  she  will  come  home  this  summer,  and  there  will  be  no  one  ta 
take  charge  of  the  work  at  Sao  Paulo  until  Miss  Andrew  is  relieved  from 
the  school  at  Ribeirao  Preto. 

South  Brazil. 

Porto  Alegre  is  the  only  station  in  South  Brazil  where  we  have  work. 
We  own  no  property  there.  Bishop  Lambuth  advises  buying  a  lot  with 
a  house  on  it  which  can  be  used  until  we  are  ready  to  build.  Property 
is  advancing  rapidly,  and  what  is  done  should  be  done  speedily.  Fif- 
teen thousand  dollars  would  probably  meet  the  requirement.  We  are 
now  paying  $850  a  year  rent,  which  would  almost  pay  the  interest  on 
the  investment.  The  present  policy  is  to  equip  thoroughly  a  school 
there  with  a  normal  department,  which  will  train  teachers  for  the 
day  schools  in  connection  with  the  Churches  in  various  parts  of  the 
district. 

Miss  Lamb,  who  has  had  charge  of  the  school,  is  now  at  home.  Miss 
Christine  has  recently  been  sent  here  from  Juiz  de  Fora.  Miss  Delia 
Wright  is  carrying  on  a  splendid  work  at  the  Institutional  Church. 
Two  workers  are  really  needed  there. 

At  least  six  new  workers  should  be  sent  to  Brazil.  Those  intended  for 
school  work  there,  as  well  as  in  other  countries,  should  be  drawn  as 
far  as  possible  from  high-class  educational  institutions  at  home.  Our 
educational  work  in  all  our  mission  fields  will  suffer  more  and  more  in 
contrast  with  work  in  government  schools  unless  we  have  trained  teach- 
ers and  good  school  equipment  and  furniture. 

Mexico. 

The  revolution  in  Mexico  has  aroused  grave  fears  for  the  safety  of 
our  work  and  workers,  yet  our  missionaries  have  gone  on  with  their 
school  work  as  if  there  were  no  disturbance  in  the  country. 

At  Guadalajara  last  fall,  during  an  attack  on  the  school  our  women 
displayed   genuine   heroism.     Ever  on  the  alert  for  opportunities  for 
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God's  service,  they  furnished  Bibles  to  the  Mexican  soldiers  who  guard- 
ed them  from  the  mob. 

At  Chihuahua,  where  the  tension  has  been  greatest,  where  sometimes 
there  have  been  no  trains  for  two  weeks  (telegraph  being  the  only 
means  of  communication),  where  fighting  has  been  going  on  almost 
within  the  city,  the  school  has  been  uninterrupted.  Peace  and  quiet 
have  reigned  within  the  hearts  of  Misses  Wilson  and  Harper.  The  only 
danger  to  the  school  is  from  a  mob,  as  the  people  assure  our  workers  of 
their  love  and  desire  to  protect  them.  One  prominent  man  said:  "Who- 
ever touches  Palmore  Institute  touches  the  heart  of  Chihuahua." 

At  every  point  where  there  has  been  danger  the  situation  has  been 
met  with  fortitude  and  reliance  on  our  Heavenly  Father.  Faith  and 
courage  have  filled  the  spirits  of  our  women.  In  most  of  the  stations 
extra  supplies  have  been  provided,  lest  the  cities  should  be  cut  off. 

The  Workers'  Conference  held  in  Mexico  City  in  September  defined 
to  some  extent  the  policy  to  be  pursued  by  our  schools  in  that  country. 
In  the  first  place,  it  was  recommended  that  for  the  present  there  shall 
ije  only  one  normal  school  for  girls  in  our  work,  and  that  should  be  the 
one  at  Saltillo,  which  by  the  wise  management  of  Miss  Roberts  has 
reached  a  high  standard.  In  the  second  place,  it  was  recommended  that 
the  language  of  the  schools  should  be  Spanish  rather  than  English. 
This  recommendation  is  being  carried  out  in  all  the  schools,  with  the 
exception  perhaps  of  one,  and  an  honest  and  persistent  effort  will  be 
made  to  get  that  one  into  line  during  the  year. 

A  most  beautiful  and  desirable  lot  facing  the  Alameda  has  been  pur- 
chased in  Saltillo  for  the  normal  school.  The  terms  are  $17,500  in  three 
payments,  as  follows:  |10,000  whenever  the  papers  are  transferred  and 
perfected,  $3,500  within  the  next  three  months,  and  the  remainder 
within  the  next  six  months.  The  interest  is  $150.  The  minuta  binding 
both  parties  to  the  contract  was  signed  months  ago,  the  money  was 
sent  to  Saltillo  in  October,  and  the  deeds  were  perfected  March  4  and 
the  papers  certainly  will  soon  be  executed. 

And  what  shall  I  say  of  Mexico  City?  It  is  most  desirable  that  prop- 
erty should  be  secured  there  if  possible.  Over  fifty  thousand  dollars 
has  been  paid  out  in  rent  for  buildings  not  suited  to  our  purpose.  There 
is  neither  wisdom  nor  economy  in  pursuing  such  a  policy.  The  school, 
under  both  Miss  Norville  and  Miss  Case,  has  touched  thousands  of  lives 
for  good.  It  sustains  a  position  of  influence  and  reputation,  though  the 
work  has  been  done  under  most  disadvantageous  conditions.  Mary 
Keener  should  have  a  home  of  its  own. 

Bishop  Mouzon  speaks  in  high  terms  of  the  work  of  our  missionaries 
in  Mexico,  and  stands  ready  to  assist,  particularly  in  the  purchase  of 
property  in  Mexico  City. 

Here,  too,  there  is  need  for  new  missionaries  or  missionary  teachers 
who  will  go  to  the  field  in  the  spirit  of  missionaries.  The  labors  and  in- 
terest of  Miss  Lee  at  San  Luis  Potosi,  and  Miss  Davis  at  Guadalajara, 
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both  of  whom  have  given  splendid  service  to  our  schools  in  those  places, 
•cannot  be  ppoken  of  too  highly. 

We  have  no  missionaries  in  any  field  that  surpass  our  women  in  Mex- 
ico in  faithful  work,  in  loving  spirits,  and  in  self-sacrifice. 

Mrs.  A.  E.  McCIendon,  who  has  given  the  best  years  of  her  life  to 
Mexico,  proposes  to  retire  from  active  work  this  fall.  She  has  labored 
long,  faithfully,  and  successfully,  and  certainly  she  is  justly  due  an  in- 
terest in  our  Retirement  Fund. 

Cuba. 

This  field  is  a  small  one,  but  not  less  important  than  the  others  be- 
longing to  our  Church.  The  two  stations,  Cienfuegos  and  Matanzas, 
appeal  to  us  strongly.  Both  schools  are  good;  both  Principals  are  guid- 
ing the  interests  with  firm,  steady  hands;  both  are  aided  by  women 
working  for  Christ's  sake;  both  have  new  homes;  and  both  are  bringing 
souls  to  Christ. 

Matanzas  has  54  pupils,  Cienfuegos  has  151.  Matanzas  has  two  mis- 
sionaries. Misses  Toland  and  Markey,  who  work  together  as  one;  Cien- 
fuegos has  two  missionaries,  Misses  Carson  and  Ruff,  who  love  God  and 
humanity;  and  both  schools  have  worked  well  all  the  year.  Troubles 
have  come  to  them,  but  they  have  been  mastered  in  a  spirit  of  love  and 
trust.  It  takes  courage  to  work  in  a  papal  land.  Some  one  has  said: 
"It  is  a  hundred  times  easier  to  reach  women  with  no  light  than  to 
reach  those  with  a  false  light."  But  all  our  missionaries  in  all  fields 
have  held  aloft  the  banner  of  Him  who  said:  "I,  if  I  be  lifted  up 
from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto  me." 

Indian  Work. 

Certainly  no  one  has  had  a  harder  work  or  has  carried  her  burdens 
more  cheerfully  than  has  Miss  Maud  Welch.  In  the  intense  heat  of  sum- 
mer, in  the  bitter  cold  of  winter,  in  rain  and  snow  and  wind,  she 
and  her  assistant  have  labored  on,  occupying  an  open,  uncomfort- 
able house  that  afforded  but  little  protection  against  the  weather;  and 
yet  they  have  worked  cheerfully  and  effectively.  But  no  one  should  be 
asked  to  work  under  such  conditions;  at  least  a  comfortable  house 
should  be  provided.  It  is  with  genuine  regret  that  I  learn  that  Miss 
Welch  will  not  have  charge  of  the  Indian  work  next  year.  The  problem 
facing  us  requires  earnest,  prayerful  thought.  We  owe  these  people  the 
gospel,  and  the  work  should  be  kept  up,  either  by  the  Home  or  the 
Foreign  Department. 

OuE  Promoted  Workers. 

With  tender  accent  do  we  mention  the  names  of  Miss  Marcia  Mar- 
vin, for  years  our  fine  worker  in  mission  lands,  and  Miss  R.  Vir- 
ginia Cloud,  the  faithful  Treasurer  of  the  Memorial  Fund.  True 
to  their  Lord,  they  rendered  him  glad  service  until  called  to  their  re- 
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ward.  And  dear  Mrs.  Humbert,  the  mention  of  whose  name  brings  be- 
fore us  a  vision  of  her  lovely  personality,  with  her  charming  voice,  and 
her  strong  devotion  to  the  great  cause  of  missions  and  a  still  stronger 
devotion  to  Christ  himself.  We  miss  her  presence  from  our  midst 
and  in  her  memory  pause  a  moment  with  bowed  heads  and  sorrowing: 
hearts. 


The  Outlook. — Would  that  we  could  place  before  all  the  women  of 
the  Church  a  vision  of  the  nobility  and  glory  of  the  enterprise  upon 
which  we  are  engaged!  And  shall  not  we  who  are  interested  seek  to 
make  a  still  greater  advance  this  coming  year?  We  should  have  a  ten 
per  cent  increase  in  members  and  money  and  a  still  greater  advance  in 
prayer,  in  spirituality,  and  in  nearness  to  Christ. 

Business  Methods. — I  believe  that  the  Lord's  work  should  be  con- 
ducted on  business  principles — "with  the  vigilant  the  proper  inquiry 
presses  whether  there  is  a  dollar  of  injudicious  or  unnecessary  expen- 
diture"— but  in  this  work  there  must  be  something  back  of  business 
principles.  Business  has  reference  to  self  and  is  carried  on  solely  for 
self  interests.  The  Lord's  work  must  have  the  spiritual  motive  com- 
bined with  business;  it  must  be  carried  on  for  others;  it  must  have- 
above  it,  tack  of  it,  around  it,  underneath  it,  within  it  that  great, 
warm,  throbbing  love  that  looks  beyond  self  and  consults  the  interest 
of  the  neighbor  in  the  broadest  and  highest  interpretation  of  the  word,. 
and  through  love  carries  love  to  the  "uttermost  parts  of  the  earth." 


Recommexdatioxs. 

1.  That  wherever  it  is  practicable  the  Conference  secure  an  organizer. 

2.  That  a  combined  effort  be  made  to  obtain  from  the  mission  fields 
informaticu  as  to  deeds,  value,  size,  insurance,  etc.,  of  our  property  lo- 
cated in  the  various  countries. 

3.  That  an  effort  "be  made  to  obtain  a  plan  of  the  grounds  drawn  by 
an  architect  according  to  scale. 

4.  That  a  building  committee  be  appointed  in  each  of  our  mission 
fields,  which  committee  shall  send  to  the  Secretary's  office  in  Nashville 
the  plan  and  estimate  of  all  buildings  to  be  erected.  Approval  must  be 
secured  for  the  erection  before  the  work  is  begun. 

5.  That  the  Secretary  be  allowed  to  issue  a  Monthly  Bulletin,  so  as 
to  keep  the  auxiliaries  in  touch  with  the  work  and  workers  of  our  mis- 
sion. If  it  is  necessary,  that  additional  numbers  be  issued  which  shall 
contain  names  and  addresses  of  missionaries,  names  and  addresses  of 
Conference  officers,  names  of  new  organizations,  and  quarterly  reports- 
of  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

6.  That  there  be  left  in  the  Secretary's  office  a  list  of  special  objects 
for  which  appropriations  have  been  made  this  year,  which  list  can  be- 
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«ent  out  in  response  to  requests  for  specials,  and  which  can  also  be 
used  for  suggesting  such  objects  to  individuals  and  to  auxiliaries. 

7.  That  the  missionaries  be  requested  to  send  at  least  yearly  reports 
to  the  supporters  of  the  scholarships  in  their  schools  and  the  BijDle 
women  in  their  employ. 

8.  That  quarterly  reports  giving  the  financial  and  statistical  condi- 
tion of  work  be  sent  by  the  principal  of  each  school  to  the  office  of  the 
Secretary. 

9.  That  the  curriculum  of  each  school  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary. 

10.  That  efforts  be  made  during  the  year  for  the  better  equipment  of 
our  schools,  or  at  least  on  mission  fields,  beginning  with  the  most  needy 
^elds. 

11.  That  our  Conferences  seek  to  make  a  ten  per  cent  advance  in 
members  and  money  during  the  coming  year. 


HOME    DEPARTMENT,    MRS.    R.    W.    MACDONELL,    SECRETARY. 

My  last  report  rounded  near  a  decade  of  service  to  the  Church  as 
General  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society.  The  joy  of 
that  service  and  the  Father's  seal  of  approval  in  the  growth  of  numbers, 
diversity  of  activities,  and  ever-increasing  responsibility  we  take  as  an 
earnest  of  what  awaits  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

This,  my  first  report  to  this  united  body  of  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Societies  of  the  Church,  deals  distinctively  with  the  "Jeru- 
salem, and  in  all  Judea  and  Samaria"  part  of  our  commission.  We  can- 
not but  rejoice  that  our  work  has  not  ended  with  this  service,  but  that 
this  year  we  have  girdled  the  globe  with  the  living  message  of  hope. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  merging  of  the  three  missionary 
bodies  of  the  Church  into  one  came  as  a  great  surprise  and  heartbreak 
to  some  portions  of  the  Church,  the  women  have  rallied  about  the  stand- 
ards that  have  been  raised,  and  we  are  able  to  report  growth  in  many 
departments. 

The  following  statistics  show  the  present  status  of  the  work: 

Auxiliaries.  Member.s.

This  shows  an  increase  of  237  auxiliaries  and  5,741  members. 

The  following  Conferences  have  shown  the  greatest  growth:  North 
Georgia  with  increase  of  885  members;  North  Mississippi,  Oklahoma, 
and  South  Georgia  follow  close  behind. 
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The  collections  for  the  year  have  steadily  increased,  as  is  shown  by 
the  following  report:

This  makes  a  total  increase  of  $22,942.58;  cash  increase,  $11,410.20; 
city  missions  per  voucher,  $11,532.38.  The  Week  of  Prayer  was  more 
universally  observed  this  year  than  heretofore,  2,002  auxiliaries  mak- 
ing special  effort  to  carry  on  the  lines  of  study  suggested  in  the  excel- 
lent program.  The  auxiliaries  which  observed  this  season  as  one  for 
special  study  came  through  the  week  with  broader  life  and  greater 
vision.  To  Mrs.  Luke  Johnson,  Mrs.  Hammond,  and  Miss  Head  these- 
fine  programs  this  year  are  due.  The  collections,  $16,551.04,  made 
possible  the  Mary  Bruce  Hall,  which  furnishes  chapel  and  class  rooms 
at  Ruth  Hargrove  Institute.  It  has  proved  a  happy  decision  to  ded- 
icate the  collections  for  this  season  to  some  specific  end.  For  the 
last  five  years  we  have  been  enabled  to  enlarge  or  purchase  or  build  at 
some  one  of  our  institutions.  The  growing  demands  of  our  schools  and 
■  the  increasing  current  expenses  of  our  organization  make  it  absolutely 
necessary,  if  any  new  buildings  are  to  be  erected,  to  create  some  espe- 
cial sum  with  which  to  accomplish  it. 

Local  Work. 

The  local  work  of  the  Church  shows  increase  at  each  point.  Visits 
to  sick  and  strangers,  561,281;  increase,  65,372;  cottage  prayer  meet- 
ings, 21,381,  nearly  double  the  number  of  that  of  last  year;  garments 
in  good  order  distributed,  172,919;  increase,  9,969.  Where  this  local 
work  has  been  properly  emphasized,  it  has  dissipated  the  demand  for 
the  old-time  Ladies'  Aid  or  Parsonage  Society.  Through  the  local  com- 
mittees eflBcient  relief  has  been  extended  to  those  who  were  in  need. 
Our  women  are  coming  to  realize  that  real  betterment  of  the  needy 
cannot  be  extended  until  laws  are  enacted  and  enforced  which  make 
some  forms  of  poverty,  suffering,  and  sin  impossible. 

Out  of  this  local  ministry  has  grown  a  demand  for  a  broader  social 
service,  which  must  cover  not  only  immediate  relief  but  include  a  scien- 
tific study  of  conditions,  a  knowledge  of  social  laws  and  remedies,, 
which  in  this  day  the  world  demands  of  the  Church. 
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Young  People  and  Childben. 

A  more  thorough  investigation  and  systematizing  of  our  Young  Peo- 
ple's Auxiliaries  have  revealed  a  growth,  and  yet  in  actual  report  a 
decrease  in  numbers.  There  are  to-day  186  Young  People's  Auxiliaries, 
with  3,801  members.  When  pruning  is  applied,  it  is  not  always  meant 
that  there  is  less  life  or  less  growth,  but  that  some  of  the  unused  limbs 
have  been  cut  away.  While  we  are  reporting  nearly  six  hundred  less 
members  among  the  young  people  this  year  than  last,  we  know  actually 
that  the  department  is  growing. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  J.  E.  Grubbs  as  specific  leader  for 
this  young  people's  work.  She  has  in  the  few  months  that  she  has  been 
at  work  won  the  hearts  and  the  cooperation  of  our  young  people. 

Brigades. 

There  are  564  brigades,  with  20,858  members,  an  increase  of  1,400 
members.  The  collections  from  the  brigades  have  been  $3,390,  an  in- 
consistent decrease  of  $403.22  from  last  year's  reports.  Growth  in 
names  cannot  mean  life  if  the  collections  are  less.  We  must  hope  that 
the  newly  chosen  leader  of  this  work  will  bring  it  the  impetus  so 
much  needed  to  quicken  the  esprit  de  corps  they  seem  to  lack. 

Baby  Roll. 

The  Baby  Roll  has  grown  this  year,  5,000  having  been  added  to 
the  roll.  The  Tennessee  Conference,  under  the  enthusiastic  leadership 
of  Mrs.  Thomas  Steel,  has  enrolled  550  babies,  the  largest  number  ever 
enrolled  in  one  year  from  any  one  Conference  in  the  history  of  the 
Baby  Roll  work. 

Holston  follows  hard  by,  with  between  two  and  three  hundred.  The 
collections  for  the  Baby  Roll  have  been:  Enrollment  fees,  $1,087.33; 
mite  boxes,  $1,714.52.    This  is  an  increase  of  $559.90  over  last  year. 

Again  we  would  recommend  placing  before  the  children  and  young 
people  a  specific  object  to  which  their  funds  must  be  directed.  While 
we  recognize  that  liberal  freewill  givifig  is  more  ideal  in  hastening  the 
coming  of  our  God's  kingdom,  as  such  giving  indicates  unbiased  devo- 
tion to  the  commission,  at  the  same  time  concrete  instances  of  where 
specific  service  may  accomplish  desired  results  not  only  appeal  to  the 
children  but  give  an  opportunity  for  instruction  concerning  the  field 
and  its  needs. 

Parsonages. 

The  parsonages  aided  last  year  were: 

By  the  Board  27  to  the  amount  of  $  4,200 

By  the  Conference  Society. .   153  to  the  amount  of     20,247 


Total    180  to  the  amount  of  $24,447 
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We  pause  at  the  report  of  this  field  of  service  this  year  with  some- 
thing like  the  sentiment  a  mother  feels  when  separating  from  her 
child.  For  twenty-five  years  "More  and  better  parsonages"  has  been 
the  slogan  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society.  In  these  years  2,768 
have  been  aided  to  the  amount  of  $283,858.88.  The  merging  of  all  the 
missionary  interests  of  the  Church  by  the  last  General  Conference  re- 
moved the  parsonage  work  from  the  specific  direction  of  the  women, 
and  placed  it  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Church  Extension. 

There  is  an  assessment  of  $25,000  on  the  Church  to  be  used  by  the 
■Conference  Boards  of  Church  Extension  in  aiding  parsonage-building. 
They  ought  to  realize  on  this  assessment  as  much  as  $23,000,  which  is 
an  amount  equal  to  what  the  Conference  Boards  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Mission  Society  have  been  doing  for  parsonage  help.  This  amount  will 
be  subject  to  appropriation  by  the  Conference  Boards  of  Church  Exten- 
sion at  the  sessions  of  the  Annual  Conference  held  next  fall.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  General  Board  of  Church  Extension  will  undertake  to  do  as 
much  for  parsonages  as  has  been  done  by  the  General  Board  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Mission  Society.  These  grants  will  be  made  at  the  an- 
nual meetings,  and  paid  out  of  receipts  from  the  fall  Conferences.  One- 
fifth  of  all  the  money  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Conference  Boards 
-of  Church  Extension  will  be  held  for  parsonage  aid. 

The  Parsonage  Loan  Funds  were  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Church 
Extension  by  the  General  Conference  in  order  that  this  money  may 
continue  to  serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  has  been  collected  in  the 
■last  twenty-four  years. 

The  Conference  Half  of  Dues. 

According  to  the  laws  under  which  we  have  acted  for  the  past  quarter 
■of  a  century,  the  half  of  dues  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  has 
gone  into  parsonage-building  and  extension  work  in  the  Conferences. 
The  new  law  declares  that  "50  per  cent  of  the  regular  dues  for  the  Wom- 
an's Home  Mission  Society  shall  be  directed  by  the  Conference  Society 
in  which  it  is  raised,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council."  The  interpretation  of  this  law  is  that  wherever  there  is 
an  established  work  of  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Department  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  wherever  there  is  already  a  Woman's  Home  Mis- 
sion Conference  Society  enterprise  which  needs  fostering  and  develop- 
ment, or  where  specific  lines  of  work  are  constantly  inviting  the  Con- 
ference Societies  to  greater  activity,  this  half  of  dues  may  be  used  in 
prosecuting  such  work,  with  the  concurrence  of  this  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council. 

The  growing  number  of  deaconess  and  home  mission  candidates  who 
are  needing  assistance  in  preparation  for  service  calls  for  special  collec- 
tions for  these  scholarships.  It  is  our  fond  hope  that  from  the  half  of 
•dues  each  Conference  Society  will  build  a  Deaconess  Scholarship  Endow- 
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ment  Fund.  Three  thousand  dollars  will  furnish  such  a  scholarship, 
and  in  most  Conferences  it  can  be  accomplished  within  two  years. 

The  call  for  specific  social  service  by  the  Federation  of  Churches  is 
creating  a  new  field  of  work  for  the  Home  Department  of  our  Board  of 
Missions.  Intelligent  investigation  of  needy  localities,  scientific  study  of 
housing,  sanitary  and  sewerage  conditions,  water  supplies  and  labor 
problems  as  well  as  wholesome  diversion,  mental  and  moral  environ- 
ment call  for  trained  workers  and  an  outlay  of  money  necessary  for 
such  investigation.  Since  the  Conference  will  reap  the  benefit  of  such 
investigation,  wo  would  suggest  that  the  voluntary  appropriation  of  ten 
per  cent  of  this  half  of  dues  from  each  Conference  toward  a  social 
service  fund  would  make  it  not  only  probable  but  immediately  possible 
for  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  to  undertake  such  work. 

With  these  three  broad  fields  for  choice  of  investment  of  the  half  of 
dues,  our  women  cannot  go  far  astray  in  the  use  of  the  money  which 
has  thus  come  to  their  stewardship. 

Supplies. 

The  work  of  supplying  boxes  for  emergencies  in  our  preachers' 
homes  has  been  carried  on  with  system  and  success.  The  report  shows 
a  small  increase,  but  the  needs  have  been  met.  Mrs.  Yarbrough,  Super- 
intendent, reports:

Schools. 

There  are  11  connectional  schools  maintained  by  the  Woman's  Home 
Mission  Societies,  with  77  teachers  and  1,574  students.  The  cost  of  ad- 
ministering these  schools  has  been  $49,286.30,  and  the  fees  paid  by  the 
students  amounted  to  $10,945.19.  Thus  the  cost  to  the  society  for  in- 
struction of  mountain  boys  and  girls,  foreign  people,  unprotected  and 
unfortunate  girls,  and  industrial  training  for  negroes  has  been  $38,341.- 
11. 

The  increasing  conscience  on  the  part  of  our  Southei'n  States  to  pro- 
vide educational  advantages  for  its  children  is  materially  affecting  the 
demand  for  home  mission  schools. 

Fifteen  years  ago,  when  our  first  mountain  school  was  opened,  there 
was  not  such  activity.  With  the  demand  for  more  and  better  educa- 
tional facilities,  the  states  are  arising  to  meet  the  opportunity  through 
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a  better  public  school  system.  With  such  agencies  as  the  General  Educa- 
tional Society  and  the  Woman's  Clubs,  who  are  constantly  urging  the 
question  of  higher  and  better  preparation  for  the  wards  of  the  State 
at  work,  there  is  destined  to  be  larger  preparation  and  greater  appor- 
tionment of  the  public  funds  to  the  maintenance  of  such  institutions. 
While  we  would  recommend  that  the  schools  already  entei'prised  by  the 
Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  be  fostered  and  developed  to  the  ex- 
tent of  our  abilitj',  we  would  not  refrain  from  urging  the  women  of  the 
Church  to  cooperate  with  their  States  in  the  use  of  these  educational 
plants.  This  would  mean  that  the  w^omen  of  the  Churcli  must  throw 
about  the  schools  such  religious  and  social  influences  as  are  possible. 
We  would  rejoice  to  see  in  every  State  home  mission  dormitories,  where 
the  boys  or  the  girls  would  find  a  Christian  home  when  they  go  into  the 
county  high  schools  or  State  universities. 

In  certain  sections  there  will  be  demand  for  schools  for  immigrants 
who  are  just  learning  the  English  language.  Even  among  these,  how- 
ever, there  is  less  demand  for  school  activities  than  there  was  ten 
years  ago.  For  instance,  on  the  Pacific  Coast  there  are  fewer  Orientals 
landing,  and  our  service  must  continue  along  social  and  religious  lines, 
but  the  specific  schools  may  be  dropped  from  time  to  time.  Such  has 
been  our  history  among  the  Chinese  in  Los  Angeles,  the  Koreans  in 
San  Francisco,  and  the  Japanese  night  schools  in  Oakland  and  Alameda. 

Cuian  Schools. 

The  Wolff  Mission  School,  at  Ybor  City,  Tampa,  Fla.,  has  enjoyed  the 
ministry  of  a  most  acceptable  faculty,  the  same  that  served  us  last  year. 
During  the  year  147  students  were  enrolled.  The  total  cost  for  main- 
taining this  school  was  $3,199.92.  The  tuition  paid  by  the  students  was 
$414.25.  The  settlement  features  of  work  have  given  us  greater  access 
to  the  people,  which  has  helped  with  character-building. 

The  West  Tampa  School  enrolled  106  children  last  year.  It  cost  the 
Board  $1,055,  which  simply  covers  the  salaries  of  the  two  teachers  and 
repairs.  The  work  has  been  handicapped  at  this  point  through  the  pro- 
tracted illness  of  Mrs.  Rosa  Valdes.  A  recast  of  the  plans  of  conducting 
this  school  is  needed,  if  we  would  measure  to  the  largest  usefulness. 
Fidelity  on  the  part  of  Mrs.  Valdes  and  her  niece.  Miss  Emelina,  cannot 
be  reckoned,  and  from  the  students  at  this  school  have  come  some  of  the 
brightest  religious  experiences.  Recent  developments  in  the  commu- 
nity demand  better  and  more  systematic  class  room  work. 

The  Cuban  night  school  at  Wolff  Mission  continues  to  reach  the  Span- 
ish-speaking people  who  come  there  to  learn  English.  The  teachers 
of  Wolff  Mission  School  carry  on  this  work,  and  are  assisted  by  the 
pastor  of  the  Church,  Rev.  J.  B.  Lewis,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Bruce  Alexander. 

Ruth  Hargrove  Institute,  Key  West,  enrolled  401  students  during  the 
scholastic  year.     The  new  building,  Mary  Bruce  Hall,  is  nearing  com- 
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pletion,  and  when  finished  '>vill  furnish  six  large  schoolrooms  and  a 
chapel  which  accommodates  eight  hundred  persons.  The  cost  of  the 
new  building  will  be  $22,000  and  the  furnishing  $2,500. 

There  are  seven  distinct  departments  of  work  carried  on  in  this  in- 
stitution. The  present  j^ear  closes  the  first  decade  in  the  history  of 
this  school.  Annual  storms  for  the  last  three  years  have  materially 
affected  the  interior  of  the  main  building.  Added  to  this,  the  demand 
for  a  boarding  department  continues  to  be  so  urgent  that  replastering 
and  rearrangement  of  the  interior  of  this  building  is  among  the  neces- 
sities for  this  next  year.  The  growth  of  Key  West  makes  the  need  of 
increased  campus  apparent,  so  that  the  Council  must  place  before  its 
vision  the  enlargement  of  the  campus.  The  cost  of  maintaining  this 
school  is  $7,766.42,  of  which  amount  $3,221.05  is  borne  by  the  students. 

Mountain  Schools. 

There  were  405  students  enrolled  at  Sue  Bennett  Memorial  School, 
London,  Ky.  By  a  happy  combination,  the  efficient  President  of  this 
school  has  been  able  to  correlate  our  work  with  that  of  the  county 
high  school,  which  is  now  exacted  by  the  Kentucky  law.  The  high 
school  of  Laurel  County  is  located  on  our  campus,  and  we  enjoy  the 
privilege  of  one  teacher  furnished  by  the  county,  while  we  extend  the 
privilege  of  the  use  of  our  own  faculty.  The  whole  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Professor  Lewis. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  enabled  to  use  the  farm  belong- 
ing to  the  institution  as  an  experiment  station,  or  training  center,  for 
agricultural  students.  This  work  has  been  made  possible  by  combina- 
tion with  the  State  University.  The  new  dormitory,  which  has  been 
so  greatly  needed,  is  nearing  completion.  The  cost  of  this  building  will 
approximate  $39,000. 

Brevard  Institute,  North  Carolina, 'has  enrolled  182  students.  The 
faculty,  under  direction  of  Professor  Trow^bridge,  has  rendered  efficient 
and  effective  service.  The  purchase  of  more  land  and  a  cottage  has 
enlarged  the  campus.  Here  there  is  a  crying  need  for  chapel  and  school- 
room facilities.  The  student  body  has  outgrown  our  temporary  equip- 
ment, so  that  it  is  well-nigh  imperative  that  within  the  next  twelve 
months  larger  accommodations  be  given  this  institution. 

Pacific  Coast  Work. 

In  June  Dr.  C.  F.  Reid,  w^ho  for  so  many  years  had  been  the  efficient 
Superintendent  of  the  work  among  the  Orientals  on  the  Pacific  Coast, 
was  called  to  the  General  Secretaryship  of  the  Laymen's  Movement.  He 
was  most  fortunate  in  securing  the  appointment  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam Acton  as  his  successors.  Under  their  administration  the  work 
has  grown  in  usefulness.  Eighty-four  students  have  been  enrolled  ia 
our  Japanese  night  school,  Japanese  kindergarten,  and  primary  schools. 
The  enthusiasm,  a?  demonstrated  not  only  by  the  Koreans  and  Japanese 
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among  whom  they  work  but  by  the  Pacific  Conference  Home  Mission 
workers,  is  one  of  the  joys  of  the  past  year. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Pacific  Coast  work  last  year  was  $8,692.44.  Of 
this  amount,  $1,052.75  was  borne  bj^  the  Japanese  and  Koreans,  while 
$475  was  contributed  locally.  A  change  of  preacher  among  the  Ko- 
reans became  necessary  during  the  year,  and  we  were  fortunate  to 
secure  the  services  of  Mr.  Lee,  a  Korean  student  who  has  been  prepar- 
ing at  Leland  Stanford  University  for  larger  ministry.  The  Korean 
Evangel  was  suspended  for  several  months  this  year,  as  the  Japanese 
forbade  its  entrance  into  Korea  because  of  certain  patriotic  editorials. 
There  is  a  wide  field  for  this  paper,  and  we  shall  soon  begin  sending  it 
out  again.  There  are  four  Korean  settlements  in  California,  where  the 
Superintendent  is  urging  the  society  to  begin  work  at  once. 

Our  work  this  year  has  grown  appreciably  among  the  children. 
Through  the  kindergarten,  primary,  and  Sabbath  schools  we  reach 
every  Japanese  child  in  Alameda. 

There  are  4,285  boys  and  girls  under  sixteen  years  of  age  in  Califor- 
nia, 3,556  of  whom  are  natives  of  California,  though  born  of  foreign 
parentage.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  forty  missions  at  work 
among  the  Japanese  in  California  have  enrolled  as  Church  members 
2,618,  of  whom  331  are  women.  The  average  attendance  at  prayer 
meeting  among  the  Japanese  is  fifteen,  while  the  Sabbath  sprvipp  aver- 
ages sixty-seven. 

Our  schools  have  outgrown  the  schoolrooms,  and  the  increased  attend- 
ance on  our  religious  services  calls  for  a  regular  chapel.  Earnest  ap- 
peals come  from  the  Japanese  and  from  the  Superintendent  that  a  regu- 
lar chapel  be  built,  or  that  the  Marj^  Helm  Hall  be  so  altered  as  to 
arrange  for  a  regular  chapel,  which  would  accommodate  our  Japanese 
public  services.  An  appropriation  of  $2,500  would  meet  this  demand. 
The  work  at  Oakland  prospers,  but  it  is  handicapped  by  lack  of  a  resi- 
dent Japanese  pastor. 

Industrial  Schools. 

The  Vashti   Industrial   School,   at  Thomasville,  Ga.,   under  the  self- 
governing  plan  of  the  institution  directed  by  the  strong,  sympathetic 
Principal,  has  scored  another  year  of  success.    During  the  year  ninety- 
six  girls  have  been  enrolled.     Several  of  them  have  graduated  and  are 
entering  schools,  preparing  for  larger  usefulness.     The  work  done  at 
this  school  is  thorough  and  well  adapted  to  fitting  the  students  to  main- 
tain themselves.    Professor  Bishop  is  calling  for  a  normal  department, 
in  order  to  fit  his  students  for  public  school  work.     The  campus  still 
needs   to   be   improved,   and   a   better   equipment   would   mean   larger 
efficiency  for  our  girls  when  they  go  from  the  school. 
/^     Ann  Browder  Home  and  School,  at  Dallas,  Tex.,  has  had  a  year  of 
I    vicissitude.    Early  in  the  season  the  Principal  was  taken  ill.    We  were 
y  fortunate   in  securing  as   her   successor  Mrs.   O.   Z\I.   Abbott,   who   has 
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measured  to  the  peculiar  needs  of  this  institution  in  a  most  peculiar 
manner.  We  cared  for  sixty-eight  girls  last  year.  Plans  for  the  new 
building,  which  we  have  needed  so  greatly,  have  been  accepted,  and  the 
foundations  are  being  laid.  We  have  no  work  which  calls  for  greater 
sympathy  and  more  scientific  investigation  than  does  this  institution, 
which  cares  for  our  unfortunate  little  sisters  who  have  come  to  us . 
their  only  friends  in  their  hours  of  extreme  need. 

Paine  Annex,  Augusta,  Ga.,  has  suffered  this  scholastic  year  because 
of  the  protracted  illness  of  the  President  of  the  school,  Rev.  George 
Williams  Parker.  The  relation  that  the  Annex  has  held  to  the  college 
proper  has  been  one  of  pleasant  histories  of  cooperative  work  with  the 
men  of  the  Church.  The  continued  need  for  the  dormitory  for  which 
we  have  been  collecting  money  has  not  diminished. 

Professor  Gilbert,  who  was  authorized  by  the  Board  to  make  collec- 
tions for  the  girls'  dormitory,  reports  his  year's  work  as  follows:

Earnest  effort  has  been  made  to  secure  the  full  amount  necessary  to 
erect  a  $25,000  building.  The  plans  and  specifications  are  being  pre- 
pared for  this  work.  There  is  a  growing  demana  that  there  should 
be  specific  training  for  colored  women  for  the  practical,  social,  and 
religious    work    which    must    be    done   by    the    colored    women    them-

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selves.  There  will  be  room  for  the  beginning  of  work  at  Paine  Annex 
when  the  new  dormitory  is  begun.  One  of  the  choicest  missionary 
applicants  who  comes  before  you  at  this  session  of  the  Council  is  as 
surely  driven  by  the  Spirit  of  God  to  this  work  as  was  Paul  in  the  early 
days  of  Church  history.  We  believe  that  our  work  will  fall  below  the 
plaudit  "well  done"  if  we  fail  o  recognize  this  demand  and  our  oppor- 
tunity to  make  this  first  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
monumental  by  inaugurating  a  movement  for  this  work. 

Department  of  Sociology. 

The  teachers  of  sociology  and  applied  social  work  at  the  two  training 
schools  report  satisfactory  work  accomplished  by  the  students.  The 
practical  field  work  done  at  the  Institutional  Church  at  Kansas  City 
and  at  the  Wesley  House  and  Warioto  Mills  and  other  centers  in  Nash- 
ville equip  our  women  for  the  widest  service.  From  Scarritt  fifteen 
applicants  come  to  you  for  consecration  at  this  meeting,  while  five 
deaconesses  and  six  missionaries  are  presented  by  the  Methodist  Train- 
ing School. 

De.\coxesses. 

Twenty-one  women  have  been  preparing  for  the  work  in  the 
office  of  deaconess  this  year  on  scholarships  provided  by  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Society.  These  scholarships  have  amounted  to  $3,360.  The  deacon- 
esses have  grouped  themselves  in  service  as  follows:  City  mission  work- 
ers,- 29;  pastors'  assistants,  12;  travelers'  aid  in  connection  with  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  3;  mill  and  rescue  work,  3;  teachers,  2;  off  duty  because  of 
health,  6.     Total,  55. 

Death  has  recently  claimed  our  dear  Mrs.  Mary  N.  Carr,  who  was 
set  apart  for  service  in  1905.  Six  years  of  earnest  service  she  gave  to 
various  phases  of  work  of  the  Church.  The  last  two  years  she  has 
served  as  travelers'  aid  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  and  her  name  among 
the  traveling  people  is  as  ointment  poured  forth. 

Every  line  of  service  for  human  betterment  has  been  engaged  in  by 
the  deaconesses.  Investigations  made  by  Miss  Mary  Frankland  at 
New  Orleans,  under  the  direction  of  a  scienti^c  physician,  as  to  the 
cause  of  infant  mortality  enabled  the  medical  faculty  to  reach  facts 
and  remedies  which  could  not  have  been  done  without  her  efficient 
service. 

More  calls  have  come  to  the  office  for  the  service  of  deaconesses  this 
year  than  at  any  other  period  of  the  past.  The  largest  growth  of  the 
deaconess  work  is  found  in  the  demand  for  pastors"  assistants. 

City  Missions  and  Deaconess  Work. 

There  are  at  present  30  City  Mission  Boards  carrying  on  home  mis- 
sion work  in  connection  with  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society. 
New  Boards  at  Springfield,  San  Antonio,  and  Albany  are  awaiting  the

appointment  of  deaconesses.  Organized  city  work  is  carried  on  by  96 
salaried  workers,  of  whom  72  are  trained.  Five  hundred  and  thirteen 
volunteers  hav.e  rendered  invaluable  service  in  this  work. 

These  workers  grouped  themselves  as  follows:  Deaconesses,  29; 
trained  missionaries,  17;  kindergartners,  8;  district  nurses,  8;  teacher 
of  music,  1;  domestic  science,  1;  matrons  of  day  nurseries,  4;  house 
mothers,  8. 

Each  community  carries  a  particular  field  for  service.  The  coopera- 
tive homes  at  Houston  and  Waco,  Tex.,  and  Jackson,  Tenn.,  have  housed 
more  than  two  hundred  girls.  In  the  Institutional  Church  in  Kansas 
City  395  juvenile  court  children  are  cared  for,  while  five  gymnasium 
classes  reached  214  boys  and  girls,  and  through  the  Pure  Milk  Depart- 
ment 36,500  bottles  were  distributed.  At  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  Augusta, 
Ga.,  large  and  commodious  Wesley  Houses  have  been  built.  In  both  of 
these  places  a  library  and  a  story  hour  have  gained  the  children's  atten- 
tion. At  Danville,  Va.,  and  Spartanburg,  S.  C,  the  work  has  been 
housed  after  a  year  or  two  of  faithful  working  on  the  part  of  the  dea- 
conesses and  missionaries.  At  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  and 
St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  as  many  as  twenty-one  nationalities  have  been  gath- 
ered in  the  mothers'  clubs  or  some  phase  of  social  work.  Atlanta  and 
St.  Louis  have  been  happy  over  their  domestic  science  courses,  while  at 
Portsmouth  and  St.  Louis  the  noon  hour  lunch  has  meant  more  to  the 
spiritual  development  of  our  people  than  we  can  reckon.  The  mothers' 
clubs  this  year  have  had  unusual  enlargement,  notably  at  Nashville 
and  New  Orleans. 

Our  work  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  in  July  of  Miss  Jen- 
nie Schneider,  who  was  appointed  at  the  last  Board  meeting  as  head 
resident  of  the  Memphis  Wesley  House.  Soon  after  leaving  the 
Training  School  the  Master  said  that  her  work  was  finished,  and  called 
her  home.  We  have  mourned  for  her  because  we  needed  her  presence 
and  because  we  loved  her.

Gulf  Coast  Wokk. 

The  work  along  the  Gulf  Coast  has  demonstrated  its  right  to  live  and 
the  wide  opportunity  that  has  been  furnished  for  ministry.  At  Galves- 
ton 4,961  immigrants  have  landed,  of  whom  we  have  cared  for  1,886  on 
entering  this  country  and  for  125  who  were  returning  home.  In  ad- 
dition to  those  who  of  their  own  free  will  have  come  to  us  for  board  on 
entering  the  country,  the  commissioner  has  committed  to  our  care  some 
of  those  who  were  detained  for  transportation. 

Some  30,00t)  sailors  have  landed  at  Galveston,  2,400  of  whom  have  been 
cared  for  in  the  sailors'  rooms.  Two  thousand  of  these  have  attended 
our  gospel  services,  while  9,417  have  visited  our  reading  and  rest  rooms. 
These  gospel  services  have  not  been  without  fruit. 

St.  Mark's  Hall,  at  New  Orleans,  carries  twenty-five  features  of  the 
work,  and  last  year  reached  more  than  15,000  individuals.  The  Italian 
study  class  and  the  children's  study  hour  have  furnished  opportunities 
for  helping  to  build  up  the  life  of  the  foreigners  who  group  themselves 
about  our  city. 

Gulfport,  Miss.,  has  had  9,922  visits  from  sailors  at  the  Sailors'  Rest, 
while  2,571  have  attended  105  gospel  services.  At  Biloxi,  Avhich  is  a  part 
of  the  Gulfport  work.  Miss  Myrtle  Long  has  had  charge  of  the  Wesley 
House.  The  location  of  the  Wesley  House  is  ideal  for  service,  and  the 
enthusiasm  of  this  young  worker  is  contagious.  The  boys  and  girls  in 
the  night  school  and  the  industrial  classes  and  Sabbath  school  meet  in 
the  Wesley  House,  and  find  it  a  moral  inspiration. 

Department  of  Literature. 

One  of  the  most  vital  features  of  home  mission  work  lies  in  its 
printed  word.  A  large  part  of  home  mission  work  must  be  educative. 
Not  many  of  our  busy  women  have  time  for  sociological  study  or  per-

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sonal  investigation,  but  tlirough  the  leaflets  and  the  reports  are  getting 
messages  of  need  and  opportunities  of  service  in  large  quantities.  The 
cost  of  maintaining  this  department  of  home  mission  work  last  year 
was  $3,988.72.  Many  of  the  leaflets  and  annual  reports  have  been 
sold.  The  results  of  these  sales  this  fiscal  year  have  been  $2,331.26. 
This  monej^  is  turned  into  the  general  treasury,  to  be  reinvested  in  the 
printed  work  of  the  Board.  Seven  thousand  Bulletins  have  gone  out 
from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  this  fiscal  year,  while  8,000  copies  of 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  "Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  were  issued. 
Miss  Mabel  Head  had  charge  of  the  study  courses  and  reports.  Four 
thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-two  have  taken  the  reading  course. 

Our  Homes  has  finished  its  career  as  a  home  mission  paper;  the 
last  issue  (December,  1910)  bid  fai'ewell  to  the  23,176  subscribers 
who  "loved  its  appearing."  Since  merging  of  the  societies  means 
united  life,  it  was  felt  that  a  united  periodical  was  a  necessity, 
and  from  this  union  has  sprung  the  Missionary  Voice.  Our  Homes  had 
a  unique  history.  It  has  been  one  of  the  recognized  social  and  religious 
papers  of  the  nation.  When  the  Social  Service  organizations  of  the 
country  and  the  Russell  Sage  Foundations  have  found  it  worthy  of  file 
for  future  reference,  it  needs  but  little  commendation  from  those  who 
loved  it  not  only  because  of  its  service  but  because  of  the  woman  who 
stood  back  of  it  for  thirteen  years.  Because  of  the  spiritual  light,  the 
keen  mental  perception,  the  broad  legal  vision,  and  the  kindly  human 
sympathy  which  were  the  motives  of  the  life  of  its  editor,  Miss  Mary 
Helm,  it  was  a  great  paper.  Without  one  word  of  advertisement  it  has 
borne  its  own  expenses,  and  within  the  last  eleven  years  paid  into  the 
general  treasury  six  thousand  dollars.  And  when  the  books  were  closed 
in  December,  1910,  and  the  bank  accounts  rendered,  the  editor  turned 
over  $5,000,  a  sum  which  in  her  wisdom  had  been  invested  to  meet  any 
emergency  which  might  occur  in  the  history  of  the  paper.  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  editor,  the  first  $6,000  was  invested  in  different  institu- 
tions, especially  the  mountain  and  negro  schools,  but  this  $5,000  she 
turned  over  untrammeled  to  the  Council,  leaving  it  to  our  discretion  to 
invest,  but  with  the  earnest  prayer  that  it  may  be  placed  where  it  will 
yield  the  largest  fruits.  In  June,  1910.  the  editor  felt  constrained  to  lay 
down  her  quill  and  retire  from  the  active  corps  of  workers.  Appeal 
failed  to  change  her  conviction  that  the  time  had  come  when  her  min- 
istry had  ceased.  To  some  of  us  who  have  worked  close  with  her  in  this 
last  decade  it  has  meant  a  great  sense  of  loneliness  and  an  aching  long- 
ing for  the  inspiration  and  fellowship  that  came  from  the  companion- 
ship. To  the  women  in  the  field  it  meant  loneliness  also,  because  her 
words  had  come  to  mean  friendship  and  inspiration.  The  Council  was 
fortunate  to  be  able  to  secure  the  services  of  Mrs.  J.  D.  HammSnd,  who 
with  the  July  issue  carried  forward  Our  Hovies  with  marked  success 
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until  in  January  it  was  merged  into  the  Voice.    Since  then  she  has  ably 
-assisted  the  editor  of  the  Home  Department  in  the  Missionary  Voice. 

OuB  Memoriai,. 

The  memorial  from  the  women  of  the.  Home  Mission  Society  asking 
that  the  privilege  of  the  administrative  and  legislative  bodies  of  the 
Church  be  granted  was  reenforced  by  the  addition  of  148  memorials 
from  Conference  and  District  Societies  and  auxiliaries  and  637  peti- 
tions signed  by  thousands  of  women.  When  voted  on  by  the  General 
Conference,  there  were  77  votes  cast  in  favor  of  and  144  against.  The 
memorial  involved  a  great  principle,  one  that  is  the  foundation  of  all 
home  mission  work — namely,  justice  and  equity;  and  since  it  stood  for 
a  principle,  we  cannot  lose  a  sense  of  responsibility  for  its  final  ac- 
complishment. The  Church  at  large  expects  us  to  continue  the  agita- 
tion of  this  subject,  and  that  it  will  come  before  the  next  General  Con- 
ference. Rarely  do  causes  that  involve  radical  changes  pass  in  law- 
making bodies  upon  first  presentation.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  ar- 
rangements for  an  educative  campaign  will  be  launched  at  this  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Tithing. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  at  the  midwinter  meeting 

recommended  that  the  superintendence  of  the  Christian   Stewardship 

work  become  the  duty  of  the  Third  Vice  President,  and  that  to  it  be 

added  the  Mission  Study  Course  superintendence.    Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry  was 

chosen  for  this  department  because  of  her  especial  adaptability.    Under 

her  hand  the  work  has  grown  not  only  with  the  rank  and  file  of  our 

members  but  with  the  ministry  as  well.     We  report  to-day  14,693  tith- 

ers. 

Our  Gifts. 

No  large  bequests  have  come  to  the  society  this  year.     This  is  not  to 
be  wondered  at,  since  the  reconstruction  of  the  body  has  given  cause  for 
much  legislative  work,  and  in  the  mind  of  the  public  there  is  yet  much 
uncertainty  as  to  what  will  be  our  policy  of  work.     That  godly  North   ^ 
'■•    Alabama  woman  who  has  already  trusted  us  with  $3,500  on  the  annuity 
7     plan  this  year  again  contributes  $500  to  be  used  in  our  work.    From  the     v 
,'      Chenowerh  estate  we  received  $750.    A  number  of  small  gifts,  amount- 
ing to  $100,  have  reached  the  office  and  have  gone  to  specific  objects. 
^— We  would  crave  a  large  agitation  of  the  annuity  plan  of  gifts  and  the 
popular  presentation  of  our  work  to  those  to  whom  God  has  intrusted 
money.    While  the  current  expenses  must  be  borne  by  the  faithful  and 
systematic  contributions,  enlarged  and  specific  development  must  go  for- 
ward by  specific  and  enlarged  gifts. 

^Our  one  largest  donor,  Maj.  J.  B.  Toberman,  was  called  to  his  Fa- 
ther's home  in  January,  and,  true  to  his  interests  in  the  Lord's  poor, 
he  has  named  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  as  one  of  his  legatees.

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EDUCATIONAL  SECRETARY,  MISS  MABEL  HEAD. 

To  condense  the  work  of  a  year  into  one  short  report  of  a  few  hun- 
dred words  is  never  an  easy  task,  and  when  the  work  has  been  divided 
under  two  heads  by  change  of  organization  it  becomes  more  difficult 
than  usual.  It  seems  necessary,  in  order  to  account  for  the  work  that 
has  been  done  during  the  year,  to  make  some  record  of  work  for  the 
Home  Mission  Society  before  the  present  plan  of  work  was  in  operation. 

Children's  Work. 

Bal)y  Roll. — Owing  to  changes  that  were  made  in  the  Vice  President 
of  the  Council  selected  to  take  up  this  work,  I  was  forced  until  the  first 
of  the  new  year  to  continue  receiving  the  reports  and  sending  out  the 
communications,  etc.,"  concerning  the  work  of  the  Baby  Roll  and  Bri- 
gade. More  attention  is  paid  to  the  Baby  Roll  than  to  the  work  of  the 
Brigade,  owing  probably  to  two  facts:  First,  that  the  Baby  Roll  work 
is  comparatively  easy.  It  merely  requires  some  one  to  give  it  faithful 
attention.  Secondly,  the  lack  of  capable  leaders  who  will  arrange  suit- 
able programs  and  otherwise  keep  up  the  interest  of  children  of  the 
Brigade  age.  There  have  been  added  to  the  Baby  Roll  this  year  5,965. 
Several  hundred  more  have  been  reported  to  me;  but  since  the  names 
have  not  been  sent  in,  they  are  not  counted  in  the  final  report.  The 
Tennessee  Conference  has  easily  led  in  this  work  during  the  year  with 
the  splendid  enrollment  of  543  names;  while  the  Holston  Conference 
comes  second  with  an  enrollment  of  296.  In  both  instances  this  is  large- 
ly due  to  the  very  faithful  and  enthusiastic  work  of  the  Conference 
Third  Vice  Presidents.  Their  work  ought  to  be  duplicated  by  every 
Conference  in  the  Church. 

There  seems  to  be  in  the  minds  of  some  of  our  Third  Vice  Presidents 
a  feeling  that  the  work  of  the  Baby  Roll  cannot  be  pushed  in  the  places 
where  there  is  a  well-developed  Cradle  Roll  in  the  Sunday  school.  I 
have  in  circular  letters  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  these  two  de- 
partments are  entirely  separate  and  distinct;  and  since  there  are  no 
regular  moneys  expected  from  the  children  on  the  Cradle  Roll,  and 
since  it  has  no  missionary  significance,  the  Sunday  school  work  should 
in  no  wise  interfere  with  the  Baby  Roll. 

Brigades. — The  Brigade  shows  a  slight  increase  in  the  way  of  enroll- 
ment during  the  year.  Last  year  the  membership  was  19,458;  this  year 
It  is  20,858.  The  reports  that  have  been  sent  in  on  this  line  of  work 
show  more  improvement  in  the  character  of  work  that  has  been  done 
than  in  members.  Many  of  the  organizations  have  used  the  children's 
books — "Home  Mission  Handicraft,"  "Coming  Americans,"  and  "Pio- 
neers." I  prepared,  or  had  prepared,  leaflets  for  the  first  two  quarters 
before  the  Editorial  Secretary  took  charge,  and  have  during  the  year 
rendered  assistance  in  the  material  prepared  for  the  Young  Christian 
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Worker,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Executive  Committee  at 
Asheville,  N.  C.  There  is  decided  need  for  some  plan  of  cooperation 
with  the  Junior  League,  Juvenile  Missionary  Societies,  and  possibly  the 
Junior  Department  of  the  Sunday  school.  This  Council  meeting  should 
take  some  steps  toward  such  correlation  as  may  be  practical. 

Young  People. — Following  the  action  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Wom- 
an's Board  of  Home  Missions,  when  it  was  urged  that  a  Superintendent 
of  Young  People's  Work  be  appointed  in  each  Conference,  I  sent  out  a 
circular  letter  calling  attention  to  the  reasons  why  it  seemed  best  to  do 
this  and  asking  for  the  name  of  each  superintendent  as  elected.  Many 
of  the  superintendents  were  not  elected  at  the  annual  meetings,  and 
there  are  still  a  number  of  Conferences  where  none  have  been  appoint- 
ed, so  it  is  impossible  to  say  what  the  results  would  have  been  for  the 
work.  A  circular  letter  v/as  sent  to  the  superintendents  as  soon  as  their 
names  were  received,  urging  the  importance  of  the  work  and  suggesting 
plans  for  carrying  it  on.  I  greatly  rejoice  that  it  has  seemed  best  for 
this  work  to  be  put  under  the  direction  of  a  Vice  President  of  the 
Council  and  of  each  Conference.  As  I  go  throughout  the  Church  I  find 
thousands  of  young  people  who  are  not  interested  in  any  lines  of 
Church  work,  but  who  are  drifting  away  from  the  Church  for  lack  of 
responsibility  and  activity.  These  young  people  certainly  ought  to  be 
in  organized  missionary  work;  and  if  our  women  could  realize  the 
strength  we  should  gain  through  them  and  would  give  them  some  sym- 
pathy and  help,  we  ought  to  be  able  to  enlist  thousands  of  them  every 
year. 

Educational  Department. 

In  submitting  this  part  of  the  report  I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
work  under  the  present  plan  was  not  begun  until  September,  and  that  T 
had  no  office  or  secretary  until  November  1.  The  report  which  I  give 
you  contains  the  outline  of  the  policy  of  the  work  and  the  hopes  for  the 
future  rather  more  than  it  does  the  actual  work  that  has  been  accom- 
plished. For  a  number  of  years  back  the  greater  part  of  the  summer 
has  been  spent  in  attending  the  summer  conferences  and  other  large 
delegated  bodies  that  come  at  that  season  of  the  year.  The  past  sum- 
mer was  spent  in  the  same  way,  a  work  which  really  comes  under  the 
head  of  the  Educational  Department.  The  Educational  Secretaries  pur- 
pose to  plan  for  and  carry  on  systematic  missionary  education  through- 
out the  whole  Church.  Their  work  will  be  done  through  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Societies,  Young  People's  Societies,  Juvenile  Mis- 
sionary Societies,  Brigades,  Junior  Leagues,  the  Epworth  League. 
Sunday  school,  and  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement.  The  plan  for  the 
Sunday  school  includes  a  missionary  committee,  a  quarterly  program 
using  the  whole  hour,  study  of  the  Bible  as  a  missionary  Book,  organi- 
zation of  mission  study  classes,  regular  prayer  for  missions  and  for 
volunteers,  organization  for  service,  and  a  regular  offering  to  be  used 
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as  a  special — that  is,  not  included  in  general  Church  money.  The 
missionarj'  work  of  the  League  is  done  by  its  Fourth  Department. 
There  is  a  monthly  program,  and  special  stress  is  put  on  the  study 
class.  The  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement  is  stressing  the  Every-Mem- 
ber  Canvass  by  the  Church  Missionary  Committee.  They  are  using 
John  R.  Mott's  "The  Decisive  Hour  in  Christian  Missions"  as  a  study. 
The  two  Secretaries  conjointly  plan  the  courses  of  study  and  methods 
of  promoting  the  work.  They  will  keep  in  touch  with  literature  bear- 
ing upon  all  phases  of  missionary  subjects,  will  recommend  that  which 
is  best  adapted  to  use  in  various  departments  of  Church  work,  and  will 
be  prepared  to  give  helpful  suggestiofis  about  all  the  different  publica- 
tions along  these  lines.  The  question  of  Christian  stewardship  is  in- 
cluded in  the  educational  policy  because  of  its  close  relation  to  missions. 
So  far  as  the  details  of  the  work  are  concerned,  we  have  agreed  that  I 
shall  receive  the  reports  from  and  largely  conduct  the  correspondence 
with  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  Young  People's  Societies,  wom- 
an's colleges,  Juvenile  Missionary  Societies,  Brigades,  and  Junior 
Leagues,  so  I  shall  submit  my  report  under  these  headings. 

Woman's  Missionary  Societies. 

Mission  Study.— A  circular  letter  was  sent  in  the  early  fall  to  each 
Conference  Secretary  in  both  departments  of  the  work,  to  the  super- 
intendents of  Young  People's  Work  and  those  directly  in  charge  of  the 
work  for  children,  and  also  to  the  Press  Superintendents  of  the  Home 
Mission  Society.  In  this  letter  I  called  attention  to  the  organization  of 
the  Educational  Department  in  our  woman's  work,  and  gave  in  a  very 
general  way  the  scope  of  that  department  and  the  plans  for  carrying  on 
the  work.  I  also  urged  the  cooperation  of  all  these  officers  in  keeping 
the  question  of  mission  study  before  the  people  of  their  Conference  and 
in  securing  accurate  reports.  Enrollment  cards  (post  cards)  were  pre- 
pared and  sent  to  each  Conference,  together  with  the  leaflet,  "Mission 
Study  in  Organized  Woman's  Work"  and  "Questions  and  Answers  for 
Mission  Study."  Hundreds  of  letters  have  been  sent  out  every  month  in 
answer  to  questions  concerning  mission  study  books,  methods  of  work, 
etc.  As  soon  as  the  enrollment  cards  are  returned  to  us  so  that  we 
know  the  subject  studied,  we  send  out  the  "Helps  for  Leaders"  and  the 
leaflets  for  supplemental  use.  There  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in 
mission  study  over  previous  years.  The  whole  Church  last  year  report- 
ed 925  classes,  numbering  12,487;  this  year  1,108  classes,  numbering 
15,313.  In  the  woman's  work  the  number  of  classes  reported  on  en- 
rollment cards  is  533,  numbering  8,084.  The  number  studying  the 
books  but  not  reported  on  enrollment  cards  is  3,400,  making  a  total 
of  11,484  in  our  woman's  work,  which  is  1,003  less  than  the  whole 
Church  reported  last  year.  In  the  greater  number  of  instances  the 
women,  young  people,  and  children  are  following  the  course  laid  down 
for  this   year.     This   being   the  jubilee    (semicentennial)    year   of   the 
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foreign  society,  "Western  Women  in  Eastern  Lands'"  has  been  very 
popular.  The  number  studying  Miss  Helm's  book  on  the  negro  prob- 
lem has  been  truly  gratifying.  "Stewardship  and  Missions,"  by  Charles 
A.  Cook,  has  been  largely  used  in  connection  wit'h  the  mission  study 
books.  From  reports  of  classes  and  letters  concerning  the  same  I  find 
that  results  are  given  as  follows:  Larger  vision;  greater  interest;  more 
enthusiasm;  larger,  more  regular,  and  more  joyous  giving;  deeper 
spirituality;  deeper  prayer  life;  and  increased  membership.  Are  not 
these  results  worth  our  effort?  With  the  election  of  a  Vice  President 
in  the  Council  who  will  keep  in  touch  with  the  Conference  Vice  Presi- 
dents in  charge  of  missions  and  Christian  stewardship,  and  somewhat 
with  the  auxiliaries,  I  am  sure  that  the  work  will  grow  rapidly.  Dur- 
ing the  year  the  number  ought  to  be  doubled.  The  post  card  enroll- 
ment will  continue  to  come  to  my  oflSce,  so  that  we  may  send  all  the 
helps  direct  to  the  classes;  but  the  reports  of  the  Conference  officers 
will  go  to  Mrs.  J.  W.  Perry,  St.  Elmo,  Tenn.  Together  we  shall  plan 
the  work  for  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  Council. 
We  pay  six  cents  apiece  for  the  "Helps  for  Leaders,"  used  with  these 
study  books.  The  Educational  Department  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
for  the  past  four  years  has  offered  these  "Helps"  free  of  cost  wherever 
a  class  was  organized.  The  Foreign  Missionary  Society  has  charged 
ten  cents  for  the  "Helps"  used  with  its  current  book.  There  should 
be  uniformity  for  all  classes.  I  trust  that  this  Council  will  either  di- 
rect the  free  distribution  of  all  "Helps  for  Leaders"  or  will  ask  the 
Mission  Board  to  agree  to  charge  a  uniform  price  for  all.  I  believe  that 
for  the  purpose  of  training  the  children  in  the  work  of  our  own  Church 
a  booklet  giving  in  an  attractive  way  a  summary  of  our  missions  and 
missionaries  should  be  prepared  for  their  use.  The  Mission  Board  is 
contemplating  a  similar  book  for  the  use  of  adults  in  the  Church,  which 
will  probably  be  published  in  a  series  of  pamphlets  under  the  head  of 
different  countries. 

Summer  Conferences. 

The  summer  conferences  have  proven  to  be  of  great  value  in  the  way 
of  training  leaders  and  giving  inspiration.  Several  hundred  leaders  of 
mission  study  classes  go  each  year  to  these  different  centers,  where  they 
stay  ten  days  studying  the  book  they  are  going  to  teach.  Numbers  of 
others  organize  and  teach  mission  study  classes  when  they  go  back  to 
their  Churches.  These  summer  conferences  have  also  given  a  goodly 
number  of  volunteers  for  definite  service,  some  of  whom  are  now  in  the 
field,  others  in  the  training  schools,  and  others  detained  for  a  time 
before  entering  the  work.  I  taught  the  home  mission  course,  assisted 
in  the  Institute  work  and  in"  leading  the  life  work  services  at  the  fol- 
lowing conferences  last  summer:  Asheville,  N.  C.  (Y.  W.  C.  A.);  Mont- 
eagle,  Tenn.;  Seashore  Assembly,  Biloxi,  Miss.;  Epworth-by-the-Sea. 
Corpus  Christi,  Tex.    The  total  enrollment  of  classes  at  these  places  was 
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348.  Out  of  this  number,  114  came  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  to  be 
leaders;  about  twenty  others  have  taught  classes.  Attendance  on  the 
Institute  hours  at  these  places  was  595.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the 
Conference  officers  in  the  territories  adjacent  to  each  of  these  places  will 
urge  a  larger  attendance  this  year  than  last.  One  other  conference  place 
to  be  kept  in  mind  is  Sulphur,  Okla.,  which  meeting  follows  Epworth- 
by-the-Sea. 

College  Work. 

The  Educational  Secretaries  are  planning  to  keep  closely  in  touch 
with  the  young  people  in  our  colleges.  A  circular  letter  was  sent  to  the 
president  of  each  one  of  our  institutions  asking  for  the  name  of  the 
teacher  most  interested  in  the  missionary  work  of  the  young  women, 
and  also  for  the  names  of  the  chairman  of  the  missionary  committee  of 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  or  the  officers  of  the  missionary  organization,  if  such  ex- 
isted in  the  school.  This  letter  also  stated  our  willingness  to  provide 
literature  for  missionary  programs,  helps  for  mission  study,  etc.  The 
y.  W.  C.  A.  has  for  a  number  of  years  back  realized  a  lack  of  cooperation 
with  the  Church  Boards,  and  has  been  eager  to  find  a  practical  way  by 
which  the  missionary  work  of  that  organization  could  be  kept  in  line 
with  the  work  of  the  Church.  I  have  been  asked  to  assist  in  the  work 
of  this  committee  several  times,  and  on  other  occasions  have  made  sug- 
gestions. They  have  agreed  to  have  certain  persons  on  their  missionary 
committee  to  represent  the  different  denominations,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  correspond  with  the  Educational  Secretary  of  their  Church,  to 
take  charge  of  the  literature  provided  by  the  Boards,  and  to  see  that  their 
denomination  is  fairly  represented  on  the  programs,  and  to  report  vol- 
unteers and  study  classes.  The  Association  further  includes  in  its 
budget  the  money  which  will  go  through  the  Church  organizations. 
I  have  not  been  in  touch  with  every  denominational  representative; 
but  a  large  number  of  names  have  been  sent  to  me,  and  I  have  had  a 
very  pleasant  and  hopeful  correspondence  with  them.  I  feel  sure  that 
during  the  coming  year  I  may  be  able  to  report  to  you  the  exact  work 
that  is  being  done  in  each  one  of  our  colleges,  and  the  work  of  Method- 
ist young  women  in  State  institutions.  My  purpose  is  also  to  keep 
closely  in  touch  with  the  volunteer  bands  in  these  institutions.  The 
missionary  women  in  each  one  of  the  towns  where  our  colleges  or  State 
institutions  are  located  should  be  more  closely  in  touch  with  the  young 
women  of  the  schools,  and  if  possible  make  them  feel  that  they  are  a 
part  of  the  missionary  force  of  the  Church.  This  can  very  admirably 
be  done  by  the  Vice  President  in  charge  of  the  young  people's  work. 
At  least  once  during  the  year  there  should  be  an  open  meeting,  includ- 
ing a  social  feature,  to  which  these  girls  should  be  invited.  It  seems 
to  me  that  this  Council  ought  to  keep  clearly  before  the  young  women  a, 
list  of  objects  to  which  we  desire  them  to  contribute. 
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Volunteers. 

Through  the  summer  conferences,  college  work,  and  field  work,  to- 
gether with  the  assistance  of  the  Conference  officers,  the  Educational 
Secretaries  are  hoping  to  get  in  touch  with  a  large  number  of  young 
people  who  are  considering  the  question  of  giving  their  lives  in  mis- 
sionary service;  also  those  who  might  be  led  to  do  this  if  the  matter 
were  properly  presented  to  them.  We  purpose  sending  letters  to  such 
young  people  whose  names  we  may  be  able  to  secure,  telling  them  of  the 
needs  of  the  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad  and  the  character  of 
the  workers  that  the  Church  is  seeking.  We  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  vol- 
unteers who  are  not  yet  ready  for  training  or  service,  and  send  them 
circular  letters  occasionally  and  any  literature  we  may  have  that  will 
particularlj^  interest  them.  As  soon  as  these  young  people  are  ready 
for  training  or  appointment  their  papers  and  records  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  administrative  departments.  We  need 
some  new  literature  that  gives  more  explicitly  the  kind  of  workers 
that  we  desire  in  the  Church  and  the  character  of  work  that  is  to  be 
done,  with  some  general  statement  of  the  call  to  definite  service.  New 
volunteer  cards  have  been  printed  which  may  be  used  for  those  who 
will  enter  the  ministry  or  the  home  or  foreign  mission  work. 

Exhibits. 

According  to  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  three  sets 
of  charts  thirty-six  by  forty-two  inches  in  size,  including  maps,  mission 
stations,  and  statistics  regarding  each  department  of  the  work,  have 
been  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  Secretaries  in  the  field  work.  These 
have  been  supplemented  by  some  special  mottoes  and  charts  prepared 
by  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement.  Other  charts  have  been  printed 
on  paper.  These  are  also  thirty-six  by  forty-two  inches,  but  they  do  not 
include  the  map.  The  foreign  set  includes  a  summary  of  our  work  in 
China,  Korea,  Brazil,  Mexico,  and  Cuba,  and  the  membership  and 
money  of  the  organization.  The  home  mission  set  includes  member- 
ship and  money,  city  missions,  Cuban  schools.  Pacific  Coast  work,  in- 
dustrial schools,  immigration,  stewardship,  and  mountain  work.  These 
fourteen  charts  will  sell  for  $1.50,  postpaid  (75  cents  for  the  foreign 
set  and  75  cents  for  the  home  set),  and  are  ready  for  sale  at  this  meet- 
ing.

Field  Woek. 

I  have  attended  fourteen  annual  meetings,  fifteen  missionary  insti- 
tutes, have  done  field  work  in  five  different  Conferences,  besides  at- 
tending the  summer  conferences  as  given  above;  have  taught  during 
the  year  seven  normal  mission  study  classes,  numbering  almost  four 
hundred;  have  visited  seven  colleges  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  mis- 
sionary work  on  the  hearts  of  the  young  people.     In  these  colleges  I 
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have  organized  several  mission  study  classes  and  volunteer  bands.  To 
give  the  number  of  miles  traveled  and  the  number  of  services  held 
gives  no  idea  of  the  real  work,  but  here  are  the  plain  figures :  ■ 

Traveled  17,421  miles,  touching  fifteen  Conferences. 

Held  198  public  meetings  for  the  presentation  of  the  work. 

Institutes  and  workers"  conference  hours,  219,  with  attendance  of 
5,340. 

Study  class  hours,  72. 

Group  conferences,  65;  attendance,  710. 

Organized  27  adult  auxiliaries  in  the  Home  Department  and  12  in 
the  Foreign  Department;  membership  in  these  organizations,  812;  add- 
ed members  not  included  in  these,  217. 

Organized  14  Brigades,  with  a  membership  of  205;  9  Juvenile  Soci- 
eties, with  a  membership  of  178;  12  Young  People's  Societies,  member- 
ship, 187 

Mission  study  classes.  26,  with  an  enrollment  of  314. 

Sold  literature  amounting  to  $401.60 

Institutes. 

The  Educational  Department  is  planning  for  a  series  of- Missionary 
Institutes  taking  up  the  methods  of  work  in  every  department  of  the 
Church.  The  Board  of  Missions  feels  the  necessity  for  this  quite  as 
much  as  the  women  do  in  their  work.  We  are  hoping  during  the  quad- 
rennium  to  very  nearly  cover  the  Church  by  these  meetings.  The  night 
services  will  be  given  to  inspirational  addresses,  and  the  day  meetings 
will  be  devoted  to  methods  and  plans  of  work  and  to  group  conferences. 
A  good  exhibit  will  be  carried  to  each  one  of  these  meetings  and  enough 
time  devoted  to  it  to  make  it  of  real  value  to  those  attending  the  meet- 
ings. Group  conferences  will  be  held  for  officers  of  missionary  societies, 
mission  study  class  leaders,  Sunday  school  teachers,  leaders  of  the 
laymen's  work,  Boards  of  Stewards,  and  volunteers.  These  institutes 
should  hold  at  least  for  two  nights  and  one  day,  and  should  be  held  in 
places  where  large  delegations  can  be  had.  These  meetings  will  re- 
quire the  presence  of  at  least  one  of  the  Educational  Secretaries,  and 
two,  three,  or  four  others  who  may  be  available  for  such  work.  If  you 
should  desire  an  institute  in  your  section,  correspond  with  the  Educa- 
tional Secretary  about  plans,  programs,  etc.  Seven  of  these  institutes 
have  already  been  held,  with  great  success.  Outlines  and  suggestions 
for  institutes  and  methods  of  work  for  use  in  district  and  annual  meet- 
ings, etc.,  v.ill  be  sent  on  application  to  me  at  Nashville,  Tenn. 

Recommendations. 

1.  That  a  leaflet  be  published  giving  directions  for  preparing  the 
itineraries  for  field  workers  and  making  ready  for  their  visits  to  va- 
rious places. 
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2.  The  preparation  of  a  booklet  suitable  for  children,  giving  in  a  most 
attractive  way  the  entire  work  of  the  Church  at  home  and  abroad. 

3.  The  adoption  of  the  following  courses  for  mission  study  the  coming 
year:  For  adult  auxiliaries  (foreign).  "The  Light  of  the  World,"  by 
Speer  (U.  S.  Course)."  "For  adult  auxiliaries  (home),  "The  Conserva- 
tion of  National  Ideals,"  by  different  authors  (H.  M.  Council).  For 
Young  People,  either  of  the  above  or  "The  Advance  in  the  Antilles" 
(Grose),  and  "The  Country  Church"  (Y.  P.  M.  M.).  For  children,  the 
two  books  prepared  by  the  Interdenominational  Committee  on  the  same 
subjects  as  the  adult  textbooks.  (Titles  have  not  j'^et  been  announced.) 
Provided  the  books,  when  published,  are  acceptable  to  the  four  Depart- 
ment Secretaries. 

4.  That  a  list  be  published  of  the  specific  things  for  which  we  espe- 
cially desire  the  contributions  from  our  college  young  people  during 
the  year. 

5.  That  w^e  urge  the  observance  in  all  our  schools  and  colleges  of  at 
least  one  day  during  the  foreign  mission  Week  of  Prayer  and  one  day 
during  the  home  mission  Week  of  Prayer.  •'-— 

6.  That  we  take  steps  to  secure  a  practical  correlation  of  our  chil- 
dren's work  with  the  Junior  Leagues  and  primary  and  junior  grades  of 
the  Sunday  school. ' 

7.  The  preparation  of  a  leaflet  on  the  call  to  Christian  work,  showing 
need  of  trained  workers  and  kind  of  work  to  be  done. 

8.  That  instructions  be  given  concerning  charges  for  the  "Helps  for 
Leaders"  for  mission  study  classes. 


EDITORIAL  SECRETARY,  MRS.  A.  L.  MARSHALL. 

Pkayee  Circles. 

Since  the  Edinburgh  Conference  bore  convincing  testimony  that 
among  all  the  innumerable  and  critical  needs  of  the  missionary  enter- 
prise In  its  world-wide  aspect,  the  very  greatest  of  all  is  a  revival  in  the 
Jiome  Church,  and  that  among  many  forces,  material  and  spiritual, 
prayer  is  the  one  victorious  force  in  the  great  campaign,  the  Editorial 
Secretary  longed  to  base  her  work  upon  an  effort  in  this  direction. 
Consequently  a  personal  message  was  sent  to  the  Presidents  of  every 
adult  society  in  both  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments  of  the  wom- 
an's work,  inviting  them  to  form  prayer  circles  of  such  women  as 
would  pledge  themselves  to  intercede  daily  in  their  private  devotions 
during  the  three  months  of  October.  November,  and  December  for  a 
gi-eat  awakening  of  our  beloved  Southern  Methodist  Church.  In  re- 
sponse to  this  call  just  about  one  thousand  names  of  those  who  would 
unite  in  this  great  prayer  band  were  returned  to  the  office. 

With  joy  these  faithful  "remembrances"  learned  that  just  before 
their  season  of  prayer  closed  the  College  of  Bishops  sent  out  a  simi- 
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lar  request  to  the  pastors  and  congregations  of  the  whole  Church.  Our 
little  circle  has  broadened  out  into  this  larger  one,  for  which  we  thank 
God  and  take  courage.

When  the  duties  of  the  office  were  entered  upon,  August  11,  1910,  it 
was  found  that  the  interests  of  Ouj-  Homes  were  being  most  ably  and 
faithfully  served  by  Mrs.  J.  D.  Hammond,  those  of  the  Wo77ia7i's  Mis- 
sionary Advocate  by  Mrs.  E.  B.  Chappell,  and  those  of  the  Young  Chris- 
tian Wo^-ker  by  Miss  Anna  Maria  Barnes. 

The  You>"g  Christian  Worker 

Is  a  child's  paper  of  unusual  spirit  and  interest,  and  is  ably  edited  by 
Miss  Anna  Maria  Barnes  in  the  interest  of  the  Home  as  well  as  the 
Foreign  Department  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  The  paper  is 
not  and  never  has  been  adequately  circulated,  and  consequently  fails  to 
be  self-supporting.  We  would  urge  upon  every  Conference  Secretary 
present,  especially  upon  those  representing  the  Home  Department, 
since  this  is  a  new  duty  for  them,  to  feel  an  obligation  to  present  the 
cause  of  the  Young  Christian  Worker  to  every  children's  auxiliary 
within  the  limits  of  your  Conference.  It  will  prove  indispensable  to  the 
Lady  Managers  after  they  have  once  acquainted  themselves  with  the 
many  aids  and  suggestions  it  presents  month  by  month.  Perhaps  it 
would  be  wiser  for  the  Lady  Managers  themselves  to  be  responsible 
for  its  circulation  in  the  children's  societies,  as  the  children  can  hard- 
ly be  counted  upon  to  act  as  agents  who  will  keep  accurate  account  of 
expirations,  conduct  correspondence,  and  build  up  an  increasing  sub- 
scription list.

Handbooks  for   1911. 

The  revision  of  the  Handbooks  had  been  clamoring  for  attention. 
This  was  the  more  delicate  task,  owing  to  the  many  changes  necessary 
under  the  new  regime.  Five  thousand  Handbooks,  at  a  cost  of  $102, 
were  distributed  among  foreign  auxiliaries.  Through  correspondence, 
I  discover  a  very  general  desire  for  more  Handbooks,  and  will  plan  to 
provide  two  for  each  society  and  will  keep  a  supply  on  hand  that  others 
may  be  had  at  five  cents  each. 
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Leaflet  Liteeatube. 

An  investigation  of  the  supply  of  leaflets  was  made,  not  only  in  tlie 
Home  and  Foreign  Departments  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council, 
but  also  of  the  Educational  Department  and  the  Laymen's  Movement, 
and  there  was  published  a  catalogue,  including  a  classified  list  of  all 
the  leaflets  of  the  woman's  work,  and  such  selections  from  the  Educa- 
tional Department  and  Laymen's  Movement  as  would  fit  into  and  com- 
plement our  supply. 

In  this  study,  and  in  comparison  of  our  leaflets  with  those  put  out 
by  other  boards,  the  conclusion  was  reached  that  our  literature  is  too 
cheap  in  form  and  too  random  in  purpose.  The  Commission  that  re- 
ported on  literature  at  the  World  Missionary  Conference  reported  that 
the  American  Boards  put  out  too  much  cheap  leaflet  literatui-e. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Department  will  be  allowed  to  expend  the  same 
amount  of  money  in  a  better  class  of  printed  matter,  less  diffuse,  and 
logically  and  carefully  selected  as  to  topic  and  purpose. 

During  the  closing  months  of  1910  the  campaign  leaflets  for  the 
Foreign  Department  as  well  as  the  regular  quarterly  leaflets  for  Juve- 
nile Societies  of  the  Foreign  Department  were  sent  out,  provision  hav- 
ing been  made  before  my  arrival  for  the  home  mission  leaflets  up  to  the 
close  of  the  year. 

It  was  only  beginning  with  the  new  year  that  the  leaflet  litei-ature 
was  planned  along  the  line  of  logical  sequence.  It  was  proposed  to 
correlate  the  leaflet  output  month  by  month  with  the  topics  selected 
for  the  monthly  programs;  and  since  these  topics  were  so  selected  as 
to  touch  the  broadest  lines  of  our  work,  both  home  and  foreign,  at  the 
close  of  the  year  we  will  have  added  at  least  one  leaflet  to  each  of 
these  great  su'bjects. 

The  plan  contemplates  using  the  same  leaflet  for  the  Adult  and 
Young  People's  Societies,  with  occasional  exceptions.

L(Joking  to  the  development  of  the  spirit  of  union,  a  Yearbook  was 
planned  in  which  the  same  topic  is  to  be  used  month  by  month  by  the 
Adult  and  Young  People's  Societies  of  both  the  Home  and  Foreign 
Departments;  save  in  January  and  July,  two  separate  program  out- 
lines are  prepared  for  each  meeting. 

A  copy  of  the  Yearbook  was  presented  to  the  Presidents  of  all  the 
Societies,  with  the  notice  that  others  could  be  had  from  the  office  at 
five  cents  each  or  forty  cents  per  dozen. 
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Periodicals. 


The  editing  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Advocate  tell  lo  the  lot  ot 
the  Editorial  Secretary  for  its  October,  November,  and  December  is- 
sues, when  it,  along  with  Our  Homes  and  Go  Forward,  was  merged 
into  the  new  missionary  magazine,  which,  after  prolonged  research 
and  debate  and  consultation,  has  been  christened  the  Missionary  Voice. 

Whereas  it  is  not  the  design  of  this  paper  that  a  distinct  line  of 
demarkation  shall  appear  between  the  "male  and  female"  portions,  the 
women  may  feel  assured  that  of  its  sixty-four  pages,  thirty-two  pages 
will  be  filled  with  matter  bearing  upon  their  v.ork — sixteen  in  the  For- 
eign Department  and  sixteen  in  the  Home  Department,  which  latter 
department  Mrs.  J.  D.  Hammond  has  been  asked  to  edit. 

The  scheme  of  making  the  paper  a  brilliant  business  success  by  ad- 
mitting advertisements  was  particularly  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the 
men,  but  was  abandoned  at  the  earnest  protest  of  the  women  that  we 
be  given  a  chance  to  make  it  a  success  by  pure  loyalty  to  our  mis- 
sionary periodicals  and  special  efforts  in  its  behalf.

CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Desiring  that  every  work  of  our  various  mission  fields  may  have 
opportunity  to  present  its  interests  some  time  during  the  year,  we 
have  sent  an  invitation  to  each  one  to  send  communications  at  such 
time  as  will  best  fit  in  with  the  general  subject  of  the  month's  issue. 
Several  have  been  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity,  and 
have  taken  out  of  their  crowded  moments  time  to  send  us  the  freshest 
and  most  telling  news.  Often  these  letters  have  arrived  too  late  to 
appear  in  the  numbers  for  which  they  were  intended.  So  I  would  beg 
that  all  take  particular  notice  of  the  following  conditions: 

The  copy  for  the  magazine  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  sixty 
days  in  advance.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  as  it  requires  a  month  to  re- 
ceive news  from  the  Orient,  and  we  then  must  wait  two  more  months 
before  it  reaches  the  public.  Since  it  is  the  effort  of  the  Woman's 
Department  to  present  in  each  magazine  material  bearing  upon  a  cer- 
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tain  definite  line  of  worlv,  contributors  must  allow  three  months  to 
make  connection  with  the  desired  topic.  This  is  the  best  arrange- 
ment that  we  have  been  able  to  make  thus  far. 

We  welcome  suggestions,  even  criticisms,  from  our  readers,  as  it  is 
only  bj^  honest  expression,  either  of  congratulation  or  criticism,  that 
we  can  make  the  paper  of  the  widest  usefulness  to  all  of  its  readers. 

Advantages  of  Union. 

Certain  features  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Advocate  and  Our 
Homes  have  naturally  endeared  themselves  to  their  respective  readers. 
In  coining  together  and  studying  the  policy  of  each  of  these  three  pe- 
riodicals, the  comparison  teaches  us  to  retain  and  magnify  the  best 
in  each  one,  and  the  very  lack  of  space  encourages  the  art  of  wise  se- 
lection. 

The  greatest  advantage  of  the  union  of  the  periodicals  is  to  be  found 
in  the  necessity  it  imposes  upon  its  readers  of  acctimuiating  informa- 
tion along  all  the  lines  of  missionary  endeavor  in  our  Church,  while 
searching  out  the  particular  news  which  has  always  been  of  chief  in- 
terest to  them.

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The  receipts  from  June  1,  1910,  to  January  1,  1911,  were  $60  less 
than  in  the  corresponding  period  the  year  before;  but  the  expenses 
were  $408  more.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  in  1909  one  less  issue 
of  Our  Homes  was  paid  for  than  during  the  corresponding  period  in 
1910.  Ordinarily  the  December  issue  would  not  have  been  paid  for 
until  the  end  of  January,  after  another  month's  receipts  had  been  added 
to  the  bank  balance.  But  in  order  to  close  the  books  on  January  1  and 
turn  over  the  balance  to  the  Editorial  Secretary,  both  the  November 
and  December  issues  were  paid  for  out  of  the  receipts  for  1910. 

It  is  due  to  Our  Homes  to  state  also  that,  though  the  salary  paid  its 
editor  ceased  with  the  payment  made  on  December  1,  it  paid  the  first 
month's  salary  of  the  acting  editor  of  the  Home  Department  of  the 
Missionary  Voice;  and,  in  addition,  paid  the  office  expenses  of  said  edi- 
tor, the  total  for  all  purposes  being  $105.  This  was  done  by  order  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Home  Department. 

When  the  two  women's  papers  were  merged  into  the  Missionary 
Voice,  the  Woviaii's  Missionary  Advocate  had  a  balance  on  hand  of 
some  $260,  and  Our  Homes  a  balance  of  only  $105.55.  The  Executive 
Committee  ordered  this  difference  made  up  from  the  funds  of  the 
Home  Department,  as  was  wise.  But  it  should  be  stated  that  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Advocate  had  paid  nothing  for  the  salary  of  an 
editor  since  September  1,  1910,  this  expense  being  met  after  that  date 
from  the  funds  of  the  Foreign  Department;  and  Our  Homes  paid  the 
editor's  salary  in  full  to  December  1,  and  the  acting  editor  of  the 
Home  Department  of  the  Missionary  Voice  to  January  1,  with  her  office 
expenses  as  above. 

In  regard  to  the  $5,000  (realized  from  the  sale  of  bonds)  paid  by  Miss 
Helm  to  the  editor  of  Our  Homes,  the  thanks  of  this  body  are  due  to 
Miss  Helm,  whose  splendid  business  management  produced  this  sum, 
with  $6,000  additional  already  paid  into  the  general  treasury;  and  also 
to  her  brother,  Mr.  John  Helm,  for  his  counsel  and  assistance  to  his 
sister  in  regard  to  the  investment  of  the  money  she  earned  for  us. 

Brilliant  as  was  Miss  Helm's  financial  ability  as  agent  of  Our  Homes, 
it  pales  beside  her  services  as  editor.  Her  work  there  is  written  in  all 
our  hearts,  and  its  full  value  can  never  be  known  to  any  one  of  us. 
There  has  never  been  a  woman  in  Southern  Methodism  to  whom  the 
Church  owes  more  than  to  Mary  Helm.

As  I  record  the  story  of  my  year's  work,  I  find  a  mingling  of  sadness 
and  joy,  times  of  elation  and  moments  of  depression.  At  times  the 
largeness  of  the  task  and  the  multitude  of  indifferent  people,  blinded 
by  self-interest  and  caring  not  a  dollar  or  an  hour's  service  whether  hu- 
manity's burden  of  woe  and  ignorance  and  physical  sorrow  are  ever 
lifted,  have  almost  overwhelmed  me.  Then,  too,  my  own  inability  to 
cope  with  the  situation  as  powerfully  and  effectively  as  I  longed  to  do 
has  for  a  little  while  dulled  my  sense  of  God's  sufficiency.  Again,  the 
wonderful  progress  of  the  work,  the  opportunity  to  reach  the  millions 
of  God's  world  and  the  unlimited  resources  in  Christ  Jesus  have  filled 
my  soul  with  gladness. 

At  all  times  I  have  counted  it  a  privilege  to  serve  him  who  is  my  life, 
my  Saviour. 

Two  events  of  marvelous  potentiality  have  crowned  the  year  as  one  of 
unusual  privilege— the  World  Missionary  Conference,  at  Edinburgh,  and 
the  series  of  jubilee  meetings  in  America.  It  was  a  peculiar  honor  to 
represent  so  magnificent  a  body  of  women  at  such  gatherings.  For 
years  to  come  the  influence  and  messages  of  those  meetings  will  be  a 
power  and  inspiration  in  my  chosen  work.  I  wish  I  had  adequate  words 
to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  confidence  shown  by  my  coworkers  in 
making  it  possible  for  me  to  attend  these  great  meetings. 

After  the  meeting  of  the  Board  last  spring  I  spent  three  weeks  at  the 
General  Conference  in  the  interest  of  our  woman's  work,  and  very  soon 
after  that  I  started  on^my  journey  to  the  World  Missionary  Conference 
at  Edinburgh..  Each  day  I  realize  more  fully  the  influence  of  that  Con- 
ference in  my  life.  The  spirit  of  unity,  of  prayer,  of  attempting  large 
things  because  of  a  large  faith,  was  wonderful;  and  only  the  passing 
years  will  reveal  the  many  victories  made  possible  by  this  greatest 
of  missionary  meetings. 

In  September  I  began  my  work  under  the  new  organization  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council,  going  forth  with  a  larger  message  of  a 
world  for  Christ — a  message  of  need,  regardless. of  geographical  lines. 
I  have  traveled  12,328  miles,  conducted  187  services  in  73  places.  I  have 
visited  6  colleges,  2  Annual  Conferences,  8  District  meetings,  and  8 
jubilee  meetings.  Itinei'ations  were  made  in  5  Conferences,  and  special 
meetings  brought  me  in  touch  with  the  workers  of  nine  others. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  far-reaching  influence  of  the  great 
Jubilee  Missionary  Movement,  planned  and  carried  out  so  successfully 
by  the  women  of  our  own  United  States.  O  that  the  spirit  of  a  larger 
service  and  love  may  increase,  until  it  reaches  every  unenlisted  woman 
in  the  Church.  Each  one  who  cares  must  bring  into  the  ranks  the  nine 
who  are  out  of  the  circle.  Shall  we  not  thus  definitely  plan  our  every- 
member  campaign  this  fall? 
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I  wish  time  permitted  me  to  speak  of  every  city  in  the  bounds  of  our 
Church  where  the  jubilee  has  been  held,  and  tell  of  the  untiring  work 
of  our  Methodist  women.  About  $7,000  was  pledged  at  these  eight  jubi- 
lees, and  this  sum  will  continue  to  grow  by  offerings  from  every  Church, 
until  our  aim  of  $75,000  has  been  reached,  and  a  suitable  school  build- 
ing for  the  young  women  of  Brazil  is  a  splendid  reality. 

I  have  visited  our  centers  of  mission  work  at  the  Institutional  Church, 
Kansas  City;  Kingdom  House,  at  St.  Louis;  Warioto  Settlement,  Nash- 
ville; and  the  Italian  and  Wolff  Mission  Schools  in  Tampa.  Splendid 
work  is  being  done  at  each  place,  and  I  covet  a  larger  force  of  well- 
equipped  workers  at  every  point. 

Again,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  spend  a  few  helpful  days  at  our  Train- 
ing School  in  Kansas  City.  How  I  thank  God  for  the  consecrated  force 
of  teachers  and  the  fine  young  women  who  are  being  trained  for  definite 
service. 

The  month  of  January  was  spent  in  Nashville  studying  and  planning 
for  the  work  under  the  new  order;  and  during  this  time  I  was  present 
at  the  mid-year  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

It  must  be  left  for'  time  and  other  people  to  tell  the  results  of  this 
year's  work.  I  move  rapidly,  and  generally  have  time  only  to  give  my 
message  and  move  on  to  the  next  appointment. 

The  number  of  meetings  held  and  places  visited  is  smaller  than  usual 
because  of  much  time  given  to  the  special  work  and  meetings  that  have 
marked  this  a  year  of  change  and  transition. 

Numbers  of  new  members  have  been  added,  indifferent  ones  aroused, 
discouraged  ones  heartened.  Twenty-five  new  organizations  and  thirty- 
seven  mission  study  classes  have  been  promised. 

I  find  some  unrest  and  lack  of  definite  work  in  the  societies  because 
of  our  changed  plans  of  work  and  the  uncertainty  of  future  plans  to 
be  decided  at  this  meeting.  Everywhere  there  is  a  most  beautiful  spirit 
of  service  and  a  willingness  to  give  heartiest  cooperation  in  any  plans 
wrought  out  by  this  body.  This  but  increases  our  responsibility  as  the 
leaders  in  this  great  cause.  The  importance  of  carefully  systematized 
and  planned  methods  of  work,  and  of  a  real  study  of  missions  is  more 
and  more  apparent. 

I  must  still  regret  the  great  number  of  young  people  and  children 
yet  unorganized.  Let  us  make  the  Christ  real  to  them,  his  love  vital, 
his  service  a  joy.  Our  own  indifference  and  lukewarm  zeal  have  pre- 
vented their  enlistment.  I  believe  under  our  new  plan  of  organization 
and  unity  conditions  alohg  these  lines  will  improve. 

Our  needs,  based  on  our  opportunities  as  voiced  at  Edinburgh,  found 
an  echo  from  my  own  experience.  There  is  a  crying  need  for  a  "new 
consciousness  of  the  incomparable  gift  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus" — a 
larger  realization  of  what  his  love  is  and  what  he  would  have  it  imean 
to  the  world.     Then  there  is  the  almost  desperate  need  for  interces- 
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sory  prayer.  "Our  work  is  supernatural  or  nothing,"  said  one.  "You 
might  as  well  try  to  shovel  the  continent  of  Africa  and  Asia  into  the 
sea  as  to  lift  people  out  of  ignorance  and  vice  and  transform  them  into 
sons  of  God  without  supernatural  power."  We  have  organization,  edu- 
cation, wealth — everything  but  the  one  thing  needful — believing  prayer. 
Have  we  proved  the  power  of  prayer? 

Again,  the  largeness  of  opportunity  is  a  demand  for  life,  for  leader- 
ship in  the  conduct  of  the  work  at  home  and  for  workers  to  go  to  the 
front.  None  but  the  best  are  efficient  for  this  decisive  hour  of  missions. 
God  grant  that  we  may  have  them  in  adequate  numbers.  Not  only 
these,  for  never  was  there  such  a  demand  for  unity  as  the  condition  of 
success — unity  among  ourselves,  forgetting  our  differences  and  preju- 
dices and  moving  as  one  body  to  accomplish  all  that  the  present  oppor- 
tunity allows.  We  cannot  afford  to  clog  the  wheels  of  progress  by  un- 
consecrated  personalities. 

Then  there  is  coming  the  larger  unity  that  is  bringing  all  denomina- 
tions to  work  together  for  this  one  common  cause.  It  is  a  peculiar 
pleasure  to  find  in  so  many  places  that  the  women  of  all  Churches  are 
forming  missionary  unions  or  federations,  planning  large  mass  meet- 
ings, and  in  every  way  cooperating  in  the  creation  of  a  real  missionary 
atmosphere. 

Last,  but  of  tremendous  moment,  is  the  need  for  sacrifice  and  a 
larger  conception  of  stewardship.    To  quote  the  words  of  another: 

"We  must  bring  men  and  women  to  realize  what  it  cost  Christ  to 
bring  into  the  world  the  knowledge  of  the  Father,  and  to  persuade  them 
that  love  like  that  must  be  answered  by  a  love  in  kind." 

Christ  never  offered  less  than  himself  in  all  his  grace  and  truth, 
and  he  never"  asks  anything  less  than  the  surrender  of  the  whole  man 
to  himself,  and  it  is  when  great  things  are  asked  that  they  are  given. 
Christ  asks  for  men  to  give  themselves  to  him,  and  not  to  an  easy 
service — to  something  the  symbol  of  which  is  the  cross. 

When  Garibaldi  summoned  young  Italy  in  1849,  he  said:  "I  do  not 
offer  pay,  provisions,  or  quarters;  I  offer  hunger,  thirst,  forced  marches, 
battles,  death."  It  was  to  that  cry  that  the  deep  heart  of  the  people 
responded;  and  when  a  voice  like  that  is  uttered  in  the  Church  by 
those  who  have  a  right  to  utter  it,  then  we  can  be  sure  the  thin  ranks 
will  fill  up  again  and  our  King  go  forth  conquering  and  to  conquer. 

"Lord  of  the  mountain  peaks  piercing  the  sky, 
.  Quicken  our  faith  to  reach  thy  life  on  high; 
Above  our  feebleness  let  thy  best  tower 
Till  we  weak  sons  of  men  rise  sons  of  power." 

Recommendations. 

Realizing  that  the  decisive  hour  has  struck  in  missions,  and  that 
there  is  a  vital  need  to  have  a  missionary  society  in  every  Church,  and 
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every  woman  in  the  Church  a  member  of  that  society,  I  recommend 
that  a  stated  time  each  year  be  set  aside  for  an  every-member  cam- 
paign, each  campaign  having  some  distinctive  feature  or  method  of 
work. 

An  organizer  in  each  Conference,  I  believe,  would  pay  for  the  ex- 
pense not  only  by  organizing  new  societies,  but  in  encouraging  and 
helping  the  weak  and  new  auxiliaries,  showing  them  best  plans  of 
work. 

I  ask  that  literature  be  provided  showing  auxiliaries  the  best  meth- 
ods of  advertising  the  meetings — in  other  words,  planning  the  work 
of  a  publicity  committee.  The  time  has  passed  when  a  simple  an- 
nouncement from  the  pulpit  is  sufficient. 

I  also  request  that  a  leaflet  be  issued,  giving  suggestions  as  to  the 
best  way  to  plan  for  a  field  worker  or  organizer  so  as  to  get  the 
best  results. 

I  urge  an  echo  jubilee  meeting  in  each  society  some  time  in  the 
fall,  letting  this  plan  be  the  method  for  the  every-member  campaign 
this  year.  I  believe  it  to  be  a  fine  plan  to  persuade  each  auxiliary 
in  a  town  or  city  to  select  a  near-by  rural  Church  as  its  special  care, 
organize  the  women,  and  in  every  way  keep  the  work  strong. 

Two  words  ought  to  be  our  watchwo-rds  this  year:  "Definite,  ade- 
quate." 


MANAGERS. 
Eastern  Division,  Mrs.  Lee  Britt. 

Although  this  has  been  a  year  of  unrest  and  change,  it  has  been  one 
of  marked  advance  and  success  in  this  division;  but  with  the  joy  is 
sadness  that  every  woman  is  not  enlisted  in  missionary  work.  There 
are  in  every  Conference  so  many  indifferent  women  who  have  never 
experienced  the  joy  of  service  for  the  Master.  The  membership  cru- 
sade which  has  been  successfully  carried  on  in  many  Conferences  has 
added  to  our  members. 

The  work  of  the  Conferences  is  well  organized.  The  leaders  are 
women  of  large  faith,  and  are  not  afraid  to  undertake  great  and  hard 
things  "in  His  name."  Not  only  do  they  undertake,  but  they  accom- 
plish; they  bring  things  to  pass.  The  words  of  cheer  and  encourage- 
ment received  from  many  of  them  have  warmed  my  heart. 

God  called  one  of  our  best-known  and  well-beloved  workers,  Mrs. 
J.  W.  Humbert,  of  South  Carolina.  Earth  is  poorer,  heaven  is  richer, 
because  of  her  going.     God  calls  the  workers,  but  the  work  goes  on. 

The  influence  of  the  jubilee  meetings,  held  in  the  Virginia  and  Balti- 
more Conferences,  was  far-reaching,  stimulating  interest  and  awakening 
in  the  hearts  of  our  women  a  sense  of  personal  responsibility  to  share 
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the  joys  of  our  salvation  with  our  less  fortunate  sisters  in  non-Chris- 
tian lands. 

We  have  had  Miss  Davies  in  many  of  our  meetings.  God  blessed  the 
message  she  brought. 

Mrs.  Campbell  was  most  successful  in  the  Baltimore  Conference.  She 
was  a  benefit  to  the  Virginia  work. 

Since  January,  I  have  by  correspondence  touched  the  work  through 
the  Secretaries.  I  have  written  many  letters,  postals,  and  several  arti- 
cles for  various  papers.  I  have  spoken  at  several  public  meetings  and 
District  Conferences.  I  have  not  been  able  to  accept  the  many  invita- 
tions received  to  visit  other  sections  of  the  division.  I  appreciate  these 
invitations,  and  hope  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  accept  them. 

Should  the  Council  assign  duties  to  the  Managers,  it  is  my  earnest 
desire  that  God  whom  I  love  and  serve  may  use  me  in  extending  the 
work,  and  I  pray  that  our  women  may  have  greater  joy  in  service  for 
our  Lord. 

Central  Division,  Mrs.  E.  B.  Chappell. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  January,  at  which 
time  the  duties  of  Division  Managers  were  defined,  I  have  endeavored 
by  correspondence  to  put  myself  in  touch  with  the  thirteen  Confer- 
ence Secretaries  of  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  Central  Division. 
This  correspondence  has  been  most  helpful  and  interesting  to  me,  as 
I  have  been  compelled  to  decline  all  the  cordial  invitations  to  visit  the 
Conferences.  I  have  had  to  rely  solely  on  letters  for  knowledge  of  con- 
ditions. My  principal  duty  so  far  seems  to  have  fallen  in  the  line  of 
securing  helpers  among  missionaries  and  Council  members  for  annual 
meetings.  This  has  had  my  careful  attention,  and,  in  cooperation  with 
the  members  of  the  Itineration  Committee,  will,  I  trust,  be  satisfac- 
torily arranged.  I  believe  the  Division  Manager  may  be  a  distinct  help 
to  the  overworked  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Council  and  a  means 
of  help  and  inspiration  to  the  Conference  Secretary.  Being  thoroughly 
informed  and  willing  to  lend  herself  by  correspondence  and  visitation, 
she  may  serve  a  useful  link  between  the  general  office  and  the  Con- 
ference Secretary.  She  may  be  able  to  economize  both  time  and  labor 
for  Field  Secretary  and  missionary  at  home  on  furlough. 

Central  Division,  Mrs.  Hume  R.  Steele. 

Since  the  duties  of  the  Division  Managers  were  outlined  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  January,  I  have  endeavored  to  establish  by  cor- 
respondence a  cordial  relationship  with  the  thirteen  Corresponding 
Secretaries  in  the  Central  Division. 

I  have  visited  the  Memphis  Conference  twice,  going  to  Milan  during 
the  week  of  prayer  for  a  Sunday  evening  service,  and  attending  the 
Memphis  District  meeting,  at  Collierville,  Tenn.,  on  March  2(5. 
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Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  Conference  meetings  immedi- 
ately upon  the  adjournment  of  the  Council. 

Western  Division,  Mrs.  W.  F.  Barnum. 

A  silent  prayer,  "Let  my  mission  be  to  make  me  useful  in  this  world 
of  thine,  in  ways  according  to  thy  will,  not  mine,"  has  brought  us  to 
review  the  work  of  another  year. 

At  the  meeting  in  Clarksville,  Tenn.,  it  was  my  privilege  to  serve 
you  for  a  second  time  as  Recording  Secretary  Tpro  tern.  A  day  in 
Nashville  with  the  Secretary  and  a  day  of  quiet  and  rest  in  Kansas 
City  made  it  possible  for  me  to  get  the  minutes,  without  delay,  into 
Mrs.  Parker's  hands  for  publication.  For  the  finished  product,  we  are 
entirely  indebted  to  her. 

Having  been  reelected  to  the  office  of  Vice  President,  Western  Di- 
vision of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  I  was  preparing  for 
the  duties  awaiting  the  summer's  work,  when  a  telegram  called  me  to 
Asheville,  N.  C,  the  seat  of  the  General  Conference,  and  the  scene  of 
most  important  matters  concerning  the  future  of  woman's  work. 

I  cease  not  to  be  grateful  for  every  moment  spent  with  our  true, 
loyal,  and  consecrated  women  during  those  days  of  reconstruction  and 
readjustment.  It  only  intensified  my  sincere  appreciation  and  regard 
for  the  noble  women  of  the  Church  who  stood  as  pioneers  for  the  broad- 
est and  best  development  of  all  departments  of  work  committed  to  their 
care. 

Some  changes  were  necessary  to  meet  the  new  order  of  things;  and 
upon  my  election  as  one  of  the  ten  women  managers  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  I  resigned  my  office  as  Vice  President  of  the  Western  Division 
of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  Until  the  Provisional  Com- 
mittee could  arrange  a  working  basis  and  outline  the  duties  of  offi- 
cers, I  held  sacred  an  unfulfilled  obligation  to  the  Woman's  Board  of 
Foreign   Missions,   and  as   such   have   pursued   my   duties   during  the 

year. 

Conferences. 

All  the  summer  Conferences  attended  were  large,  enthusiastic,  and 
full  of  interesting  plans  for  future  work.  During  the  year  our  splendid 
representatives  of  home  and  foreign  fields  have  rendered  assistance  in 
many  ways  and  proved  a  delight  to  all. 

"The  half  has  not  yet  been  told,"  can  well  be  said  of  the  jubilee  meet- 
ings, fiftieth  anniversary  of  woman's  work  for  foreign  missions,  held 
in  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis  on  November  1-4,  both  of  which  I  was 
privileged  to  attend,  and  was  accorded  a  place  in  our  denominational 
rallies  and  elsewhere. 

I  find  in  my  heart  a  profound  appreciation  of  the  past,  for  "great 
hearts  broke  to  bring  things  to  pass;"  a  better  preparation  for  my  call 
to  service;  and  a  keener  sense  of  the  divine  responsibility  for  my  share 
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of  the  work.  I  have  tried  to  give  to  our  Conference  ofllcers  some  out- 
line of  the  program  designed  for  jubilee  night  during  their  Confer- 
ence sessions.  We  hope  from  these  meetings  will  go  a  large  enthusi- 
asm for  both  denominational  and  interdenominational  rallies  through- 
out our  Western  Division. 

For  the  August  encampment,  at  Epworth,  our  Texas  women  have  in 
store  a  coveted  feature  for  their  work  in  the  person  of  Mrs.  M.  L.  Har- 
grove. 

From  the  report  of  my  associate  you  will  learn  of  her  own  place  for 
summer  work  at  Denton,  Texas. 

Missionaries. 

Not  the  least  among  the  delights  of  my  office  has  been  the  possi- 
bility of  service  rendered  our  noble  workers  at  home  and  abroad  four- 
teen of  them  having  passed  our  way) — anything  from  outlining  itin- 
eraries to  the  purchase  of  steamer  tickets  or  furnishing  literature  for 
a  mission  Sunday  school.  God  bless  them,  God  speed  them!  With 
equal  gratitude  we  welcome  to  our  ranks  the  new  volunteers  and  mis- 
sionary candidates  for  training. 

Mission  Study. 

That  "our  ways  are  not  His  ways"  was  wrought  in  the  providence 
that  deterred  us  from  filling  our  engagement  to  have  charge  of  the 
foreign  mission  study  class  at  Monteagle,  Tenn.,  in  July,  1910.  ("West- 
ern Women  in  Eastern  Lands"  was  the  book  used.)  Instead,  we  had  a 
school  in  which  the  Father  was  the  Teacher,  and  our  little  family,  out  of 
which  went  the  precious  little  niece  of  seven  years,  was  the  class.  He 
also  knows  how  perfectly  was  the  lesson  learned.  He  makes  no  mis- 
takes. As  a  result  of  the  preparation  for  Monteagle,  there  came  to  our 
own  city  some  new  or  added  charm  to  mission  study.  Beginning  on  Oc- 
tober 6  and  continuing  for  seven  weeks,  we  conducted  an  interdenomi- 
national mission  study  class,  with  an  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-eight,  and  sold  seventy-five  copies  of  the  book,  "Western  Wom- 
en in  Eastern  Lands." 

Since  that  time  other  books  have  been  supplied  to  mission  study 
classes,  making  in  all  one  hundred  and  twenty  books  that  have  passed 
through  our  hands.  Then,  too,  our  interdenominational  class  organized 
permanently  for  future  work.  Three  mission  study  classes  were  the  di- 
rect result,  besides  most  enthusiastic  classes  in  progress  in  our  own 
Methodist  Churches.     We  are  the  most  eager  for  the  next  book  in  the 

course.  ' 

Literature. 

With  the  mission  study  class  has  come  a  constant  demand  for  liter- 
ature. It  has  been  possible  for  me  to  meet  all  requests.  Hundreds  of 
leaflets,  singly  and  in  sets,  covering  many  subjects,  have  been  supplied. 
With  these  have  developed  the  use  of  posters  and  charts.     The  set  pre- 
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pared  for  my  own  study  of  "Western  Women  in  Eastern  Lands"  had  a 
place  in  the  exhibits  of  the  jubilee  meetings  at  Kansas  City  and  St. 
Louis.  We  have  sold  one  hundred  Yearbooks,  and  the  leaflets  ordered 
for  local  use  are  eagerly  sought. 

Unification. 

In  the  recent  meetings  of  varied  order  that  I  have  attended,  we  find 
the  subject  of  unification  an  interesting  one.  Our  correspondence  has 
developed  many  phases  of  the  same  subject. 

The  women  are  alert  and  ready  for  the  best.  Their  faith  is  strong, 
and  they  stand  for  the  principle  that  underlies  all  great  movements. 

By  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Council,  quite  all  of 
our  Conference  Societies  will  hold  joint  sessions  during  May  and  June, 
and  one  or  two  will  follow  in  October.  All  are  eager  for  the  fullest 
information  and  right  relations  of  the  departments. 

Already  our  women  are  anticipating  the  splendid  results  of  unifica- 
tion in  testing  their  united  forces,  and  are  rejoicing  over  increased 
membership,  enlarged  and  more  systematic  giving,  and  more  perfect 
organization  in  many  ways. 

As  fully  as  possible  I  have  given  myself  to  the  numerous  calls  for 
all  kinds  of  meetings  and  services  asked,  as  well  as  an  extensive  cor- 
respondence. I  have  attended  the  two  called  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  in  Nashville,  in  October,  1910,  following  the  called  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  in  January,  1911. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  colaborers  who  have  helped  in  many  ways 
they  thought  not  of.  There  is  much  prayer  among  our  women  for  a 
great  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  the  work  and  upon  the  world. 

God  grant  that  the  year  before  us  may  be  a  year  measured  by  his 
resources,  his  all-suffering,  and  all  the  possibilities  of  his  everlasting 
strength  and  love! 

Western  Division,  Mrs.  L.  P.  Smith. 

This  report  seems  hardly  worthy  to  bring  before  you,  but  the  incom- 
plete and  undefined  policy  of  a  new  ofiice  will  perhaps  serve  as  a  reason 
for  this.  The  fourteen  Conference  Societies  which  comprise  the  Home 
Department  of  the  Western  Division  have  done  fine  work  and  have  made 
some  substantial  growth  this  year.  Several  letters  have  been  written 
to  each  Conference  Secretary,  and  yearbooks  and  other  leaflets  have 
been  distributed.  Three  Conferences  have  been  visited,  and  talks  made 
in  Denver,  Pueblo,  and  Colorado  Springs. 

An  institute  has  been  arranged  for  in  the  Methodist  dormitory  at  Den- 
ton, to  be  held  June  5-16,  which  will  prove  of  great  help  to  all  who  can 
attend.  Classes  will  be  conducted  in  the  Bible,  mission  study,  sociology, 
and  methods.  The  Mission  Home  and  Training  School  and  the  Wesley 
House  in  Dallas  have  been  visited  with  sympathetic  interest.    An  effort 
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has  been  made  to  secure  for  the  annual  meetings  the  speakers  and 
visitors  they  have  desired.  We  believe  the  best  work  has  been  done 
in  the  endeavor  to  give  courage  and  help  to  the  various  officers  and 
leaders  in  the  several  Conferences. 


BUREAU  OF  PRESS  WORK,  MRS.  LUKE  JOHNSON, 
SUPERINTENDENT. 

Since  the  beginning  of  this  work  under  the  new  regime,  nothing  has 
been  attempted  further  than  to  find  out  the  condition  of  the  work  now 
being  done  in  both  the  Church  and  secular  press.  As  a  result  of  this  in- 
vestigation we  find  that  the  work  done  in  the  religious  press  is  more 
satisfactory  than  that  done  in  the  secular  press. 

The  Oklahoma  Conference  is  doing  the  finest  work  in  the  secular 
press,  having  regular  matter  in  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  papers. 
The  North  Georgia  Conference  follows  with  forty-seven,  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference  next  with  thirty-seven,  and  Louisiana  with  fourteen. 
Many  others  have  none,  and  a  few  five  or  six  each. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  we  are  not  doing  our  best  with  this  line  of 
;work.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  work  done  in  the  religious 
papers  is  more  satisfactory  than  that  in  the  secular  papers.  All  of  the 
editors  of  the  Church  organs  have  been  most  Ivind  and  helpful  in  fur- 
nishing to  us  these  avenues  of  information. 

■  In  the  Alabavia  Advocate  both  departments  in  both  patronizing  Con- 
ferences have  good,  helpful  matter.  The  work  of  four  Conferences  in 
the  Western  Methodist  is  good,  but  not  always  regular.  The  Central 
Methodist  has  a  woman's  page,  which  is  generally  filled  with  work  from 
both  Home  and  Foreign  Departments.  The  Raleigh  Advocate  has  a 
good,  regular  work  from  both  departments.  The  Pacific  Advocate  is 
regularly  filled  with  both  lines  of  work.  The  South  Carolina  Advocate 
is  regular  with  two  columns,  though  not  so  much  matter  is  furnished 
as  in  some  of  the  others.  The  North  Carolina  Advocate  has  a  separate 
page  for  each  of  the  departments,  and  is  well  and  regularly  filled.  The 
Wesleyan  Christian  Advocate  and  the  Florida  Christian  Advocate  both 
have  well  filled  departments.  The  Layman's  Herald,  Parkersburg,  W. 
Va.,  has  both  departments  well  edited  and  regular.  The  Baltimore  and 
Richmond  Advocate,  the  New  Orleans  Advocate,  and  the  Stl  Louis  Ad- 
vocate have  no  departments  or  columns,  though  there  are  occasional 
contributions  by  our  workers  in  these  papers.  The  Texas  Advocate  has 
an  entire  woman's  page,  which  gives  the  news  of  the  work  in  botli  de- 
partments, but  has  never  been  afllliated  with  the  departments  of  the 
Council  work.  I  do  not  see  the  Midland  Methodist,  but  understand  that 
it  has  no  woman's  department,  but  that  there  are  occasional  contribu- 
tions from  the  women  of  the  different  Conferences. 

This  body  is  indebted  to  the  Neiv  Orleans  Christian  Advocate,  the 
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Baltimore  and' Richmond  Christian  Advocate,  the  Pacific  Methodist,  the 
Western  Methodist,  the  Layman's  Herald,  and  the  8P.  Louis  Christian 
Advocate  for  the  courtesy  extended  to  your  Press  Superintendent  in 
complimentary  sub'scriptions  to  their  papers. 

In  some  Conferences  the  Superintendents  of  Literature  do  not  keep  in 
personal  touch  with  the  auxiliary  Superintendents,  and  do  not  know 
what  is  being  done.  In  others  the  Superintendents  are  unable  to  hear 
from  the  auxiliaries,  and  so  do  not  know  what  is  being  accomplished. 

"Keep  in  touch  with  the  newspaper  men,"  is  the  advice  of  a  New 
York  pastor.  "It  is  a  great  mistake  to  keep  aloof  from  the  newspapers. 
Everybody  reads  the  newspapers,  and  if  you  want  to  get  your  interest 
before  the  public,  you  must  use  this  important  agency.  They  will  al- 
ways treat  you  fairly,  if  you  give  them  reason  for  doing  so.  This  is  a 
reading  age.  People  are  reading  as  never  before  in  the  world.  The 
daily  newspaper — how  it  is  scanned  by  the  thousands!  The  weekly  or 
county  paper  is  pored  over,  ofttimes  every  word  of  it,  by  hundreds  of 
people  in  town  and  country.  And  the  most  of  these  pages  are  open  to 
the  news  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  There  is  no  news  so  thrilling,  none 
so  weighty  with  eternal  interest  as  the  news  from  the  battle  fields  of 
sin  at  home  and  abroad. 

We  would  urge  that  we  consider  this  mighty  opportunity  for  service 
through  the  printed  daily  and  weekly  page,  and  use  it  as  never  before. 
With  less  than  one-fourth  of  the  women  of  the  Church  enlisted  in  this 
mighty  warfare,  it  behooves  us  to  arouse  ourselves  and  use  every 
means  at  hand  in  a  mighty  effort  to  win  not  only  a  few  but  every 
woman  for  a  forward  march  for  the  conquest  of  the  world.  We  there- 
fore recommend : 

1.  That  the  Council  request  the  incoming  Press  Superintendent  to 
express  the  appreciation  of  the  body  to  all  the  editors  of  the  papers 
who  have  so  greatly  assisted  in  our  press  work  in  the  past. 

2.  That  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  through  the  Conference 
officers,  continue  the  policy  of  filling  space  in  all  the  Church  papers 
available  by  having  a  Woman's  Department,  with  one  woman  as  editor 
in  each  pap'er,  rather  than  one  woman  from  each  department  of  each 
Conference,  as  heretofore. 

3.  That  this  editor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  patronizing  Conferences  In 
a  way  satisfactory  to  them  if  agreeable  to  the  editor  of  the  paper. 

4.  That  the  Press  Superintendents,  Conference  officers,  and  District 
Secretaries  of  the  patronizing  Conferences  shall  keep  the  editor  of  the 
woman's  page  informed  of  the  news  in  their  Conferences  in  order  that 
the  page  may  be  the  medium  of  communication  and  information  for  all 
the  Conferences  in  both  departments  of  work. 

5.  That  we  make  persistent  and  strenuous  efforts  to  increase  the 
circulation  of  the  Annual  Conference  organs,  that  all  the  homes  of  the 
Church  may  be  supplied  with  their  Conference  paper. 
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BUREAU  OF  SUPPLIES,  MRS.  J.  H.  YARBROUGH, 
SUPERINTENDENT. 

The  work  of  supplying  boxes  for  emergencies  in  our  preachers' 
homes,  mission  schools,  and  Conference  orphanages  has  had  a  very 
successful  year.  There  is  a  small  increase  in  the  number. of  donations 
and  the  value  of  the  same.  But,  considering  the  unsettled  condition  of 
our  work  during  the  year  and  the  rearranging  of  some  of  our  largest 
Conferences,  thereby  causing  changes  in  efficient  Conference  Superin- 
tendents, the  report  is  very  good.  We  must  never  forget  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  put  in  words  and  figures  the  real  value  of  this  work.  Some 
of  the  Conference  Superintendents  have  done  excellent  work,  and 
much  comfort  and  cheer  has  been  sent  to  those  needing  our  help,  love, 
and  sympathy. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  the  same  old  story  of  delay  in  getting  names  of 
needy  preachers  from  presiding  elders  has  interfered  much  in  the  work 
of  both  Superintendents.  This  retards  the  work  of  sending  out  to  the 
auxiliaries  the  needed  blanks.  But  we  beg  the  auxiliaries  to  be  pa- 
tient, to  realize  that  we  do  the  very  best  we  can.  The  presiding  elders 
cannot  always  get  the  names  early,  and  it  is  our  duty,  and  should  be 
our  pleasure,  to  send  when  we  can  and  the  very  best  we  can. 

The  St.  Louis  Conference  sent  the  largest  number  of  donations  to 
preachers,  the  number  being  thirty-eight;  and  South  Georgia  came 
next,  having  sent  twenty-five.  The  Texas  Conference  sent  the  largest 
number  of  donations  and  the  most  valuable,  the  number  being  two 
hundred  and  two,  valued  at  $4,553.45.  North  Georgia  was  close  be- 
hind, having  .sent  one  hundred  and  five,  valued  at  $4,459.30. 

Most  of  the  Conferences  would  have  made  a  larger  showing  if  the 
women  would  report  the  donations  as  they  should.  Much  labor  and 
expense  would  be  saved  if  every  ofl&cer  felt  it  her  duty  carefully  to 
report  her  work.  Many  orders  come  to  this  office  asking  for  leaflets, 
record  books,  etc.,  that  should  be  ordered  from  the  general  office.  It 
means  delay  to  you  in  receiving  them,  and  adds  to  the  labor  and  ex- 
pense of  this  office.  Please  bear  in  mind  that  "Supplies"  means  dona- 
tions of  money  and  boxes  and  barrels  sent  to  the  needy.  Remember, 
while  this  is  a  "Bureau,"  it  holds  only  money  and  clothes — not  books 
or  literature.  Let  us  try  to  send  many  donations  this  coming  year, 
the  best  we  have  ever  sent,  for  in  so  doing  we  will  be  serving  our 
Master.

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BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF  THE  SCARRITT  BIBLE  AND 
TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year  1910-11  in  the  history  of  the 
institution  the  results  may  be  summed  up  in  two  words:  Enlarged 
service.  The  enrollment  of  students,  the  curriculum,  the  sphere  of 
field  work  have  all  been  enlarged,  so  that  the  outlook  is  promising  and 
we  are  inspired  with  new  hope  as  we  present  our  twentieth  annual  re- 
port to  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

The  report  of  the  Principal,  presented  at  the  twentieth  annual  meet- 
ing, which  was  held  March  23,  1911,  will  give  fuller  evidence  of  the 
year's  growth. 

Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  Principal. 

"Characters  of  institutions,  as  of  individuals,  are  achieved,  not  re- 
ceived; and  they  mature  like  fruit."  This  is  true  of  the  Training 
School,  for  the  cherished  ideals  of  former  years  are  becoming  more 
and  more  real,  and  the  institution  during  this  session  has  made  grati- 
fying progress  in  standards  and  achievements.  My  last  report  was 
made  March  17,  1910,  and  the  session  of  1909-10  closed  well. 

The  changes  made  by  the  General  Conference  in  the  autonomy  of 
the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the  organization  by  which 
this  institution  was  established  and  under  whose  auspices  it  has  been 
conducted  for  nineteen  years,  will  make  no  material  change  in  the 
conduct  of  the  institution.  The  new  Board  of  Missions,  created  by  the 
merging  of  the  three  Boards  already  existing,  will  have  the  school 
under  its  auspices,  but  as  the  institution  has  been  chartered  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  the  management  will  be  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Managers,  as  heretofore. 

Vacation  Duties. 

Two  members  of  the  faculty,  the  Principal  and  Miss  Mabel  K.  How- 
ell, teacher  of  Sociology  and  Church  History,  attended  the  World  Mis- 
sionary Conference  at  Edinburgh,  and  had  both  pleasure  and  profit 
from  the  trip  to  Europe.  Miss  Howell  remained  until  August  and 
made  a  study  of  sociological  conditions  in  London  and  vicinity  which 
will  be  an  invaluable  asset  in  her  professional  equipment. 

Owing  to  official  missionary  duties  and  our  trip  to  Edinburgh,  we 
were  absent  from  April  till  August  except  for  brief  intervals.  During 
this  period  of  absence  Miss  Billingsley  and  Mrs.  Hargrove  assumed 
our  official  duties,  and  the  school  suffered  no  loss,  but  rather  gain. 
An  appeal  sent  in  June  by  Mrs.  Hargrove  to  two  hundred  persons 
whose  names  were  furnished  by  students  resulted  in  gifts  amounting 
to  $640.50  to  make  needed  improvements.  In  addition,  two  individual 
annual  scholarships  were  given. 
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Before  commencement  seventeen  students  volunteered  to  act  as 
ofl&cial  representatives  of  the  school  at  meetings  in  their  respective 
Conferences,  and  to  secure  names  and  addresses  of  prospective  stu- 
dents. The  increased  attendance  and  stimulated  interest  this  year 
attest  that  their  promise  was  faithfully  kept. 

Changes  and  Improvements. 

Most  of  the  recommendations  as  to  imperative  needs  made  in  our 
last  report  have  been  supplied,  owing  to  the  help  given  by  the  Wom- 
an's Board  of  Foreign  Missions  in  appropriating  $600  and  the  re- 
sponses gained  from  Mrs.  Hargrove's  appeal.  Four  new  bathrooms 
have  been  added,  and  the  chapel  and  hall  floors  have  been  covered  with 
battleship  cloth,  which  is  guaranteed  to  wear  like  iron.  What  it  lacks 
in  beauty,  compared  with  carpets,  it  gains  in  sanitation  and  durability, 
so  that  this  outlay  for  floor  covering,  while  great,  will  not  be  needed 
again  for  many  years.  The  domestic  science  kitchen,  which  was 
planned  and  furnished  under  the  personal  direction  of  Miss  Bolz,  do- 
mestic science  teacher,  is  modern  and  well-equipped. 

To  meet  the  increased  needs  for  hot  water  made  by  the  new  lava- 
tories and  cookery  kitchen  a  new  heater  was  set  up  in  the  basement, 
so  that  the  supply  this  winter  has  been  adequate,  and  a  just  cause  of 
complaint  removed. 

Our  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  S.  Chick,  by  personal  solicitation  secured 
from  neighbors  annoyed  by  smoke  from  our  chimney  a  large  proportion 
of  the  amount  necessary  to  install  a  smoke  consumer  costing  $500.  To 
Mr.  Chick  and  these  neighbors  the  household  is  indebted  for  the  great- 
ly lessened  annoyance  from  smoke  and  soot. 

Eighteenth  Annual  Session. 

The  eighteenth  annual  session  opened  on  September  8,  1910,  and  was 
honored  by  the  presence  of  two  members  of  the  College  of  Bishops — 
Bishop  Collins  Denny,  who  was  holding  the  Missouri  Conferences,  and 
Bishop  E.  R.  Hendrix,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  The  ad- 
dresses were  made  by  the  two  members  of  the  faculty  who  had  been 
abroad.  Our  theme  was,  "A  Message  to  Students  from  the  World 
Missionary  Conference,"  and  Miss  Howell  gave  an  address  on  "The 
Significance  of  the  Edinburgh  Conference  and  Its  Call  to  the  Church." 
Thus  was  given  a  comprehensive  r6sum6  of  that  epoch-making  assem- 
bly. The  opening  was  auspicious,  and  gave  promise  of  increase  that 
found  fulfillment  later. 

Enrollment  of  Students. 

Ninety-five  students  have  been  enrolled  during  the  session.  Seven 
of  these  are  day  pupils,  eighty-eight  are  resident  students.  Eighteen 
States  are  represented.     Missouri  heads  the  list  with  twenty-six  stu- 
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dents,  including  day  pupils.  Texas  has  sixteen,  Georgia  thirteen,  Cali- 
fornia six,  Arkansas  and  Kentucky  five  each;  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  and 
Kansas,  three  each;  while  ten  other  States  have  one  or  two  representa- 
tives. Korea  furnishes  one  and  Mexico  two  students,  who  have  been 
educated  in  the  mission  schools  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions in  those  lands.  Rich  fruitage  is  now  being  gathered  from  the 
mission  field.  Students  from  Brazil  and  Mexico  have  already  taken 
training  here,  and  have  gone  back  to  teach  in  the  mission  schools 
where  they  were  educated. 

Report  of  Work  in  Departments. 

The  progress  in  each  department  has  been  most  gratifying.  Changes 
in  the  courses  for  the  deaconess  and  foreign  mission  candidates  have 
been  made  necessary  because  of  the  introduction  of  new  subjects 
suited  to  the  particular  needs  of  candidates  for  work  differing  so  in 
nature.  A  six  weeks'  winter  course  was  planned  to  "be  held  every  year 
in  January  and  February.  This  course  attracted  much  attention,  and 
though  advertised  too  late  to  secure  a  large  attendance  this  year,  it 
will  prove  a  popular  addition  to  the  course  of  instruction.  Designed 
for  home  workers,  especially  Conference  and  district  oflBcers  in  the 
missionary  societies,  it  gives  not  only  a  fine  course  of  study,  but  supple- 
ments that  with  an  inspection  of  social  agencies  in  Kansas  City,  which 
is  a  feature  of  absorbing  interest. 

There  are  now  two  regular  diploma  courses  covering  two  years,  de- 
signed for  foreign  mission  candidates  and  deaconess  candidates.  Non- 
missionary  candidates  who  wish  to  graduate  may  elect  either  of  these 
courses.  Besides  these,  there  is  a  one-year  course  for  foreign  mission 
special  candidates,  who,  because  of  very  superior  educational  advan- 
tages, professional  equipment,  and  special  experience  in  Christian  work, 
are  allowed  by  the  Board  to  go  on  the  field  after  a  one-year  special 
course  in  specific  missionary  preparation.  Students  completing  this 
course  will  be  entitled  to  a  certificate. 

There  is  also  a  one-year  course  for  nurse-deaconess  candidates  to 
meet  the  demand  for  a  one-year  Bible-training  co.urse  required  of  all 
nurse  deaconesses.    This  also  entitles  to  a  certificate. 

Provision  has  been  made  for  students  who  desire  self-improvement 
and  who  can  give  but  one  year  to  such  training.  At  the  completion 
of  the  course,  the  student  is  given  a  certificate. 

In  addition  to  these  regular  students,  women  who  have  neither  the 
academic  nor  practical  training  required  of  candidates  for  diploma  or 
certificate  are  enrolled  as  class  visitors,  thus  making  provision  to  meet 
their  hunger  for  the  spiritual  truths  revealed  in  the  Word  of  God. 

The  faculty  has  been  enriched  by  the  accession  of  Miss  Henrietta  L. 
Gay,  a  graduate  of  the  Hartford  School  of  Religious  Pedagogy.  Miss 
Gay  has  brought  to  the  Department  of  Religious  Pedagogy  and  Mission

studies  culture  of  mind  and  spirit,  rare  insight  into  character,  discrim- 
inating judgment,  and  tact,  combined  with  power  as  a  teacher.  The 
Domestic  Science  Department,  under  Miss  Bolz,  is  doing  good  worlt 
in  teaching  sixty  women  how  to  coolf  in  the  new  kitchen. 

Rev.  Hoyt  M.  Dobbs,  pastor  of  Central  Church,  gave  a  course  of  four 
lectures  on  the  theme  "The  Cardinal  Facts  of  Christian  Theology." 
The  lectures  were  illuminating  and  inspiring. 

New  Literature  and  Calendar. 

The  Yearbook  for  1910-11  was  issued  in  April.  Two  thousand  copies 
were  printed.  A  "Handbook  of  Information"  was  also  issued.  On 
January  1  an  attractive  calendar  was  published,  which  has  been  re- 
ceived with  great  favor,  bringing  grateful  acknowledgments  from 
many  persons  to  whom  complimentary  copies  were  sent.  Hundreds 
have  also  been  sold  at  twenty-five  or  thirty  cents,  postpaid,  which 
helped  to  meet  the  expense  of  publication. 

Five  folders  have  been  published  giving  a  study  of  the  school  from 
various  points  of  view — viz.,  that  of  a  deaconess,  student  secretary, 
foreign  missionary,  and  of  a  participant  in  the  home  life  for  four  years. 
The  writers  were  members  of  the  alumnae:  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth  Smith, 
Head  Resident  of  the  Wesley  House,  Louisville,  Ky.;  Miss  Eva  Hyde, 
Student  Secretary  at  the  Industrial  Institute  and  College,  Columbus, 
Miss. ;  and  Miss  Janie  H.  Watkins,  Soochow,  China.  The  last  folder  was 
written  by  Rev.  James  C.  Morris,  D.D.,  the  beloved  spiritual  adviser 
who  blessed  the  school  with  his  presence  for  four  years.  A  folder  en- 
titled "A  Glimpse  of  Scarritt,"  written  by  Miss  Sarah  Smith,  now  mis- 
sionary in  Huchow,  China,  was  reprinted.  Besides  these,  a  large  issue 
of  two-toned  postcard  pictures  was  printed  to  be  sold,  as  the  former 
supply  was  exhausted. 

A  most  valuable  addition  was  made  to  the  literature  of  the  school 
when  a  "Manual  of  Household  Economics"  was  compiled  and  copyright- 
ed by  our  able  Financial  Secretary,  Miss  Elizabeth  Billingsley,  who  in- 
vented "the  wheel"  on  which  the  weekly  work  list  is  turned.  It  is  sold 
at  forty  cents,  postpaid.  This  manual  was  adopted  as  a  textbook  as  it 
contains  the  methods  used  in  the  school  for  doing  the  household  work, 
besides  explanation  and  direction  how  to  organize  work  in  any  institu- 
tion on  a  similar  basis. 

Appreciated  Gifts. 

The  financial  report  shows  that  the  gifts  of  the  year  have  been  more 
numerous  than  usual,  aggregating  nearly  $3,000.  The  contributions  for 
repairs  in  resp'onse  to  the  appeal  sent  out  in  the  summer  were  most  en- 
couraging. Perhaps  the  gifts  most  potent  for  good  were  the  individual 
scholarships,  nine  in  number  and  $180  each. 

Mrs.  George  Gaulbert,  Louisville,  Ky.,  paid  for  two  scholarships,  en- 
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abling  two  young  women  to  take  the  course.  Others  who  contributed 
scholarships  were:  Miss  Lizzie  McDaniel,  Springfield,  Mo.;  Mrs.  Jose- 
phine Watson,  Springfield,  Mo.;  Mrs.  and  Miss  McMillion,  Los  Angeles, 
Cal.;  Mrs.  T.  T.  Hillman,  Birmingham,  Ala.;  Mr.  Howard  Vrooman, 
Kansas  City,  Mo. ;  Mrs.  S.  S.  Garbutt,  Valdosta,  Ga.  The  Alumnae  Asso- 
ciation for  the  ninth  year  devoted  its  funds  to  the  support  of  the 
Alumnse  Scholarship;  and  Mrs.  Melissa  Kim,  of  Seoul,  Korea,  is  en- 
tered upon  it.  The  Bpworth  League  has  again  shown  its  interest  by 
providing  scholarships.  The  St.  Joseph  (Mo.)  District  League  sup- 
ported one  scholarship,  and  the  Leagues  of  Arkansas  provided  two 
scholarships  this  year. 

The  Senior  Class  has  inaugurated  a  beautiful  custom — that  is,  giving 
to  the  school  a  part  of  its  class  day  program  a  gift  of  love  as  a  class 
souvenir.  Such  gifts  have  furnished  the  platform  furniture  and  piano 
in  the  chapel,  added  the  senior  class  bookcase  to  the  library,  and  re- 
furnished the  Hoagland  drawing-room.  The  Class  of  1910  gave  $75 
in  gold  toward  supplying  the  floor  covering  for  the  chapel. 

A  unique  style  of  progressive  giving  has  been  begun  by  Mrs.  J.  S. 
Turnage,  of  Water  Valley,  Miss.,  who  sent  an  undirected  gift  to  the 
school  of  $10  on  her  little  son's  first  birthday,  and  this  year  sent  a 
check  for  twenty  dollars  in  honor  of  his  second  birthday.  Mrs.  Turnage 
was  a  student  here  one  year.  Her  example  is  worthy  of  imitation  by 
those  who  prize  the  school  and  the  blessings  of  motherhood. 

Material  gifts  have  been  most  welcome.  They  include  the  following: 
Miss  Daisy  Davies,  $30  for  soup  spoons;  Miss  Alma  Jones,  $15  for  table 
linen  (a  gift  from  the  young  women  of  the  Southwest  Missouri  Confer- 
ence) ;  Mrs.  Walbeck,  Louisville,  Ky.,  three  dozen  beautiful  towels;  a 
fireless  cooker  from  friends  in  Arkansas,  through  Miss  Virginia  O.  How- 
ell, missionary  to  Brazil.  Societies  in  Warsaw,  Ky.,  Richmond,  Mo.,  Con- 
way, Arlv.,  Waynesboro,  Va.,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Ainsworth,  Lexington,  Mo., 
and  Mrs.  Frank  Page  and  two  friends,  Biscoe,  N.  C,  sent  barrels  ot 
preserves  and  fruit.  Mrs.  Page  sent  also  a  Christmas  gift  of  two 
large  cakes  and  nine  bath  towels. 

The  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  baskets  again  were  made  possible 
through  the  generosity  of  friends.  A  set  of  Church  history  maps  was 
given  by  Mrs.  Frederick  Simpson,  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

We  received  through  Conference  Treasurers,  for  refurnishing  of  halls, 
rooms,  and  chapel,  $117.55.  A  nameless  friend  in  South  Carolina 
sent  an  undirected  gift  of  $100.  "A  Friend"  in  Missouri  sent  $200  to 
be  used  where  most  needed.  Besides  the  gift  of  $300  for  the  domestic 
science  kitchen  from  the  friend  who  wishes  to  remain  unknown,  a  gift 
of  $29.50  came  for  the  kitchen  from  the  Central  Texas  Conference. 

The  Louisville  Conference  sent  $12.65  for  the  Cleora  Murphey  Library. 

White  River  Conference  sent  $120  for  the  S.  H.  Babcock  Library. 
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Central  Texas  Conference  sent  $100  for  the  Jennie  Boone  Barnum 
Library,  and  $12  for  a  new  unabridged  dictionary. 

Endowment. 

We  wish  it  were  possible  to  lay  greater  emphasis  on  the  need  for  an 
increased  endowment.  The  expenses  this  year  are  in  excess  of  the  in- 
come, and  the  only  hope  for  relief  from  this  constantly  recurring  defi- 
cit is  increase  of  a  productive  endowment  fund  (by  the  endowment  of 
chairs  and  lectureships),  which  shall  be  invested  and  the  interest  accru- 
ing used  for  salaries  and  the  maintenance  of  the  school.  The  scholar- 
ship funds,  which  are  as  large  as  the  endowment  fund,  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  the  students  to  whom  the  endowed  scholarships  have  been 
granted,  but  do  not  add  to  the  fund  needed  for  general  expense.  The 
need  for  $100,000  more  of  endowment  is  very  plain;  the  money  is  in 
the  Church  of  Christ,  and  we  have  the  faith  to  believe  that,  accord- 
ing to  his  promise,  God  will  supply  our  need  through  some  of  his 
stewards.  M.  L.  Gibson,  Principal. 

The  reports  of  the  Financial  Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  read  and 
approved. 

Expressions  of  appreciation  were  tendered  Mrs.  S.  C.  Trueheart  for 
services  rendered  in  the  pioneer  days  of  the  institution,  and  to  Dr.  J.  A. 
Robertson  and  Dr.  Hugh  Miller,  the  physicians  who  had  served  as 
medical  examiners  for  the  thirty-one  candidates  offering  themselves  to 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  this  year. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  authorized  to  grant  diplomas  to  the 
members  of  the  Senior  Class  who  pass  the  required  examinations;  also 
certificates  to  the  special  students  who  complete  satisfactorily  the  one- 
year  course  of  study. 

The  Senior  Class  is  the  largest  ever  graduated — thirty-four  in  num- 
ber— almost  equally  divided  between  home  and  foreign  work.  It  is  a 
fine  body  of  young  women,  from  whom  the  Church  may  expect  splendid 
service. 

The  graduating  exercises  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  May  16.  Rev. 
Hoyt  M.  Dobbs,  pastor  of  Central  Church,  will  deliver  the  annual  ad- 
dress. Rev.  John  F.  Caskey,  pastor  of  Melrose  Church,  will  preach  the 
Commencement  sermon. 

We  nominate  for  reelection  the  Managers  whose  terms  expire  in 
1911:  Mrs.  M.  D.  Wightman,  Miss  Belle  H.  Bennett,  Mrs.  Henry  S. 
Owen.  We  nominate  also  Mrs.  Fredonia  Mastin  as  Manager  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  of  Mrs.  A.  L.  Marshall,  who  resigned  because  of  re- 
moval from  Kansas  City.  Mrs.  Mastin's  return  to  the  Board,  of  which 
she  was  once  a  member,  compensates  in  some  measure  for  the  loss  of 
Mrs.  Marshall.    The  present  officers  were  reelected. 

The  most  important  subject  considered  was  the  finances.     The  re- 
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ports  of  the  officers  showed  that,  notwithstanding  the  increased  en- 
rollment of  students  and  the  consequent  increased  income,  yet  the 
advance  in  the  cost  of  living  makes  the  disbursements  exceed  the  re- 
ceipts, and  there  seems  to  be  no  relief  in  income.  The  results  of  the 
discussion  were  that  at  the  suggestion  of  the  President  the  Board  au- 
thorized the  formation  of  a  "living  endowment  club"  similar  in  charac- 
ter to  those  which  have  proved  so  valuable  to  other  institutions.  The 
President  was  the  first  subscriber,  pledging  $50  per  year  toward 
expenses.  The  Treasurer  pledged  $50,  and  Mrs.  Hawkins,  a  member  of 
the  Board,  pledged  $50.  The  details  were  to  be  arranged  by  the  Exec- 
utive Committee.  It  was  moved  also  that  we  ask  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  to  indorse  the  project,  as  your  indorsement  will  give 
impetus  to  a  movement  designed  for  the  support  and  advancement  of 
the  institution. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  named  it  the  "Advance  Club,"  and  has 
printed  literature  in  regard  to  it;  and,  although  it  is  rather  early  to 
predict  results,  we  believe  that  this  effort  will  commend  itself  to  you 
and  to  many  persons  who  are  interested  in  the  maintenance  and  ex- 
tension of  the  splendid  work  of  the  institution,  which  has  made  it  a 
praise  in  the  earth.  We  ask  your  cooperation  in  insuring  to  the  Ad- 
vance Club  the  success  it  merits.

Report  of  Department  of  Sociology  of  the   Scarritt  Bible  and 
Training   School,   Mabel   K.   Howell. 

The  year  1911  closes  the  eighth  year  of  the  Department  of  Sociology 
in  the  Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School.  I  know  that  there  has  been 
a  gradual  advance  in  the  effectiveness  of  the  work  from  year  to  year. 

This  year's  advance  has  been  marked  by  the  opening  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Cooking,  made  possible  by  the  gift  of  $300  from  one  of  the  stu- 
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dents  to  equip  the  domestic  science  kitchen  so  long  needed.  Five 
courses  have  been  given  throughout  the  year,  thus  adding  much  to 
the  equipment  of  the  students.  The  students  specializing  in  domestic 
arts  have  this  winter  had  a  millinery  course  added  to  their  courses  in 
sewing  and  basketry,  the  course  having  been  taken  in  the  city  at  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.    In  time  we  hope  to  have  it  given  in  the  school. 

Two  new  courses  in  sociology  have  been  offered  this  year,  in  addition 
to  the  four  courses  previously  given.  One  was  a  course  on  "Social  Con- 
ditions of  non-Christian  Lands,"  intended  especially  for  foreign  mission 
candidates.  Fifteen  took  the  course.  The  other  was  a  six  weeks' 
course  in  "Inspection  of  Social  Agencies."  As  a  class  we  visited  twenty 
different  social  agencies  for  the  uplift  of  men  in  Kansas  City.  We 
had  the  fullest  cooperation  of  the  superintendents  of  the  institutions, 
each  giving  addresses  upon  the  scope  and  method  of  their  special  work. 
Kansas  City  is  growing  so  rapidly,  and  developing  so  wonderfully  in  its 
social  service  spirit,  that  it  is  becoming  one  of  the  best  cities  in  the 
country  for  the  study  of  ideal  social  agencies,  philanthropic  and  civic. 
The  past  year  has  seen  the  development  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare, 
the  housing  of  three  large  social  settlements,  and  of  a  boys'  and  a  girls' 
hotel,  each  in  a  building  costing  no  less  than  $50,000.  This  is  but  an  in- 
dication of  the  aggressive  social  service  atmosphere  in  which  the  stu- 
dents have  the  privilege  of  training. 

The  opportunities  for  the  student  along  lines  of  practice  work  are 
increasing  each  year  with  the  development  of  the  social  agencies  in 
the  city.  The  main  lines  of  practice  work  this  year  have  been  visiting, 
cooking  classes,  kitchen  gardens,  mothers'  clubs,  evangelistic  meetings 
at  Helping  Hand  and  at  the  Girls'  Industrial  School,  noonday  factory 
meetings,  conduct  of  sewing  and  industrial  schools,  physical  culture 
classes,  and  night  school.  They  have  also  gained  experience  in  Bible- 
teaching  in  Sunday  schools,  hospitals.  Junior  Leagues,  and  in  neighbor- 
hood Bible  classes,  and  also  had  training  in  the  conduct  of  Junior  Mis- 
sionary Societies.  It  is  our  plan  that  more  and  more  the  students  shall 
specialize  in  their  practice  work,  thus  making  better  equipment  possi- 
ble; and  we  are  also  looking  to  the  time  when  each  student  during  her 
course  will  do  one  thorough  piece  of  research  work  in  the  city. 

I  have  within  the  last  month  resigned  my  position  as  nonresident  su- 
pervisor of  the  settlement  work  of  the  Institutional  Church,  believing 
it  best  for  the  work  now  to  have  a  resident  supervisor.  This  will  in  no 
way  affect  the  cooperation  between  the  Training  School  and  the  Church 
in  the  training  of  the  young  woman.  Already  need  is  felt  of  another 
center,  which  we  are  hoping  may  be  developed  in  the  Bast  Bottoms  of 
the  city  as  a  part  of  the  Department  of  Sociology. 

The  teacher  of  sociology  gained  great  inspiration  for  her  work  this 
year  by  attendance  upon  the  National  Conference  of  Charities  and 
Correction,   in   St.  Louis,  and  also  the  State  Conference  of  Charities

and  Correction  of  Missouri.  The  greatest  inspiration  was  the  privilege 
of  attending  the  Edinburgh  Conference  and  of  spending  about  two 
months  studying  the  social  and  religious  agencies  at  work  in  London. 
One  of  the  greatest  privileges  was  that  of  meeting  in  a  three  days'  con- 
ference with  the  sociological  teachers  of  all  England,  when  courses 
of  study,  methods,  and  standards  of  work  were  discussed. 

During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Home  Mission  Society  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  special  investigation  was  made  of  the  conditions  in 
Springfield,  Mo.,  with  a  view  to  recommending  a  worker  for  that  place 
this  coming  year.  A  supervision  has  also  been  exercised  over  the  new 
work  at  St.  Joseph. 

We  present  to  you  to  be  consecrated  as  deaconesses  fifteen  young 
women  who  have  been  trained  in  the  department.  Six  of  these  were 
trained  at  no  expense  to  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society,  having 
met  all  their  own  expenses,  and  the  others  have  received  only  partial 
help.  We  believe  that  they  will  all  give  you  effective  service,  and  com- 
mend them  now  to  your  care  and  direction. 

Religious  and  Social  Seevice  of  the  Methodist  Training  School  for 
Christian  Workers,  Estelle  Haskin. 

The  days  since  I  was  asked  to  give  the  home  mission  forces  an  ac- 
count of  the  services  rendered  have  been  unusually  full  of  duties  and 
responsibilities.  The  place  of  the  teacher  who  helps  to  mold  lives  for 
the  greatest  and  most  sacred  of  all  callings  is  indeed  holy  ground.  As 
the  years  pass  this  conviction  deepens  and  carries  with  it  added  person- 
al responsibilities  for  those  who  are  commissioned  to  carry  the  gospel 
of  good  tidings.  However,  the  sacred  task  of  enlarging  and  deepen- 
ing the  forces  of  individual  life  is  the  largest  mission  of  a  teacher, 
and  the  work  of  a  department  is  only  contributing  power  to  this  larger 
accomplishment. 

This  is  my  second  year  as  Director  of  Field  Work  for  the  women  of 
the  institution,  and  the  position  has  brought  with  it  a  double  compensa- 
tion— viz.,  that  of  noting  the  growing  powers  of  the  students  really  to 
do  things  and  to  touch  human  lives,  and  also  that  of  the  joy  which 
comes  from  the  occasional  touch  with  the  Master's  needy  ones.  The 
year  has  brought  with  it  the  usual  round  of  duties  in  the  classroom 
and  in  the  planning  of  the  work  for  the  individual  students.  The 
execution  of  plans  has  been  observed  when  possible,  a  written  criti- 
cism being  frequently  sent  to  the  student. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  put  upon  methods  in  the  Sunday  school. 
A  graded  departmental  Sunday  school  has  been  organized  and  di- 
rected for  the  carrying  out  of  the  theory  presented  in  the  classroom. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  specialization  in  the  Department  of  Field 
Work,  especially  for  the  sake  of  developing  well-equipped  Sunday  school

workers.  A  special  course  is  to  be  presented  in  the  school  for  this 
class  of  workers,  with  the  emphasis  upon  pedagogy,  psychology,  Bible 
and  practice  Sunday  school  work,  and  Sunday  school  observation.  We 
believe  there  should  be  created  in  the  Church  a  demand  for  the  Church 
educational  director,  and  this  course  looks  forward  to  that  possibility. 

Added  to  the  large  amount  of  general  work  for  the  institution  and 
regular  departmental  duties  there  has  been  the  interest  in  the  raising 
of  funds  and  the  equipment  of  Warioto  Settlement  as  a  Training  School 
clinic.  A  three-story  brick  building  was  donated  by  the  directors  of 
the  Warioto  Cotton  Mills,  and  has  been  remodeled  into  a  comfortable 
seventeen-room  house.  Although  the  plans  have  not  been  entirely  car- 
ried out  yet,  our  possibilities  have  been  greatly  enlarged,  and  with  Miss 
Wheeler  and  her  talent  for  home-making,  and  Miss  Eleanor  Neill  as 
educational  director,  we  have  been  able  to  make  a  decided  advance  in 
the  possibilities  of  efficient  and  thorough  training  for  our  students. 
Through  our  Sunday  school  and  clubs  and  classes  in  the  settlement  we 
are  touching  weekly  about  three  hundred  and  eleven  people  with  a  defi- 
nite religious  and  educational  force.  This  is  only  the  beginning  of  our 
possibilities  of  enlargement  in  this  needy  and  unlimited  district,  when 
once  we  have  completed  the  Domestic  Science  Department,  the  clinic, 
gymnasium,  and  baths,  for  which  the  money  has  been  almost  entirely 
subscribed.  The  school  is  sparing  no  effort  in  undertaking  to  furnish 
and  equip  the  Settlement  in  a  manner  that  will  not  only  be  an  uplifting 
power  in  the  community  but  also  an  inspiration  to  the  students  as  they 
pass  through  their  period  of  training. 

A  four  months'  postgraduate  course  for  home  and  foreign  mission- 
aries will  be  offered  next  year,  and  we  hope  with  this  enlarged  Set- 
tlement to  be  able  to  offer  to  a  limited  dumber  the  possibility  of  resi- 
dence in  the  institution,  with  a  limited  number  of  advanced  courses  in 
the  school. 

For  convenience  and  thoroughness  a  large  amount  of  our  training 
work  has  been  centered  at  Warioto,  yet  our  ministries  have  been  ex- 
tended to  seven  different  points  and  have  included  varied  classes  of 
work. 

I  spent  the  past  summer  in  the  Chicago  University  for  better  equip- 
ment in  recent  methods  of  religious  and  secular  education. 

Although  our  limitations  and  the  multitude  of  duties  make  us  fall 
far  short  of  the  best,  yet  there  is  ever  ahead  the  hope  and  the  ideal  of 
making  this  department  conform  in  its  methods  of  religious  education 
to  the  best  that  there  is  in  secular  education,  and  more  and  more  to 
impress  the  students  with  a  zeal  for  bringing  to  other  lives  a  real 
personal  sense  of  the  divine  Master  as  a  controlling  force  in  all  life. 


REPORTS  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEES. 


DEACONESS  WORK  AND  CITY  MISSIONS. 

Report  No.  1. 

The  year  1910-11  has  evidenced  the  most  marked  success  of  any  since 
the  inauguration  of  the  city  mission  enterprises  of  the  woman's  work. 
While  a  number  of  changes  within  the  ranks  of  our  workers  have  oc- 
curred because  of  illness  and  family  reasons,  yet  there  have  been  fewer 
changes  required  than  ever  before,  and  the  work  has  been  marked 
for  its  efficiency;  and  in  almost  every  case  those  employing  our  work- 
ers have  expressed  the  deepest  satisfaction  in  the  results  of  the  service 
rendered.  * 

During  the  year  94  deaconesses  and  missionaries  have  served  in 
32  different  institutions.    The  service  has  been  rendered  as  follows:

As  an  indication  of  the  ever  enlarging  circle  of  influence  of  our 
workers,  61,257  visits  have  been  made  in  the  homes  of  the  people  and 
41,605  have  been  received.  Not  only  have  lives  been  brought  to  a  first 
knowledge  of  life  in  Jesus  Christ,  but  many  have  been  uplifted  and 
strengthened  and  educated  in  the  way  of  better  and  higher  living  by 
the  more  efficient  educational  work  that  has  been  accomplished. 

During  the  year  Miss  Hettie  Phillips,  Miss  Daisy  Duncan,  and  Miss 
Mary  Elizabeth  Smith  have  been  granted  leave  of  absence  because  of 
illness. 

It  is  with  sorrow  and  regret  that  we  must  report  that  two  of  our 
workers  have  been  called  from  our  ranks  to  their  heavenly  reward. 
Miss  Jennie  Sneider,  who  was  appointed  to  Memphis  Wesley  House, 
died  in  the  hospital  in  St.  Louis  before  going  to  her  work;  and  Mrs. 
Mary  N.  Carr,  deaconess,  who  was  giving  such  efficient  service  as 
travelers'  aid  in  Chattanooga,  left  us  in  March,  after  a  prolonged  illness.

COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIOLOGY  AND  PHILANTHROPY. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions 
has  had  a  Standing  Committee  on  Sociology  and  Philanthropy,  whose 
duty  it  has  been  to  study  social  conditions  existing  in  this  land  and  to 
recommend  to  the  home  mission  organization  lines  for  investigation, 
study,  and  action.  Owing  to  the  many  changes  that  the  last  General 
Conference  made  in  the  woman's  work,  the  committee  did  not  feel 
justified  in  going  ahead  and  pushing  the  program  outlined  for  you  at 
the  last  Board  meeting. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  committee  believes  that  there  never  has  been 
a  time  when  there  was  greater  need  than  now  for  the  work  of  such  a 
standing  committee,  and  that  the  scope  of  the  committee  should  be 
enlarged  and  made  more  effective.  It  must  be  adjusted  to  the  new 
plans  of  organization.  We  believe  that  the  work  of  the  committee 
heretofore  has  been  of  educative  value;  but  we  know  also  that  there 
have  not  been  the  proper  agencies  for  carrying  its  plans  into  effect  or 
for  pressing  home  the  recommendations  made  at  the  Board  meetings 
upon  the  Conferences  and  auxiliaries.  It  should  be  the  duty  of  the 
session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  to  make  provision  whereby 
this  work  may  become  effective.  I  take  it  that  this  Council  has  no 
work  more  important  than  this  to  place  under  consideration. 

This  committee,  therefore,  comes  to  you  with  the  following  recom- 
mendations for  the  ensuing  year  that  cover  the  entire  plan  for  the 
social  service  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council: 

1.  We  welcome  in  the  new  Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Missionary. 


VM)  woman's  missionary  council. 

Council  the  plan  of  having  a  Fourth  Vice  President,  who  shall  have  the 
direction  of  the  Department  of  Social  Service,  and  whose  duty  it  will 
be  to  urge  on  Conference  and  local  societies,  through  their  Fourth  Vice 
Presidents,  the  necessity  for  the  study  of  social  conditions  at  home  and 
abroad  and  to  outline  and  direct  such  studies.  Such  a  decision  is  far- 
reaching  because  it  is  going  to  make  effective  the  work  of  social  service 
in  Conferences  and  auxiliaries.  On  no  other  basis  could  it  be  as  effec- 
tive. But,  on  the  other  hand,  inasmuch  as  the  work  of  the  Fourth  Vice 
President  is  intended  to  include  all  that  has  been  formerly  called  in 
the  home  mission  body  "local  work,"  and  inasmuch  as  the  words  "social 
service"  will  be  misapplied  as  used  to  describe  such  local  work,  we 
therefore  recommend  that  the  Fourth  Vice  President's  department  be 
called  "The  Department  of  Social  Service  and  Local  Work." 

2.  Inasmuch  as  there  would  necessarily  be  overlapping  if  we  have  a 
Fourth  Vice  President  in  charge  of  social  service  work  and  at  the  same 
time  a  Standing  Committee  on  Sociology  and  Philanthropy  with  a  sepa- 
rate chairman,  and  a  Bureau  of  Social  Service  with  a  superintendent 
(the  proposal  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  midwinter  session),  we 
recommend  that  the  Bureau  of  Social  Service  and  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Sociology  and  Philanthropy  be  merged  into  a  new  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Social  Service,  to  be  composed  of  nine  members,  of  which 
the  Fourth  Vice  President  will  be  the  Chairman,  the  committee  to  di- 
rect, under  the  leadership  of  the  Fourth  Vice  President,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Service  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  this  Standing  Committee  on  Social  Service  will  need 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  social  service  movements  of  other  Churches 
and  organizations,  and  will  desire  to  accumulate  and  keep  on  file 
social  service  literature  for  use  in  carrying  on  educational  work  along 
lines  of  social  service,  we  recommend  that  this  Standing  Committee  on 
Social  Service  shall  have  a  Secretary,  to  be  called  the  Secretary  of  the 
Social  Service  Committee,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  keep  in  touch  with 
the  other  social  service  movements  and  their  literature. 

4.  This  committee  also  recommends  that  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  recognize  the  imperative  demand  for  a  social  service  field  agent 
as  the  official  representative  of  the  Department  of  Social  Service,  to 
be  put  into  the  field  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  Our  reasons  for 
urging  it  are  as  follows: 

One  of  our  greatest  fields  for  activity  in  the  future,  both  at  home 
and  abroad,  is  the  city.  Year  after  year  we  in  the  Home  Department 
have  talked  of  the  necessity  for  a  City  Mission  Secretary,  who  should 
be  at  the  command  of  the  City  Mission  Boards  to  assist  them  in  the 
study  of  their  proposed  fields  of  work  and  in  the  determination  of  the 
best  policy  in  the  conduct  of  the  work.  Again,  the  city  missionaries 
and  deaconesses  have  equally  felt  the  need  of  a  Secretary  who  could 
come  to  them  and  assist  them  in  the  study  of  local  conditions  and  in 
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their  administrative  difficulties.  In  addition  to  these  two  long-felt  de- 
mands, there  now  comes  another,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  home  mis- 
sion societies  are  to  be  allowed  to  use  their  Conference  half  of  dues 
in  such  Conference  activities  as  are  approved  by  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council.  These  Conferences  already  feel  the  need  of  some  one  to 
assist  them  in  studying  their  fields  and  in  outlining  their  plans.  If 
such  help  can  be  given  to  our  Conferences  right  at  this  time,  this  new 
plan  of  Conference  enterprises  can  be  made  one  of  the  most  effective 
forms  of  home  mission  work.  Without  such  guidance  and  help,  there 
is  the  possibility  of  work  being  undertaken  that  will  not  represent  the 
wisest  expenditure  of  strength  or  funds.  The  demand  is  imperative. 
Again,  there  are  some  sections  in  the  South  that  need  to  be  carefully 
investigated  in  order  that  the  attention  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  and  of  the  Conferences  may  be  called  to  their  needs. 

We  believe  that  when  such  a  field  agent  is  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
Conferences  and  Boards  the  support  of  such  a  one  will  be  gladly  borne, 
in  part,  at  least,  by  the  Conference  and  City  Boards  availing  themselves 
of  the  service  rendered.  For  the  first  year,  however,  the  full  support 
would  have  to  be  appropriated  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council;  or, 
what  we  believe  is  the  better  plan,  the  Conferences  might  be  asked  to 
make  a  voluntary  pledge  from  the  Conference  half  of  dues  of  what  they 
feel  they  would  like  to  give  to  make  such  a  plan  a  possibility  this 
year.  This  is  in  accord  with  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Sec- 
retary of  the  Home  Department. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sociology  and  Philanthropy, 
if  the  above  recommendations  are  accepted,  will  be  merged  into  another 
and  new  committee,  it  does  not  seem  wise  to  make  any  provision  for 
the  continuaijce  of  the  old  committee.  We  urge  upon  you  the  accept- 
ance of  the  above  plan.  ,,  „  -t  a>t.    •

COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. 

Report  No.  1. 

The  home  mission  educational  work  this  fiscal  year  has  been  repre- 
sented by  11  schobls,  with  77  teachers  and  1,574  students.  The 
cost  of  maintaining  these  institutions  this  year  has  been  $49,286.30. 
The  income  from  the  fields  has  been  $10,495.19,  which  reduced  the  ac- 
tual expense  to  the  Board  to  $38,341. 

The  faculty  at  Wolff  Mission  School  has  rendered  efficient  service. 
A  number  of  social  features  have  been  introduced  to  the  school  which 
have  enabled  our  teachers  to  reach  in  a  most  effective  way  the  Cuban 
women  among  whom  they  have  worked. 

The  work  at  West  Tampa  School  has  not  been  adequate  to  meet  the 
needs  of  that  great  field,  though  a  most  excellent  work  h^s  been  done. 
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We  would  recommend  that  this  school  he  merged  into  the  West 
Tampa  Wesley  House,  and  two  American  workers  be  appointed  to  this 
field. 

Ruth  Hargrove  Institute  has  had  a  large  enrollment.  The  new 
building  for  classrooms  and  chapel  is  nearly  completed,  at  a  cost  of 
$22,551.    The  funds  to  meet  this  building  have  been  raised  as  follows:

Brevard  Institute  has  had  a  most  successful  year  of  service.  The 
cost  of  maintaining  this  institution  was  $6,586,  of  which  more  than 
$3,000  was  borne  by  the  tuition  fees.  Four  thousand  dollars  has  been 
borrowed  from  the  Florine  McEachern  Fund  to  enlarge  the  campus  and 
add  one  cottage  to  the  property. 

Sue  Bennett  School,  London,  Ky.,  has  entered  on  a  most  unusually 
successful  year.  Through  the  wise  management  of  the  President,  a 
correlation  of  the  county  and  State  schools  has  been  entered  upon 
and  gives  us  a  more  permanent  grip  on  the  people.  The  new  dormitory 
is  near  completion,  at  a  cost  thus  far  of  $23,334.36.  The  funds  for  this 
building  have  been  raised  as  follows:

The  furnishing  and  preparation  for  finishing  the  building  will  re- 
quire an  outlay  of  at  least  $10,000.  Arrangements  for  securing  these 
funds  must  be  made  at  this  meeting  of  the  session  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council.  The  great  demand  now  is  for  increased  school- 
room facilities,  for  which  special  collections  must  be  made. 

The  work  at  the  Vashti  School  has  prospered  as  never  before.  The 
cost  to  the  Board  of  maintaining  this  institution  is  $7,020.  The  tuition 
from  the  students  and  other  gifts,  amounting  to  $2,527,  makes  a  total 
cost  of  maintaining  the  work  $10,347.  We  owe  $2,390  for  the  purchase 
and  repairs  of  this  building.  One  thousand  dollars  of  this  is  arranged 
for  by  the  sale  of  the  property,  which  leaves  a  total  of  $1,390  for  which 
provision  must  be  made. 

The  work  at  Anne  Browder  Home  and  School  has  passed  a  period  of 
repeated  changes  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  Principal  and  Coprincipal. 
The  Council  is  most  fortunate  in  having  secured  the  services  of  Mrs. 
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O.  M.  Abbott  as  Principal.  The  total  cost  of  this  work  to  the  Council 
lor  current  expenses  was  $5,698.  After  a  number  of  years  of  agitation, 
the  earnest  demand  for  a  new  building  is  to  be  fulfilled,  and  we  are  glad 
to  report 'that  the  foundations  are  being  laid.  The  available  sums  for 
this  building  are  $10,033.91  from  the  Week  of  Prayer  collection,  $13,000 
raised  in  shares  by  Mrs.  W.  H.  Johnson,  and  the  sale  of  the  old  property, 
from  which  we  ought  to  realize  $25,000.  The  contract  calls  for  $40,000. 
The  committee  congratulates  the  Council  on  the  hope  of  completing  this 
building  during  the  succeeding  year. 

The  work  at  Paine  Annex  has  suffered  some  this  year,  owing  to  the 
illness  of  Dr.  George  Walker.  The  cost  of  support  of  this  work  is 
$2,045.  The  Committee  on  Education  made  request  at  the  midwinter 
meeting  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  draft  plans  for  corre- 
lation with  Paine  College.  This  committee  will  make  a  special  report 
during  the  session  of  this  body.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  plans 
for  the  girls'  new  dormitory  are  being  prepared,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
be  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  ere  another  report  goes  from 
this  committee.

The  Committee  on  Education,  in  compliance  with  the  action  of  the  last 
annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions,  visited  South 
Carolina  in  order  to  make  an  investigation  concerning  the  establishment 
of  an  industrial  school  at  Conway,  S.  C.  It  was  found  that  with  the 
awakening  of  State  schools  concerning  industrial  training,  the  proposed 
plan  of  a  leading  member  of  the  Conference  to  establish  a  larger  co- 
operative industrial  school  than  that  would  be  more  than  the  Conference 
Woman's  Board  could  maintain.  The  committee  therefore  reports  the 
iionfeasibility  of  entering  this  field.

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Report  No.  4. 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  principals  of  the  various  schools  be  al- 
lowed the  selection  of  their  faculties,  subject  to  the  approval  of  this 
committee.

STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE. 

Report  No.  1. 

The  Committee  on  Literature  has  had  only  one  meeting  this  year,, 
at  which  time  it  planned  a  united  Yearbook.  It  was  feared  by  some 
of  the  members  that  full  justice  could  not  be  done  to  both  departments 
of  our  great  work  if  we  used  the  same  topic  for  our  monthly  programs. 
But  as  we  looked  more  deeply  into  it  we  found  that,  on  the  contrary, 
the  two  departments  dealt  with  exactly  the  same  race  problems,  and 
so  many  programs  for  the  year  were  wrought  out  under  the  general 
subjects:  "The  Oriental  Race,"  "The  Roman  Catholic  Lands,"  "The  Af- 
rican." 

Next  the  forms  of  work  were  found  to  be  so  little  dissimilar  that 
they  could  be  discussed  under  "Industrial  Work,"  "Educational  Work," 
"Evangelistic  Work,"  "Health  and  Efficiency." 

Again,  the  social  problems  differ  only  on  territorial  lines.  We  all 
need  to  study  the  problems  of  child  labor,  social  purity,  etc. 

Thus  we  had  left  only  two  months  in  which  to  join  in  getting  ac- 
quainted with  our  workers  and  in  a  widespread  agitation  of  the  great 
Christian  stewardship  obligation. 

It  was  a  genuine  joy  and  a  foretaste  of  the  enlargement  that  is  to 
come   through   unity   to   find    our   work   falling   into   such   close   lines. 
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While  the  same  topic  was  selected  for  eacn  month,  separate  programs 
were  prepared  for  those  who  preferred  to  remain  apart,  as  it  is  a  simple 
matter  for  the  auxiliaries  going  into  the  union  to  select  numbers  from 
each  program  and  thus 'bring  in  definite  work  from  both  departments. 

The  Bible  study  for  the  year  was  carefully  arranged  to  build  up  the 
women  along  spiritual  lines.  It  is  most  important  that  we  carry  for- 
ward the  great  missionary  enterprise,  and  we  beg  from  the  auxiliaries 
a  thorough  and  consecutive  study  of  these  devotional  lessons. 

Report  No.  2. 
The  Committee  on  Literature  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Council  request  the  Standing  Committee  on  Literature 
to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  body  to  all  editors  of  the  papers 
who  have  so  greatly  assisted  us  in  our  press  work  in  the  past. 

2.  That  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  through  the  Conference 
officers,  continue  the  policy  of  having  a  Missionary  Department  in  all 
the  Church  papers  available. 

3.  That  the  Press  Superintendents,  Conference  officers,  and  District 
Seci'etaries  of  the  Conference  shall  send  all  information  that  will  be  of 
interest  to  the  editors  of  the  Missionary  Department  in  the  various 
papers. 

4.  That  we  make  persistent  and  strenuous  efforts  to  increase  the  cir- 
culation of  the  Annual  Conference  organs. 

5.  That  items  pertinent  to  missionary  work  in  all  its  phases,  espe- 
cially those  of  particular  interest  to  the  local  auxiliary,  be  kept  before 
the  Church  through  the  secular  press. 

The  Florida  Conference  Foreign  Missionary  Society  memorializes  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  that  in  the  creation  of  our  literature,  ex- 
cept that  which  pertains  to  trained  workers  going  out  under  the  Mis- 
sionary Council,  where  the  words  "young  women"  are  used  the  words 
"young  people"  be  substituted,  so  that  our  young  men  and  boys  will  be 
included  and  made  welcome  to  our  work.

The  committee  recommend  concurrence. 

The  following  recommendations  on  Christian  stewardship  and  mis- 
sion study  were  considered: 

1.  That  new  forms  of  report  blanks  be  printed,  in  order  to  conform 
to  the  enlarged  scope  of  the  department. 

2.  That  the  leaflet,  "Mission  Study  in  Organized  Societies,"  be  revised 
so  as  to  include  the  course  for  the  coming  year. 
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3.  That  leaflets  on  "Christian  Stewardship"  be  issued  during  the 
j-ear. 

The  committee  recommend  concurrence. 

The  following  recommendations  from  the  report  of  Miss  Davies  were 
considered : 

That  we  issue  literature  giving  best  methods  of  advertising  meet- 
ings and  planning  the  work  of  a  Publicity  Committee,  as  the  time  has 
passed  when  a  simple  announcement  from  the  pulpit  is  sufficient;  and 
that  a  leaflet  be  prepared  giving  suggestions  as  to  the  best  way  to  plan 
for  a  field  worker  so  as  to  get  the  best  results.  The  committee  recom- 
mends concurrence. 

We  recommend  that  no  club  rates  be  given  for  the  Tounrj  Christian 
Worker,  and  that  there  be  a  uniform  price  of  twenty-five  cents  a  year. 

Report  No.  3. 

We,  your  committee,  recommend  that  the  Handbook  of  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  the  helps  for  Home  Mission  Workers 
of  the  Wom'an's  Home  Mission  Society  be  issued  in  new  form,  to  be 
called  "Helps  for  Mission  Workers."  This  booklet  is  to  contain  every- 
thing necessary  for  the  right  guidance  of  separate  or  united  auxiliaries. 

That  we  furnish  one  Handbook  and  one  Yearbook  free  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  each  auxiliary. 

The  following  recommendations  from  the  report  of  the  Educational 
Secretary  were  considered: 

1.  That  a  leaflet  be  published  giving  directions  for  preparing  the 
itineraries  for  field  workers  and  making  ready  for  their  visits  to  vari- 
ous places.  Nonconcurrence.  the  ground  having  been  covered  by  action 
on   report   of  Field  Secretary. 

2.  The  preparation  of  a  booklet  suitable  for  children,  giving  in  a  most 
attractive  way  the  entire  work  of  the  Church  at  home  and  abroad.  The 
following  was  substituted:  "We  recommend  that  Mrs.  Butler  and  Miss 
Mary  Helm  be  requested  to  prepare  the  first  of  a  series  of  booklets  for 
children,  this  booklet  to  give  an  account  of  our  missionary  work  in  both 
departments." 

3.  The  preparation  of  leaflets  on  "The  Call  to  Christian  Work,"  show- 
ing the  need  of  trained  workers  and  the  kind  of  work  to  be  done.  Con- 
currence. 

4.  That  instructions  be  given  concerning  the  helps  for  leaders  for 
mission  study  classes.  We  recommend  that  the  helps  be  given  to  the 
young  people  as  heretofore,  and  that  the  adult  societies  pay  for  their 
literature. 

To  meet  the  need  for  information  on  our  social  service  lines  we  rec- 
commend  that  the  Social  Service  Committee  prepare  a  course  of  study 
in  social  service  for  the  Home  and  Foieign  Departments,  and  prepare 
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lists  of  literature  for  the  use  of  City  Mission  Boards  and  mission 
workers. 

We  recommend  that  the  Bulletins  for  both  departments  be  issued  in 
time  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  distributing  agents  by  the  fifteenth  of 
the  month. 

Since  the  Council  Daily  has  been  so  helpful  to  mission  workers,  we 
recommend  that  it  be  made  a  permanent  feature  of  the  annual  session 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

Report  No.  4. 

We  heartily  indorse  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  stand- 
ing for  tiie  exclusion  of  advertisements  from  the  Missionary  Voice,  and 
we  hereby  pledge  the  women  of  both  departments  to  make  good  the 
promise  of  the  committee  and  make  the  paper  a  success  through  sub- 
scriptions alone.  Inasmuch  as  twenty-five  thousand  additional  sub- 
scribers are  needed  at  once  to  carry  on  the  paper  on  a  safe  financial 
basis,  and  twenty-five  thousand  more  are  needed  if  the  paper  is  to  pay 
the  salaries  of  its  editors  as  well  as  the  running  expenses,  we  recom- 
mend that  an  active  and  Church-wide  canvass  be  undertaken  at  once 
by  our  women,  calling  on  all  Church  members,  whether  members  of  our 
auxiliaries  or  not.  We  also  request  the  Council  members  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  to  urge  upon  the  Board  the  pressing  need  for  active  work 
in  behalf  of  the  paper  by  our  preachers  and  laymen.  We  recommend 
that  for  the  coming  year  the  price  remain  fifty  cents. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  courses  for  mission 
study  for  the  coming  year: 

For  Adult  Auxiliaries,  foreign,  "The  Light  of  the  World,"  by 
Speer;  for  Adult  Auxiliaries,  Home,  "The  Conservation  of  National 
Ideals,"  by  different  authors  (H.  M.  Council) ;  for  young  people, 
either  of  the  above  or  "The  Advance  in  the  Antilles,"  by  Grose,  and 
"A  Country  Church"  (Young  People's  Missionary  Movement,!  ;  for  chil- 
dren, the  tvvo  books  prepared  by  the  Interdenominational  Committee  on 
tha  same  subjects  as  the  adult  textbooks  (the  titles  have  not  yet  been 
announced),  provided  the  books,  when  published,  are  acceptable  to  the 
four  Departmental  Secretaries.     Concurrence. 

We  recommend,  in  addition,  the  use  of  Matthew's  "Social  Gospel"  as 
an  introductory  Bible  study  at  each  meeting  for  both  the  Foreign  and 
Home  study  course,  and  we  recommend  the  use  of  Denniss's  "Social 
Evils  in  Non-Christian  Lands,"  in  connection  with  the  book  in  the  for- 
eign study  course  as  throwing  additional  light  on  the  subject. 

We  recommend  that  leaflets  for  adult  and  young  people's  auxiliaries 
be  prepared  jointly,  as  heretofore,  on  the  topics  given  in  the  Yearbook 
for  d,iscussion  in  the  monthly  meetings;  and  that  the  editor  of  the 
Young  Christian  Worker  be  made  responsible  for  the  preparation  of 
suitable  monthlv  leaflets  for  the  children's  societies.

We  heartily  approve  the  plan  of  the  new  Yearbook  correlating  the 
work  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments;  and  we  recommend  that 
the  same  plan  be  continued  for  the  coming  year.

We,  your  Committee  on  Extension  of  Work,  make  the  following  rec- 
ommendations: 

1.  Memorial  from  the  Tennessee  Conference  Society  asking  that  it  be 
allowed  to  use  the  Conference  half  of  dues  in  building  a  Wesley  House 
at  Nashville,  Tenn.     Concurrence. 

2.  Memorial  from  the  North  Mississippi  Conference  Society  asking 
that  it  be  allowed  to  use  the  Conference  half  of  dues  in  opening  work 
among  the  factory  people,  location  to  be  determined  by  the  Executive 
Committee.  If  this  committee  does  not  advise  work  in  factory  localities, 
it  may  be  empowered  to  investigate  location  of  work  in  cities  within  its 
bounds.  A  part  of  the  funds  may  be  used  for  a  deaconess  scholar- 
ship.   Concurrence. 

3.  Memorial  from  the  Southwest  Missouri  Conference  Societj^  asking 
permission  to  use  part  of  the  half  of  dues  in  establishing  work  in  Ozatk 
Mountains,  subject  to  investigation  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Con- 
currence. 

4.  Memorial  from  the  Virginia  Conference  Society  asking  the  privilege 
of  using  the  half  of  dues  in  opening  a  school  for  mountain  people.  Con- 
currence. 

5.  Memorial  from  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  ask- 
ing the  privilege  of  using  the  half  of  dues  in  advancing  the  interests  of 
Brevard  Institute.    Concurrence. 

6.  Memorial  from  the  Little  Rock  Conference  Society  requesting  the 
privilege  of  using  the  Conference  half  of  dues  for  the  Mae  McKenzie 
Deaconess  Endowed  Scholarship  Fund.    Concurrence. 

7.  Memorial  from  the  Kentucky  Conference  Society  asking  the  con- 
sent of  the  Council  to  use  fifty  per  cent  of  the  Conference  dues  in  open- 
ing work  in  mining  camps  of  Eastern  Kentucky.  Concurrence,  pro- 
vided the  workers  adapted  to  the  work  can  be  appointed  by  the  Council. 

Memorial  from  the  St.  Louis  Conference  Society  asking  the  priv- 
ilege of  using  part  of  the  Conference  half  of  dues  in  developing  work  in 
the  Lead  Belt  and  for  Kingdom  House.    Concurrence. 

9.  Memorials  from  Alabama,  Los  Angeles,  Pacific,  Louisiana,  and 
White  River  Conference  Societies  asking  the  privilege  of  using  their 
fifty  per  cent  of  Conference  Society  dues  for  parsonages  were  con- 
sidered. The  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  at  the  midyear  meet- 
ing concerning  the  gifts  to  parsonages  covers  these  requests. 

Report  No.  2. 

1.  Memorial  from  Northwest  Texas  Conference  Society  asking  that 
part  of  the  Conference  half  of  dues  be  used  in  opening  city  mission 
woi'k  in  four  cities  of  the  Conference,  to  pay  traveling  expenses  of 
District  Secretaries  in  prosecuting  the  work  of  the  Conference,  and  that 
the  remainder  go  toward  establishing  a  permanent  deaconess  scholar- 
ship. We  recommend  concurrence  in  the  last  two  items,  and  refer  the 
first  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  Memorial  from  West  Texas  Conference  Society  asking  that  part  of 
the  Conference  Society's  fifty  per  cent  of  dues  be  used  toward  liquidat- 
ing debt  on  Denton  Dormitory.    Concurrence. 

3.  Memorial  from  Central  Texas  Conference  Society  asking  that  the 
Conference  half  of  dues  be  used  for  city  mission  work  at  Thurber,  to 
pay  a  worker  among  the  foreigners  in  North  Fort  Worth,  and  for  ex- 
pense fund  that  officers  and  District  Secretaries  may  attend  the  School 
of  Methods  at  Denton.    Concurrence. 

4.  Memorial  of  North  Texas  Conference  Society  asking  the  privilege 
of  using  the  Conference  half  of  dues  in  liquidating  debt  on  Denton 
Dormitory.     Concurrence. 

5.  Memorial  from  North  Alabama  Conference  Society  asking  that  the 
fifty  per  cent  of  dues  be  allowed  to  go  to  the  Flat  Rock  School.  Con- 
currence. 

6.  Memorial  from  North  Carolina  Conference  Society  asking  for  the 
privilege  of  using  the  Qonference  half  of  dues  in  paying  the  expenses 
of  an  organizer.     Concurrence,  provided  adult  societies  are  included. 

7.  Memorial  from  Western  Virginia  Conference  Society  asking  that 
the  fifty  per  cent  of  dues  be  used  in  paying  expense  of  trained  worker 
to  travel  in  Conference  as  organizer.  Concurrence,  provided  adult  so- 
cieties are  included. 

8.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  several  Conferences  have  not  had  an  op- 
portunity to  express  their  desires  concerning  the  use  of  their  half  of 
dues,  we  recommend  that  after  they  shall  have  come  to  a  decision  their 
application  shall  come  before  the  Executive  Committee  for  approval,  to 
prevent  their  having  to  wait  until  the  next  Council  meeting  to  begin 
operations. 
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Report  No.  3. 

Whereas  there  is  in  several  of  the  Conferences  an  urgent  need  of  the 
Conference  half  of  dues  for  supporting  certain  home  mission  enter- 
prises within  our  cities,  we  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  in  mid-year  meeting  restricting  the  use  of  Conference 
half  of  dues  for  city  mission  work  to  buildings  and  permanent  improve- 
ments be  rescinded. 

Report  No.  4. 

1.  Whereas  it  has  been  found  that  a  specific  object  placed  before  the 
auxiliaries  to  which  their  contributions  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  may 
be  directed  has  been  found  most  stimulating,  and  whereas  the  work  at 
Brevard  Institute  has  reached  its  limit  of  usefulness  in  its  present 
building,  we  recommend  that  the  collections  for  the  Week  of  Prayer 
for  1912  be  directed  to  this  institution,  the  money  to  be  devoted  toward 
the  erection  of  a  chapel  and  classroom  building.  We  would  place  the 
sum  at  $25,000  toward  which  we  would  work  as  necessary  for  the 
building  and  equipment  of  such  a  building. 

2.  Whereas  there  is  great  need  of  an  enlargement  of  the  v.ork  at 
West  Tampa,  we  recommend- that  a  Wesley  House  be  inaugurated  in 
connection  with  the  West  Tampa  School,  and  that  it  be  placed  as  a 
specific  object  to  which  the  Cradle  Roll  collections  are  directed. 

3.  Believing  that  the  children  need  an  impetus  in  their  work,  we 
recommend  the  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  Junior  Division  this  year  be 
placed  at  $10,000— $7,000  for  Ruth  Hargrove  School,  at  Key  West,  and 
$3,000  for  the  building  of  a  chapel  at  Mary  Helm  Hall,  at  Alameda, 
Cal.  We  recommend  that  we  be  allowed  to  borrow  from  the  Florine 
McEachern  Fund  $3,000  to  build  the  chapel  at  Mary  Helm  Hall. 
This  amount  is  to  be  returned  wiien  the  collections  from  the  children 
are  realized. 

4.  Whereas  there  is  a  constant  call  for  trained  negro  women  to  enter 
service  for  the  moral,  mental,  and  spiritual  betterment  of  their  people, 
and  whereas  these  services  requii-e  special  training  in  Bible  and  applied 
methods,  and  whereas  one  of  the  accepted  missionaries  offers  herself 
for  negro  work,  we  recommend  at  this  session  of  the  Council,  (1)  That 
we  mark  the  close  of  our  first  decade  of  work  among  our  colored  peo- 
ple by  enlarging  the  work,  and  that  this  young  woman  be  appointed 
missionary  to  the  negroes;  (2)  that  this  missionary  to  the  negro 
women  make  it  her  duty  to  visit  as  many  cities  and  villages  during 
the  year  as  possible,  and  that  she  inaugurate  Bible  study  classes 
in  their  Churches.  We  also  recommend  that  she  be  given  the  hearty 
cooperation  and  support  in  this  wprk  by  the  members  of  the  auxilia- 
ries wherever  she  is  called  to  work. 

5.  In  view  of  the  urgent  need  of  a  chapel  and  cjassrooai  for  Sue 
Bennett  School,  at  London,  Ky.,  we  recommend  (1)  that  the  Council 
authorize  the  erection   of  a  twenty-thousand-dollar  hall,  to  be  known 
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as  the  Lucinda  B.  Helm  Hall,  and  that  five  thousand  dollars  accrued 
earnings  from  Our  Homes  be  used  toward  the  erection  of  the  same; 
(2)  that  December  23,  Miss  Lucinda  Helm's  birthday,  be  set  apart 
and  celebrated  by  special  services  and  freewill  gifts  for  this  cause. 

6.  That  $5,000  for  finishing  the  girls'  dormitory  at  the  Sue  Bennett 
Memorial  School  be  appropriated  contingent  upon  the  collections  of 
the   young   people's   work. 

7.  We  recommend  that  leaflets  covering  all  objects  for  which  special 
collections  are  to  be  made  be  prepared  and  sent  out. 

8.  Whereas  the  Relief  Fund  for  sick  and  disabled  deaconesses  and 
other  trained  workers  must  be  augmented,  we  recommend  (1)  that 
each  Conference  set  a  definite  sum  to  be  raised  for  this  relief  pur- 
pose, that  the  funds  be  invested  as  they  accumulate,  and  that  the  in- 
terest from  the  same  be  used  for  the  relief  of  these  workers  as  need- 
ed;  (2)  that  the  funds  from  the  memorial  roll  be  devoted  to  this  fund. 

9.  In  view  of  the  great  need  of  a  larger  endowm'ent  fund  for  the 
Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School,  that  every  auxiliary  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council,  Home  and  Foreign,  raise  during  the  present 
fiscal  year  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  the  same,  and  forward  that 
amount,  through  the  Conference  and  General  Treasurers,  to  Miss 
Elizabeth  Billingsley,  Treasurer  of  the  institution. 

Report  No.   5. 

Whereas  the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions  was  made  a  legatee 
of  the  estate  of  Miss  Addle  Purnell,  a  beloved  member  of  our  Woman's 
Home  Mission  Society  of  Mississippi.  By  the  terms  of  the  will  upon 
the  death  of  the  testatrix's  sister  we  were  to  enter  into  pos'session 
of  a  small  property  at  Dundee,  Fla.,  which  must  be  held  in  trust  for 
the  benefit  of  poor  girls  in  Florida  who  attend  Sutherland  College. 

Whereas  this  sister.  Miss  Pattie  Purnell,  offers  to  give  the  Wom- 
an's Board  of  Home  Missions  a  quitclaim  to  the  property,  so  that  we 
may  come  into  possession  immediately. 

Whereas  a  deed  of  love  is  "as  an  ointment  poured  forth,"  and  our 
hearts  are  touched  by  the  loving  remembrance,  yet  the  technical  diffi- 
culties are  such  that  w^e  believe  .it  impracticable  for  this  body  to  ac- 
cept this  trust;  we  would  therefore  recommend  that  while  we  appre- 
ciate the  love  and  confidence  thus  expressed  by  placing  this  trust 
in  our  keeping,  the  difficulties  of  administration  make  it  impractical 
for  us  to  comply  with  Miss  Pattie  Purnell's  request,  and  we  authorize 
the  Woman's  Board  of  Home  Missions  to  give  a  quitclaim  deed  to 
the  property  in  favor  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Sutherland  College. 

A  communication  concerning  the  purchase  from  Dr.  W.  J.  Johnson, 
of  a  property  valued  at  $30,000  at  Galveston  was  submitted  through 
Mrs.  Hooper.  While  we  recognize  the  desirability  of  establishing  our- 
selves permanently  in  a  building  all  our  own,  we  recommend  that  our 
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present  financial  obligations  and  tlie  formative  period  of  work  at 
Galveston  make  it  impractical  to  undertake  the  purchase  of  this 
property. 

Report  No.  6. 

1.  Memorial  from  the  Mississippi  Conference  Society  asking  that 
they  be  allowed  to  use  their  half  of  Conference  dues  for  parsonages  and 
city  mission  work  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference.  Concurrence, 
provided  the  city  mission  work  be  interpreted  to  mean  the  work  at 
Biloxi. 

2.  Memorial  from  West  Texas  Conference  asking  that  part  of  their 
fifty  per  cent  of  dues  be  used  in  enterprising  a  Board  of  City  Missions 
in  San  Antonio.  Feeling  that  the  Board  of  City  Missions  recently 
organized  in  San  Antonio  has  not  demonstrated  its  ability  to  support 
the  work,  we  recommend  nonconcurrence. 

3.  Memorial  from  Holston  Conference  asking  permission  to  use  their 
Hfty  per  cent  of  dues  in  maintaining  a  Wesley  House  and  trained 
workers  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference.  We  recommend  that 
the  application  be  made  to  the  Executive  Committee  when  they  can 
make  more  specific  statement  of  plans  of  work. 

Whereas  a  proposition  for  the  enlargement  of  the  work  at  New 
Orleans,  which  looks  to  the  establishment  of  a  great  center,  and  where- 
as this  enlargement  is  dependent  upon  the  cooperation  of  the  General 
Home  Mission  Department  of  the  Board,  we  recommend  that  $5,000  be 
appropriated  from  this  department  to  this  work,  contingent  upon  a 
.similar  appropriation  from  the  Board  of  Missions.

We,  the  Committee  on  Extension  and  Estimates,  beg  to  .submit  the 
following: 

Report  No.  1. 

1.  That  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  memorialize  tlie  General 
Board  of  Missions  to  allow  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  to  take 
steps  towards  establishing  an  Interdenominational  Woman's  College  in 
the  Kiangsu  Province,  China. 

2.  That  the  need  of  efficient  missionary  teachers  is  so  great  that  we 
recommend  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Depart- 
ment of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  keep  in  her  office  a  list  of 
the  most  capable,  trained,  and  educated  women  who  are  available  for 
work  as  missionary  teachers,  music  teachers,  and  trained  nurses. 
Through  this  bureau  the  needed  workers  with  proper  qualification 
can  be  secured. 

3.  That  all  candidates  for  position  as  missionary  teachers  shall 
have  a  college  education,  and  that  music  teachers  shall  have  diplomas- 
or  certificates  from  a  reputable  conservatory  of  music,  also  that  they 
be  required  to  spend  not  less  than  one  term  at  the  Scarritt  Bible  and 
Training  School. 

Report    No.    2. 

Korea. 

1.  The  Woman's  Foreign  Mission  Societies  of  the  North  Texas 
Conference  memorialize  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  session 
April  18-29  that  they  be  granted  permission  to  build  a  day  school  at 
the  cost  of  $500  at  Songdo,  Korea,  to  be  known  as  the  "Ruby  Kendrick 
Memorial,"  and  they  pledge  $150  annually  for  the  maintenance  of 
the   same.  mrs.

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Louis,  for  the  privilege  of  improving  and  equipping  ttie  Central  Texas 
and  the  M.  J.  Mounger  schools,  Seoul,  these  being  two  of  the  four 
dr.y  schools  asked  for  by  the  Korean  Conference.  That  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  be  appropriated  to  each. 

Mrs.  M.  L.  Woods,  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary.    . 
The  committee   recommends   concurrence. 

3.  Since  many  Conferences  are  calling  for  Mrs.  J.  P.  Campbell  to 
visit  them,  it  is  recommended  that  she  remain  in  the  homeland  this 
year,  for  that  purpose,  and  that  her  home  salary  and  traveling  ex- 
penses be  paid.

1.  The  medical  adviser  of  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  having  informed  the  Committee  on  Extension  of 
work,  Foreign  Department,  that  for  health  reasons  Miss  Tydings  will 
not  be  able  to  return  to  the  field  this  year,  it  is  recommended  that 
the  Council  grant  her  leave  of  absence  for  another  year. 

2.  We  recommend  that  as  Mexico  City  is  the  strategic  point  in  our 
Mexican  work  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council,  through 
the  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Department,  investigate  carefully  the 
situation  there  with  a  view  to  purchasing  suitable  site  for  Mary 
Keener  Institute  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

3.  Whereas  a  payment  of  $4,000  is  due  on  Guadalajara  property 
June  1,  1911,  and  another  payment,  the  last  of  same  amount,  due 
June  1,  1912,  both  bearing  eight  per  cent,  we  recommend  that  the  full 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest,  $8,640,  be  made  June  1,  1911.

Brazil. 

Whereas  the  Foreign  Department  by  its  action  last  year  is  com- 
mitted to  the  establishment  of  a  .girls'  boarding  school  in  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  and 

Whereas  the  need  for  such  a  school  in  that  great  center  is  imme- 
diate and  urgent;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  1.  That  Jubilee  Meetings  be  held  throughout  the  Church 
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during  the  months  of  October  and  November  in  order  that  the  Jubilee 
offering  of  $75,000  may  be  secured  before  the  close  of  this  year. 

2.  That  an  additional  $25,000  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  In 
order  to  do  this,  we  borrow  the  $20,000  appropriation  made  last  yeai 
to    Saltillo. 

3.  That  the  young  people  of  the  Church  be  asked  to  take  this  school 
as  their  special  object  to  which  their  contributions  shall  be  directed 
this  year. 

4.  That  the  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  also  be  directed 
to   this   school.

JOINT    REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    EXTENSION    AND 
ESTIMATES— HOME  AND  FOREIGN. 

We  recommend: 

1.  That  every  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary  see  that  an  hour 
be   given   to   the   presentation   of  Christian   stewardship   and   mission 

-study  at  the  annual  session  of  the  Conference  Society. 

2.  That  the  women  give  careful  study  to  the  plans  of  the  Everj'- 
Member  Canvass  and  that  they  urge  in  every  Church  that  the  mis- 
sionary assessments  be  considered  on  a  per  capita  basis  which  will' 
Include  the  amounts  in  the  women's,  young  people's,  and  children's 
■work. 

3.  We  urge  in  each  Church  that  the  Missionary  Committee,  in  its 
appeal  to  the  Church,  include  in  its  budget  the  Vv'ork  of  the  v/omeu. 

4.  That  we,  as  an  organization,  use  our  best'  efforts  to  establish  in 
^ every  Church  the  plan  of  weekly  offerings.    That  whenever  this  plan  is 

adopted,  a  committee  from  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  offer 
themselves  as  a  subcommittee  for  the  regular  collection  of  the  money 
to  be  directed  to  their  work  and  to  render  such  other  aid  as  is  pos- 
sible. 

5.  That  we  request  the  pastors  of  our  Church  to  present  to  their 
congregations  the  subject  of  Christian  stewardship  in  a  special  ser- 
mon, and  that  the  editors  of  the  Church  be  asked  for  presentation  of 
the  subject  through  the  columns  of  their  papers,  the  time  for  this 
•special  effort  to  be  selected  according  to  the  plans  of  the  Program 
Committee. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONARY  WORK  AND 
WORKERS. 

Recommexdatioxs  as  to  Local  Missionaries  in  Foreign  Fields. 

Whereas  the  mission  schools  established  by  the  Woman"t:  Foreign 
Missionary  Society,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  have  begun 
to  yield  rich  returns  in  capable,  earnest  Christian  students  who  desire 
to  enter  the  service  of  Christ  in  their  own  country,  and  whereas  the 
need   for   such   helpers   in   the   evangelization   of   their   native   land   is 
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manifest  and  their  sei'vice  desirable;   then  fore  we,  the  Committee  on 
Missionary  Candidates,  recommend: 

1.  That  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  establish  a  new  class  of 
workers  in  the  foreign  field  to  be  known  as  "Local  Missionaries," 
and  that  native  Christian  women  and  all  who  have  their  permanent 
home  in  said  country  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  to  this  class. 

2.  Such  candidates  shall  be  restricted  to  women  who  are  graduates 
from  mission  schools,  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  and  who  have  had  a  course  in  the  Bible  and  doctrines  of  the 
Church.  They  shall  he  recommended  for  acceptance  to  the  Foreign 
Department  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  by  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sion Conference  of  their  field.  In  cases  where  there  is  no  separate 
Conference  they  shall  be  recommended  by  a  committee  of  women  ap- 
pointed at  the  mission  conference  by  the  presiding  bishop.  The  Prin- 
cipal of  the  Mission  School  from  which  the  candidate  graduated  shall 
be  a  member  of  this  committee. 

3.  With  a  firm  conviction  that  local  missionaries  will  prove  a  help- 
ful agency  in  extending  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  and  in  hope  that  their 
number  will  increase,  we  recommend:  That  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  hereafter  accept  as  foreign  missionaries  only  women  born  in 
Great  Britain  or  America  and  who  have  been  sent  out  to  the  field 
from  those  countries.  Daughters  of  missionaries  appointed  in  Amer- 
ica are  exceptions  to  the  above  rule. 

REPORT   OF  THE   COMMITTEE  ON   SOCIAL  SERVICE. 

We,  you  Committee  on  Social  Service,  come  to  you  with  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  for  the  ensuing  year  that  cover  the  entire  plan 
for  the  Social  Service  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council; 

1.  We  welcome,  in  the  new  Constitution  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  the  plan  of  having  a  Fourth  Vice  President,  who  shall  have 
the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Social  Service  and  whose  duty  it 
will  be  to  urge  on  Conferences  and  local  societies,  through  their  Fourth 
Vice  Presidents,  the  necessity  for  the  study  of  social  conditions  at 
home  and  abroad,  and  to  outline  and  direct  such  studies.  Such  a 
decision  is  far-reaching,  because  it  is  going  to  make  effective  the  ' 
work  of  social  service  in  Conferences  and  auxiliaries.  On  no  other 
basis  could  it  be  as  effective.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  inasmuch  as 
the  work  of  the  Fourth  Vice  President  is  intended  to  include  all  that 
has  been  formerly  called  in  the  home  mission  body  "local  work," 
and  inasmuch  as  the  word  "social  service"  will  be  misapplied  if 
used  to  describe  such  local  work,   we  therefore  recommend  that  the 
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Fourth    Vice    President's    department    be    called    "The    Department    of 
Social  Service  and  Local  Work." 

2.  Inasmuch  as  there  would  necessarily  be  overlapping  if  we  have 
a  Fourth  Vice  President  in  charge  of  social  service  work  and,  at  the 
same  time  a  standing  Committee  on  Sociology  and  Philanthropy 
with  a  separate  Chairman,  and  a  Bureau  of  Social  Service  with  a 
Superintendent  (the  proposal  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  mid- 
winter session),  we  recommend  that  the  Bureau  of  Social  Service 
and  the  standing  Committee  on  Sociology  and  Philanthropy  be  merged 
into  a  new  standing  Committee  on  Social  Service,  to  be  composed 
of  nine  members,  of  which  the  Fourth  Vice  President  will  be  the 
Chairman,  the  committee  to  direct  under  the  leadership  of  the  Fourth 
Vice  President,  the  Department  of  Social  Service  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  the  standing  Committee  on  Social  Service  will 
need  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Social  Service  movements  of  other 
Churches  and  organizations,  and  will  want  to  accumulate  and  keep 
on  file  Social  Service  literature  for  use  in  carrying  on  educational 
work  along  lines  of  Social  Service,  v'e  recommend  that  this  standing 
Committee  on  Social  Service  shall  have  a  Secretary  to  be  called  the 
"Secretary  of  the  Social  Service  Committee,"  whose  duty  it  v.'ill  be  to 
keep  in  touch  with  other  Social  Service  movements  and  their  liter- 
ature. 

4.  This  committee  also  recommends  that  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  recognize  the  demand  for  a  Social  Service  Field  Agent,  as 
the  official  representative  of  the  Department  of  Social  Service,  to  be 
put  into  the  field  at  the  earliest  possible  date;  but  we  recommend  for 
the  present  year  that  the  Social  Service  Committee  have  charge  of  all 
Social  Service  communications  from  Conferences  and  city  boards,  and 
that  that  committee  shall  appoint  different  women  who  are  experts 
in  the  special  field  to  be  investigated  to  give  the  assistance  needed 
and  report  back  to  the  committee.  We  also  recommend  that  at  the 
session  of  the  Council  the  Conference  Secretaries  come  prepared  to 
pledge  voluntary  offerings  from  their  Conference  half  of  dues,  which 
will  make  possible  the  employment  of  a  trained  salaried  field  worker. 

5.  We  recommend  that  at  the  next  session  of  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council  the  standing  Committee  on  Social  Service  be  authorized 
to  hold  a  sectional  conference  on  city  mission  work  for  the  special 
benefit  of  city  mission  board  workers.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHILDREN'S  WORK. 

1.  That  the  auxiliary  Vice  Presidents  in  charge  of  the  children's 
work  in  each  local  Church  seek  the  closest  affiliation  with  the  Sun- 
day school  and  missionary  committee  where  such  committee  exists. 

2.  That  a  standing  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  the  First  Vice 
President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  two  other  members 
to  be  named  by  the  Chair,  be  appointed  to  draft  practical  working 
plans  for  this  correlation,  these  plans  to  be  put  in  leaflet  form  for 
the  iise   of   Conference   and  auxiliary   First  Vice   Presidents. 

3.  That  record  books  and  blanks  be  prepared  for  the  use  of  Con- 
ference  and  auxiliary  First  Vice  Presidents. 

4.  So  far  as  correlation^  with  the  League  is  concerned,  both  the  plan 
presented  by  the  Kentucky  Conference  and  that  presented  by  the  Gen- 
eral Secretary  of  the  Epworth  League  were  considered.  Finding  them 
practically  the  same,  we  recommend  the  endorsement  of  the  plan  pre- 
sented by  the  League  Board. 

5.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  select  a  pin  of  suitable  design 
for  the  children's   department. 

6.  We  recommend  the  preparation  of  a  booklet  suitable  for  children,^ 
giving  the  entire  work  of  the  Church  at  home  and  abroad,  and  sug- 
gest that  the  information  be  given  in  the  form  of  a  trip  to  the  dif- 
ferent mission  fields.  ,,         ^     ^     ^

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S   WORK. 

Since  the  Young  People's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil has  been  magnified,  made  a  distinct  department,  with  a  Vice  Pres- 
ident and  respective  Conference  Vice  Presidents,  we  are  called  upon 
to  bestir  ourselves  as  never  before  to  win  for  our  beloved  cause  those, 
who,  by  heritage,  belong  to  us;  we  therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  wherever  there  are  as  many  as  six  young  people  in  any- 
Church  a  serious  attempt  should  be  made  to  organize  a  Young  Peo- 
ple's Missionary  Society. 

2.  Where  there  is  no  organization  of  a  Home  or  Foreign  Young- 
People's  Society,  an  effort  should  be  made  to  have  both  departments 
represented  in  one  organization.  Where  there  is  an  organization, 
this  combined  plan  should  be  encouraged. 

3.  All  organizations  must  be  reported  under  the  name  of  Young 
People's  Missionary  Societies,  even  though  they  select  for  themselves 
a  local  name. 
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4.  That  every  Conference  and  auxiliary  elect  as  Second  Vice  Presi- 
dent a  woman  adapted  to  lead  the  young  people. 

5.  That  the  educational  work  for  young  people  be  carried  on  through 
the  leaflets  and  yearbook  prepared  for  adults  and  young  people, 
through  the  bulletin,  the  Missionary  Voice,  and  the  Young  Christian,' 
Worker.  That  the  program  be  printed  In  the  Voice  and  the  Young 
Christian  Worker,  and  that  report  blanks  be  printed  adapted  to  the 
new  organization. 

6.  That  October  be  set  apart  as  a  special  time  for  organizing  mis- 
sion study  classes,  and  that  an  effort  be  made  to  induce  our  Church 
schools  to  include  in  their  regular  curriculum  a  mission  study  course. 

7.  In  college  town  locals,  adult  auxiliaries  be  urged  to  have  one  open 
meeting  a  year  for  our  young  people  in  attendance  upon  these  colleges. 

8.  Since  a  denominational  Chairman  has  been  appointed  in  every 
college  Young  Women  Christian  Association,  we  recommend  that  the 
Second  Vice  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  keep  on 
file  a  list  of  the  young  women  representing  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  and  through  them  conserve  the  interest  of  our  mission- 
ary work. 

9.  That  our  j'oung  people  be  urged  and  encouraged  to  send  repre- 
sentatives to  the  various  missionary  assemblies  for  young  people. 

10.  That  the  young  people's  societies  take  for  specific  gifts  those 
objects  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Extension  of  Work  both 
Home  and  Foreign  Departments. 

11.  That  the  attention  of  the  Conference  and  auxiliary  officers  be 
called  to  the  inspirational  value  of  the  regular  missionary  lesson  of 
the  Sunday  school  in  securing  recruits  for  young  people's  societies, 
and  that  on  each  Sunday  in  which  the  missionary  lesson  is  before 
the  Sunday  school  the  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school  be  re- 
quested to  allow  at  the  close  of  the  lesson  a  brief  presentation  of 
the  work  of  the  young  people's  societies,  and  that  on  this  occasion  a 
general  invitation  to  join  be  given  to  all  so  desiring,  and  that  our 
Conference  and  auxiliary  officers  avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity 
for  presenting  the  missionary  work  to  the  Wesley  Adult  Classes,  with 
the  idea  in  view  of  imparting  instruction,  arousing  interest,  and  stim- 
ulating enthusiasm. 

12.  Whereas  we  have  observed  that  only  in  a  few  of  our  Confer- 
ences is  any  special  effort  being  made  to  enlist  the  boys  and  young 
men  fi'om  fourteen  to  twenty-two  years  in  specific  missionary  work, 
we  do  recommend  that  the  Vice  President  in  charge  of  the  young 
people's  work  in  all  Conferences,  with  the  cooperation  of  other 
Conferences  and  auxiliary  officers,  make  every  effort  to  organize  boys' 
bands,  appealing  to  the  "gang"  spirit  in  the  boys  to  band  them  to- 
gether. These  bands  are  to  be  regarded  as  schools  of  inspiration  and 
instruction  for  furnishing  future  leaders  and  workers  for  the  Lay- 
men's Missionary  Movement. 
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13.   That   Friday  before  Easter   be   set   apart  as   a   day  for   special 
prayer  for  volunteers  for  both  the  home  and  foreign  field.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY 
COUNCIL. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  sessions  and  actively  advance 
the  interests  of  the  Council.  In  her  absence  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents 
shall  preside. 

2.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's  work. 
The  Second  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  young  people's 

work. 

The_  Third  Vice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study. 

The  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  develop  the  work  of  social  service 
and  local  work. 

3.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Work  of  the  Home  and  the  For- 
eign Departments  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  the  Corresponding 
Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  They  in  their  re- 
spective departments  shall  correspond  with  the  missionaries  and 
teachers  and  other  persons  employed  by  the  Council,  and  with  the 
Conference  Secretaries.  They,  shall  furnish  the  Conference  Secretaries 
with  all  needful  information,  secure  from  them  such  details  of  their 
work  as  will  be  necessary  to  make  quarterly  and  annual  reports, 
acquaint  themselves  with  conditions,  needs,  and  opportunities  of 
mission  fields,  and  publish  the  same  for  the  information  of  the  Church. 
They  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasury  and  attend  to  the  legal 
business  of  their  respective  departments. 

4.  The  Educational  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  the 
Educational  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Her  duties 
shall  be  those  outlined  as  Educational  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. 

5.  The  Editorial  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  the 
Editorial  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Her  duties 
shall  be  those  outlined  as  Editorial  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

6.  There  shall  be  one  or  more  Field  Secretaries  who  shall  advance 
the  interests  of  the  work  by  travel  and  as  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Council.  They  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retaries of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council. 

7.  The  Recording  Secretaries  shall  give  notice  of  all  sessions  of  the 
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Council  and  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  session  in  permanent  record, 
the  same  to  be  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council.  They  shall  prepare  a  condensed  report  of  called  sessions  of 
the  Council  and  of  the  Executive  Committee  sessions,  to  be  presented 
to  the  annual  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  shall 
give  notices  of  meetings. 

8.  The  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  She  shall  hold  the 
funds  of  the  Council  in  safe  deposit,  which  deposit  shall  be  made  by 
her  as  Treasurer,  subject  to  authenticated  drafts.  She  shall  furnish 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  be  published  with  those  of  the  Cor- 
responding Secretaries. 

9.  There  shall  be  six  Managers  in  charge  of  the  Eastern,  Central, 
and  Western  Divisions,  who  shall  extend  the  work  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

(a)  They  shall  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Conference  officers  and 
City  Mission  Boards  in  their  divisions  by  correspondence  and  by  attend- 
ing Conferences  and  district  meetings  when  practicable. 

(6)  They  shall  receive  application  for  the  service  of  field  workers, 
missionaries,  or  deaconesses,  for  special  meetings  and  itinerations, 
which  applications  shall  be  referred  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Foreign 
and  Home  Departments  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  After 
receiving  the  names  of  available  parties,  the  Division  Managers  shall 
arrange  the  details  of  the  itineration  with  the  Conference  officers. 

10.  When  vacancies  among  the  officers  or  managers  occur  during 
the  year,  they  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee  until  the 
next  annual  session  of  the  Council. 

Executive    Committee. 

11.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
shall  consist  of  its  officers  and  managers,  five  of  whom  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

12.  The  business  of  the  Council  in  the  interim  of  the  annual  ses- 
sion shall  be  conducted  by  the  Executive  Cemmittee,  subject  to  the  call 
of  the  President  or  a  Secretary  of  the  Council.  There  shall  be  a  mid- 
year meeting  of  this  Executive  Committee  to  review  the  work  of  the 
year  and  prepare  for  the  annual  session  of  the  Council,  and  to  attend 
to  any  other  necessary  business;  at  this  session  a  majority  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

13.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  nominate  the  regular  commit- 
tees for  the  annual  session. 

Expenses  and  Estimates. 

14.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council,  and  the  traveling  expenses  of  officers,  manag- 
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ers,    candidates,    returned    missionaries,    and    speakers    to    the    annual 
session  of  the  Council  shall  he  met  from  the  treasury. 

15.  Estimates  shall  be  made  at  the  annual  session  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  extension  of  the  work,  for  the  expense  of  administration  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  for  a  contingent  fund  to  meet  emergencies  that 
j     may  arise  in  any  field. 
""^j  16.  The  estimates  for  one  year  shall  not  exceed  the  income  of  the 

preceding  year  from  all  sources,   except  annuities,  bequests,   devises, 
and  sale  of  property. 

"^""^  Restrictions. 

17.  No  new  work  shall  be  projected,  and  no  money  outside  of  the 
contingent  fund  shall  be  appropriated,  except  at  the  annual  session  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

18.  No  person  shall  solicit  gifts  for  an  object  not  authorized  by  the 
Council. 

Standing  Committees. 

19.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  name  a  committee  of  nine  to 
nominate  the  eight  standing  committees  to  be  elected  by  the  Council 
in  annual  session. 

By-Laws   Governing   Standing   Committees. 
7.  Standing  Committee  on  Educational  Institutions. 

(1)  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Educational  Institutions 
of  nine  members,  who  shall  be  the  President,  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retaries of  the  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  Departments,  three  mem- 
bers from  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council,  and  three  from 
the  Council  at  large. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  superintend  the  educa- 
tional work  of  the  Council,  and  to  report  the  «aiiic  to  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  in  annual  session. 

(3)  To  this  committee  shall  be  referred  all  applications  of  mission- 
ary teachers;  all  the  propositions  for  the  opening  of  new  schools  or 
the  enlargement  of  those  already  existing;  the  quarterly  reports  of 
superintendents,  principals,  and  teachers;  all  estimates  for  the  needs 
of  the  school  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(4)  The  committee  shall  recommend  in  annual  session  the  number 
of  teachers  necessary  for  each  institution,  and  the  amounts  to  be 
appropriated  for  the  maintenance  of  each  school.  The  principal  of 
each  school  shall  submit  the  credentials  of  the  faculty  to  the  commit- 
tee for  indorsement  and  appointment.  If  an  emergency  arises  such 
as  will  require  an  increase  in  the  appropriation  to  prevent  injury  to 
a  school,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  members  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  resident  in  Nash- 
ville. 
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(5)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  some  member  of  this  committee  to  visit, 
if  possible,  the  schools  under  their  supervision  and  to  become  acquaint- 
ed with  their  internal  management. 

11.  Committee  on  Itineration. 

(1)  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  Itineration  of  six  mem- 
bers, who  shall  be  the  President  and  the  five  Secretaries  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  receive  from  Corre- 
sponding Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  such  applica- 
tions for  helpers  on  programs  as  have  been  forwarded  to  them  from 
Division  Managers.  These  applications  shall  be  considered  in  their  rela- 
tion to  each  other,  and  speakers  assigned  who  can  most  conveniently 
and  appropriately  fill  the  various  engagements. 

III.  Committee  on  Applicants  for  Training  for  Mission  Work. 

(1)  There  shall  be  a  standing  Committee  on  Applicants  for  Schol- 
arship for  Training  for  Mission  Work  of  five  members,  who  shall  be 
the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  De- 
partments, one  representative  from  each  of  the  Training  Schools, 
and  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  resident  in  Nash- 
ville. 

(2)  An  applicant  for  work  must  present  her  papers  to  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  of  the  Conference  in  which  she  lives,  who  shall  refer 
them  to  the  Conference  Executive  Committee.  The  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Conference  must  seek  a  personal  acquaintance  with 
the  applicant  before  her  papers  are  forwarded  to  the  committee  at 
Nashville.  The  papers  of  applicants  for  home  mission  work  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Home  Department;  those  of  appli- 
cants for  foreign  mission  work  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Foreign  Department.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  on 
Applicants  for  Mission  Work  to  examine  the  papers  of  candidates, 
and  to  indorse  them  before  recommending  them  to  the  principals  of 
the  Training  Schools  for  instruction. 

IV.  Committee  on  Candidates  for  Mission  Work. 

(1)  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Candidates  for  Mission  Work  of 
seven  members,  who  shall  be  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the 
Foreign  and  Home  Departments,  one  representative  from  each  of 
the  Training  Schools,  a  member  of  the  Council  resident  in  Nashville, 
and  two  from  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  at  large. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  examine  the  testimonials 
of  candidates  who  have  been  indorsed  by  the  faculty  of  the  Training 
Schools  they  have  attended.  If  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  tKe 
candidates  meet  the  requirements,  the  papers  shall  be  referred  witBr 
recommendation  to  the  Committee  on  Missionary  Candidates  appointed:

by  the  Board  and  to  the   Committee  on  Candidates  elected   by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  to  serve  during  the  annual  session. 

V.  Committee  on  City  Missions  and  Deaconess  Work. 

<1)  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  City  Missions  and  Deaconess  Work 
of  fourteen  members,  who  shall  be  the  President,  five  Secretaries,  a 
representative  from  each  of  the  Training  Schools,  three  women  man- 
agers of  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  three  from  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council  at  large. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  (futy  of  this  committee  to  receive  and  act  upon  all 
applications  from  those  who  desire  to  become  deaconesses;  also  all 
applications  to  employ  deaconesses.  It  shall  receive  quarterly  reports 
from  all  deaconesses  and  deaconess  institutions  maintained  or  con- 
trolled by  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society,  and  keep  on  file  a  full 
statement  of  the  condition  and  work  of  these  institutions.  It  shall 
arrange  for  the  consecration,  appointment,  or  any  transfer  of  deacon- 
esses or  missionaries  that  may  be  desired,  and  shall  decide  upon  all 
questions  of  administration  and  differences. 

(S)  This  committee  shall,  at  the  annual  sessions  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council,  make  a  full  report  of  the  deaconess  work,  which, 
after  acceptance,  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  printed  minutes  of  the 
Board. 

(4)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  take  such  oversight  of 
this  department  as  will  insure  the  proper  location  of  mission  houses  or 
homes,  the  class  of  work  to  be  done  in  them,  the  judicious  expendi- 
ture of  funds  to  encourage  or  restrain  expaasion,  and  to  aid  in  devising 
ways  and  means  for  raising  funds. 

(5)  It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  this  committee  to  investigate  the  condi- 
tions and  needs  of  cities  where  there  are  no  City  Boards  of  Missions; 
and  where  conditions  are  encouraging,  the  same  should  be  reported 
to  the  Council  in  annual  session  or  called  meeting;  and  if  approved, 
the  committee  shall  do  all  in  its  power  to  aid  in  the  organization  ot 
a  City  Board  and  the  establishment  of  a  mission  on  a  safe  basis. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  confer  with  and  cooperate  with  City  Mission 
Boards.  To  it  shall  be  referred  all  propositions  from  cities  or 
auxiliaries  desiring  to  take  up  organized  city  mission  work;  all  re- 
ports of  City  Boards,  including  an  itemized  statement  of  money  re- 
ceived and  expended;  all  reports  from  city  missionaries;  all  applica- 
tions for  or  from  missionary  workers,  or  for  a  change  in  work  or 
workers  assigned.  Previous  to  annual  meetings  this  committee  shall 
consult  individuals,  societies,  and  boards  supporting  missionaries,  and 
missionaries  themselves,  as  to  the  assignment  of  work  for  the  en- 
suing year.  The  committee  shall  assign  work  to  all  home  missionaries 
in  the  employ  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  annual  or  called  meetings. 
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YI.  Committee  on  By-Laws. 

(1)  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  By-Laws  of  seven  members,  who 
shall  be  the  President,  two  Corresponding  Secretaries,  Editorial  Secre- 
tary, and  three  members  from  the  Council  at  large. 

(2)  To  this  committee  shall  be  sent  all  amendments  to  any  Constitu- 
tion or  By-Laws  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  not  later  than 
sixty  days  before  the  annual  session  of  the  Council.  This  committee 
shall  send  a  list  of  these  proposed  amendments  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  before  the  session  of  the  Council. 

YII.  Committee  on  Literature. 

(1)  There  shall  be  a  standing  Committee  on  Literature  cf  thirteen 
members,  who  shall  be  the  Woman's  Editorial  Secretary,  the  Woman's 
Educational  Secretary,  the  two  Corresponding  Secretaries,  the  four 
Vice  Presidents,  the  Press  Superintendent,  two  other  resident  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  two  members  from  the  Council 
at  large. 

(2)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  assist  the  Editorial 
Secretary  in  the  preparation  of  yearbooks,  leaflets,  and  other  literature 
ordered  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

YIII.   Committee   on   Social   Service. 

(1)  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Social  Service  of  nine  members, 
of  which  the  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  be  the  Chairman,  the  Pres- 
ident and  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Home  and  Forei&n 
Departments  ex  officio  members,  and  the  remaining  members  from  the 
Council  at  large. 

(2)  This  committee  shall  direct  the  Social  Service  work  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council. 

Amendments  to  By-Laws. 
The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  any  annual 
session. 


CONSTITUTION   AND  BY-LAWS  FOR  UNITED   CON- 
FERENCE SOCIETIES,  ADULT  AND  YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  ORGANIZATIONS,  AND 
CHILDREN'S  WORK. 

CONSTITUTION    OF    CONFERENCE    SOCIETIES. 

1.  In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be  organized  a  Confer- 
ence Society  with  Home  and  Foreign  Departments,  auxiliary  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  plan  and  direct  the  Woman's  Mlfr 
slonary  Work  of  the  Conference. 
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'3.  The  Conference  Society  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  delegates 
from  each  auxiliary,  one  or  more  District  Secretaries  from  each  dis- 
trict, a  Superintendent  of  Press  Work,  and  the  following  oflBcers: 
A  President,  four  Vice  Presidents,  two  Corresponding  Secretaries,  one 
or  more  Recording  Secretaries,  one  or  more  Treasurers.  These  officers 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting. 

BY-LAWS   FOR  CONFERENCES. 

1.  The  Conference  officers  elected  by  ballot  shall  constitute  an  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  to  transact  business  in  the  intervals  of  the  annual 
sessions.    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  Conference  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  committee  named  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  one  or  more  representatives  from 
each  district.  This  does  not  debar  the  parliamentary  privilege  of  nomi- 
nations from  the  floor  after  the  committee's  report  has  been  presented. 

5.  The  District  Secretaries  and  Conference  Superintendents  shall  be 
nominated  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  President  and  Correspond- 
ing Secretaries  and  Treasurers,  and  shall  be  elected  by  acclamation. 

4.  An  alternate  from  each  department  shall  be  elected  at  each  an- 
nual session  to  attend  the  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

6.  Each  Conference  Society  shall  adopt  a  plan  for  raising  a  fund  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  Conference. 

6.  The  Conference  Society  shall  make  its  appropriations  in  annual 
session  from  the  half  of  the  regular  membership  fund  of  the  Home 
Department,  subject  to  its  direction.  These  appropriations  to  be  con- 
tingent upon  the  concurrence  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

7.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conference 
Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  actively  advance  the 
interests  of  the  work. 

8.  The  Vice  Presidents  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  President 
in  her  absence. 

9.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's 
work,  and  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  to  the  First  Vice  President 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Conference  Society. 

The  Second  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  young  people's 
work,  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Second  Vice  President  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Conference  Society. 

The  Third  Vice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship 
and  mission  study,  and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Third  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Conference  Society. 

The  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  develop  the  work  of  social  service, 
and  shall  report  quarterly  to  the  Fourth  Vice  President  of  the  Woman's 
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Missionary  Council  and  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Confer- 
ence Society. 

10.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  supply  the  auxiliaries  with  information  and  with 
literature.  They  shall  use  all  practicable  means  for  the  organization 
of  adult,  young  people's,  and  children's  auxiliaries  in  every  charge 
of  the  Conference,  and  forward  a  detailed  report  of  each  organization 
to  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council, 
to  whom  they  shall  also  send  quarterly  reports  by  the  15th  day  of 
the  first  month  of  each  quarter.  They  shall  make  to  the  Conference 
Society  a  report  of  the  preceding  session  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  and  such  other  reports  as  that  body  may  desire.  They  shall 
sign  all  drafts  on  the  Treasury. 

11.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Conference  Society  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  same  on  record. 

12.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  a 
book  account  with  each  auxiliary,  and  submitting  the  same  annually 
to  an  auditor.  She  shall  send  itemized  reports  promptly  on  the  15th 
day  of  the  first  month  of  each  quarter  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council,  therewith  transmitting  such  funds  as  are  collected 
for  the  General  Treasury.  She  shall  also  send  an  itemized  statement 
to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretary. 

13.  The  District  Secretaries  shall  organize  auxiliaries,  and  use 
every  available  means  to  promote  the  advancement  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies  in  their  districts.  They  shall  present  a  report  of 
the  work  at  the  District  Conference,  and  shall  hold  annual  meetings 
in  the  district  (composed  of  delegates  from  the  auxiliaries),  and  all 
day  meetings  whenever  practicable.  If  the  Conference  so  direct,  the 
District  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  with  auxiliaries, 
and  send  a  quarterly  report  to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secre- 
taries, and  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  Conference  So- 
ciety. It  shall  be  their  duty  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  obtain  sub- 
scribers to  the  Missionary  Voice  and  Young  Christian  Worker. 

14.  The  Conference  Society  may  elect  superintendents  to  cooperate 
with  the  Superintendents  of  the  Council.  They  shall  send  quarterly 
reports  of  their  work  to  the  General  Superintendent  of  their  depart- 
ment before  the  10th  of  the  first  month  of  each  quarter  and  report  also 
to  the  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries. 

15.  Conference  and  Auxiliary  Societies  shall  not  project  new  work 
in  the  mission  fields,  nor  respond  to  special  calls  for  aid,  without 
approval  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

16.  The  regular  dues  of  the  auxiliary  societies  —  adult,  young 
people's,  and  children's — also  funds  contributed  to  make  life  members, 
honorary  members,  and  life  patrons,  shall  not  be  devoted  to  specific 
work. 
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17.  The  thank  offering  during  the  Week  of  Prayer  shall  be  applied 
to  some  specific  object  to  be  determined  each  year  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  in  annual  session. 

18.  The  first  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  auxiliaries  shall  be  a 
pledge  meeting,  at  which  time  voluntary  pledges  shall  be  made  by  the 
members  and  a  report  of  the  same  be  forwarded  to  the  Conference 
Corresponding   Secretaries. 

19.  The  Conference  Society  may  make  such  by-laws  as  the  work 
demands,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  those  made  by  the  Council. 

20.  During  the  annual  meetings  a  half  hour  at  noon  shall  be  set 
aside  for  devotional  services. 

Adtjlt  Societies. 

Any  number  of  women  may  become  an  adult  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Conference  Society  by  adopting  the  following  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  and  electing  the  officers  therein  provided: 

Constitution  for  Auxiliaries. 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 

the ,  auxiliary  to  Conference  Society  of 

the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  in  the  United  States  and  non-Christian  lands  by 
enlisting  the  women,  young  people,  and  children  in  a  study  of  the 
needs  of  the  world  and  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds 
for  the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions,  and 
for  meeting  neighborhood  needs. 

3.  Any  one  may  become  a  member  of  this  society  by  giving  prayer, 
service,  and  ten  cents  dues  per  month  to  either  Department,  Home  or 
Foreign,  or  twenty  cents  dues  to  both.  Opportunities  shall  be  given  for 
pledges  and  for  freewill  offerings,  to  be  directed  by  the  donors  to  such 
objects  as  have  been  authorized  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 
Each  auxiliary  may  raise  amount  necessary  for  local  work. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  either  department  of  the 
society  by  the  payment  to  the  general  fund  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
this  specific  purpose. 

5.  The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice  Presi- 
dents, two  Corresponding  Secretaries,  one  or  more  Recording  Secre- 
taries, one  or  more  Treasurers,  who  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  society. 

6.  The  society  shall  hold  at  least  one  monthly  meeting  for  education- 
al and  inspirational  purposes,  and  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Other 
meetings  may  be  held  for  Bible  study  and  the  varying  phases  of  mission 
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work.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall  be  the  annual 
election  of  oflBcers.  At  the  following  meeting  there  shall  be  full  reports 
of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers,  and  consideration  of  plans 
for  work  for  the  new  year. 

By-Laws  for  Auxiliaries. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  society  and 
shall  actively  advance  its  interests.  At  her  request  or  in  her  absence 
one  of  the  Vice  Presidents  shall  assume  her  duties. 

2.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  children's  work. 
The  Second  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  young  people's 

work. 

The  Third  Vice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study. 

The  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  develop  the  work  of  social  service 
and  local  work. 

These  officers  shall  cooperate  with  the  Conference  officers  having 
the  same  work  In  charge,  and  shall  report  to  them  quarterly. 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  send  to  the  District  Secretaries  full  reports  by  the 
first  day  of  each  quarter.  They  shall  also  send  annually  to  the  District 
Secretaries  and  Conference  Corresponding  Secretaries  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  officers  of  the  auxiliary.  They  shall  send  their  books  to 
the  district  meeting  for  examination. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced.  , 

5.  The  Treasurers  shall  collect  all  moneys  of  the  society,  keep  an 
account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurers  by  the 
first  day  of  eaph  quarter,  giving  an  itemized  statement  of  the'  amounts, 
a  duplicate  of  the  same  to  be  furnished  the  Auxiliary  Corresponding 
Secretary.    The  books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited  annually. 

6.  The  society  shall  elect  an  agent  for  the  Missionary  Voice  and  a 
Superintendent  of  Press  Work. 

7.  Superintendents  of  Bureaus  shall  be  elected  as  needed. 

8.  The  Vice  Presidents,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  Agent,  and  Superin- 
tendents shall  make  written  reports  at  the  monthly  business  meeting. 

Young  People's   Societies. 
Constitution. 

1.  This  society  shall  be  called  the  Young  People's  Society  of 

,   auxiliary   to    Conference   Society   of  the 

Woman's  Missionary  Council,  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South. 

2.  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  hasten  the  coming  of  the 
kingdom  of  God  in  the  United  States  and  non-Christian  lands  by 
enlisting  the  young  people  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising 
funds  for  the  evangelization  of  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad,  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  institutions  under  the  care  of  the  Woman's 
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Missionary  Council,  for  the  betterment  of  civic  and  social  conditions, 
and  for  the  relief  of  neighborhood  needs. 

3.  Any  one  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  twenty-two  may  become 
a  member  of  the  society  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a 
stated  offering  monthly  or  quarterly  to  missions.  Opportunities  will 
be  given  for  pledges  for  special  work,  and  freewill  offerings  to  be  used 
as  directed  by  donors  to  such  objects  as  are  authorized  by  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council. 

The  membership  fund  shall  be  divided  as  follows:  Fifty  per  cent  to 
the  Foreign  Department,  fifty  per  cent  to  the  Home  Department.  No 
other  funds  are  subject  to  this  division. 

4.  Any  one  may  become  a  life  member  of  the  society  by  the  payment 
to  the  general  fund  of  ten  dollars  for  this  specific  purpose. 

5.  The  oflicers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice  Presi- 
dents, one  or  more  Corresponding  Secretaries,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
one  or  more  Treasurers,  who  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee 
of  the  society. 

6.  The  society  shall  hold  at  least  one  monthly  meeting  for  educa- 
tional and  inspirational  purposes,  and  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
Other  meetings  may  be  held  for  Bible  study  and  the  varying  phases 
of  mission  work.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  there  shall 
be  the  annual  election  of  officers.  At  the  following  meeting  there 
shall  be  full  reports  of  the  year's  work,  installation  of  officers,  and 
consideration  of  plans  for  work  for  the  new  year. 

By-Laws. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  society  and  in 
every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  one  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents shall  preside. 

2.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  assist  the  First  Vice  President  of 
the  adult  auxiliary  in  superintending  the  Children's  Department. 

The  Second  Vice  President  shall  be  agent  of  the  missionary  period- 
icals of  the  Council  and  Press  Superintendent. 

The  Third  A^'ice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study. 

The  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  develop  the  work  of  social  service 
and  local  work. 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  make  reports  to  the  Vice  President  of  the  Conference 
by  the  first  day  of  each  quarter  and  to  the  District  Secretaries,  to 
whom  they  shall  send  annually  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  officers. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  a 
book  account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  by  the 
first  day  of  each  quarter.     She  shall  send  a  duplicate  report  to  the 
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Second  Vice  President  of  the  Conference,  and  also  furnish  the  Corre- 
sponding Secretaries  of  her  auxiliary  with  a  statement  of  the  amounts 
remitted.    The  books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  audited. 

The  Children's  Department. 
Constitution. 

In  this  department  the  children  shall  be  organized  for  the  foreign 
and  home  mission  work. 

The  object  shall  be  to  give  them  missionary  education,  train  them 
for  Christian  service,  and  cultivate  in  them  habits  of  liberal  and 
systematic  giving,  Bible-reading,  and  prayer. 

This  department  shall  consist  of  Baby  and  Junior  Divisions  under 
a  superintendent  who  shall  also  be  a  Vice  President  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Auxiliary,  whose  work  shall  be  correlated  with  the  Confer- 
ence Vice  President  in  charge  of  children's  work.  All  membership 
funds  shall  be  divided  equally,  the  mite  box  funds  divided  in  the  pro- 
portion of  sixty  per  cent  to  the  Foreign  and   forty  per  cent  to  the 

Home  Department. 

Baby  Division. 

1.  Any  child  five  years  of  age  and  under  may  become  a  member  of 
the  Baby  Division  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  an  enrollment  fee  of  twenty-five  cents.  Each  child  of  the 
Baby  Division  shall  be  given  a  certificate  and  shall  be  furnished  with 
a  mite  box  for  voluntary  offerings  to  be  opened  quarterly.  Any  child 
may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by 
the  payment  of  five  dollars. 

2.  Names  of  children  may  be  placed  on  the  Memorial  Roll  by  an 
offering  to  missions  and  by  the  use  of  mite  boxes  in  memory  of  the 
child. 

3.  At  least  once  a  year  special  meetings  shall  be  held  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Baby  Division,  at  which  time  mite  boxes  shall  be  opened 
and  a  helpful  program  be  carried  out. 

4.  The  First  Vice  President  of  Adult  Auxiliaries  shall  have  charge 
of  the  Baby  Division. 

Junior  Division. 

1.  Any  child  between  the  ages  of  five  and  fourteen  years  may  be- 
come a  member  of  the  Junior  Division  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  by  giving  regularly  prayer,  service,  and  a  stated  offering  to 
missions.  Each  child  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  furnished  a 
mite  box  for  voluntary  offerings,  to  be  opened  quarterly.  Any  child 
may  become  a  life  member  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  by  the 
payment  of  five  dollars  to  the  general  fund  for  this  specific  purpose. 

2.  The  officers  of  the  Junior  Division  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice 
Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  and  Treas- 
urer. 

3.  The  Junior  Division  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  to  follow 
some  line  of  study  for  which  a  program  shall  be  furnished. 
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By-Laws. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  society  and  in 
every  way  advance  its  interests.  In  her  absence  one  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents shall  preside. 

2.  The  First  Vice  President  shall  help  in  the  work  of  the  Baby 
Division. 

The  Second  Vice  President  shall  be  the  agent  for  the  Young  Christian 
Worker. 

The  Third  Vice  President  shall  promote  Christian  stewardship  and 
mission  study. 

The  Fourth  Vice  President  shall  have  charge  of  the  social  service 
and  local  work  of  the  children. 

3.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall  conduct  the  correspondence 
of  the  society  and  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  Vice  President  of  the 
Conference  and  to  the  District  Secretaries,  to  whom  they  shall  send 
annually  the  names  and  addresses  of  their  officers. 

4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  regular  and 
called  meetings,  and  see  that  each  meeting  is  properly  announced. 

5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  funds  of  the  society,  keeping  a  book 
account  of  the  same,  and  remit  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  quarterly. 
She  shall  send  a  duplicate  report  to  the  Second  Vice  President  of  the 
Conference,  and  also  furnish  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  her  aux- 
iliary with  a  statement  of  the  amounts  remitted.  The  books  of  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  audited. 


CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  OF  WOMAN'S  HOME 
MISSION  SOCIETIES. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  planned  for  the  united  societies 
so  nearly  meet  the  needs  of  those  Home  Mission  Conferences  and 
Auxiliaries  which  do  not  unite  that  they  are  adopted  with  the  following 
changes: 

Constitution  for  Conference  Societies. 

Change  to  read:  "In  each  Annual  Conference  there  shall  be 
organized  a  Woman's  Home  Mission  Conference  Society,  auxiliary  to 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council." 

Change  "the  woman's  missionary  work"  to  "the  woman's 
home    mission    work." 

Item  3.  Change  to  read:  "One  Corresponding  Secretary,  one  Record- 
ing Secretary,   one  Treasurer." 

By-Laws  for  Conference  Societies. 
Item  Jj.  Omit  the  words  "from  each  department." 

Item  10.  Substitute  "Corresponding  Secretai'y"  for  "Secretaries,"  and 
use  the  singular  pronoun  "she"  for  "they"  throughout  the  paragraph. 
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Adult  Auxiliary  Societies. 

Change  first  paragraph  to  read:  "Any  number  of  women  may 
become  an  auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society,"  etc. 

Item  2.  Constitution  changed  to  "The  object  of  this  society  shall  be 
to  hasten  the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  United  States  by  en- 
listing the  women,  young  people,  and  children  in  a  study  of  the  needs 
of  the  country  and  in  active  missionary  service,  by  raising  funds  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  home  mission  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,"  etc.

BY-LAWS  GOVERNING  DEACONESSES. 

1.  When  the  deaconess  shall  have  finished  her  probationary  course 
of  training,  the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work  shall  present  her  to 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  in  annual  session  for  final  accept- 
ance and  consecration.  She  shall  then  receive  a  certificate  duly 
signed  by  the  President,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Home  Depart- 
ment of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  and  the  General  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Missions.  This  certificate  shall  be  her  credentials 
as  a  regularly  authorized  deaconess  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  and  must  be  annually  renewed.  If  she  should  retire  or  be 
found  unsuited  to  the  work,  her  certificate  shall  be  surrendered  to 
the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work,  and  she  thereby  ceases  to  be  a 
deaconess.  When  the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work  deems  it  advis- 
able to  have  one  or  more  deaconesses  consecrated  in  the  interim  of 
the  annual  meetings,  it  shall  arrange  for  the  time  and  place  of  their 
service. 

2.  Any  one  receiving  training  from  the  Home  Department  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  shall  refund  the  money  if  she  voluntarily 
retires  from  its  employ  before  the  expiration  of  four  years.  The 
amount  expended  shall  be  repaid  in  full  in  case  the  deaconess  leaves 
the  work  without  the  consent  of  the  Council  before  she  shall  have 
completed  her  term  of  service — viz.,  two  years  for  each  paid  by  the 
Council.  No  fractional  part  of  a  year's  work  will  be  received  in  lieu 
of  service. 

3.  No  one  shall  be  recognized  as  a  deaconess  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  who  does  not  comply  with  the  disciplinary  re- 
quirements and  does  not  hold  a  certificate  from  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Council. 

4.  When  the  preacher  in  charge  and  the  quarterly  Conference  present 
a  candidate  that  they  deem  an  exception  to  the  general  rule  requiring  a 
course  in  the  training  school,  the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work  shall 
examine  the  candidate,  and  if  satisfied  that  all  the  requirements  are 
met,  shall  refer  her  back  to  the  quarterly  Conference  for  election,  and 
she  shall  be  consecrated  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Council  or  at  such  a  time  and  place  as  the  Committee  of 
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Control  shall  direct,  and  shall  be  granted  by  that  Council  a  certificate 
as  a  regular  deaconess,  subject  to  the  rules  governing  the  same. 

5.  No  salaries  shall  be  paid,  the  work  of  the  deaconess  being  done 
for  the  love  of  Christ  and  in  his  name.  Deaconesses  shall  receive  an 
allowance  of  fifteen  dollars  a  month  with  board,  traveling  expenses, 
and  car  fare;  but  any  one  who  so  desires  may  pay  her  own  board 
and  expenses,  either  wholly  or  in  part.  Deaconesses  shall  be  allowed 
one  month  vacation  annually,  during  which  time  the  allowance  shall 
be  continued. 

6.  No  promise  of  life  support,  when  disqualified  by  sickness  or  old 
age,  shall  be  made  to  those  who  enter  the  work  after  the  age  of  forty 
years  or  to  those  who  shall  have  given  less  than  ten  years  of  efficient, 
consecutive  service  as  deaconess,  the  ten  years  not  to  include  the  two 
years  of  training.  No  candidate  over  fifty  years  of  age  will  be  rec- 
ommended for  consecration  unless  because  of  her  qualifications  she 
is  recommended  by  an  approved  training  school  for  positions  where 
there  is  special  demand  for  the  deaconess  uniform. 

7.  The  appointment  of  a  deaconess  shall  extend  from  the  session  at 
which  she  receives  her  appointment  to  the  next  session  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council,  and  she  shall  hold  herself  legally  and  mor- 
ally bound  for  twelve  months'  service  unless  her  health  should  fail 
or  for  other  good  and  sufficient  reasons  she  should  be  released  by  the 
Deaconess  Committee  in  control. 

8.  When  a  deaconess  withdraws  from  active  work  in  response  to 
family  or  other  cause  that  she  regards  as  providential,  she  may  have 
her  certificate  renewed  and  wear  the  uniform  for  one  year,  but  no 
longer;  if,  after  continuing  out  of  the  work  for  several  years,  she 
desires  to  return  to  it,  she  can  do  so  without  reconsecration,  but 
must  furnish  satisfactory  testimonials  of  her  life  during  the  interim 
and  of  her  health  at  the  time  she  applies  for  readmission. 

9.  When  the  deaconess  is  on  duty,  a  simple  uniform  shall  be  worn. 
The  exact  details  of  this  uniform  will  be  kept  in  printed  form,  and 
may  be  had  from  the  Corresponding  Secretaries  of  the  Home  Depart- 
ment of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

10.  Pastors,  mission  boards,  or  other  agencies  employing  deaconesses 
shall  obligate  themselves  to  provide  for  their  maintenance  as  speci- 
fied by  By-Law  VII. 

11.  All  deaconesses  shall  be  required  to  pursue  a  continuous  course 
of  study  and  reading  prescribed  by  the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work. 

12.  One  day  of  the  week  shall  be  a  day  of  rest  for  the  deaconess, 
and  time  shall  also  be  given  for  the  reading  and  study  so  necessary 
to  keep  her  work  at  the  highest  point  of  efficiency. 

13.  The  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work  shall,  at  the  annual  sessions 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council,  make  a  full  report  of  the  Deacon- 
ess work,  which,  after  the  acceptance,  shall  be  incorporated  in  the 
printed  minutes  of  the  Council. 
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INSTRUCTIONS  TO  MISSIONARIES. 

1.  All  missionaries  in  the  employ  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil must  work  under  the  advice  and  approval  of  this  Council,  and 
conform  to  the  general  plan  of  work  in  the  mission  to  which  they  are 
appointed.  "Every  school  or  hospital  established  by  the  Council  shall 
send  reports  (such  as  are  made  to  the  "Woman's  Missionary  Council) 
to  the  District  and  Annual  Conferences  within  whose  bounds  such 
school  or  hospital  may  be  situated." 

2.  To  secure  organization  and  unity  in  the  mission  field,  every  mis- 
sionary of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  is  expected  to  work  in  har- 
monious relations  with  the  Secretary  of  the  mission  appointed  over 
that  part  of  the  field  to  which  she  has  been  assigned,  through  whom 
she  will  receive  all  instructions  and  all  funds. 

3.  That  the  duties  of  the  Secretary  of  the  mission  shall  be  (1)  to 
receive  and  disburse  the  funds  sent  to  the  field  where  there  is  no 
Treasurer;  (2)  that  she  keep  a  careful  record  of  all  the  operations 
of  the  mission  stations  over  which  she  is  placed  by  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council,  and,  together  with  the  quarterly  reports  of  the  mis- 
sionary in  each  station,  transmit  the  same  to  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  each  quarter;  (3)  that  all 
funds  be  disbursed  according  to  directions  from  the  Foreign  Secretary 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council;  (4)  that  all  applications  for  funds 
be  submitted  to  the  Secretary  on  the  field  before  making  application  to 
the  Foreign  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

4.  That  she  introduce  no  new  measures  in  the  several  stations  .with- 
out the  sanction  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council. 

5.  Before  sending  their  annwal  reports,  the  missionaries  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Council,  and  the  wives  of  missionaries  engaged  in 
work  for  this  Council,  must  hold  an  annual  meeting  to  consider  plans 
and  estimates;  and  these,  with  the  annual  reports  of  the  work,  must 
be  forwarded  promptly  by  the  Secretary  of  the  mission  to  the  Foreign 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  All  the 
representatives  must,  if  possible,  attend  this  meeting  to  consider  and 
compare  methods  of  work  in  their  several  departments. 

6.  That  ample  time  be  allotted  missionaries  for  the  study  cf  the  lan- 
guage the  first  year  of  their  stay  in  the  field — certainly  not  less  than 
three  hours  a  day.  Medical  missionaries  are  not  included  in  this  pro- 
vision. 

7.  That  the  course  in  the  Chinese  language,  found  in  the  printed 
minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  in  China,  be  rigidly  followed  by  all  the 
ladies  who  shall  be  sent  to  that  field. 

8.  That  in  every  field  where  a  course  of  study  has  not  been  pre- 
scribed, the  Secretaries  of  the  mission  and  the  principals  of  the 
schools  shall  arrange  a  four  years'  course  which  shall  be  followed  by  all 
new  missionaries. 
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9.  That  the  missionaries  shall  not  turn  aside  from  the  work  as- 
signed them  without  permission  of  the  Council,  and  that  as  much  as 
possible,  in  addition  to  school  work,  house-to-house  visiting  among 
the  natives,  either  by  the  Bible  women  under  the  supervision  of  the 
missionary,  or  by  the  missionary  herself,  be  kept  up. 

10.  That  missionaries  present  their  needs  to  the  Council  and  not 
to  the  Church  at  large  through  its  periodicals  nor  to  societies  privately 
without  permission  of  the  Council. 

11.  That  our  mission  schools  be  used  solely  for  the  objects  had  in 
view  of  their  erection.  Any  pupils  who  complete  the  course  of  study 
In  our  schools  and  wish  to  take  a  normal  training  in  the  government 
school  may  continue  to  live  in  the  mission  for  two  years  longer  for 
the  purpose,  paying  a  reasonable  board. 

12.  All  donations  received  for  the  work  must  be  mentioned  in  the 
annual  reports. 

13.  The  action  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council  will  be  commu- 
nicated to  the  Secretary  of  the  mission  oflQcially  by  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil. 

14.  Missionaries  must  not  involve  the  Council  in  any  expense  the 
estimate  of  which  has  not  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Council  in  annual  session. 

15.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  new  work  be  opened  without  the 
consent  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  Missionaries  are  not 
permitted  to  make  public  or  private  appeals  for  funds  to  aid  in  sup- 
port of  their  work  without  the  knowledge  and  approval  of  the  Council,, 
and  such  appeals  must  be  made  through  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  Council. 

16.  Medical  missionaries  must  keep  itemized  accounts  of  receipts 
and  disbursements,  sending  quarterly  and  annual  reports  of  the  same 
to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Department  of  the  Coun- 
cil. Such  receipts  may  be  used  by  them  for  needful  expenses  in  their 
work.  If  there  is  any  surplus,  it  must  be  .placed  in  the  treasury  in  the 
field,  and  accredited  as  receipts  arising  from  the  practice  of  medical 
missionaries.    The  medical  outfit  is  the  property  of  the  Council. 

17.  That  any  surplus  accruing  from  exchange  or  other  causes  be 
reported  quarterly,  but  held  in  the  treasury  in  the  field  until  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year,  unless  in  case  of  an  emergency  the  Board 
authorizes  its  use  for  any  purpose  other  than  that  mentioned  in  the 
estimates  or  accorded  in  the  appropriations. 

18.  If  a  missionary  in  the  employ  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- 
cil, or  an  accepted  candidate,  evinces  any  unfitness  for  the  work,  the 
agreement  may  be  canceled,  and,  after  giving  her  three  months'  notice, 
she  may  be  recalled  by  the  Council.  Her  expense  home  will  be  paid, 
provided  she  returns  within  the  time  specified. 

19.  In  order  to  conserve  health  and  strength,  every  missionary  la 
16 
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advised  so  to  arrange  her  work  as  to  allow  every  year  at  least  one 
month  of  vacation,  in  which  there  shall  be  a  cessation  of  regular  work, 
and  which  shall  be  spent,  if  possible,  away  from  her  station. 

20.  Should  a  missionary  desire  her  expenses  paid  to  return  home  for 
any  other  cause  than  that  of  ill  health,  she  must  in  every  case  give 
her  reasons,  and  obtain  leave  of  absence  from  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council  through  the  Secretary  of  the  mission  in  charge  of  her  field. 

21.  Missionaries  must  give  their  entire  time  and  attention  to  their 
legitimate  work,  as  ample  salary  to  meet  their  temporal  necessities  is 
paid  them  by  the  Council. 

22.  A  missionary  who  is  at  home  to  rest  and  to  recover  health  will 
not  be  expected  to  take  up  any  special  work  for  three  months  after 
reaching  the  homeland,  and  for  three  months  before  returning  to 
the  mission  field,  but  she  will  be  expected  to  be  present  at  the  first 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council  after  her  arrival  home.  Her  expenses 
to  and  from  the  place  of  meeting  will  be  paid  by  the  Council. 

23.  Every  missionary  employed  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council 
is  required  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  conditions,  and  to  remember  al- 
ways her  promise,  given  under  the  head  of  "Questions  to  Missionary 
Candidates:"  "Do  you  agree  to  conform  to  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  while  in  its  service?" 


PORTIONS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION, 

BOARD  OF  MISSIONS,  M.  E.  CHURCH,  SOUTH, 

THAT  BEAR  ON  THE  WOMAN'S  WORK. 


The  missionary  operations  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  shall  hereafter  be  conducted  under  the 
following  provisions  and  regulations: 

Article  I.  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Missions,  which  Bojud. 
shall  have  charge  of  foreign  missions  and  of  such  mis- 
sions as  are  not  provided  for  by  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences. The  Board  shall  carry  on  its  operations  under 
two  departments — viz.,  the  Department  of  Foreign  Missions 
and  the  Department  of  Home  Missions. 

Art.    II.   Said   Board  shall  consist  of  a   President,   Vice  officers  and 
President,    a    General    Secretary,   two    Secretaries   for   the  ^ 

Department  of  Foreign  Missions,  two  Secretaries  for  the 
Department  of  Home  Missions,  two  Educational  Secreta- 
ries, two  Editorial  Secretaries  (one  of  these  Secretaries  in 
each  instance  shall  be  a  woman),  and  thirty  Managers, 
of  whom  ten  shall  be  preachers,  ten  laymen,  and  ten  wom- 
en (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  President  of  the  "Woman's 
Missionary  Council) ;  the  Bishops,  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Board,  and  an  Assistant  Treasurer  (who  shall  be  a  woman) ; 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Church  Ex- 
tension, and  the  President  of  the  Laymen's  Missionary 
Movement  shall  be  ex  officio  members.  Said  Board  shall 
be  elected  quadrennially  by  the  General  Conference  as 
follows:  The  President,  Vice  President,  and  Managers  on 
nomination  of  the  Committee  on  Missions;  the  General 
Secretary  by  ballot  at  the  time  of  the  election  of  other 
connectional  officers;  the  members  elected  to  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  The  Board  shall 
fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur.  The  Secretaries  for  For- 
eign Missions,  the  Secretaries  for  Home  Missions,  the  Edu- 
cational Secretaries,  the  Editorial  Secretaries,  the  Treasur- 
er, and  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  quadrennially 
by  the  incoming  Board,  the  women  on  the  nomination  of 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  The  officers  and  mem- 
bers shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

Art.  III.  The  Board  shall  be  located  in  the  city  of  Nash-  Location, 
ville,  Tennessee;    but  its  annual  meeting  may  be  held  in 
such  place  and  at  such  time  as  the  Board  shall  determine.

Authority.  Abt.  IV.  The  Board  shall  have  authority  to  regulate  its 

own  proceedings;  to  appropriate  money  to  defray  current 
expenses;  to  establish  missions;  to  build  churches  and 
residences  for  missionaries,  and  to  build  and  maintain 
hospitals  and  schools;  to  select  and  publish  books  and  other 
suitable  literature  for  its  work  at  home  and  abroad;  to 
aid  in  the  establishment  and  support  of  training  schools 
for  Christian  workers,  for  native  converts  and  preachers, 
and  to  cooperate  with  other  Churches  in  the  establishment 
and  support  of  such  schools  wherever  it  may  be  practica- 
ble; to  decide  the  lines  of  work  to  be  committed  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Council  and  the  amount  of  money  to 
be  used  in  the  same;  to  make  provision  for  the  missionary 
education  of  the  Church;  to  provide  for  the  support  of 
superannuated  missionaries  and  widows  and  orphans  of 
missionaries  who  may  not  be  provided  for  by  any  Annual 
Conference;  to  provide  funds,  and  to  appropriate  the  same 
for  the  maintenance  of  all  the  work  under  its  care.  It 
shall  also  publish  annually  a  statement  of  its  transactions, 
naming  the  missions  supported  by  it,  and  the  amount  ap- 
propriated and  paid  to  each,  and  lay  before  the  General 
Conference  a  report  of  its  operations,  including  the  loca- 
tion and  value  of  property  held  by  the  Board. 

Art.  V.  The  General  Secretary  shall  have  direction  and 
oversight  of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Board,  and  shall  be  re- 
sponsible to  the  Board  for  the  execution  of  its  policies 
and  for  the  administration  of  its  funds  in  all  departments. 
He  shall  preside  at  a  Conference  of  all  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Board  to  be  held  monthly  for  the  consideration  of 
the  interests  under  their  care.  This  Conference,  with  the 
addition  of  three  members  of  the  Board  (one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council) 
to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  President,  shall  hold  a 
session  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  to  con- 
sider the  work  and  needs  in  the  different  fields,  the  num- 
ber of  persons  to  be  employed  in  each,  to  estimate  the 
amount  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  each 
missionary  and  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Board, 
submitting  a  full  report  of  the  same  to  the  Board  in 
annual  session. 

Abt.  VI.  The  Department  of  Foreign  Missions  shall  ad- 
and  Duty  of  minister  all  the  missions  of  the  Church  in  foreign  lands 
Secretaries,   g^^j  ^j^g  funds  appropriated  for  the  same,  and  shall  super- 
vise the  work  of  the  foreign  missionaries  on  the  field,  who 
shall  be  subject  to  appointment  by  the  bishop  in  charge.

Art.  X.  The  Secretaries  shall  reside  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  Residence 
It  shall  be  their  duty  to  keep  a  permanent  record  of  the    salaries  of 
proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  to  publish  an  abstract  of    Secretaries, 
them  in  the  Church  papers;  to  conduct  its  correspondence; 
to   attend    to    its    legal   business;    to   prepare   the    annual 
report,   and  to  publish   monthly    (either   in   a   missionary 
paper  or  in  the  Church  papers,  as  the  Board  shall  direct) 
statements  of  the   condition,  needs,   and  prospects  of  the 
various  missions;    and  to  discharge  such   other  duties  as 
the   Board   may   direct.      The   salaries   of  the    Secretaries 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board,  and  all  their  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses  shall  be  allowed. 

Art.   XL   The   Board   shall   meet   annually  to   determine  Ammai 
what  fields  shall  be  occupied  as  missions,  the  number  of    "  eetmg. 
persons  to  be  employed  in  each,  and  to  estimate  the  amount 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  missions  under 
its  charge,  and  to  apportion  the  same  to  the  several  An- 
nual Conferences.

Art.  XII.  Eleven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at 
an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  nine  at  a  called 
meeting. 

Abt.  XIII.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Board,  consisting  of  nine  members  (three  of  whom 
shall  be  women),  which  shall  meet  quarterly  and  hear  re- 
ports from  the  fields,  consider  and  decide  all  questions 
that  may  arise  from  time  to  time,  excepting  such  ques- 
tions as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  refer  to  the  Board. 
This  committee  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  of  its  proceedings 
to  be  reviewed  by  the  Board. 

Abt.  XIV.  The  Board  shall  employ  only  effective  mis- 
sionaries for  its  work,  and  shall  require  each  one  to  make 
a  quarterly  report  to  the  Secretaries  concerning  the  state 
and  prospects  of  the  work  in  charge. 

Abt.  XV.  The  revenue  of  the  Board  shall  be  derived  from 
apportionments  to  be  distributed  to  the  several  Annual 
Conferences  for  collection  in  every  congregation;  from  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  provided  that  the  funds 
raised  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  shall  be  ap- 
propriated to  the  work  established  by  them  or  hereafter 
to  be  inaugurated  under  these  provisions;  from  the  Sunday 
school  and  Epworth  League;  and  from  such  other  plans 
as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  or  congregations;  from 
special  collections  by  the  Secretaries  and  the  bishops;  and 
from  donations,  annuities,  and  legacies. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  in  safe 
deposit  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  subject  to 
the  drafts  of  one  of  the  Secretaries  designated  by  the 
Board,  payable  when  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer.  He 
shall  also  furnish  an  annual  report,  to  be  published  with 
that  of  the  Secretaries,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  Board  shall  direct.  The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  and 
of  the  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board,  and 
each  shall  give  bond  to  the  Board  in  such  sum  and  upon 
such  conditions  as  the  Board  may  fix.  The  accounts  of 
the  Board  shall  be  examined  at  least  annually  by  an 
expert  accountant,  and  a  report  of  the  same  made  to  the 
Board. 

Abt.  XVII.  The  Board  shall  conduct  the  Methodist  Train- 
ing School  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  and  the  Scarritt  Bible  and 
Training  School  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri  (the  latter  is  an 
institution  chartered  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri), for  the  purpose  of  training  home  and  foreign  mis- 
sionaries and  other  Church  workers.  It  shall  conduct  the 
Methodist  Training  School  in  afliliation  with  the  Vander- 
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bilt  University,  and  shall  elect  quadrennially,  on  nomina- 
tion of  the  Missionary  Secretaries,  a  Board  of  Directors 
consisting  of  fifteen  members,  provided  that  these  shall 
include  two  bishops,  the  General  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  the  Dean  of  the  Vanderbilt  Biblical  Depart- 
ment, the  Secretary  of  Education,  the  Editor  of  Sunday 
School  Literature,  the  Secretary  of  the  Epworth  League 
Board,  and  at  least  three  laymen;  it  shall  elect  quadren- 
nially, on  nomination  of  the  Missionary  Socretaries,  a 
President  of  the  school,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors;  and  shall  appropriate  annually 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  school  such  sums  as  it  may 
deem  necessary,  and  take  such  other  steps  as  may  be 
required  for  its  proper  management.  The  Board  of  Di- 
rectors shall  meet  as  soon  after  its  election  as  practicable 
upon  the  call  of  the  General  Missionary  Secretary,  and 
elect  from  its  own  members  a  Chairman.  Vice  Chairman, 
Recording  Secretary,  aad  Treasurer.  Five  members  being 
present  at  any  meeting  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The 
Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  the  faculty,  supervise  the 
work  of  the  school,  and  do  all  things  necessary  for  the 
successful  development  of  the  institution. 


Art.  XXVI.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Tjeasm-er  of 
Missions  shall  give  bond  in  such  sum  as  the  Board  may  Boaid^^"'^'^ 
require,  said  bond  to  be  approved  by  the  executive  officers 
of  the  Board.  '  He  shall  transmit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  all  the 
moneys  he  may  have  on  hand  for  foreign  missions,  in- 
cluding amounts  contributed  by  the  Sunday  schools,  a  sep- 
arate account  of  which  shall  be  kept.  His  accounts  shall 
be  audited  annually  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  An- 
nual Conference  Board.  The  Annual  Conference  Treasur- 
ers of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  shall  transmit 
quarterly  to  the  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions all  the  moneys  they  may  have  on  hand  for  tho  gen- 
eral missionary  fund. 

Art.  XXVII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  Duty  of 
elder  to  preach  on  the  subject  of  missions  annually  in  Eidei\'°° 
each  charge  in  the  district;  to  see  that  efficient  aad  well- 
defined  plans  be  adopted  for  the  missionary  education  of 
the  Church  and  for  raising  missionary  funds;  to  conduct 
with  his  preachers  a  missionary  institute  early  in  the  Con- 
ference yegx;  to  see  that  they  hold  missionary  mass  meet- 
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ings;    and   to   encourage   the   organization   and   foster   the 
work  of  Woman's  Missionary  Societies. 

Duty  of  the  ART.  XXVIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  preacher  in 
Chai-^e'^^  "^  charge  to  preach  frequently  on  the  subject  of  missions, 
to  organize  a  Missionary  Committee,  and  to  hold  mission- 
ary mass  meetings  annually  in  every  Church  in  his  charge; 
to  see  that  a  canvass  is  made  of  every  member  early  in  the 
Conference  year  for  a  missionary  contribution;  to  see  that 
each  Sunday  school  is  organized  as  a  missionary  society, 
and  that  at  least  one  monthly  collection  shall  go  to  mis- 
sions; to  see  that  each  League  holds  a  monthly  meeting 
and  studies  the  subject  of  missions;  to  circulate  missionary 
literature,  and  to  seek  in  every  way  the  education  and  in- 
spiration of  his  people  concerning  the  evangelization  of 
the  world;  and  to  see  that  Woman's  Missionary  Societies 
are  organized  in  every  Church  where  at  all  practicable. 
(See  Paragraph  247,  Discipline  of  1906.) 

Woman's  Aet.    XXIX.    The    women    of    the    Methodist    Episcopal 

Coimcii.  ^  Church,  South,  shall  conduct  missionary  work  through  an 
organization  to  be  known  as  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Council,  having  a  Home  and  a  Foreign  Department.  It 
shall  develop  missionary  work  among  women  and  children 
in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 
This  Council  shall  consist  of  a  President,  four  Vice  Presi- 
dents, two  or  more  Secretaries,  two  Recording  Secretaries, 
and  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  or  alternate,  of  both  the 
Woman's  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  Societies  of  each 
Annual  Conference.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, Assistant  Treasurer,  and  the  women  who  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Missions  shall  be  ex  officio  members 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Council.  The  Council  shall 
hold  annual  meetings  to  hear  reports  of  the  work  in  all 
fields,  receive  appropriations  and  plans  from  the  Board  of 
Missions,  to  arrange  the  details  of  the  appropriations,  and 
to  consecrate  the  women  who  are  accepted  for  service.  The 
Council  shall  also  plan  to  enlarge  the  membership  of  these 
societies,  to  increase  the  collections,  and  to  further  the 
wo-rk  of  missionary  education  among  women  and  children. 
At  the  annual  session  preceding  the  General  Conference 
the  Council  shall  elect  its  oflBcers  by  ballot  and  nominate 
the  women  who  are  to  be  officers  and  members  of  the  Board 
of  Missions.  The  Council  shall  make  its  own  by-laws  and 
provide  a  constitution  and  by-laws  for  Conference  and  Aux- 
iliary Societies  in  harmony  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
Board  of  Missions. 
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Art.  XXX.  The  work  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Coun- Auxiliary 
cil  shall  be  carried  on  through  Conference  and  Auxiliary 
Societies  under  the  Home  and  Foreign  Departments.  Its 
revenue  shall  be  derived  from  membership  dues,  life  and 
honorary  membership  fees,  from  devises,  annuities,  be- 
quests, voluntary  offerings,  and  collections  at  meetings  ap- 
pointed in  behalf  of  the  Society;  provided  that  50  per  cent 
of  the  regular  dues  in  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Socie- 
ties shall  be  directed  by  the  Conference  Society  in  which 
it  is  raised,  subject  to  the  approval  ^f  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Council.

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CHINA. 


When  China  is  moved,  it  will  change  the  face  of  the  globe. — Napoleon. 

The  great  bars  are  gone,  and  China  is  open ;  not  the  rim  of 
China,  but  China.  The  great  empire  is  sure  to  be  one  of  the 
dominant  world  powers  in  the  future.  In  working  for  China 
we  are  working  for  all  nations  and  for  coming  ages.  "Win 
China  for  Christ,  and  the  most  powerful  stronghold  of  Satan 
upon  earth  will  have  fallen." 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  opened  work  in 
China  in  1848,  Charles  Taylor  and  Benjamin  Jenkins  being  our 
first  missionaries  to  that  field,  which  was  then  so  far  away. 
These  men  were  appointed  at  Norfolk  February  27,  1848,  and 
sailed  April  24  of  the  same  year.  The  women  of  our  Church 
sent  their  first  missionary.  Miss  Lochie  Kankin,  to  China  in 
1878.  Miss  Kankin  is  one  of  the  finest,  most  progressive  mis- 
sionaries in  our  work  there,  employing  up-to-date  methods  in 
her  schoolroom. 

The  work  is  located  in  three  districts — Shanghai,  Soochow, 
and  Hhichow — and  embraces  all  phases  of  missionary  work — 
evangelistic,  educational,  medical,  and  industrial.

Miss  Helen  Lee  Kichardson,  Secretary : 

The  Woman's  Board  of  the  China  Mission  Conference  has  been  repre- 
sented during  the  past  year  by  twelve  missionaries:  Misses  Claiborne, 
Tuttle,  Wasson,  Houser,  Park,  Waters,  Peacock,  King,  Manns,  Mrs. 
Gaither,  Mrs.  Harris,  and  Miss  Richardson — six  at  McTyeire,  three  at 
the  Susan  Wilson,  one  at  the  Hayes-Wilkins,  and  two  on  furlough. 
During  the  year  Mrs.  Gaither  has  been  on  furlough,  and  Miss  Manns  is 
still  in  America  in  search  of  health.    Miss  Otis  has  just  come  out. 

Last  fall  we  had  three  additions  to  our  working  staff — Misses  Tuttle, 
Park,  and  Houser — women  whom  the  Lord  had  had  in  training,  fitting 
them  for  what  he  was  getting  ready  for  them  to  do  in  China;  and  now 
if  the  district  can  have  several  further  recruits  this  fall,  it  is  all  we 
shall  ask.     One  to  do  the  work  of  an  evangelist  we  have  wanted  for 
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some  time,  and  there  is  also  need  for  a  lady  to  be  in  training  to  assist 
as  soon  as  possible  with  the  work  in  the  Hayes- Wilkins  Bible  School. 
Inasmuch  as  Miss  King  and  I  go  on  furlough  immediately  after  Confer- 
ence, two  ladies  will  be  needed  in  order  to  adjust  the  work  properly. 
No  new  work  has  been  planned  or  undertaken  during  the  year. 

Some  effort  was  made  during  the  summer  about  selecting  a  site  for 
the  Allen  Memorial.  After  consulting  with  a  number  of  the  ladies  and 
with  the  approval  of  our  Secretary,  Mrs.  Cobb,  I  approached  a  number 
of  Chinese  gentlemen  in  regard  to  the  purchase  of  land  for  this  institu- 
tion. All  to  whom  I  spoke  thought  that  the  patrons  of  McTyeire  School 
and  their  friends  would  supply  the  funds  and  purchase  the  land.  Un- 
fortunately, just  at  this  juncture  I  fell  ill,  and  the  matter  has  had  to 
rest  there.  However,  I  am  hoping  that  between  Conference  and  the 
time  of  sailing  the  matter  will  have  taken  shape  and  that  I  shall  know 
definitely  what  they  propose  to  do.  The  gentlemen  to  whom  I  have 
spoken  have  been  among  the  most  influential  of  Shanghai.

Miss  Helen  Lee  Kichardson,  Principal: 

The  year  has  been  a  good  one  for  McTyeire.  It  has  brought  us  all 
the  pupils  we  could  accommodate  and  an  able,  earnest  corps  of  Chris- 
tian teachers  for  the  work.  AH  hands  and  days  have  been  full,  and  we 
have  gone  forward  rejoicing  every  step  of  the  way. 
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We  are  getting  better  organized  each  year,  and  the  effect  of  this 
among  the  pupils  is  most  patent.  This  fall  a  class  of  thirteen,  having 
completed  the  fourth  (highest)  grade  in  the  primary,  was  promoted  to 
the  preparatory  department.  Their  joy  was  full  to  overflowing.  The 
next  class  in  the  primary  caught  the  overflow,  and  their  ambition  was 
quickened  to  an  extent  not  felt  or  seen  before,  so  determined  are  they 
that  nothing  shall  keep  them  from  a  similar  promotion  next  fall. 

The  work  in  our  primary  department  continues  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  the  Chinese.  Such  supervision  as  is  necessary  is  given,  but  the 
work  is  done  by  Chinese  young  women  who  are  graduates  of  McTyeire 
or  some  other  mission  school.  While  as  such  we  have  no  normal  de- 
partment connected  with  McTyeire,  still  in  every  way  possible  we  seek 
to  develop  the  teaching  instinct,  and  older  pupils  have  frequent  and  re- 
peated opportunities  to  test  their  ability  as  teachers. 

One  of  the  immediate  effects  of  our  effort  in  this  line  is  seen  in  the 
fact  that  a  number  of  the  students  have  undertaken  vacation  work  in 
private  homes,  for  which  they  are  well  paid.  Their  experience  but  con- 
vinces them  of  the  utility  of  the  work  they  have  been  doing  in  school. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  term  two  young  women  received  their 
diplomas.  Both  were  scholarship  girls,  Carrie  H.  Thomas  and  Bettie 
Lewin,  and  are  teaching  out  their  obligation  at  McTyeire  and  the 
Susan  Wilson. 

One  certificate  in  music  was  given. 

In  reporting  our  school  for  the  year  the  list  of  "wants"  one  feels 
ought  to  be  mentioned;  but  it  is  needless  to  mention  more  than  one,  for 
till  that  one  is  supplied  all  others  must  remain.  On  every  hand  we  are 
crowded  for  room,.  A  larger  dining  room,  more  dormitories,  music 
rooms,  a  library,  a  gymnasium — these  wants  of  the  old  year  we  take 
into  the  new.    • 

Five  of  the  girls  joined  the  Church  during  the  year.  One  of  our  sor- 
rows is  that  more  did  not. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  good. 

Annlial  repairs  on  buildings  within  and  without  have  brought  our 
balance  at  the  bank  lower  than  we  like  it,  but  it  is  still  on  the  right 
side  of  the  books.  Departments  will  be  reported  by  teachers  in  charge. 
Much  of  intense  interest  to  all  has  filled  the  school  life  of  the  year.  I 
have  been  of  it, .but  not  much  w  it — Principal  only  in  name.  The  re- 
sponsibility of  the  school  has  largely  been  upon  Miss  Claiborne's  shoul- 
ders. 

All  the  year  long  we  have  rejoiced  over  our  three  new  ladies,  and  be- 
lieve that  that  year's  rejoicing  is  but  an  earnest  of  what  is  yet  to  be.

Miss  Elizabeth  Claiborne: 

The  science  students  and  teacher  have  found  no  period  long  and  no 
investigation  irksome.  The  botany  class  has  enjoyed  rdore  privileges 
than  any  preceding  class  in  field  work.  We  found  several  new  gardens 
in  Shanghai,  besides  having  free  permits  to  all  the  municipal  parks. 
Again  we  were  favored  with  complimentary  tickets  to  the  Shanghai 
Horticultural  Exhibit.  Notebooks,  both  for  analysis  and  observation, 
were  required.  The  chemistry  students  have  found  unfailing  interest 
in  the  combinations  of  material  substances,  while  no  class  time 
has  been  used  to  teach  parables  from  these  unthinking  elements.  In 
psychology  our  greatest  difficulty  has  arisen  from  the  innate  conserva- 
tism of  even  Christian  girls  and  the  almost  impossibility  to  be  impar- 
tial and  impersonal.  The  students  of  geology  have  entered  with  zest 
upon  the  science  of  rocks;  and  as  we  are  making  all  possible  illustra-. 
tion  from  China's  formation,  we  feel  sure  of  continued  interest  long 
after  textbook  and  teacher  have  been  laid  aside.  On  the  whole,  the  de- 
partment has  taken  a  higher  stand  than  ever  before,  with  larger  class- 
es, larger  equipment,  and  more  organized  notebook  preparation — for 
all  of  which  we  are  thankful. 

As  to  the  rest  of  my  time,  it  has  all  been  taken  up  with  doing  the 
duty  which  lay  nearest.  I  have  been  stronger  in  body  and  happier  in 
spirit  than  during  any  year  of  ray  five  in  China.  Housekeeping,  the 
making  of  schedules,  the  arranging  for  prayer  meeting  leaders,  the 
Wightman  Literary  Society  meetings,  personal  work  with  the  girls, 
some  evangelistic  work  in  Moore  Memorial  precinct,  the  Sunday  schools 
for  the  street  children,  and  the  study  of  the  Chinese  language  have  each 
in  turn  made  its  claim. 

I  should  like  to  speak  more  in  detail  of  the  distinct  effort  to  win  the 
students  to  Christ.  We  as  a  faculty  stand  as  one  on  the  platform  of  Chi- 
na's redemption  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ;  and  to  this  end  we 
teach,  ever  trying  by  whatever  truth  we  find  in  literature,  music,  his- 
tory, mathematics,  Chinese,  or  science  to  prepare  them  for  a  bountiful 
harvest  of  the  seed  which  he  sows.  In  the  special  meetings  held  during 
the  term  the  evening  services  were  led  by  the  faculty;  the  afternoon  and 
noon  prayer  circles  were  voluntary,  but  were  well  attended.    There  were 
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decisions  to  live  for  Christ  among  some  who  had  not  before  confessed 
him  before  the  school,  and  a  desire  to  know  him  and  him  only  among 
the  believing  ones. 

Our  Thursday  night  prayer  meetings  have  been  delightful.  Most 
of  them  have  been  led  by  members  of  our  household,  though  when  we 
count  our  guests  and  remember  their  messages  each  brought  just  what 
we  needed  then.  The  fruits  of  the  Spirit  are  being  manifest  in  the  vol- 
untary service  all  of  the  Christian  girls  are  giving  in  the  afternoon 
Sunday  schools.  Careful  teaching,  gentle  manners,  and  a  joy  in  these 
little  ones  tell  us  that  they  love  them. 

We  shall  be  glad  when  we  can  say:  "All  our  students  who  have  been 
with  us  a  year  are  Christians." 

Miss  Julia  M.  Wesson  : 

School  Work. — With  the  exception  of  an  elementary  geography  class 
the  first  half  session  and  a  Bible  class  the  last  half  session,  my  work 
in  McTyeire  School  for  the  past  year  has  been  altogether  in  the  Latin 
and  the  mathematics  department. 

During  the  year  three  hours  a  day  have  been  given  to  language  study. 

Sunday  School  Work. — My  position  as  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the 
Moore  Memorial  Sunday  School  has  brought  me  great  pleasure  this 
year,  as  it  has  given  me  the  opportunity  to  observe  as  if  from  a  watch- 
tower  the  progress  of  our  Father's  kingdom  through  this  Sunday  school. 
The  collection,  which  I  mention  first  because  it  is  least  important,  I 
have  seen  increase  from  six  or  seven  dollars  a  month  to  more  than  six- 
teen dollars  a  month.  I  have  seen  the  morning  Sunday  school,  which  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  consisted  of  the  McTyeire  School  girls,  twen- 
ty-five or  thirty  men  and  boys,  and  about  a  dozen  women,  become  a 
school  of  three  large  classes  of  men  and  two  of  boys,  one  class  of  little 
girls,  and  four  well-organized  classes  of  women  with  able  teachers,  be- 
sides the  McTyeire  School  girls,  who  are  by  compulsion  always  regular 
attendants.  I  have  seen  the  afternoon  Sunday  school  at  Moore  Memo- 
rial, which  has  been  growing  steadily  since  it  was  first  organized,  devel- 
op into  a  Sunday  school  of  more  than  a  hundred  regular  attendants, 
with  eighteen  teachers.  Sometimes  the  attendance  has  been  more  than 
two  hundred.  I  have  also  seen  a  new  Sunday  school  of  about  a  hundred 
members  organized  at  Trinity  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Tsang. 
These  children  are  for  the  most  pai't  regular  attendants.  They  have 
during  the  six  months  they  have  been  coming  to  Sunday  school  changed 
from  a  dirty,  unkempt,  boisterous  crowd  to,  for  the  most  part,  a  clean, 
orderly,  quiet  assembly.  I  have  the  privilege  of  teaching  a  class  of 
bright,  eager  little  girls  in  this  Sunday  school.  The  children  of  the  aft- 
ernoon Sunday  school  have  shown  such  capability  of  and  such  desire 
for  development  that  a  day  school  to  be  supported  by  the  woman's 
missionary  society  of  Moore  Memorial  is  to  be  opened  for  the  girls  next 
week.  The  boys  have  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  Epworth  League 
day  school  at  Moore  Memorial. 
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I  praise  God  for  what  he  has  done  for  us  this  year,  and  expect  more 
the  coming  year. 

Miss  Clara  Park : 

Little  more  than  a  year  has  passed  since  I  sat  in  the  Conference 
room  at  Soochow  and  heard  the  appointments  read  out  and  my  name 
called  as  appointed  to  work  in  China — McTyeire  School. 

My  life  has  been  full  of  good  things — blessings  and  joys — but  that 
morning  the  words  of  the  Psalmist,  "My  cup  runneth  over,"  expressed 
my  state  as  no  other  words  could.  My  long-cherished  hope  that  some 
day  I  should  be  one  of  His  laborers  in  this  part  of  the  vineyard  was  now 
to  be  realized. 

It  was  a  happy  day,  and  the  days  following  have  been  happy  days. 
I  do  not  mean  to  say  it  has  been  all  sunshine,  for  shadows  have  at 
times  obscured  the  brightness  of  the  sun,  but  only  to  make  the  light 
more  bright  and  lovely  when  it  would  break  through  the  darkness. 

I  was  given  three  hours  of  teaching — four  classes  in  English,  four 
in  physical  culture,  and  one  in  expression.  I  only  hope  that  the  pupils 
got  as  much  out  of  the  year's  work  as  I  did. 

It  has  been  a  joy  to  see  the  responsiveness  and  readiness  of  the  pu- 
pils, and  I  feel  more  than  repaid  for  all  I've  been  able  to  put  into  the 
work.  While  the  class  work  has  been  a  pleasure,  the  fact  that  I  have 
been  able  to  touch  the  inner  life  of  some  of  the  students  in  helping 
to  upbuild  and  strengthen  has  been  my  greatest  joy. 

Our  school,  ever  on  the  lookout  for  the  best  interests  of  its  students, 
appointed  four  of  the  foreign  teachers  to  take  the  senior  and  junior 
classes  to  the  exposition  at  Nanking.  It  was  well  worth  while  to 
see  the  real  interest,  surprise,  and  pride  manifested  as  they  saw  the 
exhibits  of  their  nation  and  its  resources. 

It  is  not  only  in  the  school  and  daily  life  about  us  that  I  have  been 
interested,  but  in  the  Sunday  school  of  street  children  as  well.  There 
are  bright  faces,  sad,  eager,  earnest  faces  that  we  meet  Sunday;  and 
they  make  one  long  for  the  use  of  the  Chinese  language  to  be  able  to 
tell  to  these  little  ones  the  old,  old  story,  yet  ever  new,  of  our — of 
their — Saviour's  love  for  them. 

Miss  Lelia  Judson  Tuttle: 

Just  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  at  our  Conference  in  Soochow,  I  met 
my  fellow-workers  in  China  for  the  first  time,  and  was  made  to  feel 
that  I  was  a  bit  of  a  genuine  missionary  when  I  heard  my  name  read 
as  a  member  of  the  Auditing  Committee.  Looking  over  figures  and  bad- 
ly written  and  expressed  English  papers,  I  have  found,  is  but  a  part 
of  a  missionary's  prosaic  work;  but  no  column  of  figures,  however  long, 
and  no  paper  to  be  corrected,  however  poor,  has  been  able  for  a  moment 
to  make  me  wish  I  had  stayed  in  the  "land  of  the  free."  I  come  from  a 
country  with  one  day  set  aside  for  thanksgiving,  but  I  have  found  anoth- 
er where  every  day  may  be  used  for  that  purpose. 
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It  has  been  a  year  of  beginnings  in  every  sense,  so  I  can  report  only 
some  of  ttie  things  I  have  undertaken.  I  have  not  really  accomplished 
anything  worthy  of  recording.  A  few  days  after  my  arrival  I  began 
my  work  as  teacher  of  English  and  history  in  McTyeire  School,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  a  short  time,  have  taught  six  classes  daily.  I 
have  tried  to  give  three  hours  a  day  to  the  study  of  Chinese,  but  have 
not  always  been  able  to  do  it.  I  have  found  all  of  my  work  interesting 
and  engaging;  and  though  I  feel  that  neither  the  study  nor  the  teaching 
has  been  very  well  done,  owing  to  lack  of  time  for  the  two,  I  am  encour- 
aged to  hope  for  better  results  during  the  coming  year. 

As  teacher  of  English  I  have  fallen  heir  to  the  oversight  of  the 
Wightman  Literary  Society,  though  I  am  most  ably  assisted  by  all  of 
the  foreign  faculty.  All  of  the  work  is  done  in  English,  so  that  the 
membership  is  restricted  to  the  students  above  the  primary  grades. 
The  offices  are  held  by  the  students,  and  nearly  all  the  committee 
work  is  done  by  them,  the  foreign  teachers  helping  with  suggestions 
whenever  needed. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  good  programs  were  given,  con- 
sisting of  debates,  entertainments  of  music  and  expression,  and  the  op- 
eretta, "The  Hours."  The  last-named  was  especially  good  and  showed 
what  the  girls  can  do  when  carefully  trained.  In  connection  with  this 
there  were  given  some  beautiful  figures  and  poses  by  the  classes  in 
physical  culture.  From  time  to  time  our  talented  friends  in  the  city 
give  the  girls  lectures  and  musicals. 

The  purpose  of  the  society  is  to  train  the  girls  in  parliamentary 
usage  and  social  bearing,  as  well  as  to  cultivate  their  aesthetic  sense. 
The  spirit  of  the  society  may  be  seen  from  its  motto:  "To  strive,  to 
seek,  to  find,  and  not  to  yield." 

I  have  had  the  common  experience,  I  suppose,  of  every  new  mission- 
ary of  wanting  to  do  some  work  among  the  masses  of  the  people;  and 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  January,  just  three  months  after  reaching  China, 
I  had  this  desire  satisfied  in  a  very  small  way.  My  Chinese  teacher, 
Mrs.  Wao,  opened  a  Sunday  school  at  Trinity  for  the  poor  children  of 
the  neighborhood  and  let  me  have  a  class.  Every  one  who  has  not  for- 
gotten his  early  struggles  with  Chinese  knows  without  my  telling  him 
what  a  peculiar  sort  of  instruction  I  gave — and  am  still  giving.  I  use 
the  little  song  book  and  the  catechism,  and  it  is  a  splendid  commentary 
on  the  minds  of  those  children  for  me  to  tell  you  that  they  have  really 
learned  several  things.  I  am  quite  willing  to  admit,  however,  that  I 
have  learned  more  from  them  than  they  from  me. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  thanking  my  Heavenly  Father  and 
my  brothers  and  sisters  in  China  for  the  joy  they  have  given  me  this 
year.    They  have  indeed  made  up  for  all  that  I  left  to  come  to  this  land. 

Miss  Bessie  B.  Houser : 

The  Chinese  proverb  that  I  have  just  made  use  of  in  my  first  year's 
examination,  "Time  flies  like  an  arrow,  and  the  days  and  months  like  a 
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shuttle,"  seems  truly  applicable  when  I  think  that  my  first  year  in  Chi- 
na has  passed.  On  October  2  the  full  year  was  rounded  out  and  the  rec- 
ord closed.  It  was  not  all  that  I  would  like  to  give  to  Jesus  in  a  year 
so  full  of  new  opportunities  and  privileges;  but  all  that  has  been  done 
has  been  accomplished  through  his  grace  strengthening  the  inner  man 
and  working  through  the  outer  man,  and  so  I  believe  he  understands 
and  accepts.  After  my  appointment  to  the  McTyeire  School  music  de- 
partment I  was  most  happy  to  begin  my  work  at  once,  which  I  could 
do,  as  the  students  understood  English.  In  music  I  found  the  students 
all  and  more  than  I  expected.  I  found  them  willing  to  work  and  strive 
toward  the  ideal  I  held  for  them.  Ours  it  is  to  keep  the  standards  high 
in  all  lines,  and  may  God  keep  us  from  failing  him  here! 

My  three  hours  for  teaching  were  soon  filled  with  piano  students, 
choral  training,  and  classes  in  history,  harmony,  and  theory.  My  work 
has  not  been  that  of  pushing  ahead,  but  largely  of  holding  back — of  re- 
quiring more  work  and  more  thoroughness  in  a  few  things,  looking  to- 
ward a  better  understanding  of  them.  At  Moore  Memorial  on  Sundays 
the  girls  lead  the  singing,  generally  giving  one  special  number  in  Eng- 
lish, and  the  higher  students  take  their  turn  playing  for  church  and 
the  Sunday  schools.  Some  recitals  have  been  given  through  the  year, 
notably  the  operetta  by  the  chorus  classes  in  May  and  the  annual  con- 
cert at  commencement.  These  were  appreciated  by  audiences  of  both 
Chinese  and  foreigners,  and  the  students  were  congratulatd  both  by 
the  visitors  in  person  and  the  press  reports.  , 

I  have  had  a  Bible  class  of  the  older  students  in  English  in  the 
morning  Sunday  school  and  a  small  class  of  children  in  Chinese  in  the 
afternoon  Sunday  school.  Both  of  them  have  been  sources  of  enjoy- 
ment to  me,  and  I  count  them  as  trusts  from  the  Lord  Jesus,  desiring 
for  each  student  that  she  may  "know  him."  One  ©f  the  live,  throbbing 
activities  of  our  Shanghai  work  is  our  Sunday  school.  In  the  after- 
noon Sunday  schools  for  street  children  are  held  at  Moore  and  at 
Trinity,  and  are  reckoned  as  classes  of  the  morning  Sunday  school. 
The  Christian  girls  of  McTyeire  School  do  the  teaching,  and  we  find  it 
a  splendid  training  school  for  them.  The  girls  are  very  much  inter- 
ested in  the  work,  and,  with  Miss  Claiborne's  help,  planned  special 
programs  for  Children's  Day  and  Christmas.  Last  Christmas,  with 
the  help  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Fearn  and  some  of  their  influential  friends  in 
the  city,  we  were  able  to  give  the  children  not  only  a  most  pleasant 
festive  occasion,  but  to  give  them  needed  articles,  in  some  cases  clothes 
for  which  their  little  bodies  were  suffering. 

At  Moore  Memorial  we  have  a  nucleus  of  about  one  hundred  who  at- 
tend regularly  and  fifty  to  one  hundred  more  who  attend  irregularly. 
We  pray  that  the  seeds  sown  in  these  young  lives  may  bring  an  abun- 
dant harvest  in  the  coming  generation. 

My  summer  vacation  was  spent  in  Korea,  and  only  those  who  have 
been  there  know  what  an  inspiration  it  is  to  be  in  the  work  and  with

the  workers  there.  I  thank  God  that  he  gave  me  the  vision,  that  I  may 
pray  with  more  faith  for  just  such  returns  for  him  in  China.  And  the 
people  shall  offer  themselves  willingly  in  the  day  when  his  power  is 
fully  manifest  in  our  lives.     (Ps.  cxi.  6.) 

A  houseboat  trip  with  Miss  White  in  the  winter  helped  me  become 
better  acquainted  with  village  life  and  things  Chinese,  and  I  was  so 
thankful  for  the  opportunity  of  going  and  seeing  and  feeling  the  things 
we  saw  and  felt. 

My  heart  is  full  of  thanksgiving  that  I  am  in  China  in  this  good  time. 
May  we  this  year  let  Christ  have  his  way  with  us  and  ask  him  for  the 
greatest  year  Chine,  has  ever  seen!

Susan  B.  Wilson  School. 

Miss  Alice  G.  Waters,  Principal : 

Most  of  the  teaching  in  the  school  this  year  has  been  done  by  others. 

The  teaching  of  some  Bible  classes,  the  general  oversight  of  the  work 
of  the  Chinese  teachers,  the  finances,  and  much  of  the  disciplining  have 
fallen  to  me. 

Miss  Peacock's  failure  of  health  in  April  made  it  necessary  for  her 
to  discontinue  her  teaching.  One  of  her  classes  I  took,  and  the  remain- 
der of  her  work  was  done  by  Mrs.  Harris. 

We  have  added  two  members  to  our  faculty  this  year.  Miss  Mau, 
one  of  this  year's  graduates  at  McTyeire,  came  to  us  for  music.  Anoth- 
er one  of  our  own  girls  is  teaching  in  the  second  and  third  grades. 

Two  graduates  from  the  school  who  have  been  teaching  with  us  left 
us  this  fall  for  further  study.  One  went  to  Soochow  to  enter  the  Kin- 
dergarten Training  School,  and  one  went  to  McTyeire  to  complete  her 
course  of  study. 

We  grow  a  little  each  year.  In  the  spring  our  enrollment  was  sixty- 
four.  This  term  we  number  sixty-six.  For  the  entire  year  we  have  en- 
rolled seventy-nine. 

There  are  twenty-four  Church  members,  four  of  whom  have  joined 
this  year. 

The  attic  has  been  finished  and  made  into  six  comfortable  rooms  at  a 
cost  of  $1,400  (Mexican).  » 

Mrs.  S.  S.  Harris : 

Phillips  Brooks  says:  "Do  not  dare  to  be  so  absorbed  in  your  own 
life,  so  wrapped  up  in  listening  to  the  sound  of  your  own  hurrying 
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wheels  that  all  this  vast  pathetic  music,  made  up  of  the  mingled  joy  and 
sorrow  of  your  fellow-men,  shall  not  find  out  your  heart  and  claim  it 
and  make  you  rejoice  to  give  yourself  for  them." 

I  do  not  think  we  are  in  danger  of  that  exactly,  but  we  are  always 
threatened  with  becoming  narrowed  down  to  our  own  little  watermelon 
patch — to  thinking  our  vines  are  a  little  longer,  a  little  greener,  more 
productive;  in  fact,  to  forget  that  there  are  great  areas  beyond  our  lit- 
tle farm  that  need  to  be  brought  under  a  sensible,  scientific  cultiva- 
tion, and  that  can  be  made  to  produce  a  fine,  luscious  melon  that  will, 
in  a  Florida  term,  "stand  shipment." 

Perhaps  my  greatest  cause  for  thankfulness  this  year  should  be  for 
adaptability  and  physical  strength  which  has  enabled  me  to  do  the 
heavy  work.  After  Miss  Peacock's  breakdown  in  April,  I  took  all  of 
her  classes  except  one  in  Chinese.  Since  Miss  Sz  came  to  us  I  am  teach- 
ing only  three  and  a  half  hours;  but  as  three  of  these  classes  are  gram- 
mar and  composition,  I  find  myself  correcting  peculiar  expressions 
even  in  my  dreams.  I  give  a  few  examples:  "He  ate  up  his  food  up 
and  devour  the  cakes  up."  "The  climate  is  mild  and  delightful  be- 
cause has  the  mountains  Alps  pretents  the  cold  wind  come  from  south." 
"The  wolf  heard  the  sound  and  she  sucked  them  up  and  feed  them  in- 
stead her  cubs  and  brought  them  grown  up."  The  mistakes  are  al- 
most literal  translations  of  the  Chinese,  and  we  make  worse  blunders 
in  trying  to  speak  Chinese.  I  have  just  read  "Pilgrim's  Progress," 
finding  many  miry  places  in  the  way  of  difficult  characters.  To  read 
in  Chinese  about  lions  requires  almost  as  much  courage  as  actually  to 
meet  them.  We  have  but  one  Bible  class  in  English,  and  it  was  a  real 
joy  when  it  fell  into  my  hands.  My  Sunday  school  class  I  teach  with 
the  help  of  the  blackboard.  My  drawings  are  crude  indeed;  but  the 
meaning  is  made  clearer,  and  I  believe  God  is  blessing  the  effort. 

Great  revivals  are  being  reported  from  all  of  our  stations,  and  I  am 
so  glad  to  say  the  same  of  Sungkiang.  I  have  said  "revivals,"  and  yet 
they  are  not,  as  there  is  nothing  to  revive;  they  are  awakenings.  Our 
church  is  at  present  crowded  with»men  and  women  twice  a  day,  many 
of  whom  are  hearing  the  gospel  for  the  first  time.  Mr.  Burke  is  a 
general  in  managing  a  meeting  like  this,  and  he  is  being  ably  assist- 
ed by  Mr.  Shipley  and  three  or  four  native  preachers,  the  foreign  la- 
dies, and  some  Bible  women.  About  one  dozen  songs,  such  as,  "I  Will 
Arise  and  Go  to  Jesus,"  "Jesus  Loves  Me,"  and  "I  Gave  My  Life  for 
Thee,"  are  written  in  large  characters  and  put  where  all  can  see.  Mr. 
Burke,  assisted  by  Miss  Daung  at  the  organ,  is  teaching  them  to  sing, 
the  meaning  having  first  been  explained.  If  during  the  preaching  the 
people  become  noisy  or  restless,  a  song  begins,  and  they  soon  get  quiet 
and  the  preacher  goes  on  with  his  sermon.  To-day  (February  11)  over 
one  hundred  probationers  have  been  enrolled,  and  the  meeting  has 
been  in  progress  not  quite  two  weeks.     The  larger  proportion  are  men. 
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I  have  been  surprised  at  the  nice  class  of  women  attending,  an  evi- 
dence that  old  customs  are  passing  away. 

The  men  who  preach  Christ's  love  and  redemption  through  him,  it 
seems  to  me,  receive  the  best  attention,  showing  the  real  heart  hunger 
of  the  world.  My  own  heart  is  rejoicing  to  see  the  multitudes  hearing 
and  receiving.  Your  prayers  and  ours  are  being  answered,  and  the 
Father  is  being  glorified. 

Miss  Nettie  L.  Peacock: 

In  some  respects  this  has  been  the  most  trying  year  that  I  have  had 
in  China.  It  is  easy  enough  to  work,  but  so  hard  to  have  to  stop 
and  let  others  do  what  you  are  longing  to  do.  The  first  of  May  I  had 
an  attack  of  malarial  fever  and  had  to  go  to  Shanghai  for  treatment. 
After  the  fever  I  did  not  have  strength  enough  to  take  up  my  work 
again,  so  went  to  Japan  the  first  of  June.  The  doctor  advised  me  not 
to  return  to  China  before  the  first  of  this  month;  and  as  I  have  been 
back  only  one  week,  I  have  not  done  any  work  this  fall.  Japan  and 
the  long  rest  have  done  much  for  me,  and  with  a  grateful  heart  I 
look  forward  to  my  teaching  this  winter. 

Hayes- WiLKiNs  Bible  School  and  Bible  Woman's  Work  in 

SUNGKIANG. 

Miss  Alice  G.  Waters: 

It  was  only  in  trusting  the  promise,  "My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee," 
that  I  was  able  to  undertake  for  the  past  year  the  supervision  of  the 
Bible  School  .and  Bible  woman's  work  in  addition  to  my  own  regular 
work. 

The  work  has  been  soul-satisfying,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  I  have  not 
known  before  to  have  almost  no  other  teaching  to  do  than  the  Bible. 

It  has  been  a  joy  unspeakable  to  see  the  growth  in  the  character  of 
some  of  the  women  from  week  to  week. 

I  have  taught  the  Sunday  school  lessons  in  the  middle  of  the  week 
to  the  Bible  women,  teachers,  and  finishing  class  preparatory  to  their 
teaching  it  to  the  less  advanced  pupils  on  Saturdays. 

Mrs.  Harris  for  part  of  the  year  has  sung  with  the  women  every 
day,  which  greatly  improved  their  singing. 

The  remainder  of  the  teaching  has  been  done  by  three  Chinese 
teachers. 

Miss  Mo,  who  has  taught  for  eight  years  in  the  Bible  School,  had 
to  be  out  of  school  for  three  months  because  of  illness.  Her  place  was 
filled  by  Miss  Wong,  a  splendid  young  woman  from  McTyeire  School. 
She  is  a  fine  teacher  and  won  all  our  hearts.  We  count  her  as  one  of 
our  many  blessings  this  year. 

Special  services  were  held  in  the  church  twice  during  the  year — 
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onM  for  two  days,  when  Dr.  Morrison  and  Dr.  Yandell  did  the  preach- 
ing; and  later  Dr.  Yandell  preached  for  us  several  days. 

Another  time  Miss  Yui  was  in  the  school  several  days  and  held 
three  services  a  day  for  the  two  schools. 

Each  season  of  revival  preaching  left  us  the  richer  in  things  spiritual. 

We  enrolled  during  the  year  forty-two  boarders  and  three  day  pupils. 
Twenty-nine  are  in  attendance  now. 

At  the  children's  meetings  we  have  had  anywhere  from  thirty  to  a 
hundred  and  thirty  children  present,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
about  eighty. 

The  heartfelt,  untiring  energy  and  the  prayers  of  the  women  for  this 
work  have  been  an  inspiration  to  me  throughout  the  year.

Miss  Irene  S.  King: 


Surely  there  can  be  no  higher  privilege  than  carrying  the  gospel  of 
grace  to  lost  ones.  My  message  to  the  heathen  women  of  China  has 
been  one.  I  think  that  if  it  is  my  privilege  to  labor  among  them  for 
many  years  my  message  will  ever  be  the  same.  The  text  most  frequent- 
ly used  is  found  in  Romans  x.  9,  10:  "Because  if  thou  shalt  confess  with 
thy  mouth  Jesus  as  Lord,  and  shalt  believe  in  thy  heart  that  God  raised 
him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt  be  saved:  for  with  the  heart  man  believ- 
eth  unto  righteousness;  and  with  the  mouth  confession  is  made  unto 
salvation."  In  every  meeting  for  outside  women  there  has  been  a  very 
definite  effort  to  plant  the  Word  in  human  hearts.  We  are  resting  on 
God's  promises  for  the  returns.  Were  it  not  for  the  inspiration  and 
joy  that  come  in  this  service,  traveling  on  dirty  canals  and  house-to- 
house  visiting  on  filthy  Chinese  streets  would  be  irksome  indeed. 

My  field  is  a  vast  one — the  Shanghai  District.  It  consists  of  nine 
stations,  with  their  various  outstations — forty  in  all.  I  have  been  over 
this  immense  circuit  twice  this  year.  Bible  women  are  working  in 
four  of  these  stations ;  and  to  keep  in  touch  and  as  far  as  possible  direct 
their  work,  I  have  visited  these  stations  at  least  once  a  month. 

Special  meetings  for  the  women  were  held  during  the  Shanghai 
District  Conference,  which  met  at  Nan-siang.  The  heathen  women 
came  out  in  goodly  numbers,  filling  the  pastor's  home  as  soon  as  tiffin 
was  over.  They  came  and  went  in  groups  all  afternoon  till  six  o'clock. 
The  Bible  women  and  I  talked  to  them  in  the  parsonage,  and  then  at 
four  o'clock  we  took  the  crowd  to  the  church,  where  the  native  pastor, 
Mr.  Tsian,  came  to  our  assistance.  This  Chinese  brother  is  "instant 
in  season  and  out  of  season."  He  never  seems  to  tire  of  preaching  the 
gospel  to  his  own  people,  and  with  keen  interest  that  large  crowd  of 
heathen  women  listened  to  him. 

The  day  schools  are  eight  in  number.  They  have  waxed  and  waned 
in  growth  according  to  varying  circumstances.  It  is  ever  a  problem 
to  get  and  keep  sufficient  teachers,  and  much  harder  still  to  get  efficient

ones.     We  believe  that  there  will  be  a  day  when  our  boarding  schools 
will  be  able  to  supply  this  demand.    May  that  day  come  speedily! 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  superficial  because  scattered  over  such 
a  large  area.  Four  foreign  evangelists  and  twenty-four  more  Bible 
women  would  yet  be  insufficient  for  the  great  need  of  the  Church  in 
the  Shanghai  District.  Would  that  the  call  for  evangelistic  workers 
might  ring  throughout  our  Church  at  home,  and  that  many  young 
lives  might  be  given  for  the  lost  women  of  China!  I  pray  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest  that  he  will  knock  at  the  door  of  some  young  heart  to-day, 
and  that  one  may  yield  now  unto  him. 


SOOCHOW^  DISTRICT. 

Virginia  M.  Atkinson,  Secretary : 

The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  has  been  represented  dur- 
ing most  of  this  year  in  the  Soochow  District  by  eleven  missionaries, 
one  trained  nurse,  and  three  missionary  teachers.  We  have  opened  no 
new  stations  and  have  undertaken  no  new  work.  The  stations  and  the 
work  of  last  year  were  as  follows: 

Laura  Haygood  Memorial  School,  Soochow. 

Mary  Black  Hospital,  Soochow. 

Davidson  Memorial  School,  West  Soochow. 

Industrial  School,  West  Soochow. 

Kindergarten,  West  Soochow. 

West  Soochow  day  schools  and  woman's  work. 

North  Gate,  Changchow,  day  school  and  woman's  work. 

East  Gate,  Changchow,  day  school  and  woman's  work. 

District  day  school  and  woman's  work. 

Miss  Watkins,  of  the  Laura  Haygood  School,  and  Miss  Rogers,  of 
West  Soochow,  have  been  on  furlough  during  the  year;  but  Miss  Wat- 
kins's  work  has  been  done  by  Mrs.  Coath,  of  Shanghai,  and  Miss  Rog- 
ers's place  was  supplied  during  the  winter  by  Miss  Mary  Lou  White,  of 
Huchow,  and  during  the  spring,  summer,  and  autumn  up  to  the  pres- 
ent by  Miss  Cockroft,  of  Minnesota. 

We  know  that  this  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  district  generally, 
and  believe  that  all  reports  of  specific  work  that  are  to  follow  will  be 
full  of  gratitude  for  past  blessings  and  success  and  full  of  hope  for  the 
future. 

Money  has  been  appropriated  for  the  kindergarten  normal  school 
building  and  for  a  building  for  the  overcrowded  industrial  school  in 
West  Soochow.  We  hope  to  be  occupying  these  buildings  next  fall. 
Miss  White's  double  appointment  is  entirely  too  heavy  for  any  one 
person.  She  greatly  needs  the  right  woman  to  assist  her.  In  addition 
to  that,  work  in  this  district  must  suffer  unless  we  can  get  at  least  two 
new  workers.

Miss  Martha  E.  Pyle: 

To  report  another  year's  work  at  the  Laura  Haygood  is  but  to  con- 
tinue the  record  of  God's  blessing  and  the  service  of  love.  Among  our 
blessings  have  been  some  things  that  we  would  not  have  chosen,  but 
all  the  while  we  have  seen  the  Hand  that  guides.  "More  than  con- 
queror" has  been  our  watchword.  That  we  have  failed  to  live  up  to  it  is 
our  sorrow;  that  we  may  yet  attain  is  our  hope. 

The  event  that  eclipsed  all  others  at  the  opening  of  the  year,  and 
which  brought  response  from  heart  chords  the  deepest,  was  the  ap- 
proaching departure  of  Miss  Watkins,  who  had  managed  the  school  dur- 
ing the  preceding  year  with  such  fine  result.  At  that  time  it  was  not 
apparent  just  how  the  large  vacant  places  she  was  leaving  in  the  work 
could  be  bridged  over.  However,  the  round  of  a  few  weeks  brought  us 
Miss  Coath,  who  has  faithfully  devoted  heart  and  strength  to  the  work 
throughout  the  year,  giving  more  time  than  her  contract  required. 
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It  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Laura  Haygood  that  I  have 
been  able  to  report  that  we  have  had  teachers  enough.  Not  only  has  the 
teaching  force  been  sufficient,  but  that  in  the  Chinese  department  has 
been  more  efficient.  These  conditions  have  made  fair  weather  and 
smooth  sailing  for  those  in  charge.  I  doubt  not  it  has  been  a  relief 
to  the  neighbors  as  well  to  have  a  term  of  school  open  without  the  usual 
canvass  for  any  stray  half  hours  that  anybody  could  give. 

As  a  result  of  the  adequate  teaching  force  the  school  is  organized 
and  graded  throughout. 

Our  school  register  illustrates  some  of  the  vicissitudes  of  student  life 
for  girls  in  China  and  incidentally  that  of  official  life.  Early  in  the 
year  we  lost  two  of  our  best  girls  very  suddenly.  The  father,  an  of- 
ficial in  Honan,  degraded  of  his  office,  met  death  under  the  most  distress- 
ing circumstances.  The  attempted  suicide  of  the  mother  and  conse- 
quent illness  has  kept  the  broken-hearted  girls  watching  at  home  ever 
since.  The  few  sorrowful  letters  that  come  from  them  hold  little  prom- 
ise of  their  being  able  to  enter  school  again.  One  of  these  sisters  is  a 
Christian. 

We  lost  two  other  girls  because  their  fathers  were  promoted  to 
Peking,  whence  the  girls  moved  with  the  families.  One  of  these  has 
since  gone  to  Austria,  to  which  place  her  father  was  appointed  minis- 
ter. Still  another  girl  was  lost  to  us  because  the  father  was  degraded 
of  his  office.  It  was  a  matter  of  "face"  that  she  would  not  take  her 
place  in  school  again. 

Another  of  our  students,  and  one  advanced  in  our  course  of  study, 
had  to  leave  China  to  escape  a  pending  betrothal — one  insisted  upon 
by  her  elder  brother.  The  sweet  drop  in  that  cup  was  the  fact  that 
her  determination  not  to  be  engaged  at  present  was  based  largely  on 
her  desire  to  be  free  to  live  a  Christian  life. 

Another  girl,  one  of  four  sisters  in  our  school,  had  to  be  taken 
out  and  sent  to  another  province  to  take  care  of  her  aged  grandfather, 
the  especial  feature  of  the  nursing  to  be  the  oversight  and  the  lighting 
and  relighting  of  the  opium  pipe. 

Two  more  of  our  promising  girls  have  been  taken  out  because  they 
became  Christians. 

Five  girls  have  been  dismissed.  Three  of  these  were  sent  away  very 
soon  after  their  entrance  because  they  failed  to  produce  satisfactory 
references. 

After  this  long  lesson  in  subtraction,  we  come  to  the  number  sev- 
enty-two, which  represents  our  present  enrollment,  a  net  gain  of  two, 
showing  that  while  these  one  by  one  took  their  reluctant  departure 
others  have  been  coming  in  to  take  their  places. 

The  whole  number  enrolled  during  the  year  is  ninety-one. 

One  student  who  came  very  near  having  to  leave  school  on  accoun' 
of  marriage,  which  her  parents  could  not  get  postponed  any  longer,  if 
again  smiling  on  her  happy  way  through  our  halls.     By  a  series  oj 
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masterful  maneuvers  she  succeeded  in  getting  her  young  husband  out 
of  the  oflBcial  position  to  which  he  had  recently  been  appointed  in 
Hupeh  and  in  bringing  him  to  the  Soochow  University  to  continue  his 
studies,  while  she  pushes  forward  in  her  own  characteristic  way  her 
work  at  the  Laura  Haygood.  This  young  woman  has  lived  a  beautiful 
Christian  life  in  the  school  for  two  years,  and  her  fond  hope  is  now  that 
her  husband  at  the  university  may  become  a  Christian  too. 

We  close  the  year  under  the  shadow  of  a  recent  bereavement.  A 
student  much  beloved  in  the  school,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Mr.  Yui, 
our  pastor  at  Wusieh,  has  gone  out  to  return  no  more.  She  left  every 
testimony  of  word  and  life  that  she  has  gone  to  be  with  God. 

Some  things  stand  out  in  bold  relief  as  blessings  in  true  guise  which 
have  cheered  the  way  and  for  which  we  are  devoutly  thankful. 

First  of  all,  we  are  grateful  for  showers  of  blessing  that  came  so 
freely  upon  all  during  the  revival  in  the  spring,  and  which  grace  has 
remained;  for  faithful  and  eflBcient  heads  of  departments,  which  has 
meant  division  of  executive  labors;  for  the  active  interest  of  our  pas- 
tor, Mr.  Li,  and  for  the  hour  each  week  which  he  gives  to  a  meet- 
ing in  the  school;  for  the  success  of  one  of  our  own  students  as  teach- 
er in  the  school  and  as  a  leader  in  Christian  work  among  the  girls; 
and  for  a  gift  of  over  four  hundred  volumes  of  good  books  to  our  li- 
brary, due  to  the  generosity  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
Clarksville,  Tenn. 

Miss  Nell  D.  Drake: 

During  the  past  year  I  have  taught  two  classes  in  rhetoric,  two  in 
literature,  two  in  Latin,  and  one  in  Bible.  I  have  worked  a  little,  too, 
in  the  afternoons  with  the  gymnasium  classes.  The  routine  of  work 
differs  very  little  from  year  to  year,  but  it  is  a  pleasure  to  see  the 
progress  the  girls  are  making  and  their  growing  interest  in  all  their 
work.  What  is  better  still,  we  see  a  growth  and  development  of  char- 
acter in  our  students  from  day  to  day. 

I  have  given  two  hours  and  a  half  a  day  to  studying  Chinese,  and 
have  been  examined  on  the  third-year  course. 

Outside  of  the  daily  round  of  duties,  I,  together  with  Miss  Small- 
wood  and  Miss  Longden,  have  helped  the  girls  with  their  Y.  W.  C.  A., 
which,  I  am  glad  to  report,  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  President, 
Yang  Kyung  Ling,  is  showing  both  enthusiasm  and  ability  in  her  super- 
vision of  the  Association.  She  is  growing  in  grace  and  in  her  determina- 
tion to  lead  others  to  know  her  Saviour.  She,  with  three  other  mem- 
bers of  our  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  attended  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Convention  in  Shang- 
hai last  China  New  Year,'  and  all  came  back  simply  overflowing  with 
zeal  and  new  ideas.  This  energy  soon  found  a  profitable  outlet  in  work 
in  the  meetings  which  were  conducted  in  the  church  soon  afterwards. 
The  cabinet  met  and  decided  to  have  three  prayer  meetings  a  day — 
morning,  noon,  and  night — to  pray  for  their  fellow-students  who  were 
not  saved.     In  addition  to  this,  they  did  earnest  personal  work  among 
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their  friends.  Many  girls  were  awakened,  and  many  made  a  stand 
for  Christ.  Eleven  new  associate  members  were  added  to  the  Asso- 
ciation after  the  meeting,  and  others  came  in  later.  There  are  now 
thirty-nine  members  in  the  Association,  twenty-six  of  whom  are  asso- 
ciate members.  The  girls  have  also  been  at  work  to  have  the  students 
observe  the  morning  watch.  Every  morning  before  breakfast  each 
girl  who  is  a  cabinet  member  herself  conducts  a  little  Bible  study  circle. 
Twice  a  month  the  chairman  of  the  missionary  committee  conducts  a 
mission  reading  circle.  They  have  recently  read  "Princely  Men  in 
the  Heavenly  Kingdom."  This  year  the  Association  has  undertaken 
to  support  a  little  girl  in  the  Mokahoyen  kindergarten,  and  they  are 
very  enthusiastic  about  it.  They  are  also  happy  because  the  Y.  W.  C. 
A.  Convention  will  be  held  in  our  school. 

That  which  has  meant  most  to  me  in  the  year  has  been  to  see  the 
growth  of  these  young  people  among  whom  I  have  the  privilege  of 
working. 

Miss  Mary  Katherine  Smallwood :  ' 

The  past  year's  teaching  has  been  filled  with  pleasure  and  interest 
for  me.  I  have  taught  classes  in  chemistry,  physics,  botany,  the  Bible, 
algebra,  and  geometry;  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school  term 
I  was  glad  to  take  classes  in  physiology,  the  "Useful  Knowledge  Read- 
er" (which  is  a  beginner's  science  book) ;  and  also  Miss  Drake's  English 
Bible  class,  that  she  might  take  a  Chinese  Bible  class. 

I  am  always  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  teaching  physiology  to  Chi- 
nese girls,  and  for  the  opportunity  of  teaching  them  from  day  to  day 
the  laws  of  health  that  are  so  sinfully  disobeyed  in  their  country. 

My  first  chemistry  class  has  passed  through  the  year  without  any  se- 
rious damage  to  the  laboratory.  We  have  left  enough  test  tubes,  evap- 
orating dishes;  and  Florence  flasks  to  supply  another  class.  We  are  very 
much  indebted  to  Mr.  Gee  for  the  loan  of  three  compound  microscopes 
used  by  the  botany  class  during  the  spring  term,  for  the  many  micro- 
scopic specimens  he  collected  for  us,  and  for  other  kindnesses.  An  or- 
der for  the  laboratory  which  included  a  microscope  has  filled  a  need 
and  has  added  much  to  the  science  department. 

If  any  one  doubts  that  Chinese  girls  can  have  as  much  enthusiasm 
in  playing  basket  ball  as  American  girls,  that  one  should  come  to  the 
Laura  Haygood  and  see  some  games  by  the  girls  whom  it  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  direct  the  past  year.  The  girls  are  surprisingly  enthusiastic, 
active,  and  quick.  We  would  like  to  challenge  a  team  from  another 
school  for  a  match  game  if  some  one  would  tell  us  of  a  school  that 
would  accept  the  challenge. 

I  am  continuing  my  Sunday  school  class  composed  of  some  of  the  old- 
er girls  who  understand  English.  The  touch  with  the  Chinese  girls  in 
school  and  out  of  school  has  been  sweet,  and  I  hope  each  day  that  I 
may  serve  them  in  some  way  and  thus  serve  the  Father  who  called  me 
to  China. 
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Miss  Alice  A.  Longdeu : 

As  I  come  to  write  of  my  work  the  past  year  there  seems  to  be  lit- 
tle to  report.  The  days  and  weeks  filled  with  teaching  have  passed 
swiftly  by. 

Twenty-four  pupils  have  been  enrolled,  and  there  have  been  classes 
in  sight-singing  and  harmony.  Music  has  been  furnished  for  the  com- 
mencement exercises,  the  meetings  of  the  literary  society,  and  for 
Christmas  and  Easter.  The  work  continues  to  be  a  pleasure,  and  every 
day  I  am  thankful  that  I  am  permitted  to  work  among  these  girls. 

I  have  had  a  Sunday  school  class  all  the  year.  This  fall  I  gave  up 
my  old  class  and  have  a  new  one.  Those  in  the  class  who  are  not  Chris- 
tians are  much  in  my  prayers.  I  am  grateful  for  this  opportunity  of 
bringing  the  Bible  lessons  to  these  girls.  I  hope  the  lessons  have  been 
as  much  of  a  blessing  to  them  as  they  have  to  me. 

Davidson  Memorial  School  and  Kindergarten.

Miss  Virginia  M.  Atkinson,  Principal: 

We  feel  that  we  have  made  some  progress  along  essential  lines  since 
this  year's  work  began  last  October;  but  obstacles  and  difficulties  have 
been  numerous,  so  that  we  cannot  say  that  we  have  had  easy  sailiiig. 

.  During  the  revival  in  the  spring  some  of  Satan's  strongholds  gave 
way,  and  nearly  every  non-Christian  of  any  size  in  school  made  a  start 
in  the  direction  of  her  soul's  ultimate  salvation.  This  rejoiced  us  more 
than  we  can  tell;  but  toward  the  end  of  the  spring  term  Satan,  with 
the  subtlety  that  only  Satan  knows,  came  in  among  a  few  of  the  older 
girls  and  did  much  harm. 

Miss  Rogers's  furlough  was  due  last  autumn;  and  in  order  to  let 
her  go.  Miss  Mary  Lou  White  came  from  Virginia  School  to  us  and  gave 
fine  help  in  English  and  music  until  the  end  of  the  term.  We  cannot 
say  too  much  in  appreciation  of  what  she  was  to  the  school  and  to  our 
home,  or  of  what  it  must  have  meant  to  the  other  two  workers  in  Vir- 
ginia School  to  give  her  up  even  for  that  little  time.  After  she  left, 
Mrs.  Crawford,  of  the  Presbyterian  Mission,  Soochow,  gave  us  one  month 
of  excellent  help.  Then  came  Miss  Gockroft,  who  had  been  teaching  in 
Kobe  College.  She  has  done  efficient  work,  but  we  shall  be  able  to 
keep  her  only  a  little  while  longer. 

Miss  Foster  was  appointed  to  West  Soochow  last  October;  but  hav- 
ing come  especially  for  the  Industrial  School,  she  has  had  only  one  or 
two  classes  in  the  Davidson. 

Miss  Lester  still  gives  us  two  hours  a  day  in  addition  to  her  work 
as  the  head  of  the  Industrial  School  and  her  own  language  study. 
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For  the  first  time  we  have  had  a  class  of  two  to  graduate  from  the 
Davidson.  One  is  assisting  us  now  with  music  and  English,  and  one 
has  gone  to  America  for  further  study.  Seven  received  primary  cer- 
tificates at  the  close  of  the  last  fall  term. 

The  last  remaining  class  from  the  Davidson  Bible  School  graduated 
at  the  same  time.  There  were  four  of  them.  One  has  gone  to  Miss 
Anderson,  in  Changchow,  for  evangelistic  and  industrial  work,  one  is 
doing  work  on  the  district  with  Miss  White,  one  is  employed  by  the 
missionary  society  of  Soochow  First  Church  to  do  evangelistic  work 
in  connection  with  our  Central  Church  in  Soochow,  and  one  has  mar- 
ried a  preacher  in  the  Shanghai  District. 

One  of  our  old  pupils  who  left  us  about  two  years  ago  to  do  indus- 
trial work  in  Miss  Leveritt's  day  school  married  a  young  local  preach- 
er during  the  year;  and  one  left  school  in  the  spring  and  was  married 
to  one  of  our  young  exhorters,  himself  a  product  of  and  a  teacher  in 
the  boys'  day  school. 

Thus  three  Christian  homes  have  been  set  up  this  year  with  the 
help  of  our  girls,  and  we  believe  they  are  worthy. 

Last  year  our  native  pastor  organized  a  Sunday  school  for  street 
children  at  the  parsonage,  only  about  half  a  block  away.  The  superin- 
tendent is  one  of  the  products  of  one  of  our  day  schools  who  formerly 
was  little  better  than  the  street  children  himself;  but  the  school  found 
him,  and  in  due  time  he  let  his  Saviour  find  him,  and  he  put  him  to 
work  before  he  was  out  of  his  teens.  He  afterwards  attended  the 
Anglo-Chinese  College,  in  Shanghai,  then  married  one  of  our  girls,  and 
they  are  both  teaching  for  us  now.  This  Sunday  school  is  entirely  in 
the  hands  of  the  Chinese,  who  love  it  and  are  finding  their  talents  and 
an  opportunity  to  use  them  in  it.  This  is  the  mission  that  our  Church 
considers  its  own,  and  it  is  justly  proud  of  it.  The  enrollment  has 
reached  one  hundred. 

The  Davidson  School  and  the  kindergarten  both  furnish  teachers, 
and  some  of  the  day  school  teachers  also  help. 

We  have  a  Senior  and  a  Junior  League  also  that  are  helping  to  de- 
velop our  pupils.  The  Senior  League  has  a  number  of  tithers  in  it,  and 
with  its  contributions  at  least  one  poor  child  has  been  helped  with  its 
expenses  in  the  kindergarten. 

The  record  of  the  year  is  with  God.  May  he  use  all  that  he  can  of 
it  for  his  own  glory,  which  we  believe  we  have  sought  with  an  undivid- 
ed heart!  And  may  he  put  all  the  failures  and  mistakes  and  sins 
where  he  has  promised — behind  his  back — and  remember  them  against 
us  no  more  forever!

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SOOCHOW   KiNDEEGARTEN. 

Our  kmdeirgarten  continues  to  be  our  increasing  joy  and  pride.  We 
could  scarcely  wish  more  for  it  than  it  is  accomplishing.  Two  little 
girls  graduated  at  the  close  of  the  fall  term  and  entered  the  primary  de- 
partment of  the  Davidson.  In  fact,  most  of  the  kindergarten  children 
study  one  or  more  books  in  the  afternoon,  either  with  their  own  teach- 
ers around  their  own  little  tables  or  with  other  children  in  the  primary. 
They  show  that  in  every  way  they  have  profited  by  their  kindergarten 
training;  and  the  leaven  of  obedience,  of  self-forgetfulness,  and  of 
alertness  which  they  bring  with  them  into  the  Davidson  is  fast  leaven- 
ing the  whole  lump  and  creating  a  new  atmosphere  everywhere. 

Four  children  joined  the  Church  recently.  Two  of  them  were  the 
graduates  from  the  kindergarten  just  spoken  of;  one  is  still  in  the  kin- 
dergarten, though  studying  in  the  primary;  and  the  fourth  one,  being 
above  kindergarten  age,  left  about  a  year  ago  without  graduating,  and 
entered  the  primary. 

Miss  Wu,  who  opened  the  kindergarten  two  years  ago  and  carried 
it  forward  so  successfully,  left  us  in  July  for  America,  where  she  is  re- 
ceiving further  training  for  her  high  calling.  She  expects  always  to 
stand  by  us  in  this  work.  Miss  Yok,  who  also  was  trained  in  Japan  un- 
der Miss  Cook,  returned  before  Miss  Wu  left,  and  has  already  taken 
charge.  These  two  young  women  are  very  different,  but  they  both  love 
the  work,  and  we  believe  they  will  be  equally  successful. 

Miss  Poen,  who  had  been  one  year  under  Miss  Wu,  and  who  was  do- 
ing as  well  as  any  young  woman  with  no  previous  training  could  do, 
gradually  failed  in  health  last  year,  and  died  this  year  in  February. 

A  class  of  four  is  waiting  now  for  our  normal  training,  and  we  have 
gladly  welcomed  our  trainer.  Miss  Martin.  Money  has  been  contributed 
by  the  North  Alabama  Conference  Society  for  our  normal  building,  and 
we  hope  to  be  in  it  by  next  fall.  We  are  hoping  for  great  things  from 
this  normal  school.  We  believe  that  young  women  who  Wish  to  be 
trained  will  not  be  slow  to  come  from  our  mission,  from  other  mis- 
sions, and  even  from  among  those  whom  the  government  is  wishing 
to  train.  May  we  soon  know  that  properly  equipped  kindergartens 
are  being  opened  all  over  this  country,  and  may  they  revolutionize  our 
old  China  as  our  little  one  is  revolutionizing  our  Girls'  School!

Miss  Ada  W.  Cockrof  t : 

April  1  marks  the  beginning  of  my  work  in  China  in  the  Davidson 
Memorial  School — six  months  crowded  full  of  strange  and  interesting 
surprises,  and  in  which  the  teacher  has  learned  as  much  as,  if  not  more 
than,  the  pupil. 
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The  most  interesting  and  enjoyable  work  has  been  the  music,  three 
vocal  classes  and  fourteen  instrumental  pupils.  The  girls  are  per- 
sistent and  faithful  in  their  practice.  Orpheus  with  his  lyre  could  not 
be  more  so.  The  English  language  as  a  medium  is  very  satisfactory 
in  this  work,  though  not  always  appreciated  by  the  girls. 

Miss  Wo  Be-lan  assists  in  this  work,  having  two  vocal  classes  of  the 
smaller  tots  and  eleven  instrumental  pupils.  We  prepare  some  special 
number  each  second  week  for  our  literary  program. 

In  addition  I  have  three  grammar  classes  wrestling  with  the  complex- 
ities and  inconsistencies  of  our  English  language,  and  one  geography 
class. 

I  feel  that  it  has  been  a  great  privilege  to  be  here. 

"God  has  been  good  to  me;  to  tell  in  part  demands  new  words  and 
all  eternity."

Miss  Emma  Service  Lester : 

It  is  not  strange  that  the  handiwork  of  the  patient,  skillful  em- 
broiderers in  our  school  often  wins  commendation.  Some  of  their  work 
is  beautiful. 

Their  entire  conscious  existence  is  made  up  of  involuntary  actions. 
That  part  of  the  daylight  lived  away  from  us,  as  well  as  that  greater 
part  spent  in  the  clean,  airy,  sunshine-filled  workroom,  is  one  round 
of  convention.  There  is  not  one  of  them  who  has  come  from  a  pleas- 
ant past,  and  it  is  not  probable  that  any  one  has  ever  conceived  of  or 
uttered  one  complaining  sentence.  Their  life,  work,  and  religion  have 
been  accepted  without  conscious  acceptation.  The  average  age  of  the 
seventy-five  women  whose  life  is  thus  described  is  thirty-five  years. 

Twenty-one  have  become  probationers  during  the  past  year,  and  7 
have  been  baptized.  These,  taken  with  the  14  who  were  already  on  the 
inquirers'  list,  make  42  lives  positively  influenced.  This  has  been  pos- 
sible because  of  the  faithful.  Spirit-filled  teaching  of  Mrs.  Sung,  their 
Bible  teacher.  At  present  she  has  four  classes,  with  an  assistant  teach- 
er. 

We  want  to  thank  Dr.  Manget  for  the  tedious  voluntary  service  of 
fitting  glasses  on  twenty  or  more  of  those  who  needed  so  greatly  such 
assistance.    Never  was  a  greater  work  of  love  for  the  Master's  sake. 

Miss  Tommie  A.  Foster : 

Last  year  our  party  reached  China  in  time  to  attend  the  last  two 
days  of  Conference,  during  which  time  I  received  my  appointment  to 
the  Soochow  Industrial  School,  where  the  work  has  been  quite  interest- 
ing.   Miss  Lester  has  charge  of  this  school ;  and  of  course,  as  I  was  new 
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and  could  not  speak  Chinese,  I  have  been  of  very  little  help  in  the 
schoolroom.  However,  I  have  been  able  to  save  her  many  hard  busi- 
ness trips  to  Shanghai,  and  have  helped  her  with  the  business  part  of 
the  school. 

In  connection  with  my  Industrial  School  work,  I  have  had  a  Bible 
class  in  the  Davidson  Girls'  School  and  a  geometry  class  since  the  Chi- 
na New  Year. 

So  far  the  language  study  has  taken  most  of  my  mornings  and  part 
of  my  afternoons,  although  my  eyes  have  not  permitted  me  to  study 
the  full  time  that  I  had  planned  for  the  year. 

Last  spring  when  Mr.  Van  was  sick  I  taught  two  reading  classes  in 
the  boys'  day  school.  I  found  the  boys  more  responsive  than  the  girls, 
my  three  weeks  with  them  helping  me  very  much.  In  our  Sunday 
school  I  have  had  an  English  Bible  class  from  the  beginning,  and  am 
glad  to  note  that  the  girls  seem  to  enjoy  it,  and  surely  I  do.  Since 
school  opened  this  fall  I  have  had  two  classes  of  small  girls,  one  class 
just  beginning  English,  and  the  other  class  composed  of  older  girls 
who  have  studied  English  longer,  though  it  is  hard  to  get  them  to  talk 
English  outside  of  the  class  room. 

I  have  served  with  Miss  Drake  on  the  Auditing  Committee  this  year. 
This  summer  I  spent  two  months  in  Korea  with  the  missionaries  whom 
I  knew  in  school,  and  I  found  Wonsan  a  quiet  place  in  which  to  rest. 
The  Bible  Conference  meant  much  to  me. 

Woman's  Work  and  Day  Schools,  West  Soochow. 

Miss  Maby  Taerant,  1899,  Texas  Conference. 
Miss  Maggie  Rogebs,  1904,  Texas  Conference. 

Miss  Mary  Minor  Tarrant : 

Certainly  China  has  never  offered  a  more  glorious  opportunity  than 
the  present  one  for  Christian  work.  There  are  few  people,  in  the  cit- 
ies at  least,  who  have  never  heard  of  the  gospel,  however  little  they 
may  have  understood  what  they  heard.  But  as  understanding  comes  by 
hearing,  having  once  heard,  the  first  step  toward  understanding  has 
been  taken. 

The  Bible  women  appreciate  the  importance  of  hearing.  "Come  of- 
ten and  hear,"  they  say  to  the  heathen  women  who  come  to  the  meet- 
ings; "then  you  can  understand."  Often  when  she  is  leading  a  meeting 
I  hear  Mrs.  Tseu  (Virginia  Dorman)  or  Mrs.  Tsu  (Mary  Ballard)  say: 
"I  used  to  be  a  heathen  just  like  you;  but  I  kept  hearing  and  hearing, 
and  then  I  began  to  understand  this  gospel."  They  love  to  tell  the 
story  of  their  conversion,  and  I  never  tire  of  hearing  it;  and  I  am  sure 
the  personal  experience  of  these  women  is  never  told  in  vain  to  the 
heathen  women,  although  we  may  not  always  see  the  results. 

Besides  these  who  tell  of  their  conversion  after  they  were  grown  wom- 
en, there  are  Mrs.  Koo   (Maria  Bain)   and  Mrs.  Sung   (Julia  Turner), 
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Tvlio  were  Christians  from  childhood.  The  heathen  women  seem  to  be 
as  interested  in  listening  to  Mrs.  Koo  and  Mrs.  Sung  tell  of  their  Chris- 
tian fathers,  who  were  both  preachers,  and  their  Christian  mothers 
and  to  see  that  Christianity  has  evidently  had  no  baneful  influence 
-either  on  them  or  their  families. 

"Faith  cometh  by  hearing."  Sometimes,  as  we  gather  in  the  home  of 
a  Christian  or  a  heathen  woman  for  a  meeting,  and  ten  or  fifteen  wom- 
en and  children  listen  for  a  while,  or,  it  may  be,  as  thirty  or  forty 
women  sit  in  the  church,  gazing  at  the  foreign  organ  and  understand- 
ing perhaps  a  tenth  of  what  the  Bible  woman  is  saying — at  such  times 
the  devil  may  suggest  the  "foolishness  of  preaching."  But  as  we  look 
at  the  fine  Christian  women  who  have  been  converted  not  in  the 
schools  as  girls,  but  in  just  such  meetings  by  just  this  very  "foolishness 
of  preaching,"  we  know  that  it  is  true  that  "the  gospel  is  the  power 
of  God  unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth."  And  so,  in  spite 
of  discouragements,  we  continue  to  hold  meetings  and  to  visit  in  the 
homes  and  to  invite  the  women  to  our  homes,  sowing  by  all  waters. 

Some  results  we  have  seen,  and  for  the  rest  we  can  only  trust  to  Him 
who  has  said  that  the  word  shall  not  return  unto  him  void.  Some 
have  openly  professed  their  faith  in  the  Saviour  and  joined  the  Church. 
Others  have  become  probationers.  With  the  beginning  of  the  great  un- 
ion evangelistic  meetings  in  the  spring  there  seemed  to  come  upon  the 
Christians  a  new  earnestness  and  zeal  in  winning  souls  for  Christ. 

The  work  in  the  day  schools  has  gone  on  in  its  regular  way.  About 
220  children  have  been  enrolled  during  the  year,  and  nearly  all  of  these 
homes  have  been  visited  more  than  once.  The  pupils  have  worked  well, 
and  some  of  them  received  primary  and  preparatory  certificates  after 
finishing  these  courses  this  year. 

For  what  greater  privilege  could  one  ask  than  to  have  a  share  in  the 
work  of  the  Lord  in  China  to-day?

Evangelistic   Work. — Outstations^   District. 
Miss  Mary  Cullek  White,  1901,  South  Georgia  Conference. 

Mary  Culler  White: 

A  year  of  widening  opportunities,  a  year  of  unprecedented  harvests, 
a  year  of  health,  and  a  year  of  happiness — such  is  the  record  of  1910. 

The  year  has  been  epoch-making  in  the  history  of  missions  in  China 
in  that  it  has  put  new  emphasis  upon  evangelistic  work  and  has  clearfy 
demonstrated  the  fact  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  the  reaching  of  the 
masses  with  the  gospel.     Speaking  in  general,  it  might  be  said  that  up 
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to  the  year  1905  our  native  Church  was  living  in  the  "dispensation  of 
the  Son,"  believing  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  following  him  some- 
thing as  the  apostles  followed  our  Lord  while  he  was  yet  with  them  on 
earth.  But  with  the  revival  of  that  year  many  of  our  native  preachers 
were  ushered  into  the  "dispensation  of  the  Holy  Spirit."  Their  preach- 
ing and  their  living  were  all  made  new  through  the  power  of  the  in- 
dwelling Christ,  whom  they  definitely  received  into  their  hearts.  And 
with  the  deepened  experience  there  came  to  these  preachers  the  feel- 
ing that  their  previous  work  had  all  been  superficial — they  had  let  peo- 
ple into  the  Church  too  easily,  and  so  the  Church  was  filled  with  un- 
saved members.  This  condition  they  set  themselves  to  remedy,  and 
so  assiduously  did  they  follow  their  task  that  in  some  sections  prac- 
tically nothing  was  done  to  win  new  believers.  The  result  was  that  a 
new  and  purified  Church  arose  out  of  the  old,  but  numerically  there 
wsas  no  gain.  There  was  almost  no  preaching  simple  enough  for  the 
average  heathen  auditor  to  understand;  and  as  the  enrolling  of  proba- 
tioners was  discontinued,  there  was  no  plane  low  enough  to  reach  down 
to  the  outsider's  level. 

This  condition  continued  in  the  Soochow  District  for  about  four 
years;  but  with  this  year  another  new  era  has  dawned,  and  a  purified 
Church  moves  out  in  an  aggressive  evangelism  which  seeks  to  give  the 
gospel  to  every  creature — an  evangelism  which  follows  Moody's  maxim 
that  the  way  to  reach  the  masses  is  to  "go  for  them,"  and  which  is  not 
ashamed  of  any  method  which  proves  effective  in  getting  men  to  the 
place  of  worship  and  winning  them  to  Christ  after  they  are  there.  We 
have  had  frequent  revivals  during  the  past  few  j?ears,  but  the  blessing 
that  they  brought  has  scarcely  ever  reached  further  than  to  those  who 
were  already  members  or  adsherents  of  the  Church.  The  scope  of  the' 
revivals  of  this  year  has  been  different.  At  the  District  Conference  in 
May  it  was  voted  to  feuy  a  tent  and  begin  a  district-wide  campaign 
among  the  nonbelievers.  About  the  same  time  the  Soochow  Missionary 
Association  voted  to  begin  a  union  meeting  in  a  central  locality  where 
a  large  mat  shed  (a  Chinese  substitute  for  a  te«it)  could  be  erected. 
The  city  was  placarded  with  printed  announcements,  the  tent  was  put 
up,  and  the  best  available  evangelist  was  sent  for  to  help  in  the  preach- 
ing— a  man  who  had  had  wide  experience  in  securing  and  handling 
large  congregations  made  up  of  undisciplined  minds.  Sceres  of  Chris- 
tians gave  their  help,  and  an  audience  averaging^  1,000  people  assem- 
bled twice  a  day  and  listened  in  ever-increasing  quiet  and  interest  as 
the  gospel  was  explained  to  them.  The  former  conservatism  about  re- 
ceiving new  people  was  put  aside,  the  doors  of  the  Church  were  thrown 
open  for  probationers,  and  at  every  service  scores  of  names  were  en- 
rolled. At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  new  believers  were  divided  out 
among  the  various  denominations,  each  taking  those  who  were  nearest 
to  their  church  by  geographical  situation. 

Following  the  meeting  came  the  work  of  instructing  and  shepherd- 
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ing  the  new  converts,  and  this  opened  up  a  new  field  in  woman's  work 
— a  field  so  vast  and  so  productive  that  preachers'  wives,  Bible  women, 
and  the  rank  and  file  of  the  women  Church  members  have  all  been  at 
work  in  it  ever  since. 

The  net  gain  to  the  Churches  from  this  first  tent  meeting  was  so 
great  that  the  preachers  all  over  our  district  took  coui'age  and  began 
similar  aggressive  movements  to  reach  the  outsiders.  I  now  have  a 
class  of  women  probationers  in  every  outstation  that  I  visit,  besides  a 
large  class  at  First  Church,  Soochow.  During  six  months  of  the  year, 
from  the  close  of  the  tent  meeting  until  Miss  Rogers's  arrival,  I  also 
had  the  women  at  the  Kong  Hong  center  in  Soochow.  This  being  the 
locality  where  the  tent  meeting  was  held,  the  class  of  women  there  is 
both  large  and  promising;  and  it  was  with  great  joy  that  I  turned  them 
into  Miss  Rogers's  hands,  knowing  that  she  could  do  for  them  what  I 
did  not  have  the  time  to  do. 

In  March  I  opened  one  little  day  school,  locating  it  in  Wusih,  where 
we  have  a  flourishing  Church  and  a  number  of  most  interesting  Chris- 
tian children.  Since  Conference  this  too  has  been  turned  over  to  Miss 
Rogers,  and  I  am  left  with  the  evangelistic  work  of  the  Mary  Black 
Hospital,  four  outstations,  and  the  woman's  work  at  First  Church,  Soo- 
chow. A  number  of  country  substations  are  also  pleading  for  help.  The 
preachers  say  that  they  can  get  the  men  out,  but  that  when  no  women 
workers  go  they  can  do  nothing  with  the  women. 

Of  the  work  in  the  hospital  I  have  reported  much  on  the  post  cards 
which  have  been  put  on  sale  in  America.  I  might  add  that  since  last 
China  New  Year  we  have  had  two  regular  Bible  women  who  have  given 
their  whole  time  to  the  evangelistic  work  among  the  patients  and  the 
visitors  of  the  hospital. 

I  have  in  all  four  full  Bible  women,  three  assistant  Bible  women, 
and  numerous  voluntary  helpers  who  are  giving  more  or  less  time  to 
the  direct  evangelizing  or  instructing  of  the  women  about  them. 

One  of  the  pleasures  of  the  year  has  been  to  see  the  development 
of  my  helpers.  I  thank  God  for  all  my  fellow-laborers  in  the  gospel — 
for  the  Bible  women,  for  the  preachers,  for  the  preachers'  wives.  I  get 
from  many  of  them  more  than  I  give,  and  I  honor  them  for  their 
Christian  character  and  for  their  real  worth. 

With  such  fellowship  I  feel  that  the  future  holds  much.  May  next 
year  find  us  as  far  .ahead  of  this  year  as  this  year  has  put  us  ahead 
of  the  last! 

MEDICAL  WOKK. 

Dr.  Margaret  Polk,  1896,  Kentucky  Conference.

Dr.  Margaret  H,  Polk : 

The  hospital  has  this  year  somewhat  fulfilled  the  expectations  and

responded  to  the  plans  of  the  physician  in  charge  in  that  its  proportion 
of  ward  patients  has  increased,  although  its  number  of  clinic  patients 
has  decreased. 

I  have  always  thought  the  ideal  of  medical  missionary  work  was  not 
simply,  nor  of  first  importance,  the  healing  of  a  few  thousands  of  sick 
people  in  a  year;  for  while  these  few  thousands  of  sick  people  might 
be  healed  to  the  advantage  of  those  few  and  to  the  spread  of  the  fame 
of  the  physician,  it  would  remain  true  that  when  it  was  done  that 
part  of  the  world  would  feel  the  immediate  effect,  but  the  world  at 
large  would  receive  little  benefit. 

So  I  have  craved  time  and  women  and  houses  and  money  to  increase 
the  ward  work,  and  to  do  it  after  the  best  plans,  so  that  people  coming 
to  the  hospital  would  be  healed,  would  get  a  knowledge  of  God,  a  cer- 
tainty of  the  brotherhood  of  all  men,  a  faint  idea  (from  ocular  demon- 
strations) about  how  to  care  for  their  own  sick,  an  admiration  for 
things  clean,  a  standard  of  womanly  dignity  of  labor,  and  a  demonstra- 
tion of  the  power  of  women  to  do,  to  be,  and  to  maintain  individu- 
ality and  self-respect.  All  this  could  be  taught  only  in  the  wards,  and 
all  this  we  have  tried  to  put  before  our  440  women  and  children  who 
have  been  in  the  wards  this  last  year.  It  is  worth  a  life;  and  we  (Miss 
White,  Miss  Hood,  and  Dr.  Polk)  have  each  tried  to  give  a  life  to 
it,  praying  that  each  patient  would  take  home  with  her  all  of  these  les- 
sons, together  with  good  health.  Ward  work  also  opens  a  way  for  re- 
search work  and  for  practical  teaching  to  the  future  workers.  To  this 
end  I  have  given  all  my  time  to  the  hospital,  except  from  four  to  six 
each  afternoom,  when  I  have  held  myself  in  readiness  to  answer  any 
out  call  which  could  be  attended  within  the  limits  of  these  hours. 

Dr.  Sung,  the  Chinese  helper,  is  a  splendid  ansesthetizer;  so  we  need 
only  A  surgeon  for  operative  work.  Nothing  graver  than  amputations 
have  been  done  this  year,  and  operations  have  been  discouraged  for 
years,  I  having  only  a  feeling  of  repugnance  for  the  work. 

The  building  this  year  of  a  house  for  private  patients,  a  new  oper- 
ating room,  wash  house,  flower  house,  and  morgue,  the  finishing  of  the 
wall,  gate  lodge,  and  servants'  quarters,  together  with  the  furnishing  of 
these  houses,  have  taken  much  time  and  thought.  But  the  coming  into 
active  work  this  year  of  our  newly  graduated  medical  student.  Dr.  Li, 
the  assuming  of  full  duty  by  Miss  Hood,  and  the  taking  charge  of  all 
evangelistic  effort  by  Miss  White  have  lifted  much  from  the  doctor's 
shoulders. 

The  income  from  patients  this  year  has  been  $5,745.15,  which  is  a 
little  over  $2,000  more  than  last  year.    Expenses  have  been  very  great. 

The  nursing  department  will  be  fully  reported  by  Miss  Hood.  She 
has  taken  full  charge,  and  we  hope,  with  the  start  we  had,  to  make 
something  worthy  of  this  branch  of  the  work. 
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Medical  School. 

I  believe  it  well  at  this  time  to  get  a  few  scattered  facts  together 
concerning  this  branch  of  medical  work. 

When  I  came  to  China,  I  found  a  medical  school  for  men  and  wom- 
en connected  with  the  two  hospitals.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  I 
asked  at  Conference  that  I  might  drop  the  school  work,  as  I  had  much 
to  do.  Mrs.  A.  P.  Park,  Miss  Haygood,  and  Bishop  Wilson  spoke  on 
the  subject,  and  an  expression  of  the  Conference  was  taken.  They 
said  I  must  continue  it.  They  were  wise.  So  the  school  went  on,  Drs. 
Park,  Fearn  (two),  Trawick,  and  Hearn  each  in  turn  teaching  the 
girls  and  I  teaching  the  boys — an  exchange  of  work.  When  the  univer- 
sity opened  its  medical  department,  it  was  at  first  thought  the  plan 
might  include  the  girls.  Bishop  Galloway  said  there  was  nothing  in 
the  charter  which  precluded  such  a  plan,  but  he  thought  the  trustees 
on  the  field  would  have  to  work  it  out  to  suit  the  circumstances.  I 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  university  medical  depart- 
ment, and  we  took  in  two  students,  thinking  it  could  be  arranged.  Find- 
ing it  not  possible,  I  resigned  when  I  went  to  America  in  1904.  Some- 
time after  my  return  (in  1906,  I  think,  when  Bishop  Wilson  was  on  the 
field),  I  wrote  him  a  letter  asking  for  advice,  telling  him  why  I  hoped 
that  there  would  be  a  chartered  school  in  Shanghai  with  a  medical  de- 
partment. He  answered  my  letter  in  person  to  the  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation assembled,  saying  that  he  certainly  thought  we  must  have  the 
school,  because  we  must  educate  our  helpers,  and  he  thought  we  could 
do  it  in  the  best  way  as  easily  as  in  a  bad  way;  hence  he  would  advise 
that  we  get  a  charter,  so  that  it  could  be  associated  with  any  scheol, 
and  meanwhile  I  could  go  on  with  my  school  work  in  the  best  way  I 
could.  After  much  tribulation,  the  charter  was  gotten;  but  as  the  re- 
quirements  for  organization  were  not  made  out  at  home,  I  could  not 
advertise  the  school.  I  wanted  only  three  pupils,  having  no  room  at 
that  time  for  more.  Five  came,  but  four  of  them  failed  to  go  forward 
at  the  examinations.  The  course  is  five  years;  and  we  can  plan  for 
only  two  classes  at  once,  the  new  one  coming  in  when  the  old  on«  has 
been  in  two  years  an*  a  half. 

The  teaching  being  English  and  the  entrance  examination  presup- 
posing a  girl  to  have  been  in  school  about  fifteen  years,  and  the  age 
limit  being  eighteen,  it  follows  that  girls  who  are  able  to  pay  for  the 
medical  training  do  not  need  a  profession,  even  if  matrimony  is  not 
contemplated;  hence  we  shall  for  years  have  to  depend  on  scholarships. 

As  I  said  above,  one  has  lived  to  less  purpose,  no  matter  how  worthi- 
ly he  has  done  the  work  in  hand,  if  he  has  lived  for  a  generation  only. 
It  is  true  of  every  man  everywhere;  to  really  live  he  must  pass  on  the 
truth  he  has.  In  the  medical  work  in  China  there  is  some  concerted 
action  to  teach  men,  but  no  thought  of  teaching  women.  Se  while  the 
work  canaot  be  done  in  the  best  way  under  the  circumstances,  it  can 
be  done  well — so  well  that,  much  as  I  have  desired  to  have  a  foreign 
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doctor,  had  I  to  choose  between  the  foreign  and  the  trained  native  help, 
there  has  never  been  a  time  when  I  would  not  have  chosen  the  native.

Nurse-Training  Department. 

Mary  A.  Hood,  Eegistered  Nurse : 

This  is  the  report  of  my  first  year's  work,  since  the  first  six  months 
of  my  stay  in  China  were  largely  spent  in  language  study. 

I  have  spent  a  considerable  portion  of  this  year  in  language  study, 
poring  over  the  books  of  the  course,  and  in  June  I  passed  the  second 
year's  examination.  My  personal  teacher  I  have  had  almost  since  my 
arrival  in  China.  He  is  also  claimed  by  Dr.  Polk  and  Miss  White,  since 
he  gives  some  hours  each  day  to  their  work.  In  his  dealings  with  all 
of  us  he  proved  himself  a  capable,  polite,  but  heathen  gentleman;  but 
during  the  tent  meeting  in  May  of  this  year  he  was  very  happily  con- 
verted. Shortly  after  this  he  and  his  wife  were  received  into  the 
Church;  and  he  has  since  made  such  progress  in  his  new-found  faith 
that  I  go  to  my  study  each  day  fearing  that  he  will  announce:  "I  can- 
not teach  you  any  longer,  because  I  feel  a  call  to  be  a  Bible  woman  and 
assist  Miss  White." 

The  first  of  October,  1909,  I  took  full  charge  of  my  work  as  superin- 
tendent of  nurses.  This  comprises  teaching  the  students  two  hours  a 
day,  all  the  ward  accounts,  the  receiving  and  discharging  of  patients, 
ward  records,  kitchen  accounts,  and  supervision  of  out-nursing.  This, 
together  with  the  study  of  the  language,  has  made  up  the  record  for 
the  year. 

Practical  Work  in  Nurse-Training  Department. 

The  present  number  of  nurses  in  training  is  seven.  An  addition  of 
one,  who  is  temporarily  studying  in  the  class,  is  from  one  of  the  Shang- 
hai hospitals.  Four  of  the  seven  are  beginning  on  the  new  course  of 
study  for  nurses.  The  other  three  are  older  women  who  have  had 
from  three  to  seven  years  of  practical  work.  Their  age  prevents 
their  taking  in  full  the  course  of  study  now  prescribed.  These  eight 
nurses  do  all  the  nursing  in  the  hospital,  their  assignments  being 
changed  each  month.  These  assignments  are:  Special  nurse,  surgical 
ward  nurses  (senior  and  junior),  medical  ward  nurses  (senior  and  jun- 
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ior),  night  nurse,  clinic  nurse,  diet  nurse.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  spe- 
cial nurse  to  look  after  any  cases  that  need  special  nursing  in  the  hos- 
pital and  to  do  the  out-nursing.  None  of  the  nurses  except  the  three 
just  entering  had  had  the  benefit  of  any  educational  privileges  previous 
to  their  coming  to  the  hospital.  It  was  here  that  the  older  ones  began 
at  the  bottom  and  learned  to  read  colloquial  in  the  character  and  in 
Romanization.  They  have  also  learned  the  English  names  of  the 
common  drugs.  Here,  too,  they  have  learned  to  know  and  believe  in 
God,  and  since  I  have  been  in  China  I  have  seen  all  five  of  them  bap- 
tized and  received  into  the  Church.  The  three  newcomers  were  pupils 
in  Christian  schools,  and  they  enter  the  hospital  as  Christians. 

Fifty-seven  days  of  this  work  were  under  my  personal  supervision, 
but  on  many  of  these  days  more  than  one  visit  was  made  by  me  in  or- 
der to  train  the  nurse  in  the  use  of  right  methods. 

We  have  had  many  calls  from  the  Chinese  for  nurses,  about  half  of 
our  out-nursing  being  in  Chinese  homes.  Now,  in  the  very  beginning 
of  the  nursing  profession  in  China  why  not  start  right  and  train  wom- 
en to  nurse  women  and  men  to  nurse  men?  At  home  it  is  said  that 
men  are  not  capable,  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  make  a  good  nurse 
of  a  man.  This  is  all  a  mistaken  idea.  Let  us  hope  the  profession 
in  China  will  not  let  this  serious  mistake  creep  in,  but  will  provide  a 
set  of  well-trained,  strong.  Christian  men  nurses. 

So  much  for  the  work.  In  reviewing  the  year's  record,  it  has  been 
one  of  the  saddest  of  my  life  because  of  my  own  only  brother's  death, 
and  one  of  the  sweetest  because  Christ  has  been  made  more  real  to  me. 
And  my  heart  is  full  of  praise  for  all,  even  the  sadness;  for  without 
this  I  should  not  know  his  strength  as  I  do  now.

Evangelistic  Department. 
Miss  Mary  Culler  White : 

The  object  of  the  evangelistic  work  in  the  hospital  this  year  has 
been  to  give  the  gospel  to  the  8,455  women  and  children  who  have 
been  treated  and  also  to  numberless  servants,  relatives,  and  friends 
who  have  accompanied  them  to  the  hospital. 

Of  these  patients,  7,765  were  treated  in  the  clinics,  440  in  the  hos- 
pital proper  (wards  or  private  rooms),  and  250  in  their  homes.  Sup- 
posing that  each  patient  represents  two  or  three  people  brought  under 
the  influence  of  the  gospel,  we  have  a  total  of  between  twenty  and 
thirty  thousand  people  given  to  us  to  work  upon  in  one  year's  time. 

The  worker  with  whom  the  hospital  struggled  in  past  years  to  meet 
a  like  task  was  one  old  and  largely  untrained  Bible  woman,  earnest. 
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faithful,  kind,  but  at  best  wholly  unfitted  to  meet  the  task  which  had 
to  be  then  committed  to  her.  Dr.  Polk  and  her  native  assistants  did 
then,  and  still  do,  all  that  they  can  to  help  give  the  patients  the  knowl- 
edge of  Him  who  can  heal  the  soul;  but  to  prepare  the  soil  of  an  un- 
fertile brain  and  plant  in  it  a  wholly  new  idea  is  more  than  busy  doc- 
tors, medical  students,  or  nurses  are  usually  able  to  give.  Equipped 
with  a  larger  force  now,  and  yet  struggling  and  failing  in  the  effort  to 
meet  the  same  task  myself,  I  wonder  that  in  the  years  agone  the  evan- 
gelistic work  was  done  as  well  as  it  was,  and  that,  in  spite  of  the  dearth 
of  workers,  the  spirit  of  the  hospital  was  made  and  kept  dominantly 
evangelistic.  Our  present  evangelistic  force  consists  of  Mrs.  Mo,  the 
Bible  women  mentioned  above,  who  is  still  cheerful  and  faithful,  but 
who  is  getting  more  and  more  feeble;  Mrs.  Wong,  a  Hayes-Wilkins  grad- 
uate of  1909,  who  since  China  New  Year  has  been  giving  her  whole  time 
to  the  hospital;  and  two  itinerant  Bible  women  who  live  at  the  hos- 
pital and  give  to  it  their  time  when  they  are  not  on  outstation  work. 
The  three  last  named  are  all  young  women  who  have  had  the  advan- 
tage of  a  course  of  four  years'  regular  training;  but  in  practical  work 
they  are  really  just  beginning,  and  each  is  having  a  struggle  against  her 
own  timidity. 

Added  to  these  two  full-time  Bible  women  and  the  two  half-time  itin- 
erants there  is  half  of  myself  in  the  evangelistic  work  of  the  hos- 
pital. The  other  half  is  off  itinerating;  and  since  letters,  interrup- 
tions, and  business  all  come  to  the  located  half  rather  than  the  wan- 
dering  part  of  myself,  I  sometimes  think  that  the  hospital  has  the 
worst  half  of  the  bargain.  As  I  think  of  the  many  people  who  have 
been  under  our  care  who  have  yet  gone  out  without  our  having  made 
any  effort  that  was  adequate  to  reach  them  spiritually,  I  can  only  say 
for  myself  that  I  do  love  souls  and  I  have  tried  to  win  them,  but  that 
"while  I  was  busy  here  and  there  they  were  gone." 

From  the  work  and  the  workers  we  pass  to  the  method.  In  the  out- 
call  work  the  plan  is  the  leaving  of  books  in  the  home,  a  portion  of  the 
Scriptures  or  a  gospel  story  being  regularly  packed  into  the  doctor's 
case  with  her  medicines.  The  clinic  is  where  we  come  in  contact  with 
the  greatest  numbers.  Here  the  patients  enter  by  way  of  the  hospital 
chapel,  get  their  tickets  of  admission  to  the  clinic  proper,  and  then 
wait  until  their  turn  comes  to  go  in  and  see  the  doctor.  We  have  two 
Bible  women  receiving  in  the  chapel  every  morning,  and  it  is  my  plan 
to  be  there  myself  a  part  of  every  morning  when  I  am  in  the  city.  We 
conduct  no  meetings,  for  the  crowd  is  a  shifting  one;  but  we  try  to  get 
hold  of  the  people  by  personal  work.  We  also  keep  on  hand  a  choice 
selection  of  tracts  in  Chinese  and  the  best  evangelistic  books  procurable, 
together  with  calendars,  almanacs.  Bibles,  and  single  portions  of  the 
Scriptures.  The  tracts  we  give  away,  and  the  books  we  sell.  No  rec- 
ord has  been  kept  of  the  tracts  distributed,  but  the  number  for  the  year 
is  far  up  in  the  thousands;  while  the  sale  of  books  during  the  last  six 
months  has  run  up  to  625  volumes.     In  all  this  use  of  the  splendid 
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Christian  literature  now  ready  to  our  hand  we  have  tried  to  make  a 
selection  of  just  that  book  or  tract  which  was  fitted  to  meet  the  indi- 
vidual need,  or  rather  to  create  in  that  particular  individual  a  sense  of 
need.  In  cases  where  old  women  from  the  country  tell  us  they  cannot 
read,  we  try  to  give  them  a  tract  which  has  a  picture  on  it;  and  then, 
if  there  is  not  time  for  us  to  read  it  to  them,  we  tell  them  to  take  it 
home,  paste  it  upon  the  wall,  and  then  get  somebody  in  the  village  to 
come  and  read  it.  The  cigarette  companies  think  it  worth  their  while 
to  give  away  expensive  lithographed  pictures  in  which  elegant  Chinese' 
ladies  are  seen  handling  and  smoking  their  particular  brand  of  cig- 
arettes, and  I  believe  in  a  campaign  of  gospel  pictures  as  truly  adapted 
to  Chinese  life  and  as  easily  understood  by  the  Chinese  mind  as  are 
the  silk-robed  ladies  with  the  cigarettes.  With  all  the  people  in  the 
clinic  we  try  to  find  some  point  of  contact;  and  when  everything  else 
fails  to  interest  some  poor  work-hardened  daughter  of  toil,  we  have  one 
tract  on  "Trusting  Heaven"  which  she  is  almost  sure  to  receive  as  being 
a  part  of  her  already  accepted  creed:  "Kao  Tien  chih  van." 

I  have  in  the  chapel  a  loose-leaf  scrapbook  with  some  large-sized 
Perry  pictures  and  a  few  reproductions  of  the  old  masters.  With  this 
I  have  often  been  able  to  interest  a  group  of  people  and  give  them  some 
idea  of  the  life  and  death  of  Christ,  together  with  its  inner  meaning. 

In  the  wards  and  private  rooms  the  opportunity  for  personal  work 
is,  of  course,  far  greater  than  during  the  restricted  time  afforded  by 
the  clinic.  The  three  younger  Bible  women  have  regular  hours  as- 
signed them  for  visiting  at  the  bedsides  of  the  patients.  Mrs.  Mo  has 
gone  in  and  out  among  the  sick  to  cheer  and  to  comfort,  and  I  have 
been  in  the  rooms  and  the  wards  as  much  as  my  other  duties  seemed 
to  permit.  We  have  used  both  exhortation  and  instruction,  and  a  num- 
ber of  patients  have  been  taught  to  read  and  to  sing  simple  hymns.  One 
cannot  but  be  thankful  that  there  is  enough  of  the  gospel  in  "Jesus 
Loves  Me,  This  I  Know"  to  save  any  soul  that  is  looking  for  a  Saviour; 
and  it  is  perhaps  worth  recording  that  at  the  beginning  of  their  ac- 
quaintance with  the  gospel  the  people  take  more  kindly  to  the  Chris- 
tian hymns  than  to  any  other  presentation  of  the  truth. 

During  the  year  just  passed  we  have  gotten  together  the  nucleus  of 
a  hospital  library,  and  every  day  the  librarian  canvasses  the  rooms  of 
the  hospital  to  find  out,  first,  wUo  can  read  and,  secondly,  what  they  can 
be  persuaded  to  read.  The  books  in  our  library  cover  the  range  of 
apologetics,  biography,  and  Christian  fiction. 

Besides  these  methods  of  work  with  individuals,  we  have  on  Sunday 
afternoons  a  regular  meeting  which  is  held  in  the  hospital  chapel, 
and  is  led  in  turn  by  each  of  the  doctors,  the  superintendent  of  nurses, 
the  Bible  women,  and  the  matron;  while  on  Wednesdays  we  have  a  so- 
cial meeting  in  the  parlor  of  the  hospital  home.  Morning  prayers,  also 
in  the  hospital  chapel,  are  conducted  by  the  senior  Bible  woman  or 
myself. 
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The  final  goal  of  all  our  work  is  results.  But  in  spiritual  things 
hospital  records  cannot  gather  up  and  classify  that  which  has  heen 
done.  A  few  results  are  visible  here  and  there — a  few  young  lives 
turned  into  our  mission  schools,  a  few  people  baptized  and  gathered 
into  the  fold  of  the  Church,  a  few  others  released  from  their  prison 
houses  of  pain  into  the  glad,  free  life  above — but  for  the  most  part  the 
hospital  worker  must  plant  and  pray  and  wait.  God  only  grant  that 
we  may  never  fail  in  our  watchfulness,  so  that  we  may  be  ready  for 
single  stalk  or  sheaf  or  wheatfield  whenever  he  says,  "Reap!" 

CHANGCHOW.

Woman's  Work  and  Day  Schools,  East  Gate,  Changchow. 

Miss  Ida  Anderson: 

The  second  year  in  Changchow  has  been  very  different  from  the 
first  one.  The  feeling  of  a  stranger  in  a  strange  land  has  passed  away; 
and  even  if  I  cannot  say,  "This  is  my  own,  my  native  land,"  I  almost 
forget  that  it  is  not,  in  the  fullness  of  opportunity  and  the  joy  of 
service. 

The  work  has  been  carried  on  very  much  as  it  was  planned  last  year; 
but  plans  have  become  facts,  and  walking  along  a  road  paved  with  a 
year's  experience  gives  a  broader  outlook  and  a  deeper  interest  in  the 
individual. 

The  evangelistic  work  has  been  carried  on  with  three  Bible  women, 
who  have  been  faithful  in  service.  We  visit  in  the  homes,  and  some  one 
is  always  ready  to  receive  visitors.  We  have  three  regular  weekly 
services.  One  is  for  whosoever  will  come,  and  is  attended  by  the 
schoolgirls,  their  mothers,  and  our  neighbors.  At  this  meeting  there 
are  many  women  of  culture  and  intelligence,  and  a  great  deal  of  inter- 
est has  been  shown.    All  classes  are  in  evidence. 

A  new  work  started  last  spring  has  been  a  meeting  for  very  poor 
women — the  lowest  class,  and  the  hardest  to  reach  because  of  the  densi- 
ty of  ignorance.  We  have  offered  them  three  cents  (li/^  cents  gold) 
apiece  for  each  meeting  they  attend,  with  the  result  that  once  a  week  we 
bring  together  between  fifty  and  sixty  of  the  most  degraded  women  I 
have  ever  seen.  Since  cold  weather  the  number  has  increased,  and  at 
the  last  meeting  we  had  more  than  a  hundred. 

I  fully  realize  that  this  is  not  an  ideal  plan;  but  when  we  look  into 
their  miserable,  starved  faces,  we  are  glad  to  minister  to  •  them  even 
with  a  few  cash.  But  we  are  more  glad  to  believe  and  to  have  the  op- 
portunity to  tell  them  that  there  are  better  days  in  store  for  them  if 
they  will  only  have  faith  in  God.  I  feel  that  this  work  must  grow  into 
some  industrial  work,  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  say  to  them:  "Go  in 
peace,  be  ye  warmed  and  filled."  But  as  yet  we  have  to  say  to  our- 
selves as  well  as  to  them:  "Have  faith  in  God." 
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The  children's  meeting  is  somewhat  on  the  plan  of  a  school.  There 
is  a  study  department  and  an  industrial  department,  which,  together 
with  the  service,  makes  children's  afternoon  a  very  full  afternoon.  In 
this  meeting  we  all  share  the  enthusiasm  of  our  superintendent,  a  Bi- 
ble woman  who,  after  reviewing  the  children  and  finding  their  little 
minds  well  stored  with  all  that  she  had  ever  taught  them,  turned 
to  us,  her  fellow-workers,  and  said:  "I  love  this  meeting  more  than  any 
work  we  have." 

In  our  day  school  for  girls  the  enrollment  has  been  only  fourteen. 
There  are  two  teachers,  a  Christian  teacher  and  a  teacher  for  Chinese 
classics.  The  girls  have  shown  an  interest  in  Bible  study,  and  most  of 
them,  together  with  the  classic  teacher  (a  young  married  woman), 
have  given  their  names  as  probationers. 

The  closing  of  the  year  found  Changchow  in  the  midst  of  a  wonder- 
ful revival.  The  city  was  posted,  and  for  about  three  weelvs  the  house 
was  filled  twice  a  day  with  an  attentive  and  respectful  audience.  At 
the  close  of  the  meeting  we  had  nearly  three  hundred  probationers, 
most  of  them  men.  The  girls  in  our  two  schools  were,  most  of  them, 
brought  to  make  definite  decisions  for  Christ  at  this  meeting.  Our 
hearts  were  cheered  and  our  faith  was  multiplied,  and  we  enter  into 
the  new  year  strong  to  attempt  great  things  for  God  and  to  expect  great 
things  from  him. 

Woman's  Work,  North  Gate. 

Miss  Ella  D.  Leveritt : 

Each  day  is  filled  with  work  for  the  women  and  children;  and  while 
the  work  is  varied,  it  is  all  for  the  glory  of  God.  Some  industrial  fea- 
tures have  been  Introduced  into  the  children's  meetings,  and  Miss  Layer 
comes  from  Shanghai  once  a  month  and  teaches  drawing  in  the  school. 

Last  winter  we  very  much  needed  some  desks  and  seats,  but  there 
was  no  money  for  them.  But  believing  that  our  Father  meant  us  to 
have  them,  I  ordered  forty  desks  and  forty  seats.  Before  they  were 
finished,  the  money  came  for  them.  Mr.  Brumbilla,  at  the  Changchow 
Station,  gave  the  school  twenty  dollars  for  a  New  Year  gift;  and  oth- 
ers sent  gifts  too,  so  that  when  the  carpenter  came  with  the  desks  the 
money  was  ready  for  him. 

The  Bible  Conference  for  Bible  women  and  Christian  workers  met 
at  Changchow  this  year.  When  we  invited  it  there,  no  one  thought  that 
we  could  entertain  it;  but  when  God  wants  a  thing,  he  always  provides 
a  way.  If  we  can  only  know  his  will,  then  we  can  go  ahead.  Prayer 
was  offered  for  a  place  suitable  for  the  entertainment,  and  then  we 
trusted  for  it.  Just  a  few  days  before  the  meeting  there  seemed  no 
way;  and  some  of  the  friends  began  to  be  a  little  uneasy,  for  we  had 
already  learned  that  about  one  hundred  would  be  present. 

How  beautifully  the  way  opened,  and  in  a  manner  that  one  would 
not  even  have  dreamed  of!  Just  back  of  the  Bible  woman's  home  there 
19 
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is  a  large  ancestral  hall  which  had  just  been  built,  so  it  was  nice 
and  clean.  This  was  ofifered  to  us  for  this  meeting.  We  put  fifty  wom- 
en in  this  hall,  and  after  we  had  housed  all  who  came  we  had  several 
beds  empty.  One's  heart  cannot  but  be  filled  to  overflowing  when  the 
Lord  provides  so  bountifully.  He  gave  us  more  room  than  we  had 
asked  for.  And  for  this,  too,  he  sent  us  money.  It  did  seem  that  no 
meeting  could  have  been  quieter  or  have  passed  off  more  pleasantly. 
We  are  sure  that  there  was  real  work  for  souls  that  will  last  through 
eternity  as  the  result  of  this  Bible  Institute. 

The  woman  who  takes  care  of  the  ancestral  hall  and  who  offered  it 
to  us  for  the  meeting  has  entered  school.  She  has  paid  for  the  first 
quarter,  and  sits  in  the  schoolroom  and  counts  herself  a  pupil.  She  is 
about  forty  years  of  age,  and  is  a  vegetarian.  She  attends  all  of  our 
meetings,  and  seems  to  be  very  much  interested.  There  are  many  who 
are  interested,  and  we  do  desire  an  interest  in  your  prayers  for  our 
work  in  Changchow.

Miss  Mary  Lou  White  went  to  Soochow  to  help  relieve  pressure  there 
after  Conference.    She  remained  till  China  New  Year. 

The  girls  have  studied  industriously,  and  in  most  instances  have 
made  good  progress.  We  observe  the  morning  watch,  and  have  found  it 
a  source  of  help  and  strength. 

We  have  an  Epworth  League,  in  which  the  pupils  take  much  interest. 
They  contributed  the  money  raised  to  the  building  fund  of  the  Church. 
The  League  also  made  and  distributed  a  number  of  winter  garments 
to  the  small  apprentices  working  in  Ivey  Home. 

The  health  of  the  school,  with  the  exception  of  two  serious  illnesses 
and  two  cases  of  intermittent  fever,  has  been  good  throughout  the  year. 

We  have  lost  some  girls,  but  at  the  opening  of  the  autumn  term  we 
enrolled  ten  new  pupils.  Seven  of  these  were  from  the  gentry  and  of- 
ficial classes  of  the  city  of  Huchow. 
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Whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  for  year,  46;  number  of  communi- 
cants, 17. 

Miss  Mary  Lou  White: 

From  the  middle  of  October  until  the  close  of  the  winter  term  I 
taught  music  and  English  in  Davidson  Girls'  School,  Soochow,  giving 
twenty-one  hours  a  week  to  the  school  work  and  teaching  a  Sunday 
school  class  of  little  girls. 

For  the  spring  term  ana  for  these  first  weeks  of  the  present  term  I 
have  taught  classes  in  English,  science,  and  calisthenics  in  Virginia 
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School,  Huchow,  giving  eighteen  and  a  half  hours  a  week  to  teaching, 
working  on  the  fourth  year's  course  of  study  in  Chinese,  and  teaching 
a  Sunday  school  class. 

Miss  Emma  Steger: 

During  the  past  year  we  had  fourteen  pupils  enrolled  in  the  music 
department.  I  found  it  necessary,  because  of  the  different  grades  of 
the  pupils  and  the  addition  of  new  ones,  to  separate  my  solfeggio  class 
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into  two  classes  and  the  whole  school  into  two  singing  classes.  The 
solfeggio  class  at  Memphis  School  has  also  been  continued  once  a  week. 

The  work  has  been  a  great  pleasure.  All  the  pupils  have  made  very 
good  progress,  some  showing  real  talent.  One  recital  was  given  during 
the  year. 

Although  I  had  to  give  up  Chinese  study  on  account  of  ill  health,  I 
was  able  to  teach  two  classes  in  English  and  two  in  calisthenics  dur- 
ing Miss  White's  absence  through  the  first  term. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year  we  have  fifteen  music  pupils.  Since  the 
opening  of  school  in  September  I  have  spent  my  time  out  of  teaching 
hours  finishing  my  course  in  piano-tuning,  tuning  and  repairing  piano 
and  baby  organs,  and  auditing  the  district  books. 

HucHow  City  Day  Schools, 

Miss  Loctie  Kankin : 

Day  schools  are  "born  to  grow."  But  growth  is  not  always  proper 
development,  and  on  the  mission  field  there  is  often  an  uneasy  feeling 
that  the  day  schoal  may  grow  into  a  boarding  school.  In  the  early 
days  of  our  China  Mission  such  growth  was  perhaps  inevitable — even 
desirable — in  some  stations;  but  now  this  important  factor  in  evangel- 
ism should  "come  into  its  own"  and  develop  along  its  own  lines  of 
'Work — be  a  first-class  day  school  instead  of  a  second-rate  or  any  other 
kind  of  boarding  school. 

Memphis  School  is  a  day  school  for  girls,  and  is  steadily  advancing 
toward  its  ideal — a  preparatory  school  of  the  highest  grade.  It  has 
entered  upon  its  fourth  year;  and  while  its  doors  are  open  to  all 
■Christian  girls  from  the  district  recommended  by  the  presiding  elder 
"iw  missionary  in  charge,  board  and  lodging  must  be  provided  else- 
where, for  the  building  has  neither  kitchen  nor  dormitory.  We  are 
compelled  to  emphasize  this  point  every  year,  as  some  seem  to  think 
a  city  day  school  must  be  the  nursery  of  a  boarding  school.  Even  the 
gatekeeper  lives  outside  in  a  little  rented  room  next  door.  The  school 
is  opened  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  closed  at  six  in  the  aft- 
ernoon. 

The  West  Gate  Annex  is  a  rented  Chinese  house,  and  consists  of  one 
class  room,  two  very  small  bedrooms,  and  a  kitchen.  An  elderly  Bible 
woman  lives  with  the  teacher,  who  is  a  young  lady.  This  school  is 
just  one  year  old,  and  has  twenty  pupils. 

School  days  are  full  of  interest  to  the  teacher,  but  all  are  so  nearly 
alike  that  annual  records  become  mere  repetitions.  During  the  year 
just  passed  one  vexing  problem  has  sadly  interfered  with  our  plans 
for  model  class  work — viz.,  how  to  seat  eighty  girls  in  rooms  where 
■fiity  were  barely  comfortable.  Buoyed  by  the  hope  that  something 
would  be  done  when  the  Bishop  came  to  give  at  least  some  promise  of 
relief,  we  improvised  class  rooms,  using  the  veranda  and  summer 
iouse.    But  "  'twas  not  wisely  done."    It  was  all  very  well  in  fair  weath- 
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er;  but  when  the  rain  and  frost  drove  all  Indoors,  teachers  and  pupil& 
suffered  to  such  an  extent  that  it  seems  best  to  limit  the  number  of 
pupils  in  Memphis  School  to  fifty  until  one  more  class  room  is  added 
to  the  present  building. 

One  of  the  scholarship  girls  has  been  a  year  in  Virginia  School,  and 
will  be  assistant  teacher  in  Memphis  School  this  year.  After  Confer- 
ence two  were  sent  to  Miss  Atkinson  for  special  training  in  kindergar- 
ten work.  We  are  confidently  expecting  large  returns  from  this  invest- 
ment. 

The  regular  routine  work  of  the  various  departments  has  been  car- 
ried on  as  usual.  The  five  Bible  classes  are  carefully  graded  and  recite 
daily.  The  kindergarten  class  has  daily  drills  on  the  Sunday  school 
lesson.  The  secular  classes  are  so  arranged  that  the  missionary  in 
charge  comes  in  direct  personal  contact  with  each  pupil  during  the 
morning  session.  The  Epworth  League  meets  weekly,  and  all  attend 
Sunday  school  and  the  morning  service  on  Sunday.  It  must  not  be 
supposed  that  all  attend  regularly.  Some  have  no  umbrellas  or  rain 
shoes,  and  canaot  come  when  the  weather  is  bad;  a  few  have  grown 
sensitive  about  their  clothes  and  allow  pride  to  keep  them  away.  The 
new  church  has  done  much  toward  bringing  the  members  into  closer  re- 
lations and  making  Memphis  School  especially  less  provincial.

purpose  of  enlarging  the  present  building  by  the  addition  of  a  two- 
story  kindergarten  room,  the  lower  one  to  be  used  for  drills,  etc.,  and 
the  upper  for  class  work.  The  estimated  cost  is  $590  Mexican  (about 
$250  gold  at  present  rate  of  exchange).

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KOREA. 


There  are  strategic  times  and  places  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  Man 
cannot  usually  forecast  them.  He  must  watch  for  them  and  hold  him- 
self in  readiness  to  take  advantage  of  them.  Korea  is  such  a  place; 
the  present  in  Korea  is  such  a  time. — A.  J.  Brown. 

Mission  work  of  our  Church  in  Korea  opened  in  1895,  by 
Dr.  C.  F.  Eeid;  woman's  work  opened  in  1898.  by  Mrs.  J.  P. 
Campbell. 

The  doors  of  Korea  are  open.  Thej  are  filled  with  eager, 
outstretched  arms;  but  Christian  America  is  not  yet  awake 
to  the  significance  of  this  great  open  door.  Literally  there 
are  more  hands  stretched  out  in  non-Christian  Korea  for  the 
gospel  of  Christ  than  there  are  hands  stretched  out  in  this 
Christian  land  with  that  gospel  for  them.  Not  a  more  wide- 
open  door  ever  existed  in  the  history  of  Christianity.  Two 
million  of  these  people  are  dependent  upon  Southern  Meth- 
odism for  the  gosj>el.  They  are  eager  for  the  Word;  but  the 
overworked  missionaries  cannot  reach  them  all,  and  they  are 
dying  without  the  knowledge  of  Christ  because  you  and  I  are 
so  slow  about  sending  missionaries  to  them.  Ten  missionaries 
sent  to  Korea  to-day  will  do  more  good  than  one  hundred  sent 
out  ten  years  from  now.    ''The  King's  business  requires  haste." 

We  have  work  at  three  places  in  Korea — Seoul,  Songdo,  and 
Wonsan. 

In  September  Bishop  Hoss  appointed  Misses  Laura  Ed- 
wards and  Alice  Dean  Noyes  to  Choon  Chun;  Misses  Lillian 
Nichols  and  Bertha  A.  Smith  to  Seoul ;  Misses  Carroll  and 
Mary  F.  Johnstone  to  Bible  Woman's  School  at  Songdo; 
Misses  Ellasue  Wagner  and  Elsie  Lowe  to  Holston  Institute, 
Songdo;  Misses  Mary  Myers  and  Hallie  Buie  to  Lucy  Cun- 
inggim,  Wonsan;  and  Miss  Sallie  Kate  Cooper  to  Alice  Cobb 
Bible  W^oman's  School,  at  Wonsan. 

The  wives  of  the  missionaries  have  rendered  invaluable  as- 
sistance to  our  work.    No  one  has  labored  more  constantlv  or 
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more  eflectively  than   Mrs.  J.  B.  Ross,  formerly  Miss  Mary 
Knowles.

Miss  Laura  Edwards,  who  was  at  Seoul  last  year,  writes : 

The  leading  of  God's  hand  is  so  evident  since  I  came  to  Korea  that 
I  cannot  but  exclaim:  "Surely  the  lines  have  fallen  to  me  in  pleasant 
places.    Mine  has  been  a  goodly  heritage." 

I  am  thankful  that  God  allowed  me  the  privilege  of  spending  my 
first  months  in  Wonsan.  The  very  beauty  of  the  scenery;  the  lovely, 
quiet  life  of  the  place;  the  helpful,  sympathetic  attitude  of  our  dear 
Wonsan  missionaries;  and  the  wonderful  opportunities  of  service  fur- 
nished the  greatest  inspiration  possible  to  hard  study  of  the  language 
and  a  constant  seeking  after  more  of  God  and  his  power  as  equipment 
for  his  service.  In  the  language  study,  to  which  I  have  applied  myself 
diligently,  Mr.  Stokes  and  Miss  Cooper  have  rendered  invaluable  assist- 
ance to  me. 

In  April  it  was  my  privilege  to  go  with  Mrs.  Ross  on  a  three  weeks' 
itinerary  down  the  coast  about  five  hundred  lis  (one  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  miles).  We  went  down  by  boat  and  came  back  overland,  holding  five 
classes  with  the  women  as  we  returned.  Mrs.  Ross  did  the  Bible-teach- 
ing, but  it  was  my  privilege  to  teach  our  songs  in  Korean  to  the  women 
and  children.  The  pitiful  condition  of  these  poor,  hungry  souls  made 
me  realize  as  never  before  the  need  of  more  evangelistic  work  through- 
out the  country,  and  I  came  home  with  a  still  stronger  desire  to  do 
this  service  for  the  Master. 

Having  entered  into  the  life  and  work  of  our  missionaries  in  Won- 
san, a  letter  which  came  notifying  me  that  I  had  been  appointed  by 
Bishop  Hendrix  to  Seoul  to  take  the  place  to  be  left  vacant  by  Miss 
Batey  in  June  was  not  a  pleasant  surprise  to  me.  The  thought  of 
keeping  the  treasurer's  books  for  the  station  and  having  charge  of  the 
Bible  woman's  work,  without  any  experience  in  the  field  and  scarcely 
any  knowledge  of  the  language,  almost  staggered  me.  I  felt  that  I 
could  not  do  it,  which  was  true;  but  in  my  anxiety  about  it  one  of 
our  workers  whispered  to  me  Philippians  iv.  13,  19:  "I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  which  strengtheneth  me,  .  .  .  and  my  God 
shall  supply  all  your  need  according  to  his  riches  in  glory  by  Christ 
Jesus."  In  the  strength  of  this  message,  I  came  to  Seoul  on  May  20,  and 
soon  began  my  work. 

Being  the  only  representative  of  our  woman's  work  in  Seoul,  the 
responsibilities  would  have  been  exceedingly  heavy  after  Mrs.  Camp- 
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bell's  departure  had  it  not  been  for  the  sympathy  and  help  of  our 
brother  missionaries  and  their  wives.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Hardie  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Gerdine  took  much  of  the  burden  of  the  work,  and  were  a 
real  blessing  to  me. 

The  year's  work  has  been  full  of  joy;  and  for  the  opportunities  of 
service  given,  for  God's  power  and  strength  manifested,  and  for  his 
patience  and  forbearance  in  my  shortcomings  I  give  him  grateful  praise. 

In  September  Misses  Edwards  and  Alice  Dean  Noyes  went 
to  their  new  work  in  Choon  Chun.  The  distance  is  not  very 
great  from  Seoul ;  but  the  trip  had  to  be.  made  through  the 
country  on  packs — that  is,  by  horseback — and  it  required  three 
days.  The  young  women  occupy  a  house  built  for  Mr.  Moore 
and  family.  Miss  Noyes  gives  most  of  her  time  to  language 
study,  but  also  helps  in  the  two  day  schools  for  girls.  In  the 
spring  the  young  women  expect  to  go  out  on  a  country  trip 
to  do  evangelistic  work.  They  are  very  happy,  but  long  for 
the  time  to  come  when  they  can  give  themselves  up  wholly  to 
evangelistic  work.  At  that  time  Miss  Nichols  took  charge  of 
Carolina  Institute,  our  girls'  boarding  school  in  Seoul. 

Carolina  Institute.

Miss  Nichols,  Principal : 

I  do  hope  I  can  make  many  things  in  connection  with  our  work  here 
clear  to  you.  I  do  not  wonder  that  you  dear  people  at  home  are  mixed 
as  to  what  we  do  want,  for  we  are  somewhat  confused  ourselves.  The 
reason  of  our  indecision  is  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  Japanese  edu- 
cational policy  at  present.  Sometimes  it  seems  that  in  a  very  short 
time  we  are  not  going  to  be  able  to  do  anything  along  educational 
lines  because  of  the  restrictions  put  upon  us;  and  again  it  seems  that 
we  must,  by  all  means,  hold  on  and  plan  for  the  very  highest  things  in 
order  to  keep  the  best  pupils,  who  will  not  be  satisfied  with  anything 
lower  than  the  best;  and  if  we  cannot  give  them  thorough  education, 
they  will  go  to  the  government  schools,  which  undoubtedly  will  main- 
tain a  high  standard.  Again,  it  seems  that  it  would  be  unwise  for  us  to 
do  anything  other  than  strengthen  and  enlarge  our  work,  because  the 
indications  now  are  that  the  next  year  will  see  such  changes  in  the 
Korean  government  schools  as  will  cause  the  children  to  come  to  us  in 
great  numbers.  We  feel  that  this  would  be  a  danger  as  well  as  a  great 
opportunity;  so,  taking  everything  into  account,  we  hardly  know  what 
to  advise.     Personally  I  think  we  should  hardly  dare  take  any  impor- 
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tant  step  just  now  in  regard  to  our  school  and  its  policy.  Of  course 
you  cannot  wait  indefinitely,  but  I  thoroughly  believe  that  next  year 
will  reveal  enough  for  us  to  know  what  we  can  expect  from  the  "pow- 
ers that  be"  educationally. 

Carolina  Institute  is  now  just  what  it  has  always  been,  and  will 
remain  so  the  rest  of  this  year  anyway  and,  as  far  as  I  can  see,  certain- 
ly for  another  year. 

There  have  been  many  changes  made  in  the  management  of  the 
school;  and  while  it  has  been  exceedingly  difficult  to  carry  some  of 
them  out,  I  have  had  the  Board  of  Education  backing  me  in  all  I  did, 
so  I  feel  perfectly  safe  from  the  criticism  which  might  otherwise  come 
to  me. 

One  of  the  changes  significant  in  its  bearing  on  the  school  in  many 
ways  is  that,  whereas  we  used  to  have  over  seventy  boarders,  now  we 
have  only  forty-one,  although  we  are  using  the  same  number  of  rooms. 
Dr.  Hardie  went  over  the  rooms  and  gave  his  opinion  as  a  medical 
man  as  to  how  many  girls  each  room  should  accommodate,  so  we  cut 
the  former  number.  You  can  imagine  that  this  was  no  easy  task. 
We  had  to  use  tact  and  firmness  almost  to  the  point  of  harshness. 
Those  who  are  not  boarding  now  are  coming  as  day  pupils,  and  of  the 
whole  enrollment  we  lost  not  as  many  as  six,  I  think,  and  they  were 
not  all  especially  desirable. 

Another  change  is  in  the  number  of  native  teachers.  Before  we  had 
the  whole  time  of  two  men  and  several  hours  weekly  of  another;  but 
now  we  have  the  whole  time  of  four  teachers  and  one-half  a  day  of 
a  fifth  daily.  Two  of  them  are  our  graduates  of  last  year,  and  they 
are  doing  good  work.  One  of  them  especially  is  just  splendid.  She  is 
my  ideal  of  what  a  girl  in  this  position  should  be.  It  was  absolutely 
necessary  to  obtain  this  number  of  teachers  if  we  wished  our  graduates 
to  ranlv  among  the  best. 

A  few  more  boarders  are  coming  in  this  new  quarter,  making  the 
whole  number  forty -five;  and  as  to  the  scholarships  above  that  number, 
I  do  not  know  what  would  be  best  to  do  about  them,  but  would  suggest 
that  you  just  let  them  stand  as  they  are  for  a  while  anyway.  If  we 
do  not  have  any  appropriation  we  shall  have  to  use  them,  I  fear;  and 
even  then  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  make  both  ends  meet,  for  in  limiting 
the  number  of  boarders  the  only  expense  item  cut  down  is  the  food, 
and  the  price  of  food  is  continually  rising,  and  the  salaries  of  teachers 
are  very  much  increased.  Miss  Smith  and  I  are  doing  our  best  to  econ- 
omize in  every  particular,  even  to  the  extent  of  paying  half  of  one  of 
the  men's  wages  personally,  so  as  to  be  able  to  use  this  amount  in  pay- 
ing another  teacher.  I  mention  this  only  that  you  may  know  that  we 
realize  the  importance  of  saving  every  bit  we  can. 

We  would  like  to  assure  you  that  we  are  doing  our  best,  and  I  do 
not  believe  the  school  was  ever  more  prosperous.

Joy  Hardie  Bible  School. 

The  third  year  of  the  Woman's  Bible  School  had  a  very  happy  culmi- 
nation on  May  12,  when  six  splendid  women,  the  first  graduates  of  any 
Bible  school  in  Korea,  finished  the  course  and  received  their  diplomas. 
All  of  these  are  doing  regular  Bible  woman's  work — one  in  Ivey  Hos- 
pital, one  assisting  in  the  teaching  of  the  school,  two  in  the  city,  and 
two  in  the  country. 

Although  I  was  unable  personally  to  visit  the  Churches  and  select 
the  women,  those  who  came  recommended  by  the  native  preachei's  and 
colporteurs  proved  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  class  of  pupils,  with  the 
exception  of  one.  There  were  thirty-two  boarders  and  twenty  day  pupils. 
Considering  the  fact  that  many  of  these  had  never  studied  more  than 
the  a  b  c's  of  the  Korean,  their  application  to  the  work  was  wonderful, 
showing  their  great  desire  to  learn. 

The  students  in  the  Bible  school  came  in  from  all  the  circuits  on 
this  side  of  the  country,  except  Choon  Chun.  Among  the  students, 
two  were  on  scholarships  and  two  were  supported  by  missionaries.  The 
rest  paid  the'  required  fees  themselves,  with  one  exception.  In  one  of 
the  country  Churches  two  native  preachers,  who  had  gone  out  to  hold 
a  revival,  found  this  woman.  They  were  much  impressed  with  her,  and 
saw  in  her  fine  material  for  a  Bible  woman.  These  two  preachei's,  with 
the  class  leader  of  that  Church,  paid  her  expenses  in  order  that  she 
might  have  the  training. 

Many  country  Churches,  in  their  ambition  to  establish  day  schools 
for  girls,  make  calls  continually  upon  our  school  for  teachers;  but  our 
course  of  study  is  not  adapted  to  normal  work,  and  we  cannot  attempt 
to  supply  the  need.  This  demand  for  teachers,  however,  shows  the  im- 
portance of  a  normal  training  class  such  as  might  be  supplied  by  the 
Mary  Helm  School. 

This  year  we  brought  before  the  Woman's  Board  the  need  of  a  suita- 
ble building  in  which  to  house  the  Bible  School,  and  South  Georgia  lib- 
erally responded  by  giving  $10,000. 

At  our  annual  meeting  it  was  decided  that,  since  the  country  work 
was  so  much  in  need  of  our  help  and  of  that  of  the  Bible  women,  the 
Bible  School  should  be  kept  open  this  winter  for  only  three  months  in- 
stead of  for  six  as  in  former  years. 
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Itinerating.        ^ 

In  November  and  December  I  spent  a  month  itinerating  in  the  coun- 
try. Miss  Johnstone  and  a  Bible  woman  were  with  me  on  one  trip,  and 
the  other  I  toolt  with  three  Bible  women.  We  visited  ten  Churches,  dis- 
tributed in  North,  East,  and  South  Songdo  Circuits.  We  attended  three 
quarterly  meetings,  in  connection  with  which  Bible  study  classes  were 
conducted  for  three  days  at  each  place. 

Maby  Helm  School. 

Mrs.  Cram,  at  Mr.  Yun's  request  and  with  the  approval  of  all  the 
members  of  the  station,  opened  the  Mary  Helm  School  for  young  mar- 
ried women  and  widows,  and  had  charge  of  it  until  she  went  home  on 
her  furlough.  She  left  it  in  Mrs.  Gamble's  charge,  but  it  was  too 
heavy  a  burden  for  one  so  new  in  the  language.  We  had  hoped  that 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cram  would  be  returned  to  Songdo,  but  the  Bishop  ap- 
pointed them  to  Seoul.  We  think  that  this  work  should  be  cared  for 
by  the  wives  of  our  missionaries;  but  since  no  one  of  them  felt  that 
she  could  shoulder  the  responsibility,  it  has  fallen  on  me  for  this  year. 

Heretofore  the  school  has  been  held  on  the  Parent  Board  Compound 
(I  am  using  the  name  formerly  applied  to  the  men's  work) ;  but  this 
winter  we  have  moved  the  school  just  outside  of  the  Bible  School  Com- 
pound, where  it  is  protected  by  being  alongside  of  our  woman's  work. 
There  is  great  need  for  this  school,  since  the  wives  of  the  most  hope- 
ful young  men  of  the  Anglo-Korean  School  should  be  given  some  edu- 
cation, and  young  widows  should  be  trained  and  prepared  to  open  girls' 
day  schools  in  connection  with  our  strongest  Churches  in  the  villages. 
So  there  should  be  a  special  school  for  this  normal  work,  and  $1,800 
will  be  needed  for  the  building. 

Miss  Mary  F.  Johnstone's  report: 

School. 

Children  of  all  ages  interest  me,  so  it  is  not  surprising  that  I  found 
much  joy  and  pleasure  in  the  three  hours  a  day  given  to  school 
work  this  last  year.  I  have  also  had  the  supervision  of  the  East  Ward 
Day  School. 

Miss  Carroll  was  kind  enough  to  help  us  in  our  emergency  by  giving 
us  the  services  of  a  Bible  woman  who  seems  especially  fitted  for  work 
among  children.  She  teaches  them  every  day,  also  in  Sunday  school  on 
the  Sabbath,  and  seems  to  have  gained  their  love  and  respect.  We 
started  the  school  with  only  five  or  six  little  folks,  but  the  house-to- 
house  visiting  of  the  teacher  increased  our  number  to  twenty-three. 

Once  a  week  I  visited  the  school,  and  very  often  the  Bible  woman 
came  to  report  the  lines  of  work.  Seven  of  these  children  received  bap- 
tism the  first  Sunday  of  this  month;  and  Mr.  Collyer,  the  pastor,  gave 
me  the  joy  of  holding  the  baptismal  bowl. 
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For  a  while  on  Sunday  mornings  I  taught  a  class  of  little  street 
waifs  that  I  had  gathered  in.  At  one  time  the  number  reached  over 
twenty;  but  the  parents,  who  were  heathen,  persecuted  the  children 
so  that  they  ceased  to  come,  and  dared  not  receive  the  books  I  had  for 
them;  and  yet  these  little  people  greet  me  with  glad  faces,  wreathed 
in  smiles,  when  I  pass  them  on  the  street. 

Work  among  Women. 
I  also  had  a  class  of  eighteen  women  every  Monday  afternoon,  who 
followed  out  the  course  of  study  as  prescribed  for  the  Church  women. 

Visiting. 

This  spring  Miss  Lowe  and  myself,  with  two  Bible  women,  visited 
a  village  sixty  lis  (twenty  miles)  from  here,  and  held  special  services 
for  the  women.  The  village  consists  of  only  fifty  houses,  but  forty-five 
women  attended  the  services. 

In  the  afternoon  we  visited  in  the  houses,  holding  cottage  prayer 
meetings.  In  two  houses  we  were  privileged  to  destroy  the  ancestral 
worship. 

Along  with  the  joy  of  service,  however,  there  necessarily  creeps  into 
one's  heart  sadness  as  one  beholds  the  squalor,  ignorance,  and  poverty. 

At  one  house  where  I  entered  even  the  men  ceased  their  work  and 
joined  in  the  services.  In  another  home  I  sat  on  the  little,  narrow  porch 
and  gathered  ten  children  on  a  mat  in  the  yard  and  had  them  to  sing 
the  choruses  of  songs,  which  they  did  well,  with  some  drilling. 

In  a  remote  part  of  the  city  the  court  of  the  house  was  shortly  filled 
with  men,  women,  and  children  to  see  the  "foreign  lady."  I  countel 
twenty-seven  children,  seventeen  men,  and  ten  women.  Of  course  we 
had  a  service.  It  was  soul-stirring  to  see  that  company,  most  of  whom 
had  never  been  in  a  church  and  only  one  of  whom  was  a  Christian, 
kneel  on  the  ground  and  bow  their  faces  in  their  hands  during  prayer. 

One  of  the  greatest  attractions  this  year  has  been  our  new  building, 
which  has  attracted  many  "sight-seers"  to  our  premises,  affording  us 
opportunities  for  personal  M^ork. 

My  heart's  desire  is  that  I  may  not  only  exercise  a  deeper  trust  in  the 
Father  during  the  year  just  opening,  but  that  I  may  constantly  be  in 
the  place  where  he  can  trust  me. 

HoLSTON  Institute. 

Miss  EUasue  Wagner,  Principal : 

After  an  absence  of  nearly  two  years  on  furlough  in  the  homeland, 
I  returned  to  Korea  in  September,  1910,  with  the  feeling  that  it  was 
indeed  good  to  be  here.  It  was  not  going  to  a  strange  country,  but  it 
was  a  real  home-coming,  for  as  the  Korean  friends  crowded  about  me 
and  bade  me  "welcome  home"  I  felt  that  I  was  truly  coming  to  my  own 
work  and  my  own  people. 
20 
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There  had  been  many  changes  in  the  time  I  was  away.  Before  I  left 
for  America  I  had  the  joy  of  seeing  the  first  foundation  stones  laid  for 
Holston  Institute;  and  on  my  return  I  found  the  building  completed 
and  ready  for  use,  a  monument  to  the  generosity  and  love  of  the  women 
of  the  Holston  Conference.  We  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Thompson. 
We  know  that  building  in  Korea  is  a  difficult  task;  and  Mr.  Thompson 
was  not  only  architect,  but  he  used  his  skill,  knowledge,  and  patience 
unreservedly  in  the  supervision  and  help  of  the  workmen  during  the 
erection  of  this  beautiful  building. 
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At  the  annual  meeting  Bishop  Hoss  appointed  me  Principal  of  this 
school,  and  the  work  is  a  constant  delight  and  joy  to  me.  The  contrast 
reminds  me,  too,  of  the  years  we  struggled  along  in  the  poor  little 
houses  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  which  are  now  torn  down  to  give  room 
for  the  playground.  Our  pleasure  in  the  airy,  comfortable  classrooms 
and  many  conveniences  is  equaled  only  by  the  joy  of  the  girls  in  their 
pretty  rooms,  with  the  neat  white  beds,  washstands,  and  tables.  We 
have  been  delighted  in  the  pride  they  take  in  their  house  work;  and 
while  the  building  lacks  much  of  always  being  in  perfect  order,  we 
are  encouraged  to  believe  that  they  are  learning  the  meaning  of  those 
words  "more  nearly." 

We  have  planned  a  course  of  study  in  the  school  covering  six  years 
of  primary  and  four  years  of  high  school  grades,  but  at  present  we  are 
teaching  only  one  year  high  school  work.  Our  grades  will  be  advanced 
with  the  advancement  of  the  pupils,  and  it  will  be  three  years  before 
we  have  our  first  graduating  class. 

There  have  been  many  problems  and  difficulties  in  arranging  the  new 
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order  of  things;  it  may  take  years  to  solve  some  of  them.  The  ques- 
tions regarding  education  are  different  in  Korea  from  what  they  have 
ever  been,  but  we  are  believing  that  all  conditions  will  iinally  adjust 
themselves  to  the  need  of  the  people. 

There  was  a  time  when  I  felt  that  it  would  be  truer  missionary  work 
to  be  out  in  the  country,  engaged  in  pioneer  evangelistic  work;  but  each 
day  I  see  more  clearly  the  importance  of  the  school  on  the  mission  field. 
It  is  our  purpose  not  only  to  bring  men  to  Christ  but  to  build  them  up 
in  Christ,  for  an  ignorant  Church  is  open  to  all  kinds  of  superstition 
and  vice.  Our  schools  are  our  greatest  agencies  in  the  development  of 
Christian  character  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  Church  on  the  mission 
field.  In  the  homeland  we  would  always  put  the  home  before  the 
school,  and  we  trust  that  it  will  be  thus  here  also  for  the  next  genera- 
tion; but  now  when  a  man  and  his  family  come  into  the  Church  from 
the  darkness  of  heathenism  they  are  as  helpless  and  as  ignorant  of  the 
teachings  of  the  Scriptures  as  little  children.  So  children  coming  into 
our  school  from  these  homes  are  truly  "babes  in  Christ."  It  fills  my 
heart  with  joy  to  see  how  our  girls  have  developed  from  the  raw,  un- 
couth children  they  were  six  years  ago  into  the  helpful,  beautiful  lives 
of  the  present.  Such  reward  for  service  is  far  better  than  silver  or 
gold. 

Holston  Institute  has  before  her  a  wonderful  opportunity,  and  it  is 
my  earnest  desire  that  her  influence  may  be  as  a  great  beacon  amid 
this  heathen  darkness. 

Miss  Elsie  Lowe : 

Since  the  annual  meeting  in  September  Miss  Wagner  and  I  have  been 
busy  and  happy  getting  located  in  our  lovely  new  home,  Holston  Insti- 
tute, and  in  planning  for  the  girls  and  the  work.  For  the  present  the 
girls  are  all  established  in  the  two  big  rooms  on  the  first  floor.  They 
sleep  on  mats  on  the  floor,  and  are  very  comfortable  rolled  in  their 
comforts,  which  are  folded  up  and  piled  eight  or  ten  deep  during  the 
day.  Although  the  house  is  not  yet  completed,  we  are  getting  much 
pleasure  out  of  the  new  building. 

I  spend  my  mornings  in  study  and  the  afternoons  in  teaching.  I 
have  an  English  class,  three  singing  classes,  and  two  physical  culture 
classes.  Our  gymnasium  is  the  most  ideal  room  in  the  building.  Light 
and  air  are  furnished  by  the  thirty-four  windows,  and  the  immense 
beams  can  be  used  for  swings,  rings,  baskets  for  basket  ball,  etc.  It  is 
with  great  pride  that  we  take  all  who  come  to  Songdo  all  over  Holston 
Institute,  and  especially  to  the  gymnasium.  Already  the  girls  are  at- 
tracting attention  in  their  physical  work  and  also  in  their  singing. 
The  Koreans  know  very  little  of  music. 

In  addition  to  my  study  and  teaching  I  am  keeping  the  books  for 
Songdo  Station.    I  spend  part  of  my  time  giving  lessons  in  music  to  two 
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of  the  boys  from  Mr.  Yun's  school.  One  has  very  great  talent  for  the 
cornet,  also  has  a  good  voice,  and  the  other  is  learning  remarkably 
fast  on  the  piano.  I  want  the  women  at  home  to  feel  that  the  money 
and  prayers  put  into  Holston  Institute  are  well  invested.  May  it  be 
the  means  of  drawing  hundreds  of  Korean  girls  into  the  knowledge  of 
Christ!

Lucy  Cuninggim   School. 

Miss  Mamie  D.  Myers,  Principal,  reports  as  follows: 

This  past  year  has  been  the  most  blessed  and  fruitful  in  the  history 
of  the  Lucy  Cuninggim  School.  There  were  seventy-four  girls  in  regu- 
lar attendance,  distributed  among  seven  grades.  An  effort  was  made  to 
follow  the  course  prescribed  by  the  Anglo-Korean  School,  Songdo,  with 
encouraging  results.  Bible  is  taught  in  every  grade,  and  the  girls  show 
appreciation  of  this  privilege. 

A  general  advancement  has  been  made  along  all  lines,  but  most  espe- 
cially in  things  spiritual.  Their  Epworth  League,  special  prayer  bands, 
study  of  the  Word,  and  the  Bible  Study  Class  of  all  the  Christians  iu 
February  have  been  the  means  of  growth  in  grace. 

Just  after  the  February  class  there  was  a  "preaching  week,"  the  mis- 
sionaries taking  some  of  the  older  girls  out  with  them  every  day.  Since 
the  watchword  had  taken  such  possession  of  them  in  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  they  were  very  enthusiastic  when  the  opportunity  came  for 
them  to  tell  the  message  of  salvation  to  their  sisters. 

On  May  17  the  corner  stone  of  our  new  building  was  laid.  There 
were  over  three  thousand  present;  and  as  each  message  was  fraught 
with  the  gospel  of  salvation,  we  feel  sure  that  many  hearts  were 
touched. 

At  our  closing  exercises  in  June  there  was  a  gathering  of  about  three 
thousand  on  our  compound.  The  girls  went  among  the  people  in  groups, 
singing  and  exhorting,  from  10  a.m.  until  4:30  p.m.,  the  hour  appointed 
for  the  exercises.  There  have  been  several  families  brought  in  through 
these  public  occasions. 

In  less  than  two  months  Miss  Edwards  was  sent  to  Seoul,  and  then 
all  the  music  pupils  fell  to  Miss  Buie. 

Most  of  the  girls  are  on  scholarships,  but  nearly  two-thirds  of  them 
furnish  their  clothes  and  about  one-fourth  of  them  pay  two  yen  a  month 
board.    Total  received  for  board,  377.70  yen. 

The  Chinese  industrial  teacher  has  been  very  successful  in  her  class- 
es of  embroidery  on  silk  and  linen,  knitting  and  crocheting  of  all  styles. 
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industrial  receipts  for  the  year (yen)   670  11 

Less  materials  bought   (yen)   250  28 

Balance  on  hand (ye^)   419  83 

School  opened  on  September  1  with  seventy-four  girls,  and  six  more 
are  expected.  This  number  taxes  the  present  building  beyond  stretching 
point.  There  are  about  twenty  applications  filed,  and  nearly  a  hundred 
others  have  sought  admission. 

Last  spring  twenty-two  of  the  girls  were  baptized  and  received  into-, 
the  Church,  making  a  total  of  fifty-two  baptized.     There  are  sixteen 
probationers;    but  in  reality  all  are  probationers,  for  they  believe  in 
Christ  and  long  to  be  Christians.    They  will  all  lead  in  prayer. 

Our  Girls'  Day  School  has  an  attendance  of  seventy.  At  present 
there  are  two  teachers  and  four  grades,  thus  making  another  teacher 
an  imperative  need.  This  school  has  been  quite  an  evangelistic  agency 
in  our  work.    There  are  many  strong  Ckristians  among  the  pupils. 

We  own  the  building  and  pay  the  teachers'  salaries  from  the  mission 
fund.     The  pupils  furnish  their  books,  and  have  contributed  IQ  yen^ 
toward  their  expenses  this  year.  > 

Though  the  work  is  so  great  and  our  efforts  so  feeble,  we  are  sure 
that  God  has  been  with  us,  guiding  and  directing;  and  in  all  things  his 
grace  has  been  suflBcient.  We  are  looking  forward  eagerly  to  the  time 
when  we  shall  be  in  our  new  home. 

Report  of  Miss  Hallie  Buie: 

My  supreme  effort  during  the  first  year  in  Korea  has  been  trying  to 
master  the  language. 

Since  Christmas  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  teach  one  class  in  Eng- 
lish and  to  give  seven  hours  a  week  to  instruction  in  piano  and  some 
time  each  day  to  singing.  My  pupils  are  very  much  in  love  with  their 
music,  and  beg  for  practice  hours.  It  makes  one's  heart  glad  to  hear 
them  playing  and  singing  praises  to  Him  whom  they  love;  but  when 
others  plead  with  their  eyes  or  say,  "O.  I  wish  some  one  could  find 
time  to  teach  me  just  a  little,  so  that  I  could  play  those  songs!"  then 
I  am  forced  to  say,  "We  must  have  a  music  teacher,  for  I  am  not  one." 

The  country  trip  I  took  with  Miss  Cooper  this  spring  was  a  joy 
to  me.  It  was  our  first  trip  and  very  peculiar  in  many  ways.  The 
need  of  the  poor,  ignorant  women  is  great.  I  had  heard  and  read  of 
ignorance,  poverty,  and  filth,  and  thought  I  had  seen  something  of  it 
in  the  slums  of  some  of  ®ur  cities  in  the  United  States;  but  never  had 
I  seen  it  in  its  perfection  until  I  saw  Korean  country  women  and  their 
homes.  How  our  hearts  went  out  to  the  dear  little  neglected  children  J 
One  of  the  most  pleasant  memories  of  that  trip  is  of  sitting  on  a  stone 
by  a  beautiful  mountain  stream  singing  with  the  children  who  flocked 
around,  while  my  heart  sent  silent  petitions  to  our  Father  that  those 
children  might  sing  the  love  o^  Jesus  into  their  heathen  homes. 
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'Though  I  have  been  able  to  do  so  little  for  my  Lord,  he  has  been 
doing  much  for  me.  He  has  taken  me  aside,  as  it  were,  and  has  been 
teaching  me  and  giving  to  me  the  message  he  would  give  through  me  to 
this  people. 

Eeport  of  Miss  Kate  Cooper,  Wonsan : 

My  appointment  for  the  past  year  was  for  woman's  work;  so  I  have 
spent  my  time  principally  in  teaching  and  studying,  while  the  Bible 
School  and  classes  among  the  women  have  been  carried  on  by  Mrs.  Ross 
and  Mrs.  Hitch.  Although  I  have  found  teaching  to  be  a  very  broad 
term,  I  have  tried  to  be  faithful,  even  to  teaching  our  Korean  instruct- 
ors the  way  of  Christ  more  perfectly  in  his  Word  for  an  hour  every 
morning  at  morning  prayers. 

Since  March  I  have  been  working  among  the  women  at  the  Chung 
Ni  Church,  and  there  I  feel  is  one  of  the  greatest  opportunities  in  the 
city,  because  the  church  is  near  both  the  market  square,  where  the 
crowds  gather,  and  the  best  homes.  During  one  week  I  went  with  the 
Bible  women  into  a  number  of  these  homes.  We  haven't  seen  many 
results  yet;  but  God  is  watching  over  his  word  to  perform  it,  and  there 
is  hardly  a  home  in  Wonsan  where  the  women  have  not  been  told 
about  Christ  and  been  given  a  Mark's  Gospel  if  they  did  not  buy  a 
Bible. 

Possibly  of  all  the  work  this  year,  the  talking  to  the  women  in 
their  homes  has  been  the  dearest  to  my  heart.  Outside  of  school  hours 
and  whenever  I  could  take  the  time  I  visited  homes  of  the  women 
in  the  villages  nearest  us. 

There  were  many  times  during  the  year  when  I  did  not  have  to  get 
outside  our  door  to  find  the  women,  for  they  came  to  us  sight-seeing; 
and  then  in  the  midst  of  their  strange  surroundings  I  tried  to  point 
them  to  the  Lamb  of  God  that  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.  One 
great  realization  that  has  come  to  me  during  the  past  month  is  that 
we  and  our  Bible  women  have  power  to  do  more  than  just  tell  the 
people  about  Jesus;  we  must  through  the  Holy  Spirit  bring  them  to 
know  him  as  their  Saviour  from  all  sin.  Another  year  I  cannot  be  sat- 
isfied with  letting  the  women  decide  to  believe,  but  we  must  see  them 
saved  and  made  new  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus. 

The  instruction  which  the  Bible  women  received  under  Mrs.  Ross 
and  Mrs.  Hitch  in  the  winter  made  them  anxious  to  get  out  into  the 
country  when  the  spring  came  to  pass  on  to  their  less  fortunate  sisters 
that  which  they  themselves  had  learned.  It  was  remarkable  how  God 
used  some  of  the  women  to  teach  the  Word  after  they  had  studied  such 
a  short  time. 

We  have  seventeen  women  on  Bible  women's  scholarships.  Nine  of 
these  live  in  the  country  and  do  their  teaching  there;  five  live  in 
Wonsan,  but  take  trips  into  the  country:  while  one  of  the  women  taught 
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in  the  Girls'  Day  School,  and  another,  who  is  too  young  for  Bible  wom- 
an's work,  is  studying  in  the  Girls'  School. 

Miss  Buie  and  I  had  an  itinerating  trip  in  the  spring,  and  went  to 
one  village  where  no  lady  missionaries  had  ever  been. 

The  Alice  Cobb  Bible  School  for  Women  was  opened  on  December  1 
by  Mrs.  Ross  and  Mrs.  Hitch,  and  was  closed  on  April  11.  The  number 
of  women  enrolled  was  thirty,  and  the  average  attendance  throughout 
the  term  was  twenty-two. 

Girls'  Day  School, 

Miss  Mamie  D.  Myers: 

When  Miss  Ivey  was  stationed  in  Wonsan,  she  opened  a  girls'  day 
school  across  the  street  from  our  church.  This  was  in  the  fall  of  1907. 
She  supervised  this  school  a  year,  it  falling  to  Miss  Batey  the  follow- 
ing fall;  and  in  1909,  as  there  was  no  one  appointed,  I  supervised  it, 
three  good  native  teachers  making  this  possible. 

Our  three  years'  experience  made  us  feel  that  this  was  one  of  our 
best  investments.  The  girls  came  regularly  to  church,  studied  their 
Bibles  diligently,  and  often  led  their  parents  to  believe. 

There  are  ninety  of  these  girls,  from  nine  to  fifteen  years  of  age,  in 
our  school.  The  house  is  in  three  rooms,  which  would  not  accommo- 
date more  than  twenty  American  schoolgirls;  so  this  may  give  you 
some  idea  of  the  crowded  condition. 

.  The  Board  appropriated  $300  for  a  day  school,  so  this  spring  we 
decided  to  build  on  our  property  near  our  second  church  down  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  city.  We  began  the  building,  but,  like  all  our 
other  buildings,  it  went  beyond  the  estimate;  so  now  we  haven't  the 
money  to  complete  it,  and  thus  it  stands.     [It  is  now  being  completed.] 

When  we  planned  the  Lucy  Cuninggim  down  near  the  church,  we 
•expected  to  have  day  pupils;  but  the  Songdo  and  Seoul  ladies  advise 
strongly  against  it  after  their  bitter  experience  in  this  line.  The  day 
pupils  bring  much  disease  and  filth  to  the  school,  take  home  much 
gossip,  and  seriously  interfere  with  the  management  of  the  school. 
When  this  was  all  considered  at  the  annual  meeting,  it  was  agreed  that 
Wonsan  would  not  take  day  pupils  in  the  Lucy  Cuninggim,  but  ask  the 
Woman's  Council  at  their  next  meeting  to  appropriate  $400  for  run- 
ning expenses  of  two  girls'  day  schools  and  $300  with  which  to  buy 
property  back  of  our  present  day  school.  We  have  presented  these  two 
items  on  our  appropriations  sheet. 

Over  a  year  ago  a  very  prominent  Korean  woman  accepted  our  faith 
and  began  coming  to  our  church.  She  was  principal  of  a  girls'  heathen 
school.  She  came  faithfully,  but  none  of  her  scholars  followed  her 
example;  so  we  had  some  doubts  as  to  her  earnestness.  However,  as  J 
was  going  to  the  annual  meeting  she  came  to  me  and  asked  if  I  could 
give  her  some  song  books  and  Bibles,  as  she  had  planned  at  the  open-

ing  of  her  school  the  next  week  to  have  a  special  exercise  and  ask  all 
the  girls  who  were  willing  to  believe  and  go  to  church  regularly  to  put 
their  names  down  and  each  take  a  song  book  and  Bible.  Our  matron, 
our  native  pastor,  and  I  arranged  for  the  books.  One  of  the  first  things 
I  heard  when  I  returned  was  that  this  woman  and  forty-two  girls  had 
come  to  church  and  were  ready  to  become  probationers.  They  have 
come  regularly  since  then,  continually  adding  to  their  numbers. 

Two  weeks  ago  the  Japanese  sent  a  notice  that  all  schools  not  regis- 
tered must  close  on  January  1.  This  woman  did  not  want  to  register, 
and  if  she  had  the  money  was  lacking;  so  she  asked  us  to  take  com- 
plete control  of  the  school,  she  giving  us  the  deeds  to  the  property,  etc. 
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We  felt  that  Ave  could  not  accept  this  property  for  the  Woman's  Coun- 
cil without  your  permission;  but  we  told  her  we  would  hold  the  deeds 
in  trust,  and  if  you  said  accept  the  property  we  would,  and  if  not  we 
would  ask  you  for  $150  to  pay  for  the  property.  We  then  learned  that 
she  could  not  accept  money  for  public  property,  but  we  offered  to  pay 
the  money  for  running  the  school.  Our  latter  offer  was  accepted,  and 
now  our  day  school  for  girls  numbers  180  pupils,  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  150. 

This  property  is  almost  directly  opposite  our  present  property,  mak- 
ing the  proposed  enlargement  possible  if  we  buy  only  a  small  plot 
between.  Now  our  needs  are  $400  to  run  two  day  schools  and  $300  to 
buy  day  school  property  and  connect  the  two  schools.    This  hasn't  any- 
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thing  to  do  with  the  school  ali'eady  begun  at  the  Chung  Ni  churcli;  but 
we  haven't  the  face  to  ask  for  that  money,  no  matter  how  needy  the 
school  or  work  may  be. 

May  you  consider  these  facts!  And  remember,  we  know  how  hard 
it  is  for  you  to  raise  this  money,  and  we  ask  for  it  only  because  we  feel 
that  on  it  depends  the  reaching  of  so  many  souls  for  Jesus.  With  love 
for  the  souls  of  Korea,  we  commit  it  all  to  you.

MEXICO. 


Our  Church  began  work  in  Mexico  in  1878;  the  women's 
work  began  in  1881. 

Very  few  people  have  any  true  conception  of  the  real  char- 
acter of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  outside  of  the  United 
States.  Roman  Catholicism  in  Mexico  is  a  very  different  thing 
from  the  Roman  Catholicism  we  know.  Some  say  "Rome 
holds  up  a  Christ."  ''But  what  a  Christ — a  helpless  infant  in 
a  mother's  arms,  a  helpless  man  hanging  dead  upon  a  cross, 
a  helpless  wafer  in  a  priest's  hand,  an  unattainable  Christ  ex- 
cept as  brought  by  priest  and  mother;  not  a  living,  risen,  pres- 
ent Saviour  of  men !" 

There  are  5,000,000  people  in  Mexico  dependent  upon  our 
Church  for  a  knowledge  of  this  Saviour. 

We  have  work  in  seven  places  in  Mexico,  including  Laredo. 
Though  this  city  is  in  the  United  States,  the  school  is  composed 
of  Mexicans.  Miss  Holding  has  had  charge  of  this  work  since 
its  organization,  and  Mexico,  its  interests,  and  its  people  fill 
her  heart.

Laredo  Seminary. 

Miss  N.  E.  Holding,  Principal,  writes : 

This  year,  as  last,  has  closed  with  a  revival.  Many  conversions, 
changed  lives,  and  several  additions  to  the  Church  are  the  result  of  the 
week's  work. 
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We  should  like  to  see  all  of  our  boys  and  girls  become  members  of 
our  Church;  but  it  is  hard  for  a  Romanist  to  break  away  from  Roman- 
ism, Even  after  the  child  has  overcome  the  prejudice  to  the  name 
"Protestant,"  the  parents  will  not  consent  to  the  "change  of  reli- 
gion." Puring  the  revival  just  closed  a  number  claimed  to  be  Protestant 
at  heart.  For  the  last  two  years  there  has  been  more  interest  taken  in 
the  study  of  the  Bible  than  at  any  other  time,  and  we  trust  that 
another  year  will  yield  even  greater  visible  results. 

The  Seminary  Boarding  Department  has  been  comparatively  large, 
though  not  crowded,  as  it  has  sometimes  been.  The  unsettled  conditions 
in  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  added  to  the  high  cost  of  living,  paralyzed 
to  a  considerable  extent  all  classes  of  business,  and  naturally  caused  a 
decrease  of  numbers.  While  the  Boarding  Department  has  not  been  so 
full,  the  Day  Department  has  been  large,  with  an  unusually  good  daily 
attendance.  The  enrollment  has  reached  315,  while  in  all  branches  of 
the  Laredo  Mission  676  have  been  under  instruction. 

At  the  close  of  school  in  May  thirty  certificates  were  given  in  the 
Bible,  Commercial,  and  Normal  Departments.  The  curriculum  of  the 
Seminary  includes  eleven  grades,  divided  into  four  departments:  Pri- 
mary, Preparatory,  Academic,  and  Collegiate.  One  year  is  required  for 
each  class,  or  eleven  years  for  the  entire  course.  Any  pupil  finishing 
the  eighth  grade  and  taking  certain  special  studies  receives  a  normal 
certificate,  and  is  prepared  for  the  public  school  examinations.  During 
the  history  of  the  Seminary  over  two  hundred  teachers  have  gone  out 
from  her  halls  of  instruction,  and  they  have  done  good  service  in  pri- 
vate, public,  and  mission  schools.  During  the  present  term  ten  of  our 
girls  have  been"  employed  in  our  Laredo  Mission,  three  in  private 
schools,  and  eight  in  the  county  schools  near  Laredo.  Besides  those 
who  have  chosen  a  teacher's  life,  hundreds  are  employed  as  clerks, 
stenographers,  and  telegraph  operators.  A  few  days  before  the  present 
writing  a  message  came  from  far-away  Honolulu,  wishing  the  dear  old 
"Sem"  a  merry  Christmas  and  a  happy  new  year,  signed  "M.  C.  W., 
Chief  Wireless  Operator."  Loving  messages  have  come  from  a  happy 
home  in  the  Alderney  Islands,  and  from  widely  separated  points  in 
Mexico,  giving  evidence  of  the  honorable,  prosperous  lives  of  those  who 
call  themselves  "Seminary  boys  and  girls."  For  several  years  we  have 
been  teaching  children  of  our  former  pupils,  which  fact  makes  us  real- 
ize the  many  years  that  have  come  and  gone  since  we  called  the  Laredo 
Seminary  our  home. 

The  Father's  promise  "to  keep  lest  any  hurt,  to  keep  night  and  day," 
has  been  wonderfully  verified.  For  any  good  that  has  come  or  will 
come  from  the  work  that  has  been  done,  unto  the  Master  shall  all  the 
praise  be  given. 

While  there  has  been  no  serious  illness  during  the  past  year  among 
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missionaries  and  teachers,  quite  a  number  have  been  frail;  and  they 
have  kept  at  the  post  of  duty  by  sheer  force  of  will.  We  realize  more 
and  more  how  inadequate  is  the  number  of  helpers  in  a  family  of  over 
two  hundred.  We  should  have  at  least  two  other  women  to  help  in 
domestic  and  hospital  work.  Some  who  have  not  been  strong  this  year 
will  need  to  have  rest  the  ensuing  year.  This  will  bring  an  added 
burden  to  those  who  may  be  left,  for  newcomers,  however  willing,  can- 
not take  the  place  of  the  old. 

On  account  of  my  sister's  having  suffered  with  ulcers  on  her  eye  dur- 
ing vacation,  she  was  granted  a  year  off  duty,  with  the  privilege  of  being 
with  me  at  Laredo;  but  the  work  has  been  so  pressing  that  she  has  felt 
:t  necessary  to  bear  her  full  part  in  the  duties  of  the  school. 

Miss  Park,  who  has  had  charge  of  our  Seminary  Cadets  for  many 
years,  has  not  been  as  strong  as  usual,  though  she  has  not  missed  any 
time  from  school.  By  lessening  her  arduous  duties  she  has  been  able  to 
keep  the  boys  in  good  order.  Fortunately  we  have  had  an  unusually 
good  class  of  boys,  though  boys  are  boys  always. 

Miss  Wright  has  done  good  work  with  the  woman's  class  and  the 
Bible  women.  This  year,  her  Seminary  classes  have  been  so  arranged 
that  she  has  had  more  time  for  house-to-house  visiting,  besides  the  reg- 
ular Friday  afternoon  class.  The  woman's  sewing  class,  with  mission- 
ary and  aid  societies,  has  numbered  one  hundred  and  two.  We  had  a 
most  pleasant  afternoon  with  them  at  their  Christmas  fiesta,  in  which 
fifty  women  and  children  took  part.  Several  women  were  present  who 
joined  the  class  when  it  was  first  organized,  twenty-three  years  ago. 
They  say  they  are  growing  old,  but  their  love  for  the  class  does  not 
grow  old. 

The  West  End  School,  taught  by  an  ex-pupil  of  the  Seminary,  has  had 
a  good  year,  though  probably  not  quite  so  many  have  been  enrolled  as 
last  year.  The  Romanists  have  opened  a  school  not  far  from  our  West 
End,  and  have  prevailed  upon  some  of  their  people  to  withdraw  their 
children  from  our  school,  and  have  been  active  in  other  ways  in  crip- 
pling and  retarding  the  work  of  our  mission.  The  West  End  School 
carries  pupils  to  the  fourth  grade.  A  child  reaching  that  point  may 
enter  Seminary  without  examination. 

The  Bible  work  suffered  loss  in  the  death  of  one  of  our  most  active 
Bible  women.  The  one  chosen  to  take  her  place  is  too  new  to  the  work 
yet  to  accomplish  A^erj^  much.  The  Bible  women,  all  of  whom  have 
been  trained  in  the  woman's  class,  have  made  1,579  visits,  distributed 
2,314  tracts,  and  sold  fifty  portions  of  Scripture.  This  department  of 
our  Laredo  Mission,  the  "Woman's  Work,"  has  always  been  hampered 
by  the  inability  of  the  missionary  to  give  her  full  time  to  its  demands. 
Our  large  school  and  family  at  the  Seminary  consume  nearly  all  the 
time  and  strength  of  every  missionary,  so  that  no  department  outside 
of  Seminary  grounds  can  be  developed  as 'its  importance  requires.

The  New  Laredo  School,  under  Mrs.  McClendon,  has  enrolled  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five.  Her  principal  native  teacher  is  a  Seminary 
girl.  The  course  of  study  in  this  school  is  based  upon  that  of  the  gov- 
ernment schools  of  Mexico,  though  English  is  taught  in  all  the  grades. 

Miss  Churchill's  duties  have  been  so  varied  this  year  that  it  will 
be  difficult  to  specialize.  Teaching,  care  of  dining  rooms,  ordering  pro- 
visions, etc.,  have  all  fallen  to  her  lot.  Surely  the  life  of  a  missionary 
in  a  mission  home  is  not  a  sinecure. 

Our  Seminary  Faith  Hall  Sunday  School  has  numbered  two  hundred 
and  thirty,  with  a  large  average  attendance.  We  consider  this  work  the 
most  important  of  our  Mission.  It  was  from  the  home  Sunday  school, 
if  we  may  so  call  it,  that  the  thirty-two  children  came  into  the  Church 
last  year.  The  prayer  meeting  following  the  Sunday  school  has  been 
well  attended  during  the  entire  year,  sometimes  about  sixty  being  pres- 
ent. The  prayer  meeting  is  a  voluntary  service.  We  think  that  so  large 
a  number,  principally  children,  remaining  for  a  service  following  a 
Sunday  school  of  nearly  two  hours'  length,  shows  something  more  than 
a  passing  interest. 

Brother  Grado,  our  Mexican  pastor,  conducts  the  Monday  morning 
chapel  service  and  preaches  for  us  three  Sunday  afternoons  of  each 
month.  The  American  pastor,  Brother  Barton,  holds  the  Tuesday 
morning  services  and  preaches  for  us  one  Sunday  afternoon  of  the 
month.  Our  late  revival  services  were  conducted  by  these  brethren, 
alternating  Spanish  and  English.  The  Holy  Spirit  blessed  every  serv- 
ice. We  feel  that  the  year  would  not  have  been  complete  had  it  not 
closed  with  this  visible  manifestation  of  the  IMaster's  approval  of  the 
work  accomplished. 

As  Agent  of  the  Woman's  Board — though  no  longer  a  Woman's  Board 
— I  visited  only  two  of  the  stations  during  the  year.  The  unsettled  con- 
dition in  the  Northwest  made  travel  unpleasant  for  me;  hence  I  had 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  Mission  by  correspondence.  Though  these 
unfortunate  conditions  have  prevailed,  none  of  the  schools  have  found 
it  necessary  to  close;  yet  the  strain  upon  some  of  our  missionaries  has 
been  so  great  that  I  have  feared  for  their  health. 

Taking  the  year  as  a  whole,  we  realize  that,  with  all  its  cares  and 
its  anxiety,  it  has  been  a  blessed  year's  work  for  the  Master. 

Miss  Edith  A.  Park : 

My  special  work  during  the  past  year,  in  addition  to  my  teaching 
and  other  duties,  has  been  the  same  as  for  a  number  of  years — the  care 
of  the  boys  in  the  home.  One  might  suppose  this  would  grow  monoto- 
nous; but  there  is  little  monotony  where  morning,  noon,  and  night 
one  is  surrounded  by  and  in  sympathy  with  several  dozen  growing, 
active  boys,  advising,  admonishing,  correcting,  binding  up  wounded 
fingers  and  wounded  feelings,  and  trying  to  point  them  to  the  boys'  best 
Friend. 
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We  have  enrolled  during  the  year  114  boys,  53  in  the  boarding 
department  and  61  day  pupils.  We  feel  that  God  has  blessed  the  year's 
work.  Though  we  have  not  always  seen  the  results  we  have  longed 
and  prayed  for,  yet  we  can  trust  them  to  the  Master,  knowing  that  the 
silent  work  of  character-building  is  going  on.  Several  of  the  boys  have 
come  out  boldly  on  the  Lord's  side,  and  others  have  become  interested 
and  serious  concerning  their  salvation. 

Miss  Laura  V.  Wright: 

My  work  has  been  so  arranged  this  year  that  I  have  been  given  the 
morning  to  visit  with  our  Bible  women,  taking  it  by  turns  with  each  of 
them.  I  am  so  glad  to  be  able  to  have  personal  interviews  and 
to  talk  with  the  women  of  Christ,  as  many  of  the  people  I  meet 
know  nothing  whatever  of  Christ  or  his  word. 

I  also  have  charge  of  the  girls  in  Emory  Hall,  of  the  Woman's  Class, 
and  a  little  share  in  the  nursing.  In  the  afternoon  I  teach  five  Bible 
classes  at  the  Seminary.  I  have  nearly  sixty-five  in  these  classes,  and 
realize  the  great  responsibility  of  having  so  many  lives  intrusted  to 
me.  I  have  prayed  daily  for  wisdom  that  I  may  be  able  so  to  develop 
the  characters  of  these  children  that  they  will  help  to  win  Mexico  for 
Christ. 

Miss  Annie  Churchill : 

During  the  past  year  my  Scripture  History  Class,  consisting  of  twen- 
ty-one girls  and  one  boy,  has  given  much  encouragement  and  pleasure. 
At  the  close  of  the  session  fifteen  of  them  received  certificates. 

In  October  I  took  charge  of  the  domestic  department,  and  with  such 
a  large  family  there  is  time  to  teach  but  the  one  class.  Each  day 
is  very  full  with  the  cares  and  opportunities  which  come  to  the  woman 
who  has  to  look  after  the  interests  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  people. 
Most  of  the  domestic  work  is  done  by  pupils  who  are  anxious  for  an 
education  and  have  no  way  of  meeting  their  expenses. 

If  I  can  infiuence  for  good  the  forty-four  who  are  under  my  direct 
control,  I  will  have  accomplished  a  starting  point  in  almost  as  many 
families.

Enrollment  for  the  year  is  about  one  hundred  and  seventy-five.  While 
the  average  attendance  has  been  below  that  of  several  past  years,  it 
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has  been  a  year  of  good  work.  However,  the  condition  of  many  families 
has  been  a  source  of  trouble.  Many  children  had  to  quit  school  entirely 
on  account  of  poverty;  and  there  has  been  an  unrest  among  the  poor 
and  constant  moving  to  other  towns,  hoping  to  better  their  condition. 
Many  moved  to  Texas  to  escape  the  war  which  they  were  sure  was 
coming.  During  the  year  as  many  as  three  different  persons  have 
opened  English  schools,  promising  to  teach  by  new  methods,  whereby  a 
speaking  knowledge  of  English  could  be  secured  in  three  months  or 
less.  The  pupils  leaving  my  school  to  try  the  new  methods  have  always 
returned  to  me.  Last  fall  the  nuns  from  the  convent  in  Laredo,  Tex., 
started  a  school  in  Nuevo  Laredo;  and,  contrary  to  the  laws  of  Mexico, 
they  wear  their  nun's  uniform.  Not  a  pupil  of  my  school  has  left  for 
the  nuns'  school. 

The  daily  signs  by  which  the  Christian  worker  knows  there  is  a 
sprouting  of  some  of  the  seeds  she  has  labored  to  plant  are  not  easily 
conveyed  in  a  statistical  report.  A  mission  worker  cannot  hope  to  see 
great  results  in  one  generation,  for  she  is  working  among  a  people 
whose  environment  is  opposed  to  her  teachings — a  people  who  have  in- 
herited through  many  generations  thoughts,  feelings,  and  modes  of  life 
adverse  to  Christian  living.  Ask  the  Sunday  school  worker  at  home  how 
much  of  her  success  is  due  to  her  years  of  faithful  teaching  and  how 
much  to  the  environment  of  her  pupils  and  to  their  long  line  of  Chris- 
tian ancestry.  Yet  I  can  truly  say,  with  a  glad  heart,  that  we  have  done 
good  in  these  schools.  "We  are  still  doing  good  for  the  Mexican  children, 
and  the  children's  children  will  live  higher  and  better  lives  because 
of  our  work  in  Mexico.  I  have  seen  the  proof  of  this  in  my  twenty-two 
years'  labor.  I  have  had  in  my  school  the  children  of  my  first  pupils, 
and  they  are,  many  degrees  better  than  their  parents  were.  These 
first  pupils  have  built  better  homes  than  their  parents  had,  and  live  bet- 
ter lives  than  their  parents  did,  and  take  greater  interest  in  Christian 
work.  The  missionary  often  has  to  civilize  as  well  as  Christianize. 
Faithful  work,  patience,  and  reliance  on  God  will  accomplish  wonderful 
results.

Political  Conditions. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  political  agitation  was  strongly  felt  all 
over  the  republic.     The  people,  looking  forward  to  and  groaning  for  a 
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more  democratic  form  of  government,  ventured  for  the  first  time  in 
their  history  to  support  a  candidate  for  Vice  President  in  opposition 
to  the  one  President  Diaz  had  appointed.  General  Reyes,  the  popular 
candidate,  was  awarded  for  his  audacity  (?)  by  being  sent  to  live  in 
Paris,  France;  and  his  sympathizers,  holding  government  positions, 
were  deposed  without  warning.  Scheming  and  unscrupulous  as  the 
Jesuits  are,  by  education  and  by  profession,  they  failed  not  to  see 
in  the  disturbed  state  of  affairs  a  chance  for  deposing  a  man  who  had 
done  more  in  eleven  years  to  advance  the  cause  of  education  in  Saltillo 
and  throughout  the  State  of  Coahuila  than  the  Catholic  Church  had 
done  during  the  more  than  three  hundred  years  of  its  existence  in  the 
country.  The  propitious  moment  for  them  was  utilized,  and  Prof.  An- 
dres Osuna,  a  distinguished  educator  and  honored  member  of  our 
Church,  was  their  victim.  While  we  as  a  local  Church  and  school  have 
deplored  his  removal,  and  the  cause  of  public  instruction  in  the  State 
has  received  a  blow  from  which  it  may  never  recover,  Methodism  in 
Mexico,  to  which  he  is  now  dedicating  a  large  portion  of  his  time  and 
energy,  is  conscious  of  a  new  and  upward  impulse,  due  in  part  to  his 
wise  counsel  in  every  movement  that  concerns  its  progress.  His  serv- 
ices as  our  official  translator  are  highly  satisfactory  to  Spanish-speaking 
people  in  Mexico,  Cuba,  Spain,  and  South  America. 

Loss  OF  Leaders. 

Nothing  could  better  prove  the  strength  of  our  local  Church  and  the 
influence  of  our  Normal  School  than  their  continued  prosperity,  in  spite 
of  the  exodus  of  such  leaders  as  Professor  Osuna;  Rev.  Julian  Castro, 
who  had  been  a  most  efficient  pastor  for  four  years;  and  Brother  Butler 
and  his  wife,  whose  consecrated  lives  helped  to  lift  many  souls  to  higher 
spiritual  realms. 

Besides  these,  Saltillo  contributed  to  different  mission  stations  eleven 
young  ladies,  graduates  of  the  Normal  Department.  Early  in  September 
they  were  employed  as  teachers  in  Saltillo,  San  Luis  Potosi,  Guadala- 
jara, Mexico  City,  Sabinas,  and  Matamoras.  Some  of  our  undergradu- 
ates were  called  into  service  on  account  of  the  urgent  demand  for  Chris- 
tian teachers  in  Mexico.  The  absence  of  so  many  ex-students  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  term  made,  as  one  may  well  infer,  a  wide  gap 
in  the  working  forces  of  the  Church,  which  is  being  filled  from  time  to 
time  by  girls  of  the  senior  class. 

Centennial  Celebration. 

We  took  an  active  part  in  the  celebration  of  Mexico's  Centennial,  so 
full  of  interest  to  the  patriotic  element,  of  which  our  patronage  is 
largely  composed.  By  doing  so  we  won  many  friends  and  widened  the 
circle  of  our  influence.  Ours  was  the  only  private  school  mentioned  in 
the  official  program.

WoBKEEs'  Conference. 
A  most  significant  factor  in  the  development  of  our  Church  in  the 
republic  during  the  year  1910  was  the  Workers'  Conference,  held  in 
Mexico  City  in  the  early  part  of  September,  and  presided  over  by  Bishop 
E.  D.  Mouzon.  Before  it  closed  a  series  of  resolutions  were  adopted. 
Those  with  reference  to  Saltillo  declared,  in  substance,  that  the  Church 
will  not  for  the  present  project  other  normal  schools  for  girls  in  Mexi- 
co, but  will  concentrate  its  efforts  upon  the  development  of  the  one 
already  established  in  Saltillo.  On  the  strength  of  this.  Bishop  Mouzon 
instructed  me  to  buy  at  once  the  magnificent  piece  of  property  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Alameda,  than  which  there  is  none  more  desirable  for 
the  location  of  our  new  normal  building.  Some  litigation  has  been  nec- 
essary before  a  clear  title  to  the  land  can  be  given,  but  we  are  assured 
that  all  difficulties  can  and  will  be  removed  shortly.  The  minuta,  that 
binds  the  owners  to  make  the  title  good  and  the  purchasers  to  pay  a 
stipulated  price,  has  already  been  signed.  We  have  offered  for  sale  the 
building  now  occupied  by  the  school,  the  proceeds  from  which  will  be 
utilized  in  erecting  the  new  one. 

Fruits  of  the  Normal  Department. 

Fifty-two  trained  teachers  gratefully  acknowledge  our  school  as  their 
Alma  Mater,  and  fifty-one  students  are  taking  the  normal  course  at 
present.  Four  graduates  are  in  the  United  States,  preparing  them- 
selves for  carrying  on  special  lines  of  Christian  work  when  they  return 
to  their  native  country. 

Outlook. 

Since  the  powers  that  be  have  suppressed  some  of  the  most  important 
departments  of  the  State  Normal  and  have  made  many  other  changes 
distasteful  to  the  people  at  large,  girls  who  formerly  studied  there  are 
now  in  our  school.  It  is  evident  that  more  and  more  disaffected  patrons 
of  the  State  School  will  send  their  daughters  to  us,  for  well  do  they 
know  that  our  course  of  study  is  as  comprehensive  as,  and  in  some  re- 
spects more  so  than,  the  official  one.  What  a  marvelous  opportunity  for 
the  M.  E.  Church,  South!  Have  we  grasped  its  significance?  If  so,  will 
we  so  enlarge  and  equip  our  own  plant  that  from  its  class  rooms  the 
greater  part  of  the  public  school  teachers  in  the  State  of  Coahuila  may 
go  forth  to  mold  the  thought  of  the  rising  generation?  Let  us  ponder 
well  this  conception  of  our  great  responsibility. 

Miss  Martha  Nutt: 

As  I  recall  the  difference  between  this  and  last  year,  I  would  utter 
the  words  of  the  Psalmist  when  he  said:  "Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul: 
and  all  that  is  within  me,  bless  his  holy  name."  In  February  of  last 
year  Miss  Roberts's  health  failed,  and  I  was  left  alone,  and  yet  not 
alone.  I  toiled  and  labored  until  the  first  of  September,  when  Miss  Rob- 
erts returned,  and  the  day  following  came  Miss  Capers.    They  remained 
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long  enough  to  tell  me  that  they  were  en  route  to  the  city  to  attend  the 
missionary  meeting;  so  all  alone  again  I  struggled  on  for  another  two 
weeks.  I  lived  through  it  all,  but  I  suffered  with  tired  body  and  tired 
brain  and  the  loneliness  of  personality  as  only  one  can  suffer  who  is 
shut  off  in  a  strange  land. 

It  has  been  a  hard  experience.  I  have  simply  had  to  live  one  day 
at  a  time;  and  with  the  thousand  interruptions  that  come  and  the  Bible 
class  work  to  do,  the  nights  find  me  struggling  late  with  the  preparation 
for  classes.    Miss  Capers  has  been  a  real  companion,  which  means  much. 

The  work  has  gone  forward  this  year.  The  normal  class  is  larger 
than  usual  and  contains  some  most  excellent  girls.  The  general  spirit 
of  the  girls  is  unusual,  but  I  long  for  a  real  revival  that  shall  not  only 
convince  the  head  but  change  radically  the  heart.  We  have  a  family 
of  seventy-two,  and,'  including  all  departments,  we  have  enrolled  this 
year  two  hundred  and  seventeen. 

Our  opportunities  are  many,  but  we  are  very  much  crowded  and  in 
great  need  of  the  new  building  promised. 

Miss  Maria  Wightman  Capers : 

Four  months  on  the  field  gives  one  little  to  report,  even  though  these 
months  may  have  been  filled  with  work  and  new  experiences. 

Surely  no  new  missionaries  ever  had  a  pleasanter  or  more  profitable 
introduction  to  their  mission  field  than  did  Miss  Alfter  and  myself, 
having  been  given  the  privilege  of  going  to  beautiful  Mexico  City 
and  attending  there  the  Workers'  Conference  and  meeting  many  of  the 
missionaries  and  native  workers  before  settling  in  our  stations.  It 
brought  inspiration  and  insight  into  some  of  the  problems  of  the  Mex- 
ican work  that  will  prove  helpful  indeed. 

My  first  work  at  Colegio  Ingles  was  the  teaching  of  English  to  six 
grades  daily.    This  with  the  study  of  the  language  kept  me  busy. 

Since  Chi'istmas,  however,  I  have  given  up  all  but  two  of  my  Eng- 
lish classes  and  have  undertaken  a  class  in  domestic  science  composed 
of  all  the  normal  students.  The  class  work  itself  does  not  consume 
much  of  my  time;  but  as  the  girls  are  to  put  the  lessons  learned  into 
practice  in  their  general  housework,  I  am  kept  busy  following  them  up. 
I  shall  not  be  able  to  do  much  in  the  branch  of  cooking,  because  we  are 
not  prepared  here  for  such  lessons;  but  we  look  forward  to  our  new 
building  with  hopes  that  we  may  there  have  everything  necessary  for 
a  full  course.  As  I  look  at  the  situation  here  it  seems  to  me  that  after 
the  gospel  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of  the  people  is  to  learn  how  to 
live  and  to  learn  the  truth  of  the  familiar  words:  "Cleanliness  is  next 
to  godliness."  If  I  succeed  in  helping  them  even  a  little  along  this 
line,  and  in  getting  the  required  amount  of  Spanish,  I  shall  think  my 
first  year  in  Mexico  well  spent. 

The  work  is  a  delight,  the  language  fascinating,  and  the  girls — 
well,  the  girls  are  the  dearest  part  of  it  all.

Mrs.  O'Beirne's  report : 

Miss  Moling's  going  away  in  September  brought  sadness  to  our 
hearts;  but  we  l^new  that  she  merited  this  period  of  rest,  and  we  tried 
to  make  the  best  of  it.  Miss  Alfter's  coming  was  a  great  blessing  to 
the  school;  and  though  she  was  new  in  the  work,  she  took  hold  of  it 
like  a  veteran. 

All  the  teachers  in  both  departments  have  shown  a  beautiful,  help- 
ful spirit,  a  willingness  to  spend  and  to  be  spent  for  the  cause. 

Brother  Onderdonk  still  continues  the  Bible  classes  in  the  advanced 
grades  of  the  Spanish  department,  for  which  we  are  very  grateful. 

A  fine  class  will  graduate  this  year.  All  of  them  are  Christians. 
We  have  striven  to  give  preeminence  to  the  Spanish  department  all 
the  year,  and  it  now  numbers  almost,  if  not  quite,  twice  as  many  as 
the  English  school. 

The  Junior  Epworth  League  is  quite  a  feature  of  the  work.  When 
I  left,  the  first  of  January,  there  were  sixty-four  members.  Miss  Sando- 
val, one  of  the  teachers  and  a  last  year's  graduate  of  our  normal  at 
Saltillo,  is  the  superintendent,  and  a  very  efficient  one  she  is. 

Miss  Lee  is  still  the  "good  angel"  of  the  American  Church,  teaching 
in  the  Sunday  school  and  carrying  on  a  successful  Junior  League. 

Miss  Moling  had  a  most  Interesting  class  of  little  folks  in  the  Mexi- 
can Sunday  school.  When  she  went  away,  it  was  my  good  fortune  to 
have  it  fall  to  me.  Miss  Alfter,  who  is  a  good  kindergarten  teacher, 
assisted  me  in  preparing  the  lessons.  Three  of  these  dear  little  ones 
of  six  and  seven  years  would  lead  in  prayer  in  the  class  any  time  they 
were  called  upon.  Speaking  of  the  babies  reminds  me  of  the  happiest 
hour  of  the  day — just  after  supper,  when  the  tiny  tots  gather  around 
me,  just  as  I  used  to  do  at  my  mother's  knee,  for  their  evening  prayer. 
As  they  prayed  about  their  clothes,  their  visits  home,  their  lessons, 
their  parents,  and  friends,  my  eyes  would  often  fill  with  tears,  and  a 
cry  would  go  up  from  my  heart:  "Lord,  give  me  faith  like  these  little 
ones,  that  I  may  bring  everything  to  thee." 

We  had  a  blessed  time  in  our  school   in  December.     Fifteen  were 
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converted.  There  were  a  number  of  other  bright  conversions  during 
the  year,  the  most  notable  of  which  I  must  tell  you  about.  A  girl  sev- 
'enteen  years  old,  who  was  reared  to  hate  the  Protestants  (though  ill 
treated  by  her  foster  parents,  who  brought  her  up  in  the  Roman  faith 
and  never  taught  her  to  read),  clung  tenaciously  to  this  idolatrous 
faith;  and  when  her  brother,  who  is  a  Protestant,  brought  her  to  us, 
she  cried  day  and  night  for  some  time.  She  said  that  she  was  afraid 
we  would  kill  her,  and  begged  to  be  taken  away.  She  became  recon- 
ciled, however,  and  in  about  a  month  after  she  came  she  went  of  her 
own  accord  to  the  altar,  deeply  penitent,  and  was  beautifully  converted 
and  joined  the  Church. 

The  woman's  class,  while  not  large,  is  well  attended  and  is  doing 
a  good  work.  They  presented  our  pastor  with  a  nice  office  chair  and 
rug  at  Easter  and  a  beautiful  Stetson  hat  at  Christmas. 

Miss  Ford  is  now  in  charge  of  the  school.  The  Bishop  appointed 
me  to  work  in  the  city  the  first  of  January.  I  loved  the  work  at  San 
Luis,  and  it  pained  me  to  leave  it;  but  you  know  I  have  wanted  to  do 
regular  city  mission  and  settlement  work,  and  have  prayed  these  years 
for  an  opening  of  that  kind  as  soon  as  the  Lord  saw  I  was  ready  for  it. 
To  him  be  the  praise  for  this  wide-open  door  of  opportunity  that  stands 
before  me.    I  hope  to  make  this  the  best  year  of  my  life. 

Eeport  of  Miss  Ellen  Alfter : 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  arrive  at  my  new  work  in  San  Luis  PotosI 
about  two  weeks  before  our  school  opened  and  to  become  quite  well 
acquainted  with  my  new  home  while  lending  a  helping  hand  to  my 
dear  missionary  sister,  Mrs.  O'Beirne,  in  the  putting  of  things  in  readi- 
ness for  the  arrival  of  our  teachers  and  girls. 

I  have  enjoyed  every  phase  of  my  work.  At  no  time  has  my  heart 
leaped  so  with  joy  as  just  before  Christmas,  when  a  number  of  the  boys 
and  girls  from  each  of  my  Bible  classes  took  a  definite  stand  for  Christ. 
This  was  the  result  of  good  seed  sown  in  the  months  and  years  past. 
It  has  also  gladdened  my  heart  to  have  a  number  of  our  girls  from  the 
home  unite  with  the  Church. 

I  have  been  encouraged  by  the  progress  of  the  most  of  the  children 
of  my  various  English  classes,  and  look  ahead  with  pleasure  to  each 
hour  allotted  me  for  the  study  of  the  language. 

It  has  also  been  my  privilege  to  test  my  ability  to  cut  and  fit  cloth- 
ing not  only  for  our  childi'en  but  for  the  husbands  of  some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  my  sewing  class.  Though  the  class  is  small  in  numbers,  it  is 
made  up  of  willing  hands  and  hungry  hearts. 

Some  of  the  members  are  still  nominal  members  of  the  Catholic 
Church. 

I  have  known  few  happier  days  than  many  of  those  I  have  spent  in 
San  Luis  during  these  first  few  months  of  my  missionary  life.     I  am 
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truly  grateful  to  my  Heavenly  Father  for  sending  me  to  this  place, 
where  so  much  of  beauty  and  joy  have  been  crovs^ded  into  the  days. 

Miss  Sue  T.  Ford : 

The  work  of  1910  has  been  one  full  of  changes,  and  my  prayer  has 
been:  "But  among  the  changes,  may  I  ever,  Lord,  be  thine." 

I  was  at  Mary  Keener  Institute,  Mexico  City,  in  Miss  Esther  Case's 
place  until  the  close  of  the  school  year,  June  15,  when  I  was  compelled 
to  go  to  my  home  in  Kentucky  because  of  a  severe  attack  of  illness. 
I  was  ready  to  return  to  Mexico  in  November,  but  the  rumors  of  the 
disturbed  conditions  detained  me  another  month. 

During  the  time  I  was  at  home  Miss  Moling  was  given  a  year's  rest, 
and  Mrs.  Nellie  O'Beirne  was  put  iu  charge  of  Colegio  Ingles,  San  Luis 
Potosi.  It  would  seem  that  two  changes  of  principals  in  four  months 
would  be  sufficient,  but  there  was  still  another  to  be  made.  Mrs. 
O'Beirne  was  called  to  a  new  work  begun  in  Mexico  City,  so  I  was 
sent  here  at  Christmas  time  to  take  charge  in  the  middle  of  the  school 
year. 

Colegio  Ingles  is  in  good  condition  both  spiritually  and  financially. 
The  boarding  department,  the  place  in  which  we  gain  the  strongest 
hold  upon  the  girls,  is  fuller  than  it  has  ever  been. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  speaking  of  our  new  missionary. 
Miss  Ellen  Alfter,  who  came  out  in  September.  She  is  already  a  fine 
worker,  and  her  heart  is  full  of  zeal  for  the  conversion  of  our  girls. 
She  is  making  good  progress  in  the  study  of  the  language.

Miss  Esther  Case,  Principal : 

My  furlough  began  in  1909,  and  I  was  away  from  Mexico  until  Sep- 
tember, 1910.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  have  the  rest  with  the  dear  home 
folks,  to  do  some  visiting  among  the  auxiliaries  of  the  White  River 
Conference,  and  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  Clarksville  last 
April. 

The  privilege  of  being  a  delegate  of  the  Woman's  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  to  the  World  Missionary  Conference  was  one  of  the  greatest 
that  has  ever  come  to  me,  and  the  trip  afterwards  on  the  continent,  to- 
gether with  the  voyage,  gave  me  the  health  and  strength  I  had  vainly 
sought  in  rest  at  home. 

With  joy  and'  thankfulness  I  returned  the  first  of  September  to  my 
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loved  work,  just  in  time  to  attend  the  Conference  of  our  workers  from 
all  parts  of  Mexico,  presided  over  by  Bishop  Mouzon.  The  sessions  of 
the  Conference  were  most  helpful  and  were  a  fine  preparation  for  the 
work  of  the  school  year. 

During  the  whole  month  of  September  the  celebrations  in  honor  of 
Mexico's  Centennial  were  going  on,  and  because  of  these  we  opened 
school  on  October  2,  a  month  late. 

During  the  whole  year  the  attendance  has  been  good  in  both  the 
English  and  Spanish  Departments.  Miss  Buttrick  and  the  American 
teachers  are  doing  fine  work  in  the  English  grades;  Miss  Barcroft 
teaches  the  Bible  classes  in  both  departments. 

The  Spanish  work  has  grown  beyond  our  expectations.  We  have  the 
six  grades  required  by  the  Mexican  law,  and  are  correlated  with  the 
public  schools  of  the  Federal  District.  When  we  held  our  first  quar- 
terly examination,  in  December,  the  inspector  appointed  for  our  school 
signed  our  reports  without  hesitation.  The  three  teachers  of  the  Span- 
ish grades  are  graduates  of  our  Saltillo  Girls'  Normal  School,  and  are 
doing  fine  work. 

Our  limit  has  been  reached  in  the  boarding  department,  and  I  have 
had  to  refuse  to  take  eight  girls  into  the  home  for  want  of  space,  there 
being  no  room  for  either  another  bed  in  the  dormitories  or  another 
chair  in  the  dining  rooms.  The  boarders  and  scholarship  girls  are 
bright  and  promising,  and  I  hope  some  of  them  may  make  teachers 
after  they  finish. 

There  has  been  a  lovely  Christian  spirit  in  the  home  among  the 
teachers  and  pupils. 

Miss  Linney,  our  matron,  has  been  a  comfort  and  joy  in  the  domes- 
tic department;  and  I  have  been  able  to  attend  to  my  duties  in  the 
school,  home,  and  office  calmly,  with  the  consciousness  that  the  meals 
will  be  ready  and  the  house  in  order,  even  if  I  should  be  detained  by 
unexpected  duties. 

Brother  Castro  has  conducted  our  chapel  exercises  on  Wednesday 
mornings,  and  has  been  most  helpful  in  giving  our  pupils  spiritual 
advice.  A  number  of  our  girls  have  been  converted  and  have  joined 
the  Church. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  teaching  my  class  of  women  in  the  Sunday 
school  and  my  Bible  class  in  the  Chinese  Sunday  school. 

We  are  still  in  our  "hired  house,"  and  are  doing  our  best  to  make 
the  space  at  command  suffice  for  the  boarding  department  and  school 
work.  Not  one  of  our  forty  rooms  is  unoccupied,  and  many  of  them 
are  so  dark  that  we  have  to  use  electric  light  in  the  daytime.  We  could 
use  many  more  rooms  to  advantage. 

I  am  trusting  that  the  Council  may  be  able  to  purchase  a  home  for 
the  school  in  the  very  near  future. 

Mexico  is  passing  through  troublous  times,  and  I  am  glad  to  write 
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that  our  matriculation  continues  to  increase  and  that  the  political  un- 
rest has  in  no  way  affected  our  work  in  Mexico  City.  "Hitherto  hath 
the  Lord  helped  us,"  and  I  am  trusting  him  for  the  prosperity  of  the 
school  in  the  future.

Miss  Linnie  Barcroft: 

"Is  it  true  that  Jesus  is  dead?"  What  a  strange  question!  Yet  it  has 
been  asked  me  twice  in  the  last  few  months  by  some  of  my  Bible  pupils 
of  the  first  and  second  grades  (Spanish).  My  one  desire  is  to  bring 
these  girls  and  boys  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  our  living  Christ. 

From  January,  1910,  until  June,  when  school  closed  for  vacation,  I 
taught  six  Bible  classes  each  day  and  did  a  large  part  of  the  house- 
keeping, marketing,  buying,  and  planning  for  the  table. 

During  vacation  I  had  the  privilege  of  a  few  weeks  at  home.  In 
September  we  enjoyed  a  Conference  of  "Workers  and  a  National  Sunday 
School  Convention,  besides  Mexico's  gorgeous  celebration  of  her  Cen- 
tennial. 

Since  the  present  session  opened  I  have  been  teaching  ten  Bible 
classes  each  day,  six  in  Spanish  and  four  in  English.  I  enjoy  my  work 
as  never  before. 

There  are  no  textbooks  suitable  for  the  Bible  classes  in  Spanish, 
so  I  have  to  make  plans  for  the  study  according  to  the  ability  of  the 
scholars.  I  study  Spanish  some  each  day,  for  there  is  no  other  way  to 
learn  it  correctly. 

I  attend  four  services  regularly  on  Sunday,  teaching  in  our  Spanish 
and  Chinese  Sunday  schools.  We  have  our  Spanish  prayer  meeting  on 
Thursday  night.  The  missionaries  take  turns  in  giving  a  Bible  lesson 
to  our  boarding  girls  before  study  hour  each  evening.  Then  we  have 
our  own  prayer  circle  afterwards,  and  one  with  all  the  teachers  on 
Monday. 
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More  and  more  do  I  see  the  need  of  a  pure  gospel  and  of  the  living, 
personal  Christ  being  preached,  taught,  and  lived  in  the  midst  of  these 
pupils  under  our  care. 

Miss  Terrie  Etta  Buttrick  : 

In  my  second  year's  work  in  Mexico  I  have  even  more  joy  than  in 
the  first.  Each  week  adds  to  my  love  and  zeal  for  the  work.  If  the 
people  in  the  homeland  knew  how  many  rich  benedictions  the  Heav- 
enly Father  gives  to  those  who  leave  home  to  serve  him  in  foreign 
lands,  they  would  talk  less  about  the  sacrifices  of  a  missionary's  life 
and  more  about  the  privileges  and  blessings. 

By  the  order  of  my  physician  and  with  the  permission  of  the  Secre- 
tary, I  spent  the  summer  vacation  at  my  home  in  Asheville,  N.  C,  and 
was  so  much  benefited  that  I  now  have  splendid  health  and  seem  to  be 
perfectly  acclimated. 

I  am  doing  full  grade  work,  having  charge  of  the  third  and  fourth 
grades  in  the  English  Department.  The  children  compare  favorably 
with  American  children  in  class  standing,  and  are  more  enthusiastic 
in  their  work.  I  have  two  classes  in  Bible,  one  for  each  grade,  and 
the  pupils,  without  a  single  exception,  take  great  interest  in  the  study. 
Although  many  of  them  are  Catholics,  not  one  has  objected  to  study- 
ing the  Bible.  They  often  make  practical  applications  of  the  lessons 
that  would  do  credit  to  much  older  persons. 

Between  the  close  of  school  in  the  afternoon  and  supper  time  I  usu- 
ally have  about  two  hours  for  study  and  a  little  recreation.  Twice  a 
week  I  take  lessons  in  Spanish  from  an  excellent  teacher.  After  sup- 
per I  assist  with  the  chapel  exercises,  and  then  have  more  time  for 
study,  except  "when  there  are  services  at  the  church. 

One  of  the  duties  which  I  enjoy  very  much  is  helping  to  care  for  the 
sick,  and  the  children  in  the  house  have  given  me  the  title  of  "doctor. " 

The  Sundays  are  joyously  busy  days.  With  my  duties  as  organist 
and  teacher  at  Sunday  school,  attendance  at  church  service  in  the  morn- 
ing, pianist  and  teacher  in  the  Chinese  Sunday  school  in  the  afternoon, 
and  attendance  at  church  service  in  the  evening,  the  greater  part  of  the 
day  is  occupied.  When  preparing  myself  for  these  various  services,  I 
am  more  than  ever  grateful  for  my  training  at  the  Scarritt  Bible  and 
Training  School. 

My  Christian  experience  has  been  enriched  and  my  sense  of  the  divine 
presence  deepened  by  my  life  here.  The  love  and  harmony  in  the 
home  life  of  the  school  and  the  daily  contact  with  the  sweet-spirited 
Principal  and  members  of  the  faculty  add  much  to  my  spiritual  wel- 
fare.   Especially  helpful  are  the  prayer  meetings  we  have  together. 

My  prayer  is  that  the  glory  of  God  and  the  great  interests  of  his 
kingdom  may  overcome  every  personal  desire  of  my  heart,  and  that 
I  may  be  used  more  effectively  in  his  service.

Miss  Mary  E.  Massey : 

My  heart  is  filled  with  gratitude  to  God  for  his  wonderful  goodness 
during  the  past  year.  The  first  months  were  rather  trying  on  account 
of  the  sickness  in  the  school;  and  when  the  children  were  about  •getting 
well  Miss  Wynn  sent  Miss  Varner  and  me  off  to  one  of  the  little  country 
towns  to  a  District  Conference  with  Brother  Elliott,  our  presiding  elder. 
We  stayed  at  a  hotel  which  was  run  by  Mexicans;  and  though  the  beds 
were  hard  and  the  fare  purely  Mexican,  we  enjoyed  our  little  outing, 
and  came  back  to  our  work  greatly  refreshed. 

One  of  my  novel  experiences  of  last  year  was  that  of  having  the 
school  inspectors  come  for  their  first  visit  while  Miss  Wynn  was  away 
at  Annual  Conference.  The  object  of  their  visit  was  to  learn  if  our 
school  was  in  line  with  those  of  the  government,  so  that  it  might  be 
correlated  with  them.  I  had  no  idea  who  the  visiting  ladies  were;  and 
when  one  of  them,  in  a  haughty  manner,  told  me  of  the  object  of  their 
visit  it  nearly  took  my  breath.  I  showed  them  the  school,  and  was 
careful  not  to  oifend  their  dignity;  but  I  felt  that  they  disapproved  of 
me  and  of  the  school.  I  was  heartbroken,  for  the  visit  would  have 
been  far  different  if  Miss  Wynn  had  been  at  home. 

I  spent  a  part  of  my  vacation  at  home  in  Mississippi.  It  was  indeed 
a  happy  time  and  a  blessed  privilege  to  be  with  the  dear  loved  ones 
once  more. 

The  first  of  September  Miss  Wynn  left  on  her  furlough.  I  took  her 
place  as  Principal.  Only  the  dear  Father  knows  how  I  dreaded  to  as- 
sume this  great  responsibility;  but  I  claimed  his  promises  for  strength 
and  wisdom,  and  accepted  the  charge. 

'  The  school  was  not  opened  until  the  middle  of  October,  as  the  gov- 
ernment schools  began  work  then.  We  had  a  splendid  opening,  matric 
ulating  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  the  first  day.  We  were  soon 
at  regular  work,  Miss  Varner  taking  charge  of  the  financial  part  and 
I  the  literary.  It  has  been  such  a  joy  to  have  with  us  Miss  Rebecca 
Tejeda,  who  has  charge  of  all  the  Bible  classes  and  assists  in  other 
departments. 

Our  school  work  came  near  being  interrupted  by  the  mob  which  so 
cruelly  stoned  our  house  on  the  night  of  November  10.  For  several 
weeks  conditions  were  somewhat  unsettled,  but  we  did  not  lose  a  single 
day.     During  that  time  our  house  was  under  military  guard  several 
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days,  and  we  had  the  opportunity  of  giving  tracts  and  Bibles  to  the 
soldiers,  which  they  read  with  a  great  deal  of  interest. 

Our  school  is  steadily  growing.  More  are  taking  note  of  its  methods 
and  results  than  ever  before,  and  we  believe  that  God  has  great  things  im 
store  for  us. 

The  health  record  has  been  unusually  good  this  year,  for  which  we 
are  truly  thankful. 

This  term  we  have  several  new  girls  who  have  come  to  us  from  Cath- 
olic homes,  and  we  are  praying  that  God  will  help  us  to  lead  them 
to  Christ.  All  but  two  or  three  of  our  older  girls  are  Christians.  Our 
prayer  is  that  God  will  make  them  powers  in  his  hand  to  bring  this 
people  to  Christ. 

Miss  Minnie  Varner: 

I  am  rejoiced  to  say  that  God  has  been  very  gracious  in  granting  me 
health  and  strength  to  do  his  work.  For  a  while  last  year  I  feared  that 
I  should  have  to  give  up  the  work  and  go  home,  as  I  suffered  a  good  deal 
from  nervousness.  It  was  my  very  great  privilege  and  pleasure  to 
spend  about  ten  days  at  Epworth-by-the-Sea  during  the  encampment, 
and  this  proved  to  be  a  great  blessing  to  me  both  physically  and  spirit- 
ually. How  I  enjoyed  meeting  our  workers  from  the  different  fields  and 
hearing  of  the  great  work  being  done  in  the  name  of  our  blessed  Christ! 

While  Miss  Wynn  is  away  my  special  work  has  been  looking  after 
the  finances,  attending  to  the  books  and  English  correspondence.  My 
only  schoolroom  work  has  been  two  typewriting  classes. 

We  have  met  with  a  great  many  problems  this  year,  some  being 
caused  by  the  unsettled  political  condition.  We  are  not  discouraged, 
but  look  forward  with  glad  expectation  to  the  time  when  Mexico  shall 
acknowledge  Christ  as  her  Lord  and  Master,  and  the  people  shall  pattern 
their  lives  by  his  blessed  example.  I  am  sure  that  the  Catholic  religion 
will  have  a  hard  death,  but  it  must  die  to  give  way  to  the  teachings  of 
our  Saviour.

Miss  Lizzie  Wilson,  Principal : 

A  detailed  account  of  the  work  would  be  too  long  for  publication,  but 
as  Miss  Harper  and  I  come  to  the  close  of  sixteen  years  of  labor  in  this 
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place  we  look  back  over  many  blessings  and  count  the  mercies  with 
grateful  hearts.  We  have  a  good  building,  well  suited  to  our  needs; 
patrons  who  love  and  trust  us;  children  and  young  people  who  delight 
to  study;  teachers  zealous  and  faithful  in  every  way,  and  whose  great 
desire  and  hope  is  that  their  pupils  may  excel  in  all  that  makes  for  noble 
Christian  character;  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  young  people  who  have 
gone  out  from  us  year  by  year  to  be  tested  as  to  the  character  they  have 
formed  while  with  us;  faithful  pastors  who  care  for  our  souls  as  men 
that  must  give  an  account;  friends  that  love  us;  and  a  few  who  criti- 
cize us  and  keep  us  at  our  best  every  moment.  Truly  "the  lines  have 
fallen  to  us  in  pleasant  places;  yea,  we  have  a  goodly  heritage."  And 
with  grateful  hearts  we  thank  the  good  God  for  all  the  way  that  he  has 
led  us,  even  until  this  writing. 

At  our  annual  closing  exercises  in  April  Governor  Creel  presided, 
this  being  his  very  last  public  act  before  he  left  here  to  enter  the  Presi- 
dent's cabinet.  He  spoke  strong,  kind  words  in  favor  of  what  the 
college  had  done  for  the  city  and  for  the  State  of  Chihuahua.  He  said 
that  he  had  watched  with  growing  pleasure  the  rise  and  progress  of 
the  Palmore  College;  that  he  had  followed  the  young  people  as  they 
went  out  into  the  business  world  for  themselves,  and  that  it  gave  him 
pleasure  to  say  that  they  were  trustworthy,  good  citizens  and  good  home 
makers,  for  in  the  Palmore  they  had  developed  characters  that  lift  up 
a  life  and  build  up  a  nation;  and  that  he  wished  us  to  know  and  remem- 
ber that,  no  matter  where  he  was,  if  we  needed  a  friend,  he  was  ready 
to  respond  to  our  call. 

More  than  half  of  our  vacation  was  spent  in  house-cleaning  and  pre- 
paring the  home  and  school  for  the  next  year's  work.  The  older  girls 
stayed  with  me  to  help  with  the  work.  The  summer  was  very  hot,  and 
there  was  almost  no  rain. 

When  we  took  up  the  work  again,  in  August,  we  did  not  feel  rested, 
and  that  which  had  not  been  accomplished  weighed  on  our  hearts.  But 
the  term  began  with  much  hope,  finances  had  improved  all  over  the 
country,  and  the  children  flocked  back  full  of  anticipation.  In  the  first 
two  months  we  had  enrolled  over  four  hundred,  and  for  a  time  the  cry 
was  more  school  benches,  more  schoolbooks,  more  beds,  more  of  every- 
thing. 

In  October,  however,  the  unrest  that  had  been  in  the  hearts  of  the 
people  for  a  long  time  burst  forth.  At  first  the  cry  was  against  the 
foreigners,  but  very  soon  it  became  clear  that  the  movement  was  against 
the  government.  It  was  discovered  that  a  widespread  plot  was  on  hand 
to  change  the  Diaz  administration.  Our  State  was  the  center  of  the 
trouble.  Soldiers  began  to  pour  into  this  city,  and  then  on  out  to  the 
affected  parts  in  the  northwest  of  the  State. 

As  is  always  the  case,  the  rumors  have  been  worse  than  the  reality. 
We  have  been  told  many  times  that  the  revolutionists  were  coming  to

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take  the  city;  some  professed  to  know  even  the  hour  when  they  would 
get  here;  but  at  this  writing  they  are  still  in  their  mountain  strong- 
holds, waiting  until  the  soldiers  get  there  to  drive  them  still  farther  into 
the  heart  of  the  Sierra  Madres. 

Many  of  our  boarding  children  are  from  that  part  of  the  State  where 
the  fighting  has  been,  but  none  of  them  have  been  recalled.  Some  of 
them  did  not  hear  from  their  parents  for  two  months,  and  some  of 
them  have  not  yet  heard.  They  have  lots  of  grit.  More  than  once  the 
word  has  come  that  a  father  or  other  member  of  a  family  has  fallen 
or  been  taken  prisoner,  but  they  have  gone  right  on  with  their  studies 
without  a  word. 

Many  foreigners  have  left,  and  business  is  at  a  standstill  for  the 
present.  Provisions  of  every  kind  are  high  in  price;  but  we  have  not 
suffered  as  a  school,  except  in  that  our  numbers  have  not  increased  as 
they  would  have  done  had  there  been  no  revolution.  We  have  held  our 
own  well,  and  have  gone  on  with  our  work  as  though  nothing  unusual 
were  taking  place. 

We  feel  in  many  ways  that  this  has  been  our  very  best  year's  work, 
principally,  I  think,  because  the  boys  and  girls  in  our  higher  grades 
have  been  wilh  us  many  years,  and  there  has  been  an  earnest  desire  on 
their  part  to  do  their  very  best. 

The  children  help  with  the  work  out  of  school  hours.  Monday  is  our 
rest  day.  The  older  girls  rise  early  and  begin  the  washing,  the  younger 
ones  take  up  the  general  house-cleaning,  and  by  noon  all  have  finished 
their  tasks.  After  dinner  we  often  pack  our  lunch  and  go  out  to  the 
"Haven"  to  spend  the  afternoon  in  the  hills.  We  get  home  at  dark,  and 
after  prayers  we  take  up  the  studies  for  the  following  day. 

The  time  goes  fast  with  us,  as  it  is  full  of  work  and  earnest  purpose. 
There  seems  little  worth  recording,  but  we  know  that  we  shall  meet 
these  days  again  with  their  privileges  and  opportunities. 

The  morning  chapel  service  has  .been  a  help  and  uplift  all  the  year. 
Thanks  are  due  to  Brothers  Newberry,  Esquivel,  and  Narro  for  their 
faithful  help  with  these  services.  The  Sunday  school,  under  Brother 
Esquivel's  guidance,  continues  to  prosper.  The  Senior  League,  under 
Mr.  Hernandez,  one  of  our  faithful  ex-students,  meets  every  Sunday 
afternoon.    The  Junior  League  prospers  under  the  pastor's  care. 

We  have  no  special  revival  services  to  report,  but  there  has  been  a 
faithful  study  of  the  Bible  and  a  steady,  growing  Christian  life  among 
the  children  of  the  school  and  home. 

Miss  Harper  will  tell  more  of  the  school  work  and  more  of  her  boys, 
in  whose  welfare  her  interest  never  flags.  She  is  their  faithful  friend 
in  all  that  goes  to  build  character  and  make  good  men.  In  the  years  to 
come  there  will  be  many  to  rise  up  and  call  her  blessed. 

Miss  Lucy  C.  Harper: 

The  spring  term  of  1910  in  Palmore  College  sent  out  a  fine  class  of 
22 
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young  people  from  the  commercial  course.  From  the  English  school 
a  larger  group  of  boys  and  girls,  and  dearer  to  us  than  any  we  have 
ever  had  in  that  department,  left  us  for  work  or  to  study  in  colleges 
in  the  States.  These  brought  up  the  number  of  graduates  to  one  hun- 
dred and  eleven  from  the  Commercial  School,  thirty-five  from  the  Gram- 
mar School,  and  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  from  the  Spanish  De- 
partment— a  total  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  to  April  30,  1910. 

We  close  the  fall  term  with  a  class  of  thirty-two  commercials  and 
fifteen  in  the  English  Department,  who  will  finish  our  course  within 
four  months.  In  each  case  the  class  is  larger  than  any  previous  one. 
We  feel  much  encouraged  that  it  should  be  so  in  this  especial  year. 
We  had  thought  the  great  centenary  celebrations  would  hinder  our 
attendance  during  the  early  fall,  and  had  feared  that  the  revolution 
might  scatter  our  forces  later.  But  no;  the  attendance,  particularly  in 
the  boarding  department,  has  been  less  fluctuating  than  in  other  years, 
and  we  have  never  had  a  year  of  better  discipline  and  more  constancy 
in  study. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  Primaries  of  the  first  four  years  in  English 
and  Spanish  have  worked  and  sung  and  played  in  the  Palmore  this 
year.  Ninety-four  Grammar  School  pupils,  more  settled  in  their  de- 
meanor and  ambitious  in  their  work;  six  dignified  High  School  people, 
who  exerted  a  fine  influence  over  their  associates;  and  one  hundred  and 
five  commercial  students,  with  firm  tread  and  steady  purpose,  have 
formed  the  Palmore  family  of  1910. 

We  have  had  a  good  year  together  here  in  the  college,  and  in  a  mul- 
titude of  ways  we  have  been  made  to  feel  the  confidence,  esteem,  and 
affection  of  the  people  outside;  by  a  multitude  of  signs  we  are  made 
to  know  that  we  are  adopted  into  steadfast  friendship  with  the  citizens 
of  our  city  and  of  our  State. 

You  will  be  glad  to  know  some  special  features  of  the  year's  work. 
I  have  never  heard  more  direct,  inspiring  talks  than  those  given  at 
chapel  service.  The  Graded  Bible  Lessons  have  been  introduced  into 
the  English  school.  The  Christmas  exercises  at  Bethel  were  the  finest 
we  ever  had.  A  mandolin  class  was  organized  this  year;  fifteen  young 
people  belong  to  it.  Miss  Wilson  and  I,  through  Professor  Esquivel's 
advice  and  assistance,  bought  a  block  of  land,  some  twenty  minutes' 
walk  from  the  college.  We  bought  it  to  use  as  a  playground  for  the 
boys.  Through  Miss  Wilson's  kindness  and  thrift,  a  house  has  been 
put  up  on  my  half  of  the  block,  and  I  am  making  quarterly  payments 
on  the  same.  Now  the  boys  have  a  shelter  on  the  baseball  ground  and 
a  center  in  their  outings.  There  was  a  housewarming  when  the  build- 
ing was  finished  and  a  supper,  with  kids  roasted  in  the  big,  old-fashioned 
chimney,  and  merry  games  in  the  moonlight  following  the  feast.  The 
guests  were  members  of  the  faculty,  certain  ex-students,  and  the  board, 
ing  boys  and  girls  of  the  Commercial  School.     It  was  a  beautiful  and 
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happy  occasion.  Two  weeks  ago  the  boys  and  I  roasted  kids  again,  and 
doubtless  we'll  have  many  other  great  times  there. 

Another  memorable  occasion  of  the  year  for  me  was  a  visit  with 
Mrs.  Esquivel  to  the  hospitable  home  of  her  parents,  in  Newport,  Ky. 
I  spent  a  fine,  profitable  six  weeks  there,  and  we  received  innumerable 
kindnesses  that  the  lifelong  friends  of  Mrs.  Esquivel  and  Miss  Wilson, 
warm-hearted  Southern  Methodists,  sincere  Germans  of  the  Northern 
Church,  and  godly  Presbyterians,  provided  for  us.  These  were  six 
weeks  crowded  with  opportunities.  I  would  rather  have  them  in  my 
experience  than  ten  visits  to  world's  expositions  in  as  many  different 
countries. 

Through  the  generous  brotherliness  of  Prof.  James  McGinnis  and 
the  courtesy  of  Miss  Lindsay,  of  Dayton,  Ky.,  detailed  by  her  principal 
to  accompany  me,  I  had  entrance  into  the  excellent  schools  of  Cincin- 
nati, Avondale,  and  Dayton.  Mrs.  Esquivel  took  me  to  Music  Hall  to 
the  graduating  exercises  of  the  Bible  Study  Circle,  where  Excell  led 
the  music,  Marion  Lawrance  delivered  the  address,  and  three  hundred 
and  thirty-four  students  received  diplomas.  It  was  inspiring  to  see  the 
great  hall  crowded  with  people  who  loved  the  Lord  and  his  holy  Word. 

With  Mrs.  Esquivel's  mother  we  visited  the  house  of  Alice  and  Phoebe 
Gary,  now  an  institution  for  the  poorest  among  the  blind;  with  her 
brother  we  found  the  House  of  Refuge,  and  saw  a  most  interesting  work 
for  waifs  and  orphans;  with  her  sister  we  went  through  the  Art  Mu- 
seum, and  marveled  at  the  opportunities  of  the  children  of  Cincinnati; 
with  a  second  brother,  who  is  captain  of  a  fine  river  steamer,  we  sailed 
up  the  Ohio,  past  Fort  Thomas,  standing  guard  on  the  river  banks  up 
among  the  Kentucky  hills. 

In  company  with  Mrs.  David  Davies,  of  the  Highlands,  I  attended 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  th« 
Kentucky  Conference,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  being  among  its  beautiful, 
cultured  Christian  women  and  of  knowing  our  dear  Mrs.  Gaither,  of  the 
Chinese  Mission.  The  hours  I  spent  with  her  and  the  short  visits  I 
made  to  Miss  Holding  and  Miss  Delia,  in  vacation  in  their  own  home 
out  among  the  hills  on  the  banks  of  a  little  stream  in  Rosedale,  Ky., 
are  red-letter  memories  of  that  delightful  vacation. 

Since  I  came  to  Mexico,  twenty  years  ago,  I  have  not  had  such  op- 
portunities as  these  I  have  mentioned,  and  I  have  been  weaving,  as 
far  as  it  has  been  possible  to  me,  the  rich  influences  of  all  the  good 
things  I  saw  and  learned  into  the  web  of  our  daily  work  in  Chihuahua.

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Report  of  Miss  May  Treadwell,  MacDonell  Institute,  Du- 
rango,  Mex. : 

"Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us"  is  the  thought  which  comes  over 
and  over  again  as  we  look  backward  and  realize  that  he  hath  given  us 
strength  for  one  more  year's  work  in  Durango. 

The  past  year  has  not  been  without  its  trials,  but  God's  grace  has 
been  "sufficient"  for  us  in  every  hour  of  need. 

When  the  books  were  turned  over  to  us,  March  31,  1910,  the  liabilities 
of  MacDonell  Institute  exceeded  the  resources  by  more  than  $300 
(pesos). 

In  order  to  improve  the  school  building  so  as  to  do  good  work  during 
the  present  school  year,  it  was  necessary  to  build  some  new  rooms,  and 
also  to  repair  others  and  to  put  waterworks  in  the  boys'  dormitory. 
It  was  also  necessary  to  put  waterworks  into  two  of  the  small  houses  be- 
longing to  our  property  here,  in  order  to  rent  them  to  advantage.  Then 
came  the  necessity  of  fitting  up  our  schoolrooms  with  good  blackboards 
and  with  additional  furniture,  etc.  Those  who  have  had  to  buy  such 
things  here  in  Mexico  know  that  they  are  very  expensive.  For  the  fore- 
going improvement  money. was  appropriated  by  the  Board  at  Clarks- 
ville.  We  also  had  the  extra  expense  of  having  furniture  made  for  our 
business  department,  and  of  paying  for  the  installation  of  new  lights 
in  the  old  school  building,  so  that  it  might  be  used  for  our  English 
night  school.  And  last,  but  not  least,  we  had  to  increase  the  number 
of  teachers  in  order  to  do  more  effective  work,  and  in  several  instances 
the  salaries  of  teachers  had  to  be  increased.  The  increase  of  teachers 
and  the  thorough  grading  of  the  school  naturally  created  a  demand  for 
more  books  and  materials  for  school  use. 

These  new  responsibilities  were  not  assumed  without  supposing  that 
difficulties  would  follow.  We  believed  and  still  believe  that  it  was  wise 
to  make  the  foregoing  improvements,  although  they  have  caused  us  to 
suffer  a  financial  strain  all  the  year. 

Besides  these  extra  improvements,  undertaken  with  the  purpose  of 
putting  our  school  work  on  a  higher  basis,  some  very  unusual  demands 
were  made  on  us  by  the  city  authorities.  The  rnayor  sent  us  a  notice, 
as  he  also  sent  to  many  others,  that  we  would  have  to  repaint  both  the 
old  and  the  new  school  buildings  on  the  outside  before  September  16, 
or  else  the  city  would  do  this  work  at  our  expense,  and  we  should  have 
to  pay  a  fine  besides.  We  also  had  an  official  notice  that  we  were  to 
decorate  our  school  for  the  centenary  celebration. 

We  were  invited  to  the  home  of  a  prominent  lawyer  here  to  meet  the 
representatives  of  several  other  schools,  and  were  asked  to  contribute 
toward  a  float  for  the  centennial  celebration.  To  have  refused  to  contrib- 
ute would  have  signified  that  as  a  school  we  felt  no  interest  in  the  great 
centenary  of  Mexican  independence.  Of  course  we  contributed  for  the 
school.     The  cost  of  all  these  preparations  for  the  centenary  celebra- 
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tion,  together  with  the  cost  of  complying  with  another  order  from  the 
mayor  to  put  galvanized  iron  tubes  around  the  school,  was  more  than 
$160  (gold). 

We  have  written  thus  in  detail  because  we  are  unwilling  for  the 
women  of  the  Council  to  think  that  we  have  carelessly  spent  the  funds 
given  unto  our  hands. 

We  feel  sure  that  the  expenses  of  MacDonell  Institute  in  the  way  of 
taxes  and  repairs  and  furniture  will  be  small  during  the  remainder 
of  the  present  school  year,  and  do  not  doubt  that  by  the  close  of  school 
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we  shall  be  out  of  debt  and  have  in  bank  the  appropriations  sent  for  roof 
and  floor  of  Assembly  Hall. 

Our  school  work,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Norville,  is  highly 
satisfactory.  Miss  Norville  is  also  building  up  rapidly  the  English  night 
school.  Our  commercial  department  promises  to  be  a  success  financially. 
Mr.  Hancock,  who  has  charge  of  the  school  of  shorthand  and  type- 
writing, has  already  secured  a  number  of  young  men  from  the  better 
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class  Of  Mexicans  and  also  several  Mexican  teachers  (young  women) 
as  students  in  these  branches,  in  spite  of  the  edict  of  the  archbishop 
iere  prohibiting  Catholics  from  attending  Protestant  schools. 

We  long  to  see  established  in  connection  with  our  English  schools 
thoroughly  equipped  Spanish  schools  under  the  supervision  of  skilled 
teachers.

BRAZIL. 

"The  people  who  sat  in  darkness  have  seen  a  great  light." 

Our  Church  began  work  in  Brazil  in  1869.  The  Woman's 
Board  opened  work  there  in  1881.  In  1879  there  were  only  six 
Brazilians  in  our  Church ;  in  1910  there  were  5,715  members. 
There  are  1,950  pupils  under  instruction.  Value  of  mission 
property,  |300,950. 

Brazil's  greatest  need  is  the  pure  gospel  of  Christ.  Only  a 
few  years  ago,  in  a  great  city  in  Brazil,  the  Koman  Catholic 
bishop  had  the  Bibles  gathered  up  throughout  the  city  and 
piled  on  the  public  square;  and  there,  within  sound  of  the 
electric  gong  of  the  trolley,  under  those  wires  that  are  the 
symbols  of  American  progress,  the  Word  of  God  was  burned. 
Is  not  this  a  call  to  Protestant  Christianity  that  derives  its 
whole  life  and  inspiration  from  that  same  Book? 

"We  owe  these  people  help  in  their  search  for  intellectual 
light.  We  owe  them  aid  in  their  dire  battle  for  moral  purity. 
We  owe  them  a  response  to  their  brotherly  call  of  need.  We 
owe  them  Christ  and  spiritual  freedom."     (Kobert  E.  Speer.) 

The  Southern  Methodist,  the  Southern  Presbyterian,  the 
Southern  Baptist,  the  American  Episcopal,  and  the  Northern 
Presbyterian  are  the  five  Churches  among  the  fifteen  millions 
of  people  in  Brazil. 

"We  must  face  the  facts  and  realize  that  the  field  is  barely 
touched,  visible  results  are  meager,  opposition  is  subtle  and 
determined,  and  discouragements  are  legion;  but  enough  has 
been  accomplished  to  prove  that  the  power  of  the  living  Christ 
is  sufficient  in  South  America,  as  it  is  in  any  other  country." 
(Harriet  Taylor.) 

Brazil  appeals  strongly  to  us  for  help,  and  the  conditions 
make  us  responsible  for  the  evangelization  of  that  land.  The 
dead  Christ  is  seen  on  all  sides;  the  people  need  a  risen  Sav- 
iour. 

Miss  Layona  Glenn,  the  superintendent  of  our  work  in 
Brazil,  gives  a  glimpse  of  the  difl'erent  stations :

To  the  Woman's  Council  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 
South : 

My  Dear  Sisters:  Most  fortunately  our  Conference  was  a  time  of 
great  spiritual  refreshing,  and  this  made  much  easier  the  adjustment 
of  the  workers,  both  native  and  foreign,  to  the  conditions  and  exigen- 
cies of  the  work.  I  must  say  that  I  have  never  seen  a  more  truly  Chris- 
tian,  brotherly  spirit  demonstrated  anywhere  than  that  manifested  in 
both  our  Conferences  this  year.  The  financial  pressure  has  been  grow- 
ing worse  and  worse  for  several  years,  and  it  seemed  to  have  reacheri 
the  limit  of  endurance.  Of  course  this  was  felt  more  keenly  by  the 
married  workers  who  had  families  dependent  upon  them  than  by  us 
single  folks.  When  one  is  alone  and  knows  that  he  or  she  is  the  only 
one  that  will  have  to  pay  the  penalty,  almost  any  amount  of  sacrifice 
and  suffering  may  be  endured;  but  when  a  sacrifice  involves  depriva- 
tion, not  so  much  on  the  part  of  a  man  himself  as  on  the  part  of  his 
wife  and  children,  it  becomes  quite  a  different  thing;  and  if  he 
be  a  man,  whether  he  be  a  coal  miner  or  a  Methodist  preacher  in 
the  wilds  of  Africa,  something  rises  up  inside  of  him  in  rebellion. 
Something  of  this  spirit  was  sensibly  present  in  the  atmosphere  when 
we  went  up  to  Conference.  It  had  been  a  hard  year,  a  forced  march, 
so  to  speak,  and  every  one  was  tired.  I  doubt  not  that  if  our  spiritual 
eyes  had  been  sufficiently  penetrating  we  might  have  seen  more  than 
one  shadowy  juniper  and  more  than  one  discouraged  prophet. 

God  certainly  guided  us  last  year  in  the  selection  of  a  man  to  preach 
the  opening  sermon,  for  dear  old  Brother  Reis  touched  the  keynote 
of  the  Conference  and  stirred  our  souls  to  their  very  depths,  and  ev- 
ery worker  seemed  to  get  very  close  to  the  Master  and  confidently  to 
say:  "I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  that  strengtheneth  me." 

Bishop  Lambuth  was  wonderful  in  his  handling  of  the  Conference. 
His  marvelous  ability  to  grasp  a  situation  quickly,  his  ready  yet  satis- 
factory decisions,  and  his  firm  yet  courteous  maintenance  of  order 
soon  won  the  confidence  and  cooperation  of  all;  and  his  brotherly 
kindness  and  deep  spirituality  nurtured  and  increased  daily  the  sweet- 
spirited  tone  of  the  Conference. 

The  year  has  been  one  great  strain  on  most  of  our  women,  because 
of  unusual  opportunity  for  advancement  in  the  work,  accompanied 
by  the  financial  stringency  which  has  arrested  all  plans  for  enlarge- 
ment. 

At  Piracicaba  the  missionaries  have  been  hampered  by  lack  of  ac- 
commodation for  pupils.  Longingly  and  prayerfully  have  they  awaited 
the  remittance  promised  for  the  completion  of  the  Martha  Watts  Annex; 
over  Miss  Stradley's  home  furlough  they  have  grown  heartsick,  be- 
cause, although  it  is  overdue,  she  has  not  been  able  to  take  it,  and  her 
health  is  in  a  precarious  condition;  but  she  awaits  the  arrival  of  the 
anticipated  funds.  [Thirteen  thousand  dollars  was  sent  in  March. — 
Mrs.  J.  B.  C]     Mrs.  Brown's  and  Miss  Jennie  Stradley's  furloughs  are 
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also  due;  but  there  is  no  one  to  take  their  places,  and  they  have  re- 
mained on  the  field. 

On  account  of  the  insufficient  room  many  children  have  been  turned 
away. 

In  Ribeirao  Preto  the  conditions  are  identical,  or  even  more  serious, 
and  the  women  are  terribly  hampered  in  the  advancement  of  their 
work  because  of  inadequate  buildings.  What  they  have  done  under  the 
circumstances  is  surprising. 

Miss  Elerding  pleaded  for  some  one  to  go  to  Sao  Paulo  to  be  ini- 
tiated into  the  visitation  work,  so  as  to  take  charge  when  she  goes 
home  the  incoming  year,  and  Miss  Andrew  was  appointed  to  that  place; 
but  owing  to  Miss  Parker's  failure  to  return  Miss  Andrew  was  obliged 
to  remain  at  Ribeirao  Preto  until  reenforcement  should  arrive  there. 
Miss  Elerding  has  done  a  fine  work,  and  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  go 
down. 

Misses  Howell  and  Fenley  have  done  well  at  Bello  Horizonte,  but 
they  are  pleading  for  another  competent  helper.  Their  matriculation 
has  been  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  school,  and  they  feel  that 
they  must  have  help  if  the  school  is  kept  up  to  the  standard. 

The  Mineiro,  at  Juiz  de  Fora,  has  had  the  most  prosperous  year  in 
its  history,  and  is  crowded  to  the  last  limit,  notwithstanding  the  addi- 
tions made  by  Miss  Christine.  The  material  improvement  in  the  build- 
ing has  been  great,  and  has  made  it  possible  for  her  to  accommodate 
a  larger  number  of  pupils,  and  the  number  of  full  pay  pupils  has  been 
greatly  increased. 

In  some  respects  this  has  been  one  of  the  hardest  years  we  have  ever 
had  in  our  work  in  Brazil.  Miss  Watts  had  gone  from  us;  Miss  Shaf- 
fer was  at  home  on  leave  of  absence,  as  were  also  Misses  Pescud  and 
Parker;  Miss  Perkinson,  the  Principal  at  Petropolis,  broke  down  and 
had  to  go  home;  and  this  left  on  the  field  only  three  women,  who  had 
been  here  ten  years.  All  the  others  were  comparatively  new  women, 
with  limited  experience  as  directresses,  and  some  with  small  knowledge 
of  the  language. 

When  in  April  of  1910  it  became  evident  that  Miss  Perkinson  must 
go  home  because  her  throat  trouble  refused  to  yield  to  the  treatment 
which  she  could  take  here  while  at  work,  it  was  a  terrible  blow  to  us. 
We  had  no  one  ready  to  take  her  place.  Her  companion.  Miss  Warne, 
had  been  on  the  field  only  a  few  months,  but  she  bravely  shouldered  the 
burden  and  went  forward  with  what  little  help  I  could  give  her.  She 
had  the  hearty  sympathy  and  loyal  cooperation  of  all  her  teachers;  and 
though  the  language  study  was  interrupted  considerably,  she  succeeded 
in  carrying  on  the  work  until  Miss  Pescud's  return. 

Notwithstanding  the  unprecedented  stress  of  work  and  responsibility 
in  Rio,  Miss  Hickman  generously  consented  to  my  going  to  Miss  Warne's 
relief  and  giving  to  my  work  in  Rio  only  half  of  the  regular  time  each 
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week.  The  year  has  been  a  trying  one  for  Miss  Hickman  and  for  our 
school  in  Rio.  We  were  forced  to  move  from  the  house  which  we  had 
occupied  for  five  years  and  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  pleas  from  the  pa- 
trons for  a  boarding  school,  and  we  had  to  endure  the  failure  to  secure 
the  property  that  we  so  much  needed  and  desired.  In  cramped  quar- 
ters, however,  with  no  recreation  ground  for  the  children,  Miss  Hick- 
man, with  the  help  of  her  faithful  teachers,  has  mastered  the  situation 
and  won  the  love  and  confidence  of  her  patrons.  Her  duties  have  been 
exceedingly  heavy;  but  she  managed  to  accomplish  the  Portuguese  re- 
quired in  our  course  of  study  for  the  first  two  years,  and  passed  on 
her  full  and  satisfactory  examinations  both  theoretically  and  practically. 
The  school  in  Rio  and  its  urgent  need  have  been  so  much  before  you 
this  year  that  I  need  say  nothing  more  on  that  subject,  except  to  state 
that  the  property  under  consideration  has  been  sold  to  another  party, 
and  so  one  more  opportunity  has  passed  beyond  us. 

The  school  at  the  Central  Mission  in  Rio  has  had  its  most  prosperous 
year,  the  matriculation  exceeding  that  of  any  former  year.  It  is  prov- 
ing a  blessing  to  the  poor  people  of  that  section  of  the  city.  Miss  Dye, 
who  marries  in  May,  will  be  greatly  missed  from  the  position  which 
she  has  so  ably  filled. 

The  school  at  the  Botanical  Garden  has  grown  beyond  the  capacity 
of  the  room,  and  is  doing  more  in  the  line  of  self-support  than  any 
other  school  in  our  mission,  for  it  is  paying  not  only  the  running  ex- 
penses but  the  salaries  of  the  three  teachers  working  there. 

At  the  request  of  Bishop  Lambuth,  I  accompanied  him  south  and  vis- 
ited the  mission  work  there,  to  help  plan  for  the  future  of  the  educa- 
tional work  in  the  newly  organized  Conference.  We  decided  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  that  a  first-class  school,  with  a  Normal  Department, 
be  established  at  Porto  Alegre,  and  that  as  occasion  or  opportunity  of- 
fers primary  or  secondary  schools  be  opened  wherever  we  have  regular- 
ly established  mission  work,  these  to  serve  as  feeders  for  the  Porto 
Alegre  school  and  to  draw  their  teachers  from  its  Normal  Department. 
These  schools  are  to  be  locally  supported  as  far  as  possible,  and  not  to 
be  made  large  plants. 

The  school  at  Porto  Alegre  should  be  established  in  its  own  house 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  to  save  it  from  the  fate  of  the  Rdo 
school.  Its  present  quarters  are  unsatisfactory  and  limited  in  the  ex- 
treme, and  it  can  never  be  made  what  it  should  be  in  a  rented  house. 

That  is  a  splendid  section  of  country  down  there,  and  open  to  the 
gospel,  and  our  work  should  be  pushed  vigorously.  There  is  opposition, 
yes,  just  as  there  is  in  this  part  of  the  country;  but,  my  dear  sisters, 
where  has  the  gospel  ever  gone  that  it  did  not  encounter  opposition? 
But  shall  we  recoil  before  it?    God  forbid!     Let  us  go  forward! 

The  new  work  at  the  Institutional  Church  in  Porto  Alegre  is  nicely 
arranged  for,  and  Miss  Wright  is  doing  splendidly.

The  Central  School,  however,  to  put  it  mildly,  is  not  a  plant  to  be 
proud  of.  Miss  Lamb  is  doing  fine  work,  but  is  almost  killing  herself 
because  of  insufficient  equipment  and  inconvenient  and  unhygienic 
quarters.    A  building  is  needed  there  at  once. 

Notwithstanding  the  trials  and  disappointments  of  the  year,  many 
blessings  have  come  to  us.  Among  them  we  count  the  coming  of  our 
new  missionaries.  Miss  Virginia  Howell  and  Miss  Miriam  Steel.  They 
would  have  been  welcomed  at  any  time;  but  coming  just  at  this  time 
of  special  need,  they  were  hailed  with  double  joy.  May  our  Heavenly 
Father  strengthen  them  for  the  work  he  has  in  store  for  them  in  this 
great  land! 

Another  of  our  blessings,  and  not  the  least,  was  the  visit  of  our 
Bishop.  Years  ago  Bishop  Lambuth  visited  our  field  as  Missionary  Sec- 
retary, and  we  learned  to  know  and  value  him  for  his  large-hearted 
sympathy  and  ready  understanding  of  conditions  and  opportunities; 
but  when  he  returned  as  our  Bishop,  he  seemed  to  come  in  a  somewhat 
more  sacred  and  intimate  relation  to  our  work  and  our  workers;  and 
he  won  the  hearts  of  all,  whether  native  brethren  or  missionaries.  His 
former  visit  and  subsequent  constant  correspondence  with  the  workers 
here  made  him,  in  a  peculiar  sense,  master  of  the  situation,  and  enabled 
him  to  get  a  large  view  of  the  field  and  its  needs. 

I  am  afraid  that  this  report  sounds  more  like  a  wail  of  defeat  than 
a  shout  of  triumph;  but  I  felt  that  I  must  put  before  you  the  real  con- 
ditions of  our  field.  You  should  know  the  needs  of  the  mission  to  be 
able  to  supply  them,  and  could  you  go  with  me  to  visit  some  of  the 
schools  you  have  established  in  Brazil  and  see  what  our  women  are 
doing,  and  with  what  meager  means,  you  would  be  obliged  to  say: 
"Verily,  this. is  making  'bricks  without  straw.'  " 

Yet  our  workers  are  hopeful  and  optimistic,  and  they  are  looking 
forward  to  the  time  when  we  can  claim  Brazil  for  Christ.  May  our 
Father  hasten  the  day!

COLLEGIO  FlUMINBNSE. 

Miss  Hickman  tells  of  her  year's  experience: 

It  seems  utterly  impossible  for  me  to  realize  that  a  year  has  passed 

since  I  sent  my  last  year's  report  to  you;   however,  the  calendar  and 

passing  events  tell  me  it  is  true. 

The  first  two  months  of  the  year  were  spent  in  resting,  if  doing  all 

within  one's  power  to  find  an  abiding  place  for  our  school  can  be  called 

rest.    Of  course  in  all  this  I  felt  rather  helpless  because  of  my  inability 

to  speak  the  language. 
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The  first  of  March  arrived,  and  still  no  new  home  had  been  found; 
hence  we  secured  permission  to  open  school  in  the  old  building.  Very 
soon  after  opening,  and  before  we  had  succeeded  in  finding  a  place 
into  which  we  could  move,  we  faced  the  sadness  of  Miss  Perkinson's 
ill  health.  Something  had  to  be  done.  What  could  that  something  be? 
Miss  Warne  had  been  on  the  field  but  a  few  months,  nor  had  I  been 
here  for  a  longer  time.  So  heavily  did  the  responsibility  of  the  Petrop- 
olis  school  rest  upon  Miss  Warne  that  she  felt  she  must  have  Miss 
Glenn's  assistance;  and  in  my  heart  I  deeply  sympathized  with  her, 
for  I  felt  that  I  could  not  do  without  her  guidance  at  Rio.  So  it  was 
arranged  for  Miss  Glenn  to  spend  half  of  each  week  in  Petropolis  help- 
ing Miss  Warne,  and  the  other  half  in  Rio  helping  me.  Only  God  can 
understand  what  I  felt  in  my  heart  when  Miss  Glenn  left  me  for  the 
first  time.  Then  it  was  that  I  realized  that  whether  or  not  I  could,  1 
must  talk  Portuguese.  Happily  for  me,  the  Brazilians  are  very  char- 
itable toward  those  attempting  to  speak  their  language. 

Our  trouble  was  increased  by  the  knowledge  that  we  must  find  a 
building  for  our  school,  for  we  must  vacate  by  July.  In  the  midst  of 
this  there  came  the  joyful  news  of  a  hundred-thousand-dollar  appropri- 
ation for  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Our  joy  knew  no  bounds.  What  matter 
though  the  way  seemed  hard?  What  matter  though  we  had  to  move? 
Within  a  year  or  two  we  hoped  to  have  a  building  which  we  could  call 
God's  own.    Nothing  mattered  now,  since  there  was  light  ahead. 

The  latter  part  of  June  we  succeeded  in  finding  a  building;  and 
though  it  was  inadequate,  we  moved  into  it  the  first  of  July.  Just 
after  we  were  settled  down  Bishop  Lambuth  arrived,  and  then  Miss 
Glenn,  with  those  of  the  Rio  workers  who  could,  went  to  Ribeirao  Preto, 
where  Conference  convened.  Later  Miss  Glenn  went  with  Bishop 
Lambuth  to  visit  the  work  in  South  Brazil. 

Just  before  she  and  Bishop  Lambuth  sailed  for  the  south  he  called 
a  committee  meeting  to  decide  what  was  best  to  do  about  purchasing 
property  for  the  Rio  school.  Though  the  cablegram,  "Don't  purchase," 
had  been  received,  the  committee  voted  unanimously  to  recommend 
that  a  special  piece  of  property  on  the  Botafogo  Bay  be  secured.  This 
place  is,  beyond  a  doubt,  the  most  desirable  in  the  city  for  a  boarding 
school;  and  since  it  was  heavily  mortgaged  and  this  mortgage  was  soon 
to  be  foreclosed,  it  was  the  cheapest  available  place. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  sent  to  the  Council,  urging  imme- 
diate action,  since  delay  meant  the  loss  of  this  opportunity.  Every 
possible  effort  here  was  put  forth.  Anxiously  we  awaited  the  reply  of 
the  Council.  It  was  on  our  hearts  night  and  day,  and,  truly,  we  seemed 
to  be  brought  a  little  nearer  to  God  than  ever  before.  Could  it  be  pos- 
sible that  the  piece  of  property  which  the  Rio  workers  for  the  past 
ten  years  had  so  longed  for  was  at  last  to  be  secured  for  our  Lord's 
service,  and  his  work  here  have  an  opportunity  to  move  forward?  We 
waited,  and  at  last  the  news  came:   "Final  decision;   don't  purchase." 
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Words  can't  express  our  disappointment.  All  that  we  could  do  was 
to  continue  our  work  with  the  best  and  brightest  spirit  possible;  but 
to  see  this  property  sold  to  others  when  it  seemed  such  a  fitting  place 
for  our  Lord's  work  seemed  more  than  we  could  bear.  However,  know- 
ing that  the  Board  had  heavy  responsibilities,  and  realizing  that  what 
can't  be  helped  must  be  borne,  we  lifted  our  hearts  to  him  whom  we 
are  trying  to  serve,  closed  our  minds  to  our  disappointment,  and  con- 
tinued our  work,  believing  that  at  some  not  far  distant  day  the  silver 
bell  will  ring  forth  the  glad  tidings:  "All's  well  for  the  Rio  school!" 
How  long  will  it  be? 

With  regard  to  finances,  I  wish  I  could  report  a  balance  on  hand, 
but  am  grieved  to  face  the  fact  that  a  deficit  must  be  reported. 

I  cannot  close  my  report,  even  though  it  seems  long,  without  men- 
tioning the  joy  that  Miss  Steel's  arrival  afforded  us.  We  are  so  happy 
to  have  her  with  us.  She  has  proved  a  blessing  to  us,  and  I  pray  that 
we  may  be  a  blessing  to  her. 

Miss  Miriam  Steel,  who  went  to  Brazil  last  fall,  gives  the 
impressions  made  upon  her  by  her  new  surroundings: 

It  seems  that  the  report  of  a  new  missionary  can  be  nothing  more 
than  the  impressions  which  are  made  upon  her  when  she  reaches  the 
field  and  enters  upon  the  new  work.  From  the  standpoint  of  work, 
iti  seems  absurd  for  me  to  make  a  report,  for  I  have  done  so  little. 
Most  of  my  time  has  been  spent  in  language  study,  which  is  so 
Interesting  that  I  haven't  felt  very  much  as  if  it  were  work.  I  have 
had  two  English  classes,  and  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  feel  that  I 
could  do  something,  even  though  it  be  so  little.  Fortunately,  it  didn't 
require  a  knowledge  of  the  language  to  play  the  Portuguese  hymns; 
so  I  could  help  at  Cattete  Church  by  playing  for  the  Sunday  services. 
Since  our  first  reports  are  largely  impressions,  I  will  say  that  the 
deepest  impression  made  upon  me  is  the  need  of  a  good  school  in  Rio. 
We  are  hoping  and  believing  and  praying  that  shortly  this  need  will 
be  met,  and  that  our  largest  and  most  representative  work  will  be  in 
the  capital  city  of  this  beautiful  land.  Already  I  love  Brazil  and  those 
of  its  people  with  whom  I  have  come  in  contact,  and  I  feel  that  in 
the  new  work  which  lies  out  before  me  I  can  prove  the  words  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  when  he  said:  "Freely  ye  have  received,  freely 
give."

Miss  Dye,  in  her  work  at  the  Central  Institute,  is  touching 
many  lives  and  drawing  them  to  a  risen  Saviour. 

It  is  with  a  grateful  heart  that  I  come  to  tell  you  of  our  work  at 
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the  Central  Institute  of  the  People.  During  the  year  we  have  witnessed 
a  number  of  changes,  most  of  which  have  been  for  the  advancement 
of  the  worlv. 

In  July  another  building  adjoining  ours  was  rented,  and  I  was  given 
a  lovely  parlor,  a  kitchen,  and  a  dining  room  for  the  girls'  work.  I 
moved  into  the  building  myself. 

In  August  Miss  Richmond  was  sent  to  us;  and  although  she  can 
give  us  only  a  part  of  her  time,  she  has  been  a  great  blessing  and  has 
won  the  hearts  of  the  people. 

We  have  had  thirty-five  girls  matriculated  in  the  different  night 
classes. 

The  interest  in  the  embroidery  class  and  basket  ball  has  not  waned 
in  the  least.    We  have  had  an  average  of  twenty  girls  each  week. 

A  new  and  very  interesting  feature  of  our  work  is  the  domestic 
science  class.  As  the  kitchen  is  small,  and  as  only  one  night  can  be 
given  to  the  work,  the  number  was  limited  to  twelve.  When  the  Bishop 
comes  again,  we  hope  to  be  able  to  prepare  a  very  delicious  and  nutri- 
tious dinner  for  him.  The  girls  are  in  hopes  that  Bishop  Lambuth  will 
return,  that  they  may  in  this  way  show  their  gratitude  for  all  that  he 
did  toward  the  furnishing  of  the  kitchen  and  parlor. 

The  sewing  school  has  made  steady  progress,  some  having  completed 
the  second  books  and  begun  on  the  third. 

The  day  school,  of  which  Miss  Salles  (Brazilian)  is  directress,  has 
outgrown  our  space  and  equipment.  Our  hearts  have  ached  as  we  have 
had  to  turn  children  away  because  we  did  not  have  room  for  them.  I 
have  seen  some  sitting  in  small  chairs,  with  larger  ones  in  front  of  them 
for  desks.  We  are  hoping  that  before  long  you  will  be  able  to  send  us 
a  directress  a,nd  kindergarten  teacher.  Our  school  has  won  the  confi- 
dence and  admiration  of  all  the  people,  and  there  is  no  telling  how 
many  children  we  could  have  under  our  influence  if  we  only  had  the 
room.  Most  of  the  children  are  from  Catholic  homes,  and  many  who 
were  indifferent  to  the  gospel  are  now  taking  a  great  interest  in  the 
Bible  study. 

We  have  seventy  enrolled  in  the  infant  department  of  the  Sunday 
school  and  an  average  attendance  of  fifty.  Few  of  these  are  from 
Christian  homes,  and  we  feel  our  opportunity  and  responsibility.  A 
number  have  missed  only  one  or  two  Sundays  during  the  year.  At  the 
end  of  each  quarter  many  can  repeat  all  the  golden  texts  and  the  lesson 
stories. 

I  have  assisted  the  doctor  in  the  treatment  of  many  patients.  He 
has  been  successful  with  most  of  them,  and  of  course  this  is  a  means 
of  winning  the  people. 

I  realize  more  than  ever  the  greatness  of  our  opportunity,  and  pray 
that  our  Lord,  who  has  sent  us  into  the  vineyard,  will  endue  us  with 
power  and  strength  for  the  work,  and  will  bless  the  women  at  home 
.abundantly  for  all  they  have  done  and  hope  to  do  for  Brazil. 
23 
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Miss  Kichmond  has  helped  Miss  Dye  at  the  Central  Church, 
and  tells  something  of  the  work  done  by  her: 

I  began  the  year  in  the  college  at  Piraclcaba,  where  I  had  been  ever 
since  coming  to  Brazil.  The  school  opened  with  the  brightest  prospects 
in  years;  every  place  was  taken,  and  many  names  were  on  the  waiting 
list.  How  our  hearts  did  yearn  to  take  these  waiting  ones!  and  earnestly 
we  hoped  and  expected  the  money  for  the  erection  of  the  Watts  Annex, 
that  we  might  at  least  take  them  all  the  coming  year. 

I  again  took  charge  of  the  housekeeping,  bookkeeping,  and  had  almost 
full  classroom  work.  I  taught  English,  natural  science,  sewing,  and 
physical  culture,  and,  in  addition  to  this,  kept  up  my  study  of  Portu- 
guese, and  am  glad  to  say  that  I  have  made  some  progress  with  it. 

In  July  Bishop  Lambuth  moved  me  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  live  with 
Miss  Dye  in  the  Central  Mission,  help  her  with  the  work  here,  and  do 
general  visitation  work  under  the  direction  of  our  Secretary,  Miss  Glenn. 
I  came  willingly  to  Rio  to  begin  an  entirely  new  work  with  the  confi- 
dence that  the  appointment  was  God's  will  for  me. 

The  few  months  spent  here  have  been  happy  ones.  While  Miss 
Glenn  was  away  with  the  Bishop  visiting  the  work  In  the  south,  I  gave 
my  full  time  to  the  mission,  helping  Miss  Dye  wherever  I  could.  When 
Miss  Glenn  returned,  she  assigned  me  to  Church,  Sunday  school,  and 
visitation  work  in  what  is  known  as  the  Jardlm  Botanico  Church,  work 
In  the  night  classes  of  the  Central  Mission,  and  visitation  in  the 
Cattete  Church. 

In  the  Jardim  Botanico  Church  I  have  a  Sunday  school  class  of 
women  which  I  have  found  a  great  source  of  pleasure.  This  church 
is  located  in  a  factory  district,  and  most  of  the  women  go  to  work 
at  five  in  the  morning  and  remain  until  five  in  the  evening;  so  I 
find  most  of  my  visiting  has  to  be  done  after  church  on  Sunday.  In 
order  to  reach  the  children,  I  have  visited  the  day  school  once  a  week 
and  taught  in  the  sewing  class.  The  people  are  very  responsive,  and 
have  even  asked  me  to  have  prayers  with  them. 

In  the  Central  Mission  I  assist  in  the  primary  department  of  the 
Sunday  school  and  in  the  night  classes  for  the  young  women,  and  I 
have  a  large  English  class  also. 

I  have  done  no  work  in  the  Cattete  Church,  but  hope  to  take  that 
up  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 

The  year  has  been  satisfactory,  and  I  am  thankful  to  have  been 
allowed  to  do  my  part.  I  pray  the  Father's  richest  blessings  on  the 
women  at  home,  and  on  their  efforts  for  the  development  of  this  work 
in  Brazil. 

Eeport  of  Miss  Gabriella  de  Salles: 

About  three  years  ago  our  school  was  established,  beginning  with  only 
a  few  pupils.     A  few  laborers,  courageous  and  full  of  the  great  love  of 
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the  Saviour,  located  this  work  here,  having  in  view  three  of  the  sub- 
limest  ideals  that  can  occupy  the  human  mind — religion,  country,  and 
family.  In  these  three  great  ideals  are  combined  all  the  interest  of 
the  present  and  future  life. 

To  say  that  the  work  is  done  with  great  pleasure  and  care  would  be 
unnecessary,  for  we  do  it  with  love  and  for  love.  We  work  cautiously, 
with  the  care  that  the  artist  polishes  a  work  of  great  value  that  belongs 
to  a  great  master. 

In  the  school  we  seek  always  to  base  our  teaching  on  the  truths  of 
the  gospel.  We  make  a  point  of  purity  of  character  with  our  pupils,  not 
in  word  only  but  in  conduct.  We  have  witnessed  boys  and  girls  im- 
proving in  their  conduct,  but  unfortunately  many  times  our  counsels 
and  teachings  are  put  aside  and  overpowered  by  the  evil  examples  and 
influences  of  the  streets  and  by  lack  of  care  upon  the  part  of  parents. 

I  have  heard  children  from  the  public  schools  say  that  there  not  the 
least  importance  is  attached  to  the  character  of  the  child.  This  is  one 
of  the  reasons  why  parents  give  preference  to  our  school,  noticing  al- 
ways a  change  for  the  better  in  their  children.  The  children  like  our 
school,  and  this  year  a  number  have  returned  of  their  own  accord.  One 
mother  who  had  taken  her  daughter  out  of  our  school  asked  me  as  a 
favor  to  readmit  the  child,  since  she  had  to  punish  her  every  day  to 
make  her  go  to  another  school,  and  she  was  tired  of  this  process.  This 
shows  clearly  how  much  our  school  is  appreciated  by  the  child.  Others 
have  not  returned  because  their  parents  would  not  let  them.  This  year 
we  could  have  matriculated  many  more  if  we  had  had  more  desks  and 
teachers. 

We  have  made  some  progress  in  teaching  the  children  to  pray.  We 
have  endeavored  to  teach  them  to  pray  for  themselves,  their  little 
friends,  their  families,  and  their  country.  One  day  I  proposed  to  them 
that  we  should  begin  to  pray  for  this  part  of  the  city,  asking  God  that 
he  would  send  his  blessings  upon  it,  and  then  told  them  that  we  would 
pray  together,  but  that  each  one  must  also  pray  at  home.  All  were 
greatly  moved,  and  before  we  closed  the  session  each  day  a  girl  or  boy 
would  lead  the  school  in  prayer.  If  some  could  not  make  a  special 
prayer,  they  would  at  least  repeat  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

The  class  in  English  is  making  good  progress  under  Miss  Dye. 

For  the  year  1909  we  had  a  daily  average  of  54;  for  1910  we  had  a 
daily  average  of  93.  For  1909  there  were  matriculated  105  new  pupils; 
for  1910,  132. 

After  giving  these  figures,  which  are  by  no  means  discouraging,  I  will 
conclude  by  saying  that  our  superintendent,  acting  with  his  accustomed 
interest  for  the  mission,  has  secured  for  us  a  splendid  playground  in 
the  Quinta  de  Boa  Vista  Park.  We  hope  to  have  an  American  director 
and  a  good  supply  of  modern  playground  and  athletic  apparatus. 

If  God  continues  to  hear  our  prayers  and  bless  us  as  he  has  done  up 
to  the  present,  we  may  expect  many  more  victories  in  the  year  that 
we  are  just  beginning.

CoLLEGio  Americano. 

Miss  Pescud,  of  the  Collegio  Americano  de  Petropolis,  gives 
an  interesting  account  of  her  varied  experiences  of  the  year : 

To  put  a  year's  work  into  a  few  words  is  always  a  difficult  task;  and 
how  much  more  so  when  the  year  has  been  so  full  of  such  varied  expe- 
riences! 

When  the  year  began  I  was  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  drawing  inspiration 
and  help  from  that  great  convention.  As  the  months  passed  on  I  traveled 
almost  constantly  in  the  interests  of  our  work,  visiting  over  fifty  points 
and  making  about  two  hundred  talks  of  varying  degrees  of  formality. 
These  visits  were  usually  of  short  duration,  and  included  small  auxilia- 
ries in  the  country,  great  city  churches,  several  district  meetings,  an- 
nual meetings  of  four  of  our  Conference  societies,  a  number  of  colleges, 
our  own  Board  meeting,  the  great  Sunday  School  Convention  at  Wash- 
ington in  May,  and  closing  with  the  Asheville  meeting  of  the  Young 
People's  Movement. 

This  work  served  to  awaken  increased  interest  in  Brazil  due  to  in- 
creased knowledge — interest  which  has  manifested  itself  in  substantial 
ways,  including  many  additions  to  our  membership  and  several  new 
auxiliaries.  Everywhere  I  was  received  with  the  utmost  cordiality  for 
His  sake;  and  I  am  most  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  permit- 
ting me  to  come  into  such  close  relationship  with  so  many  of  his  own 
children. 

On  September  5  I  left  New  York  for  Brazil,  two  of  our  new  mission- 
aries. Misses  Steel  and  Howell,  sailing  with  me.  Our  uneventful  voyage 
terminated  sixteen  days  later  in  the  harbor  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  where 
we  were  met  by  our  friends. 

My  lot  was  cast  again  in  Petropolis,  where  Miss  Warne  had  been 
In  charge  ever  since  Miss  Perkinson's  throat  trouble  had  forced  her  to 
return  home  in  April.  It  was  a  most  trying  experience  for  a  first-year 
missionary  to  be  put  in  charge  of  a  boarding  school  in  a  land  of  strange 
tongue  and  foreign  customs;  but  Miss  Warne  had  acquitted  herself 
most  nobly,  and  I  found  everything  in  much  better  condition  than  I 
had  dared  to  expect.  The  change  of  directors  was  accomplished  with- 
out friction,  and  the  past  three  months  have  been  filled  with  the  routine 
of  school  life.  During  this  time  we  were  favored  by  a  short  visit  from 
Bishop  Lambuth,  who  made  a  careful  investigation  into  the  condition 
and  finances  of  the  school,  pronouncing  them  satisfactory  in  every  way. 
We  have  had  our  usual  average  attendance  during  this  time.     The 
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scholastic  record  has  been  rather  above  the  average;  the  home  life  has 
been  pleasant;  our  teachers  have  been  faithful;  our  finances  have  been 
In  a  fairly  satisfactory  state;  our  friends  have  been  true  to  us;  our 
enemies,  if  such  we  have,  quiescent;  so  that  we  thank  God  for  his  good- 
ness, and  take  courage  to  go  on. 

During  the  year  several  Bible  women  have  been  at  work;  but  for 
lack  of  opportunity,  due  to  heavy  school  work,  I  have  done  but  little 
personally  since  my  return.  Owing  to  various  circumstances,  none 
of  these  helpers  are  at  work  just  now,  and  our  regret  is  the  deeper, 
as  there  is  great  necessity  and  opportunity  for  their  work.  But  we 
hope  to  fill  their  places  at  once,  and,  in  addition,  to  organize  these  and 
some  others  into  a  woman's  Bible  class  meeting  during  the  week. 

Looking  toward  the  future,  we  see  much  to  be  done.  On  the  material 
side  some  repairs  must  be  made  this  year,  including  the  repainting  of 
the  house;  but  we  expect,  by  economical  management,  to  pay  for  these 
things  from  our  expenses,  with  but  little  extra  help  from  the  Board. 
We  have  every  prospect  for  a  fine  matriculation.  Some  of  our  girls  are 
looking  forward  to  Church  membership  very  soon,  and  others  will  do 
so  later.    So  in  regard  to  school  prospects,  everything  is  bright. 

But  on  some  other  sides  we  are  troubled.  Our  Sunday  school,  League, 
and  Church  all  need  much  active  work,  which  we  have  neither  time  nor 
strength  to  give;  and  most  of  our  Brazilian  friends,  young  and  old, 
need  training  which  they  have  no  time  to  take,  even  when  the  customs 
of  the  country  do  not  forbid  some  forms  of  work  which  are  usual  at 
home.  Helpful  literature  is  conspicuous  by  its  absence,  so  that  source 
of  knowledge  and  power  is  virtually  lacking.  We  need  more  work- 
ers, trained  and  armed,  both  home  and  foreign.  Pray  for  us,  that  God 
may  call  many  laborers  unto  this  whitened  harvest,  and  that  we  may 
all  be  found  equal  to  the  duties  laid  upon  us.  Pray,  above  all  things, 
that  Brazil  may  have  her  share  in  the  great  spiritual  awakening  which 
has  blessed  so  many  other  nations. 

Keport  of  Miss  Sarah  E.  Warne: 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  record  the  desired  progress  of  Collegio  Ameri- 
cano de  Petropolis. 

Miss  Perkinson,  on  account  of  ill  health,  left  for  the  United  States  on 
April  3.  The  two  weeks  before  her  departure  were  busy  and  sad 
ones;  for  as  there  was  no  one  in  the  mission  free  to  take  the  place  of 
directress,  there  was  no  alternative  other  than  that  I,  with  Miss  Glenn's 
assistance,  should  try  to  keep  up  the  work  until  help  should  be  pro- 
vided. I  had  to  be  initiated  into  the  work  of  the  school,  even  to  the 
minutest  detail,  for  I  had  been  in  Brazil  only  a  few  months. 

From  April  1  until  the  close  of  the  semester  Miss  Glenn  was  certain- 
ly faithful  to  her  trust,  not  only  giving  two  full  days  of  each  week  to 
Petropolis,  but  being  subject  to  our  call  at  any  time;  and  the  spirit  in 
which  her  services  were  given  was  an  inspiration  to  me. 
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Our  boarding  pupils  this  semester  numbered  twenty-one,  while  the 
total  attendance  was  about  fifty-seven.  Under  the  existing  conditions 
we  could  hardly  expect  to  do  more  than  to  hold  things  together,  yet 
the  terms  closed  with  interest  and  good  attendance. 

It  is  painful  to  recall  how  imperfectly  the  work  of  those  first  two 
months  was  carried  on,  my  duties  being  the  superintending  not  only 
of  the  schoolrooms  but  also  of  house  work,  servants,  etc.,  as  well  as 
teaching  almost  the  entire  day.  This  in  itself  is  a  substantial  argu- 
ment against  extension  of  the  work  before  our  present  stations  are 
better  supplied  with  missionaries. 

Miss  Pescud  was  welcomed  back  to  Petropolis  the  last  of  September, 
and  on  October  1  my  temporary  charge  was  gladly  given  over  to  one 
so  strong  and  capable. 

I  was  granted  a  month's  vacation  during  October,  and  after  my  re- 
turn Miss  Pescud  gave  me  light  school  duties,  in  order  that  I  might 
have  time  for  study. 

I  have  tried  to  do  my  work  conscientiously.  Only  the  Lord  can  judge 
truly  of  the  results.  If  anything  has  been  accomplished,  it  is  due  in 
a  great  measure  to  the  loyalty  of  teachers,  patrons,  and  pupils. 

Mistakes  have  been  made,  but  I  am  confident  that  the  college  has 
not  suffered  from  them  because  of  the  prayers  of  Christian  people  who 
have  been  Interested  and  because  of  the  goodness  of  the  Heavenly 
Father.

COLLEGIO    PiRACICABANO. 

From  Petropolis  we  take  a  trip  in  a  westerly  direction  and 
Boon  reach  Piracicaba,  where  Miss  Watts  organized  our  Brazil 
work  in  1881.  Miss  L.  A.  Stradley  now  has  charge  of  the 
Collegio  Piracicabano.  She  has  associated  with  her  Mrs.  F.  K. 
Brown,  Miss  Jennie  Stradley  (missionary  teacher),  Miss  Es- 
telle  Hood,  and  Miss  Virginia  Howell.  Miss  Stradley  tells  of 
the  work: 

Since  September  of  1898,  except  during  one  year  of  absence,  I  have 
been  in  charge  of  our  work  in  Collegio  Piracicabano,  and  in  all  these 
years  there  has  not  been  one  which  to  me  seemed  fuller  of  blessings 
than  the  year  1910. 

Nothing  startling  has  happened;  and  while  we  have  failed  to  receive 
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some  things  that  we  desired  greatly,  still  the  year  has  been  rich  and' 
full.  There  have  been  no  deaths  among  either  teachers  or  pupils,  and 
the  health  record  is  excellent.  The  attendance  has  been  good.  We  have 
had  all  we  could  accommodate  in  the  boarding  department,  and  the  day 
pupil  department  has  been  full.  Many  poor  children  have  been  received 
gratis,  especially  children  of  our  Church.  The  thing,  however,  that  has 
given  us  most  joy  is  the  development  of  character  in  our  girls,  and 
with  Paul  we  rejoice  in  saying:  "Ye  are  my  epistles,  known  and  read 
of  all  men." 

We  are  striving  to  make  our  course  of  study  more  thorough  and  a 
little  more  extensive,  bringing  it  up  to  the  requirements  of  a  training 
school  for  the  Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  so  as  to  form  a  har- 
monious part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South. 
This  year  one  of  our  pupils  succeeded  in  gaining  entrance  into  the 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College,  and  her  quarterly  report  just  re- 
ceived shows  a  satisfactory  standing. 

Owing  to  this  effort  to  perfect  our  course,  we  had  no  graduates  in  the 
literary  department.  The  four  young  women  who  expected  to  finish 
this  year  will  continue  to  study  and  teach  still  another  year.  In  the- 
department  of  music  one  young  lady,  who  received  a  certificate,  will 
form  a  part  of  our  faculty. 

Our  matriculation  for  the  year  is  128;  and  as  our  daily  attendance 
averages  116,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  there  was  little  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  pupils  during  the  term. 

Though  we  can  never  say  that  the  spiritual  condition  of  our  girls  is 
satisfactory  until  every  one  of  them  by  her  life  and  profession  gives 
evidence  of  being  a  true  Christian,  still  we  can  say  that  it  is  encour- 
aging. The  spiritual  atmosphere  has  been  good.  Seteral  of  our  girls 
have  made  profession  of  their  faith,  and  several  who  came  to  us  strong- 
ly fortified  against  our  religion  went  to  their  homes  friendly  to  it,  and^ 
exerted  a  good  influence  over  their  families. 

Since  this  report  must  be  closed  a  few  days  before  the  end  of  the- 
year,  there  are  a  few  accounts  to  settle  and  also  a  few  amounts  to  re- 
ceive; but  the  balance  is  almost  completed,  and  shows  that  our  income 
for  the  year  is  just  equal  to  the  running  expenses  and  repairs  and  im- 
provements. The  entire  income  is  about  eleven  thousand  dollars.  The 
amount  expended  for  repairs  up  to  date  is  six  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  coming  year  we  shall  be  obliged  to  ask  the  Board  for  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  for  repairs,  since  the  wooden  porch  which  forms  the- 
front  of  our  building  is  no  longer  either  safe  or  creditable.  It  must  be 
substituted  by  one  more  in  keeping  with  the  climatic  conditions. 

We  were  greatly  disappointed  when  we  learned  that  Bishop  Lambutb 
could  not  visit  Piracicaba  and  study  our  conditions  on  the  field;  but 
we  are  hoping  that  he  may  soon  be  with  us  again  after  having  by  his- 
presence  in  the  United  States  kindled  a  warm  interest  in  our  work. 
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We  are  sorely  disappointed  also  at  not  being  able  to  tell  you  that  the 
Martha  Watts  Annex  is  nearing  completion;  but  the  fault  is  not  ours. 
We  thank  God  that  he  has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  the  noble  women  of 
the  South  Georgia  Conference  to  erect  this  monument  to  the  memory 
of  one  of  the  noblest  of  your  missionaries,  and  thus  carry  forward  the 
great  movement  begun  by  her  with  so  much  love  and  sacrifice. 

At  Annual  Conference  some  changes  were  made  in  our  corps  of  work- 
ers, Miss  Richmond  being  sent  to  Rio  to  help  Miss  Dye,  and  Misses 
Hood  and  Virginia  Howell  being  placed  in  Piracicaba.  Miss  Howell 
will  not  reach  us  until  the  beginning  of  the  new  year.  Though  we  miss 
Miss  Richmond  and  her  loving  dedication  to  the  work,  results  seem 
to  indicate  that  the  changes  were  overruled  by  Providence. 

Mrs.  Brown  and  my  sister  received  their  traveling  expenses,  and  were 
expected  to  go  home  last  August;  but  on  account  of  the  conditions  of 
the  work  they  are  still  with  us.  They  expect  to  leave  for  home  in  the 
early  spring. 

The  prospects  for  the  coming  year  seem  to  me  quite  good,  although 
the  Catholic  bishop  has  for  months  been  directing  against  us  all  the 
forces  he  could  muster.  Our  boarding  pupils,  almost  without  exception, 
are  expected  to  return,  and  many  others  are  sending  for  information. 

Sometimes  the  battle  seems  hard;  but  we  know  that  God  is  on  the 
side  of  truth,  and  we  believe  that  side  is  ours.  If  we  are  wrong  or  in 
the  wrong  place,  let  us  fail;  but  if  God  be  for  us,  who  need  tremble? 

Annual  report  of  Mrs.  Fannie  K.  Brown,  which  gives  a  clear 
insight  into  the  work  of  the  school : 

The  year  1910  has  been  a  memorable  one  in  the  history  of  missions. 
The  World's  Missionary  Conference,  universal  in  its  influence,  has  es- 
tablished the  work  of  missions  on  a  broader  and  firmer  basis  than  ever, 
and  will  continue  to  broaden  and  deepen  as  the  years  go  by.  The  polit- 
ical world  also  has  been  in  a  state  of  agitation  and  unrest.  Revolts 
and  revolutions  have  brought  to  light  certain  conditions,  in  Catholic 
countries  especially,  which  make  one  shudder  to  think  of,  and  show 
to  us  clearly  the  great  need  of  evangelical  work  in  Brazil.  Naturally 
the  Catholics  have  been  greatly  wrought  up  and  aroused  to  greater  ac- 
tivity than  ever;  but,  nevertheless,  the  eyes  of  the  world  have  been 
opened  and  enabled  to  see  some  things  in  their  true  light.  Surely  lovers 
of  humanity  will  not  delay  putting  forth  their  energies  as  well  as 
their  means  in  combating  this  great  evil.  It  may  take  time,  but  eventu- 
ally truth,  righteousness,  and  justice  will  prevail.  This  is  the  thought 
that  encourages  us  in  times  of  trials  and  difficulties.  We  have  been 
told  by  our  Master  that  "in  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribulations;  but  be 
of  good  cheer;  I  have  overcome  the  world." 

During  the  past  year  Piracicaba  has  had  three  visits  from  the  Cath- 
olic bishop,  and  each  time  great  preparations  were  made  in  his  honor. 
He  seems  to  feel  that  Piracicaba  needs  his  especial  care  and  vigilance,. 
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and  he  is  looking  well  after  his  flock.  No  stone  is  left  unturned  that 
can  be  used  in  building  up  their  Church.  All  these  years  our  kinder- 
garten has  been  drawing  the  little  ones  of  the  city,  who  frequently  stay 
with  us  for  a  while  at  least.  The  Catholics  recognize  the  danger  from 
their  standpoint,  and  are  making  strenuous  efforts  all  the  while  to  take 
them  from  us.  They  also  recognize  that  we  give  them  better  educa- 
tional advantages  than  they,  and  the  bishop  tells  them  that  they 
must  have  better  schools  in  order  to  compete  with  us.  Even  if  their 
motives  are  not  the  best,  and  we  are  not  accomplishing  what  we  would 
like,  are  our  efforts  in  vain  if  we  succeed  in  raising  their  educational 
standard?  I  see  from  our  daily  papers  that  they  mean  to  open  a 
kindergarten  in  February,  the  same  time  as  our  opening. 

Besides  my  school  work  (teaching  and  directing  the  music  depart- 
ment), I  have  done  as  much  visiting  among  the  people  as  my  time  and 
strength  would  permit.  I  attend  regularly  our  cottage  prayer  meet- 
ings under  the  League,  and  also  help  in  any  other  way  I  can  in  the 
work  of  the  League.  I  enjoy  greatly  my  work  among  the  women  of 
our  Church  in  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  of  which  I  am  President. 

My  work  in  the  Sunday  school  and  church  as  teacher,  organist,  and 
director  of  the  music  for  four  services  on  Sunday  does  not  give  me 
much  rest  on  that  day.  Even  if  it  were  a  change  of  work,  it  would  be 
more  restful.  However,  I  enjoy  it,  and  am  glad  that  I  can  make  my 
"one  talent"  useful.  The  first  three  or  four  weeks  of  my  holidays  are 
given  up  almost  entirely  to  planning  and  preparation  for  our  Christmas 
celebration,  which  we  try  to  vary  from  one  year  to  another;  but  what- 
ever it  is,  we  must  have  plenty  of  bright  and  pretty  music,  which  draws 
the  people  and  interests  them  in  the  gospel.  It  is  quite  a  problem  lo 
arrange  suitable  music,  for,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  Christmas 
hymns  in  our  hymnal,  we  can  find  here  absolutely  nothing  appropriate; 
we  have  to  translate  and  adapt  as  best  we  can.  Miss  Jennie  Stradley 
has  been  very  helpful  to  me  in  translating  while  I  arrange  and  teach 
the  music. 

We  feel  grateful  to  Bishop  Lambuth  for  sending  us  a  good  pastor. 
He  is  one  of  our  native  ministers,  converted  from  Catholicism,  and 
knows  and  understands  the  needs  of  this  people.  He  is  very  earnest, 
consecrated,  and  spiritual.  I  feel  that  our  Church  is  growing  in  spiritu- 
ality. He  attends  regularly  once  or  twice  a  month  the  opening  of  our 
school,  and  always  gives  a  good  talk  to  the  children,  who  seem  to  enjoy 
it  very  much,  even  our  strong  little  Catholic  children. 

Miss  Hood  presents  to  us  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the 
school  building,  and  the  great  need  for  the  completion  of  the 
Martha  Watts  Annex. 

Throughout  the  past  year  the  promise  found  in  Joshua  i.  9  has  been 
the  staff  on  which  I  have  leaned.     I  taught  it  to  the  children,  and  it 
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was  a  joy  to  hear  them  repeat  it.  I  hope  they  will  learn  to  lean  on 
Him  who  made  the  promise. 

The  first  months  of  this  year  were  spent  in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  direct- 
ing the  work  at  the  Jardim  Botanico  School.  The  other  months  have 
been  spent  at  Collegio  Piracicabano,  in  Piracicaba. 

Miss  Stradley  gave  me  a  loving  welcome,  and  was  most  helpful  and 
kind  during  the  days  of  my  adjustment  to  my  new  surroundings. 

The  thing  that  most  impressed  me  on  reaching  our  school  at  Piraci- 
caba was  the  great  need  for  repairing  the  present  building,  both  outside 
and  inside.  The  second  impression  was  the  equally  great  need  of  more 
room  for  classes  and  for  dormitories.  This  impression  was  deepened 
when  my  bedroom  had  to  be  used  for  a  music  room  and  a  practice  room 
at  all  hours  from  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  8:30  in  the 
evening.  Passageways  have  to  be  used  regularly  for  recitation  rooms, 
and  they  are  dark  and  unattractive. 

This  third  impression  was  the  great  opportunity  for  soul-saving  and 
character-building,  for  among  the  128  pupils  there  are  many  capable 
and  comparatively  strong  characters.  Think  of  the  opportunities  pre- 
sented to  us  and  the  responsibilities  that  are  resting  upon  us  in  our 
daily  association  with  the  forty  girls  who  are  boarders  in  the  school. 

Outside  of  my  daily  routine,  which  begins  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing and  ends  at  8:30  p.m.,  I  have  a  Saturday  sewing  class,  and  the 
Junior  League  (Christ's  Jewels)  on  Sunday  afternoons.  I  love  this 
juvenile  society.  It  has  been  the  means  of  attracting  and  awakening 
the  Interest  of  a  number  of  children  who  before  would  not  sing  a  hymn 
or  repeat  a  Bible  verse.  Six  of  the  girls  from  our  boarding  department 
asked  recently  to  be  admitted  as  members  of  the  Church. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  signs  of  spiritual  awakening,  for  progress 
along  educational  lines;  and  I  believe  that  the  best  is  yet  to  come.

Collegio  Mineiro. 
From  Piracicaba  we  travel  slightly  northeast,  and  reach  Juiz 
de  Fora,  where  we  find  Misses  Christine,  Pyles,  and  Virginia 
Howell  welcoming  Miss  Schaffer  on  her  return  from  the  home- 
land. The  work  done  in  this  school  shows  the  management  of 
those  at  the  head. 

Miss  Christine: 

This  year  has  been  a  good  one  in  many  respects,  though  not  with- 
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out  its  own  peculiar  difficulties.  However,  I  am  resolved  not  to  delineate- 
the  trials  of  the  year  in  writing  this  report,  for  the  very  reason  that 
now  as  the  year  draws  to  a  close  the  difficulties  disappear,  while  the 
blessings  stand  out  in  full  relief.  So  I  would  forget  the  former,  while 
for  the  latter  I  would  render  thanks  to  the  Giver  of  all  good  gifts. 
Chief:  among  the  blessings  of  the  year  I  would  mention  the  faithful- 
ness of  the  teachers  during  Miss  Shaffer's  absence,  the  ample  income 
that  enabled  us  to  carry  on  the  work,  and  to  meet  in  part  our  many 
obligations;  the  large  number  of  pupils  that  filled  our  schoolrooms,  the 
very  fine  health  record  of  the  year,  the  peace  that  reigned  in  our  col- 
lege home,  and,  above  all,  the  love  and  protection  of  the  Heavenly 
Father. 

Our  school  opened  on  March  1  with  ninety-four  pupils,  and  closed  on' 
December  15  with  a  matriculation  of  155.  Twenty-five  of  this  number 
were  boarders,  and  twenty-four  studied  music.  Many  of  our  new  pupils 
came  from  entirely  new  circles  and  from  a  very  desirable  class  of 
society.  Owing  to  the  large  number  in  attendance  and  to  other  con- 
ditions, it  became  necessary  to  engage  another  teacher;  so,  although' 
the  income  of  the  school  increased  perceptibly,  the  expenses  were  aug-, 
mented  in  like  proportion. 

One  interesting  feature  of  the  year  was  a  literary  society,  which  was 
organized  in  June."  The  members  did  serious,  independent  work,  and' 
were  very  much  pleased  to  have  an  organization  of  their  very  own.  At 
the  close  of  the  school  year  this  society  had  a  contest  for  the  best 
original  story;  and  though  only  one  could  win  the  gold  medal,  they 
all  acquitted  themselves  creditably. 

Contrary  to  custom,  we  closed  school  without  a  festa  final.  The- 
principal  reason  of  this  omission  was  the  want  of  a  suitable  hall  or 
room  in  which  to  render  the  program  and  to  accommodate  the  ever- 
increasing  number  of  friends  and  patrons  who  expect  invitations  to 
this  annual  function;  so  to  compensate  in  part  for  this  lack,  we  had' 
"field  day  exercises"  in  our  beautifuf  chocara  (grove)  back  of  the  col- 
lege building.  This  was  something  entirely  new,  and  a  large  crowd 
was  in  attendance.  After  the  races,  in  which  the  winners  were  award- 
ed suitable,  if  inexpensive,  prizes,  the  program  closed  with  a  match 
game  of  basket  ball.  Happily,  outdoor  sports  are  more  popular  in. 
Brazil  than  they  were  formerly. 

If  the  past  year  was  good  (and  as  we  look  back  we  can  pronounce  it 
very  good),  the  new  year  gives  prophecy  of  being  yet  better.  We  have- 
every  promise  of  a  very  full  boarding  department.  One  of  our  new 
girls,  who  comes  from  the  extreme  southern  part  of  this  State,  expects 
to  return,  with  four  of  her  companions;  two  girls  are  expected  from  the- 
northern  State  of  CearS,,  four  from  the  interior  of  this  State,  while 
all  who  were  here  last  year  are  planning  to  return.  Now  what  I  plead 
for  is  a  third  missionary  for  the  Mineiro.     Give  Miss  Shaffer  another- 
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-missionary  and  a  domestic  science  teacher.  There  is  not  a  school  in 
Brazil  that  has  a  brighter  future  than  the  Mineiro.  "Why  not  prepare 
it  to  meet  the  future?  Bishop  Lambuth  appointed  me  to  the  school  in 
Porto  Alegre,  and  it  is  very  probable  that  I  shall  soon  be  crying  "Help!" 
for  the  school  there;  but  I  shall  never  forget  my  first  love,  the  Mineiro, 
and  my  joy  would  be  its  greatest  success. 

We  are  very  glad  to  have  had  Miss  Virginia  Howell  with  us  this 
last  quarter.  It  seems  that  she  was  prepared  for  the  Mineiro  and  the 
Mineiro  for  her;  so  it  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  give  her  up  to 
another  school. 

Miss  Shaffer's  coming  is  the  crowning  blessing  of  the  year.  Patrons 
and  friends  of  the  school  have  been  extremely  kind  during  her  absence; 
nevertheless,  she  has  been  greatly  missed,  and  a  very  warm  welcome 
awaits  her  on  her  arrival  in  Juiz  de  Fora,  where  she  is  expected  after 
:the  annual  meeting. 

We  listen  with  pleasure  to  Miss  Virginia  Howell's  portrayal 
of  her  first  months  in  Brazil : 

Day  by  day  incidents  occur  and  impressions  are  forced  home  which 
make  me  realize  that  I  am  a  missionary  in  a  foreign  land,  and  to-day 
■  comes  another  as  I  make  my  first  annual  report. 

The  year  has  passed  rapidly.  It  has  been  a  varied  one  with  me,  a 
-year  of  change,  of  readjustment.  Opening  with  the  wonderful  Student 
Volunteer  Convention  at  Rochester,  it  has  constantly  widened  and  deep- 
ened, bringing  more  of  all  life  into  my  own. 

I  arrived  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  on  September  20,  and  after  a  few  days' 
necessary  delay  there,  came  on  to  Juiz  de  Fora.  Three  months  here 
have  made  me  love  the  people,  to  feel  that  this  is  home,  as  I  did  not 
at  first  believe  I  could  ever  do.  Miss  Christine  and  Miss  Pyles  wel- 
comed me  most  cordially  to  the  Mineiro,  and  from  the  first  I  felt  that 
I  had  a  place  in  our  home. 

The  greater  part  of  my  time  has  been  devoted  to  language  study. 
Portuguese  I  find  exteremely  fascinating,  much  more  so  than  I  had 
anticipated,  and  I  grow  more  and  more  interested  day  by  day. 

My  work  has  amounted  to  so  little  that  it  seems  almost  ridiculous 
to  attempt  to  report  it.  I  have  had  one  class  in  English  Bible,  several 
in  English,  and  in  the  Sunday  school  I  have  had  a  class  of  English- 
speaking  girls.  All  of  these  have  been  sources  of  great  pleasure  to  me; 
but  the  work  I  think  I  have  most  enjoyed  has  been  my  physical  culture 
class.  Never  at  home  had  I  had  a  class  which  seemed  to  enter  so  hearti- 
ly into  the  work  as  did  the  Mineiro  girls.  While  many  of  them  did 
not  understand  English,  they  followed  me  in  the  exercises  beautifully. 
The  girls  are  lovable,  affectionate,  and  responsive,  and  I  am  glad  to 
have  lived  among  them. 

Bishop  Lambuth  has  appointed  me  to  Piracicaba;   so  at  the  besin- 
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ning  of  the  year  I  shall  go  to  the  Piracicabano  to  help  there  as  best 
I  may.  Of  course  there  is  sorrow  in  my  heart  at  leaving  my  first 
home  in  Brazil;  but  with  joy  I  enter  another  part  of  this  beautiful 
country  and  cast  my  lot  with  those  already  there. 

Miss  Pyles  tells  pleasantly  of  her  work  in  the  school,  Sun- 
day school,  and  League : 

The  school  has  been  quite  full,  even  to  the  large  new  schoolroom 
built  during  the  holidays. 

Miss  Howell  has  endeared  herself  to  us,  and  has  become  so  useful 
that  we  do  not  see  how  we  can  manage  without  her  during  the  coming 
year. 

With  few  exceptions,  we  have  had  promising  boarders.  The  larger 
girls  were  nearly  all  Christians,  and  in  my  Sunday  school  class  there 
was  one  only  who,  though  attentive  and  ready  to  learn,  shut  out  the 
truth  from  her  heart.  There  was  another  boarder  whose  father  upon 
her  return  this  year  showed  much  displeasure  at  her  Interest  in  our 
faith,  and  threatened  to  remove  her  from  the  school.  She  has  finally 
brought  her  people  to  the  decision  that  it  is  better  to  be  a  Protestant 
than  to  be  without  faith.  Some  of  the  smaller  girls  have  also  mani- 
fested some  interest  in  our  religion.  A  few  of  these  study  with  much 
zeal  the  Sunday  school  lesson  in  the  Quarterly,  although  it  is  rather 
diflBcult  for  them. 

As  President  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  I  have  entered  a  hard  field, 
not  only  because  of  my  inexperience  in  this  line  of  work  but  because 
of  the  lack  of  interest  among  the  women  of  our  Church.  A  few  stand 
by  me  and  work  hard,  and  we  are  planning  voluntary  offerings  to 
arouse  interest  and  activity. 

The  League  has  been  at  work  during  the  year,  and  a  number  of 
young  people  have  joined.  The  different  departments  have  been  active. 
The  Literary  Department  had  two  socials,  consisting  of  speeches,  Bible 
quizzes,  and  games;  the  Charity  Department  has  done  good  work  in 
the  prison;  and  the  Devotional  and  Missionary  Departments  have  had 
their  meetings  regularly.  As  President  of  the  last  named  I  look  for- 
ward to  organizing  mission  study  classes.  Africa  is  now  the  chief 
point  of  interest  to  us,  and  we  want  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  that 
field.  We  are  also  endeavoring  to  interest  the  people  of  our  Church 
through  the  special  services  on  missions  in  Africa.

Isabella  Hendrix  School. 
Still  farther  north  we  go  to  visit  the  Isabella  Hendrix  at 
Bello  Horizonte,  where  we  meet  Misses  Blanche  Howell  and 
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Fenley.  Miss  Howell  presents  strongly  some  of  the  needs  of 
the  school : 

Reviewing  the  events  of  the  year,  we  find  much  for  which  to  praise 
Him  in  whom  we  have  confided  and  from  whom  we  have  received  the 
required  wisdom  and  strength. 

Including  two  English  pupils,  one  hundred  and  forty-six  were  matric- 
ulated during  the  year,  eighteen  of  whom  were  boarders.  With  the 
material  and  money  at  our  disposal,  we  have  done  the  best  we  could 
for  the  advancement  of  the  college.  It  is  imperative  that  we  have 
another  missionary  sent  here,  one  who  is  prepared  to  teach.  We  also 
need  a  matron;  in  fact,  I  hardly  know  how  we  can  enter  the  new  year 
without  one. 

This  year  we  introduced  domestic  science,  having  two  cooking  classes 
weekly  for  the  boarders.    A  good  matron  could  help  in  this  department. 

For  the  first  time  the  college  had  a  public  exhibition  of  work  at  the 
close  of  the  year,  which  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  parents  and 
friends  of  the  college.  It  included  drawings,  sewing,  domestic  science, 
and  written  work  of  all  departments. 

We  have  been  well  pleased  with  the  effort  made  by  our  students  to 
do  good  work.  We  have  an  honor  roll  for  those  who  receive  an  average 
of  90  to  100  in  studies  and  who  are  perfect  in  deportment.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  these  names  were  published  in  the  daily  papers  without  any 
cost  to  the  college. 

The  closing  festa  was  given  in  the  municipal  theater,  and  was  a 
success.  The  daily  papers  gave  good  accounts  both  of  the  closing  exer- 
cises and  exhibition. 

There  has  been  very  little  opposition  to  Bible  study  this  year.  It  is 
encouraging  to  find  the  children  wishing  to  possess  their  own  Bibles 
and  hymn  books.  Large  portions  of  the  Scriptures  have  been  memo- 
rized, and  the  papers  presented  by  the  advanced  classes  demonstrated 
careful  study. 

The  children  of  the  college  have  taken  an  active  part  in  the  Sunday 
school  work,  and  the  attendance  has  been  fine. 

Our  teachers  who  live  in  the  college  have  also  taken  work  both  in 
the  Sunday  school  and  church.  The  Catholic  girls  are  interested  in 
the  gospel,  and  during  the  silent  hour  on  Sunday  afternoons  I  find 
some  of  them  preferring  to  read  their  Bibles  to  other  literature. 

I  have  charge  of  the  primary  department  in  the  Sunday  school,  with 
an  attendance  of  about  forty;  and  as  Superintendent  of  the  Junior 
League  I  have  been  greatly  interested  in  the  work  for  children.  At  a 
recent  social  gathering  of  the  Junior  League  seventy-nine  children  were 
present. 

We  lose  many  opportunities  of  winning  people  for  the  gospel  be- 
cause of  lack  of  time  to  visit  the  homes,  where  we  would  be  gladly  re- 
ceived. 
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Bello  Horizonte  is  growing  very  rapidly.  Two  hundred  houses  have 
been  built  this  year,  and  are  already  occupied;  and  the  mayor  has  the 
plans  of  sixty  more  waiting  for  approval.  Many  improvements  are 
being  made  in  the  city.  It  is  claimed  that  the  population  is  at  present 
thirty  thousand.

COLLEGIO   MeTHODISTA. 

Northeast  of  Bello  Horizonte  we  find  Eibeirao  Preto,  where 
Misses  Andrew  and  Johnston  are  doing  noble  work  under 
•many  difficulties.    Eead  Miss  Andrew's  report: 

Our  school  opened  on  February  2,  1910,  with  a  matriculation  far 
beyond  our  expectations,  most  of  the  old  pupils  returning  and  many 
new  ones  coming  in.  Our  primary  room  was  crowded  during  the  entire 
year,  there  being  never  less  than  forty  children  in  attendance. 

During  the  year  we  have  made  definite  gains  in  the  financial  situ- 
ation, in  the  character  of  the  student  body,  and  in  the  religious  condi- 
tion of  the  school. 

The  progress  of  educational  work  throughout  the  State  of  Sao  Paulo 
makes  it  necessary  that  we  look  carefully  to  the  quality  of  the  work 
that  we  are  doing,  lest  we  fail  to  measure  up  to  the  demands;  but  this 
requires  better  equipment  and  money  to  employ  the  best  of  teachers. 

Our  plea  for  a  building  could  not  be  granted.  Our  need  is  greater 
to-day.  I  am  sure  that  you  who  read  "Kim  Su  Bang"  had  your  hearts 
saddened  when  the  foreign  ladies  refused  to  accept  little  Toksunie  be- 
cause there  was  no  room  for  her.  Next  year  we  shall  have  to  refuse 
some  because  of  lack  of  room.  This  is  serious  when  we  remember  that 
in  our  schools  the  children  are  taught  truths  and  principles  that  change 
their  lives;  many  of  them  afterwards  do  active  Christian  work  or  es- 
tablish Christian  homes.  One  of  our  girls  is  expecting,  as  soon  as  she 
finishes  our  course,  to  open  a  little  Christian  school  in  her  home  town. 

Ribeirao  Preto  had  the  pleasure  and  privilege  of  entertaining  our 
Annual  Conference.  Bishop  Lambuth  made  many  warm  and  lasting 
friends  among  the  Ribeirao  Preto  people.  All  are  trusting  that  he  may 
return  next  year. 

I  was  appointed  to  do  evangelistic  work  in  Sao  Paulo;  but  owing  to 
Miss  Parker's  detention  at  home,  I  remained  in  Collegio  Methodista. 
The  work  here  has  grown  very  precious  and  dear  to  me;  yet  the  re- 
sponsibility since  Conference  has  been  unusually  great  because  of  the 
sickness  which  we  had  among  both  pupils  and  teachers.  Several  times 
substitutes  for  absent  teachers  had  to  be  arranged  for,  and  this  always 
'hinders  the  work. 
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Most  of  our  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  satisfactory. 
The  Bible  examinations  revealed  a  knowledge  of  the  truth,  and  we 
trust  that  the  seed  thus  sown  may  bear  abundant  fruit.  The  study  of 
the  Bible  holds  such  a  place  in  our  teaching  that  its  importance  can- 
not be  mistaken  by  the  student. 

Our  closing  festa  was  considered  quite  a  success.  Notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  Principal  of  Collegio  Progresso  (a  Catholic  school  for 
girls)  had  her  closing  entertainment  on  the  same  evening,  the  large 
municipal  theater  in  which  ours  was  held  was  crowded  with  an  appre- 
ciative audience,  representing  the  best  families  of  the  city. 

The  year  has  been  a  blessed  one,  yet  we  have  had  our  share  of  trials 
and  difficulties;  but  we  are  trusting  that  these  in  a  spiritual  sense 
may  pass  into  our  character  and  strengthen  us,  thus  preparing  us  and 
the  world  for  some  great  blessing.  We  know  that  every  burden  that 
falls  upon  us  is  "weighed  and  balanced  in  our  Father's  hand  ere  it 
touches  us." 

Miss  Johnston  tells  of  the  triumph  over  difficulties: 

The  past  year  has  been  a  good  year  in  many  respects,  and  we  can  say: 
"The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad." 

In  the  work  in  Ribeirao  Preto  during  the  year  there  have  been 
things  which,  looked  at  from  a  human  standpoint,  had  the  tendency 
to  discourage.  Looking  back  and  realizing  that  "the  Lord  hath  been 
our  help,"  with  shame  we  confess  that  in  doubting  we  limited  the 
power  of  our  God.  There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  sickness  among 
teachers  and  pupils  in  the  home,  which  causes  some  irregularity  in 
running  the  schedule,  but  we  are  glad  to  report  that  there  was  no 
serious  illness.  One  of  the  teachers  passed  through  the  deep  sorrow  of 
losing  her  mother. 

Among  the  privileges  and  blessings  enjoyed  during  the  year  was 
the  Annual  Conference  which  was  held  in  our  city.  Only  those  who 
work  in  the  interior  can  realize  what  such  a  gathering  means  to  these 
districts.  Bishop  Lambuth  and  Dr.  McMurry  won  the  hearts  of  the 
people,  and  soon  inspired  them  with  their  own  zeal  and  enthusiasm;  so 
that  this  Conference  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best  ever  held. 

Work  among  our  own  girls  has  been  encouraging.  None  as  yet 
have  united  with  the  Church,  but  several  have  declared  themselves 
Protestant  in  faith,  and  have  said  that  they  mean  to  make  a  public 
profession.  Some  may  not  meet  with  opposition  from  their  parents, 
t)ut  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  is  probable  that  they  will.

In  August  my  faithful  Bible  woman,  D.  Joaquina  de  Oliveira,  left  for 
her  heavenly  home.  We  miss  her  much.  Although  she  is  no  longer 
with  us,  it  seems  as  if  the  Lord  is  answering  her  prayers  in  behalf 
of  the  little  Sunday  school  begun  in  her  home  about  two  years  ago,  and 
in  which  she  was  so  deeply  interested.  Her  husband  still  lets  us  use 
his  home  for  the  school;  and  from  our  small,  fluctuating  attendance  we 
have  settled  down  to  an  average  attendance  of  about  thirty-five. 

Our  Children's  Day  was  a  success,  and  also  our  Christmas  entertain- 
ment. It  was  a  pleasure  to  watch  the  faces  of  the  parents  as  their  little 
ones  were  making  their  first  speeches.  There  was  another  cause  for 
rejoicing,  and  that  was  the  interest  and  pleasure  the  pupils  manifested 
in  the  Sunday  school  and  the  fact  that  four  offered  themselves  as 
candidates  for  Church  membership. 

In  our  Italian  work  it  seemed  as  if  all  the  powers  of  darkness  had 
combined  to  destroy  our  mission,  until  there  was  nothing  left  for  us 
but  prayer  and  a  prayer-hearing  God,  and  to  him  we  appealed.  One 
day  my  faith  almost  gave  way,  when  suddenly  a  sentence  of  a  sermon 
that  I  had  heard  twenty  years  before  flashed  upon  my  mind — namely: 
"And  Abraham  had  faith  to  believe  that  the  Lord  could  resurrect 
the  dead."  That  strengthened  me  wonderfully.  Our  mission  may 
be  destroyed,  yet  the  Lord  is  able  to  call  forth  a  stronger  and  a  better 
congregation  than  we  have  to-day.  The  Lord  often  works  in  a  mysterious 
way  that  we  cannot  always  understand,  and  yet  it  pays  to  commit  all 
things  unto  him.  We  are  fewer  in  numbers  to-day  than  we  were  ten 
months  ago,  and  yet  I  believe  that  we  are  stronger  now  than  we  were 
at  that  time.  I  have  learned  one  lesson  during  the  year,  and  that  is: 
No  matter  how  dark  and  heavy  the  clouds,  no  matter  how  terrific  the 
thunders  may  roll  and  the  lightnings  may  flash,  above  it  all  the  sky  Is 
clear  and  blue  and  the  sun  shines  bright.  All  we  have  to  do  is  to 
climb  up  higher.  All  these  disagreeable  things  are  only  transient;  noth- 
ing but  the  love  and  the  goodness  of  our  Lord  and  God  endureth  for- 
ever. 

There  has  been  no  end  of  work;  yet  there  was  an  end  to  the  length 
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of  the  days,  and  night  would  send  me  home  sometimes  with  a  heavy 
heart,  and  often  with  a  weary  body.  My  ideals  have  not  been  reached, 
yet  I  realize  that  there  is  a  work  going  on  beneath  the  surface.  The 
Spirit  is  leading,  and  a  glorious  triumph  will  be  the  final  outcome.

SOUTH  BRAZIL  MISSION  CONFERENCE. 
A  new  Conference  was  organized  in  Brazil  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Bishop  Lambuth.  Miss  Glenn  went  with  him  to  visit, 
inspect,  and  plan  for  the  work  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  He 
wanted  her  to  help  him  study  the  situation  and  shape  the 
policy  for  the  school  work  in  the  beginning  of  our  new  Confer- 
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ence.  It  is  hojjed  that  we  may  profit  by  the  experience  in  the 
other  part  of  the  field,  and  place  the  educational  work  on  a 
more  practical  basis,  and  thus  make  it  a  success  from  the  be- 
ginning. 

The  plan  is  to  establish  one  good,  first-class  boarding  school, 
with  a  normal  department,  in  which  girls  may  be  trained  as 
teachers.  Then  at  every  point  at  which  we  have  a  Church 
with  a  resident  pastor,  establish  primary  day  schools,  the 
course  of  studj'  being  correlated  with  the  main  school,  and 
giving  the  children  of  the  locality  an  opportunity  to  prepare 
for  entering  that  school  to  complete  the  course.  Naturally 
only  a  small  portion  of  the  pupils  of  these  parochial  or  day 
schools  will  go  to  the  advanced  school,  but  some  will,  and  the 
most  promising  ones  can  be  sent  on  scholarships  (if  necessary) 
to  prepare  themselves  to  teach  in  the  local  or  parochial  school 
near  by,  and  working  under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the 
missionaries  in  charge  of  that  school. 

The  school  now  at  work  in  Porto  Alegre  seems  to  be  the  one 
that  should  be  developed  as  the  principal  school  with  the 
normal  class  work,  as  that  is  the  educational  center  and  most 
important  city  in  the  State.  This  fact  will  make  it  easier  to 
obtain  first-class  teachers  at  moderate  cost.  Property  should 
be  bought  there  as  soon  as  possible,  and  a  first-class  school 
building  erected  and  properly  equipped.  With  a  first-class 
building  living  prices  could  be  charged,  and  the  school  would 
not  be  entirely  dependent  upon  the  Council. 

Porto  Alegre  is  a  large,  very  important,  growing  city.  If 
there  is  any  delay,  it  will  be  difficult  to  secure  a  proper  place 
for  building  grounds  at  a  reasonable  price.  What  is  done 
should  be  done  soon.

Miss  Elizabeth  Lamb  has  charge  of  the  school  at  Porto 
Alegre,  and  she  makes  the  following  report : 

The  year  just  closed  was  one  of  great  importance  to  our  work  in  Rio 
Grande  do  Sul.     Bishop  Lambuth  presided  over  the  first  session  of  the 
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South  Brazil  Mission  Conference,  and  made  a  splendid  impression.  He 
is  a  man  of  exceptional  spiritual  power,  and  his  work  and  prayers  are 
even  now  beginning  to  bear  fruit.  The  Conference  pledged  "one  thou- 
sand souls  for  Christ"  during  this  year,  and  pledged  a  little  more  than 
double  the  amount  paid  last  year. 

Miss  Glenn  came  south  with  the  Bishop  to  advise  and  help  plan  for 
the  future.  She  was  our  guest.  Bishop  Lambuth  and  Dr.  David  Lam- 
buth  were  with  Dr.  Vollmer  during  their  stay  in  Porto  Alegre.  It  was 
truly  a  pleasure  to  have  them  with  us,  and  their  interest  and  apprecia- 
tion were  encouraging  as  well  as  helpful.  The  pupils  often  refer  to 
Miss  Glenn's  talk  to  them,  and  she  would  probably  be  surprised  as  well 
as  gratified  to  know  how  some  of  them  are  putting  into  practice  her 
suggestions.  Bishop  Lambuth  also  knows  child  nature,  and  quite  won 
not  only  our  own  children  but  also  the  day  pupils. 

Miss  Delia  Wright,  of  the  South  Carolina  Conference,  is  also 
stationed  at  Porto  Alegre.  The  school  under  her  direction  at 
the  Institutional  Church  in  Porto  Alegre  is  doing  finely.  The 
building  is  splendidly  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  school,  as 
well  as  the  Church,  and  the  school  is  growing  in  numbers  and 
usefulness.  Miss  Wright's  duties  are  varied.  She  teaches, 
assists  in  medical  consultations  (sometimes  conducting  them 
alone),  occasionally  helps  in  getting  out  the  Conference  organ, 
teaches  at  Institutional  Church  at  night,  is  superintendent  of 
Institutional  Sunday  school,  organist  at  all  church  services, 
President  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  and  Junior  League,  with  visita- 
tion and  committee  w^ork  thrown  in  for  good  measure. 

Report  of  Miss  Delia  Wright : 

The  quarter  just  ended  closes  one  of  our  best  years.  It  is  fitting  that 
it  should,  because  it  was  our  first  year  in  a  building  of  our  own.  At 
least  we  shall  be  exempt  from  rent  after  the  last  payment  is  made  by 
the  Board  on  the  rolling  partitions  which  separate  the  annex  in  which 
the  day  school  is  conducted  from  the  main  auditorium,  as  well  as  the 
classrooms,  one  from  another.    Thus  we  feel  that  it  is  our  own. 

I  think  that  almost  every  trade  and  occupation  is  I'epresented  among 
our  children,  as  well  as  many  languages.  This  year  there  has  not  been 
quite  so  much  variety  as  to  nationalities — only  about  eight.  Yet  a  year 
is  on  record  when  the  roll  of  day  school  and  Sunday  school  together 
was  made  up  of  thirteen  nationalities.  However,  all  of  the  children 
speak  Portuguese,  or  if,  as  occasionally  happens,  one  enters  who  does 
not,  only  a  remarkably  short  time  passes  before  he  is  feeling  at  home  in 
it.  But  some  of  the  foreign  members  of  our  Church  (institutional),  who 
have  oftentimes  spent  the  greater  part  of  their  lives  in  this  country,  nei- 
ther understand  nor  speak  a  word  of  Portuguese.    Yet  they  attend  serv- 
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ices  more  or  less  regularly  and  pay  better  attention  to  the  sermon— 
that  is,  if  keeping  the  ej'es  on  the  speaker  is  an  indication — than  many 
of  those  around  them  do  who  understand  what  the  preacher  is  saying. 

But  back  to  our  subject,  which  is  "school."  The  fact  has  been  men- 
tioned on  previous  occasions  of  the  remarkable  facility  with  which  the 
children  memorize  chapters  and  Psalms,  the  teaching  of  which  occupies 
the  first  half  hour  of  school  certain  mornings  iu  the  week.  They  mani- 
fest great  interest  in  our  mission  studies,  which  take  the  place  of  our 
memory  exercise  one  morning  in  the  week.  They  are  always  eager  for 
our  little  talks  about  children  of  other  lands.  No  child  is  excused  from 
opening  exercises  or  from  taking  part  in  concert  work.  And,  strange 
to  say,  not  a  single  parent,  this  year  or  last,  offered  an  objection  to  Bi- 
ble study,  either  from  among  the  ignorant,  superstitious  class  or  from 
the  better-educated  and  well-to-do.  And  when  we  remember  that  dur- 
ing the  school's  six  years'  existence  some  seed  from  the  tree  of  life  have 
fallen  into  1,126  tender  minds — into  how  many  hearts  out  of  this  num- 
ber it  is  not  ours  to  say — our  feeling  is  one  of  deep  gratitude.  And 
when  the  privilege  is  ours  of  looking  into  the  honest  eyes  of  some  of 
these  who  are  now  on  the  verge  of  young  manhood  and  young  woman- 
hood, seeing  them  choose  the  front  seats  at  the  Sabbath  services  and  ac- 
companying the  preacher  in  his  scriptural  readings  from  copies  of  the 
Word  which  they  oftentimes  bring  from  their  homes,  the  heart  over- 
flows and  fails  to  find  language  in  which  to  utter  its  deep  feeling. 

Work  outside  of  school  hours  has  been  along  various  lines:  Assist- 
ance at  the  semiweekly  medical  consultations,  of  which  there  have  been 
during  this  quarter  685  (during  the  year,  1,900) ;  assistance  on  our 
Church  paper  (during  the  year  I  edited  a  few  numbers  alone) ; 
superintendent  of  Institutional  Sunday  school,  organist  for  all  the 
exercises,  teacher  of  primary  class,  President  of  Ladies'  Aid,  Su- 
perintendent of  Junior  League,  Second  Vice  President  of  Epworth 
League,  and  teacher  in  night  school.  I  also  had  three  private  pupils  for 
English,  led  some  meetings,  and  made  a  few  visits.  As  school  goes 
from  early  morning  till  four  in  the  afternoon,  with  classes  occupying  ev- 
ery period,  it  is  sometimes  difliicult  to  get  done  all  that  must  be  done 
before  the  hour  when  sleep  presents  its  claim;  but  when  it  does,  it  is 
with  the  consciousness  that  every  moment  since  early  morn  has  been 
given  directly  to  the  woi'k  which  grows  dearer  with  every  passing  day.

Our  Chiircli  began  work  iu  Cuba  in  1898.  The  women  es- 
tablished work  in  two  stations,  Matanzas  and  Cienfuegos, 
planting  our  first  school  there  in  1900. 

Souls  are  dependent  upon  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  for  the  gospel.  ''To  Christianize  Cuba  is  the  opportu- 
nity and  obligation  of  the  Christian  Church  of  America,  We 
gave  the  best  ability  of  our  nation,  sacrificing  it  gladly,  freely, 
and  joyously,  with  a  patriotism  seldom  equaled  in  the  world's 
history,  that  Cuba  might  be  freed  from  political  thralldom. 
Shall  not  the  Christian  Church  of  the  United  States  as  freely, 
as  gladly,  and  as  joyously  give  the  best  and  the  brightest  of 
her  sons  and  daughters  to  win  that  country  for  Jesus  Christ?"

Miss  Eebecca  Toland: 

At  the  close  of  the  year  I  am  glad  to  report  that  we  are  now  in  our 
own  home,  which  is  one  of  the  choicest  places  in  Matanzas.  The  hand- 
some new  building  of  concrete  and  stone  has  added  greatly  to  the 
beauty  of  the  place,  and  has  provided  more  rooms  for  dormitories  and 
well-ventilated  schoolrooms.  We  are  under  great  obligations  to  two 
of  the  missionaries  of  the  General  Board,  Mr.  Neblett  and  Mr.  Clements, 
to  whose  untiring  efforts  we  owe  so  much.  They  purchased  the  prop- 
erty for  the  Woman's  Board  and  personally  superintended  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  building. 

We  find  the  location  an  ideal  place  for  a  boarding  school.  Though 
only  nine  blocks  from  the  center  of  the  town,  it  is  beyond  the  noise 
and  traflBc  of  the  business  portion.  Our  grounds  give  room  for  outdoor 
exercise,  and  we  no  longer  have  to  keep  the  pupils  crowded  in  rooms 
behind  iron  bars.  Already  we  have  seen  marked  changes  in  their 
health  on  account  of  free  exercise  in  the  fresh  air. 

While  we  enjoy  our  new  home  and  feel  so  thankful  for  it,  we  did  not 
leave  all  troubles  behind  us.  Our  moving  has  brought  to  us  some 
new  difficulties.    On  account  of  the  excessive  heat  we  have  the  greater 
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part  of  the  year  and  the  hill  we  have  to  climb,  we  are  beyond  the 
reach  of  most  of  our  former  day  pupils.  We  realize  that  for  a  time 
at  least  this  will  be  mainly  a  boarding  school.  Since  moving  here  we 
have  had  a  great  falling  off  in  attendance.  Only  fifty-five  have  come  to 
us  this  fall. 

At  the  close  of  the  spi-ing  term  a  class  of  eight  young  ladies  who  had 
finished  our  course  of  study  in  the  Spanish  department  took  the  pro- 
vincial examinations  held  in  Matanzas  during  the  summer  for  certifi- 
cates necessary  for  teaching  in  the  public  schools.  All  of  these  girls 
were  members  of  tlie  Methodist  Church,  and  all  but  one  of  them  were 
scholarship  girls.  In  September  one  of  them  was  employed  in  the 
Methodist  school  in  Camaguey  as  primary  teacher,  and  Is  giving  sat- 
isfaction in  her  work.  Several  of  our  pupils  of  former  years  have 
positions  in  public  schools. 

The  money  appropriated  by  the  Board  was  not  suflficient  to  meet 
all  expenses  in  buying,  building,  and  repairing  the  place.  The  $2,000 
given  for  repairs  was  used  on  the  basement  of  the  old  house  and  in 
finishing  the  new  one,  leaving  the  main  floor  of  the  old  building  much 
in  need  of  repairs.  Nothing  has  been  done  toward  repairing  the 
wall  around  the  place.  The  property  is  not  yet  in  a  condition  for  us 
to  do  the  best  work,  and  the  school  will  necessarily  suffer  until  the 
place  has  been  put  in  better  condition. 

The  course  of  study  and  the  management  of  the  school  is  the  same 
as  it  has  been  for  some  time  past.  Most  of  the  pupils  are  in  the  Spanish 
department.  There  are  very  few  American  families  in  Matanzas,  and 
we  have  only  nine  American  children  in  the  school;  and  three  of  these 
are  the  children  of  missionaries. 

Miss  Belle  Markey : 

This  year,  half  of  which  was  spent  down  town  and  half  in  our  new 
home,  has  been  both  profitable  and  pleasant.  We  are  enjoying  this 
home  on  the  hill  so  much  that  we  wonder  how  we  stood  the  dust  and 
noise  of  town. 

We  were  able  to  open  school  in  September,  though  the  new  building 
was  not  completed  and  we  had  to  put  up  with  some  inconveniences. 
My  room  is  in  the  new  house,  of  which  I  have  oversight.  The  first 
story  is  devoted  to  classroom  work,  and  the  second  floor  to  dormitories. 
My  school  duties  have  continued  the  same — teaching  the  English  lan- 
guage and  assisting  our  American  teacher  by  taking  classes  that  she 
has  no  time  for. 

My  outside  work  has  been  in  connection  with  the  Sunday  school  and 
Epworth  League.  My  class  of  young  ladies  in  Sunday  school  is  a 
source  of  satisfaction  to  me.  I  am  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  class- 
room, which  I  have  fitted  up  with  a  blackboard  and  maps.  As  Third 
Vice  President  of  the  League  I  have  tried  during  the  year  to  interest 
the  young  people  in  the  history  of  our  Church  by  having  a  lecture  once 
a  month.    We  have  a  plan  on  foot  now  to  get  them  to  read  more. 
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There  are  seven  girls  in  tliis  building  who  are  not  Christians,  and 
I  am  hoping  to  see  them  converted  during  the  revival  services  which 
we  are  soon  to  have. 

We  were  honored  by  a  visit  from  Bishop  Candler  when  he  came  to 
hold  the  Conference  in  Havana.  He  has  always  been  our  stanch  friend. 
One  gentleman  in  the  Bishop's  party  said:  "Well,  after  seeing  your 
school,  I  shall  tell  the  people  at  home  not  to  be  sorry  for  missionaries 
any  more."  We  do  not  feel  that  we  have  any  reason  to  complain  when 
we  look  out  over  the  broad  San  Juan  Valley,  the  green  hills,  and  the 
blue  waters  of  the  bay;  then,  nearer,  at  the  green  grass  and  lovely 
trees  in  our  own  yard.  Only  those  who  have  been  shut  in  behind  bars, 
with  not  a  sprig  of  grass  or  a  flower,  can  appreciate  the  change.  From 
our  hearts  we  can  say:  "Praise  God,  from  whom  all  blessings  flow!"

Miss  Carson,  Principal: 

This  year,  our  fourth  in  Cienfuegos,  has  included  one  of  the  greatest 
sorrows  I  have  ever  known.  Just  two  weeks  ago  my  dear  father,  after 
a  long,  useful  Christian  life,  was  called  to  his  reward.  As  he  was  pre- 
pared for  the  great  change,  we  do  not  sorrow  as  those  that  have  no  hope. 

Last  October  Miss  Marcia  Marvin,  who  had  taught  with  us  for  five 
years,  also  received  her  crown  of  rejoicing.  We  greatly  miss  her  sweet, 
quiet  influence  over  the  school. 

Our  bright,  efficient  little  music  teacher,  Miss  Ethel  Ellis,  married 
one  of  our  American  missionaries  in  April,  making  still  another  change 
in  the  home  and  school. 

Three  years  ago  we  petitioned  the  Board  of  Education  to  be  incor- 
porated as  a  school;  but  from  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  foi'mer  Board 
of  Education  here,  our  request  was  not  granted.  Finally  the  old  Board 
resigned,  and  we  petitioned  again  as  soon  as  the  new  Board  was  in  of- 
fice, and  were  promptly  incorporated  in  May.  This  requires  a  monthly 
report  to  be  sent  to  the  officials.  This,  of  course,  gives  us  the  protection 
of  the  government. 

During  the  vacation  I  had  a  class  of  fifteen  children  who  wished  to 
continue  their  English  through  the  summer.  This  kept  me  busy  and 
also  kept  me  from  being  lonely.  From  Fridays  until  Mondays  I  had 
many  a  delightful  visit  to  Mrs.  Hill  (n6e  Ellis),  who  lives  in  Santa 
Clara,  a  ride  of  two  hours  and  a  half  from  Cienfuegos.  In  this  way 
what  generally  seems  a  long  vacation  quickly  passed,  and  I  was  stronger 
and  fresher  for  the  regular  work  in  September. 
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Miss  Bessie  Stubbs,  of  Savannah,  Ga.,  was  sent  as  a  missionary  teach- 
er in  Miss  Marvin's  place,  and  Miss  Mary  Fox,  of  Woodstock,  Ga.,  as  a 
music  teacher  in  the  place  of  Miss  Ellis. 

The  opening  in  September  was  favorable,  and  the  work  has  continued 
so,  this  being  our  most  prosperous  year  here.  We  have  not  enrolled 
many  more,  but  we  have  held  them  better. 

We  have  improved  our  school  in  every  way  possible  with  our  limited 
means.  We  have  added  a  teacher's  course  at  night,  and  ten  are  now 
preparing  for  the  examination  in  June.  Four  typewriters  and  two 
sewing  machines  have  been  added  to  our  equipment,  and  a  room  in  the 
yard  has  been  remodeled  to  be  used  for  our  sewing  and  music  classes 
and  also  for  our  entertainments.  It  may  seem  strange  to  our  ladies  at 
home  to  know  that  our  Christmas  entertainment  was  held  in  our  back 
yard,  and  yet  that  was  the  best  place  in  which  to  have  it.  The  room 
referred  to  above  was  made  of  panels  on  one  side  that  could  be  moved. 
We  did  this,  and  also  put  in  a  platform.  After  the  electric  lights  were 
put  in  it  and  everything  was  in  order,  the  scene  was  quite  fairylike. 
Our  three  hundred  guests  seemed  delighted  with  it  all,  and  we  were 
pleased  and  satisfied.  Our  exercises  were  in  four  languages — English, 
Spanish,  French,  and  Italian.  The  tree  would  have  been  a  credit  even 
in  the  homeland. 

At  present  we  have  thirteen  boarders,  all  of  whom  are  members  of 
the  Church. 

Miss  Ruff  is  as  helpful  as  ever,  and  is  doing  solid  work.  I  am  sorry 
to  say  that  her  health  has  not  been  good  this  year,  although  she  seems 
better  at  present. 

Misses  Fox  and  Stubbs  have  made  a  fine  beginning  in  their  Spanish. 

We  have  twenty-four  scholarships,  from  California,  Texas,  Missouri, 
Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Virginia,  West  Virginia, 
North  Carolina,  Florida,  and  Georgia. 

Within  a  radius  of  four  blocks  from  us  there  are  eight  of  the  largest 
schools  in  the  city.    Nevertheless  we  have  enrolled  151  pupils  this  year. 

Miss  Mary  Agues  Euff: 

The  little  daily  duties  that  seem  too  small  to  note  in  a  yearly  report 
are  in  reality  what  have  occupied  my  time  this  year.  But  for  the  back- 
ward glance  over  the  whole,  I  should  feel  that  little  has  been  done;  but 
progress  may  be  seen  when  I  look  at  it  not  day  by  day,  but  year  by  year. 

Almost  from  the  beginning  of  the  term  my  schoolroom  for  the  lar- 
ger girls  has  been  full;  and  as  they  continued  to  come  in,  an  overflow 
place  was  provided,  and  I  had  two  adjoining  rooms. 

Before  school  closed  in  May  I  felt  that  I  was  in  need  of  a  change, 
and  was  glad  to  spend  three  months  in  the  homeland  among  loved 
ones.  I  did  not  improve,  however,  as  I  had  hoped,  and  even  after  my 
return  to  Cuba  in  September  my  health  continued  feeble.  But  I  am' 
now  quite  well. 

I  have  begun  a  plan  of  visitation,  and  I  hope  to  visit  the  home  of 
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each  child  in  school  before  the  rainy  season  begins.  These  visits  have 
proved  helpful  as  well  as  pleasant  to  me.  It  is  well  to  come  in  touch 
with  the  mothers  of  the  children  and  to  help  them  into  a  better  life. 
The  child  is  generally  a  true  index  to  the  home  from  which  it  comes. 
I  have  found  that  there  are  various  classes  of  homes;  but  knowing  the 
environment  of  each  child,  I  know  better  how  to  deal  with  it  to  do  it 
the  most  good.  Many  of  these  homes  are  Catholic,  but  we  always  re- 
ceive a  warm  welcome  and  an  invitation  to  come  again. 

I  teach  a  Sunday  school  class,  and  I  am  President  of  the  League. 

Though  the  closing  year,  because  of  the  death  of  Miss  Carson's  fa- 
ther, has  brought  sadness  into  the  hearts  of  both  teachers  and  pupils  at 
the  Eliza  Bowman,  it  has  been  a  blessed  year — a  year  in  which  I  have 
realized  more  and  more  His  abiding  presence.

INDIAN  WORK. 


Miss  Maude  Welch: 

Early  in  the  year  Miss  Mattie  Hudgins  was  sent  out  to  work  with 
me.  I  was  then  teaching  the  day  school.  She  took  up  the  visitation 
work  that  was  so  much  needed,  and  did  valuable  work  by  her  personal 
touch  in  the  homes.  At  the  close  of  school  I  assisted  her  in  this 
work,  and  together  we  traveled  through  all  the  warm  season.  The 
homes  being  scattered,  we  sometimes  traveled  from  twenty-five  to 
thirty  miles  a  day.  Through  an  interpreter  we  taught  the  simple 
Bible  truths  to  the  older  ones,  and  we  left  literature  and  bright  Scrip- 
ture cards  for  those  who  understand  English.  We  tried  in  every  way 
possible  to  brighten  their  homes,  lift  up  their  lives,  and  inspire  them 
with  faith  in  God.  We  were  always  received  gladly  except  by  the  drove 
of  dogs  that  were  the  first  to  greet  us  at  every  camp.  We  found  gi-eat 
pleasure  in  the  work. 

The  opening  of  school  in  the  fall  was  more  encouraging  than  it  had 
been  the  previous  year.  But  we  still  encountered  the  difficulty  of  se- 
curing regular  attendance.  We  had  never  been  able  to  secure  the  co 
operation  of  the  government  authorities,  which  was  so  much  needed 
In  overcoming  this  trouble.  We  decided  to  serve  warm  lunch  at  noon 
as  an  effort  to  overcome  this  trouble,  and  also  appealed  to  the  govern- 
ment authorities  for  help.  Miss  Hudgins  now  has  schoolroom  work; 
I  serve  noon  lunch  and  give  afternoons  to  the  visitation.  At  present 
the  school  attendance  is  better.  Miss  Hudgins  is  doing  some  excellent 
work  with  the  children.  Besides  her  regular  grade  work,  she  has  an 
Interesting  class  in  sewing.  This,  together  with  the  work  of  the  chil- 
dren afforded  by  serving  noon  lunch,  adds  to  our  work  an  industrial 
feature  that  is  helpful. 

Miss  Hudgins  arranged  an  interesting  Christmas  program  by  the 
children,  which  they  rendered  well.  The  loaded  tree,  with  decorations 
of  bells  and  evergreen,  formed  a  beautiful  background,  with  the  chil- 
dren grouped  in  front,  all  nicely  dressed.  As  we  looked  upon  it  with 
admiration,  we  much  wished  that  all  who  are  interested  in  this  work 
could  enjoy  it  with  us. 

A  large  element  of  the  Indians  who  were  educated  at  the  govern- 
ment schools  with  very  little  religious  training  drift  back  to  the  old 
habits  of  living.  They  never  speak  English  in  their  homes.  In  fact, 
all  advancement  seems  to  cease  when  they  reach  home.  Some  of  these 
are  members  of  the  Church.  Almost  all  the  teaching  and  preaching  are 
done  through  an  interpreter,  in  order  that  all  may  get  the  benefit  of  it. 
This  is  slow  and  tedious,  especially  to  those  who  understand  good  Eng- 
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lish.  For  this  reason  partly,  and  partly  because  of  immoral  influences 
thrown  around  them,  we  find  them  growing  more  and  more  indifferent 
to  Christianity  and  less  regular  in  attendance  on  church  services. 

The  older  ones,  as  a  rule,  seem  religious,  and  are  faithful  to  their 
Christian  duty;  but  they  are  fast  dying  out,  and  if  special  effort  is  not 
made  in  behalf  of  the  younger  element,  Christianity  will  no  longer  exert 
a  good  influence  over  the  people.  I  believe  this  to  be  a  very  important 
time  in  this  Indian  work,  and  the  success  of  the  future  depends  upon 
what  is  done  in  the  next  few  years. 

I  am  confining  most  of  my  work  to  this  element.  I  am  organizing 
weekly  Bible  classes  among  them.  I  now  have  four  in  different  neigh- 
borhoods, where  several  families  can  be  reached  in  each  class.  My  Sat- 
urdays are  spent  in  a  class  twelve  miles  away  which  is  just  getting 
started. 

While  some  seem  indifferent,  others  have  become  much  interested. 
We  are  using  blank  books,  in  which  they  copy  topically  each  lesson 
and  paste  in  suitable  pictures  and  maps.  This  takes  strong  hold  of 
them.  One  of  the  most  interested  members  is  a  young  mother  with 
many  home  cares,  but  she  is  always  ready  to  come  when  the  hour  for 
the  lesson  arrives.  Even  a  fretful  baby  does  not  discourage  her.  I 
have  found  it  a  pleasure  to  quiet  it  while  she  writes  in  her  book.  This 
is  easily  done,  for  she  just  straps  the  papoose  cradle  to  my  back,  and 
I  walk  until  it  goes  to  sleep. 

In  our  Sunday  school  work  we  are  trying  to  reach  this  class.  Miss 
Hudgins  has  an  interesting  class  of  them  doing  good  work. 

We  hope  some  good  has  been  done  this  year,  and  trust  that  another 
year  will  find  greater  advancement. 

Miss  Mabel  Head  visited  our  work  when  slie  was  in  Okla- 
homa recently,  She  gives  a  vivid  picture  of  the  conditions 
there : 

The  Kiowa  nation  begins  a  couple  of  miles  out  from  Lawton  and  ex- 
tends into  the  mountain  country.  Mount  Scott  is  not  far  from  the  center 
■of  the  nation  east  and  west  and  near  the  border  of  the  Comanche  and 
Apache  country.  There  is  a  district  schoolhouse  at  the  crossroads 
store,  our  church  and  schoolhouse,  and  about  four  dwellings  within  a 
radius  of  half  a  mile  from  Mount  Scott.  There  were  about  seventeen 
pupils  in  the  day  school,  though  not  quite  that  number  in  regular  at- 
tendance. Some  of  them  come  for  six  or  seven  miles.  They  are  often 
as  late  as  ten  o'clock  reaching  the  schoolhouse,  for  the  Indians  have 
very  little  system  in  their  homes.  There  is  a  somewhat  better  attend- 
ance since  Miss  Welch,  our  missionary,  decided  to  have  a  lunch  in  the 
middle  of  the  day.  This  is  prepared  by  a  couple  of  the  Indian  chil- 
dren. A  couple  of  others  wait  on  the  table,  and  a  couple  more  clean 
up  after  the  lunch  is  served.     This  in  itself  is  a  very  fine  training  for 
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them.    The  lunch  is  served  in  a  small,  poorly  built  room  that  was  once 
used  for  school  purposes.    The  pupils  seemed  interested  in  their  work. 

The  government  has  decided  to  adopt  more  largely  the  day  school 
policy,  for  it  has  found  that  it  is  not  satisfactory  to  take  the  young- 
er children  out  of  their  homes  for  education.  I  talked  with  one  or  two 
of  the  government  officials,  and  they  all  say  that  there  are  two  things 
necessary  to  make  day  school  work  successful:  one  is  the  noonday 
lunch  and  the  other  a  wagonette  to  gather  up  the  children  and  bring 
them  to  school.  Miss  Welch  has  spoken  to  some  of  the  parents  about 
the  wagonette,  and  feels  sure  that  the  attendance  could  be  brought  up 
to  something  like  twenty-five  or  thirty  if  that  feature  were  added.  The 
work  that  the  teachers  are  doing  in  visiting  the  homes  and  in  the  group 
Bible  classes  and  in  the  mothers'  meetings  is  very  good  indeed. 

These  Kiowas  are  uncivilized  tribes — that  is,  they  have  no  written 
language — so  the  work  is  necessarily  slow.  There  are,  however,  num- 
bers of  earnest  Christians  among  them.  All  of  the  stewards  in  our 
Church  except  one  (Dr.  Welch,  the  father  of  our  missionary)  are  full- 
blooded  Indians.  The  women  in  their  missionary  organization  seem  to 
take  a  deep  interest  in  the  Church.  The  most  serious  difficulty  about 
the  work  is  that  there  is  no  place  for  the  workers  to  live.  There  is  no 
one  in  the  community  to  board  them.  Fortunately  for  our  work,  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Welch  went  with  their  daughter  and  have  remained  in  order  to 
care  for  the  two  workers.  The  only  place  that  can  be  rented  is  a  three- 
room  building  with  cracks  in  the  walls  through  which  you  can  easily 
put  your  hand.  The  boards  on  the  outside  are,  many  of  them,  very 
poor.  The  windows  were  all  out,  and  they  had  to  put  them  in  as  best 
they  could.  They  have  tacked  building  paper  on  the  sides  of  two  rooms, 
but  even  then.it  is  like  living  in  an  old  shell  that  no  one  of  our  mis- 
sionary women  would  think  better  than  a  stable.  I  was  given  the  best 
place  in  the  house  when  I  was  there,  but  I  counted  the  stars  in  the 
night  and  felt  the  strong  Oklahoma  breezes  all  around.  In  the  midst 
of  this  sort  of  place  to  live  the  workers  are  bright  and  cheery  and  full 
of  hope  that  we  will  provide  something  better  for  them  right  away. 

One  thousand  dollars  would  put  up  a  good  four-room  cottage  there 
similar  to  the  ones  that  the  government  has  provided  for  the  Indians 
and  ample  for  our  work.  This,  it  seems  to  me,  ought  to  be  done  as 
soon  as  possible  if  we  are  going  to  continue  our  school  out  there.  I  was 
especially  pleased  with  Miss  Welch.  She  is  a  consecrated,  capable  wom- 
an, whose  judgment  in  the  lines  of  work  undertaken  seems  to  me  to  be 
very  good  indeed.  She  is  well  adapted  to  this  work  and  understands 
the  Indian  people.

West  Tampa.— Miss  Emelina  Valdes,  Principal. 

This  year  has  been  the  most  trying  one  to  us,  as  we  have  had  a 
strike  that  lasted  seven  months,  during  which  time  ^o/ongue  can  tell 
the  suffering  endured  by  the  people  of  West  Tampa.  After  consult mg 
on  the  matter  with  Mrs.  MacDonell,  our  General  Secretary  and  being 
advised  to  act  as  I  thought  the  conditions  warranted,  I  opened  the  doors 
of  our  mission  school  to  all  our  children  without  requiring  any  tuition. 
I  did  this,  first  because  I  thought  it  our  duty  as  Christians,  and  next 
because  the  Congregational  Church  and  the  Convent  had  not  only 
opened  free,  but  also  furnished  them  with  books. 
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We  had  two  teachers,  but  the  number  of  children  increased  sa 
rapidly  that  I  had  to  employ  a  young  lady  to  help  us,  as  we  had  one 
hundred  and  six  children  enrolled,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
seventy  or  eighty  daily.  As  the  people  of  West  Tampa  are  all  poor 
and  the  majority  are  employed  in  tobacco  factories,  it  is  useless  to 
say  that  of  all  not  more  than  twenty  were  able  to  pay  even  the  small 
amount  of  twenty-five  cents  a  month.  From  the  time  of  our  opening 
until  last  month  we  had  from  sixty  to  seventy  enrolled,  but  since  we 
have  the  above-mentioned  number,  if  we  had  better  equipment  and  a 
large  hall,  we  could  reach  the  better  class  of  children.  But  I  want  any 
mother  (however  Christian  she  may  be)  to  tell  me,  when  a  mother 
who  is  able  to  educate  her  child  comes  to  us  and  finds  one  hundred  and 
six  children  and  three  teachers  in  a  room  22x40  feet  if  she  would  not 
try  to  send  her  child  to  better  quarters.  May  the  Lord  touch  some 
rich  women's  and  men's  hearts,  to  build  a  nice,  comfortable  school- 
house  similar  to  the  one  we  have  at  Ybor  City  for  the  West  Tampa 
Cuban  children  is  my  earnest  prayer! 

We  have  collected  $136  notwithstanding  the  seven  months  of  the 
strike.    Of  this  amount,  $103.25  was  sent  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

RuTii  Haegrove  Institute,  Key  West,  Fla. — Prof.  A.  W.  Mohn, 

Principal. 

Established  1900. 
The  present  report  falls  into  two  main  divisions.     The  first  takes  up 
the  usual  item  regularly  discussed  in  the  annual  report;   the  second, 
the  present  and  future  outlook. 

History   of   the   Year. 

1.  Faculty. — The  faculty  numbered  fifteen — the  Principal  and  fourteen 
assistants.  They  were  divided  by  departments  as  follows:  Academic, 
3;  Intermediate,  2;  Primary,  3;  Kindergarten,  1;  Music,  3;  Physical 
Culture,  1;  Home,  1.  Of  the  above,  three  are  taught  on  commission. 
The  director  of  Physical  Culture  was  a  non-commissioned  officer  from 
the  United  States  barracks,  and  gave  his  services  gratuitously.  Most 
excellent  service  has  been  given  by  all  members  of  the  faculty,  and 
the  work  offered  has  been  of  high  order.  In  addition  to  the  class  work, 
many  visits  to  the  parents  and  to  the  sick  and  needy  of  this  community 
have  been  made  and  much  real,  vital  work  done  along  these  lines. 

2.  Enrollment. — It  is  practically  impossible  to  give  the  enrollment 
for  the  fiscal  year  1910-11  (March  1  to  March  1),  as  counting  each 
student  enrolled  during  the  two  school  years  would  give  a  greatly  in- 
flated enrollment.  However,  the  enrollment  for  the  school  year  of 
1909-10  was  401;  for  the  six  months,  just  passed,  of  the  school  year 
1910-11,  390.  Many  have  been  turned  away  for  lack  of  room,  but 
with  the  completion  of  the  new  building  this  difficulty  will  be  met. 
Thorough  work  has  been  done  by  the  students  generally,  and  stand- 
ards have  been  raised  along  all  these  lines. 

3.  Enterprises. — The  Institute  Mothers'  Club,  established  in  1908, 
has  continued  to  grow,  and  now  numbers  over  one  hundred  members. 
The  membership  embraces  women  from  all  walks  of  life,  and  of  every 
degree.  The  monthly  meetings  are  very  well  attended,  and  much  in- 
terest is  shown.  We  feel  that  they  have  been  a  great  help  to  both 
parent  and  school  in  securing  greater  cooperation  and  in  sweetening 
and  broadening  the  home  life  of  both  parent  and  child.  The  Sunday 
school  for  Cubans  meets,  as  formerly,  every  Sunday  afternoon.  It 
now  enrolls  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  has  an  average 
attendance  of  about  half  that  number.     It  has  been,  and  continues  to 
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be,  a  feeder  for  the  Cuban  Methodist  Church,  and  is  doing  a  splendid 
work  for  the  Cubans  whom  it  is  able  to  reach.  A  lyceum  course  was 
opened  last  fall  by  the  Principal,  with  the  hope  that  it  would,  in  part 
at  least,  counteract  the  tendency,  which  is  prevalent  here,  to  patronize 
the  dance  hall  and  the  cheap  vaudeville  and  moving  picture  shows. 
We  believe  that  our  efforts  have  been  more  than  justified.  A  Ruth 
Hargrove  Institute  Alumni  Association  was  formed,  and  during  com- 
mencement week  of  1910  a  banquet  was  held  at  one  of  the  down  town 
hotels.  It  is  planned  to  make  this  an  annual  affair.  School  loyalty  is 
thus  being  fostered  and  increased,  and  with  the  "Sings,"  etc.,  given 
in  the  school,  a  valuable  school  spirit  is  being  created. 

4.  Special  Gifts. — Quite  a  number  of  valuable  books  have  been  given 
to  the  school  library.  The  most  notable  contribution  was  that  of 
about  fifty  volumes  given  in  memory  of  one  of  our  former  students. 
Miss  Hester  Ann  Curry,  by  her  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allen  E.  Curry. 
I  am  also  glad  to  report  that  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  of 
Roanoke,  Va.,  recently  gave  $85.39  to  memorialize  a  room  in  the  new 
school  building  for  Effie  Edington,  a  former  teacher  in  this  school  and 
a  member  of  that  society. 

5.  Financial. — The  financial  report  for  the  year  is  as  follows:  Cash 
income  from  fees,  $3,221.05,  of  which  amount  $229.25  was  expended  on 
incidentals  and  $220.85  in  commissions.  The  balance,  $2,770.95,  was 
remitted  to  the  General  Treasurer.  Deducting  the  amount  sent  the 
General  Treasurer  from  the  amount  received,  we  find  that  the  cost  of 
each  student  was  less  than  $16. 

6.  Recommendations. — I  would  make  the  following  recommendations: 
That  when  the  present  school  building  is  no  longer  used  as  a  school 
building  it  be  at  once  converted  into  a  students'  dormitory  and  be 
repaired  and  furnished  accordingly;  and  that  one  or  more  sub- 
schools  be  established  "down  town,"  in  the  Cuban  district,  for  the 
Cuban  children  we  fail  to  reach  on  account  of  the  distance.  This  can 
be  done  at  small  cost.  Also  that,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  ad- 
ditional land  be  secured,  so  that  we  may  have  room  for  growth;  for 
grow  we  must,  and  that  rapidly,  if  we  are  to  keep  pace  with  the  com- 
munity and  itfe  demands. 

Outlook. 
The  outlook  is  very  encouraging.  With  the  completion  of  the  new 
building  our  present  enrollment  can  be  nicely  accommodated,  and  we 
can  do  better  and  more  thorough  work.  The  Institute  will  then  be 
able  to  compete  successfully  with  neighboring  schools  and  can  main- 
tain the  high  standard  and  be  the  leader  educationally  and  religiously 
that  her  founders  intended.  A  visiting  clergyman  recently  said:  "It 
is  wonderful  how  God  and  the  Methodists  have  taken  this  city,  sur- 
rounded by  water."  And  this  is  truly  so.  But  if  the  Methodists  are  to 
hold  Key  West  for  righteousness,  we  must  provide  not  only  for  the 
present,  but  lay  our  plans  for  the  future.  The  railroad  will  be  com- 
pleted before  another  year  has  passed.  Very  soon  the  tide  of  immi- 
grants from  Cuba,  Central  America,  and  South  America  will  set  in. 
It  is  conservatively  predicted,  by  men  in  the  position  to  know,  that 
Key  West  will  have  100,000  inhabitants  within  three  years  after  the 
railroad  is  completed.  What  does  this  mean  for  us?  It  means  that 
the  demands  upon  us  will  multiply  many  fold.  More  buildings  and 
more  and  better  equipments  along  all  lines  will  be  needed.  To-day 
every  foot  of  ground  we  own  is  in  use.  We  should,  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment,  and  before  the  "boom"  is  on,  secure  enough  land  to  make- 
future  growth  possible. 
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INDUSTRIAL  SCHOOLS. 

Vashti  Industrial  School  for  Friendless  Girls,  Thomasville,  Ga. 

Prof.  E.  E.  Bishop  in  Charge. 

Established  1903. 

Enrollment. 

The  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the  past  fiscal  year  has  been 
ninety-six,  and  the  number  of  applications  denied  on  account  of  lack 
of  room  or  means  has  been  fully  twice  as  many. 

About  twenty  girls  have  gone  from  the  home  during  the  year.  Three 
have  married,  some  are  in  school  elsewhere,  and  the  remainder  are 
supporting  themselves  by  various  occupations. 

Finances. 
We  received  during  the  year: 

From  the  General  Board   (running  expenses) $  7,000 

From  scholarships  and  tuitions    3,000 

Donations  of  money  and  supplies 500 

Total  from  all  sources $10,500 

We  spent  it  as  follows: 

For  teachers  and  other  laborers $  4,500 

Buildings,  repairs,  improvements,  insurance,  etc..  .  1,000 

Fuel  and  lights 400 

School  supplies,  stationery,  etc 200 

Board  and  clothing  of  the  girls 4,400 

Total    expended    $10,500 

This  amounts  to  about'  sixty  dollars  on  the  average  for  each  girl  in 
the  home,  or  about  $5  per  month,  or  $1.25  per  week  for  her  board  and 
clothing. 

We  always  run  behind  on  our  expenses  during  the  school  months,  but 
during  vacation,  when  most  of  our  teachers  and  girls  are  away,  we 
are  able  to  catch  up  again. 

Departments. 

We  farm  and  past u re  sixty  acres  of  good  laud,  and  from  this  support 
about  fifty  head  of  horses,  cattle,  and  hogs.  The  horses  furnish  the 
farm  work,  and  the  other  stock  furnish  the  meat,  milk,  and  butter. 
We  also  raise  our  molasses,  melons,  and  corn  meal. 

The  truck  garden  of  five  acres,  in  charge  of  an  experienced  gardener, 
supplies  vegetables  in  season,  and  is  supposed  to  pay  a  profit.  Both 
farm  and  garden  are  cultivated  by  hired  or  tenant  labor. 

The  Sewing  Department,  under  Miss  Baber,  not  only  gives  sewing 
lessons,  but  does  all  dressmaking  and  mending  and  keeps  account  of 
material  received  and  of  every  garment  issued  to  the  girls  during 
the  year.     The  laundry  work  also  belongs  to  this  department. 

The  task  of  clothing  almost  a  hundred  girls  is  not  an  easy  one,  but 
the  work  has  been  successfully  done  during  the  past  year. 

Household  work  includes  the  cooking  and  the  sweeping,  scrubbing, 
etc.,  in  the  greater  part  of  two  three-story  buildings.  It  also  includes 
the  accounting  for  all  food  supplies  used  in  the  institution.  Miss  Sade 
Davis,  matron,  successfully  superintends  this  work. 
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Mrs.  Soubey  has  charge  of  the  miscellaneous  industrial  work,  which 
includes  basketry,  rug  work,  stenciling,  embroidery,  bead  work,  dea- 
conesses' cuffs  and  collars,  homemade  candies,  and  numerous  other 
fancy  articles.  The  department  is  ably  conducted  and  yields  some  in- 
come. 

The  poultry  and  dairy  work  and  care  of  the  lawn  fall  to  Mrs.  Acaron, 
iind  are  being  done  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  The  poultry,  which 
has  languished  in  the  past  for  lack  of  proper  attention,  bids  fair  to  be- 
come valuable  in  the  near  future. 

Miss  Eula  Moore,  who  donates  her  services,  gives  lessons  in  art  or 
drawing,  takes  the  girls  for  exercise,  and  directs  their  games.  This 
is  her  usual  work,  but  she  makes  herself  usefvri  wherever  she  is  needed. 

Literary  Department. 

In  the  literary  work  Miss  Miller  has  charge  of  the  third,  fourth,  and 
fifth  grades;  and  Miss  Harris,  with  some  assistance  from  the  superin- 
tendent, takes  care  of  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  grades. 
Both  of  these  lady  teachers  have  done  splendid  work,  and  the  school 
spirit  throughout  the  year  has  been  excellent  and  great  progress  in  the 
school  has  been  a  natural  consequence. 

Religious. 

Two  mission  study  classes  (voluntary)  and  an  active  Young  Woman's 
Christian  Association  are  being  kept  up  by  the  girls  and  lady  teachers. 
Both  this  year  and  last  our  Y.  W.  C.  A.  succeeded  in  sending  a  repre- 
sentative or  delegate  to  the  Gulf  States  annual  meeting.  About  all  of 
our  girls  belong  to  the  Church,  and  ten  have  professed  conversion  dur- 
ing the  year. 

In  one  respect,  according  to  our  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Secretary,  Vashti  ex- 
cels all  other  school  and  college  associations  in  the  Gulf  States,  and 
that  is  in  their  singing  or  song  services. 

Suggestions. 

If  I  am  returned  to  Vashti  another  year,  I  want  to  improve  the  work 
■of  all  the  present  departments  and  give  some  normal  training  to  our 
more  advanced  pupils  to  fit  them  for  work  as  public  school  teachers. 

I  would  recommend  the  same  appropriation  for  running  expenses 
as  was  made  last  year.  We  have  numerous  needs,  but  until  larger 
accommodations  are  supplied  our  customary  appropriation  is  ample,  as 
we  are  getting  in  shape  to  do  more  for  ourselves. 

General  Comment. 

With  but  one  exception  our  present  workers  expect  to  remain  next 
year.  The  exception  has  given  excellent  service  and  would  doubtless 
remain  were  it  not  that  she  expects  to  have  charge  of  a  small  institu- 
tion of  her  own  in  the  future. 

I  should  like  for  the  ladies  to  remember  us  in  their  prayers  as  well 
as  in  their  donations  and  appropriations.  The  position  as  superin- 
tendent here  is  in  many  respects  not  an  enviable  one.  It  has  all  the 
perplexities  of  the  ordinary  boarding  school,  with  numerous  variations. 
For  example,  we  continue  the  school  throughout  the  year,  and  we  have 
to  supply  every  need  that  flesh  is  heir  to  for  those  we  have  on  hand. 
We  have  also  a  regular  deluge  of  appeals  urging  us  to  take  and  save 
girls  needing  protection,  while  on  the  other  hand  we  are  always  hard 
up  for  means  and  cramped  for  accommodations  and  compelled  to  deny 
■entrance  to  the  greater  number. 

There   is  one  apparent  compensation.     The  girls  that  we  are  able 
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to    receive,    no    matter    from    what    environment    they    come,    develop' 
readily,  it  seems,  into  better  characters;   and  by  the  time  they  reach 
the  age  limit  they  prefer  to  live  useful  and  respectable  lives. 
This  report  covers  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  28,  1911.

Culinary  Department. 
Total  amount  expended  by  Culinary  Department.  .$2,087  62 

We  have  received  $791.62  in  money  from  friends  of  the  school,  $300' 
coming  as  a  Christmas  present  to  be  spent  where  most  needed.  This 
we  used  for  buying  a  cow,  surrey,  harness,  and  light  single  buggy. 

Also  many  Home  Mission  Societies  and  individual  friends  have  sent 
us  boxes  of  fruits,  groceries,  and  clothing. 

The  general  tone  of  the  school  seems  better  than  ever  before.  The 
girls  seem  happier,  and   a   larger  percentage   of  them  are  Christians 
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than  at.  any  one  time  in  the  past.  The  order  is  sood,  vexins  questions 
of  discipline  seldom  occurrin.s;  because  the  girls  are  trying  to  do  the 
right  as  they  know  it.  Few  have  seemed  to  want  to  leave  before  the 
expiration  of  the  two  years.  Without  exception,  those  who  have  com- 
pleted the  specified  time  have  shown  a  love  for  the  Home  and  a  reluc- 
tance to  leave  its  influence  that  is  very  gratifying. 

An  attempt  is  being  made  to  raise  the  standard  of  scholarship  in 
our  Literary  Department.  On  account  of  the  physical  condition,  the 
tardy  advancement,  the  unequal  grading,  the  industrial  features,  and 
the  infants  to  be  considered,  it  is  a  problem  to  arrive  at  anything  like 
the  desired  excellence  of  work  in  the  schoolroom.  We  are  hoping, 
however,  to  adjust  this  more  satisfactorily  when  we  are  in  our  new 
building,  with  its  conveniences  and  facilities  for  quiet  and  study.

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  give  the  ninth  annual  report  of  the  Paine 
College  Annex  work. 

During  the  year,  February  28,  1910,  to  February  28,  1911,  we  have  had 
very  good  work  done  by  the  girls  in  the  Home  and  schoolroom.  Last 
June  we  sent  out  nine  earnest,  good,  capable  girls.  One  is  helping  in 
her  home,  one  is  in  school,  three  are  in  domestic  service,  and  the  others 
are  doing  excellent  work  in  the  schoolroom. 

We  have  more  students  than  ever  before  in  the  Plain  Sewing  Depart- 
ment, where  they  learn  the  foundation  work.  This  work  means  much 
to  the  grade  students,  who  know  almost  nothing  about  sewing.  We 
have  been  handicapped  in  the  dressmaking  by  the  illness  of  Miss  Mundy. 
We  hate  to  give  her  up,  as  she  has  devoted  four  years  of  good,  hard 
work  to  the  cause,  and  she  is  most  interested  in  our  work.  A  teacher 
has  come  to  take  her  work  for  the  rest  of  the  term. 

The  Cooking  Department  shows  steady  growth  and  is  becoming  a 
most  important  factor  in  the  lives  of  the  girls. 

Our  new  department.  Agriculture,  established  by  the  Board  through 
the  interest  of  Mrs.  Luke  Johnson  and  Miss  Mary  Helm,  has  meant 
much  to  our  work  here.  It  is  pleasing  to  know  that  the  girls  and  boys 
have  taken  to  it  with  so  much  enthusiasm.  The  lawns  have  been  kept 
in  better  condition  than  ever  before.  Waste  land  is  under  cultivation. 
We  shall  have  enough  vegetables  growing  to  furnish  us  the  last  month 
of  school.  The  girls'  gardens  are  being  fixed  so  that  the  theory  and 
practice  can  be  taught  together.  Aside  from  teaching,  Mr.  Chisholm 
has  charge  of  the  boys  and  looks  after  their  rooms. 

The  religious  work  is  carried  on  by  the  students.     All  of  the  girls 
:  belong  to  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  and   I  am   glad 
to  state  that  every  girl  in  the  Home  is  a  Christian.     On  the  whole  the 
health  of  the  girls  has  been  excellent. 

The  receipts  for  board  were  $1,298.78;  our  expenses  for  groceries 
and  furnishings  for  the  Cooking  and  Sewing  Departments,  $1,673.28. 
We  owe  $374.50,  which  sum  we  hope  to  be  able  to  pay  before  long. 
The  students  have  not  been  as  prompt  in  paying  board  as  in  former 
years,  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  living.  I  feel  sure  that  we  can  make 
•  ends  meet  by  June. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  Board  for  $100  which  was  given  us  to  fit 
'  up  the  laundry.     Four  new  porcelain  tubs  and  new  washboards  were 
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put  in,  and  we  have  money  left  for  an  ironing  stove  and  irons.  These 
will  be  gotten  as  soon  as  we  can  get  a  good  stove. 

We  shall  be  very  glad  if  our  appropriation  can  be  a  little  larger  this 
year  than  last.  We  need  money  for  our  Agricultural  Department,  and 
we  have  a  new  teacher. 

May  the  Lord  bless  you  in  your  struggle  to  help  our  work  and  us! 


MOUNTAIN  V^ORK. 

Sue  Bennett  School,  Londox,  Ky. — J.  C.  Lewis,  President. 
Established  1892. 

I  beg  to  submit  the  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  Sue  Bennett 
Memorial  School. 

The  past  year  has  shown  growth  and  development  in  a  marked  way. 
The  enrollment  has  exceeded  the  four  hundred  mark,  and  the  propor- 
tion of  older  students  has  increased.  Our  normal  school  has  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-one  students,  of  whom  fully  one  hundred  will  teach  th* 
present  year.  These  one  hundred  teachers  will  teach  six  thousand 
students;  thus  the  leaven  of  the  school  spreads. 

•  The  school  has  succeeded  in  adapting  itself  to  the  new  educational 
movements  in  the  South  and  in  Kentucky  by  relating  itself  to  the 
county  high  school  and  the  State  University.  By  these  arrangements 
the  school,  without  sacrificing  any  of  its  distinctive  characteristics, 
virtually  becomes  the  new  county  high  school  and  the  agent  of  the 
University  for  its  extension  work  in  this  part  of  the  State.  The  Sue 
Bennett  Memorial  School  is  the  first  denominational  school  in  the  State 
to  perfect  these  relationships. 

We  have  added  a  new  girls'  hall  to  our  material  equipment,  at  a 
cost  of  $28,500.  The  building  is  beautiful,  commodious,  and  entirely 
modern.  There  are  five  stories,  and  the  first  four,  containing  fifty-one 
rooms,  are  now  complete.  All  of  the  completed  buildings,  excepting  a 
few  rooms,  are  occupied;  and  were  it  not  that  only  three  floors  were 
available  at  the  opening  of  the  winter  term,  every  room  would  have 
been  occupied  and  filled  to  congestion.  The  building  meets  a  long-felt 
want,  and  we  are  encouraged. 

Two  needs  are  now  imperative  and  must  be  met,  if  we  are  to  measure 
up  to  our  opportunities  and  retain  our  initial  advantages  in  the  new 
education.  We  need  steam  heat  and  sanitary  plumbing  in  our  present 
school  building,  and  we  need  a  new  building  to  accommodate  our  high 
school  and  provide  an  auditorium.  We  have  no  place  now  in  which  to 
assemble  the  student  body,  and  this  has  been  a  serious  handicap  to 
our  work.    It  will  take  $25,000  to  meet  both  these  needs. 

The  school  has  done  efficient  classroom  work  during  the  past  year. 
Two  of  our  last  year's  graduates  entered  the  State  University,  one  in 
the  Arts  Course  and  one  in  the  College  of  Engineering.  Both  are  doing 
regular  work  in  the  sophomore  year,  and  doing  it  well.  A  student  of 
ours,  now  in  his  junior  year  at  the  University,  was  one  of  five  who  won 
special  honors.    The  school  is  doing  good  literary  ^nd  scientific  work. 

The  school  puts  emphasis  on  religious  and  moral  training.  Bible 
classes  are  part  of  the  regular  work  of  every  student,  and  group  reli- 
gious services  are  held  every  day  for  students  resident  on  the  campus. 
A  constant  effort  is  made  to  win  students  to  Christ,  and  many  are 
won.  The  religious  life  of  the  school  is  steady  and  wholesome.  Chris- 
tian character  is  sought  as  an  end. 
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The  income  from  fees  this  year  will  be  about  $5,500,  of  which  $4,400 
has  been  collected  and  paid  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

We  need  a  larger  appropriation  for  running  expenses,  at  least  $6,500. 
A  large  school,  less  than  fifty  miles  from  this  place,  with  an  enrollment 
three  times  that  of  ours  but  less  steady,  gets  fifteen  times  the  amount 
of  outside  help  granted  to  us.    We  need  a  larger  appropriation. 

Finally,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  future  looks  bright, 
and  the  prospects  for  an  enlarged  work  are  decidedly  encouraging. 

Brevard  Institute,  Brevard,  N.  C. — Prof.  C.  H.  Trowbridge,  Principal. 

Established  1903. 

In  many  respects  this  is  the  most  prosperous  year  of  the  school's 
history.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  fees  were  raised  during  the  summer, 
the  number  of  boarding  students  is  larger  than  ever,  and  the  total 
enrollment  will  be  very  close  to  what  it  was  before  the  Brevard  graded 
school  was  opened.  Two  new  cottages  were  purchased  by  the  Board 
during  the  summer,  and  both  were  filled  with  students  as  soon  as  they 
were  ready  for  occupancy.  A  particularly  gratifying  feature  of  the 
registration  is  the  fact  that  more  than  half  of  the  students  have  been 
In  the  school  in  other  years  and  that  most  of  the  new  students  have 
come  on  the  advice  of  old  students.  This  loyalty  helps  in  every  phase  of 
the  work. 

The  year  has  been  a  good  one  religiously.  So  far  as  we  can  judge, 
there  have  been  about  thirty-five  conversions,  so  that  nearly  all  of  the 
students  are  Christians.  The  regular  Bible  recitations,  the  chapel 
talks,  the  mission  study,  teachers'  training  and  Philathea  classes,  and 
the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  exert  a  steady  and  strong 
influence  toward  godly  living,  and  almost  every  pupil  yields  to  it. 
The  graduates  are  doing  noble  work  for  the  Master. 

Two  vexatious  problems  are  demanding  attention  for  next  year.  It 
seems  imperative  that  more  rooms  be  provided  somehow,  not  only  for 
the  new  pupils  the  past  causes  us  to  expect  but  for  the  classes  we 
already  have.  All  school  work  is  done  in  the  main  girls'  dormitory, 
and  the  crowded  condition  is  anything  but  satisfactory.  A  new  school 
building  is  greatly  needed.  The  other  question  is  in  regard  to  securing 
and  holding  capable  teachers  for  the  industrial  departments.  Most  of 
the  students  are  so  entirely  without  training  that  they  need  the  best 
of  instruction,  and  those  really  capable  of  giving  it  cannot  afford  to 
decline  the  large  salaries  their  technical  training  could  secure  them 
elsewhere.  With  adequate  accommodations  and  capable  teachers  who 
can  afford  to  remain,  a  wonderful  work  could  be  done  spiritually  and 
temporally  for  these  young  people  who  come  in  spite  of  crowded  build- 
ings and  an  ever-changing  faculty.

PACIFIC  C#ASTW«RK. 

Rev.  and  Mrs.  William  Acton,  Superintendents. 

Having  spent  all  their  lives  within  the  bounds  of  the  Pacific  Confer- 
ence, your  Superintendents  desire  to  say,  by  way  of  introduction,  that 
it  was  a  matter  of  great  surprise  to  us  in  our  Salinas  parsonage,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  third  Quarterly  Conference,  June  19,  1910,  when 
our  presiding  elder.  Rev.  M.  Hodgson,  informed  us  that  Dr.  C.  F.  Reid 
had  selected  us  as  his  successors  as  Superintendents  of  the  work  of  the 
Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  on  this  coast,  and  asked  us  if  we  would 
accept  the  responsibility  if  we  were  elected.  After  prayerful  consid- 
eration and  consultation  with  Dr.  Reid  and  visiting  the  different 
missions,  we  accepted,  deeming  the  call  providential,  as  it  was  with 
the  intention  of  becoming  a  foreign  missionary  that  Mr.  Acton  entered 
the  Pacific  Conference  in  1894,  and  lor  several  years  afterwards  cor- 
responded with  the  Board  of  Missions  in  relation  thereto,  but  was 
persuaded  to  remain  in  the  pastorate  in  this  Conference,  where  men 
were  in  demand.  Both  of  us  were  educated  for  teachers,  and,  having 
had  considerable  experience,  the  transition  from  the  pastorate  to  mis- 
sionary work  is  comparatively  easy.  After  we  had  entered  upon  the 
new  work,  we  were  pleased  to  learn  that  we  had  also  been  recommend- 
ed for  the  place  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Pacific  Conference 
Woman's  Home  Mission  Society. 

The  Pacific  Coast  work  is  far-reaching  and  of  infinitely  greater  im- 
portance than  appears  on  the  surface.  Dr.  C.  F.  Reid's  years  of  ex- 
perience with  Orientals — Chinese,  Japanese,  and  Koreans — with  his 
characteristic  zeal  and  energy,  enabled  him  to  build  wisely  and  well, 
and  hundreds  have  been  evangelized  and  many  are  preaching  and 
living  the  gospel  in  China,  Japan,  Korea,  Siberia,  Mexico,  Hawaiian  Is- 
lands, British  America,  Alaska,  and  various  parts  of  the  United  States, 
as  well  as  those  in  California.  All  have  been  referred  to  in  former 
reports,  and  need  to  be  mentioned  here  only  as  a  reminder  and  to  say 
that  we  are  keeping  in  touch  with  them  and  that  they  generally  are 
holding  out  faithful  and  loyal  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

Los  Angeles  Conference. 
Our  work  in  this  Conference  at  present  consists  of  the  Homer  Tober- 
man  Deaconesses'  Home  and  Hospital,  partly  financed  by  this  Society, 
and  supervised  by  the  Los  Angeles  Deaconesses'  Home  and  City  Mis- 
sion Board.     We  had  the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  being  present  at 
.  the  annual  meeting  of  this  Board  on  February  14,  1911,  and  of  meeting 
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all  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Board,  the  presiding  elder,  most  of 
the  pastors  of  our  Los  Angeles  Churches,  and  the  workers  of  the  Home 
at  this  meeting.  Over  forty  delegates  from  the  represented  auxiliaries 
were  present.  A  new  constitution  and  by-laws,  in  accord  with  the 
Discipline  of  1910,  was  adopted,  and  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were 
elected.  The  report  of  the  officers  and  workers  show  the  affairs  of  the 
Institution  to  be  well  managed  and  in  excellent  condition. 

We  have  now  no  Oriental  missions  in  the  bounds  of  this  Conference. 
There  are  openings  among  the  Koreans  in  Los  Angeles,  Redlands,  and 
other  points.  No  other  denomination  is  In  the  field,  except  that  the 
Presbyterians  hold  an  occasional  service  when  they  can  secure  a 
Korean  for  the  purpose.  In  Los  Angeles  we  have  the  furniture,  organ, 
etc.,  of  the  former  Chinese  Mission,  stored  at  Trinity  Church,  and  the 
pastor  offers  us  the  free  use  of  a  room  in  which  to  hold  the  meetings, 
so  all  we  need  is  a  pastor.  Twelve  Koreans  are  ready  to  join,  so  as 
to  form  a  nucleus,  and  members  of  Trinity  are  very  desirous  of  having 
the  good  work  begin.  At  Redlands  a  number  of  Koreans  own  their 
own  homes  and  some  have  purchased  farms,  and  there  is  an  excellent 
prospect  for  a  permanent  Church,  one  that  may  become  self-support- 
ing. Many  Koreans  are  purchasing  homes  and  settling  permanently 
in  various  parts  of  the  Pacific  Slope,  as  no  other  Orientals  are  doing. 
We  would  renew  the  recommendation  made  by  Dr.  Reid  last  year  for 
an  appropriation  to  begin  work  in  this  field.  Good  men  are  at  hand 
for  this  purpose. 

Our  Korean  Missi07t. 

Our  Korean  Mission  in  San  Francisco  is  unique  in  being  the  only 
permanent  one  on  the  North  American  continent.  There  has  been  a 
large  exodus  of  Koreans  from  their  native  land.  Over  400,000,  it  is 
estimated,  are  in  the  United  States,  Hawaiian  Islands,  Mexico,  and 
Russian  territories.  Their  National  Association  has  its  headquarters 
in  San  Francisco,  and  for  a  while  we  held  our  preaching  services  in 
their  Association  hall.  There  are  10,000  members  in  this  Association, 
and  they  keep  tn  touch  with  their  exiled  countrymen  in  all  parts  of 
the  world.  Our  mission  is  well  represented  in  its  ranks,  and  its  in- 
fluence cannot  be  estimated. 

Our  mission  is  located  at  2123  Bush  Street,  San  Francisco,  in  a  com- 
modious house,  with  ample  yard  room,  and  is  thronged  at  every  service. 
The  dormitories  are  generally  occupied,  and  the  dining  room  is  well 
patronized.     It  is  a  cheerful  religious  and  social  center. 

P.  K.  Yoon,  pastor  for  the  past  year,  has  removed  with  his  family 
to  Troutdale,  Oregon,  and  is  succeeded  by  David  Lee,  a  student  at 
Stanford  University,  and,  next  to  J.  S.  Ryang,  is  the  choice  of  his  coun- 
trymen for  the  important  and  responsible  post  he  has  accepted.  He  is 
well  qualified,  and  we  may  reasonably  expect  that  he  Vill  be  an  instru- 
ment of  great  good  in  our  Master's  work. 

Our  magazine,  the  Korean  Evangel,  was  temporarily  suspended  in 
December  last,  but  we  are  making  preparation  for  beginning  its  re- 
publication. The  Japanese  authorities  refused  to  let  it  be  distributed 
by  the  mails  in  Korea,  deeming  that  certain  utterances  were  contrary  to 
their  "Occupation  Proclamation,"  and  as  450  of  the  1,000  copies  of 
each  edition  were  sent  to  Korea,  it  made  such  a  difference  in  the  cir- 
culation that  we  deemed  it  best  to  stop  until  matters  were  adjusted. 
As  the  object  of  its  publication  is  "for  the  education,  elevation,  and 
consecration  of  Korean  Christians  throughout  the  world,  and  the  evan- 
gelization of  the  unsaved,  it  will  always  be  ready  to  present  gospel 
truth,  Christian  literature,  scientific  knowledge,  and  Church  news." 
26 
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From  this  time  forward,  each  article  will  be  closely  scanned,  and,  strict- 
ly adhering  to  the  object  stated  above,  we  believe  that  we  shall  be 
enabled  to  present  a  magazine  that  can  circulate  anywhere  unchal- 
lenged. 

As  there  are  only  about  ten  Korean  children  of  school  age  in  San 
Francisco,  and  they  have  access  to  the  public  schools,  we  have  not 
attempted  school  work. 

The  outlook  is  ■very  encouraging,  as  the  mission  has  never  been  in 
a  better  condition.  We  have  purchased  a  new  organ,  and  the  singing 
has  been  improved.  The  members  have  contributed  $225.16  for  inci- 
dental expenses  and  donated  $189.35  to  the  Korean  Evangel.  This 
latter  does  not  include  $443.91  paid  in  subscriptions. 

Our  Japanese  Missions. 

The  Japanese  of  California,  for  some  purpose  of  their  own,  take  a 
census  of  all  their  people  each  year  in  October.  The  latest  statistics 
show  that  there  are  43,933  adult  males,  6,662  adult  females,  a  total  of 
50,595  adult  Japanese  in  this  State.  There  are  2,031  boys  and  1,920 
girls  natives  of  California,  and  384  boys  and  350  girls  natives  of  Japan, 
a  total  of  4,285  under  sixteen  years  of  age.  Of  the  adults,  2,287  men 
and  331  women,  a  total  of  2,618,  are  Christians,  and  are  gathered  into 
forty  missions  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  the  membership  ranging 
from  three  at  Monterey  to  a  hundred  in  one  or  two  centers.  There 
are  eleven  Buddhist  missions,  with  4,090  adherents — 3,690  men  and 
400  women.  This  gives  a  total  of  6,708  who  profess  some  kind  of  a 
religious  belief,  and  leaves  48,272  without  any  profession.  We  asked  an 
intelligent  Japanese  Christian  what  the  others  believed,  and  his  reply 
was:  "They  are  entirely  indifferent."  This  fact  is  a  help  to  us  in  reach- 
ing the  children.  Only  one  out  of  the  sixty  attending  our  Sunday 
school  comes  from  a  Christian  home.  Where  Buddhists  are  found, 
they  bitterly  oppose  all  Christian  effort.  They  are  building  a  $60,000 
temple  in  Los  Angeles  at  the  present  time.  The  other  ten  Buddhist 
missions  are  at  San  Francisco,  Oakland,  Vacaville,  Sacramento,  Stock- 
ton, Fresno,  Watsonville,  Guadalupe,  and  two  in  San  Jose. 

Our  Japanese  work  still  consists  of  the  Oakland  Mission,  and  the 
mission,  Sunday  school,  night  school,  primary  school,  and  kindergarten 
at  Mary  Helm  Hall,  Alameda,  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to«  report 
encouraging  results  from  each. 

We  removed  the  Oakland  Mission  from  Fifteenth  Street  because  it 
was  a  long  distance  from  where  the  Japanese  centered,  and  rented  an 
abandoned  pool  room  on  the  corner  of  Eighth  and  Harrison  Streets, 
fitted  it  up,  and  now,  as  we  are  near  the  center  of  their  population, 
both  the  attendance  and  interest  have  increased.  Since  we  made  this 
change,  both  the  other  missions,  Methodist  Episcopal  and  Congrega- 
tional, are  discussing  making  a  similar  move,  for  the  same  reason; 
but  both  own  real  property  on  which  their  mission  buildings  are 
situated,  and  this  will  make  removal  difficult  for  them.  We  are  reach- 
ing out  toward  the  unsaved,  and  already  one  man  has  been  baptized 
and  has  taken  the  vows  of  the  Church  in  consequence  of  this  move. 
Others  are  attending  regularly,  frequenting  the  reading  room,  conning 
the  books,  papers,  and  magazines,  and  attending  the  services.  An  organ 
has  been  purchased,  and  two  of  the  members  perform  on  it  sufficiently 
to  lead  the  singing,  and  one  member  renders  vocal  solos,  like  "The 
Holy  City,"  very  creditably.  A  permanent  pastor  should  take  the  place 
of  the  "Secretary,"  who  could  devote  most  of  his  time  to  pastoral  visit- 
ing and  organize  a  Sunday  school  for  the  benefit  of  the  dozens  of  chil- 
dren in  the  vicinity.     As  near  as  we  can  learn,  this  is  the  only  Japa- 
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nese  mission  in  California  withiout  a  regular  pastor,  and  as  this  kind 
of  fruit  is  all  "hand-picked,"  the  constant  presence  of  the  harvester 
is  essential.  While  this  mission  has  an  excellent  influence,  it  is  not 
near  what  it  would  be  if  we  had  a  man  always  on  the  ground.  The 
members  have  contributed  $91.45  toward  the  incidental  expenses  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Our  Japanese  work  still  centers  about  Mary  Helm  Hall.  Quite  a 
change  is  noticeable  in  the  workers.  Rev.  N.  Yanagwara  left  for 
Japan  before  we  entered  upon  the  work,  and  left  Mr.  K.  Kanzaki  in 
charge.  No  one  stands  higher  among  his  countrymen  than  he,  and  he 
organized  and  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  missions  in  a  most  credit- 
able manner.  Rev.  G.  Ota,  of  the  Japanese  Conference,  was  selected 
as  pastor,  arriving  last  December;  and  since  then  the  attendance  has 
been  large,  the  interest  intense,  and  two  adults  (a  man  and  a  woman) 
have  been  baptized  and  have  taken  the  vowg  of  the  Church.  There  is 
a  good  prospect  for  further  accessions.  The  attendance  during  the 
past  year  at  the  preaching  services  averaged  sixty-seven.  The  average 
attendance  at  prayer  meeting  is  fifteen.  The  Sunday  school  now  num- 
bers sixty  members,  including  a  branch  school  at  Fitchburg,  six  miles 
distant,  an  increase  of  forty-two  over  a  year  ago.  The  sum  of  $102.79 
has  been  raised  by  the  members  during  the  year  for  repairs  and  inci- 
dentals. 

The  night  school  meets  regularly  four  evenings  in  each  week. 
Twenty-eight  different  pupils  have  been  enrolled  during  the  year,  but 
the  average  attendance  has  been  small,  not  over  eight.  A  marked 
change  has  come  over  the  personnel  of  the  pupils.  Now  few  young 
men  attend.  Most  are  boys  from  twelve  to  seventeen.  The  present 
enrollment  is  eight,  one  being  a  woman.  An  interpreter  and  an  Ameri- 
can teacher  are  employed.  The  sum  of  $45.65  was  paid  as  tuition  dur- 
ing the  year.  Mrs.  E.  V.  Standifer  is  the  teacher,  and  K.  Okada  is  the 
interpreter. 

The  primary  school  has  been  taught  by  Mr.  M.  Oba,  who  has  been 
paid  by  the  Japanese  parents.  They  have  raised  and  paid  $475.58  for 
his  salary  ai^d  the  incidental  expenses.  Mrs.  E.  G.  Smith  has  taught 
music  and  English.  Nineteen  have  been  enrolled  during  the  year,  but 
there  is  accommodation  for  only  sixteen;  and  if  we  do  not  provide 
more  room,  some  will  have  to  be  turned  away  next  term.  This  is  a 
serious  problem  that  confronts  us.  We  need  more  room  for  our  preach- 
ing services  and  for  our  schools.  The  most  economical  way  this  can 
be  obtained  is  to  raise  the  main  building  five  feet  and  construct  the 
needed  auditoriums  underneath.  This  will  cost  about  $2,500,  and  will 
provide  sufficient  room  for  several  years  to  come. 

We  reorganized  the  kindergarten  in  September,  and  were  fortunate 
in  securing  Miss  Dora  Kelsey  (now  Mrs.  Rev.  Guy  Smith)  as  the  teach- 
er, and  she  has  proved  very  satisfactory  to  the  Japanese  and  to  us.  No 
one  could  do  better.  Sixteen  have  been  enrolled,  and  the  average  at- 
tendance is  fourteen.  Part  of  the  $475.58  referred  to  above  was  con- 
tributed toward  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  kindergarten.  As  Sister 
Smith  expects  to  leave  us  at  the  end  of  this  term,  the  Japanese  desire 
that  another  of  their  countrywomen  be  employed,  and  they  offer  to 
pay  part  at  least  of  the  cost  of  bringing  her  from  Japan.  We  have 
had  a  lady,  a  graduate  of  one  of  our  schools  there,  recommended  very 
highly  by  responsible  parties,  who  would  be  willing  to  devote  all  the 
time  not  employed  in  the  kindergarten  as  a  Bible  woman  among  the 
Japanese  women.  As  there  are  over  a  hundred  in  Alameda,  she  could 
do  a  great  deal  of  good.  As  teacher  she  would  increase  the  attendance 
largely  and  give  us  access  to  more  homes,  as  they  naturally  turn  more 
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readily  to  one  of  their  own  nationality,  just  as  we  would  do  under  sim- 
ilar circumstances. 

A  woman's  meeting  is  held  in  the  afternoon  of  the  first  Sunday  of 
each  month  by  Mr.  Ota  and  Mrs.  Acton,  at  which  Bible  study  is  the 
main  topic,  and  ten  are  usually  in  attendance,  two  of  them  being  the 
only  Christians  among  them  in  Alameda.  It  is  growing  in  interest, 
and  a  growth  in  attendance  is  only  a  question  of  time.  A  few  years 
ago  the  Orientals  were  nearly  all  men,  and  the  endeavor  was  to  reach 
them  by  means  of  night  schools,  dormitories,  etc.  Now,  as  they  are 
becoming  more  settled  and  are  sending  for  brides,  wives,  and  families, 
our  plans  should  be  modified  to  meet  the  changed  conditions.  This 
we  are  endeavoring  to  do  without  neglecting  those  without  homes. 

In  conclusion  we  would  say  that  we  are  putting  our  best  and,  we 
hope,  consecrated  efforts  into  this  work,  and  hope  and  believe  that  the 
Council  will  sustain  us  to  the  utmost  of  their  ability.  We  present  the 
prospects  as  well  as  the  needs  of  the  Pacific  Coast  as  we  see  them.  "We 
also  desire  to  express  our  sincere  and  heartfelt  appreciation  of  Mrs. 
MacDonell  for  the  many  kindnesses  and  courtesies  constantly  extended 
to  us.  May  God  bless  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  in  all  their 
efforts !  

REPORTS  OF  CITY  MISSIONS. 

ASHEVILLE,   N.   C. 

Miss  Josephine  Guffin,  Missiouary. 

In  looking  back  over  the  past  year  we  find  that  much  we  had  hoped 
to  accomplish  has  not  been  realized.  But  we  know  that,  "as  the  rain 
cometh  down,  and  the  snow  from  heaven,  and  returneth  not  thither, 
but  watereth  the  earth,  and  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,"  so  his 
word  has  been,  it  has  not  returned  void,  but  has  accomplished  much. 

In  our  North  Asheville  Mission  there  are  those  who  are  serving  the 
Lord  who  did  not  know  him  last  year,  while  others  have  been  led  into 
a  deeper  Christian  experience.  We  are  rejoicing  in  a  larger  building; 
the  new  addition  having  been  built  by  the  people,  the  owner  supplying 
the  building  material.  We  now  have  a  room  almost  twice  as  large  as 
before,  giving  sufficient  room,  except  during  special  meetings. 

The  Sabbath  school  attendance  keeps  up  well  and  our  night  services 
are  well  attended,  especially  those  on  Sunday  night. 

The  departure  of  Mr.  Fowler  in  October  made  it  difficult  to  carry  on 
the  work  as  we  wished.  He  will  long  be  remembered  by  our  people 
for  his  faithful,  consecrated  life  and  work  among  them. 

Our  work  in  the  mill  district  is  now  confined  to  assisting  Mr.  Newell, 
the  pastor  of  Haywood  Street  Church,  in  the  midweek  meeting  at 
Riverside  Chapel,  assisting  in  tlie  mothers'  meeting  at  Welfare  Cot- 
tage, and  visiting  among  the  people. 

We  were  encouraged  a  few  months  ago  by  having  one  of  the  officials 
at  the  Asheville  Tannery  tell  of  their  appreciation  of  our  work  in  the 
tannery  district.  He  spoke  of  the  great  change  in  the  people  and  their 
homes  since  the  beginning  of  our  work.  Mr.  Fowler's  work  here  has 
made  quite  a  change  in  our  meetings,  the  men  becoming  more  inter- 
ested and  coming  out  as  never  before.  Both  the  midweek  meeting  and 
the  mothers'  meeting  are  often  a  great  blessing  to  the  workers.  They 
are  marked  by  earnest  prayer  and  testimony  from  our  people,  who  are 
getting  better  acquainted  with  their  Saviour  as  the  months  go  by. 
The  interest  in  the  Sabbath  school  in  the  tannery  district  continues, 
although  we  have  lost  two  of  our  best  teachers,  but  others  have  taken 
their  places. 
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Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  boy  criminals,  our  jail  work  has 
been  heart-rending.  We  have  had  good  meetings  with  them,  because 
the  Master  has  met  with  us  and  blessed  us.  The  conditions  in  the  jail 
have  resulted  in  our  women  of  the  Board  becoming  interested  in  the 
juvenile  court,  studying  the  subject  in  their  meetings  and  interesting 
some  of  the  Christian  men  of  the  city.  These  men  have  interested 
others,  and  plans  are  now  being  carried  out  which  will  result  very  soon 
in  a  juvenile  court  and  reform  school  in  our  own  city. 

The  inmates  of  the  County  Home  look  forward  eagerly  to  our  month- 
ly visits  and  meetings  with  them.  We  believe  that  they  have  been  very 
profitable.  At  Christmas  time  the  inmates  were  made  glad  by  some 
beautiful  scripture  mottoes  to  hang  on  their  walls.  The  Board  has 
made  it  possible  to  provide  many  needy  families  with  clothing  who 
would  have  suffered  but  for  their  aid.

The  realization  of  the  fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man 
seems  to  be  the  golden  thread  that  encircles  the  best  people  of  to-day 
and  binds  them  in  one  great  organization,  whose  object  is  the  better- 
ment and  uplift  of  humanity.  This  is  true  in  Atlanta,  for  our  Weslej' 
House  has  been  enabled  to  do  a  much  broader  work  because  of  the 
spirit  of  cooperation  manifested  on  all  sides — by  the  city  warden,  the 
probation  officer,  the  associated  charities,  many  physicians,  and  other 
professional  people,  as  well  as  by  several  institutions  of  the  city. 

Wayward  girls  have  been  placed  in  better  environment,  fallen  girls 
have  been  rescued,  young  boys  just  at  the  critical  age  between  boy- 
hood and  manhood  have  been  influenced  to  push  forward  to  the  things 
most  worth  while  in  life.  One  young  fellow,  who  has  been  most  faith- 
ful in  his  attendance  at  night  school  for  several  years,  when  arrested 
and  given  a  jail  sentence  for  firing  a  pistol  during  the  holidays,  was 
released  after  much  time  and  hard  work  by  the  Wesley  House  people; 
weary,  discouraged  mothers  have  been  encouraged  and  pointed  to  the 
great  Burden  Bearer  of  the  ages  and  have  taken  heart  again  with  a 
new  determination  to  help  others,  even  though  their  sphere  is  a  nar- 
row one;  little  children,  through  the  wholesome,  happy  atmosphere 
of  the  kindergarten  and  day  nursery,  have  unfolded  normally  and 
given  promise  of  useful  manhood  and  womanhood.  All  this  and  more 
has  been  done  this  year,  proving  beyond  a  doubt  the  value  of  our  Home 
to  these  four  thousand  mill  people  clustered  about  us. 

Our  district  nurse  has  preached  the  doctrine  of  pure  food  and  fresh 
air  in  her  visits  this  year,  and  by  the  loan  of  bed  linen  and  gowns  she 
has  initiated  many  a  sufferer  into  the  luxury  of  cleanliness.  She  has 
assisted  in  the  children's  clinic  three  afternoons  of  each  week.  Many 
minor  operations  have  been  performed  here,  and  children  have  been 
benefited  for  life. 

Unusual  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the  department  of  Domestic 
Science  and  Art,  directed  by  Miss  Thomas,  of  Detroit.  Seven  cooking 
classes,  with  an  enrollment  of  fifty-three  pupils,  one  of  which  included 
a  class  of  mothers,  were  organized;  also  a  serving  school  of  seventy- 
five  was  organized.  Some  results  of  this  work  were  shown  when  the 
older  pupils  bought,  cooked,  and  served  a  four-course  luncheon  to 
several  ladies  of  the  Board,  much  to  their  surprise  and  delight. 

The  interest  in  the  library  does  not  wane,  since  Mrs.  Watson  reports 
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an  attendance  of  six  hundred  and  ninety-three  persons  and  a  distribu- 
tion of  over  seven  hundred  papers  in  the  neighborhood. 

Miss  Dickinson  reports  most  encouraging  results  from  the  Kinder- 
garten Department.  The  play  instinct  has  been  developed  along  proper 
lines,  and  each  little  child  is  being  brought  to  realize  that  he  is  only  a 
part  of  a  great,  beautiful,  social  whole. 

Miss  Florrie  Crim,  the  day  nursery  matron,  has  had  her  hands  and 
heart  full  with  the  large  number  of  children  who  have  come  and  gone 
from  her  department.  Some,  however,  have  remained  long  enough 
to  give  her  most  encouraging  results.  The  nursery  group  is  made  up 
of  three  distinct  grades  of  children — twenty-five  boys  and  girls  of 
school  age,  a  number  of  little  kindergarten  people,'  and  the  babies, 
whose  ages  range  from  six  months  to  two  years.  The  mothers  have 
had  the  privilege  of  getting  a  wholesome,  warm  dinner  at  the  Wesley 
House  each  day  for  the  small  sum  of  ten  cents. 

The  Wesley  House  Athletic  Club,  consisting  of  eighteen  sturdy  young 
men,  made  quite  a  forward  step  when  their  basket  ball  team  joined  the 
Atlanta  Athletic  League.  And  although  they  did  not  win,  they  did 
win  praise  for  their  clean  playing,  and  were  benefited  by  the  touch 
with  the  other  young  people  of  the  League.  The  Knights  of  the  Wheel, 
an  organization  of  eighteen  smaller  boys,  has  done  good  work  in 
drilling  and  other  athletic  training.  Both  of  these  clubs  are  under 
the  direction  of  a  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  man  as  physical 
director. 

Miss  Dickinson  has  charge  of  the  club  work  of  the  Wesley  House 
Athletic  Club;  and  Miss  Harriet  Davis,  a  kindergarten  normal  student, 
has  held  that  place  most  efficiently  with  the  Knights  of  the  Wheel  Club. 

A  girls'  club  with  an  enrollment  of  eighteen  girls  has  been  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Williemand  Landman,  another  kindergarten  nor- 
mal student.  These  girls,  the  Blue  Flower  Club,  have  a  delightfully 
cozy  little  club  room,  all  their  own.  They  have  two  evenings  a  month 
for  athletics,  one  for  social,  and  the  fourth  for  business  meeting. 

The  night  school  has  an  unusually  large  enrollment,  but  not  a  very 
large  average  attendance.  Five  of  Atlanta's  best  public  school  teachers 
have  been  assigned  to  the  Wesley  House  by  the  City  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  are  doing  most  valuable  service.  An  arithmetic  class  for  men, 
for  the  first  three  months  of  the  session,  did  a  good  work. 

For  several  years  the  Wesley  House  Sunday  school  was  carried  on 
most  successfully  by  faithful  young  men  and  women  of  several  Atlanta 
Churches.  This  fall  it  was  decided  to  substitute  a  vesper  service  for 
the  young  people  of  the  neighborhood,  as  within  easy  reach  of  our 
people  there  are  three  churches  having  well-conducted  Sunday  schools 
to  which  at  least  two-thirds  of  our  Sunday  school  pupils  went  in  the 
mornings.  So  the  vesper  service  came  into  being  and  has  afforded 
opportunity  for  splendid  volunteer  service.  Many  of  the  prominent 
ministers  of  Atlanta  have  talked  for  our  afternoon  service,  and  kinder- 
garten teachers  have  taken  charge  of  the  half  hour  of  story-telling. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  by  the  mill  owners  this  year. 
One  most  helpful  one  was  placing  a  sink  in  the  domestic  science  kitchen. 

Problems  have  arisen  and  discouragements  have  shadowed  us  some- 
times, yet  through  it  all  we  have  proved  that  most  comforting  of  all 
promises  is:  "Lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end."

At  the  close  of  another  year  we  find  ourselves  reflecting  upon  the 
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work  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days,  seeing  failures  here  and 
victories  there,  but  God's  blessing  on  the  whole. 

From  one  standpoint  this  year's  work  has  been  gratifying;  from  an- 
other point  we  see  the  imperative  need  of  lengthening  our  cords, 
strengthening  our  stakes,  and  fortifying  the  weak  places. 

To  the  casual  observer  all  has  looked  well,  and  to  our  friends  who 
make  only  semiannual  visits  the  improvement  is  marked;  but  to  us 
who  are  in  the  forefront  of  the  battle,  whose  very  life  is  being  spent 
for  the  salvation  and  uplifting  of  our  people,  every  backward  step  they 
take  is  like  a  dagger  in  our  hearts.  We  are  giving  them  what  they 
should  have  had  three  generations  ago. 

We  have  had  no  special  evangelistic  services  during  the  year.  The 
Holy  Spirit  has  been  doing  his  work  in  the  hearts  of  the  people;  a  num- 
ber of  persons  have  said  that  they  have  accepted  Christ  as  their  Sav- 
iour. Some  have  been  faithful,  while  others  have  seemed  to  have  no 
conception  of  right  living. 

Our  Sunday  school  is  doing  nicely,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
there  are  three  other  afternoon  Sunday  schools  only  a  few  blocks  away. 

The  women  who  attend  the  Mothers'  Club  are  especially  interested  in 
Bible  study.  They  want  the  entire  hour  spent  in  studying  the  Bible, 
and  are  willing  to  sew  at  home  on  the  material  that  we  are  using  in 
the  loan  closet  for  the  sick  of  the  neighborhood. 

The  absence  of  tuberculosis  in  the  district  has  been  noticeable  this 
year.  We  believe  this  is  due  to  their  greater  knowledge  of  the  laws 
of  health  and  better  sanitary  surroundings  which  we  have  helped  to 
give  them.  A  great  deal  could  be  said  about  the  different  methods 
used  in  the  different  features  of  the  work  and  the  effect  of  these  on 
the  people,  as  it  all  lies  very  close  to  our  heart,  but  we  have  long 
since  learned  that  methods  must  have  breathed  through  them  the 
Spirit  of  God. 

Miss  Norburn  reports:  "As  Superintendent  of  the  Primary  Depart- 
ment of  our  mission  Sunday  school  and  also  that  of  one  of  the 
Churches,  I  am  glad  to  report  that  we  have  had  very  efficient  assistants. 
With  their  help  we  have  reorganized  the  departments  and  by  song  and 
story,  picture  and  handiwork  are  endeavoring  to  plant  in  the  hearts  of 
the  childreri  the  seeds  of  the  kingdom.  The  Children's  Bible  Hour  en- 
rolls one  hundred  and  fifty  children.  We  feel  that  this  phase  of  the 
work,  together  with  the  Boys'  Bible  Club,  will  bear  fruit  in  keeping  His 
little  ones  in  the  path  of  right.  The  night  school  rooms  are  well 
equipped,  and  we  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  one  of  the 
principals  of  our  city  school.  This  night  school  is  a  success  not  only  in 
attendance  but  in  the  development  of  the  individual  pupil.  Our  stu- 
dents have  numbered  not  only  young  men  and  women  but  several  par- 
ents. Both  teachers  feel  that  to  many  have  come  a  quickened  mind  and 
an  enriched  spirit,  while  through  the  Bible  classes  several  have  been 
brought  to  Christ.  The  pupils  have  been  a  strong  point  of  contact  in 
securing  the  interest  and  co5peration  of  the  parents,  thus  making  the 
friendly  visits  more  effective.  We  have  spent  much  time  in  the  homes, 
trusting  that  the  personal  touch  might  be  an  incentive  to  noble  liv- 
ing." 

Miss  Dixon  reports:  "This  the  second  year  of  the  kindergarten  has 
had  an  attendance  of  thirty-five  regularly.  We  see  evidence  of  helping 
the  children  and  through  them  the  mothers  of  the  community.  0«r 
children  love  to  come  and  linger  about  the  room  when  it  is  time  for 
them  to  go  home.  We  have  a  lovely,  sunshiny  room,  with  beautiful 
flowers  in  every  window,  and  everything  that  could  be  needed  to  make 
a  beautiful  child  garden."

The  days  come  and  go,  and  with  each  new  morn  dawns  a  deeper 
consciousness  of  the  fathomless  riches  of  God's  grace.  The  noontide 
brings  the  warmth  and  glow  of  his  love.  The  last  long  shadows  of  the 
evening  speak  peace  and  quiet  to  the  trusting  soul;  and  when  night 
throws  her  black  mantle  over  all,  seemingly  hiding  for  a  time  God's 
smile,  in  faith  the  soul  wings  its  way  above  the  darkness  and  lives  in 
the  precious  sunlight  of  his  promises. 

Such  has  been  my  daily  experience  since  I  entered  into  the  work  at 
the  "Wesley  House  in  Biloxi.  Never  before  have  I  had  such  a  con- 
sciousness of  divine  guidance.  Never  before  has  work  done  for  him 
brought  such  peace  and  joy  to  my  heart.  God  has  been  with  us  every 
step  of  the  way,  and  to  him  we  give  the  praise  and  the  glory  for  all 
that  has  been  accomplished. 

We  have  night  school  three  nights  of  each  week  (Monday,  Wednes- 
day, and  Friday),  with  an  enrollment  of  fifty-two  boys  and  girls  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen.  We  have  a  class  of  men,  five  in 
number,  making  a  total  enrollment  of  fifty-seven  in  our  school.  We 
have  six  very  efficient  teachers,  and  the  least  that  I  can  say  is  that  our 
school  is,  in  effect,  ideal. 

Our  sewing  school  has  grown  to  fifty-five  in  number.  The  girls  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  fifteen  are  doing  excellent  work  and  will 
complete  the  primary  lessons  in  the  course  of  sewing  within  the  re- 
quired time.  The  devotional  exercises  of  the  school  are  impressive  and 
we  hope  are  meaning  much  to  these  young  minds.  We  have  six  teachers 
in  this  sciiool;  also  we  count  ourselves  very  fortunate  indeed  in  getting 
women  w^ho  are  in  every  way  competent  to  teach  and  who  have  at 
heart  the  welfare  of  the  children. 

When  I  say  our  Sunday  school  is  good,  I  am  not  doing  it  justice.  We 
are  provided  very  comfortably  with  assembly  hall  and  classrooms,  and 
have  an  enrollment  of  sixty-five  children.  Our  school  is  divided  into 
Beginners,  Primary,  Intermediate,  and  Junior  classes.  We  have  a 
splendid  corps  of  teachers,  and  are  assured  that  the  influence  of  our 
school  is  reaching  the  hearts  and  the  homes  of  our  people,  and  we 
believe  that  it  will  be  a  great  help  in  winning  them  into  paths  of  right 
living. 

I  must  speak  of  my  own  class  of  boys.  I  heartily  indorse  the  plan 
of  organized  classes  and  submitted  to  the  boys  a  number  of  class  names, 
mottoes,  songs,  etc.,  from  which  to  choose  for  themselves.  They  chose 
for  their  name,  "The  Upstreamers;"  for  their  motto,  "I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ;"  for  their  song,  "Let  the  Lower  Lights  Be 
Burning."  The  class  spirit  is  beginning  to  be  very  manifest.  My  own 
aim  and  prayer  is  to  win  these  boys  for  Christ.  Already  two  of  them 
have  united  with  the  Church. 

We  have  a  service  every  Sunday  evening  with  good  attendance.  Our 
number  is  never  below  fifty  and  has  reached  eighty.  We  are  very 
fortunate  in  getting  a  minister  twice  a  month.  These  preachers  are 
men  of  power,  too,  and  are  breaking  the  bread  of  life  to  these  people. 
The  evenings  that  we  do  not  have  a  sermon  we  have  a  song  service. 
Both  young  and  old  love  the  songs,  and  often  after  the  service  is  over 
some  will  linger  to  sing  a  few  more  songs.  We  are  fully  persuaded 
that  our  Sunday  evening  service  is  proving  a  spiritual  uplift  to  the 
people. 

I  must  make  mention  of  my  class  of  young  men  and  young  women, 
although  we  are  just  beginning  our  work.  I  am  confident  that  a  little 
later  I  can  give  a  fine  report  from  this  class.     We  meet  on  Sunday 
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evening  one  hour  previous  to  the  hour  for  our  regular  evening  service, 
have  a  lesson  from  the  Bible,  and  afterwards  serve  refreshments.  My 
aim  is  to  get  them  into  the  night  service,  to  help  them  in  a  social  way, 
and  above  all  to  help  them  in  their  spiritual  growth.  We  are  now  six; 
in  number,  and  I  feel  that  at  no  distant  day  we  shall  have  a  large  and 
interesting  class. 

Since  the  beginning  of  my  work  in  October  I  have  made  one  hundred 
and  sixty-one  visits  and  have  received  one  hundred  and  fifty  visitors. 
We  have  had  electric  lights  put  in  the  house,  also  a  telephone  and  a 
piano.  We  have  had  house  furnishings  installed  to  the  amount  of  $16,. 
$5  given  toward  a  book  fund  for  the  night  school,  and  $2.25  to  be  used 
in  buying  sewing  school  material,  making  a  total  of  $23.25. 

Miss  Annie  Lamphard,  of  New  Orleans,  came  to  us  in  January  as  a 
helper,  making  the  third  one  in  our  happy  home.  She  is  in  every  way 
fitted  for  the  work  and  is  doing  efficient  service. 

I  feel  that  in  these  few  words  I  have  given  you  only  a  hint  of  our 
dear  Lord's  work  in  Biloxi,  yet  I  know  that  he  understands,  and  I  can 
leave  all  with  him  "who  doeth  all  things  well."

Through  the  direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit  I  came  into  the  Wesley 
House  on  the  fifteenth  of  September  last,  employed  by  the  local  Board 
to  work  in  cooperation  with  Miss  Hettie  K.  Phillips,  who  was  then 
Head  Resident.  We  made  plans  to  extend  our  territory  and  take  a 
larger  scope  of  educative  work.  Before  we  could  put  our  plans  into 
operation,  our  dear  Miss  Phillips  was  called  upon  to  render  service  to 
her  young  sister,  whom  she  carried  to  Denver,  Colo.,  in  search  of  health, 
and  left  me  in  charge  of  the  Wesley  House.  I  felt  unequal  to  the 
responsibility;  but,  trusting  God  for  strength  and  wisdom,  I  was  deter- 
mined to  do  my  best  to  serve  these  dear  people,  whom  I  had  already 
learned  to  love.  I  have  experienced  some  of  the  real  joys  that  come 
with  service  in  his  name.  The  City  Board  and  Church  friends  have 
stood  right  close  to  me  and  rendered  invaluable  assistance  in  our  work, 
and  the  Lord  has  blessed  every  effort  and  brought  forth  fruit  far  more- 
than  we  are  able  to  ask.  I  find  a  warm  welcome  in  every  home  I  enter, 
and  I  find  it  impossible  to  get  into  the  homes  as  often  as  I  feel  is 
necessary  to  help  the  home  life. 

We  have  thirty-five  enrolled  in  our  Story  Hour,  and  the  mothers, 
say  that  they  can  hardly  make  the  children  wait  until  the  time  for 
them  to  come. 

Our  Junior  Domestic  Science  has  grown  so  interesting  that  I  had  to- 
admit  sixteen  little  girls  and  introduce  kitchen  garden,  and  now  with 
an  assistant  I  can  teach  both,  having  half  in  each  room.  Our  Senior 
Domestic  Science  class,  composed  of  nine  girls  from  fifteen  to  eighteen, 
are  doing  beautiful  work.  They  carry  their  lesson  right  home  and 
put  it  into  practice.  Our  sewing  school  is  the  most  enthusiastic  of  all 
right  now,  since  tlie  graduating  class  is  finishing  their  three  years' 
course  and  are  cutting  and  making  their  garments.  We  gave  each  of 
our  classes  an  entertainment  for  Christmas  and  a  social  feature  on 
Valentine  Day  and  Washington's  birthday. 

We  are  closely  affiliated  with  Ninth  Street  Church,  and  our  newly 
organized  Bible  class  of  twenty-nine  members  meets  twice  a  month  at 
the  Wesley  House.  We  have  just  organized  an  Epworth  League  with 
thirty  charter  members,  and  they  had  the  first  social  meeting  at  the 
Wesley  House  on  the  evening  of  February  14.  We  had  thirty-five  pres- 
ent.    Our  Sunday  school  has  increased  from  thirty-one  in  December  to- 
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eighty-six  in  February.  We  have  a  devotional  feature  in  every  meet- 
ing of  every  class  that  is  conducted  in  the  Wesley  House.  The  boys 
and  girls  enjoy  the  circulating  library. 

While  we  find  it  necessary  to  do  some  relief  work,  our  cooperation 
with  the  Associated  Charities  and  the  Nurses'  Association  relieves  us 
of  a  great  deal  of  this  work.  Many  opportunities  for  service  cannot 
be  classified,  but  I  am  thanking  God  every  day  for  the  privilege  of 
being  used  in  so  many  ways  and  I  am  praying  every  day  that  my  vision 
may  be  broadened,  my  opportunities  made  larger,  and  that  in  all  things 
I  may  render  perfect  service. 

Bristol,  Va.,  Wesley  House. 

Miss  Berta  Thomas,  Deaconess,  Head  Resident. 

As  this  Wesley  House  was  originally  intended  for  work  among  the 
•employees  of  the  Virginia  Iron,  Coal,  and  Coke  Company,  it  may  seem 
to  some  that  there  is  little  to  be  done  here  since  that  company  has 
ceased  to  operate  its  plant,  but  such  is  not  the  case.  Although  most 
of  the  employees  of  the  company  have  moved  away,  there  are  still  seven- 
teen families  left.  There  is  also  near  by  a  growing  community  known 
as  Stumptown,  which  needs  this  work  much.  If  all  the  children  of  that 
community  alone  would  attend  our  Sunday  school,  we  should  be  unable 
to  accommodate  any  others. 

From  March  until  August  of  last  year  there  was  no  worker  here,  and 
hence  the  people  lost  interest  in  the  Wesley  House  for  a  while.  Since 
its  reopening  in  August  much  visiting  and  prayer  and  earnest  effort  to 
create  a  new  interest  among  the  people  have  been  needed;  but  there  has 
been  full  compensation  for  every  effort,  since  the  love  and  confidence  of 
the  people  have  again  been  gained.  The  City  Mission  Board  proves 
itself  ready  to  stand  by  everything  that  means  the  furtherance  of  this 
work. 

At  first  there  was  great  difficulty  in  getting  in  touch  with  the  boys. 
A  few  of  them  came  to  Sunday  school,  but  most  of  them  could  not  be 
reached.  After  a  few  weeks  they  were  attracted  by  some  swings  which 
wei'e  put  up  for  the  little  children,  and  so  there  came  an  opportunity 
for  talking  with  them  and  gaining  their  confidence.  Thirty-five  boys 
came  into  the  Sunday  school,  and  as  a  result  the  night  school  was  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  Now  it  numbers  eighteen.  Three  nights  each 
week  are  given  to  study  and  one  night  to  basketry  and  games.  It  has 
seemed  best  to  continue  the  night  school  until  the  time  that  the  public 
schools  close,  and  then  organize  the  boys'  club  and  take  up  other  work. 
A  gymnasium  is  much  needed,  and  there  are  plans  for  building  one 
soon. 

There  have  been  difficulties  which  have  hindered  the  progress  of  the 
Mothers'  Club;  but  there  are  ten  faithful  members,  and  there  is  a  proba- 
bility of  a  large  enrollment  and  an  interesting  club  when  the  rainy 
season  is  over. 

The  work  among  the  children  is  most  delightful.  Thirty  children 
have  been  enrolled  in  the  primary  school,  which  is  held  four  mornings 
of  each  week.  For  different  reasons  these  children  cannot  attend  the 
public  schools,  and  it  is  a  privilege  that  the  Wesley  House  can  receive 
them.  This  feature  of  work  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  of  any  at- 
tempted. Through  the  close  contact  with  them  day  after  day  it  is  easy 
to  instill  the  principles  of  right  living.  Five  of  these  children  have 
recently  been  converted,  and  others  have  expressed  a  desire  to  become 
Christians. 

Sixty-six  children  have  been  enrolled  in  the  sewing  school,  but  the 
average  attendance  has  been  comparatively  small.     This,  doubtless,  has 
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^been  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  enough  teachers  could  not  be  secured 
to  give  the  children  the  necessary  attention.  Kindergarten  will  be 
substituted  for  the  sewing  school  through  the  summer  months. 

The  Sunday  school  numbers  one  hundred  and  forty-five,  and  the 
regular  attendance  is  very  good.  The  superintendent  and  five  teachers 
come  from  the  Methodist  Churches  of  the  city.  The  fathers  and 
mothers  are  beginning  to  take  an  interest  in  the  Sunday  school,  and 
the  young  men,  who  for  a  while  had  a  Bible  class  in  another  house, 
have  decided  to  join  the  regular  Sunday  school. 

Arbor  Day  will  be  celebrated  by  the  Sunday  school  on  March  4,  when 
shade  trees,  vines,  and  shrubbery  will  be  planted  about  the  Wesley 
House. 

The  Lord  is  blessing  his  work  here.     There  are  evidences  of  faithful 

.seed-sowing  in  past  years.  These  seven  months  here  have  been  precious 
ones  in  the  Master's  service.  Many  have  been  the  testings,  but  he 
giveth  more  grace.  "Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul:  and  all  that  is  within 
me,  bless  his  holy  name." 

Dallas,  Tex.,  Wesley  House. 

Miss  Grace  Hemenway.  Head  Resident;  Miss  Alice  Himes,  Deaconess ; 
Miss  Eathron  Wilson,  District  Nurse.    ■ 

The  work  in  our  part  of  the  city  has  been  in  operation  for  one  and 
a  half  years.  In  the  time  I  have  been  here  I  feel  that  we  have  done 
something  to  meet  this  need  of  our  people  in  industrial  training. 

The  cooking  school  has  been  a  very  interesting  and  fruitful  work 
among  our  young  women.  They  have  gone  to  their  homes  and  put  in 
practice  what  they  have  learned  at  the  Wesley  House.  When  we  are 
through  with  the  cooking  school,  we  hope  to  organize  a  sewing  circle. 

The  housekeepers'  class  consisted  of  little  girls  between  the  ages  of 
nine  and  twelve.  They  have  taken  the  regular  course  in  housekeeping, 
and  are  now  taking  some  simple  lessons  in  cooking.  They  are  very 
much  delighted  at  the  idea  of  cooking,  and  are  so  anxious  to  learn  all 
of  the  little  things  about  housework. 

The  sewing  school  is  meeting  one  of  bur  greatest  needs.  The  attend- 
ance has  been  good  and  a  real  interest  has  been  shown.  Some  of  the 
children  are" learning  to  do  beautiful  work.  They  have  learned  a  great 
number  of  songs,  and  a  story  is  always  told  them,  and  some  of  the  girls 
are  learning  to  tell  stories  themselves. 

The  work  among  our  young  men  has  been  of  much  joy  and  satis- 
faction to  me.  We  have  been  able  to  touch  their  lives  and  inspire 
them  to  higher  ideals  and  a  desire  for  better  things.  Some  of  them 
have  been  encouraged  to  attend  night  school,  and  then  the  way  has  been 
opened  for  them  to  attend  school  during  the  day.  Some  are  undeveloped 
and  know  very  little  of  real  life  values,  but  there  is  material  on  whicb 
great  work  can  be  done.  It  has  filled  my  heart  with  joy  to  watch  these 
young  men  grasp  the  truths  of  life.  We  have  been  able  to  place  one 
little  girl  in  a  good  home.  Among  our  little  girls  was  found  one  child 
who  had  a  wonderful  talent  for  music.  Through  the  kindness  of  one 
of  the  home  mission  ladies,  this  child  is  taking  music  lessons. 

We  have  organized  a  cottage  prayer  meeting  to  be  held  on  Sunday 
afternoons.  We  are  urging  the  people  to  commit  verses  to  memory  and 
to  make  these  precious  truths  a  part  of  their  lives.  We  are  seeing 
gratifying  results  from  this. 

Miss  Himes  writes:  "A  good  portion  of  my  time  is  spent  in  visiting. 
Of  course  a  good  many  of  the  visits  made  have  been  of  a  social  nature, 
thereby  getting  acquainted;  but  a  good  many  times  I  have  bad  the 
■opportunity  of  reading  the  Bible  and   praying  in  the  homes.     Some-

times  I  find  that,  a  heart-to-heart  talk  accomplishes  more  than  anything 
else  would.  It  is  always  hard  to  tell  how  many  have  been  converted 
under  your  influence,  but  I  know  that  several  have  been  helped.  I  have 
the  Little  Boys'  Club  in  charge.  We  have  an  average  of  nine  boys. 
Sometimes  we  have  a  larger  crowd,  but  our  best  work  has  been  done 
with  a  smaller  number.  I  am  teaching  them  how  to  make  doll  furniture. 
We  open  with  a  Bible  story.  Our  Mothers'  Club  is  doing  nicely.  They 
are  piecing  a  quilt  that  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Methodist  orphanage.  We 
try  to  make  the  Bible  lesson  helpful  to  their  everyday  life.  We  find  so 
few  who  have  any  idea  of  true  Christianity.  The  main  problem  is 
the  young  people.  It  is  my  intention  to  start  a  Sunday  afternoon  serv- 
ice, making  it  a  devotional  service  and  a  social  half  hour." 

Miss  Wilson  reports:  "I  began  my  work  in  Dallas  seven  months  ago. 
Being  a  nurse,  my  work  has  been  largely  among  the  sick.  I  have  made- 
956  visits,  and  96  patients  have  been  treated  in  the  clinic.  The  Wesley 
House  has  been  able  to  provide  medicine  and  linen  for  a  number  of 
families  who  could  not  procure  them  elsewhere.  It  is  a  hard  problem 
to  linow  just  how  to  deal  with  these  people.  They  have  no  idea  of 
how  to  take  care  of  themselves  or  to  protect  themselves  from  disease. 
If  they  have  a  contagious  disease,  they  do  not  know  how  to  use  pre- 
caution, but  will  spread  it  throughout  the  whole  neighborhood.  If  you 
ask  them  if  they  are  Christians,  many  will  reply  "Yes,"  when  they  do 
not  know  what  Christianity  means.  As  I  go  from  home  to  home,  I  find 
that  our  work  does  count.  After  I  had  given  a  little  child  a  typhoid  bath 
I  found  the  mother  trying  to  teach  a  neighbor  how  to  give  her  child 
the  same  kind  of  a  bath.  I  find  that  it  is  'line  upon  line,  line  upon 
line;  here  a  little,  and  there  a  little.'  " 

Dallas,  Tex.,  Wesley  Chapel. 
Miss  Rhoda  Dragoo,  Deaconess. 

I  entered  upon  my  work  here  the  last  week  in  October.  I  found  - 
everything  in  a  chaotic  state.  Wesley  Chapel  had  been  without  a 
worker  for  several  months.  The  clubs  had  disbanded,  and  the  Sunday 
school  averaged  about  ten.  The  city  had  recently  set  aside  a  part  of 
this  territory  as  a  reservation,  with  Wesley  Chapel  on  the  boundary 
line.  The  Christian  people  of  Dallas  put  up  a  hard  fight,  but  I  think 
that  the  reservation  is  here  to  stay. 

Wesley  Chapel  stands  in  the  edge  of  a  cesspool  of  vice.  Everything 
is  wide  open,  saloons,  gambling  houses,  bawdy  houses,  etc. — a  modern 
Sodom.  The  illicit  sale  of  drugs  is  the  most  appalling  evil.  There  are 
said  to  be  more  "dope  fiends"  in  Dallas  than  in  any  other  city  of  the 
South.  These  conditions  cannot  exist  long,  for  the  citizens  of  Dallas 
are  waking  up  to  the  awful  situation.  The  City  Mission  Board  is 
taking  the  initiative.  It  is  composed  of  some  of  the  most  prominent 
ladies  of  the  city.  This  district  is  densely  populated.  There  are  so 
many  little  children  on  the  streets.  They  are  brought  in  contact  with 
all  forms  of  vice,  and  are  being  educated  in  crime.  They  are  being 
reached  through  the  clubs  and  Sunday  school.  The  clubs  were  reor- 
ganized the  second  week  in  November  and  have  been  growing  in 
numbers  and  interest.  The  Sunday  school  now  has  an  enrollment  of 
seventy.  Judge  King,  a  prominent  lawyer  of  this  city,  is  the  superin- 
tendent. Mr.  Schrimpf,  the  pastor  employed  by  the  City  Mission 
Board,  preaches  to  a  full  house  every  Sunday  evening,  and  the  Thurs-  - 
day  evening  prayer  service  is  well  attended. 

I  hold  a  weekly  prayer  service  in  the  segregated  district  every  Friday 
night.  This  is  the  saddest  part  of  the  work  and,  I  may  add,  the  most 
hopeless.    There  is  no  place  in  Dallas  for  a  Griffin  Street  woman  who  • 
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wants  to  reform.  Every  door  is  shut  against  her.  Even  the  Salvation 
Army  has  no  place  provided  for  such  unfortunates.  Something  must 
be  done,  and  that  soon.  God  is  blessing  us  and  souls  are  being  born 
into  the  kingdom. 

Danville,  Va.,  Wesley  House. 

Miss  Annie  Bass,  Missionary ;  Miss  Stella  Truslow,  Kinder gartner. 

It  has  been  said  that  woman's  highest  sphere  could  be  found  in 
thinking,  planning,  working,  suffering,  and  praying  for  others.  To  this 
sphere,  we  believe,  all  women  who  are  actively  engaged  in  Christian 
work  should  belong.  For  do  they  not  spend  their  time  thus?  And  what 
a  joy  and  blessing  it  brings  to  those  who  are  colaborers  with  the 
Master  for  the  uplift  and  salvation  of  others!  During  the  past  year  we 
have  realized  the  power  of  faith  and  prayer  in  our  city  mission  work 
in  Danville,  and  we  know  that  He  has  gone  before  and  made  the 
crooked  places  straight. 

Our  new  Wesley  House  was  opened  and  dedicated  in  April,  1910; 
since  that  time  there  have  been  many  new  features  added,  and  the 
work  has  grown  even  beyond  our  expectations.  The  situation  of 
the  building  is  ideal,  for  it  is  in  the  midst  of  a  large  number  of  mill 
and  factory  people  who  need  to  be  uplifted  mentally,  morally,  physi- 
cally, and  spiritually.  On  the  first  floor  are  the  business  office,  the 
club  room,  two  kindergarten  rooms,  the  kitchen,  and  a  large  bath- 
room; on  the  second  floor  are  the  dispensary,  the  kindergartner's 
room,  three  rooms  for  the  caretakers,  and  another  bathroom,  includ- 
ing a  shower  bath;  besides  these  there  are  two  porches  on  each  floor. 
There  is  a  large  back  yard,  which  is  used  as  a  playground;  and  a 
pretty  front  yard.  The  building  and  grounds  are  cared  for  by  a 
married  couple  who  are  given  the  use  of  three  rooms,  the  electric 
lights,  and  hot  and  cold  water  for  their  service. 

From  April  until  September,  1910,  the  city  missionary  had  charge 
of  the  work  alone.  There  was  a  club  for  the  large  working  girls  who 
met  every  Friday  night,  another  club  for  the  smaller  girls  each  Tues- 
day night,  a  boys'  club,  and  a  sewing  school;  besides  these,  the  play- 
grounds were  open  every  afternoon  for  the  children,  and  on  Saturdays 
a  number  of  free  baths  were  taken  and  many  little  tots  were  bathed 
and  dressed  in  clean^  fresh  clothes  given  them  from  the  supply  closet. 

In  September  a  kindergartner  was  employed  by  the  City  Mission 
Board  and  a  free  kindergarten  was  added.  The  children  soon  learned 
to  love  their  teacher,  who  was  doing  a  good  work;  but  on  account  of 
ill  health  she  was  compelled  to  give  it  up  for  a  time.  She  resigned 
her  position  in  December.  The  kindergarten  was  reopened  about  the 
middle  of  January  with  a  new  teacher,  a  graduate  of  the  Methodist 
Training  School,  Kindergarten  Department,  at  Nashvflle,  Tenn.  She 
has  the  children  under  splendid  control,  has  begun  a  Mothers'  Club, 
and  has  also  organized  the  boys  of  her  Sunday  school  class  into  a 
team  to  meet  with  her  every  two  weeks. 

Since  last  October  the  large  girls  have  been  having  cooking  lessons 
taught  them  by  a  domestic  science  teacher,  and  the  smaller  girls 
have  been  very  much  interested  in  their  sewing  school.  They  have 
made  a  bedquilt,  and  now  a  number  of  them  are  making  dresses  for 
themselves.  About  once  a  month  there  is  a  party  or  social  evening 
given  at  the  Wesley  House;  then  those  who  have  so  few  opportunities 
to  enjoy  a  good  social  time  come  and  spend  a  happy  evening  singing 
and  playing  games. 

WitTi  the  exception  of  the  work  accomplished  with  her  Sunday 
.school  class  and  the  devotional  services  she  has  led,  our  missionary 
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feels  that  she  comes  closest  to  the  people  and  finds  how  she  can  best' 
help  them  as  she  visits  in  their  homes.  During  the  past  year  she  has 
made  an  average  of  over  one  hundred  visits  each  month  and  has 
found  many  problems  with  which  to  deal,  such  as  illegitimacy,  deser- 
tion, intemperance,  no  compulsory  school  law,  tuberculosis,  the  use  of 
snuff  by  women  and  children,  violation  of  the  child  labor  law,  unsani- 
tary houses,  and  even  policemen  who  disregard  the  evils  and  horrible 
conditions  that  are  reported  to  them. 

One  of  our  ladies  of  our  Mission  Board  is  paying  a  scholarship  at 
Brevard  Institute  for  an  orphan  girl  whom  we  sent  there  last  fall. 
Besides,  this,  we  have  secured  good  homes  for  several  others.  One  of 
the  eye,  ear,  nose,  and  throat  specialists  of  the  city  gives  two  even- 
ings each  week,  and  he  has  charge  of  the  free  dispensary  which  was 
opened  at  Wesley  House  the  first  week  in  February.  He  has  already 
treated  more  than  fifty  patients  in  this  short  time. 

One  of  the  Methodist  Churches  of  Danville  gave  us  $500  last  year 
for  our  work,  and  will  give  us  the  same  amount  this  year.  The 
cotton  mill  directors  have  given  us  $2.50  to  help  in  the  work  this  year; 
the  Young  People's  Home  Mission  Society  of  Main  Street  Church 
made  $200,  which  they  gave  our  Board;  and  the  remainder  of  the 
money  was  raised  through  the  various  committees  of  our  Mission 
Board. 

We  feel  that  our  prayers  have  been  answered  before,  and  we  are 
working  and  praying  for  still  greater  things  this  coming  year. 

Fort  Wokth,  Tex. 
Miss  Lillie  Fox.  Missionary. 

My  report  covers  only  seven  months,  beginning  with  August,  1910. 
The  extreme  heat  prevented  strenuous  work  during  August,  but  I 
visited  the  Churches  and  Auxiliaries  interested  in  my  work. 

My  work  is  truly  pioneer  work.  I  began  with  a  Sunday  school 
which  my  predecessor  had  opened.  She  did  a  beautiful  work  in  the 
Sunday  school  and  by  her  visiting;  but  she  cleared  only  a  small  spot 
in  the  new  field,  which  spot  I  hope  to  make  some  larger.  Situated 
as  the  Sunday  school  was,  with  an  increasing  negro  population  about 
it,  we  decided  to  move  it  a  few  blocks  away,  and  had  a  wonderful 
increase.     It  is  an  isolated  and  needy  district. 

During  October  I  began  a  sewing  school,  and  have  enrolled  during 
the  year  sixty-eight  pupils;  but  owing  to  sickness,  moving  in  and  out, 
we  have  a  live  list  of  fifty.  They  are  so  interested  in  "catching  up" 
and  keeping  up.  One  terribly  rainy  day  six  came,  and  one  told  me 
how  she  cried  because  her  mother  refused  to  let  her  come.  The  ladies 
are  just  as  proud  of  the  school  as  I  am.  I  feel  just  a  little  taller 
every  Saturday  afternoon.  We  have  socials  occasionally.  The  great- 
est "social  affair"  was  a  candy-pulling  for  the  Sunday  school.  I  was 
rather  afraid  we  might  get  arrested  for  disturbing  the  peace. 

One  Auxiliary  is  financing  the  sewing  school  both  with  material  and 
socials.  One  of  the  most  gratifying  things  in  the  work  is  the  increas- 
ing interest  among  the  Auxiliaries,  Young  People's  Societies,  and  also 
the  Churches.    The  Young  People's  Societies  are  wanting  things  to  do. 

The  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  seasons  were  specially  happy 
ones.  "Playing  Santa  Glaus"  on  Christmas  eve  was  such  a  joy. 
Every  poor  family  that  belonged  in  our  district  was  remembered. 
One  of  our  Board  ladies  took  Miss  Stevens,  our  deaconess,  and  myself, 
and  it  was  such  a  happy,  blessed  time.  The  Christmas  tree  for  our 
Sunday  school  was  the  best  of  all,  I  think.  Old  Santa  was  there  iii' 
full  force,  and  every  one  was  beautifully  remembered. 
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Miss  Wolf,  the  Secretarj^  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associa- 
tion, asked  the  Fox  to  go  to  the  factory  with  her,  and  in  company 
with  the  deaconess  we  went  and  caught  several  young  women  for  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  a  Bible  class  is  the  result.  The  teachers'  training 
class  is  another  one  of  my  duties. 

The  general  visiting,  one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  blessings,  com- 
pletes my  list.  Several  have  come  into  our  regular  Sunday  school 
and  have  hunted  up  their  Church  letters  and  renewed  their  covenant 
with  God  through  our  visiting.  Our  work  is  advancing;  and  with 
increased  interest  being  manifested  and  with  signs  pointing  onward, 
we  shall  stop  at  nothing  but  an  Institutional  Church.

In  the  absence  of  Miss  Mattie  Wright,  on  account  of  illness,  Miss 
Trawick,  who  has  been  on  the  staff  of  workers  for  only  two  months, 
submits  this  report:  "During  the  year  one  hundred  and  fifteen  young 
women  have  been  admitted  to  the  Cooperative  Home  Department  of 
our  work;  there  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  thirty  in  the 
Sabbath  school  for  Mexicans;  in  the  night  school  and  Boys'  Clubs  we 
have  both  Mexicans  and  Syrians,  whom  we  are  trying  to  uplift." 

Miss  Elizabeth  Manning  reports  the  enrollment  of  the  kindergarten 
at  seventy-five,  with  fifty-two  as  the  largest  attandance.  She  writes: 
"The  attendance  of  the  Wesley  House  Kindergarten  is  made  up  largely 
of  Mexican,  Syrian,  and  Italian  types  of  children,  although  there  are 
some  Swiss  and  Bohemians.  It  is  indeed  an  interesting  class  of  chil- 
dren, one  worth  studying,  for  to  cope  with  so  many  nationalities  and 
tongues  sometimes  proves  taxing  upon  the  teacher.  The  kinder- 
garten is  in  a  very  needy  portion  of  the  city,  and  many  children  are 
taken  off  the  streets  and  put  into  a  clean,  refining  atmosphere  where 
they  are  taught  good  habits  and  to  speak  good  English.  The  district 
is  scattered  and  very  dangerous  in  portions  on  account  of  railroads,  so 
a  wagonette  was  donated  by  a  very  kind  gentleman  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  the  children  to  and  from  the  kindergarten.  The  City 
Board  furnishes  $3  per  month  for  kindergarten  material.  Each  child 
is  given  an  envelope  in  which  to  bring  any  amount  his  parents  are  able 
to  send  for  the  purpose  of  helping  the  'material  fund.'  This  varies, 
but  some  months  it  is  as  much  as  $5." 

In  November,  1910,  the  City  Mission  Board  decided  to  add  to  its  work 
the  department  of  the  district  nurse,  her  work  to  be  not  only  to 
care  for  the  young  women  in  the  Boarding  Department  of  the  Wesley 
House,  but  to  be  a  district  nurse  in  the  truest  sense.  Miss  Margaret 
Nordbush  was  chosen  district  nurse,  and  reports:  "In  the  district  work 
we  have  the  entire  so-called  Fifth  Ward  for  a  field,  covering  an  area 
of  five  square  miles,  with  a  mixed  population  of  twenty  nationalities. 
Beginning  with  one  clinical  thermometer  and  a  bottle  of  peroxide, 
we  have  now  a  well-equipped  dispensary  and,  although  our  staff  of 
physicians  and  surgeons  is  still  in  the  embryonic  stage,  we  have 
several  who  give  their  services  daily.  One  new  patient  and  three  visits 
in  the  homes  of  the  people  is  the  daily  average  of  the  work  done.  This 
is  supplemented  by  one  afternoon  in  two  weeks  given  to  the  inspection 
of  children  in  the  public  schools.  We  are  indeed  'attempting  great 
things  for  God  and  expecting  great  things  from  God.'  " 
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Jackson,  Tenn.,  Co-operative  Home.

Feeling  very  much  the  need  of  a  home  for  the  young  working  girls 
who  were  daily  coming  into  our  midst  unprotected,  we  organized  on 
December  1,  1909,  in  Jackson,  Tenn.,  a  City  Mission  Board  in  their 
behalf. 

Often  these  young  ladies  come  here  seeking  work  in  the  mills  and 
factories,  with  no  one  to  direct  them  and  no  place  to  go  to.  We  now  have 
a  good,  comfortable  house,  with  twelve  rooms  and  two  baths,  with  hot 
and  cold  water  and  all  other  modern  conveniences,  and  board  these 
girls  for  the  small  sum  of  $2.50  per  week.  At  this  price  some  do  not 
make  enough  to  pay  their  board  for  some  time,  and  in  such  cases  the 
Board  pays  the  difference  until  the  girls  learn  to  work.  This  we  con- 
sider a  great  privilege  until  they  can  command  better  salaries. 

If  they  are  sick  or  not  employed,  we  care  for  them,  as  we  have  a 
good  Christian  matron  who  looks  after  them  in  every  way. 

The  home  is  nicely  furnished.  We  rent  this  house,  but  hope  the  day 
is  not  far  distant  when  we  can  own  a  house  large  enough  for  all  the 
working  girls  who  come  to  our  city. 

As  yet  we  are  not  self-sustaining,  but  by  the  help  of  the  good  Chris- 
tian people  we  have  been  able  to  pay  our  bills  each  month,  which 
average  $180  to  $200  per  month. 

We  should  be  very  grateful  for  help  from  the  Board,  and  feel  that  a 
small  amount  of  money  given  at  this  time  would  enable  us  to  do  more 
and  better  work. 

We  have  but  one  salaried  officer,  the  matron,  and  she  is  paid  $20 
per  month. 

We  have  many  applications  from  the  old  and  infirm  for  board  in 
the  home,  and  it  would  be  our  pleasure  to  take  them  if  we  could  do 
so;  but  we  are  anxious  to  make  this  a  success,  and  are  compelled  to 
exclude  all  but  the  young  women  who  work. 

We  ask  your  prayers  that  great  results  may  come  from  this  Young 
Women's  Boarding  Home. 

Our  Conference  Treasurer  has  sent  vouchers  to  the  General  Treasurer 
to  the  amount  of  $2,371.06.

"The  kingdom  of  God  is  a  collective  conception,  involving  the  whole 
social  life  of  man.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  saving  human  atoms,  but  the 
saving  of  social  organism.  It  is  not  a  matter  of  getting  individuals  to 
heaven,  but  of  transforming  the  life  on  earth  into  the  harmony  of 
heaven."  This  expresses  the  policy  of  the  Institutional  Church  and  the 
standard  which  we  as  Christian  workers  have  been  striving  to  attain  to. 
As  we  submit  our  report  for  the  year  our  hearts  are  full  of  gratitude  to 
the  Heavenly  Father  for  this  opportunity  for  service. 
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Women's,  Children's,  and  Relief  Departments. — As  I  look  back  over 
my  three  years  of  service  here  my  heart  is  full  of  joy,  because  I  can 
say  of  a  truth  that  the  last  has  been  best.  It  has  been  filled  with  so 
many  opportunities.  Many  and  varied  have  been  the  channels  into 
which  my  energies  have  been  directed.  In  it  all  the  aim  has  been  to 
hold  up  the  ideal  Christian  service  and  to  inspire  in  our  people  a  reali- 
zation of  its  joys. 

Our  Children's  Department  has  prospered,  and  continues  to  grow 
and  widen  in  its  scope  and  influence.  The  capacity  in  caring  for  these 
little  ones  has  been  tested  in  both  the  day  nursery  ana  juvenile  court 
work  most  of  the  time.  As  these  children  have  come  and  gone  they 
have  taught  us  many  lessons  and  deepened  our  desires  to  be  more  child- 
like. The  kindergarten  for  the  underaged  has  done  a  most  beautiful 
work.  The  summer  outings  gave  pleasure  to  a  large  number  of  chil- 
dren taken  into  both  Oklahoma  and  Kansas  for  three  weeks.  The  only 
new  feature  added  to  my  department  has  been  that  of  providing  for  the 
deserted  and  orphaned  infants.  Thirteen  have  been  cared  for  since  we 
opened  our  home  to  them. 

The  work  with  the  mothers  has  been  very  gratifying.  Our  club  now 
numbers  seventy-five.  The  attendance  is  good.  God  is  blessing  us  in 
our  work  for  the  betterment  of  our  homes. 

In  the  relief  department  many  families  have  been  helped  and  encour- 
aged. Baskets  and  flowers  went  into  many  homes  at  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas. 

Junior  Department. — St.  Paul  expressed  our  feeling  when  he  said: 
"I  am  become  all  things  to  all  men,  that  I  might  by  all  means  save 
some."  It  is  my  privilege,  as  deaconess  in  charge  of  the  Junior  Depart- 
ment, to  get  first  hold  on  the  children  of  the  district. 

Beginning  at  the  age  of  six,  they  enroll  in  the  kitchen  and  garden 
classes.  The  children  wear  white  caps  and  aprons,  and  are  taught  the 
rudiments  of  house  work  in  a  bright,  cheerful  way.  They  make  beds, 
set  tables,  wash,  iron,  etc.  All  the  lessons  are  enlivened  and^  empha- 
sized with  appropriate  songs.  I  visit  in  the  district,  and  it  is*  encour- 
aging to  know  that  the  children  insist  on  doing  their  work  in  the 
home  as  they  are  taught  in  the  kitchen  and  garden.  In  the  cooking 
school  a  class  meets  each  afternoon.  By  the  time  they  have  finished  the 
three  years'  course  they  have  learned  that  food  to  digest  need  not  al- 
ways be  lubricated  and  that  the  best  of  frying  pans  sometimes  suffer 
from  overwork.  They  are  not  only  taught  how  to  prepare  substantial 
dishes,  but  how  to  prepare  desserts  and  dainty  things  for  the  sick. 

Five  gymnasium  classes  meet  each  week,  with  261  boys  enrolled. 
There  is  also  one  expression  class  for  girls. 

I  still  have  charge  of  one  of  the  stations  of  the  Pure  Milk  Commis- 
sion.   This  year  we  sold  36,500  bottles  of  milk,  amounting  to  $689.50. 

The  playground  was  an  interesting  feature  of  our  summer  work. 
Twenty-four  young  ladies  helped  each  week  with  the  work.  The  chil- 
dren under  sixteen  met  in  the  morning,  and  those  over  sixteen  met  in 
the  evening. 

I  have  a  class  of  twenty-seven  girls  between  the  ages  of  thirteen  and 
fifteen  years  in  Sunday  school,  and  at  the  present  time  have  charge 
of  the  Junior  League. 

Young  People's  Department. — On  coming  in  September  to  take  charge 
of  this  department,  it  seemed  advisable  to  have  the  policy  of  the  work 
for  young  people  more  definitely  outlined.  The  object  of  the  depart- 
ment is  threefold — to  develop  the  body,  mind,  and  spirit  of  the  young 
people  of  the  community.  In'  the  educational  work  there  have  been 
classes  in  shorthand  and  typewriting,  classes  in  English  for  Greeks 
27 
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and  Italians,  and  also  classes  in  intermediate  English  for  boys  and 
girls  who  because  of  circumstances  must  remain  out  of  school  in 
order  to  make  a  living.  In  the  religious  work  there  has  been  a  Bible 
study  class,  conducted  as  a  Sunday  evening  vesper  service,  where, 
under  capable  leadership,  a  study  of  the  Gospel  of  John  has  been  made. 
Many  young  people  have  been  inspired  to  lead  better  lives.  For  the 
development  of  the  social  life  there  have  been  lunches  served  in  con- 
nection with  the  vesper  services.  Two  socials  have  been  given — one 
a  progressive  game  party  and  the  other  a  valentine  party — both  at- 
tended by  a  large  number  of  young  people. 

The  sewing  school  for  girls  has  been  well  attended,  and  one  "little 
mother"  graduates  this  spring.  Equal  in  interest  and  attendance  is 
the  industrial  school  for  boys  of  the  junior  age.  Younger  boys  do  paper 
construction  work  and  weaving,  while  the  older  ones  are  in  Sloyd 
classes.  These  classes,  with  the  district  visiting  one  does,  have  kept 
the  time  of  the  deaconess  in  charge  of  this  department  fairly  well  oc- 
cupied. 

Music  Department. — The  Music  Department  includes  individual  in- 
struction in  pianoforte,  each  lessen  being  for  half  an  hour,  with  a  fee 
of  twenty-five  cents  per  lesson.  These  students  belong  chiefly  to  the 
educated  classes,  school  girls  and  boys  of  poor  families,  also  grown 
young  women,  such  as  clerks,  factory  girls,  etc. 

The  choral  society  of  an  institution  is  a  most  potent  factor  in  awak- 
ening and  holding  the  interest  of  young  people.  We  have  a  splendidly 
organized  and  trained  body  of  young  men  and  women,  numbering 
about  fifty.  Some  writer  has  said:  "Men,  like  coals,  kindle  best  in 
the  mass;  each  serves  as  a  radiator  to  throw  heat  upon  his  neighbor, 
and  so  the  zeal  of  the  whole  is  quickly  raised." 

The  love  for  choral  singing  and  the  belief  in  its  importance  will  grow 
until  bur  young  people  will  crowd  to  the  rehearsals  in  place  of  seeking^ 
amusement  in  wicked  shows  and  dance  halls. 

We  have  started  a  Big  Sisters'  organization  in  our  Institutional  De- 
partment of  Music.  Thirty  young  ladies  visit  each  month  a  hospital, 
distributing  fruit,  flowers,  and  magazines.  The  use  of  music  in  the 
healing  of  disease  is  being  revived  and  is  arousing  the  interest  of  scien- 
tific men  and  philanthropists  everywhere.  The  Big  Sisters  give  a  pro- 
gram of  songs  in  the  hospitals  whenever  it  is  possible,  and  their  fresh 
young  voices  are  a  blessing  to  all  the  patients. 

Knoxville,  Tenn.,  Wesley  House. 
Miss  Hettie  Stewart,  Head  Resident. 

The  work  here  is  now  two  and  one-half  years  old,  and  is  slowly 
but  surely  growing.  The  interest  has  never  been  as  great  as  it  is  now. 
The  new  basement  room  which  was  built  under  our  church  last  spring 
has  added  much  to  our  comfort  and  convenience  and  has  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  do  much  better  work.  We  have  volunteer  teachers 
from  the  City  Mission  Board  and  young  ladies  from  the  Churches  in 
town  for  our  sewing  school.  They  are  faithful  and  efficient  and  sel- 
dom fail  to  attend.  When  housekeepers  give  their  Saturday  afternoons 
it  denotes  interest.  We  have  been  teaching  the  children  the  words  of 
the  grand  old  hymns,  "All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name,"  "A  Charge 
to  Keep  I  Have,"  etc.,  trying  at  this  period  of  their  lives  to  store  their 
minds  with  that  which  is  best.  They  enjoy  the  exercises  and  always 
beg  to  "sew  longer." 

Our  Little  Boys'  Club  has  done  splendid  work  this  year.  We  have 
been  teaching  them  "The  History  of  the  Hebrew  People""  from  the  call 
of  Abraham  to  the  birth  of  Christ.     They  can  now  answer  almost  any 
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question  in  that  part  of  the  Old  Testament;  some  of  them  know  the 
principal  stories  as  well  as  their  teacher  and  can  trace  the  journeys 
and  find  the  most  important  places  on  the  map.  We  are  trying  to 
make  the  Bible  the  most  interesting  of  books  to  them  and  its  teach- 
ings so  plain  and  practical  that  they  will  see  their  beauty  and  value 
and  take  them  as  life  principles.  Nearly  all  of  our  boys  work  in  the 
cotton  mill  and  come  to  us  with  their  clothing  covered  with  cotton  and 
their  shoulders  stooped  from  the  day's  work.  "We  try  to  have  them 
leave  the  club  with  their  lungs  filled  with  fresh  air,  their  head  and 
shoulders  erect,  and  their  minds  and  hearts  filled  with  new  thoughts, 
desires,  and  purposes. 

For  over  two  years  we  have  worked  and  prayed  for  a  night  school, 
and  at  last  our  prayers  have  been  answered.  We  began  the  first  of 
November,  and  soon  had  an  enrollment  of  twenty-six,  mostly  young 
men.  We  have  volunteer  teachers  from  the  Methodist  Churches  here. 
We  have  school  four  nights  each  week,  and  one  of  our  ministers  comes 
each  night  and  one  or  two  of  the  young  men  from  the  Churches  each 
night.  We  have  four  of  the  best  and  busiest  preachers  and  eight  of 
the  best  and  busiest  young  men  in  the  town,  each  giving  one  night 
every  week  to  teaching  these  less  fortunate  ones.  We  feel  that  the 
influence  of  these  Christian  gentlemen  will  mean  much  to  our  boys  as 
well  as  the  instruction  they  are  giving  them.  Some  of  the  pupils  are 
learning  rapidly  and  are  beginning  to  realize  more  fully  their  need  of 
knowledge. 

The  Sunday  school  at  this  place  has  improved  greatly  during  the 
past  year.  Miss  May  Leach,  from  Centenary  Church,  deserves  especial 
mention.  She  has  a  class  of  girls,  most  of  them  about  fourteen  years 
of  age.  They  attend  regularly,  and  her  strong,  sweet  womanhood  and 
splendid  training  have  done  much  for  them.  Our  young  men's  class 
have  been  very  hard  to  interest  and  help,  as  their  early  training  has 
been  so  sadly  neglected,  but  we  are  hopeful  of  some  day  winning  them 
for  Christ.  Two  of  them  have  been  converted  and  are  growing  into 
strong  Christian  men. 

With  only  one  worker  to  visit  the  sick  and  those  who  are  not  sick 
physically  but  are  mentally  and  spiritually  diseased,  do  the  club 
work,  help  in  the  night  school,  and  answer  the  many  demands  that  come 
to  us,  it  has  been  impossible  to  do  all  that  should  be  done.  We  have 
been  very  fortunate  in  securing  a  helper  during  the  last  few  weeks. 
Miss  Daisy  Miller,  a  woman  of  culture  and  ability,  comes  to  us  be- 
cause she  wants  to  be  useful  and  loves  the  work  and  the  people.  She 
is  an  accomplished  musician  and  will  help  with  the  clubs,  night 
school,  and  visiting,  as  well  as  relieve  the  worker  of  most  of  the 
responsibility  of  housekeeping. 

God  is  with  us,  and  we  are  looking  ahead,  believing  that  a  glorious 
future  awaits  us  here  at  Brookside. 

Lead  Belt  Mission,  Flat  River,  Mo. 
Miss  Zadie  Royalty,  Deaconess. 

During  the  past  year  my  work  has  been  divided  among  six  towns, 
but  for  the  last  few  months  I  have  been  working  principally  in  Flat 
River.  Most  of  the  time  has  been  spent  in  visiting.  I  have  helped  in 
six  revivals,  attending  one  hundred  and  two  services,  besides  the  reg- 
ular services  of  the  Church  and  missionary  societies.  I  have  visited 
six  other  Auxiliaries,  attended  the  district  meetings  of  both  societies, 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  St.  Louis  Conference  Society,  and  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Missions. 

A  mission  study  class  of  fifteen  has  been  organized  at  Flat  River^ 
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of  which  I  am  leader.  "We  are  studying  "Aliens  or  Americans?"  There 
are  many  foreigners  in  the  Lead  Belt,  living  in  seven  or  eight  different 
settlements.  There  are  Russians,  Poles,  Hungarians,  Austrians,  Ital- 
ians, and  perhaps  some  other  nationalities.  Part  of  my  visiting  has 
been  among  these  people,  and  they  seem  to  appreciate  the  friendly 
interest  I  have  shown  in  them.  No  part  of  my  work  has  been  a  greater 
blessing  to  me  than  this.  There  are  a  few  Protestants  among  them, 
but  they  do  not  attend  our  Churches,  though  two  or  three  babies  have 
been  baptized  by  one  of  our  ministers.  Two  or  three  of  the  children 
have  been  in  our  Sunday  schools,  and  a  number  of  them  go  to  the  day 
schools.  In  one  settlement  I  have  a  small  class  in  industrial  work. 
This  class  meets  in  one  of  their  homes.  I  have  talked  with  a  number 
of  the  men  and  a  few  women.  There  are  not  so  many  women  as  men, 
and  as  a  rule  they  do  not  understand  English  so  well.  Most  of 
these  men  can  read  and  write  in  their  own  language  and  are  eager 
to  learn  English.    We  hope  to  be  able  soon  to  open  a  school  for  them. 

"The  "beautiful  yard"  contest  last  year  brought  good  results  in  some 
places.  One  settlement  of  foreigners  was  interested  in  it.  The  seeds 
were  given  out  through  committees  appointed  by  the  Mission  Board. 
A  silver  cup  was  awarded  the  town  having  the  greatest  number  of  well- 
kept  yards  as  a  result  of  this  contest.  Some  individual  prizes  also 
were  given.  One  woman  at  Elvins  carried  the  soil  for  her  flower  beds 
for  some  distance.  She  received  the  first  prize  because  she  had  made 
the  greatest  improvement  in  her  yard,  and  she  did  not  know  a  prize 
was  to  be  given. 

I  have  made  one  visit  to  the  County  Infirmary,  and  accompanied  one 
woman  to  St.  Louis  to  enter  a  hospital.  This  was  arranged  for  through 
our  Board.  L  have  taught  as  substitute  in  the  Sunday  school,  helped 
to  institute  the  Cradle  Roll  and  Home  Department  in  the  school  at 
Flat  River,  and  for  three  months  have  had  charge  of  the  Junior  League. 
The  Lord  has  been  very  gracious  to  me  during  this  year,  for  which  I 
praise  him.    To  him  be  the  glory  for  what  has  been  done.

If  it  be  true,  as  we  are  told,  that  God  never  suffers  us  to  form  an  ideal 
too  high  for  his  power  to  make  real,  then  we  can  confidently  say  that 
some  day  in  the  near  future  we  are  going  to  enlarge  our  work  here  by 
putting  up  a  fine  modern  hospital  building  and  taking  the  present  build- 
ing for  a  working  girls'  home.  The  enlargement  of  the  hospital  seems 
an  absolute  necessity  because  of  its  growing  popularity  and  our  cramped 
quarters,  and  the  sentiment  in  favor  of  enlargement  is  growing  in  the 
Church.  The  plan  to  provide  a  Christian  home  for  working  girls  ap- 
peals to  every  one.  There  are  said  to  be  about  four  thousand  working 
girls  and  women  in  this  city  and  homes  of  this  sort  for  not  more  than 
three  hundred.  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  expects  soon  to  provide  for  a  hundred 
or  more  in  their  new  home. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Toberman  we  have  had  an  emergency 
fund  on  which  to  draw  for  the  relief  of  all  who  have  asked  our  help; 
also  we  have  employed  a  trained  nurse  to  assist  in  several  cases  in  the 
homes  of  the  sick,  one  of  these  being  in  an  Armenian  family  which 
had  been  driven  from  their  own  land  by  religious  persecution.  The 
little  babe  wrapped  in  swaddling  clothes  and  the  tough,  flat  cakes  of 
bread  piled  on  the  floor  and  offered  to  the  visitor  with  true  Eastern 
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hospitality  were  quite  interesting.  Christmas  brought  the  usual  gener- 
ous donations  from  the  Sunday  schools,  and  we  enjoyed  distributing 
them  to  a  number  of  needy  families. 

It  is  with  sad  hearts  that  we  have  to  record  the  passing  from  us  of 
our  dear  friend  and  benefactor,  Major  Toberman,  who  entered  into  life 
more  abundant  on  the  morning  of  January  23,  1911.  His  heart  was 
always  open  to  the  cry  of  the  needy,  and  especially  did  the  need  of  the 
sick  poor  appeal  to  him.  By  his  will  we  are  made  the  medium  through 
which  he  is  still  to  minister  to  the  "Lord's  poor,"  as  he  called  them; 
and  we  hope  that  erelong  we  shall  be  better  equipped  for  this  service. 

Miss  Mann  reports  as  follows:  "In  looking  over  the  past  year's  work 
I  think  I  can  truly  say  that  it  has  been  the  busiest  one  of  my  life,  and 
yet  I  can  as  truly  say  that  there  seems  almost  nothing  to  record,  so 
many  and  so  varied  are  the  calls  upon  a  deaconess's  time  and  heart. 
Besides  keeping  the  books  and  acting  in  part  as  housekeeper  at  the 
Home,  my  principal  work  has  been  as  pastor's  assistant  at  Trinity 
Church,  teaching  in  the  Sunday  school  and  visiting  for  both  it  and  the 
Church." 

Miss  Peirson  says:  "Our  small  hospital  of  ten  beds  has  been  well 
patronized  this  year,  our  patients  having  come  through  recommenda- 
tion of  other  patients  as  well  as  physicians.  Many  of  our  doctors  are 
the  same  who  have  been  coming  for  several  years,  although  we  have 
also  many  new  ones.  Our  cases  being  mostly  surgical,  we  have  frequent 
use  for  our  well-lighted  operating  room.  Our  income  through  the  hos- 
pital has  been  much  larger  this  year,  which  is  fortunate,  as  "our  ex- 
penses are  greater,  having  in  our  employ  three  trained  nurses,  which 
necessitates  frequent  changes,  as  most  of  them  come  upon  condition  of 
leaving  when  a  private  case,  which  affords  more  salary,  presents  itself. 
However,  a  number  of  my  good  nurses  have  remained  several  months. 
It  is  more  difficult  each  year  to  secure  nurses  in  training,  as  each  wants 
a  diploma  for  her  two  years'  work,  and  that  we  cannot  give  while  our 
institution  is  not  incorporated.  But  we  are  hoping  some  day  to  have  a 
large,  well-equipped  hospital,  with  a  waiting  list  of  capable  Christian 
young  women.  Our  151  patients  this  year  have  comprised  fifteen  nation- 
alities. The  free  bed  has  been  almost  constantly  in  use,  and  had  ex- 
pended upon  it  $393.25.    The  free  bed  endowment  was  $360." 

Louisville,  Ky.,  Wesley  House. 

Miss  Ellen  Douglas  Gainey,  Deaconess,  Head  Resident;  Miss  Nan  Cun- 
ningham, City  Missionary ;  Miss  Eunice  Segars,  City  Mis- 
sionary; Mrs.  Carrie  Bond,  District  Nurse. 

For  a  long  time  the  City  Mission  Board  here  had  been  praying  and 
planning  for  a  Wesley  House  more  nearly  adequate  to  meet  the  increas- 
ing demands  and  opportunities  of  the  field  here.  Last  summer  their 
plans  took  definite  form  and  on  September  16,  the  day  after  I  reached 
Louisville,  the  active  work  of  repairs  was  begun.  On  December  12  we 
moved  back  into  the  new  Wesley  House.  The  entire  house  was  re- 
painted, the  walls  were  freshly  papered,  and  several  new  rooms  were 
added.  While  the  repairs  were  going  on  our  work  was  necessarily  sus- 
pended, the  Mothers'  Club  and  the  library  being  the  only  features  we 
opened  at  all  during  the  fall,  and  there  was  uneasiness  on  the  part  of 
some  lest  the  long  delay  should  cause  our  people  to  drift  away  from 
us.  However,  the  reopening  of  the  work  proved  such  fears  groundless, 
for  the  Wesley  House  has  come  to  mean  much  to  these  people,  and  they 
were  almost  as  eager  as  we  to  come  back  "home." 

The  Wesley  House,  too,  is  more  and  more  being  recognized  as  a  real 
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force,  and  is  taking  its  place  among  the  social,  philanthropic,  and  reli- 
gious organizations  of  the  city. 

We  now  have  in  successful  operation  the  following  features  of  work: 
The  Mothers'  Club,  Young  Women's  Club,  two  Boys'  Clubs,  library,  read- 
ing room,  story  hour,  sewing  school,  kitchen  garden  class,  and  the  clin- 
ics and  gospel  services.  In  addition  to  these,  the  Milk  Fund  Association 
has  a  station  at  the  Wesley  House.  This  station  last  summer  supplied 
ninety  babies  with  pure  milk. 

Our  weekly  evangelistic  service  is  well  attended  and  is  a  source  of 
great  spiritual  uplift  to  our  people. 

It  is  my  great  joy  and  privilege  to  have  the  Bible  class  work  in  both 
the  Mothers'  Club  and  Young  Women's  Clubs.  The  mothers  are  eagerly 
studying  the  life  of  Christ,  while  the  young  women  are  taking  "Apostolic 
Age." 

I  believe  that  our  friendly  visiting  is  one  of  the  most  essential  parts 
of  the  work,  because  we  find  so  many,  many  who  need  a  real  friend. 

Miss  Cunningham  renders  the  following  report:  "The  library  and 
reading  room  are  open  now  three  times  each  week — one  night  and 
two  afternoons.  The  circulation  this  year  has  been  greater  than  ever 
before,  i-eaching  the  high-water  mark  this  last  month,  when  705  books 
were  given  out.  Thursday  is  especially  Children's  Library  Day,  and 
on  that  day  the  'Story  Hour'  is  their  great  delight.  The  sewing 
school  has  enrolled  during  the  entire  year  132  pupils  between  the  ages 
of  three  and  fourteen.  Protestants,  Catholics,  and  those  of  no  creed 
come  to  us,  and  in  the  devotional  exercises  all  alike  take  part  in  learn- 
ing the  scripture  lesson.  We  are  now  learning  the  fourteenth  chapter  of 
St.  John.  As  Fourth  Vice  President  of  the  Marcus  Lindsay  League,  1 
have  had  opportunity  to  make  missionary  work  real  to  the  young  peo- 
ple. For  my  Sunday  school  class  of  lively,  energetic  boys  my  earnest 
prayer  is  that  I  may  lead  them  to  give  their  hearts  and  lives  to  the 
Master  of  all  life." 

Miss  Segars  says:  "My  work  is  almost  entirely  with  children.  I 
have  the  management  of  two  boys'  clubs,  and  I  assist  in  the  library 
and  with  two  other  clubs.  My  boys,  numbering  thirty-two,  are 
thoroughly  interested  in  their  work,  and  are  themselves  a  thoroughly 
interesting  set  of  wide-awake,  live  boys.  The  boys  from  eleven  to  thir- 
teen are  organized  into  a  regular  club,  with  officers,  etc.  They  named 
their  club  themselves,  the  'Heroic  Club.'  To  the  boys  between  the  ages 
of  eight  and  eleven  I  am  telling  Bible  stories,  beginning  with  the  crea- 
tion. They  illustrate  the  stories,  and  their  eagerness  and  interest 
in  the  work  are  truly  inspiring.  Volunteer  helpers  assist  me  in  this 
work.  My  Sunday  school  class  at  Marcus  Lindsay,  the  Beginners'  Class, 
is  composed  of  forty  bright,  interesting  tots.  I  teach  them  almost 
entirely  by  the  story  method,  and  they  give  beautiful  attention." 

Mrs.  Bond  says:  "We  at  last  have  a  clinic  of  which  we  are  justly 
proud.  Three  nice  rooms  are  available  for  this  work,  a  waiting  and 
two  consulting  rooms,  one  of  which  is  already  beautifully  equipped. 
The  Mothers'  Club  is  still  the  greatest  mothers'  club  in  Southern  Meth- 
odism. The  Mothers'  Club  and  the  clinic  are  inseparably  connected 
because  of  the  great  interest  the  mothers  take  in  the  clinic  work.  When 
we  moved  into  the  new  clinic,  they  put  new  covering  on  two  of  the 
floors  and  added  a  beautiful  operating  chair  and  a  surgeon's  table  to 
the  furnishings.  They  also  pay  regularly  the  medicine  and  other  clinic 
supply  bills.  Our  faithful  physicians,  Drs.  Trawick,  Redmond,  and  Rob- 
ertson, render  most  valuable  and  unselfish  service." 
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Macon,  Ga.,   Door  of  Hope. 
Mrs.  F.  M.  Enowles  in  Charge. 

This  has  not  been  an  epochal  year  in  rescue  work  in  Macon.  No  new- 
property  has  been  added.  No  new  lines  of  work  have  been  developed, 
but  neither  has  there  been  a  falling  off  in  effort  or  in  interest.  The 
work  has  gone  on  steadily.  The  house  is  not  large.  It  can  accommo- 
date not  more  than  fourteen  girls.  It  has  been  full  all  the  year.  On 
March  1,  1910,  there  were  twelve  girls  in  the  Home.  During  the  year 
ten  more  came  as  others  leaving  made  room  for  them. 

A  rule  of  the  Home  is  that  a  girl  on  entering  signs  a  contract  to 
stay  two  years.  Two  have  broken  faith  this  year.  Others,  as  their 
time  has  expired,  have  found  good  homes,  some  with  their  little  child 
with  them.  Two  girls,  because  of  their  inability  to  care  for  the  little 
ones,  have  been  persuaded  to  give  them  up.  One  of  these  children 
is  in  a  most  excellent  orphanage.  The  other  was  adopted  into  a  Chris- 
tian home.    Seven  infants  were  born  in  the  Home  during  the  year. 

There  is  no  indebtedness  on  the  Home.  Monthly  expenses  have  been 
met  promptly.  From  March  1,  1910,  to  February  25,  1911,  $1,448.50 
has  been  spent  on  current  expenses.  Reports  of  these  expenses  have 
been  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  regularly  and  promptly  each 
quarter.    God  has  blessed  our  work  and  us  in  doing  it. 

Memphis,  Tenn.,  Wesley  House. 
Miss  Janette  Haskin,  Head  Resident;  Miss  Edna  Brack,  Kinder gartner. 

The  Memphis  work  suffered  the  loss  of  the  Head  Resident  on  ac- 
count of  the  death  of  Miss  Jennie  Schneider.  Before  she  was  able  to 
take  up  her  duties  in  her  new  field  of  labor,  she  was  called  home.  It 
fell  upon  me  to  act  as  supply  in  her  place  until  the  appointments  were 
made  again;  for  a  change  to  another  city  would  have  involved  many 
changes,  which  seemed  unwise.  So  it  has  been  in  that  capacity  that 
I  have  attempted  to  serve. 

The  following  report  covers  only  eight  months'  time.  The  work 
was  closed  during  the  summer,  and  September  was  house-cleaning 
month.  We"  moved  into  a  house  better  suited  to  our  needs,  which  was 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  repaired. 

The  work  began  in  October,  yet  with  much  uncertainty,  as  the  ar- 
rangement of  workers  had  not  been  made.  Much  visiting  and  re- 
organizing was  done,  however. 

The  sewing  school  is  the  most  attractive  feature  to  the  girls,  proof 
of  which  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  even  a  party  was  voted  down 
when  it  was  to  be  held  on  sewing  school  day.  The  teachers  are  loved 
as  well  as  the  sewing,  and  we  feel  sure  that  great  influence  is  being 
brought  to  bear  upon  these  young  lives. 

The  one  Boys'  Club  of  last  year  has  been  divided  into  two  groups 
meeting  at  different  times.  Stories,  games,  and  hand  work  has  been 
the  work  done  by  both  sections. 

Cooperation  with  other  city  benevolences  is  maintained.  When 
the  workers  find  any  one  needing  medical  attention,  the  case  is  re- 
ported to  the  visiting  nurse,  who  is  employed  by  the  city. 

Owing  to  the  nearness  of  our  work  to  First  Church,  we  use  our 
energy  and  influence  in  getting  our  people  to  church  and  the  little 
ones  in  the  Sunday  school.    Many  have  been  influenced  to  go. 

A  story  hour  is  under  organization,  which  will  take  the  place  of  the 
small  Sunday  school  we  originally  had,  and  where  religious  training 
will  be  given  in  a  more  definite  way  than  in  the  clubs  and  classes.  We 
hope,  too,  in  this  way  to  attract  the  Jewish  children. 
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The  older  girls  are  entertained  occasionally  with  a  party,  which,  in 
time,  will  result  in  an  organization  of  a  club  for  them.  We  feel  the 
need  of  more  lines  of  work,  but  sufficient  help  has  not  been  provided 
to  carry  it  on  properly  and  satisfactorily. 

The  kindergarten  is  our  opportunity  for  training  the  little  ones,  and 
Miss  Brack  submits  the  following:  "The  kindergarten  enrollment  be- 
fore Christmas  was  about  thirty,  but  on  account  of  the  transient  pop- 
ulation of  this  district  and  an  epidemic  of  measles  the  attendance  was 
very  irregular.  The  Christmas  tree  party  was  well  attended,  both  by 
the  children  and  their  parents,  also  by  the  members  of  the  Board.  The 
older  people  seemed  to  enjoy  the  children's  program  as  much  as  the 
children  did  the  tree.  The  attendance  since  Christmas  had  improved 
both  in  number  and  regularity.  A  very  interesting  instance  of  appre- 
ciation was  shown  by  one  of  the  parents.  One  morning  one  of  the 
regular  pupils,  a  little  Italian  boy,  came  to  the  kindergarten  and 
handed  me  a  note  from  his  father.  The  note  stated  that  they  were  to 
leave  Memphis  and  that  he  and  his  wife  wanted  to  thank  me  for 
what  I  had  done  for  their  son,  and  closed  by  saying:  'May  God  bless 
you  in  your  work!'" 

Meridian,  Miss.,  Wesley  House. 

Miss  Alice  Sheider,  Deaconess,  Head  Resident;  Mrs.  Clara  Cope, 
Travelers'  Aid  Agent  at  Union  Station. 

Statistics  of  the  work  of  our  City  Mission  Board  for  the  fiscal  year 
1910-11,  as  compared  with  that  of  other  years,  shows  growth  and  fur- 
nishes ground  for  encouragement.  As  compared  with  the  work  that 
needs  to  be  done  or  the  opportunities  that  might  be  embraced  if  we 
had  the  money  and  the  workers,  our  efforts  and  the  results  seem  small. 

For  several  years  work  has  been  carried  on  by  the  City  Mission 
Board  in  the  cotton  mill  district.  A  free  reading  room,  night  school, 
and  sewing  school  were  the  institutional  features  enterprised.  Visit- 
ing among  the  people,  especially  the  sick  and  needy,  was  done  by  the 
worker  employed  and  members  of  the  Board.  A  great  deal  of  relief 
work  was  done  in  times  of  distress.  In  many  ways  the  way  has  been 
prepared  and  made  easy  for  the  deaconess  and  the  Wesley  House. 
When  I  came  to  the  work,  in  September,  I  found  many  of  my  people 
expecting  me  and  ready  to  give  me  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  community. 

During  the  montlis  of  September  and  October  I  lived  in  town  and 
spent  the  time  visiting  in  the  district,  studying  conditions  and  plan- 
ning with  the  Board  for  the  opening  of  the  Wesley  House.  We  found 
it  impossible  to  get  a  house  really  suited  to  the  work;  but  as  the  need 
for  me  to  live  in  the  community  seemed  so  imperative,  we  took  what 
we  could  get  and  made  it  answer  our  purpose  as  far  as  possible.  So 
on  October  27  the  Elizabeth  Cochran  Wesley  House  was  opened,  and 
we  took  charge,  praying  that  here  we  might  "build  by  the  side  of  the 
road,  and  be  a  friend  to  man."  As  our  Wesley  House  is  only  a  small 
cottage  of  five  rooms,  myself  the  only  resident  worker,  and  our  street 
railway  facilities  such  as  to  make  it  almost  impossible  to  have  the 
assistance  of  volunteer  workers  in  the  evenings,  we  have  not  been 
able  to  project  much  in  the  way  of  institutional  work.  My  work  first 
of  all  has  been  the  effort  to  make  it  "a  home"  and  to  be  a  neighbor 
and  friend  to  those  among  whom  I  have  been  placed. 

Friendly  visiting  and  visiting  the  sick  and  ministering  to  their 
needs  have  taken  much  of  my  time.  Preparing  meals  and  little  deli- 
cacies for  the  sick  has  been  one  of  my  greatest  joys,  and  has,  in  some 
instances,  opened  the  way  and  made  it  possible  for  me  to  minister  to 
the  deeper  needs  of  the  soul. 
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The  night  school  has  been  my  principal  work.  We  have  been  greatly 
handicapped  by  the  lack  of  room  and  equipment,  as  we  have  had  to 
use  the  reception  and  dining  rooms  for  the  school.  Our  pupils  are  boys 
and  girls  who  work  in  the  knitting  mill  and  have  no  opportunity  to 
attend  the  public  school.  Our  work  covers  four  grades — third,  fourth, 
fifth,  and  sixth.  Some  of  them  are  interested  and  eager  to  learn,  which 
makes  it  a  pleasure  to  teach  them. 

We  are  working  for  a  circulating  library.  We  have  about  forty 
volumes  as  a  beginning.  Our  young  people  are  eager  for  something 
to  read,  and  I  am  anxious  to  give'  them  the  best. 

We  have  used  all  such  occasions  as  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  New 
Year's,  etc.,  to  try  to  make  the  Wesley  House  mean  something  in  the 
social  life  of  the  community.  Our  free  clinic  has  been  one  of  our  most 
successful  features.  Here  too  we  are  hindered  for  lack  of  a  room  prop- 
erly fitted  up  for  Che  work,  as  we  are  forced  to  use  the  reception  and 
dining  rooms  as  consulting  and  waiting  rooms. 

Our  cottage  prayer  meetings  have  proved  very  helpful  and  are  well 
attended.  They  develop  and  deepen  the  spiritual  life  and  reach  women 
who  never  attend  church.  Not  long  ago  one  woman  professed  conver- 
sion in  the  prayer  meeting.  I  also  teach  a  class  of  young  men  in  the 
Sunday  school,  and  attend  the  Missionary  Society,  Epworth  League,, 
and  all  services  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  the  district.  In  all  relief 
work  we  have  cooperated  with  the  charitable  agencies  of  the  city. 

In  November,  1910,  the  work  of  travelers'  aid  at  the  union  station 
was  taken  up  by  the  City  Mission  Board,  and  Mrs.  Clara  Cope  was  in- 
stalled as  agent.  Mrs.  Cope  makes  the  following  statistical  report: 
Persons  assisted,  60;  sick  assisted,  1;  old  people  assisted,  7;  persons 
directed  to  hotel,  16;  persons  directed  to  cafe,  25;  babies  put  to  bed,  30; 
foreigner  assisted,  1. 

At  the  end  of  two  months  the  work  of  travelers'  aid  was  taken  over 
by  the  Travelers'  Aid  Association,  composed  of  women  representing  all 
of  the  Churches  of  the  city,  and  thus  passed  from  under  the  direction  of 
our  City  Board  of  Missions. 

Sometimes  the  work  has  been  hard,  there  have  been  difficult  situa- 
tions to  meet  and  problems  to  solve;  but  the  Father's  presence  has 
been  very  real,  and  through  it  all  we  have  felt  his  guiding  hand  and 
have  experienced  a  great  joy  in  his  service. 

Mobile,  Ala.,  Wesley  House. 
Miss  Mary  Ogilvie,  Head  Resident;  Miss  Constance  Palmore,  Deaconess. 

As  the  year's  record  closes  we  realize  that  some  tasks  remain  un- 
finished and  not  a  few  cherished  plans  are  still  untried.  And  yet  there 
have  been  many  unexpected  opportunities  for  service,  which,  together 
with  the  regular  routine,  has  made  the  year  a  very  busy  one.  The 
clinic,  though  small,  has  had  a  far-reaching  influence  for  good.  Two 
hundred  and  eighty  cases  have  been  treated.  There  have  been  fourteen 
minor  operations  performed.  Most  of  these  were  the  removal  of  ad- 
enoids and  enlarged  tonsils  from  young  children. 

The  Mothers'  Club  membership  campaign,  running  as  a  contest  be- 
tween the  "Reds"  and  the  "Blues,"  closed  February  22  with  the  "Reds" 
but  one  ahead.  As  a  reward  to  both  sides,  the  residents  gave  a  Martha 
Washington  tea.  Excellent  entertainment  was  furnished  by  twelve 
volunteer  workers.  This  club  has  assisted  from  time  to  time  with  the 
expense  of  the  clinic.  The  children's  story  hour  provides  entertain- 
ment for  the  small  children,  who  accompany  their  mothers  to  the  club 
meetings.  A  young  Jewess,  assisted  by  two  kindergartners,  has  charge 
of  this  department.

Miss  Palmore's  report  is  as  follows:  "The  sewing  school  which  was 
i-eorganized  in  October  with  ten  children,  has  increased  to  forty,  and 
they  take  much  interest  in  their  work.  One  girl  who  never  liked  sew- 
ing before,  after  watching  me  cut  a  garment,  went  home  and  cut  and 
made  one  herself.  She  is  organist  in  both  the  sewing  school  and  the 
Girls'  Club.  The  Girls'  Club  is  a  new  department  for  girls  between  the 
ages  of  eleven  and  fourteen.  There  is  now  an  enrollment  of  seventeen. 
"While  they  hemstitch  and  embroider  I  talk  with  them.  They  are  plan- 
ning to  buy  a  picture  for  their  club  room  with  their  dues.  These  two 
clubs  furnished  most  of  the  exhibit  at  the  county  fair  last  fall.  This 
has  been  a  red-letter  year  in  my  life.  I  have  learned  to  deal  with  a 
new  people,  for  I  have  never  before  lived  in  a  community  where  Roman 
Catholicism  with  its  Old  World  traditions  is  so  strong.  I  have  visited 
in  hundreds  of  homes,  both  Protestant  and  Catholic,  and  everywhere  1 
have  been  hospitably  received." 

The  Small  Boys'  Club  is  in  the  hands  of  a  very  competent  young 
woman,  who  is  assisting  with  plans  for  a  well-equipped  playground  for 
all  departments. 

Being  convinced  that  our  night  school,  composed  of  children  ranging 
in  age  from  twelve  to  fifteen  years,  was  in  no  noticeable  degree  aiding 
the  students,  we  closed  the  department  the  last  of  December.  Schol- 
arships to  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  night  school  were 
given  to  six  of  the  older  boys,  and  we  persuaded  several  parents  to 
allow  their  girls  to  reenter  the  public  schools.  As  we  are  working  to- 
ward compulsory  education  and  against  child  labor,  we  feel  that  night 
schools  for  young  working  children  are  a  hindrance  rather  than  a  help 
toward  either  goal.  An  adult  night  school  is  needed,  but  that  is  one  of 
our  undeveloped  plans. 

The  Sunday  school  is  not  large;  but  considering  that  our  communit»^ 
is  largely  Roman  Catholic,  we  do  not  feel  that  small  attendance  indi- 
cates failure.  Miss  Palmore  has  the  Primary  Department,  Miss  Mono- 
han,  of  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  teaches  the  mothers' 
Bible  class,  and  another  worker  has  the  Intermediate  Department. 

Since  September  1  we  have  entered  three  girls  at  the  Vashti  Indus- 
trial School.    Two  older  girls  were  sent  to  a  rescue  home. 

"Various  means  have  been  used  for  advertising  our  work.  Our  day 
nursery  and  rest  room  at  the  county  fair  gave  a  practical  demonstra- 
tion of  settlement  work,  while  samples  of  class  and  club  work  deco- 
rated the  walls  of  the  booth  and  made  a  creditable  exhibit  of  things 
already  accomplished.  Several  times  we  have  accepted  invitations  to 
speak  to  women's  clubs  and  other  organizations  concerning  our  work. 
An  illustrated  folder  giving  a  condensed  history  of  the  settlement  has 
aided  in  securing  subscriptions. 

A  number  of  entertainments  have  been  given  to  the  neighborhood 
people  this  year.  Several  receptions  also  have  been  given  by  the 
residents  to  members  of  the  Board  and  other  workers.  The  settle- 
ment workers  recently  called  a  meeting  of  social  and  religious  workers 
for  the  discussion  of  problems  that  concern  us  all.  As  a  result,  the 
Associated  Charities  is  being  organized  on  a  stronger  and  surer  basis. 

Institutional  Church,  Ckichton,  Ahx. 
Miss  Dora  Hoover,   Missionary. 
It  is  with  a  grateful  heart  that  we  look  back  over  our  first  year's 
work  here  and  see  what  God  hath  wrought. 

The  Mobile  Cotton  Mill  is  situated  outside  the  city  of  Mobile.  The 
small  community  was  shut  out  from  the  world,  with  nothing  except 
the  cotton  mill  and  basket  factory.    For  several  years  there  was  neither 
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•a  church  nor  school,  nor  any  place  for  social  life.  There  was  nothing 
to  uplift  or  help  this  people  except  a  Sunday  school  in  a  cottage  and 
frequent  visits  from  a  few  good  women  of  Mobile. 

We  opened  up  our  work  by  a  thorough  canvass  of  the  community. 
The  census  showed  a  large  per  cent  of  illiteracy.  When  I  first  realized 
the  moral  conditions  of  this  village,  my  heart  almost  sank  within  me. 

We  have  a  new  Institutional  Church — the  only  building  in  the  com- 
munity for  religious  or  social  life.  In  October,  with  a  young  woman 
as  my  helper,  I  moved  into  this  building. 

My  chief  work  has  been  along  the  lines  of  social,  intellectual,  and 
religious  training,  together  with  house-to-house  visiting  and  securing 
needed  medical  attention.  Though  realizing  the  need  of  an  industrial 
school,  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  establish  one,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  difficult  to  secure  volunteer  help  because  we  are  out  of  the 
city. 

Notwithstanding  the  work  is  new,  we  are  beginning  to  see  results 
of  our  labors.  The  seeds  sown  are  yielding  an  abundant  harvest.  The 
most  visible  results  have  come  from  our  night  school.  While  teaching 
these  students  to  read  and  write,  we  were  sending  a  silent  prayer  to 
our  Father  for  their  salvation,  and  our  hearts  have  been  made  to  re- 
joice because  our  prayers  have  been  more  than  answered;  for  many 
have  not  only  been  saved,  but  are  active  Christian  workers,  bringing 
to  Christ  those  we  could  not  reach. 

At  the  close  of  a  glorious  revival  one  of  our  pupils  voiced  the  senti- 
ment of  others  when  he  asked  that  one  of  the  school  nights  each  week 
be  given  to  Bible  study.  I  immediately  set  aside  Thursday  evening 
of  each  week,  and  to  my  delight  nearly  all  of  the  night  school  students, 
with  others,  are  in  this  Bible  class. 

We  have  placed  two  of  our  girls  in  an  industrial  school  at  Brewton, 
Ala.,  and  we  feel  sure  that  the  return  of  these  girls  will  mean  much  to 
our  community. 

The  Mothers'  Club  here  has  fenced  our  lots,  and  we  are  thus  enabled 
to  beautify  our  grounds,  which  will  be  an  example  to  the  village. 

As  often  as  we  can,  we  give  social  evenings  to  the  young  people. 
These  are  well  d,ttended  and  much  enjoyed.  We  believe  that  God  will 
establish  his  kingdom  here  where  Satan's  stronghold  has  been. 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  Wesley  House. 

Miss  Bessie  Allen,  Head  Resident;  Miss  Annie  Campbell,  Eindergart- 

ner. 

God  has  wonderfully  blessed  us  this  year,, giving  us  the  confidence 
of  our  Board  and  the  people  to  whom  we  minister. 

There  has  been  progress  along  all  lines  of  our  work.  Our  clubs 
have  all  had  to  be  limited  in  number  for  want  of  larger  rooms  in 
which  to  hold  them,  and  this  need  has  led  tq  our  undertaking  a  new 
building.  Work  on  it  is  to  begin  in  May,  and  we  hope  to  have  it  ready 
for  our  autumn  opening. 

Our  volunteer  helpers,  thirty  in  number,  have  been  regular  and 
enthusiastic  in  their  work,  and  much  of  our  success  is  due  to  this 
fact. 

Our  Mothers'  Club  and  sewing  school  have  particularly  flourished 
this  year.  On  Thursday  evenings  we  have  had  a  vesper  service,  con- 
ducted by  our  city  pastors,  that  has  been  a  source  of  blessing. 

We  have  a  circulating  library  that  has  been  well  patronized,  and  on 
Tuesday  and  Friday  evenings  our  reading  room  and  recreation  rooms 
have  been  open  for  young  men,  where  they  may  read,  play  games,  or 
have  music,  as  they  like. 
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We  have  not  only  given  entertainments  and  parties  in  our  club- 
rooms,  but  have  assisted  our  young  people  in  planning  and  enter- 
taining in  their  own  homes.  Miss  Campbell,  our  kindergarten  teacher, 
has  done  most  of  this  work.  She  has  the  following  to  say  of  her 
kindergarten:  "The  improvement  in  the  children  in  the  past  three 
years  has  been  wonderful.  There  has  been  a  hand  guiding  and  touch- 
ing these  little  plants  until  we  have  a  garden  of  roses." 

We  have  not  found  it  necessary  for  the  past  year  to  bathe  or  to 
supply  clean  clothes  to  a  child  except  occasionally,  as  this  has  been 
done  at  home. 

Our  graded  school  teachers  say  that  they  know  one  of  our  children  as 
soon  as  they  enter  school;  that  they  are  morally  and  educationally 
trained,  until  they  are  superior  to  the  other  children. 

The  peace  and  joy  that  have  come  to  us  in  the  work  far  outweigh 
the  burdens  or  cares,  or  even  the  perplexities;  and  God  has  given  us 
help  and  the  things  we  wanted  almost  before  we  asked  him  for  them, 
so  we  feel  like  saying:  "Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul:  and  all  that  is  with- 
in me,  bless  his  holy  name!" 

We  have  only  one  regret,  and  that  is  that  we  have  not  asked  greater 
things  of  him  and  attempted  greater  things  for  him. 

New  Orleans,  La.,   Tchoupitoulas  Mission. 
Mrs.  L.  Meekin,  Missionary. 

Note. — The  New  Orleans  City  Mission  Board  carries  the  Tchoupitou- 
las Mission  in  addition  to  the  support  of  a  deaconess  and  furnishing  a 
band  of  volunteers  at  St.  Mark's  Hall,  on  Esplanade  Street.  The  report 
of  the  work  done  at  St.  Mark's  Hall  appears  under  the  department  of 
Gulf  Coast  Work. 

While  we  have  an  established  work  in  this  section,  yet  the  problem 
ever  confronts  us  relative  to  helping  or  supplying  the  many  claims  in 
temporal  needs  which  come  to  our  eyes  and  our  ears  so  often  in  this 
crowded  tenement  section.  The  closing  down  of  the  great  cotton  fac- 
tory here,  and  the  adverse  conditions  in  consequence,  have  seemed  to 
necessitate  a  continual  work  in  stimulating,  spiritually,  against  de- 
spondency with  many  of  the  people. 

Interest  has  been  manifested  in  our  services,  we  are  thankful  to 
note.  The  Sunday  school  attendance  is  good.  Our  Christmas  enter- 
tainment for  the  children  was  a  blessing  to  the  little  ones  and  their 
parents  and  has  been  fruitful  of  good.  An  interesting  little  band  of 
boys  and  girls  comprise  a  Junior  League,  and  through  this  medium 
they  are  getting  fine  training  by  leading  in  devotional  meetings,  read- 
ing scripture,  and  prayer.  The  Senior  Epworth  League  is  in  a  pros- 
perous condition  and  is  alive  to  every  department  of  w^ork. 

Our  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  meets  in  the  evenings,  because 
of  the  members  being  wage-earning  women.  This  part  of  the  work 
is  ever  in  good  condition,  and  the  meetings  are  full  of  interest. 

The  large  number  of  saloons  in  this  immediate  locality  necessitate 
efforts  in  creating  sentiment  against  intemperance  among  our  young 
people.    Pray  for  me  and  my  work  in  this  dark  spot. 

Portsmouth,  Va.,  Wesley  House. 
Miss  Nanette  Hudson,  Deaconess;  Mrs.  Hudson,  House  Mother. 

The  past  year's  work  of  the  Wesley  House  in  Portsmouth  has  beeu. 
characterized  by  a  steady,  quiet  growth  that  has  made  the  people  of 
the  community  realize  that  there  is  a  need  for  such  a  center  and  that 
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our  House  is  meeting  this  need  to  a  certain  degree.  In  numbers  there 
does  not  seem  to  be  much  progress,  as  some  of  the  activities  registered 
larger  numbers  in  the  last  report.  However,  much  of  the  work  was 
not  mission  work,  as  children  came  to  us  who  did  not  need  us.  This 
year  all  that  is  changed.  In  July  we  moved  into  a  more  comfortable 
house  in  a  better  location,  and  now  we  are  having  in  our  clubs  and 
classes  those  we  want  and  who  really  need  our  care. 

The  new  work  that  has  been  taken  up  during  the  year  is  most  fas- 
cinating. There  is  a  large  knitting  factory  a  block  away,  and  to  the 
women  and  girls  there  we  have  opened  the  House  at  the  noon  ht)ur. 
It  was  right  slow  work  at  first,  but  we  have  convinced  the  girls  that 
we  are  their  friends  and  have  reached  about  forty  of  them.  In  the 
night  school  we  have  reached  still  more.  Our  average  attendance  is 
from  ten  to  sixteen.  The  time  with  us  is  so  short  that  we  have  not 
been  able  to  have  any  religious  work,  even  had  that  been  advisable; 
but  there  have  been  religious  discussions,  while  advice  and  prayers 
have  been  asked  for  more  than  once. 

The  Junior  League  has  grown  more  during  the  year  than  any  other 
activity.  We  call  it  a  League  to  give  it  a  name.  I  have  two  splendid 
assistants,  and  we  have  enrolled  about  eighty  little  boys  and  girls. 
There  are  nine  Churches  of  six  denominations  represented,  and  a 
happier,  more  interested  crowd  of  children  I  never  saw. 

We  feel  that  there  has  really  been  something  worth  while  accom- 
plished in  our  sewing  school.  The  children  have  attended  regularly 
and  have  enjoyed  thoroughly  the  graded  lessons  they  have  had.  I 
have  had  some  faithful,  efHcient  helpers  in  this  school,  who  have  meant 
much  to  its  success.  The  most  interesting  things  to  the  boys  who 
come  are  the  crokinole  board  and  the  books  of  our  small  library. 

The  relief  work  has  been  the  largest  part  of  the  work,  I  believe.  In 
a  seaport  town,  where  the  majority  of  the  men  are  day  laborers,  many 
emergency  calls  come  to  us,  and  there  is  much  suffering  when  the 
man  of  the  house  is  "laid  off"  for  a  while.  Then  the  problem  of  de- 
sertion is  a  large  one  with  us,  and  there  have  been  many  calls  for  help 
because  of  this. 

In  all  the  work  my  mother,  who  has  been  with  me  since  June,  has 
been  a  great  help.  It  has  been  so  sweet  to  have  her  with  me.  God 
has  blessed  us  in  many  ways,  and  I  can  truly  say  that  the  past  year 
has  been  the  happiest  I  have"  ever  spent. 

Methodist   Institute,  Richmond,  Va. 
Miss  Hattye  Gray  Sellers,  Deaconess. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  shows  progress  not  so  much  in  numbers 
as  in  interest  and  faithful  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  people.  The 
Institute  is  more  generally  recognized  as  a  communitj'  force  and  social 
center.  In  my  last  annual  report  I  spoke  of  the  very  large  number  of 
non-Protestants  in  the  district.  Most  of  these  are  extremely  conserva- 
tive in  their  religious  convictions  and  resent  the  hold  we  are  getting 
on  their  children.  In  the  fall,  when  we  were  getting  ready  to  reopen 
the  club  work,  I  visited  a  Jewish  home  to  remind  the  little  boy  ot 
the  opening  of  his  club.  The  father  said  to  me:  "I  don't  want  my 
boy  to  go  to  your  place.  I'm  Jewish;  he's  Jewish.  He  likes  to  go 
and  wants  to  go;  but  if  I  don't  teach  him  Jewish  religion  and  keep 
him  away  from  there,  he  will  grow  up  liking  Christians  best."  This  is 
the  general  attitude  of  these  people;  they  seem  to  feel  that  an  aggressive 
campaign  of  pleasant  and  attractive  things  is  being  carried  on  to  win 
the  children  and  that  they  must  band  themselves  together  to  resist  it. 

The  club  and   Sunday  school  -work  has  had  added  to  them  in  the 
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past  year  one  Girls'  Club  and  a  graded  Primary  Department.  This 
department  is  largely  composed  of  Syrians — the  brightest  and  most 
interesting  of  little  people.  Perhaps  ours  has  been  the  common  mis- 
take of  starting  more  clubs  than  can  be  carried  on  most  effectively 
with  the  present  force  of  workers.  The  friendly  visiting  has  been  most 
neglected  because  of  this.  Being  anxious  to  strengthen  the  weak 
places  and  desiring  quality  rather  than  quantity,  we  secured  Miss 
Hazel  Roberts,  a  graduate  of  the  Methodist  Training  School,  1910,  to 
assist  us  in  the  work.  She  came  the  first  of  December,  and  is  doing 
a  good  work. 

The  Christmas  celebrations  were  perhaps  more  extensive  than  we 
have  had  before.  The  much-abused  basket  system  was  used,  also  a 
large  number  of  Santa  Claus's  stockings,  filled  with  the  usual  candy, 
nuts,  and  fruit,  were  given  to  those  mothers  who  had  no  other  means 
of  preventing  their  little  ones  from  looking  upon  empty  stockings  on 
Christmas  morning.  The  homeless  men,  who  are  cared  for  by  our 
institution  in  large  numbers,  were  given  a  free  breakfast;  the  Woman's 
Club,  with  many  invited  friends,  enjoyed  their  annual  dinner;  and  the 
children  gave  a  Mother  Goose  play,  at  the  conclusion  of  which  a 
generous  Old  Santa  appeared  and  distributed  gifts,  candy,  and  fruit. 

About  the  middle  of  January  the  Institute  was  seriously  damaged 
by  fire.  The  building  was  condemned,  and  we  had  to  move  out.  It 
was  a  serious  hindrance  to  our  work,  but  fortunately  in  all  of  the 
confusion  only  three  club  meetings  were  dropped,  and  all  work  was 
resumed  the  following  week.  The  evangelistic  work,  as  well  as  the 
work  wfth  the  men,  has  been  discontinued  for  a  time.  During  the 
past  year  we  had  more  than  fifty  conversions  among  these  men  in 
our  religious  services.  Our  present  quarters  are  small,  and  because 
of  this  inconvenient;  but  we  are  hoping  the  seeming  calamity  may 
open  the  way  for  changes  and  enlargements,  the  need  of  which  we 
feel  imperative. 

St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  Wesley  House. 

Miss  Frances  Scott,  Deaconess :  Miss  Frances  Denton,  Kindergarten 

Teacher. 

The  year  has  been  a  very  happy,  busy  year  for  this  new  work,  the 
institution  having  been  but  little  more  than  a  year  in  operation  as 
a  settlement.  The  work  has  broadened  until  now  we  are  reaching 
many  people  in  many  ways.  We  have  stressed  the  work  with  the 
children  in  the  day  nursery,  kindergarten,  on  the  playground,  and 
the  reading  room,  and  story  hour.  This  has  opened  many  homes  to 
us,  especially  among  the  Slavonic  people  who  live  in  large  numbers 
around  the  packing  house.  We  found  it  hard  at  first  to  get  an  en- 
trance into  these  homes;  but  now  they  are  our  good  neighbors,  and 
many  times  we  are  called  on  for  advice  and  help.  This  is  our  most 
fruitful  field  for  definite  results,  as  these  simple-hearted  people  are  as 
yet  uncontaminated  by  the  vices  and  practices  of  the  American  laborer 
in  the  community  where  we  labor.  The  socializing  of  the  child  is  lead- 
ing to  the  Americanizing  and,  we  feel,  the  evangelizing  of  the  Slavic 
parent. 

The  parents'  meetings  have  gathered  the  heads  of  families  from  as 
many  as  six  nationalities  together  into  one  body,  enjoying  programs 
rendered  by  their  own  children,  taught  in  our  House,  or  by  that  uni- 
versal language — music — even  when  but  few  spoken  words  could  be 
exchanged. 

Our  sewing  school  has  brought  the  older  girls  of  the  neighborhood 
together   and   has  broken    down   somewhat   the    prejudice   against  the 
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Slavic  people  which  exists  so  largely  in  our  city  and  is  felt  in  the 
child  life  as  much  as  race  feeling  between  blacks  and  whites  in  some 
sections. 

Our  Relief  Department  has  been  very  far-reaching,  ours  being  a  very 
poor  district  on  account  of  short  hours  in  the  industries  around  us. 
Through  coordination  with  the  philanthropic  clubs  and  societies  the 
police  and  Humane  Society,  and  Churches  of  every  name  and  order, 
we  have  been  able  to  do  much  adequate  relief  work.  In  fact,  our  work 
has  become  a  clearing  house  for  charity  work  in  the  city,  and  we  hope 
that  some  system  of  work  will  grow  from  it.  This  makes  much  visiting 
and  oiEce  work,  but  it  puts  us  in  touch  with  many  we  would  otherwise 
not  reach. 

Ours  is  the  first  strictly  religious  social  service  or  charitable  insti- 
tution in  the  city,  while  we  have  several  commendable  institutions 
founded  purely  from  a  social  standpoint,  and  we  have  many  favorable 
comments  made  on  the  fact  that  such  institutions  can  be  made  re- 
ligious in  their  nature  and  work;  that  the  personal  touch  done  in  the 
name  and  spirit  of  the  Master  is  of  most  importance.  We  are  grateful 
for  such  a  chance  to  "preach  the  gospel." 

We  saw  early  in  our  work  the  great  need  of  a  splendidly  equipped 
and  thoroughly  manned  night  school  for  the  foreigner  and  the  young 
men  and  women  thrown  into  the  shops  and  packing  houses  early  in 
life,  but  we  were  unable  to  meet  the  need  in  our  present  quarters. 
We  went  before  the  Board  of  Education  and  laid  the  need  before  them. 
Of  course  it  took  persistent  argument  until  they  opened  the  new 
school  building  in  the  neighborhood  of  our  work  for  the  night  school, 
hired  teachers,  and  at  the  end  of  two  months  have  one  hundred  and 
fifty-four  enrolled.  All  of  them  are  over  fourteen  years  of  age,  and 
great  interest  is  manifested  in  this  new  public  enterprise. 

Here  is  a  great  field,  among  a  great  people,  who  are  responding 
nobly  to  this  new  institution.  We  are  grateful  for  the  opportunity  of 
laboring  among  them. 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Kingdom  House. 

Miss  Helen  Gibson,  Deaconess,  Head  Resident:  Miss  Cora  Borchers,

Kingdom  House  is  closing  its  ninth  year  of  service  to  the  people  of 
the  factory  section  of  St.  Louis.  It  has  grown  from  a  small  mission 
to  one  of  the  best-known  and  equipped  settlements  in  the  city.  It 
began  with  one  deaconess;  we  now  have  thirteen  salaried  workers  and 
thirty  volunteers.  Our  plan  of  work  in  most  cases  is  to  begin  with 
the  individual  and  work  toward  environment,  but  we  often  reverse 
the  order  and  commence  with  environment  and  legislation  and  work 
toward  the  individual. 

The  social  workers  of  St.  Louis  are  organized  into  a  Social  Service 
Conference,  which  meets  fortnightly  at  a  dinner  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  the  social  interests  of  the  city  as  a  whole.  Here  one  gets 
a  true  perspective  of  her  place  in  the  general  scheme.  It  is  a  sort  of 
clearing  house  where  valuable  information  is  received  and  given. 
Here  we  come  in  contact  with  the  leaders  in  social  and  philanthropic 
work.  Among  them  are  professors  of  the  School  of  Social  Economy, 
Washington  University,  and  the  Civic  League.  Each  institution  of  the 
city  stands  for  certain  things.  We  cooperate  with  all,  leaving  many 
things  we  formerly  did  in  an  inadequate  way  to  those  better  able  to 
handle  the  situation. 
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Instead  of  one,  several  workers  might  be  constantly  kept  busy  in  our 
office.  In  the  face  of  trouble  our  people  are  as  sheep  without  a  shep- 
herd. They  seem  helpless  and  their  wants  are  varied  and  multiform. 
Sometimes  it  is  a  case  of  frightful  usury,  or  young  girls  will  be  lured 
to  a  den  of  vice  which  has  over  it  a  sign  "For  Boarders."  Young 
boys  will  rent  a  small  room  for  gambling  and  drinking;  people  refuse 
to  report  contagious  diseases,  because  the  wage  earners  will  be  kept 
from  work;  there  are  whole  neighborhoods  of  cocaine  fiends.  These 
and  many  other  evils  we  ferret  out  and  report  to  the  proper  author- 
ities. South  St.  LfOuis  is  about  one  hundred  years  behind  the  times 
on  the  temperance  question.  About  nine-tenths  of  the  sorrow  and 
trouble  with  which  we  deal  is  resultant  from  intemperance.  We  long 
for  better  desertion  laws.  Women  who  have  been  deserted  by  drunken 
husbands  come  to  us  by  the  score.  They  come  looking  for  work 
and  wanting  to  place  their  children  in  the  day  nursery.  After  the 
children  reach  the  factory  age  and  the  family  enjoys  a  degree  of 
prosperity,  the  father  usually  returns,  much  to  our  chagrin  but  to 
the  mother's  joy,  for  "it  was  kind  of  lonesomelike  without  him." 

Besides  the  general  work,  each  resident  has  specific  duties  of  which 
she  will  report. 

Sunday  Bchool,  Seiving  School,  Day  Nursery,  and  Penny  Bank. — 
Miss  Cora  Borchers  makes  the  following  report:  "During  the  past  year 
our  Sunday  school  has  grown  until  we  have  an  enrollment  of  four 
hundred  and  sixty-five.  At  our  Christmas  entertainment  for  the  Sun- 
day school  we  had  about  a  thousand  people  packed  into  a  room  that 
would  comfortably  seat  about  four  hundred,  and  the  enthusiasm  shown 
on  the  part  of  the  children  when  Santa  Claus  came  in  was  great  and 
interesting.  Our  sewing  school  has  an  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  children  and  sixteen  faithful  and  attractive  volunteer 
teachers.  We  have  had  a  daily  average  of  fifteen  in  our  day  nursery. 
A  few  mornings  ago,  when  one  of  the  little  sixteen-months-old  tots 
looked  up  with  such  a  sweet  smile  and  clapped  his  hands,  when  we 
were  singing  "When  the  Roll  Is  Called  up  Yonder,  I'll  Be  There," 
we  realized  that  the  dear  little  one  did,  to  some  extent,  catch  the  real 
spirit  of  our  morning  prayer  service  with  them.  We  have  twelve 
enrolled  in  the  Girls'  Basketry  Club,  and  ten  in  the  Boys'  Basketry 
Club.  They  are  all  doing  beautiful  work.  Ninety-seven  deposits, 
amounting  to  $111.56,  have  been  made  in  our  Penny  Savings  Bank. 
We  greatly  enjoy  meeting  the  factory  girls  in  our  Noonday  Lunch 
Club  for  a  half  hour  each  day.  We  have  received  2,849  visits,  made 
1,036  visits,  distributed  571  papers  and  tracts,  and  secured  employment 
for  thirty-five  people." 

Miss  Rosa  Nell  Breeden  reports  boys'  clubs  as  follows:  "This  de- 
partment of  the  work  has  been  extremely  interesting,  for  there  is 
nothing  tame  or  slow  about  a  boy.  There  is  an  enrollment  of  over  two 
hundred  of  these  complex  creatures,  who  seem  past  the  knowledge  or 
understanding  of  man,  with  a  frequent  weekly  average  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty.  This  means  active,  busy  days  and  nights,  with  'things  doing' 
to  satisfy  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  boy.  We  have  carpentry,  cobbling, 
basketry,  and  gymnasium  classes.  National  Boys'  Brigade,  Whistling 
Club,  boys'  brass  band,  and  six  social  clubs,  which  meet  weekly. 
Match  basket  ball  games  and  occasional  parties  are  interspersed  to 
break  the  monotony  of  life.  Four  salaried  workers  and  eleven  volun- 
teers who  represent  the  School  of  Social  Economy,  Ranken  Trade 
School,  Washington  University,  and  West  End  homes  have  given 
efficient  service.  The  work  has  been  worth  while,  for  gradually  the 
older  boys  are  being  drawn  into  the  general  social  life  at  Kingdom 
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House,  thus  deepening  the  power  of  its  influence.  Many  are  making 
hrave  fights  against  evil  influences  and  bad  habits,  and  a  goodly 
number  have  come  into  the  Church." 

Miss  Sarah  K.  Louder  makes  the  following  report  on  the  playground, 
domestic  science,  and  circulating  library:  "We  have  had  outdoor  recre- 
ation for  the  children  and  older  people  on  a  well-equipped  playground 
and  outing  farm,  and  we  made  frequent  excursions  to  the  parks  and 
the  country.  An  average  of  seventy-five  a  day  attended  the  playground. 
An  attractive  pavilion  has  been  added  to  its  equipment.  Organized 
play  was  introduced  for  six  weeks  during  the  last  of  the  summer, 
with  basketry,  story  hours,  indoor  and  outdoor  games,  and  gymnastic 
work  at  stated  times.  Six  hundred  and  eighteen  books  have  been 
loaned  from  the  library,  and  several  hundred  magazines  have  been 
given  away.  In  the  cooking  classes  one  hundred  and  forty-two  girls 
and  young  women  have  been  enrolled,  many  of  whom  come  in  groups 
for  sUpper  classes  from  the  different  factories  of  our  community. 
Model  housekeeping  and  kitchen  garden  have  been  recently  intro- 
duced. Our  aim  is  to  teach  the  children  how  to  do  in  the  right  way 
everything  about  a  home.  Realizing  the  importance  of  physical  cul- 
ture, we  try  to  create  in  our  young  people  a  love  and  enthusiasm  for  it. 
In  this  department  we  have  had  an  enrollment  of  seventy.  During  the 
year  570  books  have  been  loaned  from  our  circulating  library." 

Last  summer  our  milk  station  was  over  twice  as  large  as  any  other 
in  the  city.  We  fed  ninety  babies.  We  had  the  largest  pediatric 
clinic  in  the  city.  This  is  under  the  Washington  University.  We 
average  about  thirty-five  dollars  monthly  from  our  supply  store.  This 
department  is  admirably  handled  by  our  housekeeper. 

Our  neighborhood  parlor  is  one  of  our  best  features.  It  now  re- 
quires several  hostesses  each  evening.  Young  men  who  were  fast 
becoming  drunkards  are  being  reclaimed  and  brought  into  the  Church, 
while  many  boys  and  girls  are  kept  from  the  street  and  made  to  enjoy 
a  social  hour  in  our  attractive  rooms.  The  attendance  increases 
monthly.

Miss  Annie  Mutch,  Deaconess,  Head  Resident;  Miss  Etta  Mayo, 
Missionary. 

We  have  been  in  our  new  Home  only  a  few  months  but  it  seems 
longer,  so  many  things  are  always  going  on,  as  is  true  of  every 
Wesley  House.  We  labored  only  one  month  of  our  new  year,  when  we 
had  to  stop  for  a  while.  When  we  returned,  the  keys  of  our  Home  were 
turned  over  to  us.  Returning  from  Sunday  school  one  morning,  we 
came  in  and  for  the  first  time  saw  the  house  we  had  prayed  for  and 
talked  of  for  many  months.  Tears  of  joy  came  to  our  eyes  as  we 
thanked  our  Father  for  making  possible  this  Home.  The  thought  came: 
How  will  we  ever  furnish  so  large  a  house?  The  people  became  inter- 
ested and  not  only  furnished  it,  but  gave  such  nice  things. 

At  the  Annual  Conference  one  of  our  general  officers  said:  "Your 
Wesley  House  is  not  only  one  of  the  best,  but  is  as  well  equipped  as  any 
of  five  years'  standing." 

Without  being  told,  one  must  realize  that  our  opportunities  have  been 
more  far-reaching:  the  people  are  beginning  to  know  that  the  Wesley 
House  is  theirs.  When  we  had  to  leave  for  a  while,  we  found  it  very  dif- 
ficult to  secure  an  assistant.  One  evening  we  said:  "It  looks  as  if  the 
Wesley  House  will  have  to  close  for  a  while."  One  of  the  men  replied: 
"Do  anything,  but  don't  close  the  Wesley  House.  You  cannot  know 
what  it  means  to  us  boys." 
28 
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Our  library  is  a  beautiful  room,  furnished  in  loving  memory  of 
Bishop  Duncan.     It  has  been  patronized  beyond  our  expectations. 

The  domestic  science  room  is  also  a  memorial.  The  cooking  has 
opened  since  Christmas.  It  is  not  such  a  large  class,  but  they  are  en- 
thusiastic, and  even  the  children  take  notes. 

The  work  accomplished  during  the  holidays  while  one  of  the  workers 
was  absent  was  wonderful.  The  Christmas  tree  delighted  the  hearts 
of  more  than  two  hundred.  One  poor  mother,  with  tears  stream- 
ing from  her  eyes,  said:  "This  is  the  first  Christmas  present  I  ever 
received  in  all  my  life."  Somehow  one  feels  glad  that  God  has  al- 
lowed one  the  privilege  to  help. 

Prom  tue  children  placed  in  school  and  the  ones  rescued  we  receive 
encouraging  reports.  Between  the  brass  band,  night  school,  cooking 
school,  sewing  school,  nursery,  cottage  prayer  meetings,  and  our 
Church  work,  with  now  and  then  a  social  meeting,  one  only  gathers 
a  long  breath  to  begin  anew  on  a  new  week.  We  hope  for  a  kinder- 
garten before  another  year  passes  by. 

God  has  been  good  to  us.  When  looking  back  it  seems  marvelous 
to  have  accomplished  this  much;  but  realizing  the  pressing  need  of 
things  yet  untouched,  we  are  following  on  to  gain  the  richer,  higher 
things  he  has  in  store  for  us. 

Miss  Etta  Mayo  has  been  our  assistant,  and  she  was  truly  "sent  of 
the  Lord"  to  this  work  this  year.

;As  I  write  my  third  annual  report  of  the  Thurber  work  my  heart 
is  full  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  because  some  of  our  hopes  and  plans 
are  realized.  I  visited  other  places  quite  a  good  deal  last  year,  when 
Invited  to  go  and  speak  in  behalf  of  our  work  here,  and  found  every 
place  glad  to  help  us. 

When  we  moved  into  our  Hall,  a  little  over  a  year  ago,  we  borrowed 
bed  linen,  dishes,  and  such  things  as  we  needed;  but  God  laid  the  work 
on  the  hearts  of  our  people,  and  they  have  responded  to  every  need. 
One  Auxiliary  sent  us  fiftet^n  nice  quilts  at  once;  another  sent  dishes, 
and  others  furnished  rooms  until  we  felt  like  we  were  very  well  pro- 
vided for.  Others  send  things  as  they  learn  of  the  need.  The  people 
of  Thurber  have  been  very  kind  to  us,  and  they  seem  to  realize  the 
importance  of  the  work  and  express  themselves  in  many  ways. 

We  try  to  make  Christianity  real  and  attractive  and  also  stress  the 
social  side  in  every  club  and  class.  Our  clubs  are  usually  divided  into 
three  departments — social,  physical,  and  educational — and  we  are 
reaching  m,any  of  our  young  people.  We  have  186  members  in  our 
Temperance  Society  for  Children.  They  take  a  fourfold  pledge  against 
intoxicants,  tobacco,  profanity,  and  gambling.  They  delight  to  come 
early  and  play  until  time  to  open.  As  we  see  these  children  develop 
into  usefulness  our  vision  broadens  and  our  hearts  enlarge  with  the 
great  responsibilities. 

Our  Foreign  Day  School  in  the  midst  of  the  foreign  population  is 
doing  a  great  work.  Our  brethren  support  the  teacher,  and  she  lives 
with  us  and  is  much  help  in  every  way.  I  think  that  she  is  the  best  per- 
son we  could  have  for  the  place.  She  has  the  true  missionary  spirit  and 
is  a  help  in  the  homes  of  the  people  and  also  assists  me  with  the  foreign 
Sunday  school,  which  meets  at  the  Hall  every  Sunday  afternoon. 
Some  of  the  foreigners  are  hungry  for  the  truths  of  God,  and  it  is  beau- 
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tiful  to  see  their  minds  unfold  as  they  understand  the  things  so  new 
to  them. 

Miss  Norton  has  charge  of  our  kindergarten,  and  she  is  an  efficient 
worker.  She  says:  "  'Deep  meaning  often  lies  in  childish  play.'  God 
planted  a  garden,  and  it  was  in  the  garden  man  first  began.  The 
instinct  has  come  on  down  through  the  ages,  and  the  growing  child 
has  the  undeveloped  instinct  to  get  nearer  to  the  heart  of  nature.  We 
have  one  of  these  beautiful  little  'gardens'  (kindergarten)  in  Thurber, 
with  thirty-one  tender  little  plants  ready  with  their  active  minds  and 
bodies  to  grasp  everything  put  before  them.  Our  work  is  supported 
by  the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  of  the  Central  Texas  Confer- 
ence. We  began  on  September  15,  1910,  opening  with  nineteen  pupils. 
The  school  has  grown  remarkably  well  under  the  circumstances. 
Scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  scare  keep  some  away.  Two  of  our  children 
had  diphtheria,  but  all  are  back  again.  It  was  a  beautiful  picture 
Christmas  to  see  thirty-five  happy  children  gather  around  the  tree 
and  arrange  the  gifts  and  decorations  they  had  made  with  their  own 
hands  for  their  loved  ones,  thus  realizing  the  real  Christmas  spirit: 
'It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.'  We  celebrate  all  the  fes- 
tivals, to  which  the  mothers  come,  and  the  children  are  made  happy. 
Our  every  need  has  been  supplied  in  the  way  of  equipment.  We 
regret  that  more  foreign  children  are  deprived  of  this  great  oppor- 
tunity to  get  their  minds  and  bodies  trained  in  the  right  way  on  account 
of  the  prejudice  toward  the  different  nationalities.  When  I  hear  some 
of  the  children's  expressions,  such  as  'I  love  you,  Miss  Gladys,'  etc.,  and 
see  them  imitate  the  teacher  in  every  movement  and  act,  I  am  made 
to  stop  and  think  more  and  more  and  realize  that  these  little  lives 
are  like  'clay  in  the  hands  of  the  potter.'  We  are  to  help  shape  and 
mold  their  lives  and  character,  helping  them  to  become  strong  Chris- 
tian citizens.  We  know  that  each  little  heart  of  theirs  is  God's  little 
'garden.' " 

Miss  Peeples,  our  deaconess,  says:  "Since  December  6,  1910,  I  have 
been  connected  with  the  Wesley  House  at  Thurber,  Tex.  A  month  of 
this  time  was  spent  in  the  Italian  school.  There  are  many  bright, 
interesting  children,  and  my  heart  was  strangely  warmed  toward  them. 
My  time  is  now  given  exclusively  to  the  Church  and  Wesley  House. 
I  love  especially  the  Sunday  school,  and  have  visited  many  homes  in 
its  interest.  Some  are  being  reached  through  the  Home  Department, 
which  is  also  my  work.  The  Junior  League  has  an  enrollment  of 
fifty,  though  the  average  attendance  is  considerably  less.  I  am  urging 
the  children  to  have  their  own  Bibles.  I  find  the  social  feature  ad- 
mirable in  bringing  people  together.  Marston  Hall  has  been  the 
scene  of  several  enjoyable  occasions  of  this  kind.  The  Home  Mission 
Society  entertained  about  seventy-five  one  evening  in  January.  The 
people  of  Thurber  are  appreciative  of  this  work.  I  have  found  them 
to  be  very  kind.  I  trust  there  may  yet  be  a  rich  harvest  of  souls  for 
the  Master.  .  .  .  Our  Church  attendance  is  increasing,  and  I  look 
forward  to  a  great  ingathering  of  souls  during  the  coming  year." 

Rebecca  Sparks  Co-operative  Home,  Waco,  Tex. 
Mrs.  M.  L.  Stone,  Head  Resident. 
On  November  23,  1809,  in  obedience  to  the  mandate  of  the  Board, 
we  left  Mobile,  Ala.,  to  take  charge  of  this  work,  praying  like  Moses: 
"If  thy  presence  go  not  with  me,  carry  me  not  up  thence."  And  the 
Lord  has  wonderfully  blessed  us  in  our  work  and  has  given  us  the 
assurance  not  only  of  his  blessings  but  his  presence  in  the  Home. 

The    tenth    of   February    marked    the    eleventh    anniversary    of   this 
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work,  and  who  biit  He  who  never  slumbers  or  sleeps  can  tell  the  good 
that  has  been  done  in  those  eleven  years? 

At  present  we  have  twenty-one  of  the  noblest,  truest,  Christian 
young  women  to  be  found  in  all  this  country.  Accepting  work  as  one 
of  God's  greatest  blessings,  and  realizing  that  hardships  develop  char- 
acter, we  are  indeed  a  happy  family,  recognizing  that  "Christ  is  the 
Head  of  this  house,  the  unseen  Host  at  every  meal,  and  the  silent 
Listener  to  every  conversation." 

The  Home  has  not  only  been  self-sustaining  during  the  past  twelve 
months,  but  it  has  paid  a  back  indebtedness  for  current  expenses  of 
$200;  building  brick  flue,  $14;  screening  cottage,  $8;  water  cooler, 
$7.50;  hot-water  tank,  $11.85;  repairing  sewing  machine,  $1.50;  repair- 
ing oil  stove,  $1.25;  besides  the  many  little  things  constantly  demand- 
ing money  in  a  home  like  this,  such  as  replenishing  dishes,  mowing 
the  lawn,  etc.  This  is  done  by  each  girl  paying  a  little  less  than  nine 
cents  per  meal,  allowing  the  same  amount  for  their  furnished  rooms, 
the  linen  laundered  for  their  rooms,  hot  and  cold  water  for  baths, 
and  the  use  of  a  beautiful  parlor  with  piano.  In  accurate  figures  it 
amounts  to  thirty-five  and  flve-sevenths  cents  per  day. 

Notwithstanding  we  have  breakfast  at  6:30,  we  have  a  short  re- 
ligious service  in  the  morning  and  again  in  the  evening.  On  Sunday 
mornings  before  breakfast  we  unite  our  voices  in  at  least  two  hymns 
of  praise  to  Him  who  cares  for  us,  and  a  very  sweet  religious  atmos- 
phere pervades  our  Home. 

We  received  several  nice  boxes  and  one  barrel  of  fruit  from  the 
Home  Mission  Society  of  our  Conference,  for  which  we  were  profound- 
ly grateful,  as  it  aided  us  greatly  in  supplying  our  table  with  good 
things  and  helped  us  to  meet  expenses. 

If  all  could  only  know  these  good  girls  and  their  hardships  and 
trials  and  how  bravely  and  nobly  they  bear  them,  they  would  know 
that  there  is  no  worthier  cause  upon  which  to  bestow  their  gifts. 

We  have  a  handsome  building,  and  it  is  so  conveniently  arranged  for 
a  Home  like  this.  It  is  managed  by  a  Board  of  the  finest  Christian 
women  that  ever  adorned  any  Church  or  society. 

Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  Wesley  House. 
Florence  Blackwell,  Deaconess. 

The  third  year  of  our  work  in  Winston-Salem  has  been  our  best. 
Though  we  have  not  been  able  to  carry  out  all  our  plans,  we  feel  that 
"our  labor  has  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord,"  and  we  are  very  grateful 
for  all  that  has  been  accomplished. 

During  the  first  quarter  we  continued  our  day  nursery  with  eighteen 
children  enrolled.  At  the  end  of  that  time  it  was  decided  for  me  to 
take  my  vacation,  and  the  nursery  was  closed  for  the  summer.  When 
we  took  up  our  work  again,  the  City  Board  thought  it  not  best  to  open 
the  nursery  just  at  that  time;  not  because  it  was  not  needed,  nor  be- 
cause it  had  not  been  a  success,  but  because  we  had  not  been  able 
to  secure  a  suitable  woman  to  help  with  this  work.  We  hope  to  take 
it  up  again  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  sewing  school  continues  to  be  very  popular,  and  we  have  a 
much  larger  attendance  than  we  had  last  year.  More  than  a  hundred 
have  been  enrolled  during  the  year,  and  good  work  has  been  done. 

The  Boys'  Basketry  Club  has  been  well  attended,  and  the  boys  have 
been  very  enthusiastic  in  their  work.  A  number  of  beautiful  baskets 
as  well  as  other  articles  have  been  made  by  the  boys  and  proudly 
carried  home. 

The   newest  work  that  has  been   undertaken  by  our  Board  is  the 
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night  school.  For  a  long  time  we  have  seen  the  need  of  this  work; 
but  for  various  reasons  it  had  to  be  changed  from  time  to  time,  and 
it  was  not  until  the  first  of  January  that  we  could  open  the  school. 
On  the  opening  night  we  had  twelve  present,  and  in  the  two  months 
have  enrolled  fifty-five  pupils.  Our  largest  attendance  was  thirty-four. 
A  number  came  only  a  few  nights,  but  the  greater  per  cent  have  been 
fairly  regular  in  attendance.  We  have  school  on  Tuesday,  Thursday, 
and  Saturday  nights.  The  pupils  are  charged  ten  cents  a  week,  pro- 
vision being  made  for  those  who  are  not  able  to  pay  that  amount,  and 
none  are  excluded.  Those  attending  are  boys  and  girls  from  ten  to 
seventeen  years  old  who  work  in  the  factories,  and  there  are  several 
grown  men  and  women.  Many  of  these  have  never  been  to  school 
before  and  are  very  anxious  to  learn  to  read  and  write.  Their  eagerness 
to  learn  and  their  application  to  study  are  very  gratiiying,  and  their 
progress  is  really  remarkable.  A  number  of  young  men  and  women 
serve  as  volunteer  teachers  and  are  very  much  interested  in  the  work. 

I  particularly  enjoy  my  visiting  in  the  homes,  and  have  made  more 
than  five  hundred  visits  this  year.  As  the  institutional  work  increases, 
however,  I  am  not  able  to  do  as  much  visiting  as  formerly,  and  I  have 
had  to  give  up  some  of  the  Church  work. 

I  have  my  Sunday  school  class  of  about  fifty  young  ladies  and  mar- 
ried women,  in  which  I  take  a  great  deal  of  pleasure.  My  only  work 
with  them  is  teaching  the  lesson,  as  the  members  of  the  class  attend 
to  everything  else.  The  classroom  has  been  fitted  up  for  a  parlor 
find  reading  room  and  is  open  one  night  each  week  for  those  who 
wish  to  read  or  spend  the  time  socially.  Some  of  the  members  of  the 
class  help  me  in  other  work  as  well. 

The  Junior  League  has  become  a  joint  Brigade  and  Juvenile  Mis- 
sionary Society  and  is  doing  better  work  than  before. 

I  attend  and  work  with  three  adult  Woman's  Home  Mission 
Societies  and  have  charge  of  the  Young  People's  Missionary  Society 
of  Centenary  Church.  These  young  people  are  doing  excellent  work 
and  give  promise  of  being  some  of  our  best  workers  and  leaders  in 
missionary  work.  A  number  of  my  best  and  most  faithful  helpers 
came  from  this  society. 

The  year  has  been  crowned  with  blessings,  and  there  is  joy  in  the 
service. 


DEACONESS  \A/^ORK  AS  PASTORS'  ASSISTANTS. 

Atlanta,  Ga.,  Wesley  Memorial  Church. 
Miss  Carolyn  Smith,  Deaconess. 

The  home  of  the  Wesley  Memorial  Institutional  Church  is  a  magnifi- 
cent brick  structure,  situated  in  the  midst  of  a  boarding  house  district, 
just  two  blocks  from  the  heart  of  the  city.  Four  months  after  the 
Church  had  moved  into  its  new  home  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  ap- 
pointed as  assistant  to  the  pastor  of  this  growing  down  town  Church, 
and  my  work  since  then  has  been  mainly  that  of  getting  acquainted 
and  adjusted;  but  it  will  continue  to  be  more  or  less  so,  for  I  am 
learning  by  experience  what  I  knew  previously  in  theory  about  the 
drifting  boarding  house  population. 

My  pastor  at  one  time  referred  to  me  as  the  "young  women's  pastor." 
The  work  among  the  young  women  of  the  Church  and  neighborhood 
is  somewhat  similar  to  that  of  a  Young  Women's  Christian  Association 
Secretary.     As  a  basis  for  the  work  I  was  given  the  superintendency 
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of  the  Young  Women's  Department  of  our  splendidly  organized  Sunday 
school.  The  department  includes  three  classes,  with  a  total  enroll- 
ment of  one  hundred  and  seventy  scholars,  after  a  recent  revision  of 
rolls.  I  have  become  personally  acquainted  with  most  of  these  young 
women,  and  the  real  friendship  which  is  ripening  in  many  cases  is 
one  of  the  sweetest  phases  of  the  "hundredfold"  recompense.  My  oflBce 
in  the  Church  has  become  more  hallowed  every  time  one  of  these  young 
women  has  felt  free  to  come  to  me  to  talk  aliout  the  deeper  things  of 
God. 

But  the  work  has  broadened  beyond  that  pertaining  to  the  Young 
Women's  Department.  The  Epworth  League  had  "right-about-faced" 
just  before  I  came,  and  has  gone  from  glory  to  glory.  It  has  been  a 
normal,  thorough  development  in  every  department.  The  devotional 
meetings  grow  more  deeply  spiritual;  the  second  department  is  becom- 
ing a  reality;  by  a  splendid  plan  of  cooperation  between  the  Young 
Women's  and  Young  Men's  Departments  of  the  Sunday  school  and  the 
Third  Department  of  the  League,  wholesale  socials  attract  from  200 
to  300  young  people  to  our  social  hall  every  month.  Under  the  auspices 
of  the  Fourth  Department,  three  mission  study  classes  of  thirty-flve 
young  people  are  delving  into  the  problems  of  the  modern  city,  after 
having  spent  eight  weeks  studying  Korea.  The  fact  that  our  own  pas- 
tor's daughter  has  recently  gone  as  a  missionary  teacher  to  Japan  has 
added  zest  and  enthusiasm  to  the  mission  study. 

The  variety  of  work  here  has  been  restful,  and  I  have  learned  to 
look  forward  with  keen  expectancy  to  the  gymnasium  work  among 
the  young  women,  two  nights  of  each  week.  The  enrollment  of  sixty 
will  form  a  good  nucleus  for  work  on  a  larger  scale  next  year. 

The  work  of  bringing  in  God's  kingdom  demands  a  multiplication 
rather  than  an  addition  of  working  forces;  and  having  this  in  mind, 
the  pastor  resolved  the  Wednesday  evening  prayer  meeting  into  a 
training  school  for  personal  workers,  including  a  devotional  half-hour 
for  all  classes.  It  has  been  my  part  to  lead  the  class  of  young  women 
as  they  studied  methods  of  personal  work.  I  deem  this  class  the 
heart  of  my  work,  though  my  ideals  are  slow  in  becoming  real. 

Beaumont,  Tex.,  First  Methodist  Church.

Just  one  year  ago  to-day,  February  24,  1910,  I  entered  my  work  here 
as  pastor's  assistant  for  Dr.  J.  W.  Moore,  in  the  First  Methodist  Church. 
It  has  been  a  year  of  happiness  and  of  victory.  Day  by  day  I  have 
been  thankful  for  the  power  that  sent  me  here,  and  as  I  look  back  over 
the  year's  work  I  can  say:  "The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us, 
whereof  we  are  glad."  We  have  been  "workers  together  with  him," 
and  it  is  hard  to  tell  just  about  my  work,  for  a  Christian  worker  never 
had  a  more  loyal  Church  and  pastor  than  I  have  had,  and  in  every- 
thing I  have  undertaken  I  have  had  their  most  hearty  cooperation,  so  l 
feel  that  it  is  much  easier  to  say  our  work. 

We  have  a  large  membership  in  our  Church,  scattered  over  a  large 
area,  so  much  of  my  time  is  spent  in  visiting  our  Church  members. 
The  strangers  within  our  gates  who  have  need  of  Christian  fellow- 
ship are  visited  and  an  invitation  is  always  given  to  join  us  in  our 
worship  and  to  make  their  Church  home  with  us.  The  unconverted 
claim  much  of  my  time  and  prayers,  and  O  may  they  be  reached  by 
the  power  of  the  gospel!  We  always  have  among  us  the  sick,  the  poor, 
the  needy,  and  the  distressed  ones,  and  it  is  a  God-given  pleasure  to 
minister  to  them. 

My  Sunday  school  class  also  claims  part  of  my  visiting  hours.     We 
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saw  the  great  need  in  our  magnificent  Sunday  school  of  more  adult 
classes;  so  we  organized  a  class  for  married  ladies,  and  it  has  grown 
beyond  our  faith.  We  have  an  enrollment  of  foi"ty-six,  and  they  are 
an  enthusiastic  body  of  women.  We  hope  to  do  much  for  our  Master, 
for  our  name,  "Ithiel"  Class,  means  "The  Lord  is  with  us." 

The  Junior  League  work  has  been  most  encouraging.  We  have 
fifty-one  enrolled,  and  they  are  a  faithful  band  of  children.  They  have 
become  very  much  interested  in  both  home  and  foreign  missions  and 
love  to  have  me  tell  them  stories  of  our  "pioneers"  and  missionaries. 

The  ASbury  Guild,  an  intermediate  league,  is  also  under  my  care, 
and  I  have  seen  evidence  of  much  good  in  these  dear  young  people. 
Our  Mission  Study  Class  has  been  quite  successful,  and  in  many  ways 
they  have  rejoiced  my  heart  by  their  devotion  to  the  Church  and  their 
desire  to  become  stronger  Christians. 

Our  institutional  features,  which  have  been  very  successful,  are 
carried  on  in  the  basement  of  the  church.  We  have  two  most  excel- 
lent classes  in  gymnasium  work.  One  class  for  young  women,  which 
has  a  membership  of  thirty-seven,  is  doing  a  splendid  work;  and  a 
recently  organized  class  of  girls  is  flourishing,  with  twenty-seven 
enthusiastic  members.  We  have  an  excellent  Christian  woman  as 
director,  and  she  has  been  most  useful  in  making  our  gymnasium  work 
of  more  spiritual  worth  to  the  classes. 

We  have  in  our  Church  a  most  inviting  rest  room,  where  the  girls 
who  work  down  town  bring  their  lunches  and  enjoy  a  quiet  hour 
together  at  noon.  Mothers  with  young  children  find  it  very  convenient 
when  down  town  shopping,  and  strangers  waiting  between  trains  take 
advantage  of  it. 

Our  Saturday  afternoon  sewing  school  has  recently  opened  in  one 
of  our  mission  rooms.  We  have  twenty-four  children,  most  of  them 
foreigners,  in  our  school.  They  seem  so  appreciative  of  our  work  for 
them. 

You  may  know  that  my  days  are  full  with  attendance  upon  these  and 
all  the  societies  of  the  Church,  but  I  thank  Him  that  enabled  me  through 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  for  that  he  counted  me  faithful,  appointing  me 
to  his  service. 

Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  Centenary  Chuech. 
Miss  Emma  Burton,  Deaconess. 

First  of  all  I  want  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Father  and  to  the 
Committee  on  Deaconess  Work  for  permitting  me  to  work  another 
year  in  Centenary  Church.  It  is  a  continual  joy  to  serve  such  a  people 
in  the  capacity  of  deaconess. 

As  pastor's  assistant  my  work  is  largely  that  of  calling  and  receiv- 
ing calls.  I  have  an  ofl[ice  in  the  annex  of  the  church,  and  spend  the 
mornings  there.  During  this  time  I  receive  visitors,  plan  my  work,  and 
use  the  telephone,  tor  in  such  a  large  congregation  I  find  that  a  tele- 
phone plays  an  important  part.  The  office  hours  afford  many  an  op- 
portunity for  consultation,  etc.,  and  I  have  had  two  hundred  and  twelve 
calls  during  the  year.  Some  of  these  came  for  material  help,  but  many 
for  advice  along  various  lines.  The  first  year  I  spent  in  Chattanooga 
the  Associated  Charities  were  not  .very  well  organized,  and  we  did 
much  of  the  work  that  should  have  been  done  by  them;  but  lately  they 
have  reorganized,  and  I  have  less  of  that  work  to  do.  Once  a  week  there 
is  a  Workers'  Conference  held  in  their  office  with  a  representative  from 
each  Church.  At  these  meetings  we  discuss  the  best  way  to  help  the 
people  who  are  in  need. 

The    Sunday    school    is    in    a    most    flourishing    condition,    with    an 
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average  attendance  of  five  hundred.  I  have  a  class  of  sixteen  girls  in 
the  Intermediate  Department.  We  are  having  sweet  and  helpful  times 
together.  The  entire  school  had  a  giving  Christmas  this  year,  and 
I  was  a  chairman  of  the  "Good  Cheer"  Committee.  Each  class  took 
either  a  family  or  two  or  three  persons  to  provide  for,  and  allowed  me 
the  pleasure  of  delivering  the  things.  All  day  Christmas  eve  I  was 
helping  Santa  Claus.  One  of  our  members  was  kind  enough  to  let  me 
have  an  automobile,  otherwise  I  couldn't  have  done  all  in  one  day. 
When  night  came  the  body  was  very  tired,  but  the  heart  was  happy, 
and  I  realized  more  than  ever  before  what  God's  great  gift  has  meant 
to  the  world,  and  was  more  thankful  for  the  privilege  of  service. 

I  am  superintendent  of  the  Home  Department,  but  have  ten  Visitors 
to  assist  me  in  the  work.  The  membership  is  seventy.  I  have  charge 
of  the  Junior  League;  and  while  the  attendance  is  not  what  it  should 
be,  I  am  not  discouraged,  for  success  does  not  always  depend  on 
numbers.  The  ones  who  do  come  are  very  much  interested.  We  have 
just  organized  a  Mission  Study  Class  in  the  Senior  League,  meet  at 
my  office  every  two  weeks,  and  have  a  splendid  leader. 

I  have  an  emergency  room  furnished  by  the  Home  Mission  Society, 
have  cared  for  twenty-five  girls  during  the  year,  and  have  done  much 
of  this  work  in  connection  with  Mrs.  Carr,  the  Travelers'  Aid  deacon- 
ess. Some  of  these  girls  have  been  sent  back  to  their  homes,  employ- 
ment has  been  found  for  some,  and  two  have  been  sent  to  industrial 
schools.  Some  we  knoiv  have  been  saved  from  a  life  of  shame;  others 
have  been  given  a  new  start  in  life.  Not  all  have  been  helped  out,  but  l 
feel  ivell  paid  for  my  efforts. 

Clifton,  S.  C. 
Miss  Mam.yp.  Reavies,  Deaconess. 

I  arrived  in  Clifton  Saturday,  September  3,  and  on  Sunday  I  took 
charge  of  a  young  woman's  Bible  class.  We  have  twenty-four  interest- 
ing members. 

Clifton  has  three  cotton  mills — Nos.  1,  2,  and  3.  The  parsonage  is 
located  near  Mill  No.  1,  so  I  was  placed  here,  and  consequently  the 
principal  part  of  my  work  lies  here. 

I  am  President  of  a  Missionary  Society  at  Mill  No.  3.  At  Mill  No.  1 
I  have  organized  a  Senior  and  Junior  Epworth  League,  a  Home  Mis- 
sion Society,  and  we  have  cottage  prayer  meetings  twice  each  week. 

Should  a  stranger  come  into  our  midst  on  a  Saturday  afternoon,  I 
should  not  bid  him  look  upon  the  Pacolet  River  with  its  beautiful  falls, 
the  cotton  mills,  or  even  the  rugged  Clifton  hills,  which  I  admire  so 
much.  I  should  pass  all  this  by  and  point  him  to  a  sequestered  spot — 
our  League  room — and  there  let  him  behold  twenty-six  happy  faces, 
bending  over  their  various  tasks,  or  attentively  listening  to  a  story 
told  by  their  leader.  You  will  know  at  once  that  this  is  my  model 
sewing  school. 

I  have  been  asked:  "What  is  the  work  of  a  deaconess?"  I  answer, 
"Anything  our  hands  find  to  do;"  and  it  is  surely  thus,  for  I  visit  and 
administer  to  the  sick,  close  the  eyes  of  the  dying,  try  to  comfort  the 
bereaved  by  pointing  them  to  Christ  the  Healer,  conduct  funeral  serv- 
ices, etc. 

When  one  enters  into  this  work,  it  becomes  so  fascinating  that  it  sim- 
ply holds  us  as  if  we  were  bound  to  it  with  fetters.  Its  reward  will  be 
such  happiness  that  no  other  form  of  service  can  yield;  for  to  lead  a 
person  into  knowledge  that  is  good  and  helpful,  to  sweeten  the  lives 
of  little  children,  to  bring  a  soul  from  darkness  and  superstition  into 
the  light  of  faith  and  love,  and  to  make  a  pure-hearted  Christian  out  of 
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a  once-uncultured  person  is  a  work  which  appeals  to  the  highest  and 
noblest  in  the  human  heart. 

Crossett,  Ark. 
Miss  Willena  Henry,  Deaconess. 

"As  I  was  with  Moses,  so  I  will  be  with  thee:  I  will  not  fail  thee, 
nor  forsake  thee."  Through  another  year  the  Lord  has  verified  this 
promise,  and  my  work  for  him  has  been,  not  all  that  I  could  desire, 
but  a  pleasure,  a  testing,  and  an  increasing  joy. 

Among  the  pleasures  of  the  year  are  a  trip  to  the  Woman's  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  which  was  a  time  of  inspiration  and  I^elp;  a  week 
at  the  Little  Rock  Woman's  Home  Mission  Conference,  where  I  gave 
the  daily  Bible  lessons  and  made  one  talk;  a  week  in  Hot  Springs, 
Ark.,  helping  in  the  Week  of  Prayer  at  Central  Church,  in  which  the 
consecration  of  a  young  life  for  definite  service  was  one  of  the  contri- 
butions of  this  visit;  and  visits  and  talks  at  each  of  the  following 
places:  Hamburg,  Ark.;  Hope,  Ark.;  West,  Tex.;  and  Bpworth-by-the- 
sea,  Tex. 

A  painful  operation  upon  my  throat  disabled  me  for  some  time,  and 
as  I  count  up  the  weeks  spent  in  "being  still"  I  find  that  they  are  nine. 

Never  in  the  history  of  our  little  town  have  we  had  more  severe 
sickness  than  this  year.  One  month  we  had  seventy-six  sick  in  the 
hospital,  besides  many  who  were  sick  in  their  homes.  In  families 
where  the  father  is  making  low  wages  sickness  comes  as  a  wolf  to 
the  door.  Measles,  pneumonia,  and  malaria  have  brought  many  fam- 
ilies to  the  needy  list.  Charity  practice  amounting  to  about  $750  at 
customary  rates  has  been  given  through  our  company  physicians.  We 
have  assisted  thirteen  families.  Four  mothers  have  died  leaving  fam- 
ilies of  little  children.  I  have  helped  place  three  children  in  good 
homes  and  took  one  to  our  Mission  Home  in  Dalla*s. 

The  matrimonial  fever  struck  my  Baraca  class  and  has  almost  de- 
pleted its  ranks,  but  we  are  trying  to  win  them  back  through  socials 
and  individual  efforts. 

We  organized  a  good  night  school  in  the  fall  and  did  good  work 
up  till  the  holidays;  since  then  the  mills  have  been  running  some- 
times three  "nights  out  of  a  week,  and  we  have  been  unable  to  get  the 
young  men  back  in  school. 

I  have  charge  of  the  Missionary  Department  of  our  Sunday  school, 
and  have  helped  choose  a  field,  a  missionary,  or  a  department  of  work 
as  the  name  for  each  class.  With  the  teacher  of  the  class  a  program 
is  prepared  and  rendered  by  the  pupils  of  the  class  each  Missionary 
Sunday.  The  Beginners'  Department  helps  support  a  kindergarten  in 
Japan,  and  two  other  classes  do  special  missionary  work. 

Our  women's  societies  are  a  constant  joy  to  me.  They  are  always 
ready  to  help  and  are  not  afraid  to  work  alone.  Our  local  work  for 
the  last  quarter  amounts  to  more  than  $.50,  and  for  the  last  year  was 
$199.45. 

The  Senior  League  is  doing  good  as  a  devotional  meeting,  but  does 
not  keep  up  its  other  branches. 

We  have  many  young  people  in  Crossett,  and  I  thank  the  Lord  for 
allowing  me  to  work  for  him  here,  and  ask  that  he  help  me  draw  these 
"little  ones"  closer  to  him. 

Fort  Smith,  Ark.,  Central  Church. 
Miss  Ida  Hackeymeyer,  Deaconess. 

The  promises  given  me  before  coming  here — viz.,  "My  presence  shall 
go  with  thee,"  and  "When  he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth 
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before  them" — have  been  verified.  The  Lord  has  prepared  the  way  for 
me,  given  me  an  entrance  into  the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  my  work 
among  them  has  indeed  been  a  delight.  This  being  a  new  field  for  a 
deaconess,  and  my  first  appointment,  we  never  hear  our  predecessors 
quoted. 

Turning  to  my  diary,  I  read:  "Arrived  at  Fort  Smith  on  June  25,  1910, 
to  take  up  the  work  of  pastor's  assistant."  The  first  week  was  spent 
in  the  pastor's  study  making  a  directory  of  the  membership  of  the 
Church.  This  proved  to  be  very  valuable  to  our  new  pastor,  Rev.  L.  M. 
Broyles,  who  came  to  us  in  December. 

The  Church,  with  all  of  its  organizations,  is  wide-awake.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  occurrences  since  coming  here  has  been  a  Sunday 
school  class  contest,  which  resulted  in  an  enrollment  of  three  hundred 
members.  My  class  is  especially  interested  in  charity  work,  such  as 
furnishing  school  children  with  books  and  clothing.  "We  also  try  to 
cultivate  the  social  feature  of  the  class  by  giving  informal  socials 
without  trying  to  "raise  money." 

A  part  of  my  work  has  been  with  the  rescue  workers.  I  taught  the 
Sunday  school  lesson  to  the  unfortunate  girls  every  week.  All  of  them 
professed  conversion  and  were  baptized  and  taken  into  the  Church. 
A  new  experience  for  me  was  conducting  the  funeral  service  of  one 
of  the  babies.    His  "grace  proved  sufficient." 

I  visit  the  needy  poor  and  administer  to  their  comfort  as  much  as 
possible.  On  Christmas  day  I  took  my  Sunday  school  class  of  boys  for 
an  automobile  ride,  which  proved  a  rare  treat  for  them. 

Like  all  deaconesses,  I  try  to  keep  up  with  visiting  the  sick  in  both 
homes  and  hospitals  and  have  had  conversions  among  them. 

Our  latest  enterprise  has  been  the  opening  of  a  mission  in  the  slums 
of  our  city.  We  teach  kindergarten,  basketry,  and  sewing  on  Satur- 
day. The  children'  seem  delighted.  We  have  an  interesting  Sunday 
school  on  Sunday  afternoon,  and  I  feel  sure  the  work  is  permanent. 

I  praise  my  Saviour  daily  that  he  permits  me  to  do  the  little  things 
for  him,  and  my  prayer  is  that  God's  richest  blessings  may  rest  on 
everj'  Christian  worker,  that  his  kingdom  may  be  advanced  and  his 
name  glorified. 

FoKT  Worth,  Tex.,  Fiest  Church. 

Miss  Ida  Stevens,  Deaconess. 

This  is  my  second  report  from  First  Church,  Fort  Worth.  I  feel 
very  grateful  to  our  Father  for  his  loving-kindness  and  tender  mercies 
throughout  the  year.  The  membership  of  our  Church  is  seventeen 
hundred.  My  work  consisted  mainly  in  visiting  sick  and  strangers, 
new  members,  and  old  ones  when  time  would  permit.  The  Woman's 
Home  Mission  Society  gives  me  an  allowance  each  week  to  use  for 
purchasing  fiowers,  fruit,  groceries,  or  whatever  need  I  meet  in  my 
daily  rounds.  So  often  I  find  a  closed  door  and  a  closed  heart  opened 
by  a  beautiful,  fragrant  flower.  Our  splendid  women's  societies  are  a 
constant  joy  and  inspiration  to  me,  the  ladies  respond  so  gladly  to  every 
need  that  is  presented  to  them. 

Miss  Fox,  our  city  missionary,  and  I  did  our  Christmas  and  Thanks- 
giving work  together.  Each  time  we  borrowed  a  horse  and  carriage 
and  took  the  gifts  provided  to  the  homes  we  had  on  our  lists.  If  any 
one  was  without  Christmas  cheer,  it  was  not  the  fault  of  our  ladies. 
With  such  beautiful,  useful  gifts  and  generous  baskets,  we  were  proud 
to  have  the  honor  of  playing  Santa  Glaus. 

I  try  to  assist  in  every  department  of  the  Church.  In  the  Sunday 
school  I  act  as  a  substitute  teacher  and  have,  until  this  month,  been 
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Superintendent  of  the  Home  Department.  "We  have  a  good  Senior 
and  Intermediate  Epworth  League.  I  am  particularly  interested  in 
the  latter,  as  I  am  assistant  superintendent.  They  are  a  very  lively 
band  of  young  people,  sixty-five  strong.  This  past  year  they  have  taken 
two  scholarships  in  Korea.  For  a  Christmas  offering  they  gave  ten 
dollars  to  a  Korean  student  and  sent  a  valuable  box  to  our  own  orphan- 
age at  Waco.  They  take  regularly  good  literature  to  the  county  jail 
and  city  prison.  Best  of  all,  we  believe  that  the  spiritual  lives  of  our 
boys  and  girls  are  developing. 

We  are  a  down  town  Church,  with  scores  of  boarding  houses  near  us. 
Recently  we  have  been  trying  a  new  way  to  reach  the  young  business 
women  in  our  neighborhood.  On  Saturdays  I  take  a  great  packet  of 
invitation  cards  with  announcements  for  the  next  day  printed  on 
them,  and  visit  as  many  boarding  houses  as  I  possibly  can.  I  see  as 
many  as  I  can  personally,  and  leave  cards  under  their  doors,  on  the 
dining-room  tables,  or  with  the  landladies. 

Now  we  are  working  up  a  physical  culture  class  and  intend  organ- 
izing this  week.  We  expect  to  have  a  large  class  of  young  business 
women.    This  is  under  the  patronage  of  our  fine  Philathea  class. 

It  is  hard  to  see  just  what  has  been  accomplished,  but  I  have  done 
my  best.  A  number  have  been  induced  to  attend  church.  A  goodly 
number  of  Church  letters  have  been  secured.  It  has  been  a  busy  and 
happy  year.

Miss  Nell  Rogers,  Deaconess. 

"To  serve  the  present  age 
My  calling  to  fulfill, 
0  may  it  all  my  powers  engage 
To  do  my  Master's  will." 

It  was  with  real  pleasure  that  I  learned  of  my  reappointment  to 
West  Market  Street  Church  as  pastor's  assistant. 

In  September  we  had  such  a  splendid  revival  in  our  Church.  Our 
pastor,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  people,  held  the  meeting.  The 
organized  classes  held  prayer  meetings  each  day  in  their  respective 
classrooms.  The  ladies  held  prayer  meeting  each  afternoon  in  the 
ladies'  parlors,  and  I  conducted  cottage  prayer  meetings  in  different 
parts  of  town.  The  pastor  preached  each  evening,  and  the  whole 
Church  was  greatly  blessed.    The  results  were  deep  and  lasting. 

Each  Tuesday  I  meet  the  pastor  in  his  study  and  give  him  a  report 
of  my  week's  work;  then  we  talk  over  the  work  and  plan  for  the  coming 
week. 

We  have  adopted  the  "on-time"  button  in  our  Sunday  school,  and  it 
is  working  like  a  charm.  Last  Sunday  we  had  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
five  on  time.  My  class  of  twenty  boys  is  a  great  delight  to  me,  and  we 
are  enjoying  the  study  of  Kings  so  much.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  meet 
once  a  month  in  a  social  M^ay  with  some  of  the  classes.  One  class  of 
girls,  "The  Builders,"  is  doing  a  most  beautiful  home  mission  work,  vis- 
iting the  hospital,  making  garments  for  orphan  children,  etc.  Another 
class  of  younger  girls  is  entertained  once  a  month  by  one  of  the  mem- 
bers and  they  study  a  foreign  country.  The  children  plan  the  programs 
themselves,  and  they  are  delightful  and  very  instructive. 

My  class  at  the  mission  Sunday  school  is  still  a  great  joy  to  me. 
It  is  wonderful  to  see  how  the  girls  have  developed.  None  of  my  girls 
are  members  of  the  Church,  because  they  have  never  really  had  a 
chance  to  join.     We  are  planning  to  organize  a  Church  soon. 
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The  noonday  service  at  the  cigar  factory  has  become  one  of  the 
most  delightful  phases  of  my  work. 

I  was  invited  to  tell  something  of  the  deaconess  work  at  the  Wom- 
an's Home  Mission  Society  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  held 
at  Elizabeth  City.  Then  I  was  appointed  delegate  to  our  Woman's 
Home  Mission  Conference  at  Waynesville,  also  delegate  to  the  Epworth 
League  Conference  at  Asheville,  which  convened  at  the  same  time  as 
the  General  Conference.  Indeed,  I  count  myself  most  fortunate  lo 
have  had  these  rare  privileges. 

Good  homes  have  been  found  for  three  homeless  little  ones,  a  boy 
and  his  two  sisters.  I  was  so  glad  to  get  them  in  the  same  neighbor- 
nood,  where  they  can  grow  up  to  know  and  love  each  other. 

God  has  allowed  me  to  be  instrumental  in  rescuing  two  of  his  way- 
ward ones.  One  young  woman  has  been  placed  in  the  hospital,  where 
she  is  studying  to  be  a  nurse. 

As  I  look  back  over  the  year's  work  I  see  much  to  rejoice  over,  and 
yet  I  see  so  many  mistakes,  so  many  failures.  In  the  hope  of  another 
year's  work  for  my  Master  I  am  not  counting  the  mistakes  or  the 
triumphs  of  the  past,  but  in  the  words  of  St.  Paul:  "Forgetting  those 
things  which  are  behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto  those  things  which 
are  before,  I  press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high  calling 
of  God  in  Christ  Jesus." 

Montgomery,  Ala.,  Dexter  Avenue  Church. 
Miss  Maybelle  Marshall,  Deaconess. 

The  year  has  rushed  by;  and  while  many  opportunities  for  broaden- 
ing and  deepening  the  work  of  the  Master  intrusted  to  his  servants 
in  Dexter  Avenue  Church  have  been  advantageously  used,  many,  I  am 
certain,  have  been  carelessly  laid  aside  for  lack  of  time. 

Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  result  of  this  year's  service  is  in  the 
Primary  Department  of  our  Sunday  school,  where  not  only  a  decided 
increase  in  numbers  may  be  seen,  but  development  in  organization  and 
increased  interest.  This  work,  with  three  strong  teachers  in  place 
of  one,  is  well  established  and  ready  for  future  work  in  perfect  har- 
mony. 

Much  effort  has  been  put  into  the  Young  Ladies'  Society  work,  with 
good  results,  while  direct  attention  to  any  needs  in  the  adult  organiza- 
tion has  been  given.  My  work  this  year  has  been  loyally  supported  by 
the  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society,  showing  a  strong  internal  develop- 
ment. 

Eight  places  in  our  Conference  have  been  visited  and  interest  aroused 
in  each,  while  the  work  in  San  Antonio  and  Houston,  Tex.,  and  New 
Orleans,  La.,  was  an  inspiration  to  me  on  my  return  from  accompany- 
ing a  young  girl  to  a  mission  home  and  training  school. 

Conferences  in  Biloxi,  Miss.,  Thomasville,  Evergreen,  and  Union 
Springs,  Ala.,  have  been  visited;  also  the  work  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and 
Mobile,  Ala.  But  the  work  which  is  most  valuable,  in  my  estimation, 
has  been  the  simple,  heart-to-heart,  individual  evangelistic  work  for 
my  Master — just  going  about  trying  to  follow  him  in  his  work  of  wel- 
coming the  stranger,  leading  to  him  the  erring  one,  ministering  to  the 
suffering,  comforting  the  bereaved,  and  thus  loving  others  into  hij 
presence. 

And  so  I  face  the  new  year  without  a  fear,  for  underneath  me  are 
"the  everlasting  arms."  "Behind  me  I  shall  hear  a  voice  saying:  'This 
is  the  way,  walk  ye  in  it." 
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New  Orleans,  La.,  Rayne  Memorial. 
Miss  Mary  H.  Frankland,  Deaconess. 

The  first  seven  months  of  the  past  year  were  given  to  the  completion 
of  the  work  of  investigation  concerning  infant  mortality  in  this  city. 
Incidentally,  while  visiting,  there  were  occasions  when  some  words  of 
hope  and  cheer  could  be  spoken  to  sorrowing  hearts. 

In  visiting  the  different  parts  of  our  city  I  was  brought  face  to  face 
with  conditions  which  made  me  realize  more  than  ever  the  need  for 
"socialized  Churches,"  and  I  feel  that  my  own  responsibility  has  been 
increased  because  of  this  experience.  While  talking  to  some  of  the 
people  I  could  easily  imagine  that  I  was  in  one  of  our  foreign  mission 
fields,  such  as  Brazil  or  Mexico.  One  mother,  telling  me  about  her 
baby's  illness,  said  that  when  she  noticed  the  first  tooth  coming  through 
the  gum  she  sent  for  a  neighbor,  who  said:  "0,  you  must  get  a  new 
dime  to  put  around  her  neck!"  The  mother  sent  at  once  to  the  nearest 
grocery  and  secured  a  bright,  new  dime,  which  was  soon  suspended  on 
a  ptrin,^  around  the  baby's  neck.  This  was  to  make  the  period  of 
teething  easy.  In  a  few  weeks  the  baby  was  dead,  and  the  mother 
wondered  why  the  dime  had  done  no  good.  This  is  not  an  unusual 
case,  as  I  had  many  mothers  relate  similar  experiences.  Several  told 
me  of  the  "teething  beads"  which  they  had  put  around  the  baby's 
neck,  but  which,  of  course,  failed  to  be  of  any  value. 

In  these  neglected  communities  the  people  do  not  have  held  before 
them  ideals  that  are  calculated  to  make  good  citizens  and  happy  homes. 
The  parents  try  to  control  their  children  by  brute  force,  loudly  threaten- 
ing some  punishment,  boxing  their  ears,  or  perhaps  cursing  them.  In 
one  case  a  father  "beat"  his  sixteen-year-old  daughter  because  he 
thought  she  had  been  quarreling  with  some  of  her  girl  friends.  That 
is  the  great  tragedy  of  it  all.  They  really  want  their  children  to  do 
right;  but  they  don't  know  how  to  teach  them,  because  they  have  never 
been  taught  themselves.  Though  the  heart  is  saddened  so  often  be- 
cause of  the  ignorance  and  superstition  and  wretchedness  all  around  us, 
■we  realize  that  most  people  after  all  have,  beneath  a  rough  exterior 
perhaps,  a  latent  spirit  of  kindness  and  helpfulness  that  may  be  quick- 
ened by  coming  in  touch  with  friendly  sympathy.  We  need  the  "social- 
ized Church"  in  New  Orleans  to  send  out  this  leavening  influence,  that 
it  may  permeate  these  neglected  places  and  thus  leaven  the  whole. 

Since  the  first  of  November  I  have  been  working  as  pastor's  assist- 
ant at  Rayne  Memorial.  Visiting  among  the  Church  and  Sunday  school 
members,  strangers,  the  poor  and  sick  has  been  a  part  of  my  work. 
A  Junior  League  has  been  organized,  and  now  has  a  membership 
of  thirty,  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  eight.  The  chief  work 
of  the  League  is  the  study  of  missions. 

I  am  so  glad  to  have  even  a  small  part  in  the  work  of  "the  kingdom." 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  Travis  Park  Church. 
Miss  Elizabeth  Taylor,  Deaconess. 

"Bless  the  Lord,  0  my  soul;  and  all  that  is  within  me,  bless  his  holy 
name,"  is  the  expression  of  my  heart  as  the  year  and  its  work  are  re- 
viewed. San  Antonio,  with  its  historic  landmarks,  quaint  winding 
streets,  and  kindly  people,  has  become  very  dear  to  me  during  these 
months  we  have  labored  as  coworkers  in  the  Master's  vineyard. 

Travis  Park  Church  is  "as  a  city  set  on  a  hill"  in  this  the  great 
Southwest,  and  has  unequaled  possibilities.  It  has  opportunities  as  the 
leading  Protestant  Church  in  the  entire  section,  and  especially  in  San 
Antonio,  where  Roman  Catholicism  is  intrenched  in  the  foundations  of 
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the  Alamo,  and  where  the  poor  Mexican  is  awaiting  the  "Good  Samar- 
itan" to  relieve  his  distress. 

During  the  early  part  of  year  I  spent  the  mornings  in  the  pastor's 
study,  aiding  with  the  correspondence,  keeping  the  Church  records, 
seeing  visitors,  and  sympathizing  and  helping  those  who  came  seeking 
assistance  or  comfort.  The  afternoons  were  spent  in  visiting  the  sick, 
the  stranger,  the  Church  member,  and  absent  Sunday  school  pupils. 
I  also  had  charge  of  the  Home  Department  in  the  Sunday  school,  and 
this  afforded  opportunities  of  visiting  many  homes  as  the  messenger  of 
the  King  and  of  dropping  precious  seed,  praying  that  it  might  "fall 
into  good  ground." 

I  was  ever  in  readiness  to  serve  both  of  the  Woman's  Societies,  co- 
operating with  them  in  their  work.  It  was  a  means  of  great  blessing 
and  personal  profit  to  conduct  the  monthly  Bible  study  for  the 
Woman's  Home  Mission  Society,  as  we  traced  the  beautiful  lessons  for 
Christian  workers  contained  in  the  writings  of  the  great  missionary 
apostle. 

Since  August  I  have  been  living  in  the  Mission  Home  and  Training 
School,  and  have  had  my  office  hours  at  home.  As  it  did  not  require 
as  much  time  as  the  former  arrangement,  more  attention  has  been 
given  to  outside  work.  A  weekly  Bible  study  class  for  the  girls  in 
the  Home  has  been  conducted,  with  fairly  good  success;  also  a  chil- 
dren's meeting  Sunday  afternoons  at  the  Mexican  Mission  Church,  but 
this  has  been  retarded  because  of  the  inability  of  the  leader  to  speak 
Spanish. 

Recently,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Philathea  class,  a  sewing  school 
for  Mexican  girls  has  been  opened  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of 
the  Mexican  church.  This  promises  to  be  a  stepping-stone  to  greater 
things,  as  the  response  has  been  most  gratifying,  the  attendance  aver- 
aging sixty-five.  Surely  a  "great  and  effectual  door"  is  open  to  the 
Church  in  this  part  of  the  city. 

Some  difficulties  and  hard  places  have  been  encountered,  but  these 
too  have  been  stepping-stones  to  greater  heights  of  faith,  as  we  realized 
to  a  certainty  "My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee"  and  learned  more  and 
more  of  the  great  depths  of  the  "unsearchable  riches"  of  the  love  and 
truth  of  the  Almighty  God,  "whose  we  are  and  whom  we  serve.'" 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Centenary  Church. 
Miss  Mabel  Kennedy,  Deaconess. 

The  year  just  closing  has  been  rather  a  short  one  in  regard  to  my 
active  work  iu  the  Church,  as  the  three  summer  months  were  spent  as 
a  vacation  in  Colorado.  This  much-needed  rest,  after  seven  years  of 
continuous  work,  was  much  appreciated  and  proved  very  beneficial. 

The  plan  for  my  work  has  been  somewhat  different  the  past  year, 
as  most  of  my  time  was  spent  in  the  field,  the  Secretary  attending 
largely  to  the  demands  of  the  office. 

Centenary  has  a  membership  of  over  twenty-one  hundred  and  is 
continually  growing.  The  Church  is  in  splendid  condition  spiritually 
and  financially,  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Luther  E.  Todd,  who  is 
serving  his  second  year  as  pastor.  The  infiuence  of  this  Church  is  far- 
reaching.  The  membership  is  scattered  all  over  the  city,  and  many 
are  loyal  because  of  its  location,  thus  giving  the  down  town  population 
an  opportunity  to  hear  the  gospel. 

We  have  a  young  woman  as  Secretary  and  a  deaconess  to  assist  in 
addition  to  my  work.  With  this  working  force  we  hope  to  keep  in 
close  touch  with  our  people  and  be  of  service  to  those  in  need. 

The  Church  services  are  largely  attended  and  evangelistic.     There- 
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is  scarcely  an  evening  service  throughout  the  year  that  one  or  more 
penitents  may  not  be  seen  kneeling  at  the  altar.  The  prayer  meetings 
are  known  far  and  wide  for  their  large  attendance  and  deep  spirituality. 

We  have  two  Sunday  schools,  the  morning  school  comprising  largely 
the  families  of  the  Church,  and  the  afternoon  school  being  more  of  a 
mission  school.  I  am  still  teacher  of  the  Anchors  and  Orioles,  two 
large  classes  of  young  women.  These  classes  are  growing  and  working. 
They  paid  the  scholarship  of  Miss  Kate  Kell,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Anchor  class  and  is  in  training  for  deaconess  work  at  Scarritt  Bible 
and  Training  School.  One-half  of  the  scholarship  is  being  paid  for  Miss 
Helen  Gardner,  another  member  of  this  class,  who  is  in  Howard-Payne 
College  preparing  for  deaconess  work.  This  is  only  the  financial  side 
of  these  classes.  These  young  women  are  to  be  found  active  in  the 
prayer  meeting,  Epworth  League,  and  the  A^arious  societies  of  the 
Church. 

The  Epworth  League  has  a  membership  of  some  three  hundred  and 
has  largely  attended  devotional  meetings.  They  entertain  the  young 
people  once  a  month  with  a  good  program  and  social  evening.  We 
have  a  reading  room  also,  which  is  kept  up  by  the  Epworth  League. 

The  Young  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  furnished  a  room  at 
Scarritt  Bible  and  Training  School  this  year  and  named  it  in  my  honor. 
The  Young  Women's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  is  supporting  the  schol- 
arship of  Miss  Carrie  Minor,  who  is  in  training  at  Scarritt,  preparing  to 
enter  the  foreign  field.  These  societies,  in  connection  with  the  adult 
societies,  are  supporting  Bible  women,  scholarships,  etc.,  and  are  doing 
a  great  work. 
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Nashville,  Tenn.,  Warioto  Settlement. 

Mabel  E.  Wheeler,  Deaconess,  in  Charge  of  Home;  Miss  Eleanor  Neill, 
in  Charge  of  Clubs. 

It  gives  ifi^e  great  pleasure  to  make  our  report  this  year,  because  we 
are  in  our  own  Home.  During  the  summer  the  large  tenement  build- 
ing which  was  given  the  Methodist  Training  School  by  the  Warioto 
Cotton  Mill  Company  began  to  be  transformed  into  what  we  believe 
to  be  a  modern,  convenient,  and  up-to-date  settlement  of  seventeen 
rooms.  Eleven  of  these  have  been  finished  and  furnished.  These  give 
us  a  large  club  room,  library,  community  parlor,  coffee  room,  and  the 
oflBce  on  the  first  floor;  while  on  the  second  are  the  drawing-room,  din- 
ing room,  kitchen,  model  bedroom,  model  dining  room,  domestic  science 
kitchen,  and  the  workers'  sitting  room.  On  the  third  floor  there  are 
four  bedrooms  and  store  rooms.  We  are  trying  to  carry  on  as  helpful 
and  instructive  work  as  possible  for  this  vast  population  of  working 
people. 

The  students  of  the  Training  School,  under  Miss  Haskin  as  director 
of  field  work  and  Miss  Neill  as  assistant,  conduct  eight  clubs  during 
the  week.  On  Tuesday  evening  our  library  is  open,  a  branch  from  the 
Carnegie  Library  being  placed  in  the  settlement.  Saturday  afternoon 
the  story  hour  is  conducted  by  a  leader  from  the  Carnegie  Story  Hour 
League.  Nothing  has  given  more  satisfaction  than  our  Sunday  school, 
with  an  enrollment  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-one.  Following  the  Sun- 
day school  a  song  service  is  held  which  is  quite  a  neighborhood  gath- 
ering. 

The  industrial  features  of  our  clubs  have  been  very  gratifying.     In 
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the  Arts  and  Crafts  Club,  composed  of  little  girls,  they  have  done  splen- 
did work  in  stenciling,  while  our  Mothers'  Club  realized  quite  a  nice 
little  sum  from  their  bazaar  held  Christmas  week.  In  all  our  clubs  the 
social  side  is  emphasized,  and  with  perfect  joy  they  enter  into  the 
games  and  songs;  even  the  mothers  play  them  in  the  Homemakers' 
Club. 

Each  holiday  brings  its  rounds  of  parties  and  entertainments,  when 
the  Home  is  appropriately  decorated  and  refreshments  in  keeping  with 
the  occasion  are  served. 

The  kindergarten,  with  an  enrollment  of  twenty-six,  has  been  added 
this  year,  making  glad  the  little  folks  of  our  neglected  homes. 

Nothing  appeals  to  a  worker  like  the  distressed  condition  of  the 
homes,  especially  where  there  is  sickness.  We  put  forth  every  effort 
possible  to  help  them  to  prevent  disease  and  then  teach  them  how  to 
care  for  it  when  they  have  it;  frequent  lectures  are  given  on  health  and 
fresh  air,  and  we  secure  for  them  the  best  medical  aid. 

We  are  glad  that  He  who  knows  all  has  kept  another  record,  and  pray 
that  many  a  word  or  a  thought  or  a  deed  has  been  done  to  brighten  the 
lives  of  others. 

Mobile,  Ala.,  Travelers'  Aid. 
Selina  Monohan,  Deaconess. 

Six  months  ago  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of  Mobile, 
Ala.,  secured  a  deaconess  to  open  the  Travelers'  Aid  work  in  this  city. 

We  were  most  graciously  received  by  the  railroad  officials  and  patrons 
of  the  road.  We  have  a  desk  in  the  Mobile  &  Ohio  and  the  Louisville 
&  Nashville  depots.  Mobile  is  undoubtedly  on  the  upward  march. 
While  it  is  a  large  (and  will  be  larger)  shipping  port,  it  is  by  no  means 
a  railroad  center;  but  we  feel  that  the  work  has  been  blessed  of  God  and 
that  many  persons  are  grateful  for  the  Travelers'  Aid.  We  feel  that 
the  outcome  of  two  cases  fully  compensate  the  work. 

A  young  orphan  Catholic  girl  came  into  the  city  looking  for  work. 
She  did  not  know  a  single  soul  or  where  to  go.  We  took  her  to  the 
Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  and  after  a  few  days  one  of 
the  young  ladies  secured  her  a  good  position  in  a  store,  which  position 
she  still  holds.  Another  of  the  young  ladies  invited  her  to  go  to  Sun- 
day school  and  Church,  and,  although  a  Catholic,  she  went  every  Sun- 
day and  became  a  regular  attendant.  She  joined  our  Bible  class  also 
and  never  fails  to  be  at  evening  prayers.  Just  a  few  Sundays  ago  she 
was  baptized  and  joined  the  Protestant  Church. 

The  other  was  a  little  girl  who  had  been  terribly  abused  by  the  peo- 
ple who  were  supposed  to  be  her  father  and  mother.  She  ran  away 
from  them  and  came  to  Mobile.  She  was  fifteen  years  of  age  and  only 
In  the  third  reader,  and  had  every  mark  of  abuse  and  neglect.  Later 
we  found  she  was  afflicted  with  hookworms.  As  she  was  not  legally 
adopted  by  the  people  she  ran  away  from,  we  found  her  another  home, 
where  her  new  friends  are  doing  everything  to  undo  the  past  and  make 
her  a  good  Christian  girl.  At  present  she  is  in  the  hospital,  but  when 
she  leaves  she  is  going  to  school. 

In  addition  to  the  Travelers'  Aid  work  we  are  most  grateful  for  a 
Bible  class  God  gave  us.  It  is  composed  entirely  of  young  ladies  board- 
ing in  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  building,  and  who  are 
employed  every  day.  They  have  studied  the  Pentateuch,  taking  notes 
and  having  a  prepared  lesson  for  each  week.  The  class  has  remained 
almost  intact  from  the  beginning  until  now,  and  we  are  praying  for  God 
to  get  to  himself  fruit  from  the  class.    We  have  been  able  to  hold  Bible- 
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readings  in  the  Mobile  and  Prichard  cotton  mill  districts,  also  in  the 
Ladies'  Aid  and  Home  Mission  Societies. 

^e  are  very  proud  of  a  little  night  school.  We  were  able  to  gather 
little  cash  girls  who  are  all  the  children  of  widowed  mothers.  Miss 
Kirk,  our  General  Secretary,  teaches  them  once  each  week.  It  is  beau- 
tiful to  see  the  improvement  in  the  children.

MONTGOMEKY,  ALA.,  TRAVELERS'  AlD. 

Miss  Laura  Harris,  Deaconess. 

The  Travelers'  Aid  work  of  Montgomery,  Ala.,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Young  Women's  Christian  Association,  was  begun  September  27, 
1910,  and  has  been  in  operation  only  five  months.  From  the  time  of 
my  appointment  to  this  work  my  prayer  was  that  God  would  go  before 
me  and  prepare  the  way  and  the  people  for  my  coming.  He  wonder- 
fully answered  my  prayer,  so  that  the  work  has  succeeded  far  beyond 
our  expectations. 

The  railroad  conductors  asked  that  we  visit  a  meeting  of  their  order 
and  present  the  work,  which  we  gladly  did.  At  the  same  meeting  they 
pledged  their  cooperation  and  support  and  drew  up  resolutions  to  that 
effect,  stating  therein  that  they  had  long  felt  the  great  need  of  such 
a  work.  A  copy  of  these  resolutions  was  sent  to  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association  and  a  copy  recorded  in  their  minutes. 

The  newspapers  also  were  interested,  and  a  number  of  articles  were 
written  presenting  the  work  and  its  needs.  In  one  of  these  articles 
sLn.  appeal  was  made  for  cradles  for  babies,  and  the  same  day  two 
cradles  were  given.  Not  less  than  twelve  have  been  offered,  but  for 
lack  of  space  I  could  accept  only  two.  In  another  one  of  these  articles 
an  appeal  was  made  for  a  couch  for  sick  and  aged  people,  and  on  the 
same  day  two  leather  couches  were  offered.  Six  or  eight  have  been 
offered  in  all.  These  prompt  and  ready  responses  to  the  needs  of  the 
work  give  some  idea  of  the  interest  which  is  felt  in  it.  All  of  the 
different  societies  seem  anxious  to  have  a  part  in  it,  and  some  seem  to 
vie  with  each  other  to  see  which  can  do  the  most. 

The  different  Churches  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  work,  and  the 
city  has  appropriated  $15  per  month.  It  is  a  common  occurrence  for 
29 
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out-of-town  people  to  come  to  me  and  ask  the  privilege  of  contributing 
something. 

We  feel  quite  sure  that  we  have  saved  some  young  girls  from  a  fate 
worse  than  death.  Quite  a  number  have  been  placed  in  the  care  of  con- 
ductors and  protected  in  other  ways.  The  feeble  old  people  also  appeal 
to  me,  and  I  feel  it  a  great  privilege  to  care  for  them.  And  then  the 
precious  little  ones  come  in  for  their  share  of  love  and  care.  All  in 
all,  it  is  a  blessed  work  and  affords  a  wide  field  for  usefulness. 

I  have  come  in  contact  with  the  Italian,  the  German,  the  Scotch-Irish, 
the  Norwegian,  the  French,  and  I  know  not  how  many  more  national- 
ities. 

In  the  Travelers'  Aid  work  there  are  so  many  ways  to  be  helpful, 
if  one  has  eyes  to  see  and  a  willingness  to  do,  that  a  full  account  is 
impossible.  So  many  things  are  done  which  cannot  be  put  into  words; 
but  we  give  a  few  of  the  ways  in  which  people  have  been  aided,  and  in 
part  the  members,  so  that  something  at  least  may  be  known  of  what 
we  are  doing: 

Tampa,  Fla.,  Woman's  Home  and  Hospital. 
Elizabeth  R.  Davis,  Superintendent. 

The  closing  year  in  our  work  has  been  a  successful  one  from  many 
standpoints,  though  hard  from  lack  of  workers.  No  worker  in  the 
Home  could  get  even  a  week's  vacation. 

Twenty-two  girls  passed  through  our  Home.  Nine  children  were 
cared  for,  one  of  whom  was  a  paralytic.  Fourteen  persons  were  shel- 
tered and  employment  found  for  as  many  more.  Sixty-two  charity 
cases  were  treated  in  our  hospital  and  twenty-four  paid  cases. 

To  report  the  amount  of  hard  work,  the  number  of  speeches  and  per- 
sonal calls  made  by  the  Superintendent  in  the  interest  of  purity  work 
would  be  tedious  but  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  result  is  that  there 
is  now  organized  in  the  city  of  Tampa  a  Purity  League  that  has  on  its 
board  the  city  pastors,  a  physician,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Wom- 
an's Home  and  Hospital,  and  thereby  we  hope  to  do  greater  work  than 
ever  in  Tampa. 

The  strike  in  our  midst  that  lasted  several  months  cut  our  bread 
sales  for  the  year  down  to  only  $1,642.76.  Also,  because  of  the  scarcity 
of  suitable  nurses,  we  decided  not  to  do  private  nursing  except  in  cases 
where  patients  especially  desired  to  come  to  us,  and  that  cut  our  hos- 
pital receipts  down  to  $940.49. 

We  are  still  reducing  our  hospital  work,  not  that  we  want  to,  but 
because  it  has  been  so  hard  to  get  a  woman  who  could  do  good  nursing 
and  would  also  take  an  interest  in  our  girls. 

The  spiritual  life  among  the  girls  is  good.  All  who  entered  are  not 
saved  as  yet,  but  tlie  greater  number  of  them  are,  and  the  twilight 
prayer  meeting  is  working  good  to  the  whole  house. 

Good  work  is  likewise  being  done  in  the  schoolroom,  but  it  has  been 
hard  to  get  just  the  teacher  we  needed.  We  now  have  a  special  sewing 
teacher  who  comes  from  the  city,  and  Mrs.  Joseph  Mizelle  has  charge 
of  the  schoolroom. 

Every  year  we  are  more  impressed  that  rescue  work  is  a  great 
work,  and  it  broadens  out.  It  does  seem  that  none  could  say  that  they 
see  no  use  in  purity  work.  May  those  who  are  asleep  on  this  great  sub- 
ject never  get  the  sudden  awakening  that  some  I  know  of  received  re- 
cently!

Rev.  A.  E.  Rector,  Superintendent  Immigrants'  Home. 

The  work  at  Galveston  deals  with  two  distinct  classes — namely,  the 
immigrant  and  the  seaman.  The  features  of  the  immigrant  work  are: 
to  protect  them  from  imposition,  give  them  general  information  about 
the  country,  distribute  tracts  and  Bibles,  and  hold  evangelistic  meet- 
ings. These  features  apply  largely  to  the  work  among  the  seamen,  ex- 
cept that  we  furnish  a  free  room  for  reading  and  entertainment  with 
books  and  periodicals  and  for  the  care  of  their  mail.  An  Employment 
Bureau  holds  a  large  place  in  this  department. 

During  the  year  4,961  immigrants  landed  at  Galveston  on  the  four- 
teen German  immigrant  vessels  which  come  to  this  port  annually.  We 
cared  for  1,886  of  these  strangers  as  they  entered  and  125  of  those  who 
were  returning.  There  were  3,500  fewer  immigrants  landed  this  year 
than  last,  but  the  service  of  the  Home  was  enjoyed  by  a  larger  per  cent 
of  those  who  did  come.  Our  greatest  ministry  has  been  to  those  who 
were  detained  in  Galveston  by  the  government  or  to  await  friends. 

Brother  Reifsneider  came  to  our  work  as  one  of  the  regular  force  in 
December.  Previous  to  this  he  was  of  great  assistance  when  the  vessels 
reached  us. 

The  work  among  the  seamen  was  especially  active  during  the  year, 
and  we  were  often  taxed  to  the  limit  in  our  dormitory.  Of  course  we 
couldn't  turn  them  away  in  freezing  weather,  and  had  to  donate  some 
beds  now  and  then,  but  by  close  management  Brother  Reifsneider  suc- 
ceeds in  collecting  nearly  everything  due.  The  maritime  agencies  are 
our  fast  friends,  and  they  help  us  with  the  shipmasters,  so  that  a  fel- 
low has  to  be  pretty  sharp  to  escape.  Close  business  is  good  for  them 
as  well  as  for  us,  because  we  find  that  when  they  succeed  in  beating  us  it 
keeps  them  away  from  any  contact  with  us  afterwards.  We  cared  for 
2,400  sailors  in  the  Home,  and  9,417  visited  our  reading  rooms;  2,000 
have  attended  our  gospel  services,  and  1,000  attended  our  contests.

The  greatly  increased  income  from  board  paid  by  immigrants  over 
that  reported  last  year  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  twice  cared  for 
a  number  of  Armenians  who  were  being  deported,  and  while  waiting 
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for  vessels  the  government  committed  them  to  our  care.  This  fact 
accounts  for  a  cash  balance  in  our  favor  at  present,  and  therefore  does 
not  mean  that  the  Immigrant  Home  is  getting  more  money  than  it 
needs,  or  that  a  balance  may  obtain  another  year.  Our  working  force 
lias  consisted  of  Brother  Reifsneider,  Mrs.  Rector,  three  employees,  and 
myself,  and  we  have  been  assisted  in  making  the  place  homelike  and 
attractive  by  the  Baptist  missionary  and  his  wife  and  from  time  to  time 
by  some  of  the  women  of  the  Church. 

GuLFPORT,  Miss.

The  year  ending  February  28,  1911,  has  been  a  blessed  year  of  hard 
work  at  the  Sailors'  Rest  and  the  Wesley  House.  Visible  results  are 
not  what  we  would  have  them;  but  to  have  the  glad  hand  of  appre- 
ciation and  the  "God  bless  you"  from  officers  and  sailors,  to  have  them 
come  and  sing  and  pray  (some  of  them  being  devout),  is  encouraging, 
to  say  the  least  of  it, 

A  large  majority  of  sailors  are  young  men,  and  to  have  them  come 
in  to  service  and  bow  in  prayer  and  listen  to  the  Word  and  thank  you 
for  the  "good  service"  is  helpful.  Many  are  helped  to  hold  fast  their  pro- 
fession and  others  are  led  into  the  kingdom,  while  the  Home  is  offered 
to  all  who  come.  Papers  and  letters  from  home  are  opened  and  read 
with  an  eagerness  that  makes  us  feel  for  them.  The  attendance  at 
our  regular  service  has  been  very  gratifying.  Considering  so  many 
cheap  attractions  on  the  streets,  the  attendance  at  our  concerts  has 
been  all  we  could  expect. 

We  need  the  prayers  of  God's  people  for  blessed  results.  The  Lord 
of  the  harvest  will  come  for  the  good  seed  sown. 

There  were  295  vessels  in  port,  landing  5,120  sailors  and  200  immi- 
grants. We  cared  for  695  sailors  and  33  immigrants  at  the  Sailors' 
Rest.  We  held  105  gospel  services,  to  which  2,571  sailors  came,  and  81 
concerts  were  given,  attended  by  1,810;  while  9,922  visits  were  made 
to  the  reading  rooms;  261  beds  were  furnished  stranded  sailors.

The  work  as  carried  on  by  Miss  Long  at  the  Wesley  House  at  Biloxl 
has  been  most  satisfactory.  Her  report  will  be  found  incorporated  in 
that  done  by  city  missions  and  deaconesses.

Rev.  N.  E.  Joyner,  Superintendent ;  Miss  Margaret  Ragland,  Head  Resi- 
dent; Miss  Roberta  Baker,  Miss  Lottie  Keithly,  Mr. 
E.  E.  S.  Mackenzie. 

The  workers  of  St.  Mark's  Hall  have  much  cause  for  rejoicing  and 
thankfulness  as  they  look  back  over  the  year  1910.  The  Lord  has 
allowed  us  both  to  sow  and  to  reap.  We  have  known  the  joy  of  both 
the  seed  time  and  the  harvest.  The  encouraging  feature  of  our  work 
is  that  it  attracts  the  people.  Children  and  grown  people  are  glad  to 
come  to  the  Hall.  The  cooking  school,  sewing  school,  classes  in  type- 
writing and  stenography  are  always  full  to  overflowing,  but  each  of 
our  various  activities  has  had  its  own  successes.  The  night  school, 
where  foreigners  learn  English,  brings  recruits  to  the  "pleasant  Sun- 
day evening"  hour,  and  from  there  they  find  their  way  to  one  of  the 
Churches.  We  have  added  two  new  departments  during  the  year,  a 
free  kindergarten  and  classes  in  stenography  and  typewriting.  The 
kindergarten  is  supported  by  the  New  Orleans  Free  Kindergarten  Asso- 
ciation. The  Association  furnishes  two  teachers ^and  all  necessary 
equipment.  The  classes  in  typewriting  and  stenography  have  been 
organized  by  a  volunteer  worker.  Miss  Orpha  Home,  to  whom  we  are 
greatly  indebted  for  a  splendidly  unselfish  work.  The  department 
now  has  four  typewriters,  four  of  them  having  been  recently  purchased. 

With  great  regret  we  have  had  to  give  up  two  of  our  workers  on  ac- 
count of  ill  health.  Miss  Alberta  Keithly,  our  housekeeper,  and  Miss 
Daisy  Duncan,  nurse  deaconess,  have  been  compelled  to  resign  and 
seek  the  restoration  of  their  health.  Miss  Baker,  a  trained  worker 
who  came  to  us  to  take  charge  of  the  Department  of  Domestic  Science, 
has,  in  addition  to  her  own  work,  assumed  part  of  the  tasks  of  the 
trained  nurse  by  assisting  in  the  free  clinic.  Miss  Lottie  Keithly  is 
doing  most  efliciently  the  work  of  housekeeper,  besides  assisting  in 
the  various  other  departments. 

A  glimpse  of  the  joy  of  the  worker  and  of  the  successes  of  the  work 
may  be  had  through  these  paragraphs  selected  from  their  reports: 

Miss  Ragland  says  of  her  work:  "All  the  activities  under  my  super- 
vision have  been  substantially  prosperous.  In  the  sewing  school  there 
has  been  manifest  a  delightful  enthusiasm,  accompanied  by  real  zest 
for  work,  and,  in  many  instances,  resulting  in  a  most  gratifying  devel- 
opment of  character.  The  Doll  Clothes  Department,  introduced  this 
year,  has  proved  very  helpful  to  the  younger  girls  who  completed  the 
model  work  and  are'  not  sufficiently  experienced  to  enter  the  Dress- 
making Department.  Here  each  one  makes  by  hand  a  full  suit  of 
clothes  for  her  doll.  Such  painstaking  little  seamstresses  they  are,  and 
the  beautiful  stitches  they  learn  to  make  and  their  pride  in  it  all!  We 
have  a  large  and  interesting  group  of  girls  from  fourteen  to  sixteen 
years  of  age  who  count  on  'graduating'  from  the  sewing  school  at  St. 
Mark's  Hall.  Several  last-year  pupils  who  have  now  begun  work  are 
greatly  pleased  to  find  that  what  they  had  learned  at  the  sewing  school 
is  profitable  to  them  in  real  life,  enabling  them  to  earn  more  money.  Of 
the  night  schools,  the  clubs,  children's  hour  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
pleasant  Sunday  evenings,  friendly  visiting,  study  of  Italian,  visits 
to  the  parish  prison  and  hospitals,  etc.,  is  made  up  the  tale  of  a 
round  of  activity  that  fills  the  passing  days  to  the  fullness  of  human 
Interest  touching  many  sides  of  life.  The  number  of  volunteer  work- 
ers, who  are  growing  along  with  us  in  social  service,  is  increasing, 
and  to  them  is  due  much  of  the  success  that  is  attending  us.  I  count 
myself  happy  to  have  part  in  this  service  in  New  Orleans,  and  most 
of  all  I  am  glad  to  be  near  the  heart  of  humanity — near  enough  to  feel 
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its  throbbing  and  to  appreciate  the  heroism  of  these  humble  folk,  who 
rejoice  in  sacrifice  as  an  essential  of  living,  who  are  eager  to  give  at  a 
cost,  and  who  are  saddened  and  depressed  if  denied  this  privilege. 
How  often  have  I  been  surprised  and  humbled  by  responsiveness  that 
has  far  surpassed  the  expectation  of  my  faith!  God  so  richly  rewards 
humblest  service." 

These  words  show  very  clearly  the  spirit  of  self-sacrifice  of  those 
who  are  laboring  in  St.  Mark's  Hall,  and  reveal  the  joy  with  which 
they  take  up  their  various  tasks. 

I  quote  again,  from  Miss  Baker:  "I  can  hardly  realize  that  six 
months  have  passed  since  I  came  to  New  Orleans.  I  have  liked  the 
work  from  the  very  first.  Of  course  there  are  difficulties  and  problems, 
but  I  presume  that  this  is  true  of  every  field.  The  cooking  school  is  my 
special  department.  Miss  Lottie  Keithly  kindly  consented  to  help  me, 
and  she  proves  a  valuable  assistant.  It  was  hard  at  first  to  get  a  good 
attendance,  but  now  we  are  often  overcrowded.  It  is  gratifying  to  see 
how  eager  the  girls  are  to  learn.  I  also  have  work  in  the  dispensary. 
The  recovery  of  a  little  girl  who  has  been  coming  to  us  is  truly  remark- 
able. She  had  suffered  for  years  with  an  ulcer.  It  seemed  incurable, 
but  after  several  months'  treatment  here  it  has  almost  disappeared. 
Her  motner  said  to  me:  'I  don't  know  what  I  can  ever  do  for  the  doc- 
tor.' In  the  sewing  school  I  have  what  seems  to  me  the  very  best 
class.  Miss  Ragland  gave  me  a  number  of  large  girls  who  were  just 
beginning  the  course,  and  now  som,e  of  them  are  almost  ready  for  the 
dressmaking  class.  I  teacli  in  the  night  school  three  times  a  week, 
and  am  glad  that  I  am  able  to  help  these  men.  To  some  of  them  the 
road  to  learning  is  not  a  flowery  path,  but  as  one  of  them  expressed 
it:  'If  I  learn  English,  I  can  get  a  better  job.'  Some  phases  of  the 
work  bring  me  into  contact  with  men  and  women  who  are  facing  life's 
struggles,  and  sometimes  it  is  such  a  bitter  struggle.  May  we  be  en- 
abled to  feel  their  woes  and  to  realize  that  they  are  our  brothers  and 
sisters.  'Grant  me  this  entrance  into  thy  sorrow,  blessed  Lord.  Let 
me  live  in  thy  wide  sympathies,  all-loving,  all-pitying  Saviour.' " 

We  who  labor  in  St,  Mark's  Hall  are  thankful  not  only  for  our  work 
but  also  for  the  fellowship  we  have  in  this  work,  believing  that  we 
have  been  providentially  associated  in  the  work  of  the  kingdom.  A 
recent  addition  has  been  made  to  our  corps  in  the  person  of  Mr.  E.  E. 
S.  Mackenzie.    He  will  devote  special  attention  to  the  bays  and  men.
